VICARS  APOSTOLIC  OF  GREAT  BRITAIN. 

w  VICARS  Apostolic  labouring  in  the  Vineyard  of  our  Lord, 

44  Direct  all  your  seal  and  attention  lo  this,  that  all  the  faithful  whom  we 
u  have  committed  to  your  pastoral  care,  love  one  another  in  Charity,  Sincerity, 
41  and  Truth  :  that  in  the  present  general  agitation,  they  shew  themselves  an 
44  example  of  good  works :  that  they  obey  the  King,  and  be  so  dutiful  and 
44  faithful  to  him,  that  our  adversaries  may  fear,  (not  having  it  in  their  power') 
44  to  speak  ill  of  us ;  that  they  abstain  from  reading  vicious  books,  by  which, 
14  in  these  most  calamitous  times,  our  holy  religion  is  in  all  directions  assailed ; 
44  that  by  reading  pious  books,  and  above  all  the  EOL  7  SCRIPTURES ,  in 
A  the  Editions  approved  by  the  Churchy  they  conform  in  faith  and  good  works 
44  to  you,  as  their  pattern  in  precept  aud  practice.  While  we  trust  from  your 
4*  fidelity  and  proved  veneration  for  us,  that  this  dutyV  shall  be  duly  performed, 
14  we  impart  to  you  the  Apostolic  benediction.

CHAP.  I. 

The  Genealogy  of  Christ. 
PjHHE  Book  of  tne  Generation  of 
JL  Jesus  Christ,  the  Son  of 
David,  the  Son  of  Abraham. 

2  Abraham  begot  Isaac.  And 
Isaac  begot  Jacob.  And  Jacob 
begot  Judas  and  his  brethren  ; 

3  And  Judas  begot  Phares  and 
Zara  of  Thamar.  And  Phares  begot 
Esron.  And  Esron  begot  Aram.  , 

4  And  A  ram  beget  Anunadab.  j 
And  Aminadab  begot  Naasson. 
And  Naasson  begot  Sain  on. 

5  And  Salmon  begot  Booz  of 
Rahab.  And  Booz  begot  Obed  of 
Ruth.  And  Obed  begot  Jesse. 

6  And  Jesse  begot  David  the  king. 
And  David  the  king  begot  Solomon, 
of  her  that  had  been  the  wife  of  Urias 

7  And  Solomon  begot  Roboam. 
And  Roboam  begot  Abia.  And  j 
Abia  begot  Asa: 

8  And  Asa  begot  Josaphst.  And 
Josaphat  begot  Joraui.  And  Joram 
begot  Ozias, 

9  And  Oziaa  begot  Joatharn. 
And  Joatham  begot  Achaz.  And 
Achaz  begot  Ezechias. 

10  And  Ezechias  begot  Manas- 
ses.  And  Manassee  begot  Amos;. 
And  Amen  begot  Josias. 

11  And  Josias  begot  Jechonias 
and  his  brethren,  in  the  transmi¬ 
gration  of  Babylon. 

12  And  after  the  transmigration  of 
Babylon,  Jechonias  begot  Salathiel. 
And  Salathiel  begot  Zorobabel. 

,  13  And  Zorobabel  begot  Abiud. 
And  Abiud  begot  Eliacim.  And 
Eliacim  begot  Azor. 

14  And  Azor  begot  Sadoc.  And 
Sadoc  begot  Achirn.  And  Achirn 
oegot  Eliud. 

15  And  Eliud  begot  Eleazar. 
And  Eleazar  begot  Mathan.  And 
Mathan  begot  Jacob. 

16  And  Jacob  beget  Joseph  the 
husband  of  Mary,  of  whom  was 
bom  Jesus  who  is  called  Christ. 


17  So  all  the  generations,  from 
Abraham  to  David,  are  fourteen 
generations.  And  from  David  to 
the  transmigration  of  Babylon,  are 
fourteen  generations.  And  from 
the  transmigration  of  Babylon  to 
Christ,  are  fourteen  generations. 

18  Now  the  generation  of  Chribt 
was  in  this  wise.  When  as  his  mo¬ 
ther  Mary  was  espoused  to  Joseph, 
before  they  came  together,  she  was 
found  with  child  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

19  Whereupon  Joseph  her  hus¬ 
band,  being  a  just  man,  and  not 
willing  publicly  to  expose  her,  was 
minded  to  put  her  away  privately. 

20  But  while  he  thought  on  these 
things,  behold  the  angel  of  the  Lord 
appeared  to  him  in  his  sleep,  say¬ 
ing  :  Joseph,  son  of  David,  fear  not 
to  take  unto  thee  Mary  thy  wife, 
for  that  which  is  conceived  in  her 
is  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

21  And  she  shall  bring  forth  a 
Son  ;  and  thou  shalt  call  his  name 
Jesus  ;  for  he  shall  save  his  people 
from  their  sins. 

22  Now  all  this  was  done  that  it 
might  be  fulfilled  which  the  Lord 
spoke  by  the  prophet,  saying  : 

23  Behold  a  virgin  shall  be  with 
child,  and  bring  forth  a  son,  and 
they  shall  call  his  name  Emmanuel, 
which  being  interpreted  is,  God 
with  us. 

24  And  Joseph  rising  up  from 
sleep,  did  as  the  angel  of  the  Lord 
had  commanded  him,  and  took 
unto  him  his  wife. 

25  And  he  knew  her  not  till  she 
brought  forth  her  .  first-born  Son: 
and  he  called  his  name  Jesus. 

CHAP.  II. 

The  offerings  of  ihe  wise  men. 
]SJOW  when  Jesus  was  boro  ir, 
Bethlehem  of  Juda,  in  the 
days  of  King  Herod,  behold,  there 
came  wise  men  from  the  east  to 
Jerusalem, 

2  Saying,  where  is  he  that  is 
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born  Kin  g  of  the  Jews  ?  for  we  have 
teen  his  star  in  the  east,  and  are 
come  to  adore  him. 

3  And  King  Herod  hearing  this, 
was  troubled,  and  all  Jerusalem 
with  him 

4  And  assembling  together  all 
tha  chief  priests  and  the  scribes  of 
the  people,  he  inquired  of  them 
where  Cnrist  should  be  born. 

6  But  they  said  to  him  :  In  Beth¬ 
lehem  of  Juda.  For  so  it  la  written 
by  the  prophet : 

€  And  thou  Bethlehem,  the  land 
pf  Juda  art  not  the  least  among  the 
princes  cf  Juda  ;  for  cut  of  thee 
shall  come  forth  the  Ruler  that  shall 
rule,  my  people  Israel. 

7  Tnen  Herod,  privately  calling 
the  wise  men,  learned. diligently  of 
them  the  time  of  the  star  which  ap¬ 
peared  to  them; 

8  And  sending  them  into  Beth¬ 
lehem,  said  ;  Go  and  diligently  in¬ 
quire  after  the  Child :  and  when 
you  have  found  him,  bring  me  word 
again,  that  I  also  may  come  and 
adore  him. 

9  Who  having  heard  the  King, 
went  theif  way ;  nnd  behold  the 
star  which  they  had  seen  in  the 
east,  went  before  them,  until  it 
came  and  stood  over  where  the 
Child  was. 

10  And  seeing  the  star,  they  re¬ 
joiced  with  exceeding  great  joy. 

11  And  entering  into  the  house,  I 
they  found  the  Child  with  Mart  his 
mother,  and  falling  down  they  a- 
tlored  him ;  and  opening  their  trea¬ 
sures,  they  offered  him  gifts,  gold, 
frankincense,  and  myrrh. 

12  And  having  received  an  an¬ 
swer  in  sleep  that  they  should  not 
return  to  Herod,  they  went  back 
another  way  into  their  country. 

13  And  after  they  were  departed, 
behold  an  angel  of  the  Lord  appear¬ 
ed  in  sleep  to  Joseph,  saying:  Arise, 
and  take  the  Child  and  his  mother 


and  fly  into  Egypt,  and  be  there 
until  I  shall  tell  thee.  For  it  will 
come  to  pass  that  Herod  will  seek 
the  Child  to  destroy  him. 

14  Who  arose,  and  took  the  child 
and  his  mother  by  night,  and  re¬ 
tired  into  Egypt:  and  lie  was  there 

I  until  the  death  of  Herod : 

15  That  it  might  be  fulfilled 
which  the  Lord  spoke  by  the  pro¬ 
phet,  saying:  Out  of  Egypt  have  I 
called  my  Son. 

16  Then  Herod  perceiving  that 
he  was  deluded  by  the  wise  men, 
was  exceeding  angry  ;  and  sending, 
killed  all  the  mcn-children  that  were 
in  Bethlehem,  and  in  all  the  borders 
thereof,  from  two  years  old  ar.d  un¬ 
der,  according  to  the  time  which 
he  had  diligently  inquired  cf  the 
wise  men. 

17  Then  was  fulfilled  that  which 
was  spoken  by  Jeremias  the  pro¬ 
phet,  saying : 

18  A  voice  in  Rama  was  heard , 
lamentation  and  great  mourning  : 
Rachel  be toailing  her  children,  and 
would  not  be  comforted  because  they 
arc  not 

19  Bui  when  Herod  was  dead, 
behold,  an  angel  of  the  Lord  appear¬ 
ed  in  sleep  to  Joseph  in  Egypt, 

20  Saying :  Arise,  and  take  the 
Childand  his  mother,  and  go  intotho 
land  of  Israel.  For  they  are  dead 
that  sought  the  life  of  the  Child. 

21  Who  arose,  and  took  the  child 
and  hia  mother,  and  came  into  the 
land  of  Israel. 

22  But  hearing  that  Archelaus 
reigned  in  Judea  in  the  room  of 
Herod  his  father,  he  was  afraid  to 
go  thither:  and  being  warned  in 
sleep  retired  into  the  quarters  of 
Galilee. 

23  And  coming  he  dwelt  in  a 
city  called  Nazareth  :  that  it  might 
be  fulfilled  which  was  said  by  the 
prophets :  That  he  shall  be  called  a 
Nazarite. 
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CHAP.  III. 

The  preaching  of  John. 

ND  in  those  days  cometli  John 
the  Baptist  preaching  in  the 
desart  of  Judea. 

2  And  saying  :  Do  penance  :  for 
the  kingdom  of  Heaven  is  at  hand. 

3  For  this  is  he  that  was  spoken 
of  by  Isaias  the  prophet,  saying  :  A 
voice  of  one  crying  in  the  desart, 
prepare  ye  the  way  of  the  Lord , 
make  straight  his  paths. 

4.  And  the  same  John  had  his 
garment  of  camel’s-hair,  and  a  lea¬ 
thern  eirdle  about  his  loins  :  and  his 

t  J 

meat  was  locusts  and  wild  honey. 

5  Then  went  out  to  him  Jerusa¬ 
lem  and  all  Judea,  and  all  the 
country  about  Jordan : 

6  And  were  baptized  by  him  in 
the  Jordan,  confessing  their  sins. 

7  And  seeing  many  of  the  Phari¬ 
sees  and  Sadducees  coming  to  his 
baptism,  he  said  to  them  :  Y e  brood 
of  vipers,  who  hath  shewed  you  to 
fee  from  the  wrath  to  come  ? 

8  Bring  forth  therefore  fruit  wor¬ 
thy  of  penance. 

9  And  think  not  to  say  within 
yourselves,  we  have  Abraham  for 
our  father.  For  I  tell  you  that  God 
is  able  of  these  stories  to  raise  up 
children  to  Abraham. 

10  For  now  the  axe  is  laid  to  the 
root  of  the  trees.  Every  tree  there¬ 
fore  thatdoth  not  yield  goodfruit  shall 
be  cut  down,  and  cast  into  the  fire. 

Ill  indeed  baptize  you  in  wa¬ 
ter  unto  penance,  but  he  that  shall 
come  after  me,  is  mightier  than 
I,  whose  shoes  1  am  not  worthy  to 
bear  ;  he  shall  baptize  you  in  the 
Holy  Ghost  and  fire. 

12  Whose  fan  is  in  his  hand,  and 
he  will  throughly  cleanse  his  floor, 
and  gather  his  wheat  into  the  barn, 
but  the  chaff  he  will  burn  with  un¬ 
quenchable  fire. 

13  Then  cometh  Jesus  from  Ga¬ 
lilee  to  the  Jordan  unto  John  to  be 
baptized  by  him. 
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14  But  John  stayed  him,  saying; 
I  ought  to  be  baptized  by  thee,  and 
comest  thou  to  me  ? 

15  And  Jesus  answering,  said  to 
him  Suffer  it  to  be  so  now.  For 
so  it  becometh  us  to  fulfil  all  jus¬ 
tice.  Then  he  suffered  him. 

16  And  Jesus  being  baptized, 
forthwith  came  out  of  the  water  : 
and  lo,  the  Heavens  were  opened 
to  him  :  and  he  saw  the  spirit  of 
God  descending  as  a  dove,  and 
coming  upon  him. 

17  And  behold  a  voice  from 
Heaven,  saying:  This  is  my  belov¬ 
ed  Son,  in  whom  I  am  well  pleas¬ 
ed. 

CHAP.  IV. 

Christ’s  fast  of  forty  days ,  <JjC. 
^THIEN  Jesus  was  led  by  the  Spi- 
A  rit  into  the  desart,  to  be  tempt¬ 
ed  by  the  devil. 

2  And  when  he  had  fasted  forty 
days  and  forty  nights,  he  was  after¬ 
wards  hungry. 

3  And  the  tempter  coming  said 
to  him:  If  thou  be  the  Son  of  God, 
command  that  these  stones  be  made 
bread. 

4  Who  answered  and  said:  It 
is  written.  Not  in  bread  alone  doth 
man  live ,  hut  in  every  word  that  pro - 
ccedelh  from  i he  mouth  of  God. 

5  Then  the  devil  took  him  up 
into  the  holy  city,  and  set  him  upon 
the  pinnacle  of  the  temple, 

6  And  said  to  him  :  If  thou  be 
the  Son  of  God,  cast  thyself  down  ; 
for  it  is  written  :  That  he  hath  given 
his  Angels  charge  over  thee,  and  in 
their  hands  shall  they  bear  thee  up, 
lest  perhaps  thou  dash  thy  foot 
against  a  stone. 

7  Jesus  said  to  him  :  It  is  writ¬ 
ten  again,  Thou  shalt  not  tempt  the 
Lord  thy  God. 

9  Agacin  the  devil  took  him  up 
into  a  very  high  mountain,  and 
shewed  him  all  the  kingdoms  of 
the  world,  and  the  glory  of  them. 

9  And  said  to  him:  All  these 
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will  1  give  thee,  if  falling  down, 
thou  wilt  adore  me. 

10  Then  Jesus  saith  to  him: 
Begone,  Satan,  for  it  is  written, 
The  Lord  thy  God  shall  thou  adore , 
and  him  only  shall  thou  serve. 

11  Then  the  devil  left  him  :  and 
behold  angels  came  and  ministered 
to  him. 

12  And  when  Jesus  had  heard 
that  John  was  delivered  up,  he  re- 
tired  into  Galilee: 

13  And  leaving  the  city  Naza¬ 
reth,  he  came  and  dwelt  in  Caphar-  \ 
naum  on  the  sea-coast,  in  the  bor-  j 
ders  of  Zabuion  and  of  Nepthalim  ; 

14  That  itmight  be  fulfilled  which 
was  said  by  Isaias  the  prophet : 

15  The  land  of  Zabuion  and  land  of 
Nepthalim ,  the  way  of  the  sea  beyond  ] 
the  Jordan ,  Galilee  of  the  Geniiles  : 

16  The  people  that  sat  in  darkness , 
hath  seer,  great  light  ;  and  to  them  that 
sat  in  the  region  of  the  shadow  of  death , 
light  is  sprung  up. 

17  From  that  time  Jesus  began 
to  preach,  and  to  say  :  Do  penance, 
for  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  at  hand. 

18  And  Jz6us  walking  by  the 
sea  of  Galilee,  saw  two  brethren, 
Simon  who  is  called  Peter,  and  An¬ 
drew  his  brother,  casting  a  net  into 
the  sea  (for  they  were  fishers,) 

19  And  he  saith  to  them  :  Come 
ye  after  me,  and  I  will  make  you 
to  be  fishers  of  men. 

20  And  they  immediately  leav¬ 
ing  their  neta,  followed  him. 

21  And  going  on  from  thence,  he 
saw  other  two  brethren,  James  the 
son  of  Zebedee,  and  John  his  bro¬ 
ther,  in  a  ship  with  Zebedee  their 
father,  mending  their  nets:  and  he 
called  them. 

22  And  they  forthwith  left  their 
nets  and  father,  and  followed  him. 

23  And  Jesus  went  about  all 
Galilee,  teaching  in  their  syna¬ 
gogues,  and  preaching  the  Gospel 
of  the  Kingdom :  and  healing  all 
manner  of  sickness,  and  every  in¬ 
firmity  among  the  people. 


24  And  his  fame  went  through¬ 
out  all  Sy  ria,  and  they  presented 
to  him  all  sick  people  that  were 
taken  with  divers  diseases  and  tor¬ 
ments,  and  such  as  were  posses¬ 
sed  by  devils,  and  lunaticks,  and 
those  that  had  the  palsy,  and  he 
cured  them  : 

25  And  much  people  followed 
him  from  Galilee,  and  from  Deca- 

j  polis,  and  from  Jerusalem,  and 
j  from  Judea;  and  from  beyond  the 
I  Jordan, 

CHAP.  V. 

Christ'/  Sermon  upon  the  Mount. 
ND  seeing  the  multitudes,  he 
went  up  into  a  mountain,  and 
when  he  was  set  down,  his  disciples 
came  unto  him, 

2  And  opening  his  mouth,  he 
taught  them,  saying: 

3  Blessed  are  the  poor  in  Spirit : 
for  theirs  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven. 

4  Blessed  are  the  meek  :  for  they 
shall  possess  the  land. 

5  Blessed  are  they  that  mourn  . 
for  they  shall  be  comforted. 

6  Blessed  are  they  that  hunger 
and  thirst  after  justice  :  for  they 
shall  have  their  fill. 

7  Blessed  are  the  merciful :  for 
they  shall  obtain  mercy. 

8  Blessed  are  the  clean  of  heart : 
for  they  shall  see  God. 

9  Blessed  are  the  peace-makers  . 
for  they  shall  be  called  the  children 
of  God. 

10  Blessed  are  they  that  suffer 
persecution  for  justice  sake:  for 
theirs  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven. 

11  Blessed  are  ye  when  they 
shall  revile  you,  and  persecute  you, 
and  speak  all  that  is  evil  against 
you,  untruly,  for  my  sake  ; 

12  Be  glad  and  rejoice,  tor  your 
reward  is  very  great  in  heaven. 
For  so  they  persecuted  the  pro¬ 
phets  that  were  before  you. 

13  You  are  the  salt  of  the  earth. 
But  if  the  6ait  lose  its  savour, 
wherewith  shall  it  be  salted  ?  It  is 
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good  for  nothing  any  more  but  to 
be  cast  out,  and  to  be  trodden  on 
by  men. 

14  You  are  the  light  of  the  world. 
A  city  seated  on  a  mountain  can¬ 
not  be  hid. 

15  Neither  do  men  light  a  candle 
and  put  it  under  a  bushel,  but  upon 
a  candlestick,  that  it  may  shine  to 
all  that  are  in  the  house. 

16  So  let  your  light  shine  before 
men,  that  they  may  see  your  good 
works,  and  glorify  your  Father 
who  is  in  heaven. 

17  Do  not  think  that  I  am  come 
to  destroy  the  law,  or  the  prophets. 

I  am  not  come  to  destroy  but  to 
fulfil. 

18  For  amen  I  say  unto  you,  till 
heaven  and  earth  pass,  one  jot,  or 
one  tittle  shall  not  pass  of  the  law, 
till  all  be  fulfilled. 

19  He  therefore  that  shall  break 
one  of  these  least  commandments, 
and  shall  so  teach  men,  shall  be 
called  the  least  in  the  kingdom  of 
heaven.  But  he  that  shall  do  and 
teach,  he  shall  be  called  great  in 
the  kingdom  of  heaven. 

20  For  I  tell  you,  that  unless 
your  justice  abound  more  than  that 
of  the  scribes  and  pharisees,  you 
shall  not  enter  into  the  kingdom  of 
heaven. 

21  You  have  heard  that  it  was 
said  to  them  of  old  :  Thou  shalt  not 
kill.  And  whosoever  shall  kill; 
shall  be  in  danger  of  the  judgment. 

22  But  I  say  to  you,  that  who¬ 
soever  is  angry  with  his  brother, 
shall  be  in  danger  of  the  judgment. 
And  whosoever  shall. say  to  his  bro¬ 
ther,  Haca,  shall  be  in  danger  of 
the  council.  And  whosoever  shall 
say,  Thou  fool,  shall  be  in  danger 
of  hell  fire. 

23  If  therefore  thou  offer  thy 
gift  at  the  altar,  and  there  thou  re¬ 
member  that  thy  brother  hath  any 
thing  against  thee ; 

24  Leave  there  thy  offering  be¬ 


fore  the  altar,  and  go  first  to  be 
reconciled  to  thy  brother :  and  then 
coming  thou  shalt  offer  thy  gift. 

25  Be  at  agreement  with  thy  ad¬ 
versary  betimes,  whilst  thou  art  in 
the  way  with  him  ;  lest  perhaps 
the  adversary  deliver  thee  to  the 
judge,  and  the  judge  deliver  thee 
to  the  officer,  and  thou  be  cast  in¬ 
to  prison. 

26  Amen,  I  say  to  thee,  thou 
shalt  not  go  out  from  thence  till 
thou  repay  the  last  farthing. 

27  You  have  heard  that  it  was 
said  to  them  of  old :  Thou  shalt 
not  commit  adultery. 

28  But  I  say  to  you,  that  who* 
soever  shall  look  on  a  woman  to 
lust  after  her,  hath  already  commit¬ 
ted  adultery  with  her  in  his  heart. 

29  And  if  thy  right  eye  scan¬ 
dalize  thee,  pluck  it  out  and  cast  it 
from  thee.  For  it  is  expedient  for 
thee  that  one  of  thy  members  should 
perish,  rather  than  thy  whole  body 
be  cast  into  hell. 

30  And  if  thy  right  hand  scan¬ 
dalize  thee,  cut  it  off,  and  cast  it 
from  thee :  for  it  is  expedient  for 
thee  that  one  of  thy  members  should 
perish  rather  than  that  thy  whole 
body  go  into  hell. 

31  And  it  hath  been  said,  who¬ 
soever  shall  put  away  his  wife,  let 
him  give  her  a  bill  of  divorce. 

32  But  I  say  to  vou,  that  who¬ 
soever  shall  put  away  his  wife,  -ex¬ 
cepting  the  cause  of  fornication, 
maketh  her  to  commit  adultery  : 
And  he  that  shall  marry  her  that  is 
put  away,  committeth  adultery. 

33  Again  you  nave  heard  that 
it  was  said  to  thi*m  of  old,  Thou 
shalt  not  forswear  thyself :  But  thou 
shalt  perform  thy  oaths  to  the  Lord. 

34  But  1  say  to  you  not  to  swear 
at  all :  neither  by  heaven,  for  it  is 
the  throne  of  God : 

35  Nor  by  the  earth,  for  it  is 
his  footstool:  nor  by  Jerusalem, 
for  it  is  the  city  of  the  great  king. 
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86  Neither  shalt  thou'  swear  by 
thy  head,  because  thou  canst  not 
make  one  hair  white  or  black. 

37  But  let  your  speech  be  yea, 
yea :  no,  no :  and  that  which  is  over 
ind  above  these,  is  of  evil. 

38  You  have  heard  that  it  hath 
been  said,  An  eye  for  an  eye,  and 
a  tooth  for  a  tooth. 

39  But  I  say  to  you  not  to  resist 
evil :  but  if  one  strike  thee  on  thy 
right  cheek,  turn  to  him  also  the 
other: 

40  And  if  a  man  will  contend  with 
thee  in  judgment,  and  takeaway  thy 
coat,  let  him  have  thy  cloak  also. 

41  And  whosoever  will  force 
thee  one  mile,  go  with  him  other 
two. 

42  Give  to  him  that  asketh  of 
thee,  and  from  him  that  would  bor¬ 
row  of  thee  turn  not  away. 

43  You  have  heard  that  it  hath 
been  said.  Thou  shalt  love  thy 
neighbour,  and  hate  thy  enemy. 

44  But  I  say  to  you,  love  your 
enemies,  do  good  to  them  that  hate 
you ;  and  pray  for  them  that  per¬ 
secute  and  calumniate  you : 

45  That  you  may  be  the  children 
of  your  Father  who  is  in  heaven, 
who  maketh  his  sun  to  rise  upon 
the  good  and  bad,  and  raineth  upon 
the  just  and  the  unjust. 

46  For  if  you  love  them  that  love 
you,  what  reward  shall  you  have? 
do  not  even  the  publicans  this  ? 

47  And  if  you  salute  your  bre¬ 
thren  only,  what  do  you  more?  do 
not  also  the  heathens  this  ? 

48  Be  you  therefore  perfect,  as 
also  your  heavenly  Father  is  perfect. 

CHAP.  VI. 

A  continuation  of  the  sermon. 
AKE  heed  that  you  do  not  your 
justice  before  men,  to  be  seen 
by  them :  otherwise  you  shall  not 
have  a  reward  of  your  Father  who 
is  in  heaven. 

2  Therefore  when  thou  dost  an 
alms-deed,  sound  not  a  trumpet  be¬ 


fore  thee,  as  the  hypocrites  do  in 
the  synagogues,  and  in  the  streets, 
that  they  may  be  honoured  by  men. 
Amen  I  say  to  you,  they  have  re- 
ceived  their  reward. 

3  But  when  thou  dost  alms,  let 
not  thy  left  hand  know  what  thy 
right  hand  doth. 

4  That  thy  alms  may  be  in  se¬ 
cret,  and  thy  Father,  who  seeth  in 
secret,  will  repay  thee. 

5  And  when  ye  pray,  you  shall 
not  be  as  the  hypocrites,  that  love 
to  stand  and  pray  in  the  syna¬ 
gogues  and  corners  of  the  streets, 
that  they  may  be  seen  by  men : 
Amen  I  say  to  you,  they  have  re¬ 
ceived  their  reward. 

6  But  thou  when  thou  shalt  pray, 
enter  into  thy  chamber,  and  having 
shut  the  door,  pray  to  thy  Father 
in  secret:  and  thy  Father,  Who 
seeth  in  secret  will  repay  thee. 

7  And  when  you  are  praying, 
speak  not  much,  as  the  heathens. 
For  they  think  that  in  their  muCh- 
speaking  they  may  be  heard. 

8  Be  not  you  therefore  like  to 
them,  for  your  Father  knoweth 
what  is  needful  for  you,  before  you 
ask  him. 

9  Thus  therefore  shalt  thou  pray : 
Our  Father  who  art  in  heaven, 
hallowed  be  thy  name. 

10  Thy  kingdom  come.  Thy  will 
be  done  on  earth,  as  it  is  in  heaven. 

1 1  Give  us  this  day  our  super- 
substantial  bread. 

12  And  forgive  us  our  debts,  as 
we  also  forgive  our  debtors. 

13  And  lead  us  not  into. tempta¬ 
tion.  But  deliver  us  from  eviL 
Amen. 

14  For  if  you  will  forgive  men 
their  offences,  your  heavenly  Father 
will  forgive  you  also  your  offences. 

15  But  if  you  will  not  forgive 
men,  neither  will  your  Father  for¬ 
give  you  your  offences. 

16  And  when  you  fast,  be  not  as 
the  hypocrites  sad.  For  they  dis- 
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rigure  their  faces,  that  they  may  ap-  J 
pear  unto  men  to  fast.  Amen  I  J 
say  to  you,  they  have  received  their 
reward. 

17  But  thou,  when  thou  fastest, 
anoint  thy  head,  and  wash  thy  face : 

18  That  thou  appear  not  to  men 
to  fast,  but  to  thy  Father  who  is  in 
secret:  and  thy  Father  who  seeth 
in  secret,  will  repay  thee. 

19  Lay  not  up  to  yourselves 
treasures  on  earth:  where  the  rust 
and  moth  consume,  and  where 
thieves  break  through  and  steal. 

20  But  lay  up  to  yourselves 
treasures  in  heaven  :  where  neither 
the  rust  nor  moth  doth  consume, 
and  where  thieves  do  not  break 
through,  nor  steal. 

21  For  where  thy  treasure  is, 
there  is  thy  heart  also. 

22  The  light  of  thy  body  is  thy 
eye.  If  thy  eye  be  single,  thy 
whole  body  shall  be  lightsome. 

23  But  i I  thy  eye  be  evil  thy 
whole  body  shall  be  darksome.  If 
then  the  light  that  is  in  thee,  be 
darkness:  the  darkness  itself  how 
great  shall  it  be? 

24  No  man  can  serve  two  mas¬ 
ters.  For  either  he  will  hate  the 
one,  and  love  the  other :  or  he  will 
sustain  the  one,  and  despise  the 
other.  You  cannot  serve  God  and 
Mammon. 

25  Therefore  I  say  to  you,  be 
not  solicitous  for  your  life,  what 
you  shall  eat,  rior  for  your  body, 
what  you  shall  put'  on.  Is  not  the 
life  more  than  the  meat;  and  the 
body  more  than  the  raiment? 

26  Behold  the  birds  of  the  air, 
for  they  neither  sow,  nor  do  they 
reap,  nor  gather  into  barns :  and 
your  heavenly  Father  feedeth  them. 
Are  not  you  of  much  more  value 
than  they  ? 

27  And  which  of  you,  by  taking 
thought,  can  add  to  his  stature  one 
cubit  ? 

88  And  for  raiment  why  are  you 
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solicitous?  Consider  the  lilies  of  the 
field  how  they  grow :  they  labour 
not,  neither  do  they  spin. 

29  But  I  say  to  you,  that  not 
even  Solomon  in  all  his  glory  was 
arrayed  as  one  of  these. 

30  And  if  the  grass  of  the  field, 
which  is  to-day,  and  to-morrow  is 
cast  into  the  oven,  God  doth  so 
clothe  :  how  much  more  you,  O  ye 
of  little  faith  ? 

31  Be  not  solicitous  therefore, 
saying,  what  shall  we  eat:  or  what 
shall  we  drink,  or  wherewith  shall 
we  be  clothed  ? 

32  For  after  all  these  things  do 
the  heathen  seek.  For  your  Fa¬ 
ther  knoweth  that  you  have  need 
of  all  these  things. 

33  Seek  ye  therefore  first  thtf 
kingdom  of  God,  and  his  justice, 
and  all  these  things  shall  be  added 
unto  you. 

34  Be  not  therefore  solicitous  for 
to-morrow  :  for  the  morrow  will  be 
solicitous  for  itself.  Sufficient  for 
the  day  is  the  evil  thereof. 

CHAP.  VII. 

The  third  part  of  the  sermoti. 
UDGE  not,  that  you  may  not 
be  judged. 

2  For  with  what  judgment  you 
judge,  you.  shall  be  judged:  and 
with  what  measure  you  mete,  it 
shall  be  measured  to  you  again. 

3  And  why  seest  thou  the  mote 
that  is  in  thy  brother's  eye :  and 
seest  not  the  beam  that  is  in  thy 
own  eye  ? 

4  Ur  how  sayest  thou  to  thy 
brother :  Let  me  cast  the  mote  out 
of  thy  eye ;  and  behold  a  beam  if 
in  thy  own  eye? 

5  Thou  hypocrite,  cast  out  first 
the  beam  out  of  thy  own  eye,  and 
then  shalt  thou  see  to  cast  out  the 
mote  out  of  thy  brother’s  eye. 

6  Give  not  that  which  is  holy  to 
dogs ;  neither  cast  ye  your  pearls 
before  swine,  lest  perhaps  they 
trample  them  under  their  reel  and

turning  upon  you,  they  tear  you. 

7  Ask,  and  it  shall  be  given  you : 
seek,  and  you  shall-  find ;  knock, 
and  it  shall  be  opened  to  you. 

8  For  every  one  that  asketh,  re* 
ceiveth:  and  he  that  seeketh,  find- 
eth:  and  to  him  that  knocketh,  it 
shall  be  opened. . 

9  Or  what  man  is  there  among 
you,  of  whom  if  his  son  shall  ask 
bread,  will  he  reach  him  a  stone  ? 

10  Or  if  he  shall  ask  him  a  fish, 

will  he  reach  him  a  serpent  ?  | 

11  If  you  then,  being  evil,  kriow 
how  to  give  good  gifts  to  your  child¬ 
ren:  how  much  more  will  your  Fa¬ 
ther,  who  is  in  heaven,  give  good 
things  to  them  that  ask  him  ? 

12  All  things  therefore  whatso¬ 
ever  you  would  that  men  should  do 
to  you,  do  you  also  to  them.  For 
this  is  the  law  and  the  prophets. 

13  Enter  ye  in  at  the  narrow 
gate:  for  wide  is  the  gate,  and 
broad  is  the  way  that  leadeth  to  de¬ 
struction,  and  many  there  are  who 
go  in  thereat. 

14  How  narrow  is  the  gale,  and 
strait  is  the  way,  that  leadeth  to  life: 
and  few  there  are  that  find  It! 

15  Beware  of  false  prophets,  who 
come  to'you  in  the  clothing  of  sheep, 
but  inwardly  they  are  ravening 
wolves. 

16  By  their  fruits  you  shall  know 

them.  Do  men  gather  grapes  of 
thorns,  or  figs  of  thistles  ?  , 

17  Even  so  every  good  tree  bring- 
eth  forth  good  fruit,  and  the  evil 
tree  bringeth  forth  evil  fruit. 

18  A  good  tree  cannot  bring  forth 
evil  fruit,  neither  can  an  evil  tree 
bring  forth  good  fruit. 

19  Every  tree  that  bringeth  not 
forth  good  fruit,  shall  be  cut  down, 
and  shall  be  cast  into  the  fire. 

20  Wherefore  by  their  fruits  you 
•hall  know  them. 

21  Not  every  one  that  saith  to 
me.  Lord,  Lord,  shall  enter  into 
the  kingdom  of  heaven :  but  he  that 


doth  the  will  of  my  Father,  who  is 
in  heaven,  he  shall  enter  into  the 
kingdom  of  heaven. 

22  Many  will  say  to  me  in  that 
day ;  Lord,  Lord,  have  not  we  pro¬ 
phesied  in  thy  name,  and  cast  out 
devils  in  thy  name,  and  done  many 
miracles  in  thy  name  ? 

23  And  then  will  I  profess  unto 
them,  I  never  knew  you:  depart 
from  me  you  that  work  iniquity. 

24  E.very  one  therefore  that 
heareth  these  my  words,  and  doth 
them,  shall  be  likened  to  a  wise  man 
that  built  his  house  upon  a  rock, 

25  And  the  rain  fell,  and  the  floods 
came,  and  the  winds  blew,  and 
they  beat  upon  that  house,  and  it 
fell  not,  for  it  was  founded  on  a  rock. 

26  And  every  one  that  heareth 
these  my  words,  and  doth  them  not, 
shall  be  like  a  foolish  man  that  built 
his  house  upon  the  sand ; 

27  And  the  rain  fell,  and  thfc 
floods  came,  and  the  winds  blew, 
and  they  beat  upon  that  house,  and 
it  fell,  and  great  was  the  fall  thereof. 

28  And  it  came  to  pass  wheli 
Jesus  had  fully  ended  these  words, 
the  people  were  in  admiration  at  his 
doctrine. 

29  For  he  was  teaching  them  a< 
one  having  power,  and  not  as  the 
Scribes  and  Pharisees. 

CHAP.  VIII. 

Christ  cleanses  the  leper, 

ND  when  he  was  come  dowit 
from  the  mountain,  great  mul¬ 
titudes  followed  him : 

2  And  behold  a  leper  came  and 
adored  him,  saying:  Lord,  if  thou 
wilt,  thou  canst  make  me  clean. 

3  And  Jesus  stretching  forth  hi* 
hand,  touched  him,  said  :  I  will. 
Be  thou  made  clean.  And  forth* 
with  his  leprosy  was  cleansed. 

4  And  Jf.sus  saith  to  him :  Set 
thou  tell  no  man  :  but  go,  shew  thy. 
self  to  the  priest,  and  offer  the  gift 
which  Moses  commanded  for  a  teSS 
timony  untathem. 
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5  And  when  he  bad  entered  into 
Capharnaum,  there  came  to  him  a 
centurion,  beseeching  him, 

6  And  saying:  Lord,  my  servant 
lieth  at  home  sick  of  the  palsy,  and 
is  grievously  tormented.. 

7  And  Jesus  saith  to  him:  I 
will  come  and  heal  him. 

3  And  the  centurion  making  an¬ 
swer,  caid :  Lord,  I  am  not  worthy 
that  thou  shouldst  enter  under  my 
roof:  but  only  say  the  word,  and 
my  servant  shall  be  healed. 

9  For  I  also  am  a  man  subject  to 
authority,  having  under  me  soldiers; 
and  I  say  to  this,  Go,  and  he 

oeth,  and  to  another,  Come,  and 
e  cometh,  and  to  my  servant.  Do 
this,  and  he  doeth  it. 

10  And  Jesus  hearing  this,  mar¬ 
veled  ;  and  said  to  them  that  follow¬ 
ed  him  :  Amen  I  say  to  you,  I  have 
not  found  so  great  faith  in  Israel. 

11  And  I  say  unto  you  that 
many  shall  come  frorti  the  East  and 
the  West,  and  shall  sit  down  with 
Abraham,  and  Isaac,  and  Jacob,  in 
the  kingdom  of  heaven : 

12  But  the  children  of  the  king¬ 
dom  shall  be  cast  out  into  the  ex¬ 
terior  darkness :  there  shall  be 
weeping  and  gnashingof  teeth. 

13  And  Jgsue  said  to  the  centu¬ 
rion  :  Go,  and  as  thou  hast  believ¬ 
ed,  so  be  it  done  to  thee.  And  the 
servant  was  healed  at  the  same 
hour. 

14  And  when  Jesus  was  come 
into  Peter’s  house,  he  saw  his  wife's 
mother  lying,  and  sick  of  a  fever: 

15  And  he  touched  her  hand, 
and  the  fever  left  her,  and  she  arose, 
and  ministered  to  them. 

16  And  when  evening  was  come, 
they  brought  to  him  many  that 
were  possessed  with  devils ;  and 
he  cast  out  the  spirits  with  his 
word:  and  all  that  were  sick  he 
healed. 

17  That  it  might  be  fulfilled, 
which  was  spoken  by  Isaias  the 


prophet,  saying :  He  took  our  tn- 
Jirmities,  and  bore  our  diseases. 

18  And  J ESU9  seeing  great  mul¬ 
titudes  about  him,  gave  orders  to 
pass  over  the  water. 

19  And  a  certain  scribe  came 
and  said  to  him  :  Master,  I  will  fob 
low  thee  whithersoever  thou  shalt  go. 

90  And  Jesus  saith  to  him  :  The 
foxes  have  holes,  and  the  birds  of 
the  air  nests,  but  the  Son  of  Man 
hath  not  where  to  lay  his  head. 

21  And  another  of  his  disciples 
said  to  him  :  Lord,  suffer  me  first 
to  go  and  bury  my  father. 

22  But  Jasus  said  to  him  :  Fol¬ 
low  me,  and  let  the  dead  bury 
their  dead. 

'  23  And  when  he  entered  into  the 
boat,  his  disciples  followed  him. 

24  And  behold  a  great  tempest 
arose  in  the  sea,  so  that  the  boat 
was  covered  with  waves,  but  he 
was  asleep. 

25  And  they  came  to  him,  and 
awaked  him,  saying:  Lord,  savev 
us,  we  perish ! 

26  And  Jesus  saith  to  them  i 
Why  are  you  fearful,  O  ye  of  little 
faith?  Then  rising  up,  he  com¬ 
manded  the  winds,  and  the  sea,  and 
there  came  a  great  calm. 

27  But  the  men  wondered,  say¬ 
ing  :  What  manner  of  man  is  this, 
for  the  winds  and  the  sea  obey  him  ? 

28  And  when  he  was  come  on 
the  other  side  of  the  water,  into  the 
country  of  the  Gerascns,  there  met 
him  two  that  were  possessed  witk 
devils,  coming  out  of  the  sepul¬ 
chres,  exceeding  fierce,  so  that 
none  could  pas3  by  that  way. 

29  And  behold  they  cried  out, 
saying :  What  have  we  to  do  with 
thee,  Jesus  Son  of  God  ?  art  thou 
come  hither  to  tormenf  us  before 
the  time  ? 

30  A.nd  there  wag,  not  far  from 
them,  an  herd  of  many  swihe  feed¬ 
ing. 

31  And  the  devils  beeought  him§ 
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Baying:  if  thou  cast  us  out  hence, 
send  us  into  the  herd  of  swine. 

32  And  he  said  to  them  :  Go.  But 
they  going  out,  went  into  the  swine, 
and  behold  the  whole  herd  run  vio¬ 
lently  down  a  steep  place  into  the 
sea:  and  theyperished  in  the  waters. 

33  And  they  that  kept  them  fled: 
find  coming  into  the  city,  told  every 
thing,  and  concerning  them  that 
had  been  possessed  by  the  devils. 

34  And-  behold  the  whole  city 
went  out  to  meet  Jesus,  and  when 
they  saw  him,  they  besought  him  that 
he  would  depart  from  their  coasts.- 

CHAP.  IX. 

Christ  heals  one  sick  of  the  palsy. 
ND  entering  into  a  boat,  he 
passed  over  the  water,  and 
came  into  his  own  city. 

2  And  behold  they  brought  to 
him  one  sick  of  the  palsy,  lying 
in  a  bed.  And  Jesus  seeing  their 
faith,  said  to  the  man  sick  of  the 
palsy :  Be  of  good  heart.  Son,  thy 
Bins  are  forgiven  thee. 

3  And  behold  some  of  the  Scribes 
3aid  within  themselves:  He  blas- 
phemeth. 

4  And  Jesus  seeing  their 
thoughts,  said :  Why  do  you  think 
evil  in  your  hearts  ? 

5  Whether  is  easier  to  say,  thy 
sins  are  forgiven  thee:  or  to  say, 
arise  and  walk  ? 

6  But  that  you  may  know  that 
the  son  of  man  hath  power  on  earth 
to  forgive  sins,  (then  said  he  to  the 
man  sick  of  the  palsy)  Arise,  take 
up  thy  bed,  and  go  into  thy  house. 

7  And  he  arose,  and  went  into 
his  house. 

8  And  the  multitudes  seeing  it, 
feared,  and  glorified  God  that  gave 
6uch  power  to  men. 

9  And  when  Jesus  passed  on 
from  thence,  he  saw  a  man  sitting 
in  the  custom-house,  named  Mat¬ 
thew;  and  he  saith  to  him  :  Follow 
me.  And  he  arose  up  and  followed 
him. 


10  And  it  came  to  pass  as  he  was 
sitting  at  meat  in  the  house,  behold 
many  publicans  and  sinners  came, 
and  sat  down  with  Jesus  and  his 
disciples. 

11  And  the  Pharisees  seeing  it, 
said  to  his  disciples :  Why  doth 
your  master  eat  with  publicans  and 
sinners  ? 

12  But  Jesus  hearing  it,  said: 
They  that  are  in  health  need  not  a 
physician,  but  they  that  are  ill. 

13  Go  then  and  learn  what  this 
meaneth,  I  will  have  mercy,  and  not 
sacrifice .  For  I  am  not  come  to 
call  the  just,  but  sinners. 

14  Then  came  to  him  the  disci¬ 
ples  of  John,  saying;  Why  do  wc 
and  the  Pharisees  fast  often,  but  thy 
disciples  dp  not  fast  ? 

15  And  Jesus  said  to  them  :  Can 
the  children  of  the  bridegroom 
mourn,  as  long  as  the  bridegroom 
is  with  them  ?  But  the  days  will 
come  when  the  bridegroom  shall  be 
taken  away  from  them,  and  then 
they  shall  fast. 

16  And  no  body  putteth  a  piece 
of  raw  cloth  unto  an  old  garment. 
For  it  taketh  away  the  fulness 
thereof  from  the  garment,  and  there 
is  made  a  greater  rent. 

17  Neither  do  they  put  new  wine 
into  old  bottles.  Otherwise  the 
bottles  break,  and  the  wine  runneth 
out,  and  the  bottles  perish.  But 
new  wine  they  put  into  new  bot« 
ties :  and  both  are  preserved. 

18  As  he  was  speaking  these 
things  unto  them,  behold  a  certain 
ruler  came  up,  and  adored  him, 
saying:  Lord,  my  daughter  is  even 
now  dead ;  but  come,  lay  thy  hand 
upon  her,  and  she  shall  live. 

19  And  J esu9  rising  up  followed 
him,  with  his  disciples. 

20  And  behold  a  woman  who 
was  troubled  with  an  issue  of  blood 
twelve  years,  came  behind  him, 
and  touched  the  hem  of  his  garment 

21  For  she  said  within  herself 
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If  I  shall  touch  only  his  garment,  I 
shall  be  healed. 

22  But  Jesus  turning  and  seeing 
her,  said  :  Be  of  good  heart,  daugh¬ 
ter,  thy  faith  hath  made  thee  whole. 
And  the  woman  was  made  whole 
from  that  hour. 

23  And -when  Jesus  was  come 
into  the  house  of  the  ruler,  and  saw 
the  minstrels  and  the  multitude 
making  a  rout, 

21  He  said  :  Give  place,  for  the 
girl  is  not  dead,  but  sleepeth.  And 
they  laughed  him  to  scorn. 

25  And  when  the  multitude  was 
put  forth,  he  went  in,  and  took  her 
by  the  hand.  And  the  maid  arose. 

26  And  the  fame  hereof  went 
abroad  into  all  that  country. 

27  And  as  Jesus  passed  from 
thence,  there  followed  him  two 
blind  men  crying  out  and  saying, 
Have  mercy  on  us,  O  son  of  David. 

28  And  when  he  was  come  to 
the  house,  the  blind  men  came  to 
him.  And  Jesus  saith  to  them.  Do 
you  believe,  that  I  can  do  this  unto 
you  ?  They  say  to  him,  Y ea,  Lord. 

29  Then  he  touched  their  eyes, 
saving,  According  to  your  faith,  be 
it  done  unto  you. 

30  And  their  eyes  were  opened, 
and  Jesus  strictly  charged  them, 
saying,  See  that  no  man  know  this. 

31  But  they  going  out,  spread  his 
fame  abroad  in  all  that  country. 

32  And  when  they  were  gone 
out,  behold  they  brought  him  a 
dumb  man,  possessed  with  a  devil. 

33  And  after  the  devil  was  cast 
nut,  the  dumb  man  spoke,  and  the 
multitudes  wondered  saying,  Never 
was  the  like  seen  in  Israel. 

31  But  the  Pharisees  said,  By 
the  prince  of  devils  he  casteth  out 
devils. 

35  And  J esus  went  about  all  the 
cities,  and  towns,  teaching  in  their 
synagogues,  and  preaching  the  gos¬ 
pel  of  the  kingdom,  and  healing 
every  disease,  and  every  infirmity* 


36  And  seeing  the  multitudes 
he  had  compassion  on  them :  be¬ 
cause  they  were  distressed,  and  ly¬ 
ing  like  sheep  that  have  no  shepherd. 

37  Then  he  saith  to  his  disciples 
The  harvest  indeed  is  great,  but 
the  labourers  are  few. 

38  Pray  ye  therefore  the  Lord 
of.  the  harvest,  that  he  send  forth 
labourers  into  his  harvest. 

CHAP.  X. 

Christ  sends  out  his  twelve  apostles. 
N  D  having  called  his  twelve  dis¬ 
ciples  together,  he  gave  them 
power  over  unclean  spirits,  to  cast 
them  out,  and  to  heal  all  manner  of 
diseases  and  all  manner  of  infirmities. 

2  And  the  names  of  the  twelve 
apostles  are  these:  the  first,  Simon 
who  is  called  Peter,  and  Andrew 
his  brother.  , 

3  James  the  son  of  Zebedee,  and 
John  his  brother,  Philip  and  Bar¬ 
tholomew,  Thomas  and  Matthew 
the  publican,  and  James  the  son  of 
Alpheus,  and  Thaddeu3, 

4  Simon  the  Caspnean,  and  Ju¬ 
das  Iscariot,  who  also  betrayed  him. 

5  These  Twelve  Jesus  sent 
commanding  them,  saying:  Go  ye 
not  into  the  way  of  the  gentiles, 
and  into  the  cities  of  the  Samaritans 
enter  ye  not : 

6  But  go  ye  rather  to  the  lost 
sheep  of  the  house  of  Israel. 

7  And  going,  preach,  saying: 
The  kingdom  of  heaven  is  at  hand. 

8  Heal  the  sick,  raise  the  dead, 
cleanse  the  lepers,  cast  out  devils  ; 
freely  have  you  received,  freely  give, 

9  Do  not  possess  gold,  nor  silver, 
nor  money  in  your  purses  : 

10  Nor  6crip  for  your  journey, 
nor  two  coats,  nor  shoes,  nor  a 
staff ;  for  the  workman  is  worthy  of 
his  meat. 

11  And  into  whatsoever  city  or 
town  you  shall  enter,  inquire  who 
in  it  is  worthy,  and  there  abide  till 
you  go  thence. 

12  And  when  you  come  into  the 
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bouse,  salute  it,  saying  :  Peace  be 
to  this  house, 

IS  And  if  that  house  be  worthy, 
your  peace  shall  come  upon  it ;  but 
if  it  be  not  worthy, yourpeace  shall 
return  to  you. 

14  And  whosoever  shall  not  re¬ 
ceive  you,  nor  hear  your  Words : 
going  forth  out  of  that  house  or  city 
shake  off  the  dust  from  your  feet. 

15  Amen  I  say  to  you,  it  shall 
lie  more  tolerable  for  the  land  of 
Sodom  and  Gomorrha  in  the  day  of 
judgment,  than  for  that  city. 

16  Behold  1  send  you  as  sheep 
in  the  midst  of  wolves.  Be  ye  there¬ 
fore  wise  as  serpents  and  simple  as 
doves. 

"  17  But  beware  of  men.  For  they 
will  deliver  you  up  in  councils,  and 
they  will  scourge  you  in  their  syna¬ 
gogues. 

18  And  you  shall  be  brought  be¬ 
fore  governors,  and  before  kings  for 
my  sake,  for  a  testimony  to  them 
and  to  the  gentiles  : 

19  But  when  they  shall  deliver 
you  up,  take  no  thought  how  or 
what  to  speak  :  for  it  shall  be  given 
you  in  that  hour  what  to  speak. 

30  For  it  is  not  you  that  speak, 
but  the  Spirit  of  your  Father  that 
Speaketh  in  you. 

21  The  brother  fcTso  shall  deliver 
Up  the  brother  to  death,  and  the  fa¬ 
ther  the  son  ;  and  the  children  shall 
rise  up  against  their  parents,  and 
shall  put  them  to  death. 

.  22  And  you  shall  be  hated  by 

all  men  for  my  name’s  sake:  but  he 
that  shall  persevere  unto  the  end, 
he  shall  be  saved. 

23  And  when  they  shall  perse¬ 
cute  you  in  this  city,  flee  Into  ano¬ 
ther.  .  Amen  I  say  to  you,  you 
shall  not  finish  all  the  cities  of  Is¬ 
rael,  till  the  son  of  man  come. 

24  The  diactple  is  not  above  the 
blaster,  nor  the  servant  above  his 
lord. 

23  It  is  enough  for  the  disciple 


that  he  be  as  his  master,  end  the 
servant  as  his  lord.  If  they  have 
called  the  goodmhn  of  the  house 
Beelzebub,  how  much  more  them 
of  hi3  household? 

25  Therefore  fear  them  not.  For 
nothing  is  covered  that  shall  not  be 
revealed,  nor  hid,  that  shall  not  be 
known. 

27  That  which  I  tell  you  in  the 
dark,  speak  ye  in  the  light:  and 
that  which  you  hear  in  the  ear, 
preach  ye  upon  the  house-tops. 

28  And  fear  ye  not  them  that  kill 
the  body,  and  are  not  able  to  kill  the 
soul :  but  rather  fear  him  that  can 
destroy  bo‘th  soul  and  body  into  hell. 

29  Are  not  two  sparrows  soid 
for  a  farthing:  and  not  one  of  them 
shall  fall  on  the  ground  without 
your  Father. 

30  But  the  very  tiairS  of  you? 
head  are  ail  numbered. 

31  Fear  not  therefore:  betier 
are  you  than  many  sparrows. 

32  Every  one  therefore  that  shall 
confess  me  before  men,  I  will  also 
confess  him  before  my  Father  who 
is  in  heaven. 

33  But  he  that  shall  deny  me  be¬ 
fore  men,  I  will  also  deny,  him  be¬ 
fore  my  Father  who  is  in  heaven. 

34  Do  not  think  that  I  came  to 
send  peace  upon  earth:  I  came  not 
to  send  peace,  but  the  eword. 

35  For  I  came  to  set  a  man  at 
variance  against  his  father,  and  the 
daughter  against  her  mother,  alnd 
the  daiighter-in-law  against  her 
mother-in-law. 

36  And  d  man's  enemies,  shall 
be  they  of  his  own  houshold. 

37  He  that  loveth  father  or  mo¬ 
ther  more  than  me,  is  not  worthy 
of  me  :  and  he  that  loveth  son  or 
daughter  more  than  me,  id  not 
worthy  of  me. 

38  And  he  that  taketh  not  up 
hia  cross,  and  followetb  me,  is  not 
worthy  of  me. 

39  He  that  fitideth  his  life,  shall 
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lose  it :  and  lie  that  shall  lose  his 
life  for  me,  shall  find  it. 

40  He  that  receiveth  you,  re- 
ceiveth  me :  and  he  that  receiveth 
me,  receiveth  him  that  sent  me. 

41  He  that  receiveth  a  prophet 
in  the  name  of  a  prophet,  shall  re¬ 
ceive  the  reward  of  a  prophet,  and 
he  that  receiveth  a  just  man  in  the 
name  of  a  just  man,  shall  receive 
the  reward  of  a  just  man. 

42  And  whosoever  shall  give  to 
drink  to  one  of  these  little  ones  a 
cup  of  cold  water  only  in  the  name 
of  a  disciple,  amen  I  say  to  you,  he 
shall  not  lose  his  reward.' 

CHAP.  XI. 

John  tendeth  h'u  disciples  to  Christ. 
Nt)  it  came  to  pass:  when 
J esus  had  made  an  end  of  com¬ 
manding  his  twelve  disciples,  he 
passed  from  thence,  to  teach  and 
preach  in  their  cities. 

2  Now  when  John  had  heard  in 
prison  the  works  of  Christ :  sending 
two -of  his  disciples  hfe  said  to  him  : 

3  Art  thou  he  that  art  to  come, 
or  look  we  for  another? 

4  And  Jesus  making  answer  said 
to  them :  Go  land  relate  to  John 
what  you  have  heard  and  seen. 

3  The  blind  see,  the  lame  walk, 
the  lepers  are  cleansed,  the  deaf 
hear,  the  dead  rise  again,  the  poor 
have  the  gospel  preached  to  them. 

6  And  blessed  is  he  that  shall  not 
be  scandalized  in  me. 

7  And  when  they  went  their  way, 
Jesus  began  to  say  to  the  multi¬ 
tudes  concerning  John:  What  went 
you  out  into  the  desert  to  see?  a 
reed  shaken  with  the  wind? 

8  But  what  went  you  out  to  see  ? 
a  man  clothed  in  soft  garments? 
Behold  they  that  are  clothed  in  soft 
garments,  are  in  the  houses  of  kings. 

9  But  what  went  you  out  to  see? 

a  prophet  ?  yea  I  tell  you,  and  more 
than  a  prophet.  f 

10  For  this  is  he  of  whom  it  is 
written  Behold  J  send  my' Angel 
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before  thy  face  who  shall  prepare 
thy  vray  before  thee. 

_  11  Amen  I  say  to  you,  there 
hath  not  risen  among  them  that  are 
born  of  women  a  greater  than  John 
the  baptist :  yet  he  that  is  the  lesser 
in  the  kingdom  of  heaven  is  greater 
than  he. 

12  And  from  the  days  of  John  the 
Baptist  until  now,  the  kingdom  of 
heaven  suffereth  violence,  and  the 
violent  bear  it  away. 

13  For  all  the  prophets  and  the 
law  prophesied  until  John : 

14  And  if  you  will  receive  it,  he 
is  Elias  that  is  to  come. 

15  He  that  hath  ears  to  hear,  let 
him  hear. 

16  But  whereunto  shall  I  esteem 
this  generation  to  be  like  ?  It  is  like 
to  children  Bitting  in  the  market¬ 
place. 

17  Who  crying  to  tneir  compani¬ 
ons  say :  We  have  piped  to  you,  and 
you  have  not  danced :  we  have  la¬ 
mented,  and  you  have  not  mourned. 

18  For  John  came  neither  eat¬ 
ing  nor  drinking ;  and  they  say  • 
He  hath  a  devil. 

19  The  son  of  man  came  eating 
and  drinking,  and  they  say:  Be¬ 
hold  a  man  that  is  a  glutton  and  a 
wine-drinker,  a  friend  of  publicans 
and  sinners.  And  wisdom  is  jus¬ 
tified  by  her  children. 

20  Then  began  he  to  upbraid  the 
cities,  wherein  were  done  the  most 
of  his  miracles,  for  that  they  had 
not  done  penance. 

21  Woe  to  thee,  Corozain,  W'ofe  id 
thee,  Bethsaida:  for  if  in  Tyre  and 
Sidon  had  been  wrought  the  mira¬ 
cles  that  have  been  wrought  in  you, 
they  had  long  ago  done  penance  hi 
sack-cloth  and  ashes. 

22.  But  I  say  unto  you,  it  shall  be 
more  tolerable  for  Tyre  and  Sidon* 
in  the  day  ofjudgment,  than  Cor  you. 

23  And  thou  Capharnaum,’  shall 
thou  be  exalted  up  to  heaven? 
(hou  shalt  go  down  even  Unto  heU> 
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For  if  in  Sodom  had  been  wrought 
the  miracles  that  have  been  wrought 
in  thee,  perhaps  it  had  remained 
unto  this  day. 

24  But  I  say  unto  you,'  that  it 
shall  be  more  tolerable  for  the  land 
of  Sodom  in  the  day  of  judgment, 
then  for  thee. 

25  At  that  time  Jesus  answered 
and  said:  I  confess  to  thee,  0  Fa¬ 
ther,  Lord  of  heaven  and  earth,  be¬ 
cause  thou  hast  hid  these  things 
from  the  wise  and  prudent,  and  hast 
revealed  them  to  little  ones. 

2d  Yea,  Father;  for  so  hath  it 
seemed  good  in  thy  sight. 

27  All  things  are  delivered  to 
me  by  my  Father.  And  no  one 
knoweth  the  Son,  but  the  Father: 
neither  doth  any  one  know  the  Fa¬ 
ther,  but  the  Son,  and  he  to  whom 
it  shall  please  the  Son  to  reveal  Aim. 

28  Come  to  me,  all  you  that  la¬ 
bour,  and  are  burdened,  and  I  will 
refresh  you. 

29  Take  up  my  yoke  upon  you, 
and  learn  of  me,  because  I  am  meek, 
and  humble  of  heart :  and  you  shall 
Gnd  rest  to  your  souls. 

30  For  my  yoke  is  sweet  and 
n\y  burden  light. 

CHAP.  XII. 

Chri$t  reproves  the  Pharisees. 

T  that  time  Jesus  went  through 
the  corn  on  the  sabbath :  and 
his  disciples  being  hungry,  began 
to  pluck  the  ears,  and  to  eat. 

2  And  the  Pharisees  seeing  them, 
said  to  him  :  Behold  thy  disciples 
do  that  which  is  not  lawful  to  do 
on  the  sabbath-days, 

3  But  he  said  to  them:  Have 
you  not  read  what  David  did  when 
be  was  hungry,  and  they  that  were 
with  him  : 

4  How  he  entered  into  the  house 
of  God,  and  did  eat  the  loaves  of 
proposition,  which  it  was  not  law¬ 
ful  for  hinrto  eat,  nor  for  them  that 

were  with  him,  but  for  the  priests 

only  ?  1 


5  Or  have  ye  not  read  in  the*aw» 
that  on  the  sabbath-days  the  priests 
in  the  temple  break  the  saubath, 
and  are  without  blame? 

6  But  I  tell  you  that  there  is 
here  a  greater  than  the  temple. 

7  And  if  you  knew  what  this 
meaneth,  I  will  have  mercy,  and 
not  sacrijlee :  you  would  never 
have  condemned  the  innocent. 

8  For  the  son  ©f  man  is  Lord 
even  of  the  sabbath. 

9  And  when  he  had  passed  from 
thence, he  came  in totheir  synagogue. 

10  And  behold  there  was  a  man 
who  had  a  withered  hand,  and  they 
asked  him,  saying:  Is  it  lawful  to 
heal  on  the  sabbath-days  ?  that 
they  might  accuse  him. 

11  But  he  said  to  them  :  What 
man  shall  there  be  among  you,  that 
hath  one  sheep  :  and  it  the  same 
fall  into  a  pit  on  the  sabbath-day, 
will  he  not  take  hold  on  it  and  lift 
it  up  ? 

12  How  much  better  is  a  man 
than  a  sheep  ?  Therefore  it  is  law¬ 
ful  to  do  a  good  deed  on  the  sab- 
bath-davs. 

m 

13  Then  he  saith  to  the  man  : 
Stretch  forth  thy  hand,  and  he 
stretched  it  forth,  and  it  was  re¬ 
stored  to  health  even  as  the  other. 

14  And  the  Pharisees  going  oirt 
made  a  consultation  against  him, 
how  they  might  destroy  him. 

15  But  Jesus  knowing  it,  retired 
from  thence:  and  many  followed 
him,  and  he  healed  them  all. 

1G  And  he  charged  them  that 
they  should  not  make  him  known. 

17  That  it  might  be  fulfilled 
which  was  spoken  by  Isaias  the 
prophet,  saying: 

18  Behold  my  servant  whom  I  have 
chosen ,  my  beloved  in  whom  my  soul  hath 
been  well plea  sod.  I  will  put  tny  Spirit 
upon  him,  and  Tie  shall  shew  judgment 
to  the  gentiles. 

1 9  He  shall  not  contend ,  nor  cx&  out, 
neither  shall  any  man  hear  hit  Voice  in 
the  streets. 
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20  The  bruited  reed  he  thall  net 
break,  and  smoking  Jlax  he  shall  not 
extinguish  ;  till  he  send  forth  judgment 
unto  victory. 

21  And  in  hit  name  the  Gentiles 
thall  hope. 

22  Then  was  offered  to  him  one 
possessed  with  a  devil,  blind  and 
dumb  :  and  he  healed  him,  so  that 
he  spoke  and  saw. 

23  And  all  the  multitudes  were 
amazed,  and  said  :  Is  not  this  the 
son  of  David  ? 

24  Bui  the  Pharisees  hearing  it, 
said  ;  This  man  casteth  not  out  de¬ 
vils  but  by  Beelzebub  the  prince  of 
the  devils. 

25  And  Jesus  knowing  their 
thoughts,  said  to  them :  Every 
kingdom  divided  against  itself  shall 
be  made  desolate:  and  every  city 
or  house  divided  against  itself  shall 
not  stand. 

26  And  if  satan  cast  out  satan, 
he  is  divided  against  himself :  how 
then  shall  his  kingdom  stand  ? 

27  And  if  I  by  Beelzebub  cast 
out  devils,  by  whom  do  your  child¬ 
ren  cast  them  out  ?  Therefore  they 
shall  be  your  judges. 

29  But  if  I  by  the  Spirit  of  God 
c-ast  out  devils,  then  is  the  kingdom 
of  God  come  upon  you. 

29  Or  how  can  any  one  enter  into 
the  house  of  the  strong,  and  rifle  his 
goods,  unless  he  first  hind  the 
strong?  and  then  he  will  rifle  his 
house. 

30  He  that  is  not  with  me,  is 
against  me  :  and  he  that  gathereth 
not  with  me,  scattereth. 

31  Therefore  I  say  to  you  :  Every 
sin  and  blasphemy  shall  be  forgiven 
men,  but  the  blasphemy  of  the 
Spirit  shall  not  be  forgiven. 

32  And  whosoever  shall  speak  a 
word  against  the  son  of  man,  it 
shall  be  forgiven  him :  but  he  lh2t 
shall  speak  against  the  Holy  Ghost, 
it^hail  not  be  forgiven  him  neither 
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in  this  world,  nor  in  the  world  to 
come. 

33  Either  make  the  tree  good, 
and  its  fruit  good :  or  make  the  tree 
evil,  and  its  fruit  evil.  For  by  the 
fruit  the  tree  is  known. 

34  0  generation  of  vipers,  how 
can  you  speak  good  things,  whereas 
you  are  evil  ?  for  out  of  the  abun¬ 
dance  of  the  heart  the  mouth 
speaketh. 

35  A  good  man  out  of  a  good 
treasure  bringeth  forth  good  things: 
and  an  evil  man  out  of  an  evil  trea¬ 
sure  bringeth  forth  evil  things. 

36  But  I  say  unto  you,  that  eve¬ 
ry  idle  word  that  men  shall  speak, 
they  shall  render  an  account  for  it 
in  the  day  of  judgment. 

3T  For  by  thy  word6  thou  shall 
be  justified,  and  by  thy  words  thou 
shalt  be  condemned. 

38  Then  some  of  the  scribes  and 
Pharisees  answered  him,  saying: 
Master,  we  would  see  a  sign  from 
thee. 

39  Who  answering  said  to  them: 
An  evil  and  adulterous  generation 
seeketh  a  sign  ;  and  a  sign  shall  not 
be  given  it,  but  tbe  sign  of  Jonas 
the  prophet. 

40  For  as  Jonas  was  in  the 
whale’s  belly  three  days  and  three 
nights:  so  shall  the  sou  of  man  be 
in  the  heart  of  the  earth  three  days 
and  three  nights. 

41  The  men  of  Ninive  shall  rise  in 
judgment  with  this  generation,  and 
shall  condemn  it  s  because  they  did 
penance  at  the  preaching  of  Jonas. 
And  behold  a  greater  than  Jonas 
here 

42  The  queen  of  the  south  shall 
rise  in  judgment  with  this  genera¬ 
tion,  and  shall  condemn  it:  because 
she  came  from  the  ends  ol  the 
earth  to  hear  the  wisdom  of  Solo¬ 
mon,  and  behold  a  greater  than 
Solomon  here. 

43  And  when  an  unclean  spirit 
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is  gone  out  of  a  man  he  walketh 
through  dry  places  seeking  rest, 
and  findeth  none: 

44  Then  he  saith,  I  will  return 
into  my  house  from  whence  I  came 
out.  And  coming  he  findeth  it 
empty,  swept,  and  garnished. 

45  Then  he  goeth,  and  taketh 
with  him  seven  other  spirits  more 
wicked  than  himself,  and  they  enter 
in  and  dwell  there:  and  the  last 
state  of  that  man  is  made  worse 
than  the  first.  So  shall  it  be  also 
to  this  wicked  generation. 

46  As  he  was  yet  speaking  to 
the  multitudes;  behold  his  mother 
and  his  brethren  stood  without, 
seeking  to  speak  to  him. 

47  And  one  said  unto  him,  Behold 
thy  mother  and  thy  brethren  stand 
without,  seeking  thee. 

48  But  he  answering  him  that 
told  him,  said  :  Who  is  my  mother, 
and  who  are  my  brethren  ? 

49  And  stretching  forth  his  hand 
towards  his  disciples,  he  said :  Be¬ 
hold  my  mother  and  my  brethren. 

50  For  whosoever  shall  do  the 
will  of  my  Father,  that  is  in  heaven  ; 
he  is  my  brother,  and  sister,  and 
mother* 

CHAP.  XIII. 

The  parable  of  the  tower, 

'HE  same  day  Jesus  going  out 
of  the  house,  sat  by  the  sea  side, 

2  And  great  multitudes  were  ga¬ 
thered  together  unto  him,  so  that  he 
went  up  into  a  boat  and  sat :  and  all 
the  multitude  stood  on  the  shore ; 

3  And  he  spoke  to  them  many 
things  in  parables,  saying,  Behold 
the  sower  went  forth  to  sow. 

4  And  whilst  he  soweth  some  fell 
by  the  way  side,  and  the  birds  of 
the  air  came  and  ate  them  up. 

5  And  other  some  fell  upon  stony 
ground,  where  they  had  not  much 
earth :  and  they  sprung  up  imme¬ 
diately,  because  they  had  no  deep¬ 
ness  of  earth, 

6  And  when  the  sun  was  up  they 


were  scorched :  and  because  they 
had  not  root,  they  withered  away. 

7  And  others  fell  among  thorns : 
and  the  thorns  grew  up  and  choked 
them. 

8  And  others  fell  upon  good 
ground :  and  they  brought  forth 
fruit,  some  an  hundred  fold,  some 
sixty  fold,  and  some  thirty  fold. 

9  He  that  hath  ears  to-  hear,  let 
him  hear. 

10  And  his  disciples  came  and 
said  to  him  :  Why  speakest  thou  to 
them  in  parables  ? 

11  Who  answered  and  said  to 
them  :  Because  to  you  it  is  given  to 
know  the  mysteries  of  the  kingdom 
of  heaven :  but  to  them  it  is  not 
given. 

19  For  he  that  hath,  to  him  shall 
be  given,  and  he  shall  abound  :  but 
he  that  hath  not,  from  him  shall  be 
taken  away  that  also  which  he  hath. 

13  Therefore  do  I  speak  to  them 
in  parables:  because  seeing  they  see 
not,  and  hearing  they  hear  not,  nei. 
ther  do  they  understand  : 

14  And  the  prophecy  of  Isaias 
is  fulfilled  in  them,  who  saith:  By 
hearing  you  shall  hear ;  and  shall 
not  understand :  and  seeing  you 
shall  see,  and  shall  not  perceive. 

15  For  the  heart  of  this  people  is 
grown  gross,  and  with  their  ears 
they  have  been  dull  of  hearing,  and 
their  eyes  they  have  shut :  lest  at  any 
time  they  should  see  with  their  eyes, 
and  hear  with  their  ears,  and  under - 
stand  with  their  heart,  and  be  con- 
verted,  and  I  should,  heal  them. 

16  But  blessed  are  your  eyes, 
because  they  see,  and  your  ears, 
because  they  hear. 

17  For,  Amen  I  say  to  you, 
many  prophets  and  just  men  have 
desired  to  see  the  things  that  you 
see,  and  have  not  seen  them  :  and  to 
hear  the  things  that  you  hear  and 
have  not  heard  them. 

18  Hear  you  therefore  the  para¬ 
ble  of  the  sower 
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19  When  any  one  heareth  the 
word  of  the  kingdom,  and  under- 
standeth  it  not,  there  cometh  the 
wicked  one,  and  catcheth  away  that 
which  was  sown  in  his  heart :  this 
is  he  that  received  the  seed  by  the 
way  side. 

29  And  he  that  received  the  seed 
upon  stony  ground:  this  is  he  that 
heareth  the  word,  and  immediately 
re  someth  it  with  joy. 

21  Yet  hath  he  not  root  in  him¬ 
self,  but  is  only  fora  time:  and 
when  there  ariseth  tribulation  and 
persecution  because  of  the  word, 
lie  is  presently  scandalized. 

23*  And  he  that  received  the  seed 
among  thorns  :  is  he  that  heareth 
the  word,  and  the  care  of  this  world 
and  the  doceitfulness  of  riches  ehok.. 
eth  up  the  word,  and  he  becometh 
fruitless. 

23  But  he  that  received  the  seed 
upon  good  ground:  this  is  he  that 
heareth  tire  word,  and  understand- 
eth,  and  heareth  fruit,  and  yieldeth 
the  one.  an  hundred  fold,  and  ano¬ 
ther  sixty,  and  another  thirty. 

24  Another  parable  he  proposed 
to  them,  saying:  The  kingdom  of 
heaven  is  likened  to  a  man  that 
sowed  good  seed  in  his  field. 

25  But  while  men  were  asleep, 

} 1 3 3  enemy  came  and  oversowed 
cockle  among  the  wheat,  and  went 
his  way. 

26  And  when  the  blade  was 
sprung  up,  and  had  brought  form 
ti'uit.  then  appeared  also  the  cockle. 

27  And  the  servants  of  the  good 
man  of  the  house  coming,  said  tc 
him  :  Sir,  didst  thou  not  sow  good 
seed  in  v By  field  ?  whence  then  hath 
it  cockle  ? 

2d  And  he  cc.id  to  them  :  An  ene¬ 
my  hath  done  this.  And  the  ser¬ 
vants  said  to  him  :,Wilt  thou  that 
we  go  and  gather  it  up  ? 

29  And  he  said  .  No,  lest  per¬ 
haps  gathering  up  thg  cockle,  you 


root  up  the  wheat  also  together 
with  it. 

30  Suffer  both  to  grow  until  the 
harvest,  and  in  the  time  of  the  har¬ 
vest  I  will  say  to  the  reapers:  Ga¬ 
ther  up  first  the  cockle,  and  bind  it 
into  bundles  to  burn,  but  the  wheat 
gather  ye  into  my  barn. 

31  Another  parable  he  proposed 
unto  them,  saying :  The  Kingdom 
of  heaven  is  like  to  a  grain  of  mus¬ 
tard-seed,  which  a  man  took  and 
so  wed  in  his  field. 

32  Which  is  the  least  indeed  of 
all  seeds :  but  when  it  is  grown  up, 
it  is  greater  than  all  herbs,  and  be-' 
cometh  a  tree,  so  that  the  birds  of 
the  air  come,  and  dwell  in  the 
branches  thereof. 

33  Another  parable  he  spoke  to 
them :  The  kingdom  of  heaven  is 
like  to  leaven,  which  a  woman  took 
and  hid  in  three  measures  of  meal, 
until  the  whole  was  leavened. 

34  All  these  things  Jesus  6poke 
in  parables  to.  the  multitudes  ;  and 
without  parables  he  did  not  speuk 
to  them : 

35  That  it  might  be  fulfilled 
which  was  spoken  by  the  prophet 
saying:  I  will  open  my  mouth  in 
parables,  I  will  utter  things  hidden 
Jrom  the  foundation  of  the  world. 

36  Then  having  sent  away  the 
multitudes,  he  came  into  the  house, 
and  his  disciples  came  to  him,  say¬ 
ing :  Expound  to  us  the  parable  of 
the  cockle  of  the  field. 

37  Who  made  answer  and  said 
to  tnem  :  He  that  soweth  the  good 
seed,  is  the  son  of  man. 

38  And  the  field,  is  the  world, 
And  the  good  seed  are  the  children 
of  the  kingdom.  And  the  cockle, 
are  the  children  of  the  wicked  one. ' 

39  And  the  enemy  that  sowed 
them,  is  the  devil.  But  the  harvest 
is  the  end  of  the  world.  And  the 
reapers  are  the  Angels. 

40  Even  as  cockle  therefore  is 
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gathered  up,  and  burnt  with  fire  :  I  Jesus  nad  finished  these  parables, 
so  shall  it  be  at  the  end  of  the  he  passed  from  thence, 
world.

This  is  a  desart  place,  and  the  hour 
is  now  past:  send  away  the  multi¬ 
tudes,  that  going  into  the  towns, 
they  may  buy  themselves  victuals. 

16  But  Jesus  said  to  them.  They 
have  no  need  to  go,  give  you  them 
to  eat. 

17  They  answered  him:  We 
have  not  here,  but  five  loaves,  and 
two  fishos. 

18  Who  said  to  them :  Bring 
them  hither  to  me. 

19  And  when  he  had  command¬ 
ed  the  multitudes  to  sit  down  upon 
the  grass,  he  took  the  five  loavps 
and  the  two  fishes,  and  looking  up 
to  heaven,  he  blessed,  and  brake,  and 
gave  the  loaves  to  his  disciples,  and 
the  disciples  to  the  multitudes, 

20  And  they  did  all  eat,  and 
were  filled.  And  they  took  up 
what  remained,  twelve  full  baskets 
of  fragments. 

21  And  the  number  of  them  that 
did  eat  was  five  thousand  men,  be¬ 
sides  women  and  children. 

29  And  forthwith  Jesus  obliged 
bis  disciples  to  go  up  uAo  the  boat, 
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and  to  go  before  him  over  the  wa¬ 
ter,  till  he  dismissed  the  people. 

23  And  having  dismissed  the  mul¬ 
titude,  he  went  up  into  a  mountain 
alone  to  pray.  And  when  it  was 
evening,  he  was  there  alone. 

24  But  the  boat  in  the  midst  of 
the  sea  was  tossed  with  the  waves: 
for  the  wind  was  contrary. 

25  And  in  the  fourth  watch  of 
the  night,  he  came  to  them  walking 
upon  the  sea. 

26  And  they  seeing  him  walking 
upon  the  sea,  were  troubled,  say¬ 
ing :  It  is  an  apparition.  And  they 
cried  out  for  fear. 

27  And  immediately  Jesus  spoke 
to  them,  saying  :  Be  of  good  heart ; 
it  is  I,  fear  ye  not. 

2S  And  Peter  making  answer, 
said.  Lord,  if  it  be  thou,  bid  me 
come  to  thee  upon  the  waters. 

29  And  he  said:  Come.  And  Pe¬ 
ter  going  down  out  of  the  boat, 
walked  upon  the  water  to  come  to 
Jesus. 

30  But  seeing  the  wind  strong 
he  was  afraid  :  and  when  he  began 
to  sink,  he  cried  outlaying:  Lord, 
save  me. 

31  And  immediately  Jesus 
stretching  forth  his  hand  took  held 

J  of  him.  and  said  to  him  :  0  thou  of 
little  faith,  why  didst  thou  doubt  ? 

32  And  when  they  were  come 
up  iqto  the  boat,  the  wind  ceased. 

33  And  they  that  were  in  the 
boat,  came  and  adored  him,  say¬ 
ing  :  Indeed  thou  art  the  Son  of  God. 

34  And  having  passed  the  water, 
they  came  into  the  country  of  Ge- 
nesar. 

j  35  And  when  the  men  of  that 
place  had  knowledge  of  hhn,  they 
sent  into  all  that  country,  -  and 
brought  to  him  all  th*t  were  dis¬ 
eased. 

36  And  they  besought  him  that 
they  might  touch  but  the  hem  of 
his  garment.  And  as  many  as 
touched,  <vere  made  whole* 
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CHAP.  XV. 

Christ  reproves  the  Scribes. 

EN  came  to  him  from  Jeru¬ 
salem  Scribes  and  Pharisees, 
saying : 

2  Why  do  thy  disciples  trans¬ 
gress  the  tradition  of  the  ancients? 
For  they  wash  not  their  hands  when 
they  eat  bread. 

3  But  he  answering,  "  said  to 
them :  Why  do  you  also  transgress 
the  commandment  of  God  for  your 
tradition  ?  For  God  said 

4  Honour  thy  father  and  mother: 
And  ,  He  that  shall  curse  father  or 
mother ,  let  him  die  the  death. 

6  But  you  say  :  Whosoever  shall 
6ay  to  father  or  mother,  the  gift 
whatsoever  proceedeth  from  rue 
shall  profit  thee. 

6  And  he  shall  not  honour  his 
father  or  his  mother :  and  you  have 
made  void  the  commandment  of 
God  for  your  tradition. 

7  Hypocrites,  well  hath  Isaias 
prophesied  of  you,  saying; 

8  This  people  honoureth  me  with 
their  lips  :  but  their  heart  is  far 
from  me. 

9  And  in  vain  do  they  worship 
me,  teaching  doctrines  and  com¬ 
mandments  of  men. 

10  And  having  called  together 
the  multitudes  unto  him,  he  said 
to  them :  Hear  ye  and  understand. 

11  Not  that  which  goeth  into  the 
mouth,  defileth  a  man ;  but  what 
cometh  out  of  the  mouth,  this  de¬ 
fileth  a  man. 

12  Then  came  his  disciples,  and 
said  to  him:  Dost  thou  know  that 
the  Pharisees,  when  they  heard  this 
word,  were  scandalized? 

13  But  he  answering  said :  Every 
oUnt  which  my  heavenly  Father 
hath  not  planted,  shall  be  rooted  up. 

14  Let  them  alone:  they  arc 
blind,  and  leaders  of  the  blind.  And 
if  the  blind  lead  the  blind,  both  fall 
into  the  pit. 

45  And  Peter  answering  said  to 


him  :  Expound  to  us  this  parable. 

16  But  he  said :  Are  you  also  yet 
without  understanding  ? 

17  Do  you  not  understand,  that 
whatsoever  entereth  into  the  mouth, 
goeth  into  the  belly,  atid  is  cast  out 
into  the  privy  ? 

18  But  the  things  which  proceed 
out  of  the  mouth,  come  forth  froit 
the  heart,  and  those  things  defile  a 
man. 

19  For  from  the  heart  coin e  fhrth 
evil  thoughts,  murders,  adulteries, 
fornications,  thefts,  false  testimo¬ 
nies,  blasphemies. 

20  These  are  the  things  that  de¬ 
file  a  man.  But  to  eat  with  un¬ 
washed  hands  doth  not  defile  a  man. 

21  And  Jesus  went  from  thence, 
and  retired  into  the  coasts  of  Tyre 
and  Si  don,  - 

22  And  behold  a  woman  of 
Canaan  who  came  out  of.  those 
coasts,  crying  out,  said  to  him  : 
Have  mercy  on  me,  O  Lord,  thou 
son  of  David :  my  daughter  is 
grievously  troubled  by  a  devil. 

23  Who  answered  her  not  a 
word.  And  his  disciples  came  and 
besought  him,  saying:  Send  her 
away,  for  she  erieth  after  us : 

24  Arid  he  answering  said :  I 
was  not  sent  but  to  the  6heep  that 
are  lost  of  the  house  of  Israel. 

25  But  she  came  and  adored  him, 
saying :  Lord,  help  me. 

26  Who  answering,  said :  It  is 
not  good  to  take  the  bread  of  the 
children,  and  to  cast  it  to  the  dogs. 

27  But  she  said :  Yea,  Lord :  for 
the  whelDS  also  eat  of  the  crums  that 
fall  from  the  table  of  their  masters. 

23  Then  Jesu3  answering,  said 
to  her :  0  woman,  great  is  thy 
faith :  be  it  done  to  thee  as  thou 
wilt :  and  her  daughter  was  cured 
from  that  hour. 

29  And  when  Jesu9  had  passed 
away  from  thence,  he  came  nigh 
the  sea  of  Galilee :  and  going  up  in¬ 
to  a  mountain  be  sat  there- 
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30  And  there  came  to  him  great 
Multitudes,  having  with  them  the 
dumb,  the  blind,  the  lame,  the 
maimed,  and  many  others  :  and 
they  cast  them  down  at  his  feet, 
and  he  healed  them  : 

31  So  that  the  multitudes  mar 
veiled  seeing  the  dumb  speak,  the 
lame  walk,  the  blind  see:  and  they 
glorified  the  God  of  Israel. 

32  And  Jesus  called  together  his 
disciples,  and  said;  I  have  com¬ 
passion  on  the  multitudes,  because 
they  continue  with  me,  now  three 
days,  and  have  not  what  to  eat: 
and  I  will  not  send  them  away 
fasting,  lest  they  faint  in  the  way. 

33  And  the  disciples  say  unto 
aim  :  Whence  then  should  we  have 
so  many  loaves  in  the  desart,  as  to 
fill  so  great  a  multitude. 

34  And  Jesus  said  to  them:  How 
many  loaves  have  you  ?  But  they 
said  :  Seven,  and  a  few  little  fishes. 

35  And  he  commanded  the  mul¬ 
titude  to  sit  down  upon  the  ground. 

35  And  taking  the  seven  loaves 
and  the  fishes,  and  giving  thanks, 
he  brake,  and  gave  to  his  disciples, 
and  the  disciples  gave  to  the  people. 

37  And  they  did  all  eat,  and  had 
their  fill.  And  they  took  up,  seven 
baskets  full,  of  what  remained  of 
the  fragments. 

38  And  they  that  did  eat,  were 
four  thousand  men,  beside  children 
and  women. 

39  And  having  dismissed  the  mul¬ 
titude,  he  went  up  into  a  boat,  and 
came  into  the  coasts  of  Magedan. 

CHAP.  XVI. 

Christ  refuses  a  sign  to  the  Pharisees. 
ND  there  came  to  him  the  Pha¬ 
risees  and  Sadducees  tempt¬ 
ing:  and  they  asked  him  to  shew 
them  a  sign  from  heaven. 

%  But  he  answered  and  said  to 
them :  When  it  is  evening,  you 
eay  :  It  will  be  fair  weather,  for 
the  sky  is  red. 

8  And  in  the  morning :  To-day 
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there  mil  be  a  storm,  for  the  sky  is 
red  and  Iqwring.  You  know  then 
how  to  discern  .the  face  of  the  sky  : 
and  can  you  not  know  the  signs  oi 
the  times  ? 

4  A  wicked  and  adulterous  ge¬ 
neration  seeketh  after  a  sign  :  and 
a  sign  shall  not  be  given  it,  but  the 
sign  of  Jonas  the  prophet.  And  he 
left  them  and  went  away. 

5  And  when  his  disciples  were 
come  over  the  water,  they  had  for¬ 
gotten  to  take  bread. 

6  Who  said  to  them  :  Take  heed 
and  beware  of  the  leaven  of  the 
Pharisees  and  Sadducees. 

7  But  they  thought  within  them¬ 
selves,  saying :  Because  we  have 
taken  no  bread. 

8  And  Jtsus  knowing  it,  said  : 
Why  do  you  think  within  your¬ 
selves,  O  ye  of  little  faith,  for  that 
you  have  no  bread  ? 

9  Do  you  not  yet  understand, 
neither  do  you  remember  the  five 
loaves  among  five  thousand  men, 
and  bow  many  baskets  you  took 
up  t 

10  Nor  the  seven  loaves,  among 
four  thousand  men,  and  how  many 
baskets  you  took  up? 

11  Why  do  you  not  understand 
that  it  was  not  concerning  bread  1 
said  to  you  :  Beware  of  the  leaven 
of  the  Pharisees  and  Sadducees. 

12  Then  they  understood  that 
he  said  not  that  they  should  beware 
of  the  leaven  of  bread,  but  of  the 
doctrine  of  the  Pharisees  and  Sad- 
duceea. 

13  And  Jesus  came  into  the 
quarters  of  Csesarea  Philippi ;  and 
he  asked  his  disciples,  saying  • 
Whom  do  men  say  that  the  son  oi 
man  is? 

14  But  they  said  :  Some  John 
the  Baptist,  and  other  some  Elias, 
and  others  Jeremias,  or  one  of  the 
prophets. 

15  Jesus  saith  to  them:  But 
whom  do  you  say  that  I  am  ? 
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16  Simon  Peter  answered  and 
said  :  Thou  art  Christ  the  Son  of 
the  living  God. 

17  And  Jesus  answering,  said  to 
him:  Blessed  art  thou  Simon  Bar- 
Jona:  because  flesh  and  blood  hath 
not  revealed  it  to  thee,  but  my 
Father  who  is  in  heaven. 

18  And  I  say  to  thee :  That  thou 
art  Peter;  and  upon  this  rock  1  will 
build  rny  churcn,  and  the  gates  of 
hell  shall  not  prevail  against  it. 

19  And  I  will  give  to  thee  the 
keys  of  the  kingdom  of  heaven . 
And  whatsoever  thou  shall  bind 
upon  earth,  it  shall  be  bound  also 
in  heaven :  and  whatsoever  thou 
shalt  loose  on  earth,  it  shall  be 
loosed  also  in  heaven. 

20  Then  he  commanded  his  dis¬ 
ciples,  that  they  should  tell  no  one 
that  he  was  Jesus  the  Christ. 

21  From  that  time  Jesus  began 
to  shew  to  his  disciples,  that  he 
must  go  to  Jerusalem,  and  suffer 
many  things  from  the  ancients  and 
6cribes  and  chief-priests,  and  be  put 
to  death,  and  the  third  day  rise  again. 

22  And  Peter  taking  him,  began 
to  rebuke  him,  saying:  Lord,  be  it 
far  from  thee,  this  shall  not  be  un¬ 
to  thee. 

23  Who  turning  said  to  Peter : 
Go  behind  me,  satan,  thou  art  a 
scandal  unto  me :  because  thou  ea- 
rourest  not  the  things  that  are  of 
God,  but  the  things  that  are  of  men. 

24  Then  Jesus  said  to  his  dis¬ 
ciples :  If  any  man  will  come  after 
me,  let  him  deny  himself,  and  take 
up  his  cross,  and  follow  me. 

25  For  he  that  will  save  his  life, 
shall  lose  it :  and  he  that  shall  lose 
his  life  for  my  sake  shall  find  it. 

26  For  what  doth  it  profit  a  man, 
if  he  gain  the  whole  world,  and 
suffer  the  loss  of  his  own  soul?  Or 
what  exchange  shall  a  man  give  for 
his  soul  ? 

27  For  the  son  of  man  shall  come 
hi  the  glory  of  his  Father  with  bis 


Angels :  and  then  will  he  render  to 
every  man  according  to  his  works. 

28  Amen  I  say  to  you,  there  are 
some  of  them  that  stand  here,  that 
shall  not  taste  death,  till  they  see  the 
son  of  man  coming  in  his  kingdom 
CHAP.  XVII. 

The  transfiguration  of  Christ. 

ND  after  six  days  Jesus  taketh 
unto  him  Peter  and  James,  and 
John  his  brother,  and  bnngeth  them 
up  into  a  high  mountain  apart ; 

2  And  he  was  transfigured  be¬ 
fore  them.  And  his  face  did  shine 
as  the  sun  :  and  his  garments  be¬ 
came  white  as  snow. 

3  And  behold  there  appeared  to 
them  Moses  and  Ellas  talking  with 
him. 

4  And  Peter  answering,  said  to 
Jesus:  Lord,  it  is  pood  for  us  to  be 
here  :  if  thou  wilt,  let  us  make  here 
three  tabernacles,  one  for  thee,  and 
one  for  Moses,  and  one  for  Elias. 

5  And  as  he  was  yet  speaking, 
behold  a  bright  cloud  overshaded 
them.  And  lo  a  voice  out  of  the 
cloud,  saying  :  This  is  my  beloved 
Son,  in  whom  I  am  well  pleased 
hear  ye  him. 

6  And  the  disciples  hearing,  fell 
upon  their  face,  and  were  very  much 
afraid. 

7  And  Jesus  came  and  touched 
them  :  and  said  to  them  :  Arise, 
and  fear  not. 

8  And  they  lifting  up  their  eyes,, 
saw  no  one,  but  only  Jesus. 

9  And  as  they  came  down  from 
the  mountain  J esus  charged  them, 
saying :  Tell  the  vision  to  no  man, 
till  the  son  of  man  be  risen  from  the 
dead. 

10  And  his  disciples  asked  him, 
saying:  Wfcy  then  do  the  scribes 
say  that  Elias  must  come  first  ? 

11  But  he  answering,  said  to 
them:  Elias  indeed  shall  come,  and 
restore  all  things. 

12  But  I  say  to  you,  that  Eliat 
is  already  come,  and  they  knew 
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him  not,  but  have  done  unto  him 
whatsoever  they  had  a  mind.  So 
also  the  son  of  man  shall  suffer 
from  them. 

13  Then  the  disciples  understood, 
that  he  had  spoken  to  them  of  John 
the  Baptist.  _ 

14  And  when  he  was  come  to 
the  multitude,  there  came  to  him  a 
man  falling  down  on  his  knees  be¬ 
fore  him,  saying:  Lord  have  pity  on 
my  son,  for  he  is  a  lunatic,  and  suf- 
fereth  much:  for  he  falleth  often  into 
the  fire,  and  often  into  the  water. 

15  And  I  brought  him  to  thy 
disciples,  and  they  could  not  cure 
him. 

16  Then  Jesus  answered  and 
said:  O  unbelieving  and  perverse 
generation,  how  long  shall  I  be 
with  you  ?  how  long  shall  I  sufFer 
you  ?  Bring  him  hither  to  me. 

17  And  Jesus  rebuked  him,  and 
the  devil  went  out  of  him,  and  the 
child  was  cured  from  that  hour. 

18  Then  came  the  disciples  to 
Jesus  secretly,  and  said:  Why 
could  not  we  cast  him  out  ? 

19  Jesus  said  to  them  :  Because 
of  your  unbelief.  For,  amen  I  say 
to  you,  if  you  have  faith  as  a  grain 
of  mustard  seed,  you  shall  say  to 
this  mountain,  Remove  from  hence 
hither,  and  ic  shall  remove;  and 
nothing  shall  be  impossible  to  you. 

20  But  this  kind  is  not  cast  cut 
but  by  prayer  and  fasting. 

21  And  when  they  abode  to¬ 
gether  in  Galilee,  Jtsus  said  to 
them:  The  son  of  man  shall  be  be¬ 
trayed  into  the  hands  of  men  . 

22  And  they  shall  kill  him,  and 
the  third  day  he  shall  rise  again. 
And  they  were  .  troubled  exceed¬ 
ingly. 

23  And  when  they  .were  come 
to  Capharnaum,  they  that  received 
the  didrachmas,  came  to  Peter,  and 
said  to  him :  Doth  not  your  master 
pay  the  didrachma? 

24  lie  said  i  Yes.  And  when 
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he  was  come  into  the  house,  Jesus 
prevented  him,  saying :  What  is 
thy  opinion,  Simon  ?  The  kings  of 
the  earth,  of  whom  do  they  receive 
tribute  or  custom?  of  their  own 
children,  or  of  strangers? 

25  And  he  said:  Of  strangers. 
Jesus  said  to  him  :  Then  the  chil¬ 
dren  are  free. 

26  But  that  we  may  not  scan¬ 
dalize  them,  go  to  the  sea,  and  cast 
in  a  hook :  and  that  fish  which  shall 
first  come  up,  take:  and  when  thou 
hast  opened  its  mouth,  thou  shalt 
find  a  stater:  take  that,  and  give 
it  to  them  for  me  and  thee. 

CHAP.  XVIIL 
Christ  leaches  humility. 

T  that  hour  the  disciples  came 
to  Jesus,  saying:  Who,  think- 
est  thou,  is  the  greater  in  the  king¬ 
dom  of  heaven  ? 

2  And  Jesus  calling  unto  him  a 
little  child,  set  him  in  the  midst  of 
them, 

3  And  said :  Amen  I  say  to  you, 
unless  you  be  converted,  and  be¬ 
come  as  little  children,  you  shall 
not  enter  into  the  kingdom  of 

heaven. 

4  Whosoever  therefore  shall 
humble  himself  as  this  little  child, 
he  is  the  greater  in  the  kingdom  ol 
heaven. 

5  And  he  that  shall  receive  one 
such  little  child  in  my  name,  re- 
cciveth  me. 

6  But  he  that  shall  scandalize 
one  of  these  little  ones  that  believe 
in  me,  it  were  better  for  him  that 
a  millstone  should  be  hanged  about 
his  neck,  and  that  he  should  be 
drowned  in  the  depth  of  the  sea. 

7  Wo  to  the  world  because  of 
scandals.  For  it  must  needs  be 
that  scandals  come :  but  neverthe* 
less  wo  to  that  man  by  whom  the 
scandal  cometh. 

8  And  if  thy  hand  or  thy  foot 
scandalize  thee,  cut  it  off,  and  cast 
it  from  thee.  It  is  better  for  thee 
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to  go  into  life  maimed  or  lame, 
than  having  two  hands  or  two  feet, 
to  be  cast  into  everlasting  fire. 

9  And  if  thy  eye  scandalize  thee, 
pluck  it  out,  and  cast  it  from  thee. 
It  is  better  for  thee  having  one  eye 
to  enter  into  life,  than  having  two 
eyes  to  be  cast  into  hell  fire. 

10  See  that  you  despise  not  one 
of  these  little  ones :  for  I  say  to  you, 
that  their  angels  in  heaven  always 
see  the  face  of  my  Father  who  is 
in  heaven, 

11  For  the  son  of  man  is  come 
to  save  that  which  was  lost. 

12  What  think  you?  If  a  man 
have  an  hundred  sheep,  and  one  of 
them  should  go  astray  ;  doth  he  not 
leave  the  ninety-nine  in  the  moun¬ 
tains,  and  goeth  to  seek  that  which 
is  gone  astray  ? 

13  And  if  it  so  be  that  he  find 
it :  Amen  I  say  to  you,  he  rejoiceth 
more  for  that,  than  for  the  ninety- 
nine  that  went  not  astray. 

14  Even  so  it  is  not  the  will  of 
your  Father,  -w  ho  is  in  heaven,  that 
one  of  these  little  ones  should  perish. 

15  But  if  thy  brother  shall  offend 
against  thee,  go,  and  rebuke  him 
between  thee  and  him  alone.  If  he 
shall  hear  thee,  thou  shalt  gain  thy 
brother. 

16  And  if  he  will  not  hear  thee, 
lake  with  thee  one  or  two  more : 
that  in  the  mouth  of  two  or  three 
witnesses  every  word  may  stand. 

17  And  if  he  will  not  hear  them  : 
tell  the  church.  And  if  he  will  not 
hear  the  church,  let  him  be  to  thee 
as  the  heathen  and  publican. 

18  Amen  I  say  to  you,  whatso- 
;ver'you  shall  bind  upon  earth,  shall 
be  bound  also  in  heaven ;  and  what¬ 
soever  you  shall  loose  upon  earth, 
shall  be  loosed  also  in  heaven. 

19  Again  I  say  to  you,  that  if 
two  of  you  shall  consent  upon  earth, 
concerning  any  thing  w  hatsoever 
tbev  shall  ask,  it  shall  be  done  to 


them  by  my  Father  who  is  m 
heaven. 

20  For  where  there  are  two  or 
three  gathered  together  in  my  name, 
there  am  I  in  the  midst  of  them. 

21  Then  came  Peter  unto  him 
and  said  :  Lord,  how  often  shall  my 
brother  offend  against  me,  and  I 
forgive  him  ?  till  seven  times  ? 

22  Jesus  saith  to  him  :  I  say  not 
to  thee,  till  seven  times  ;  but  till 
severity  times  seven  times. 

23  Therefore  is  the  kingdom  of 
heaven  likened  to  a  king,  who  would 
take  an  account  of  his  servants. 

24  And  when  he  had  begun  to 
take  the  account,  one  was  brought 
to  him,  that  owed  him  ten  thousand 
talents. 

25  And  as  he  had  not  wherewith 
to  pay  it,  his  lord  commanded  that 
he  should  be  sold,  and  his  wife  and 
children  and  all  that  he  had,  and 
payment  to  be  made. 

26  But  that  servant  falling  down 
besought  him,  saying:  Have  pa¬ 
tience  with  me,  and  I  will  pay  thee 
all- 

27  And  the  lord  of  that  servant 
being  moved  with  pity,  let  him  go 
and  forgave  him  the  debt. 

28  But  when  that  servant  was 
gone  out,  he  found  one  of  his  fellow, 
servants  that  owed  him  an  hundred 
pence  :  and  laying  hold  of  him  he 
throttled  him,  saying:  Pay  w'hat 
thou  owest. 

29  And  his  fellow-servant  falling 
down,  besought  him,  saying :  Have 
patience  with  me,  and  1  will  pay 
thee  all. 

30  And  he  would  not:  but  went 
and  cast  him  into  prison,  till  be 
paid  the  debt. 

31  Now  his  fellow-servants  see¬ 
ing  what  was  done,  were  very 
much  grieved,  and  they  came,  and 
told  their  lord  all  that  was  done. 

32  Then  his  lord  called  him  ;  and 
said  to  him :  Thou  wicked  servant 
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i  forgave  thee  all  the  debt,  because 
ihou  besoughtcst  me : 

33  Shuuldst  not  thou  then  have 
had  compassion  also  on  thy  fellow- 
servant,  even  as  I  had  compassion 
on  thee  ? 

34  And  his  lord  being  angry  de¬ 
livered  him  to  the  torturers,  tmiil  he 
paid  all  the  debt. 

35  So  also  shall  my  heavenly  Fa¬ 
ther  cio  to  you.  if  you  forgive  not 
every  one  his  brother  from  your 
hearts. 

CHAP.  XIX. 

Christ  declares  matrimony  to  be 
indissoluble. 

ND  it  came  to  pass,  when 
Jesus  had  ended  these  words, 
he  departed  from  Galilee,  and  came 
into  the  coasts  of  Judea  beyond 
Jordan. 

2  And  great  multitudes  followed 
him  :  and  he  healed  them  there. 

3  And  there  came  to  him  the 
Pharisees  tempting  him,  and  saying: 
Is  it  lawful  for  a  man  to  put  away 
his  wife  for  every  cause? 

4  Who  answering,  said  to  them  : 
Have  ye  not  read,  that  he  who 
made  man  from  the  beginning,  made 
them  male  and  female?  And  he  said  : 

5  For  this  cuuse ,  shall  a  man  leave 
father  and  mother,  and  shall  cleave  to 
his  wife,  and  they  two  shall  he  in  one 
flesh • 

(j  Therefore  now  they  are  not 
two,  hut  one  flesh.  What  therefore 
God  hath  joined  together,  let  no 
man  put  asunder. 

7  They  ray  to  him  :  Why  then 
did  Moses  command  to  give  a  bill 
of  divorce,  and  to  put  away. 

8  He  saith  to  them  Because 
Moses  by  reason  of  the  hardness  of 
your  heart  permitted  you  to  put 
away  your  wives :  but  from  the 
beginning  it  was  not  so. 

9  And  I  say  to  you,  that  whoso¬ 
ever  shall  put  away  his  wife,  except 
it  be  for  fornication,  and  shall  marry 
another,  committeth  adultery  :  and 
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he  that  shall  marry  her  that  is  put 
away,  committeth  adultery. 

10  His  disciples  say  unto  him  :  If 
the  case  of  a  man  with  his  wife  be 
so,  it  is  not  expedient  to  marry. 

1 1  Who  said  to  them  :  All  men 
ta?ke  not  this  word,  but  they  to 
whom  it  is  given. 

12  For  there  are  eunuchs,  who 
were  born  so  from  their  mother’s 
womb:  and  there  are  eunuchs,  who 
were  made  so  by  men  :  and  there 
are  eunuchs,  who  have  made  them¬ 
selves  eunuchs  for  the  kingdom  of 
heaven.  He  that  can  take,  let  him 
take  it. 

13  Then  were  little  children  pre¬ 
sented  to  him,  that  he  should  im¬ 
pose  hands  upon  them  and  pray.— 
And  the  disciples  rebuked  them. 

14  But  Jesus  said  to  them  :  Suf¬ 
fer  the  little  children,  and  forbid 
them  not  to  come  to  me:  for  the 
kingdom  of  heaven  is  for  such. 

15  And  when  he  had  imposed 
hands  upon  them,  he  departed  from 
thence. 

16  And  behold  one  came  and 
said  to  him  :  Good  master,  what 

j  good  shall  I  do  that  I  may  have  life 
1  everlasting  ? 

17  Who  said  to  him  :  Why  ask- 
est  thou  me  concerning  good  ?  One 
is  good,  God.  But  if  thou  wilt  enter 
into  life,  keep  the  commandments 

18  He  said  to  him:  Which?  And 
Jesus  said  :  Thou  shall  do  no  mur¬ 
der,  Thou  shalt  not  commit  adultery 
Thou  shalt  not  steal,  Thou  shalt  no' 
bear  false  witness, 

19  Honour  thy  father  and  thy  mo 
ther  ;  and ,  Thou  shalt  love  thy  neigh¬ 
bour  as  thyself. 

20  The  young  man  saith  to  him : 
All  these  have  I  kept  from  my  youth, 
what  is  yet  wanting  to  me? 

21  Jesus  saith  to  him :  If  thou 
wilt  be  perfect,  go,  sell  what  thou 
hast,  and  give  to  the  poor,  and  thou 
shalt  have  treasure  in  heaven:  sod 
come,  follow  me. 
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22  And  when  the  young  man  had 
heard  this  word,  he  wentaway  6ad  : 
for  he  had  great  possessions. 

23  Then  Jisus  said  to  his  disci- 
cipleS:  Amen  I  say  to  you,  that  a 
rich  man  shall  hardly  enter  into  the 
kingdom  of  heaven. 

24  And  again  I  say  to  you,  it  is 
easier  for  a  camel  to  pass  through 
ihe  eye  of  a  needle,  than  for  a  rich 
man  to  enter  into  the  kingdom  ol 
heaven. 

25  And  when  they  had  heard  this, 
the  disciples  wondered  very  much, 
saying :  Who  then  can  be  saved  ? 

26  And  Jesus  beholding  said  to 
them:  With  men  this  is  impossible  : 
but  with  God  all  things  are  possible. 

27  Then  Peter  answering,  said 
to  him  :  Behold  we  have  left  all 
things,  and  have  followed  thee  : 
what  therefore  shall  we  have  ? 

28  And  Jesus  said  to  them  : 
Amen  I  say  to  you,  that  yoit  who 
have  followed  me,  in  the  regenera¬ 
tion,  when  the  son  of  man  shall  sit 
on  the  seat  of  his  majesty,  you  also 
shall  sit  on  twelve  seats,  judging 
the  twelve  tribes  of  Israel. 

29  And  every  one  that  hath  left 
house,  or  brethren,  or  sisters,  or 
father,  or  mother,  or  wife,  or  child¬ 
ren,  or  lands  for  my  name’a  sake  : 
shall  receive  an  hundred-fold,  and 
shall  possess  life  everlasting. 

30  And  many  that  are  first,  shall 
be  last  j  and  the  last  shall  be  lirst. 

CHAP.  XX. 

The  parable  of  the  labourer t  in  the 

vineyard. 

HE  kingdom  of  heaven  is  like 
to  an  householder  who  went 
out  early  in  the  morning  to  hire  la¬ 
bourers  into  his  vineyard. 

2  And  having  agreed  with  the 
labourers  for  a  penny  a  day,  he  sent 
them  into  his  vineyard. 

3  And  going  out  about  the  third 
hour,  he  saw  others  standing  in  the 
market  place  idle. 

4  And  be  said  to  them:  Go  you 


also  into  my  vineyard,  and  I  will 
give  you  what  shall  be  just. 

5  And  they  went  their  way.  And 
again  he  went  out  about  the  sixth 
and  the  ninth  hour:  and  did  in 
like  manner. 

6  But  about  the  eleventh  hour 
he  went  out  and  found  others 
standing,  and  he  saith  to  them  . 
Why  stand  you  here  all  the  day  idle  ? 

7  They  say  to  him  :  Because  no 
man  hath  hired  us.  He  saith  to 
them  :  Go  you  also  into  my  vineyard. 

8  And  when  evening  was  come, 
the  lord  of  the  vineyard  saith  to  his 
steward:  Call  the  labourers  and 
pay  them  their  hire,  beginning 
from  the  last  even  to  the  first. 

9  When  therefure  they  were  come 
that  came  about  the  eleventh  hour, 
they  received  every  man  a  penny. 

It)  But  when  the  first  also  came, 
they  thought  that  they  should  re¬ 
ceive  more:  and  they  also  received 
every  man  a  penny. 

11  And  receiving  it  they  mur¬ 
mured  against  the  master  .of  the 
house, 

12  Saying :  These  last  have 
worked  but  one  hour,  and  thou  hast 
made  them  equal  to  us  that  have 
born  the  burden  of  the  day  and  the 
heats. 

13  But  he  answering  said  to  one 
of  them,  Friend,  I  do  thee  no  wrong: 
didst  thou  not  agree  with  me  for  a 
penny  ? 

14  Take  what  is  thine,  and  go 
thy  way  :  I  will  also  give  to  this 
last  even  as  to  thee. 

15  Or,  is  it  not  lawful  for  me  to 
do  what  I  will?  is  thy  eye  evil,  be¬ 
cause  I  am  good  ? 

16  So  shall  the  last  be  first,  and 
the  first  last.  For  many  are  called, 
but  few  chosen. 

17  And  Jesus  going  up  to  Jeru¬ 
salem,  took  the  twelve  disciples 
apart,  and  said  to  them  . 

IS  Behold  we  go  up  to  Jerusa¬ 
lem,  and  the  sou  of  man  shall  be 
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betrayed  to  the  chief  priests  and  the 
scribes,  and  they  shall  condemn  hiny 
to  death. 

19  And  shall  deliver  him  to  the 
gentiles  to  be  mocked,  and  scourged, 
and  crucified,  and  the  third  day  he 
shall  rise  again. 

20  Then  came  to  him  the  mother 
of  the  sons  of  Zebedee  with  her 
sons,  adoring  and  asking  something 
of  him. 

21  Who  said  to  her:  What  wilt 
thou  ?  She  saith  to  him  :  Say  that 
these  my  two  sons  may  sit,  the  one 
on  thy  right  hand,  and  the  other  on 
thy  left,  in  thy  kingdom. 

22  And  Jesus  answering,  said  : 
You  know  not  what  you  ask.  Can 
you  drink  the  chalice  that  I  shall 
drink  ?  They  say  to  him :  We  can. 

23  He  saith  to  them  ;  My  chalice 
indeed  you  shall  drink  :  but  to  sit 
on  my  right  or  left  hand,  is  riot 
mine  to  give  to  you,  but  to  them  for 
whom  it  is  prepared  by  my  Father. 

24  And  the  ten  hearing  it,  were 
moved  with  indignation  against  the 
two  brethren. 

25  But  Jesus  called  them  to 
him,  and  said:  You  know  that  the 
princes  of  the  gentiles  lord  it  over 
them :  and  they  that  are  the  great¬ 
er,  exercise  power  upon  them. 

26  It  shall  not  be  so  among  you, 
but  whosoever  will  be  the  greater 
among  you, let  him  be  your  miuister: 

27  And  he  that  will  b6  first 
among  you,  shall  be  your  sen  ant. 

28  Even  as  the  son  of  man  is  not 
come  to  be  ministered  unto,  but  to 
minister,  and  to  give  his  life  a  re¬ 
demption  for  many. 

29  And  when  they  went  out  from 
Jericho,  a  gTeat  multitude  followed 
him. 

30  And  behold  two  blind  men 
sitting  by  the  way  side,  heard  that 
Jesus  passed  by,  and  they  cried, 
out  saying :  O  Lord,  thou  son  oi 
David,  have  mercy  on  us. 

31  And  the  multitude  rebuked 


them  that  they  should  hold  their 
peace.  But  they  cried  out  the 
more,  saying:  O  Lord,  thou  son  of 
David,  have  mercy  on  us. 

32  And  Jesu9  stood,  and  called 
them,  and  said  :  Wrhat  will  ye  that 
I  do  to  you  ? 

33  They  say  to  him :  Lord,  that 
our  eyes  be  opened. 

34  And  Jesus  having  compas¬ 
sion  on  them,  touched  their  eyes. 
And  immediately  they  saw,  and  fol¬ 
lowed  him. 

CHAP.  XXI. 

Christ  rules  into  Jerusalem. 

ND  when  they  drew  nigh  to 
Jerusalem,  and  were  come  to 
Bethphage,  unto  Mount  Olivet, 
then  Jesus  sent  two  disciples, 

2  Saying  to  them :  Go  ye  into 
the  village  that  is  over  against  you, 
and  immediately  you  shall  find  an 
ass  tied, and  a  colt  with  her:  loose 
them  and  bring  them  to  me : 

3  And  if  any  man  shall  say  any 
thing  to  you,  say  ye,  that  the  Lord 
hath  need  of  them:  and  forthwith 
he  will  let  them  go. 

4  Now  all  this  was  done  that  it 
might  he  fulfilled  which  was  spoken 
by  the  prophet,  saying: 

5  Tell  ye  the  daughter  of  Sion  :  Be¬ 
hold  thy  king  come  Hi  to  thee ,  meeky 
and' sitting  upon  an  ass,  and  a  colt  the 
foal  of  her  that  is  used  to  the  yoke. 

6  And  the  disciples  going  did  a/ 
Jesus  commanded  them. 

7  And  they  brought  the  ass  and 
the  colt:  and  laid  their  garments 
upon  them, and  made  him  sit  thereon. 

8  And  a  very  great  multitude 
spread  their  garments  in  the  way . 
and  others  cut  boughs  from  the 
trees,  and  strewed  them  in  the  way: 

9  And.  the  multitudes  that  went 
before  and  that  followed,  cried, 
saying:  Hosanna  to  the  son  of  Da¬ 
vid.  :  Blessed  is  he  that  comeih  in 
the  name  of  the  Lord.  Hosanna  in 
the  highest, 

10  And  when  he  was  come  into

Jerusalem,  the  whole  city  was 
moved,  saying :  Who  is  this  ? 

1 1  And  the  people  said  :  This  is 
Jesus  the  prophet,  from  Nazareth 
of  Galilee. 

12  And  J esus,  wei'it  into  the  tem¬ 
ple  of  God,  and  cast  out  all  them 
that  sold  and  bought  in  the  temple, 
and  overthrew  the  tables  of '  the 
moneychangers,  and  the  chairs  of 
them  that  sold  doves  : 

13  And  he  sailh  to  them:  It  is 
written,  My  house  shall  be  called 
the  house  of  'prayer :  but  you  have 
made  it  a  den  of  thieves. 

14  And  there  came  to  him  the 
blind,  and  the  lame  in  the  temple ; 
and  he  healed  them. 

15  And  the  chief  priests  and 
scribes  seeing  the  wonderful  things 
♦hat  he  did,  and  the  children  cry¬ 
ing  in  the  temple,  and  saying,  Ho¬ 
sanna  to  the  son  of  David ;  were 
moved  with  indignation, 

16  And  said  to  him:  Hearest 


thou  what  these  say?  And  Jesus 
said  to  them  :  Yea,  have  you  never 
read:  Out  of  the  mouth  of  infants 
and  of  sucklings  thou  hast  perfected 
praise  ? 

17  And  leaving  them,  he  went 
out  of  the  city  into  fiethania,  and 
remained  there. 


18  And  in  the  morning  return¬ 
ing  into  the  city,  he  was  hungry. 

19  And  seeing  a  certain  fig-tree 
by  the  way  side,  he  came  to  it,  and 
found  nothing  on  it  but  leaves  only, 
and  he  saith  to  it:  May  no  fruit 
grow  on  thee  henceforward  for 
ever  And  immediately  the  fi g- 
’.ree  withered  away. 

20  And  the  disciples  seeing  it 
wondered,  saying:  How  is  it  pre¬ 
sently  withered  away  ? 

21  And  Jesus  answering  said 
o  them:  Amen  I  say  to  you,  if  you 

shall  have  faith,  and  stagger  not, 
not  only  this  of  the  fig-tree  shall 
you  do,  but  also  if  you  shall  say  to 
this  mountain.  Take  up  and  cast 


thyself  into  the  sea,  it  shall  be  done 

22  And  all  things  whatsoever 
you  shall  ask  in  prayer  believing, 
you  shall  receive. 

23  And  when  he  was  come  into 
the  temple,  there  came  to  him  as  he 
was  teaching,  the  chief  priests  and 
ancients  of  the  people,  saying.  By 
what  authority  dost  thou  these 
things?  and  who  hath  given  thea 
this  authority  ? 

24  J  esus  answering  said  to  them : 
I  also  will  ask  you  one  word,  which 
if  you  shall  tell  me,  I  will  also  tell 
you  by  what  authority  I  do  these 
things. 

25  The  baptism  of  John  whence 
was  it?  from  heaven,  or  from  men? 
But  they  thought  within  them* 
selves,  saying: 

26  If  we  shall  say  from  heaven, 
he  will  say  to  us  :  Why  then  did 
you  not  believe  him  ?  But  if  wo 
shall  say  from  men,  we  are  afraid 
of  the  multitude:  for  all  held  John 
as  a  prophet. 

27  And  answering  Jesus  they 
said :  We  know  not.  He  also  said 
to  them  :  Neither  do  I  tell  you  by 
what  authority  I  do  these  things. 

28  But  w  hat  think  you  ?  A  cer¬ 
tain  man  had  two  sons,  anti  com¬ 
ing  to  the  first,  he  said  :  Son,  go 
work  to-day  in  my  vineyard. 

29  And  he  answering,  said :  I 
will  not.  But  afterwards,  being 
moved  with  repentanee,  he  went. 

30  And  coming  to  the  other,  he 
said  in  like  manner.  And  he  an¬ 
swering,  said :  1  go,  Sir,  and  he 
went  not  : 

31  Which  of  the  two  did  the  fa¬ 
ther’s  will  ?  They  say  to  him  :  The 
first.  Jesus  saith  to  them:  Amen 
I  say  to  you,  that  the  publicans  and 
the  harlots  shall  go  into  the  king¬ 
dom  of  God  before  you. 

32  For  John  came  to  you  in  the 
way  of  justice,  and  you  did  not  be¬ 
lieve  him.  But  the  publicans  and 
the  harlots  believed  him;  but  you 
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seeing  It,  did  ^ot  even  afterwards 
repent,  that  you  might  believe  him. 

33  Hear  ye  another  parable  : 
There  was  a  man  an  householder 
who  planted  a  vineyard,  and  made 
a  hedge  round  about  it,  and  dug  in 
it  a  press,  and  built  a  tower,  and 
Jet  it  out  to  husband-men:  and  went 
into  a  strange  country. 

3*  And  when  the  time  of  the 
fruits  drew  nigh,  he  sent  his  ser¬ 
vants  to  the  husband-men,  that  they 
might  receive  the  fruits  thereof. 

35  And  the  huband-men  laying 
hands  on  bis  servants,  beat  one,  and 
killed  another,  and  stoned  another. 

36  Again  he  sent  other  servants 
more  than  the  former ;  and  they 
did  to  them  in  like  manner. 

-  37  And  last  of  all  he  sent  to  them 
his  son,  saying:  They  vviil  re¬ 
ference  my  son. 

\  ^8  But  the  husband-men  seeing 
the, son,  said  among  themselves: 
Tf\isvis  the  heir,  come,  let  us  kill  him, 
and  we  shall  have  his  inheritance. 

39  And  taking  him  they  cast 
him  forth  out  of  the  vineyard,  and 
killed  him. 

40  When  therefore  the  lord  of 
the  vineyard  shall  come,  what  will 
he  do  to  those  husband-men  ? 

41  They  say  to  him :  He  will 
bring  those  evil  men  to  an  evil  end  : 
and  will  let  out  his  vineyard  to 
other  hufeband-men,  that  shall  ren¬ 
der  him  the  fruit  in  due  season. 

42  Jes'us  saith  to  them:  Have 
/ou  never  read  in  the  Scriptures: 
The  slone  whieh  the  builders  re¬ 
jected,  ihe^  same  is  become  the  head 
of  the  corner  ?  By  the  Lord  this 
has  been  done ,  and  it  is  wonderful 
in  our  eyes. 

43  Therefore  I  say  to  you,  that 
the  kingdom  of  God  shall  betaken 
from  you,  and  shall  be  given  to  a 
nation  yielding  the  fruits  thereof. 

44  And  whosoever  shall  fall  on 
this  stone,  shall  be  broken  :  but  on 


whomsoever  it  shall  fall,  it  shall 
grind  him  to  powder. 

45  And  when  tire  chief  priests  and 
Pharisees  had  heard  his  parables, 
they  knew  that  He  spoke  of  them. 

46  And  seeking  to  lay  hands  on 
him,  they  feared  the  multitudes: 
because  they  held  him  as  a  prophet. 

CHAP.  XXII. 

The  parable  of  the  marriage-feast 
ND  Jesus  answering,  spoke 
again  in  parables  to  them,  say¬ 
ing: 

2  The  kingdom  of  heaven  is 
likened  .to  a  king,  who  made  a  mar¬ 
riage  for  his  son. 

3  And  he  sent  his  servants,  to  call 
them  that  were  invited  to  the  mar¬ 
riage  :  and  they  would  not  come. 

4  Again  he  sent  other  servants, 
saying :  Tell  them  that  were  in¬ 
vited  :  Behold,  I  have  prepared  my 
dinner;  my  beeves  and  Catlings  are 
killed,  and  all  things  are  ready  : 
come  ye  to  the  marriage. 

5  But  they  neglected,  and  went 
their  ways,  one  to  hia  farm,  and 
another  to  his  merchandize. 

6  And  the  rest  laid  hands  on  his 
servants,  and  having  treated  them 
contumeliously  put  them  to  death. 

7  But  when  the  king  had  heard 
of  it,  he  was  angry,  and  sending 
his  armies,  he  destroyed  those  mur¬ 
derers,  and  burnt  their  city. 

8  Then  he  saith  to  his  servants  t 
The  marriage  indeed  is  ready :  but 
they  that  were  invited,  were  not 
worthy.

Christ  adnionishech  the  people,  See- 
HEN  Jesus  spoke  to  the  multi¬ 
tudes  and  to  his  disciples, 

2  Saying :  The  scribes  and  the 
Pharisees  have  sitten  on  the  chair 
of  Moses. 

3  All  things  therefore  whatsoever 
they  shall  say  to  you,  observe  and 
do  :  but  according  to  their  works  do 
ye  not :  for  they  say,  and  do  not. 

4  For  they  bind  heavy  and  in¬ 
supportable  burdens ;  and  lay  them 
on  men’s  shoulders:  but  with  a 
finger  of  their  own  they  will  not 
move  them. 

5  And  all  their  works  they  do  for 
to  be  seen  of  men.  For  they  make 
their  phylacteries  broad  and  enlarge 
their  fringes. 

G  And  they  love  the  first  places 
at  feasts,  and  the  first  chairs  in  the 
synagogues, 

7  And  salutations  in  the  market¬ 
place,  and  to  be  called  by  men/ 
Rabbi. 

8  But  be  not  you  called  Rabbi. 
For  one  is  your  master,  and  all  you 
are  brethren. 

9  And  call  none  your  father  upon 
earth  ;  for  one  is  your  father,  who 
is  in  heaven, 

10  Neither  be  ye  called  masters: 
for  one  is  your  master,  Christ. 

11  Re  that  i3  the  greatest  among 
you  shall  be  your  servant. 

12  And  whosoever  shall  exalt 
himself,  shall  be  humbled  :  and  he 
that  shall  humble  himself  shall  be 
exalted. 

IS  But  wo  to  you  scribes  and 
Pharisees,  hypocrites  :  because  you 
shut  the  kingdom  of  heaven  against 
tneo,  for  you  yourselves  do  not  enter 


14  Wo  to  you  scribes  and  Pha¬ 
risees,  hypocrites  :  because  you  de¬ 
vour  the  houses  of  widows,  praying 
long  prayers.  For  this  you  shall 
receive  the  greater  judgment 

15  Wo  to  you  scribes  and  Pha¬ 
risees,  hypocrites  :  because  you  go 
round  about  the  sea  and  the  land 
to  make  one  proselyte :  and  when 
he  is  made,  you  make  him  the  child 
of  hell  twofold  more  than  yourselves. 

16  Wo  to  you  blind  guides,  that 
say,  whosoever  shall  swear  by  the 
temple,  it  is  nothing :  but  he  that 
shall  swear  by  tliegold  of  the  temple, 
is  a  debtor. 

1 7  Ye  foolish  and  blind  :  for 
whether  is  greater,  the  gold,  or  the 
temple,  that  sanctifieth  the  gold? 

18  And  whosoever  shall  swear 
by  the  altar,  it  is  nothing:  but 
whosoever  shall  swear  by  the  gift 
that  is  upon  it,  is  a  debtor. 

19  Ye  blind  :  for  whether  is 
greater,  the  gift,  or  the  altar,  that 
sanctifieth  the  gift  ? 

20  He  therefore  that  sweareth 
by  the  altar,  sweareth  by  it,  and 
by  all  things  that  are  upon  it : 

21  And  whosoever  shall  swear 
by  the  temple,  sweareth  by  it,  and 
by  him  that  dwelleth  in  it : 

22  And  he  that  sweareth  by 
heaven,  sweareth  by  the  throne  of 
God,  and  by  him  that sitteth  thereon. 

23  Wo  to  you  scribes  and  Pha¬ 
risees,  hypocrites :  because  you 
tithe  mint,  and  anise,  and  cummin, 
and  have  left  the  weightier  things 
of  the  law,  judgment,  and  mercy, 
and  faith.  These  things  you  ought 
to  have  done,  and  not  to  leave  those 
undone. 

24  Blind  guides,  who  strain  out 
a  gnat,  and  swallow  a  camel. 

25  Wo  to  you  scribes  and  Pha¬ 
risees,  hypocrites :  because  you 
make  clean  the  outside  of  the  cup 
and  of  the  dish  :  but  within  you  are 
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full  ol  rapine  and  uncleannesi. 

2 Q  Thou  blind  Pharisee,  first 
make  clean  the  inside  of  the  cup 
and  of  the  dish,  that  the  outside 
may  become  clean. 

27  Wo  to  you  scribes  and  Pha¬ 
risees,  hypocrites  :  because  you  are 
like  to  whited  sepulchres,  which 
outwardly  appear  to  men  beautiful, 
but  within  are  full  of.  dead  men's 
bones,  and  of  all  filthiness. 

28  So  you  also  outwardly  indeed 
appear  to  men  just ;  but  inwardly 
you  are  full  of  hypocrisy  and  ini¬ 
quity. 

29  Wo  to  you  Scribes  and  Pha¬ 
risees,  hypocrites,  that  build  the 
sepulchres  of  the  prophets, and  adorn 
the  monuments  of  the  just. 

30  And  say  :  If  we  had  been  in 
the  days  of  our  fathers,  we  would 
not  have  been  partakers  with  then) 
in  the  blood  of  the  prophets. 

31  Wherefore  you  are  witnesses 
against  yourselves,  that  you  are  the 
ions  of  them  that  killed  the  prophets. 

32  Fill  ye  up  then  the  measure 
of  your  fathers. 

"33  You  serpents  generation  of 
vipers,  how  will  you  flee  from  the 
judgment  of  hell  ? 

34  Therefore  behold  I  send  to 
you  prophets,  and  wise  men,  and 
scribes :  and  some  of  them  you  will 
put  to  death  and  crucify,  and  some 
you  will  scourge  in  your  synagogues, 
and  persecute  from  city  to  city  ; 

35  That  upon  you  may  come  all 
the  just  blood  that  hath  been  shed 
uponlhe  earth,  from  the  blood  oi 
Abel  the  just,  even,  unto  the  blood 
of  Zacharias  the  son  of  Barachias 
whom  you  killed  between  the 
temple  and  the  altar. 

36  Amen  I  say  to  you  all  these, 
tilings  shall  come  upon  this  gener¬ 
ation. 

37  Jerusalem,  Jerusalem,  thou 
that  killest  the  prophets,  and  stonest- 
them  that  are  sent  unto  thee,  how 
0f$6a  would  1  have  gathered  to¬ 


gether  thy  children,  as  the  ben  doth 
gather  her  chickens  under  herwiuga, 
and  thou  wouldeBt  not? 

38  Behold,  your  house  shall  be 
left  to  you,  desolate.' 

39  For  I  say  to  you,  you  shall 
not  see  me  henceforth  till  you  say  : 
Blessed  is  he  that  cornetli  in  the 
name  of  the  Lord. 

CHAP.  XXIV. 

Destruction  of  the  temple  foretold. 
ND  Jesus  being  come  out  of 
the  temple,  went  away.  And 
his  disciples  came  to  shew  him  the 
buildings  of  the  temple. 

2  And  he  answering  said  to  them  : 
Do  you  see  all  these  things?  Amen 
I  say  to  you  there  shall  not  be  left 
here  a  stone  upon  a  Btone  that  shall 
not  be  destroyed. 

3  And  when  he  was  sitting  on 
mount  Olivet,  the  disciples  came-to 
him  privately,  saying:  Tell  us  w}ier. 
shall  these  things  be  ?  and  what 
shall  be  the  sign  of  thy  coming,  and 
of  the  consummation  of  the  world  ? 

4-  And  Jesus  answering,  said  to 
them  :  Take  heed  that  no  man  se¬ 
duce  you  : 

.  5  For  many  will  tome  in  my 

name  saying,  I  am  Christ :  and 
they  will  seduce  many. 

6  And  you  shall  hear  oF  war9, 
and  rumours  of  wars.  See  that  ye 
be  not  troubled.  For  these  things 
must  come  to  pass,  but  the  end  is 
not  yet. 

7  For  nation  shall  rise  against 
nation,  and  kingdom  against  king¬ 
dom  ;  and  there  shall  be  pestilences, 
and  famines,  and  earth-quakes  in 
places  : 

8  Now  all  these  ar6  the  begin¬ 
nings  of  sorrows. 

9  Then  shall -they  deliver  you  up 
to  be  afflicted,  and  shall  put  you  to 
death  :  and  you  shall  be  hated  by 
all  nations  for  my  name’s  eake. 

10  And  then  shall  many  be  scan¬ 
dalized  :  and  shall  betray  one  an¬ 
other  i  and  shall  hate  one  another 
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!i  And  many  false  prophets  shall 
rises  and  shall  seduce  many. 

12  -And  because  iniquity  bath 
abounded,  the  charity  of  many 
shall  grow  cold. 

13  But  he  that  shall  persevere  to 
the  end,  he  shall  be  saved. 

14  And  this  Gospel  of  the  king¬ 
dom  shall  be  preached  in  the  whole 
world,  for  a  testimony  to  all  na¬ 
tions,  and  then  shall  the  consum¬ 
mation  come. 

15  When  therefore  you  shall  sec 
the  abomination  of  desolation ,  which 
wasspokenof  by  Daniel  theprophet, 
standing  in  the  holy  place  :  he  that 
readeth,  let  him  understand. 

1(3  Then  they  that  are  in  Judea, 
let  them  flee  to  the  mountains : 

'17  And  he  that  is  on  the  house¬ 
top,  let  him  not  come  down  to  take 
any  thing  out  of  his  house  : 

18  And  he  that  is  in  the  field,  let 
him  not  go  back  to  take  his  coat. 

19  And  wo  to  them  that  are 
with  child,  and  that  give  suck  in 
those  days. 

SO  But  pray  that  your  flight  be 
uot  in  the  winter,  or  on  the  sabbath. 

21  For  there  shall  be  then  great 
tribulation,  6uch  as  hath  not  been 
from  the  beginning  of  the  world  un¬ 
til  now,  neither  shall  be. 

22  And  unless  those  days  had 
been  shortened,  no  flesh  should  be 
Saved  :  but  for  the  sake  of  the  elect 
ihose  days  sh\dl  be  shortened. 

23  Then  if  any  shall  say  to  you: 
Lo  here  is  Ghrist>  or  there  i  do  not 
believe  him. 

24  For  there  shall  arise  false 
Christs  and  false  prophets,  and 
shall  shew  great  signs  and  wonders, 
insomuch  as  to  deceive  (if  possible) 
even  the  elect. 

25  Behold  I  have  told  it  to  you, 
before  hand. 

26  If  therefore  they  shall  say  to 
you:  Behold  he  is  in  the  desart; 
go  ye  riot  out :  Behold  he  is  in  the 
closets,  believe  it  not. 


27  For  as  lightning  cometh  out 
of  the  east,  and  appeareth  even  into 
the  west :  so  shall  also  the  coming 
of  the  son  of  man  be 

28  Wheresoever  the  body  shall 
be,  there  shall  the  eagles  also  be 
gathered  together. 

2D  And  immediately  after  the 
tribulation  of  those  days,  the  sun 
shall  be  darkened,  and  the  moon 
shall  not  give  her  light,  and  the 
stars  shall  fall  from  heaven,  and  the 
powers  of  heaven  shall  be  moved  : 

SO  And  then  shall  appear  the 
sign  of  the  son  of  mail  in  heaven  : 
and  then  shall  all  tribes  of  the  earth 
mourn  :  and  they  shall  see  the  son 
of  man  coming  in  the  clouds  of  hea¬ 
ven  with  much  power  and  majesty, 

31  And  he  shall  send  his  Angels 
with  a  trumpet,  and  a  gTeat  voice: 
and  they  shall  gather  together  his 
elect  from  the  four  winds,  from  the 
farthest  parts  of  the  heavens  to  the 
utmost  bounds  of  them. 

S3  And  from  the  fig-tree  learn  a 
parable  ;  when  the  branch  thereof 
is  now  tender,  and  the  leaves  come 
forth,  you  know  that  summer  is 
nigh. 

33  So  you  also,  when  you  shall 
see  all  these  things,  know  ye  that 
it  is  nigh  even  at  the  doors. 

34  Amen  I  say  to  you,  that  this 
generation  shall  not  pass,  till  all 
these  things  be  done. 

35  Heaven  and  earth  shall  pass, 
but  my  words  shall  not  pass. 

36  But  of  that  day  and  hour  no 
one  knowetb,  no  not  the  Angels  of 
heaven,  but  the  Father  alone. 

37  And  as  in  the  days  of  Noe, 
so  shall  also  the  coming  of  the  son 
of  man  be. 

38  For  as  in  the  days  before  the 
flood,  they  were  eating  and  drink¬ 
ing,  marrying  and  giving  in  mar¬ 
riage,  even  till  that  day  in  which 
Noe  entered  into  the  ark. 

39  And  they  knew  not  til]  the  flood 
came,  and  took  thfem  all  away :  so 
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also  shall  the  coming  of  the  son  of  with  them:

40  Then  two  shall  be  in  the  field  : 
one  shall  be  taken,  and  one  shall  be 

left. 

41  Two  women  shall  be  grind¬ 
ing  at  the  mill :  one  shall  be  taken, 
and  one  shall  be  left. 

42  Watch  ye  therefore,  because 
you  know  not  what  hour  your  Lord 
will  come. 

43  But  this  know  ye,  that  if  the 
good  man  of  the  house  knew  at  what 
hour  the  thief  would  come,  he  would 
certainly  watch,  and  would  not  suf¬ 
fer  his  house  to  be  broken  open. 

44  Wherefore  he  you  also  ready, 
because  at  what  hour  you  know  not 
the  son  of  man  will  come. 

45  Who  thinkest  thou,  is  a  faith¬ 
ful  and  wise  servant,  whom  his  lord 
hath  appointed  over  his  family,  to 
give  them  meat  in  season  ? 

46  Blessed  is  that  servant,  whom 
when  his  lord  shall  come,  he  shall 
find  so  doing. 

47  Amen  I  say  to  you,  he  shall 
place  him  over  all  his  goods. 

48  But  if  that  evil  servant  shall 
say  in  his  heart :  My  lord  is  long  a 
coming : 

49  And  shall  begin  to  strike  his 
fellow-servants,  and  shall  eat,  and 
jdrink  with  drunkards : 

50  The  lord  of  that  servant  shall 
COme  in  a  day  that  he  hopeth  not, 
and  at  an  hour  that  he  knoweth  not. 

51  And  shall  separate  him,  and 
appoint  his  portion  with  the  hypo¬ 
crites,  there  shall  be  weeping  and 
gnashing  of  teeth. 

CHAP.  XXV. 

The  parable  of  l he  ten  virgins. 
HEN  shall  the  kingdom  of  hea¬ 
ven  be  like  to  ten  virgins,  who 
faking  their  lamps  went  out  to  meet 
the  bridegroom  and  the  bride. 

2  And  five  of  them  were  foolish, 
and  five  wise. 

3  But  the  five  foolish,  having 
l£ke«  their  lamps,  did  not  take  oil 


vessels  with  the  lamps. 

5  And  the  bridegroom  tarrying 
they  all  slumbered  aixl  slept. 

6  And  at  mid-night  there  was  a 
cry  made  :  Behold  the  bridegroom 
cometh,  go  ye  forth  to  meet  him. 

7  Then  all  those  virgins  arose  and 
trimmed  their  lamps. 

8  And  the  foolish  said  to  the 
wise  :  Give  us  of  your  oil,  for  our 
lamps  are  gone  out 

S  The  wise  answered,  saying: 
Lest  perhaps  there  be  not  enough 
for  us  and  for  you,  go  you  rather  to 
them  that  sell.and  buyfor  yourselves. 

10  Now  whilst  they  went  to  buy, 
the  bridegroom  came :  and  they  that 
were  ready,  went  in  with  him  to  the 
marriage,  and  the  door  was  shut. 

1 1  But  at  last  come  also  the  other 
virgins  saying :  Lord,  Lord,  open 
to  us. 

12  But  he  answering  said  :  Amen. 
I  say  to  you,  I  know  you  not. 

13  Watcli  ye  therefore,  because 
you  know  not  the  day  nor  the  hour 

14  For  even  as  a  man  going  into 
a  far  country,  called  his  servants, 
and  delivered  to  them  his  goods. 

15  And  to  one  he  gave  five  ta¬ 
lents,  and  to  another  two,  and  to 
another  one,  to  every  one  accord¬ 
ing  to  his  proper  ability  :  and  im¬ 
mediately  he  took  his  journey. 

16  And  he  that  had  received  the 
five  talents,  went  his  way, and  traded 
with  thesame,  andgained  other  five. 

17  And  in  like  manner  hethathad 
received  the  two,  gained  other  two 

IS  But  he  that  had  received  the 
one,  going  his  way  digged  into  the 
earth,  and  hid  his  lord  s  money 

19  But  after  a  long  time  the 
lord  of  those  servants  came,  and 
reckoned  with  them. 

20  And  he  that  had  received  the 
five  talents  coming,  brought  other 
five  talents,  saying:  Lord,  thou  didst 
deliver  to  me  five  talents,  behold  I 
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have  gained  other  five  over  and 
above. 

21  His  lord  said  to  him  :  Well 
done,  good  and  faithful  servant,  be¬ 
cause  thou  hast  been  faithful  over 
a  few  things  I  will  place  thee  over 
many  things :  enter  thou  into  the 
joy  of  thy  lord. 

22  And  he  also  that  had  received 
the  two  talents  came  and  said : 
Lord,  thou  delivercdst  two  talents  to 
me,  behold  I  have  gained  other  two. 

23  His  lord  said  to  him:  Well 
done,  good  and  faithful  servant :  be¬ 
cause  thou  hast  been  faithful  over 
a  few  things,  I  will  place  thee  over 
many  things,  enter  thou  into  the 
ioy  of  thy  lord. 

24  But  he  that  had  received  the 
one  talent,  came  and  said  :  Lord,  I 
know  that  thou  art  a  hard  man ; 
thou  renpest  where  thou  hast  not 
sown,  and  gntherest  where  thou 
hast  not  strewed. 

25  And  being  afraid  I  went  artd 
hid  thy  talent  in  the  earth  :  behold 
here  thou  hast  that  which  was  thine. 

26  And  his  lord  answering,  said 
to  him:  Wicked  and  slothful  ser¬ 
vant,  thou  knewest  that  I  reap 
where  I  sow  not,  and  gather  where 
1  have  not  strewed  : 

27  Thou  oughtest  therefore  to 
have  committed  my  money  to  the 
bankers,  and  at  my  coming  I  should 
have  received  my  own  with  usury. 

28  Take  ye  away  therefore  the 
talent  from  him,  and  give  it  him 
that  hath  ten  talents. 

29  For  to  every  one  that  hath 
shall  be  given,  and  he  shall  abound  : 
but  from  him  that  hath  not,  that 
also  which  he  seemeth  to  have  shall 
be  taken  away. 

30  And  the  unprofitable  servant 
cast  ye  oui  into  the  exterior  dark¬ 
ness.  There  shall  be  weeping  and 
gnashing  of  teeth. 

31  And  when  the  son  of  man 
shall  come  in  his  majesty  and  all 
the  angels  with  him  then  shall  he 


sit  upon  the  seat  of  his  majesty: 

32  And  all  nations  shall  be  ga¬ 
thered  together  before  him,  and  he 
shall  separate  them  one  from  ano¬ 
ther,  as  the  shepherd  separateth  the 
sheep  from  the  goats  : 

33  And  he  shall  set  the  sheep  on  Ida. 
right  hand,  but  the  goats  on  his  left. 

34  Then  shall  the  king  say  to 
them  that  shall  be  on  his  right 
hand ;  Come,  ye  blessed  of  my  Fa¬ 
ther,  possess  you  the  kingdom  pre¬ 
pared  for  you  from  the  foundation 
of  the  worid. 

35  For  I  was  hungry,  and  you 
gave  me  to  cat:  I  was  thirsty,  and 
you  gave  me  to  drink :  I  was  Q 
stranger,  and  you  took  me  in  1 

36  Naked,  and  you  covered  me. 
sick,  and  you  visited  me :  I  was  in 
prison,  and  you  came  to  me. 

37  Then  shall  the  just  answer 
him,  saying:  Lord,  when  did  we 
see  thee  hungry,  and  fed  thee, 
thirsty,  and  gave  thee  drink  ? 

33  And  when  did  we  see  thee  a 
stranger,  and  took  thee  in  ?  or  na¬ 
ked,  and  covered  thee? 

39  Or  when  did  we  see  thee 
sick  or  in  prison,  and  came  to  thee  ? 

40  And  the  king  answering,  shall 
say  to  them  :  Amen  I  say  to  you, 
as  long  as  you  did  it  to  one  of  these 
my  icast  brethren,  5011  did  it  to  me. 

41  Then  he  shall  say  to  them 
also  that  shall  be  on  his  left  hand  : 
Depart  from  me  you  cursed  into 
everlasting  fire  which  was  prepar- 

|  cd  for  the  devil  and  his  angels. 

42  For  I  wai  hungry,  and  you 
gave  me  not  to  eat :  1  was  thirsty, 
and  you  gave  me  not  to  drink. 

43  I  vvas  a  stranger,  and  you 
took  me  not  in :  naked,  and  you 
covered  me  not:  sick,  and  in  pri¬ 
son,  and  you  did  not  visitTne. 

44  Then  they  also  shall  answer 
him,  saying :  Lord  when  did  we 

I  see  thee  hungry  or  thirsty,  or  a 
stranger,  or  naked, or  sick,  or  in  pri¬ 
son,  and  did  not  minister  to  thee  ? 
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46  Then  ne  shall  answer  them, 
saying  :  Amen  I  say  to  you,  as  long 
as  you  did  it  not  to  one  of  these 
least,  neither  did  you  do  it  to  me. 

46  And  these  shall  go  into  ever¬ 
lasting  punishment :  but  the  just, 
into  life  everlasting. 

CHAP.  XXVI. 

The  Jews  conspire  against  Christ. 
ND  it  came  to  pass,  when  Je- 
s-us  had  ended  all  these  words, 
he  said  to  his  disciples  : 

2  You  know  that  after  two  days 
shall  be  the  pasch,  and  the  son  of 
man  shall  be  delivered  up  to  be 
crucified. 

3  Then  were  gathered  together 
the  chief  priests  and  ancients  of  the 
people  into  the  court  of  the  high- 
priest,  who  was  called  Caiphas  : 

4  And  they  consulted  together, 
that  by  subtilty  they  might  appre¬ 
hend  Jesus,  and  put  him  to  death. 

5  But  they  said:  Noton  the  fes¬ 
tival  day,  lest  perhaps  there  should 
he  a  tumult  among  the  people. 

6  And  when  Jesus  waS  in  Betha- 
nia,  in  thehouse  of  Simon  the  leper, 

7  There  came  to  him  a  woman 
having  an  alabaster-box  of  precious 
ointment,  and  poured  it  on  his 
head  as  he  was  at  table. 

8  And  the  disciples  seeing  it, 
had  indignation,  saying  :  To  what 
purpose  is  this  waste  ? 

9  For  this  might  have  been  sold 
for  much,  and  given  to  the  poor. 

10  And  Jesus  knowing  it,  said 
to  them  :  Why  do  ye  trouble  this 
Woman  ?  for  she  hath  wrought  a 
fcood  work  upon  me. 

11  For  the  poor  you  have  al¬ 
ways  with  you .  but  me  you  have 
dot  always. 

12  For  she  in  pouring  this  oint¬ 
ment  upon  my  body,  hath  done  it 
for  my  burial. 

13  Amen  I  say  to  you,  where¬ 
soever  this  gospel  shall  be  preached 
id  the  whole  world,  that  also  which 
•he  hath  done-  «halj  be  told  for  a 


memory  of  her. 

14  Then  went  one  of  the  twelve, 
who  was  called  Judas  Iscariot,  to 
the  chief  priests, 

15  And  said  to  them:  What 
will  you  give  me,  and  I  will  deli* 
ver  him  unto  you  ?  But  they  ap¬ 
pointed  him  thirty  pieces  of  silver 

16  And  from  thenceforth  he 
sought  opportunity  to  betray  him. 

17  And  on  the  first  day  of  the 
Azymes  the  disciples  came  to  Jesus 
saying  :  Where  wilt  thou  that  we 
prepare  for  thee  to  eat  the  pasch  ? 

18  But  Jesus  said:  Go  ye 'into 
the  city  to  a  certain  man,  and  say 
to  him :  The  master  saith,  my 
time  is  near  at  hand,  with  thee  1 
make  the  pasch  with  my  disciples. 

19  And  the  disciples  did  as  Je¬ 
sus  appointed  to  them,  and  they 
prepared  the  pasch. 

20  But  when  it  was  evening,  he 
sat  down  with  his  twelve  disciples 

21  And  whilst  they  were  eating, 
he  said :  Amen  I  say  to  you,  that 
one  of  you  is  about  to  betray  me. 

22  And  they  being  very  much 
troubled,  began  eyery  one  to  say; 
Is  it  I,  Lord  ? 

23  But, he  answering  said  :  He 
that  dippeth  his  hand  with  me  in 
the  dish,  he  shall  betray  me. 

24  The  son  of  man  indeed  goeth, 
as  it  is  written  of  him  :  but  wo  to 
that  man,  by  whom  the  son  of  man 
shall  be  betrayed.  It  were  better  for 
him,  if  that  man  had  not  been  bom. 

25  And  Judas  that  betrayed  hind, 
answering  said:  Iq,  it  I,  Rabbi? 
He  saith  to  him  :  Thou  hast  said  it. 

26  And  whilst  they  were  at  sup¬ 
per,  Jesus  took  bread,  and  blessed, 
and  broke  :  and  gave  to  his  disci* 
pies,  and  said  :  Take  ye  and  eati 
TTiis  is  my  body. 

27  And  taking  the  Chalice  he 
gave  thanks :,  and  gave  to  them, 
saying  :  Drink  ye  all  of  this. 

28  For  this  is  my  blood  of  the  new 
testament  which  shall  be  shed  for 
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many  unto  remission  ol  sins. 

29  And  I  say  to  you,  1  will  not 
drink  from  henceforth  of  this  fruit  of 
the  vine,  until  that  day  when  I  shall 
drink  it  with  you  new  in  the  king- 
dom.of  my  Father. 

SO  And  a  hymn  being  said,  they 
went  out  into  mount  Olivet. 

31  Then  Jesus  saith  to  them: 
All  you  shall  be  scandalized  in  me 
this  night.  For  it  is  written :  1 
will  strike  the  shepherd,  and  (he 
sheep  of  the  flock  shall  be  dispersed . 

32  But  after  I  shall  be  risen  again, 
I  will  go  before  you  into  Galilee. 

33  And  Peter  answering,  said  to 
him  :  Although  all  shall  be  scanda¬ 
lized  in  thee,  1  will  never  be  scan¬ 
dalized. 

3t  Jesus  said  to  him  :  Amen  I  say 
to  thee,  that  in  th'13  night  before  the 
cock  crow,  thou  wilt  deny  me  thrice. 

35  Peter  saith  to  him:  Yea, 
though  I  should  die  with  thee,  1 
will  nGt  deny  thee.  And  in  like 
manner  said  all  the  disciples. 

36  Then  Jesus  came  with  them 
into  a  country  place  which  is  called 
Gethsemani :  and  he  said  to  his  dis¬ 
ciples  .  Sit  you  here,  till  I  go  yonder 
and  pray. 

37  And  taking  with  him  Feter 
and  the  two  sons  of  Zebedee,  he  be¬ 
gan  to  grow  sorrowful  and  to  be  sad. 

38  Then  he  saith  to  them ;  My 
soul  is  sorrowful  even  unto  death; 
stay  you  here,  and  watch  with  me. 

89  And  going  a  little  further,  he. 
fell  upon  his  face,  praying,  and  say¬ 
ing  :  My  Father,  if  it  be  possible, 
let  this  chalice  pass  from  me,  never¬ 
theless  not  as  I  will,  but  as  thou  will. 

40  And  he  cometh  to  his  dis¬ 
ciples,  and  flndetli  them  asleep,  and 
he  saith  to  Peter:  What?  Could 
you  not  watch  one  hour  with  me  ? 

41  Watch  ye,  and  pray  that  ye 
enter  riot  into  temptation.  The  spirit 
indeed  is  willing,  but  the  flesh  weak. 

42  Again  the  second  time  he  went, 
And  prayed,  saying:  My  Father,  if 


this  chalice  may  not  pass  away  but 
I  must  drink  it,  thy  will  be  done. 

.  43  And  he  cometh  again,  and 
findeth  them  sleeping :  for  their  eyes 
were  heavy. 

44  And  leaving  them,  he  went 
again :  and  he  prayed  the  third 
time,  saying  the  self  same  word. 

45  Then  he  cometh  to  his  dis¬ 
ciples,  and  saith  to  them  :  Sleep  ye' 
now  and  take  your  rest:  behold  the 
hour  is  at  hand,  and  the  son  of  man 
shall  be  betrayed  into  the  hands  of 
sinners. 

46  Rise,  let  us  go  :  behold  he  is 
at  hand  that  will  betray  me. 

47  As  be  yet  spoke,  behold  Judas 
one  of  the  twelve  came,  and  with 
him  a  great  multitude  with  swords 
and  clubs,  sent  from  the  chief  priests 
and  the  ancients  of  the  people. 

48  And  he  that  betrayed  him,  gave 
them  a  sign,  saying:  Whomsoever 
I  shall  kiss,  that  is  he,  hold  him  fast. 

49  And  forthwith  coming  to  Jfisui 
be  said  :  Hail,  Rabbi.  And  he  kiss* 
ed  him. 

50  And  Jesus  said  to  him  :  Friend, 
whereto  art  thou  come?  Then  they 
came  up,  and  laid  hands  on  Jesus 
and  held  him. 

51  And  behold  one  of  them  that 
were  with  Jesus,  stretching  forth 
his  hand,  drew  out  his  swora  :  and 
striking  the  servant  of  the  high- 
priest,  cut  off  his  ear. 

52  Then  Jesus  saith  to  him:  Put 
up  again  thy  sword  into  its.  place 
for  all  that  take  the  sword  shall  pe¬ 
rish  with  the  sword. 

53  Thinkest  thou  that  I  cannot 
ask  my  Father,  and  he  will  give  me 
presently  more  than  twelve  legions 
of  Angels  ? 

54  How  then  shall  the  scriptures 
be  fulfilled,  that  so  it  must  be  done  * 

55  In  that  same  hour  Jesus  said 
to  the  multitudes:  You  are  come 
out  as  it  were  to  a  robber  with 
swords  and  clubs  to  apprehend  me 
I  sat  daily  with  you  teaching  in  lh$ 
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temple, and  you  laid  not  hands  on  me. 

56  Now  all  this  was  done,  that 
the  scriptures  of  the  prophets  might 
be  fulfilled.  Then  the  disciples  all 
leaving  him,  fled. 

57  But  they  holding  Jesus  led 
him  to  Caiplias  the  high-priest, 
where  the  scribes  and  the  ancients 
were  assembled. 

58And  Peter  followed  him  afar  off, 
even  to  the  court  of  the  high-priest 
And  going  in  he  sat  with  the  ser¬ 
vants,  that  he  might  see  the  end. 

59  And  the  chief  priests  and  the 
whole  council  sought  false  witness 
against  Jesus,  that  they  might  put 
him  to  death  : 

60  And  they  found  not,  whereas 
many  false  witnesses  had  come  in. 
And  last  of  all  there  came  two  false 
witnesses  ; 

61  And  they  said  :  This  man  said,  I 
am  able  to  destroy  the  temple  of  God, 
and  after  three  days  to  rebuild  it. 

62  And  the  high-priest  rising  up, 
said  to  him:  Answerest  thou  no¬ 
thing  to  the  things  which  these  wit¬ 
ness'  against  thee. 

63  But  Jesus  held  his  neace.  And 
the  high-priest  said  to  liiin  :  I  ad¬ 
jure  thee  by  the  living  God,  that 
thou  tell  us  if  thou  be  the  Christ 
the  Son  of  God. 

64  J esus  saith  to  him  :  Thou  hast 
said  it.  Nevertheless  I  say  to  you, 
hereafter  you  shall  sec  the  son  of 
man  silting  on  the  right  hand  of  the 
power  of  God,  and  coming  in  the 
clouds  of  heaven. 

65  Then  the  high-priest  rent  his 
garments,  saying:  He  hath  blas¬ 
phemed,  what  further  need  havp 
we  of  witnesses?  Behold,  now  you 
have  heard  the  blasphemy  ; 

66  What  think  you  ?  But  they  an¬ 
swering  said  :  He  is  guilty  of  death. 

67  Then  did  they  spit  in  his  face, 
and  buffeted  him,  and  others  struck 
hisfacewith  the  palms  of theirhands. 

68  Saying  :  Prophesy  unto  us,  O 
Christ  ;  who  is  be  that  struck  thee  ? 


-  69  But  Peter  sat  without  in  the 
court ;  and  there  came  to  him  a  ser¬ 
vant-maid  saying  :  Thou  also  wast 
with  Jesus  the  Galilean. 

70  But  he  denied  before  them  all, 
saying:  Iknownotwhatthousayest 

71  And  as  he  went  out  of  the 
gate,  another  maid  saw  him,  and  she 
saith  to  them  that  were  there :  Thi9 
man  also  was  with  Jesujof  Nazareth. 

72  And  again  he  denied  with  an 
oath:  That  I  know  not  the  man. 

73  And  after  a  little  while  they 
came  that  stood  by,  and  said  to  Pe¬ 
ter  :  Surely  thou  also  art  one  ol 
them  :  for  even  thy  speech  doth 
discover  thee. 

74  Then  he  began  to  curse  and- 
to  swear  that  he  knew  not  the  man 
And  immediately  the  cock  crew. 

75  And  Peter  remembered  the 
word  of  Jesus  which  he  had  said, 
Before  the  cock  crow,  thou  wilt 
deny  me  thrice.  And  going  forth 
he  wept  bitterly. 

CHAP.  XXVI J. 

The  passion  of  Christ. 

ND  when  morning  was  come, 
all  the  chief  priests  and  antients 
.of  the  people  look  counsel  against 
Jesus,  that  they  might  put  him  to 
death. 

2  And  they  brought  him  bound, 
and  delivered  him  to  Pontius  Pilate 
the  governor. 

3  Then  j udas,  who  betrayed  him, 
seeing  that  he  was  condemned  ;  re¬ 
penting  himself,  brought  back  the 
thirty  pieces  of  silver  to  the  chief 
priests  and  antients, 

♦  Saying:  J  have  sinned,  in  be¬ 
traying  innocent  blood.  But  they 
said  :  What  is  that  to  us  ?  Jook  thou 
to  it. 

5  And  casting  down  the  pieces 
of  silver  in  the  temple,  he  departed  : 
and  went  and  hanged  himself  with 
an  halter. 

6  But  the  chief  priests  having 
taken  the  pieces  of  silver,  said  :  fl 
Is  oat  lawful  to  put  them  into  the 
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corbona,  because  it  is  the  price  of 
blood. 

7  And  after  they  had  consulted 
together,  they  bought  with  them 
.he  potter’s  field,  to  be  a  burying 
place  for  strangers. 

8  For  this  cause  that  field  was 
called  haceldama,  that  is,  the  field 
of  blood,  even  to  this  day. 

9  Then  was  fulfilled  that  which 
was  spoken  by  Jeremias  the  pro¬ 
phet,  saying:  And  they  took  the 
thirty  pieces  of  silver,  the  price  of 
him  that  was  prized ,  whom  they 
prized  of  the  children  of  Israel. 

10  And  they  gave  them  unto  the 
potter  s  field,  as  the  lord  appointed 
to  me. 

11  And  Jf.sus  stood  before  the 
governor,  and  the  governor  asked 
him,  saying:  Art  thou  the  king  of 
the  Jews?  Jesus  saith  to  him: 
Thou  sayest  it. 

12  And  when  he  was  accused  by 
{he  chief  priests  and  antients,  he 
answered  nothing. 

13  Then  Pilate  saith  to  him  : 
Dost  thou  not  hear  how  great  tes¬ 
timonies  they  allege  against  thee? 

14  And  lie  answered  him  to  ne¬ 
ver  p  word  :  so  that  the  governor 
wondered  exceedingly. 

15  Now  upon  tne  solemn  day 
the  governor  was  accustomed  to  rc-  j 
lease  to  the  people  one  prisoner, 1 
whom  they  would. 

IS  And  he  had  then  a  notorious 
prisoner,  that  wns  called  Baiabfeas.  1 

17  They  therefore  being  gathered 
together,  Pilate  said:  Whom  will 
you  that  I  release  to  you,  Barabbas, 
or  Jesus  that  is  called  Christ? 

1^  For  he  knew  that  for  envy 
they  had  delivered  him. 

19  And  as  he  was  sitting  in  the 
lace  of  judgment,  his  wife  sent  ta 
irn,  saying  :  Have  thou  nothing  to 

do  with  that  just  man.  For  I  have 
suffered  many  things  this  day  in  a 
dream  because  of  him. 

20  But  the  chief  priests  and  an- 
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tients  persuaded  the  people,  that 
they  should  ask  Barabbas,  and 
make  Jesus  away. 

21  And  the  governor  answering, 
said  to  them  :  Whether  will  you  of 
the  two  to  be  released  unto  you? 
But  they  said,  Barabbas. 

22  Pilate  saith  to  them  :  What 
shall  I  do  then  with  Jesus  that  is 
called  Christ?  They  say  all:  Let 
him  be  crucified. 

23  The  governor  said  to  them  : 
Why  what  evil  hath  he  done  ?  But 
they  cried  out  the  more,  saying : 
Let  him  be  crucified. 

24  And  Pilate  seeing  that  he  pre¬ 
vailed  nothing:  but  that  rather  a 
tumult  was  made;  taking  water 
washed  his  hands  before  the  people, 
saying:  I  am  innocent  of  the  blood 
of  this  just  man  :  look  you  to  it. 

25  And  the  whole  people  answer¬ 
ing,  said:  His  blood  be  upon  us 
and  upon  our  children. 

26  Then  he  released  to  them  Ba¬ 
rabbas,  and  having  scourged  Jesus 
delivered  him  unto  them  to  be  cru¬ 
cified. 

27  Then  the  soldiers  of  the  go¬ 
vernor  taking  Jesus  into  the  hail 
gathered  together  unto  him  the 
whole  band : 

28  And  stripping  him,  they  put 
a  ccarict  cloak  about  him. 

25  And  platting  a  crown  oi 
thorns,  they  put  it  upon  his  head, 
and  a  rood  in  his  right  hand.  And 
bowing  the  knee  before  him,  they 
mocked  him,  saying:  Hail,  king  of 
the  Jews. 

30  And  spitting  upon  him,  thej 
took  the  recti,  ami  struck  his  head. 

31  And  after  they  had  mockec 
him,  they  took  off  the  cloak  from 
him,  and  put  on  him  his  own  gar¬ 
ments,  and  led  him  away  to  crucify 
him. 

32  And  going  out  they  found  a 
man  of  Cyrenc,  named  Simon  :  him 
they  forced  to  take  up  his  cross 

S3  .And  they  came  to  the  place 


st  Matthew. 


49 

that  ia  called  Golgotha,  which  is, 
the  place  of  Calvary 

34  And  they  gave  him  wine  to 
drink  mingled  with  gall.  And  when 
he  had  tasted,  he  would  not  drink. 

3-5  And  after  they  had  crucified 
him,  they  divided  his  garments, 
casting  lots  ;  that  it  mi*ht  be  ful¬ 
filled  which  was  spoken  by  the  pro- 
phet,  saying They  divided  my 
garments  among  them  ;•  and  upon 
xny  vesture  they  cast  lots. 

36  And  they  sat  and  watched  him. 

37  And  they  put  over  his  head 
hia  cause  written:  This  is  Jesus 
the  King  of  the  Jews. 

38  Then  were  crucified  with  him 
two  thieves:  one  on  the  light  hand, 
and  one  on  the  left. 

3?  And  they  that  passed  by,  blas¬ 
phemed  him  waggirrg  their  heads, 

40  And  saying :  Vah,  thou  that 
destroyest  the  temple  of  God  and 
in  three  days  dost  rebuild  it ;  save 
thy  own  self :  if  thou  be  the  Son  of 
God,  come  down  from  the  cross. 

41  In  like  manner  also  the  chiel 
priests  with  the  scribes  and  autients 
mocking,  said : 

42  He  saved  others  ;  himself  he 
cannot  save :  if  he  be  the  king  of 
Israel,  let  him  now  come  down 
from  the  cross  and  we  will  believe 
him. 

43  He  trusted  in  God  ;  let  him 
now  deliver  him  if  he  will  have  him  : 
for  he  said  :  I  am  the  Son  of  God. 

44  And  the  self  same  thing  the 
thieves  also,  that  were  ,  crucified 
with  him,  reproached  him  with. 

45  .Now  from  the  sixth  hour 
there  was  darkness  over  the  whole 
«arth.  until  the  ninth  hour. 

46  And  about  the  ninth  hour 
Jesus  cried  with  a  loud  voice,  say¬ 
ing:  Eli,  Eli,  iamma  sabacthani? 
that  is,  my  God,  my  God,  why  hast 
thou  forsaken  me  ? 

47  £nd  some  that  stood  there  and 
heard,  said  :  This  man  calleth  Elias. 

48  And  immediately  one  of  them 


running,  took  a  sponge,  and  filled 
it  with-  -vinegar ;  and  put  it  on  a 
reecf,  and  gave  him  to  drink. 

49  And  the  others  said  ;  Let  be. 
let  ns  see  whether  Elias  will  ccmrie 
to  deliver  him. 

50  And  Jesus  again  crying  with 
a  loud  voice,  yielded  up  the  ghost. 

51  And  behold  the  veil  of  the 
temple  was  rent  in  two  Irom  the 
top  even  to  the  bottom,  and  tl^ 
earth  quaked,  and  the  rocks  were 
rent. 

52  And  the'graves  were  opened: 
and  many  bodies  of  the  saints  that 
had  slept  arose. 

53  And  coming  out  of  the  tombs 
after  his  resurrection,  came  into  the 
holy  city  and  appeared  to  many. 

54  Now  the  Centurion  and  they 
that  were  with  him  watching  J esus, 
having  seen  the  earthquake  and 
the  thing9  that  were  done,  were 
sore  afraid,  saying:  Indeed  this 
was  the  Son  of  God. 

55  And  there  were  there  many 
women  afar  off  who  had  followed 
Je9us  from  Galilee,  ministering  unto 
him : 

56  Among  whom  was  Mary 
Magdalen,  and  Mary  the  mother  of 
James  and  Joseph,  and  the  mother 
of  the  sons  of  Zebedee. 

57  And  when  it  was  evening, 
there  came  a  certain  rich  man  ol 
Arimathea,  named  Joseph,  who 
also  himself  was  a  disciple  of  Jes^s. 

58  He  went  to  Pilate,  and  asked 
the  body  of  Jesus.  Then  Pilate  com¬ 
manded  that  the  body  should  be 
delivered. 

59  And  Joseph  taking  the  body 
wrapt  it  up  in  a  clean  linen  cloth' 

60  And  laid  it  in  his  own  new 
monument,  which  he  had  hewed 
out  in  a  rock.  And  he  rolled  a  great 
stone  to  the  door  of  the  monument, 
and  went  his  way. 

61  And  there  was  there  Mary 
Magdalen,  and  the  other  Mary- 
sitting  over  against  the  sepulchre. 
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62  And  the  next  day,  which  fol¬ 
lowed  the  day  of  preparation,  the 
chief  priests  and  the  Pharisees  came 
together  to  Pilate, 

63  Saying :  Sir,  we  have  re¬ 
membered,  that  that  seducer  said, 
while  he  was  yet  alive  :  After  three 
days  I  will  rise  again. 

64  Command  therefore  the  se¬ 
pulchre  to  be  guarded  until  the 
third  day  ;  lest  perhaps  his  disciples 
come,  and  steal  him  away,  and  say 
to  the  people  he  is  risen  from  the 
dead :  and  the  last  error  shall  be 
worse  than  the  first. 

65  Pilate  said  to  them  :  You  have 
a  guard  :  go,  guard  it  as  you  known 

66  And  they  departing,  made  the 
sepulchre  sure,  sealing  the  stone  and 
setting  guards. 

chap,  xxvnr. 

The  resurrection  of  Christ. 

ND  in  the  end  of  the  Sabbath 
when  it  began  to  dawn  towards 
the  first  day  of  the  week,  came 
Mary  Magdalen,  and  the  other 
Mary  to  see  the  sepulchre.- 

2  And  behold  there  was  a  great 
earthquake.  For  an  angel  of  the 
Lord  descended  from  heaven :  and 
coming,  rolled  back  the  stone,  and 
aat  upon  it  : 

3  And  his  countenance  was  as 
lightning,  and  his  raiment  as  snow. 

t  And  for  fear  of  him,  the  guards 
were  struck  with  terror,  and  be¬ 
came  as  dead  men. 

5  And  the  angel  answering,  said 
to  the  women :  Fear  not  you  :  for 
I  know  that  you  seek  Jesus  who 
was  crucified. 

6  He  is  not  here,  for  he  is  risen, 
as  he  said.  Come,  and  see  the 
place  where  the  Lord  was  laid. 

7  And  going  quickly,  tell  ye  his 
disciples  that  he  is  risen  :  and  be¬ 
hold  he  will  go  before  you  into 
Galilee :  there  you  shall  see  him. 


Lo,  I  have  foretold  it  to  you. 

8  And  they  went  out  quickly  from 
the  sepulchre  with  fear  and  great 
joy,  running  to  tell  his  .disciples. 

9  And  behold  Jesus  met  them, 
saying:  All  hail.  But  they  came 
up  and  took  hold  of  his  feet,  and 
adored  him. 

10  Then  Jesus  said  to  them  : 
Fear  not.  Go,  tell  my  brethren 
that  they  go  into  Galilee,  there  they 

shall  see  me. 

1 1  Who  when  they  were  depart¬ 
ed,  behold  some  of  the  guards  came 
into  the  city,  and  told  the  chief 
priests  all  things  that  had  been  done. 

12  And  they  being  assembled  to¬ 
gether  with  the  ancients,  taking 
counsel,  gave  a  great  sum  of  mo¬ 
ney  to  the  soldiers. 

13  Saying:  Say  you,  His  disci¬ 
ples  came  by  night,  and  stole  him 
away  when  we  were  asleep. 

14  And  if  the  governor  shall  hear 
of  this,  we  will  persuade  him,  and 
secure  you. 

15  So  they  taking  the  money, 
did  as  they  were  taught .  And  this 
word  was  spread  abroad  among  the 
Jews  even  unto  this  day. 

16  And  the  eleven  disciples  went 
into  Galilee,  unto  the  mountain 
where  Jesus  had  appointed  them. 

17  And  seeing  him  they  adored: 
but  some  doubted. 

18  And  Jksus  coming  spoke  to 
them,  saying  :  All  power  is  given 
to  me  in  heaven  and  in  earth. 

19  Going  therefore  teach  ye  all 
nations :  baptizing  them  in  the 
name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the 
Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost, 

20  Teaching  them  to  observe  all 
things  whatsoever  I  have  com¬ 
manded  you :  and  behold  I  am 
with  you  all  days,  even  to  the  con¬ 
summation  of  the  world.. 
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CHAP.  I. 

The  preaching  qf  John  the  Baptist. 


rr'HE  beginning  of  the  Gospel  of 
*  Jesus  Chjust  the  Son  of  God 
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2  As  it  is  written  in  Isaias  the 
prophet :  Behold  I  send  my  angel 
before  thy  face,  who  shall  prepare 
the  way  before  thee. 

3  A  voice  of  one  crying  in  the 
desart,  Prepare  ye  the  way  of  the 
Lord ,  make  straight  his  paths. 

4  John  was  in  the  desart  bap¬ 
tizing,  ami  preaching  the  baptism 
of  penance  unto  remission  of  sins. 

5  And  there  went  out  to  him  all 
the  country  of  Judea,  and  all  they 
of  Jerusalem,  and  were  baptized  by 
him  in  the  river  of  Jordan,  confess¬ 
ing  their  sins. 

6  And  John  was  clothed  with 
camel's  hair,  and  a  leathern  girdle 
about  his  loins  :  and  he  ate  locusts 
and  wild  honey. 

7  And  he  preached,  saying : 
There  cometh  after  me  one  migh¬ 
tier  than  I,  the  latchet  of  whose 
shoes  I  am  not  worthy  to  stoop 
down  and  loose. 

8  I  have  baptized  you  with  wa¬ 
ter  ;  but  he  shall  baptize  you  with 
the  Holy  Ghost. 

9  And  it  came  to  pass,  in  those 
days  Jesus  came  from  Nazareth  of 
Galilee  ;  and  was  baptized  by  John 
in  the  Jordan. 

10  And  forthwith  coming  up  out 
of  the  water,  he  saw  the  heavens 
opened,  and  the  Spirit  as  a  dove 
descending,  and  remaining  on  him. 

11  And  there  came  a  voice  from 
heaven  ;  Thou  art  my  beloved  Son, 
in  thee  I  am  well  pleased. 

12  And  immediately  the  Spirit 
drove  him  out  into  the  desart. 

13  And  he  was  in  the  desait  for¬ 
ty  days,  and  forty  nights  ;  and  was 
tempted  by  satan,  and  he  was  with 
beasts,  and  the  angels  ministered 
to  him. 

14  And  after  that  John  was  de¬ 
livered  up,  Jesus  came  into  Gali¬ 
lee,  preaching  the  gospel  of  the 
kingdom  of  God, 

15  And  saying  :  The  time  is  ac¬ 
complished  and  the  kingdom  of 


God  is  at  hand :  repent,  and  be¬ 
lieve  the  gospel. 

16  And  passing  by  the  sea  of  Ga¬ 
lilee,  he  saw  Simon  and  Andrew, 
his  brother,  casting  nets  into  the 
sea  (for  they  were  fishermen.) 

17  And  Jesus  said  to  them: 
Come  after  me,  and  I  will  make 
you  to  become  fishers  of  men. 

18  And  immediately  leaving  thoir 
nets,  they  followed  him. 

19  And  going  on  from  thence  a 
little  farther,  he  saw  James  the  son 
of  Zebedee,  and  John  his  brother, 
who  also  were  mending  their  nets 
in  the  ship  : 

20  And  forthwith  he  called  them. 
And  leaving  their  father  Zebedee 
in  the  ship  with  his  hired  men,  they 
followed  him. 

21  And  they  enter  into  Caphar- 
naum>  and  forthwith  upon  the  Sab 
bath  days  going  into  the  syna¬ 
gogue,  he  taught  them. 

22  And  they  were  astonished  at 
his  doctrine.  For  he  was  teaching 
them  as  one  having  power,  and  not 
as  the  scribes. 

23  And  there  was  in  their  syna¬ 
gogue,  a  man  with  an  unclean  spi¬ 
rit  ;  and  he  cried  out, 

24  Saying  :  What  have  we  to  do 
with  thee  Jesus  of  Nazareth?  art 
thou  come  to  destroy  us?  I  know 
who  thou  art,  the  Holy  one  of  ,God 

25  And  Jesus  threatened  him, 
saying  :  Speak  no  more  and  go  out 
of  the  man. 

26  And  tire  unclean  spirit  tearing 
him,  and  crying  out  with  a  loud 
voice,  went  out  of  him. 

27  And  they  were  all  amazed, 
insomuch  that  they  questioned  a- 
mong  themselves,  saying :  What 
thing  is  this?  what  is  this  new  doc¬ 
trine  ?  for  with  power  he  command- 
eth  even  the  unclean  spirits,  and 
they  obey  him. 

28  And  the  fame  of  him  wa9 
spread  forthwith  into  all  the  coun¬ 
try  of  Galilee 
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29  And  immediately  going  out  of 
the  synagogue,  they  came  into  the 
house  of  Simon  and  Andrew,  with 
James  and  John. 

30  And  Simon's  wife’s  mother  lay 
in  a  fit  of  a  fever:  and  forthwith 
they  tell  him  of  her. 

31  And  coming  to  her  he  lifted  her 
up,  taking  her  by  the  hand  :  and  im¬ 
mediately  the  fever  left  her,  and 
she  ministered  unto  them. 

32  And  when  it  was  evening  af 
ter  sun-set,  they  brought  to  him  all 
that  were  ill  and  that  were  pos¬ 
sessed  with  devils. 

33  And  all  the  city  was  gather¬ 
ed  together  at  the  door. 

34  And  he  healed  many  that 
were  troubled  with  divers  diseases; 
and  he  cast  out  many  devils,  and 
he  suffered  them  not  to  speak,  be¬ 
cause  they  knew  him. 

3.5  And  rising  very  early,  going 
out  he  went  into  a  desart  place: 
and  there  he  prayed. 

36  And  Simon  and  they  that 
were  with  him  followed  after  him. 

37  And  when  they  had  found  him, 
they  said  to  him,  all  seek  for  thee. 

38  And  he  saith  to  them :  Let 
us  go  into  the  neighbouring  towns 
and  cities,  that  l  may  preach  there 
also;  for  to  this  purpose  am  I  come. 

39  And  he  was  preaching  in 
their  synagogues,  and  in  all  Gali¬ 
lee,  and  casting  out  devils. 

40  And  there  came  a  leper  to 
h5m,  beseeching  him,  and  kneeling 
down  said  to  him  :  If  thou  wilt; 
thou  canst  make  me  clean. 

4 1  And  Jesus  having  compas¬ 
sion  on  him,  stretched  forth  his 
hand  ;  and  touching  him,  saith  to 
him :  I  will.  Be  thou  made  clean. 

42  And  when  he  had  spoken,  im¬ 
mediately  the  leprosy  departed 
from  him,  and  he  was  made  clean. 

43  And  he  strictly  charged  him, 
and  forthwith  sent  him  away. 

44  And  he  saith  to  him:  See 
thou  tell  no  one,  but  go,  shew  thy¬ 


self  to  the  high-priest,  and  offer  for 
thy  cleansing  the  things  that  Mosea 
commanded, for  a  testimony  to  them. 

45  But  he  being  gone  out,  began 
to  publish,  and  to  blaze  abroad  the 
word  ;  so  that  he  could  not  openly 
go  into  the  city,  but  was  without 
in  desart  places,  and  they  flocked 
to  him  from  all  sides. 

CHAP.  II. 

Christ  heals  the  sick  uf  the  palsy,.  , 
ND  again  he  entered  into  Ca- 
pharnaum  after  some  days. 

2  And  It  was  heard  that  he  was 
in  tiie  house,  and  many  came  toge¬ 
ther,  so  that  there  was  no  room,  no 
not  even  at  the  door ;  and  he  spoke 
to  them  the  word. 

3  And  they  came  to  him  bringing 
one  sick  ol  the  palsy,  who  was  car¬ 
ried  by  four. 

4  And  when  they  could  not  offer 
him  unto  him  for  the  multitude, 
they  uncovered  the  roof  where  he 
was  .•  and  opening  it  they  let  down 
the  bed  w- herein  the  man  sick  ol 
the  palsy  lay. 

5  And  w  hen  Jesus  had  seen  their 
faith,  he  saith  to  the  sick  of  the  pal¬ 
sy  :  Son,  thy  sins  are  forgiven  thee. 

G  And  there  some  of  the  scribes 
sitting  there,  and  thinking  in  their 
hearts  : 

7  Why  doth  this  man  speak 
thus  ?  he  blasphemeth.  Who  can 
forgive  sins,  but  God  only  ? 

8  Which  Jesus  presently  know¬ 
ing  iu  his  spirit, that  they  so  thought 
within  themselves,  saith  to  them  • 
Why  think  you  these  things  in  your 
hearts  ? 

9  Which  is  easier,  to  say  to  the 
sick  of  the  palsy  :  Thy  sins  are  for¬ 
given  thee;  or  to  say  :  Arise,  take 
up  thy  bed  and  walk? 

10  But  that  you  may  know  that 
the  son  of  man  hath  power  on  earth 
to  forgive  sins  (he  saith  to  the  sick 
of  the  palsy), 

111  say  to  thee,  Arise,  take  up 
thy  bed,  ahd  go  into  thy  house. 
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12  And  immediately  he  arose ; 
and  taking  up  his  bed,  went  his  way 
in  the  sight  of  all,  so  that  all  won¬ 
dered,  and  glorified  God,  saying : 
We  never  saw  the  like. 

13  And  he  went  forth  again  to 
the  sea  side;  and  all  the  multitude 
came  to  him,  and  he  taught  them. 

14  And  when  he  was  passing  by, 
he  saw  Levi  the  son  of  Alpheus  sit¬ 
ting  at  the  receipt  of  custom;  and 
he  saith  to  him  :  Follow  me.  And 
rising  up  he  followed  him. 

15  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  as 
he  sat  at  meat  in  his  house,  many 
publicans  and  sinners  sat  down  to¬ 
gether  with  J  es  us  and  his  disciples, 
for  they  were  many,  who  also  fol¬ 
lowed  him. 

16  And  the  scribes  and  the  Phari¬ 
sees  seeing  that  he  ate  with  publicans 
and  sinners,  said  to  his  disciples : 
Why  doth  your  master  eat  and 
drinli  with  publicans  and  sinners? 

17  Jesus  hearing  this,  saith  to 
them  :  They  that  are  well  have  no 
need  of  a  physician,  but  they  that 
are  sick.  For  I  came  not  to  call 
the  just,  but  sinners. 

18  And  the  disciples  of  John  and 
the  Pharisees  used  to  fast:  and  they 
come,  and  say  to  him :  Why  do  the 
disciples  of  John  and  of  the  Phari¬ 
sees  fast ;  but  thy  disciples  do  not 
fast? 

19  And  Jesus  saith  to  them: 
Can  the  children  of  the  marriage 
fast,  as  long  as  the  bridegroom  is 
with  them  r  As  long  as  they  have 
the  bridegroom  w'ith  them,  they 
cannot  fast. 

20  But  the  days  will  come  when 
the  bridegroom  shall  be  taken  away 
from  them ;  and  then  they  shall  fast 
in  those  days. 

21  No  man  soweth  a  piece  of  raw 
cloth  to  an  old  garment :  otherwise 
the  new  piecing  taketh  away  from 
the  old,  and  there  is  made  a  greater 
cent. 

29  And  no  man  putteth  new 


wine  into  old  bottles  r  otherwise 
the  wine  will  burst  the  bottles,  anc 
both  the  wine  will  be  spilled  anc 
the  bottles  will  he  lost.  But  new 
wine  must  be  put  into  new  bottles. 

23  And  it  came  to  pass  again  at 
the  Lord  walked  through  the  corn 
fields  on  the  sabbath,  that  his  dis¬ 
ciples  began  to  go  forward  and  to 
pluck  the  ears  of  corn. 

24  And  the  Pharisees  said  to  him. 
Behold,  why  do  they  on  the  sab¬ 
bath-day  that  which  is  not  lawful? 

25  And  he  said  to  them,  Have  you 
never  read  what  David  did,  when  he 
had  need,  and  was  hungry  himself, 
and  they  that  were  with  him  ? 

26  How  he  went  into  the  house, 
of  God  under  Abiathar  the  high- 
priest, and  did  eat  the  loaves  of  pro¬ 
position  which  was  not  lawful  to 
eat  but  for  the  priests,  and  gave  to 
them  who  were  with  him  ? 

27  And  he  raid  to  them :  The 
sabbath  was  made  for  man,  and  nol 
man  for  the  sabbath. 

28  Therefore  the  son  of  man  is 
Lord  of  the  sabbath  also. 

CHAP.  Ill 

Christ  heals  the  withered  hand. 

ND  he  entered  .again  into  the 
synagogue,  and  there  was  a  man 
there  who  had  a  withered  hand. 

2  And  they  watched  him  whe¬ 
ther  he  would  heal  on  the  sabbath- 
days  ;  that  they  might  accuse  him. 

3  And  he  said  to  the  man  who 
had  the  withered  hand:  stand  up 
in  the  midst. 

4  And  he  saith  to  them :  Is  it 
lawful  tc  do  good  on  the  sabbath- 
days,  or  to  do  evil  ?  to  save  life,  or  to’ 
destroy  ?  But  they  held  their  peace, 

5  And  looking  round  about  on 
them,  with  anger,  being  grieved  for 
the  blindness  of  their  hearts,  he 
saith  to  the  man :  Stretch  forth  thy 
hand.  And  he  stretched  it  forth  ; 
and  his  hand  was  restored  unto  him. 

6  And  the  Pharisees  going  out 
immediately  made  a  consultation 
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with  <t«*\HerodIans  against  him, 
how  they  might  destroy  him. 

7  But  J esus  retired  with  his  dis¬ 
ciples  to  the  sea  :  and  a  great  mul¬ 
titude  followed  him,  from  Galilee 
and  Judea. 

8  Aflid  from  Jerusalem,  and  from 
Idumea,  and  from  beyond  the  Jor¬ 
dan.  And  they  about  Tyre  and  Si- 
don,  a  great  multitude,  hearing  the 
things  which  he  did,  came  to  him. 

9  And  he  spoke  to  his  disciples 
that  a  small  ship  should  wait  on 
him  because  of  the  multitude,  lest 
they  should  throng  him 

10  For  he  healed  many,  so  that 
they  pressed  upon  him  for  to  touch 
him,  as  many  as  had  evils. 

11  And  the  unclean  spirits,  when 
they  saw  him,  fell  down  before  him: 
and  they  cried  saying : 

12  Thou  art  the  Son  of  God.  And 
he  strictly  charged  them  that  they 
should  not  make  him  known. 

13  And  going  up  into  a  moun¬ 
tain,  he  called  unto  him  whom  he 
would  himself:  and  they  came  to 
him. 

14  And  he  made  that  twelve 
should  be  with  him,  and  that  he 
might  send  them  to  preach. 

15  And  he  gave  them  power  toheal 
sicknesses,  and  to  cast  out  devils. 

16  And  to  Simon  he  gave  the 
name  Peter. 

17  And  James  the  son  of  Zebe- 
dee,  and  John  the  brother  of  James : 
and  he  named  them  Boanerges 
which  is  the  sons  of  thunder. 

18  And  Andrew  and  Philip,  and 
Bartholomew  and  Matthew,  and 
Thomas  and  James  of  Alpheus,  and 
Thaddeus,  and  Simon  the  Cananean, 

19  And  Judas  Iscariot,  who  also 
betrayed  him. 

20  And  they  come  to  a  house, 
and  the  multitude  cometh  together 
again,  so  that  they  could  not  so 
much  as  eat  bread. 

41  And  when  his  friends  had 
beard  of  it,  they  went  out  to  lay 
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hold  on  him.  For  they  said:  He 
is  become  mad. 

22  And  the  scribes  who  were 
come  down  from  Jerusalem,  said.: 
He  hath  Beelzebub ;  and  by  the 
prince  of  devils  he  casteth  out  devils 

23  And  after  he  had  called  them 
together,  he  said  to  them  in  para¬ 
bles:  How  can  satan  cast  out  satan, 

24  And  if  a  kingdom  be  divided 
against  itself,  that  kingdom  cannot 
stand, 

25  And  if  a  house  be  divided  against 
itself  that  house  cannot  stand. 

26  And  if  satan  be  risen  up 
against  himself,  he  is  divided,  and 
cannot  stand,  but  hath  an  end. 

27  No  man  can  enter  into  the 
house  of  a  strong  man  and  rob  him 
of  his  goods,  unless  he  first  hind  the 
strong  man,  and  then  heshali  plun¬ 
der  his  house. 

23  Amen  I  say  to  you,  that  all 
sins  shall  be  forgiven  unto  the  sons 
of  men,  and  the  blasphemies  where¬ 
with  they  shall  blaspheme: 

20  But  he  that  shall  blaspheme 
against  the  Holy  Ghost,  shall  never 
have  forgiveness,  but  shall  be  guilty 
of  an  everlasting  sin. 

30  Because  they  said :  He  hath 
an  unclean  spirit. 

31  And  his  mother  and  his  bre¬ 
thren  came';  and  standing  without 
sent  unto  him  calling  him, 

32  And  the  multitude  sat  about 
him  ;  and  they  Bay  to  him  :  Behold 
thy  mother  and  thy  brethren  with¬ 
out  seek  for  thee. 

33  And  answering  them,  he  saith 
Who  is  my  mother  and  my  brethren  ? 

34  And  looking  round  about  at 
them  who  sat  about  him,  he  saith, 
Behold  my  mother  and  my  brethren 

35  For  whosoever  shall  do  the 
will  of  God,  he  is  my  brother  and 
my  sister  and  mother. 

CHAP.  IV. 

The  parable  of  the  sower. 

ND  again  he  began  to  teach  by 
the  sea  side ;  and  a  great  mol- 
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titude  was  gathered  together  unto 
hint  so  that  he  went  up  into  a  ship 
and  sat  in  the  sea,  and  all  the  mul¬ 
titude  was  upon  the  land  by  the  sea 
side. 

2  And  he  taught  them  many 
things  in  parables,  and  said  unto 
them  in  his  doctrine  : 

3  Hear  ye;  Behold,  the  sower 
went  out  to  sow. 

4  And  whilst  he  soweth,  some 
fell  by  the  way  side,  and  the  birds 
of  the  air  came,  and  ate  it  up. 

5  And  other  some  fell  upon  stony 
ground  wlTere  it  had  not  much 
earth  :  and  it  shot  up  immediately, 
because  it  had  no  depth  of  earth : 

6  And  when  the  sun  was  risen, 
it  was  scorched,  and  because  it  had 
no  root,  it  withered  away. 

7  And  some  fell  among  thorns : 
and  the  thorns  grew  up,  and  cnoak- 
ed  it,  and  it  yielded  no  fruit. 

8  And  some  fell  upon  good 
ground :  and  brought  forth  fruit 
that  grew  up,  and  increased,  and 
yielded,  one  thirty,  another  sixty, 
arid  another  a  hundred. 

9  And  he  said  :  He  that  hath 
ears  to  hear  let  him  hear. 

10  And  when  he  was  alone,  the 
twelve  that  were  with  him  asked 
him  the  parable. 

11  And  he  said  to  them  :  To  you 
it  is  given  to  know  the  mystery  of 
the  kingdom  of  God :  but  to  them 
that  are  without,  ali  things  are  done 
ill  parables: 

12  That  seeing  they  may  see,  and 
not  perceive,  and  hearing  they  may 
hear:  and  not  understand  :  lest  at 
any  time  they  should  be  converted 
and  their  sins  should  be  forgiven 
them. 

13  And  he  saith  to  them:  Are 
you  ignorant  of  this  parable?  and 
how  shall  you  know  all  parables  ? 

14  He  that  soweth:  soweth  the 

word. 

15  And  these  are  they  by  the 
way  side,  where  the  tford  is  sown. 


and  as  soon  as  they  have  heard,, 
immediately  satan  cometh,  and 
talceth  away  the  word  that  was 
sown  in  their  hearts. 

16  And  these  likewise  are  they 
that  are  sown  on  the  stony  ground  : 
who  when  they  have  heard  the 
word,  immediately  receive  it  with 

joy- 

17  And  they  have  no  root  in 
themselves,  but  are  only  for  a  time  : 
and  then  when  tribulation  and  per¬ 
secution  ariseth  for  the  word,  they 
are  presently  scandalized. 

18  And  others  there  are  who  are 
sown  among  thorns  :  these  are  they 
that  hear  the  word, 

19  And  the  cares  of  the  world, 
and  the  deceitfulness  of  riches,  and1 
the  lusts  after  other  things  entering 
im  choke  the  word,  and  it  is  made 
fruitless. 

20  And  these  are  they  who  are 
sown  upon  the  good  ground,  who 
hear  the  word,  and  receive  it,  and 
yield  fruit,  the  one  thirty,  another 
sixty,  and  another  a  hundred. 

21  And  he  said  to  them  :  Doth  a 
candle  come  in  to  be  put  under  a 
bushel,  or  under  a  bed  ?  and  not  to 
be  set  on  a  candlestick  ?  . 

22  For  there  is  nothing  hid, 
which  shall  not  be  made  manifest  : 
neither  was  it  made  secret,  but  that 
it  may  come  abroad. 

23  If  any  man  liuve  ears  t,o  hear, 
let  him  hear. 

2-t  And  he  said  to  them :  Take 
heed  what  you  hear.  In  what  mea¬ 
sure  you  shall  mete,  it  shall  be  mea¬ 
sured  to  you  again,  and  more  shall 
be  given  to  you. 

25  For  lie  that  hath,  to  him  shall 
be  given:  and  he  that  hath  not, 
that  also  which  he  hath  shall  be 
taken  away  from  him. 

26  And  he  said  :  So  is  the  king¬ 
dom  of  God,  as  if  a  man  should 
cast  seed  into  the. earth, 

27  And  should  sleep,  and  rise, 
night  and  day,  and  tho-  seed  should 
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23  For  the  earth  of  bringeth 
forth  fruit,  first,  the  blade,  then  the 
ear,  afterwards  the  full  corn  in  the 
ear, 

29  And  when  the  fruit  is  brought 
forth,  immediately  he  putteth  in  the 
tickle,  because  the  harvest  is  come. 

MO  And  he  said;  Xo  what  shall 
we  liken  the  kingdom  of  God  ?  or  to 
v/h.at  parable  shall  we  compare  it  ? 

.31  It  is  as  a  grain  of  mustard 
seed  ;  which  when  it  13  sown  in  the 
earth,  is  less  than  all  the  seeds  that 
are  in  the  earth  : 

32  And  when  it  is  sown,  it  grow- 
eth  up,  and  becometh  greater  than 
aH  herl)3,  and  shooteth  out  great 
branches,  so  that  the  birds  of  the 
air  may  dwell  under  the  shadow 
thereof. 

33  And  with  many  such  parables, 
he  spoke  to  them  the  word,  accord¬ 
ing  as  they  were  able  to  hear. 

34  And  without  parable  he  did 
not  speak  unto  them  ;  but  apart,  he 
explained  all  things  to  his  disciples. 

35  And  he  saith  to  them  that  day, 
when  evening  was  come;  Let  us 
pass  over  to  the  other  side. 

3G  And  sending  away  the  multi¬ 
tude,  they  take  him  even  as  he  was 
in  the  ship  :  and  there  were  other 
ships  with  him. 

37  nd  there  arose  a  great  storm 
of  wind,  and  the  waves  beat  into 
the  ship,  so  that  the  ship  was  filled. 

38  And  he  was  in  the  hinder  part 
of  the  ship,  sleeping  upon  a  pillow; 
and  they  awake  him,  and  say  to 
him :  Master,  doth  it  not  concern 
thee  that  we  perish? 

39  And  rising  up  he  rebuked  the 
ind,  and  said  to  the  sea  :  Peace, 

e  still.  And  the  wind  ceased  ;  and 
there  was  made  a  great  calm. 

40  And  he  said  to  them  ;  Why 
are  you  fearful  ?  have  you  not  faith 
yet?  And  they  feared  exceedingly  : 
and  they  said  one  to  another ;  who 


CHAP.  V. 

Christ  casts  out  a  legion  of  devils. 

N  D  they  came  over  the  strait  oi 
the  sea  into  the  country  the 

Gerasens. 

2  And  as  he  went  out  of  the  ship, 
immediately  there  met  him  out  of 
the  monuments  a  man  with  an  un¬ 
clean  spirit, 

3  Who  had  his  dwelling  in  the. 
tombs,  and  no  man  now  could  bind 
him, not  even  with  chains. 

4  For  having  been  often  bound 
with  fetters  and  chains,  he  had 
burst  the  chains,  and  broken  the 
fetters  in  pieces,  and  no  one  could 
tame  him 

5  And  he  was  always  day  and 
night  in  the  monuments  and  in  the 
mountains,  crying  and  cutting  him¬ 
self  with  stones. 

6  And  seeing  Jesus  afar  off,  he 
ran  and  adored  him. 

7  And  crying  with  a  loud  voice, 
he  said  :  What  have  I  to  do  with 
thee,  Jesus  the  Son  of  the  most 
high  God :  I  adjure  thee  by  God 
that  thou  torment  me  not. 

8  For  he  said  unto  him  :  Go  oat 
of  the  man,  thou  unclean  spirit. 

9  And  he  asked  him  :  What  is 
thy  name  ?  And  be  eaith  to  him  : 
My  name  is  Legion,  for  we  are  many. 

10  And  he  besought  him  much, 
that  he  would  not  drive  him  away 
out  of  the  country. 

11  And  there  was  there  near  the 
mountain  a  great  herd  of  swine, 
feeding, 

12  And  the  spirits  besought  him, 
saying :  Send  us  into  the  swine, 
that  we  may  enter  into  them. 

13  And  Jesus  immediately  gave 
them  leave.  And  the  unclean  spi¬ 
rits  going  out,  entered  into  the 
swine  :  and  the  herd  with  great  vio¬ 
lence  was  carried  headlong  into  the 
sea,  being  about  two  thousand,  and 
were  stifled  in  the  sea. 
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?4  And  they  that  fed  them  tied, 
and  told  it  in  the  city  and  in  the 
fields.  And  they  went  out  to  see 
what  was  done : 

15  And  they  come  to  Jesus,  and 
they  see  him  that  was  troubled  with 
the  devil,  sitting,  clothed,  and  well 
in  his  wits,  and  they  were  afraid. 

16  And  they  that  had  seen  it,  told 
them,  in  what  manner  he  had  been 
dealt  with  who  had  the  devil :  and 
concerning  the  swine. 

17  And  they  began  to  pray  him  that 
he  would  depart  from  their  coasts. ' 

18  And  when  he  went  up  into  the 
ship,  he  that  had  been  troubled  with 
the  devil,  began  to  beseech  him  that 
he  might  be  with  him. 

19  And  he  admitted  him  not,  but 
flaith  to  him :  Go  into  thy  house  to 
thy  friends,  and  tell  them  how  great 
things  the  Lord  hath  done  for  thee, 
and  hath  had  mercy  on  thee. 

20  And  he  went  his  way,  and  be¬ 
gan  to  publish  in  .Decapolis  how 

reat  things  Jesus  had  done  for 
im  :  and  all  men  wondered. 

21  And  when  Jesus  had  passed 
again  in  the  ship  over  the  strait,  a 
great  multitude  assembled  together 
unto  him,  and  he  was  nigh  unto 
the  sea. 

22  And  there  cometh  one  of  the 
rulers  of  the  synagogue  named 
Jairus :  and  seeing  him  falleth  down 
at  his  feet. 

23  And  he  besought  him  much, 
saying :  My  daughter  is  at  the  point 
of  death, come, lay  thy  hand  upon  her, 
that  she  may  be  safe,  and  may  live. 

24  And  he  went  with  him,  and 
*5  great  multitude  followed  him,  and 
they  thronged  him. 

25  And  a  woman- who  was  under 
an  issue  of  blood  twelve  years, 

26  And  had  suffered  many  things 
from  many  physicians,  and  bad 
spent  all  that  she  had,  and  was  no¬ 
thing  the  better,  but  rather  worse, 

27  When  she  had  heard  of  Jesus, 
came  in  the  crowd  behind  him,  and 
touched  his  garment. 


28  For  she  said :  If  I  shall  touch'' 
but  his  garment,  I  shall  be  whole. 

29  And  forthwith  the  fountain  of 
her  blood  was  dried  up,  and  she  felt 
in  her  body  that  she  was  healed  ol 
the  evil. 

30  And  immediately  Jesus  know- 
ing  in  himself  the  virtue  that  had1 
proceeded  from  him,  turning  to  the 
multitude,  said  :  Who  hath  touched 
my  garments? 

31  And  his  disciples  said  to  him  : 
Thou  seest  the  multitude  thronging 
thee,  and  sayest  thou  who  hath 
touched  me  ? 

32  And  he  looked  about  to  see- 
her  who  had  done  this. 

S3  But  the  woman  fearing  andi 
trembling,  knowing  what  was  dona  ■ 
in  her,  came  and  fell  down  before 
him,  and  told  him  all  the  truth. 

34  And  he  said  to  her :  Daughter, 
thy  faith  hath  made  thee  whole:  go 
in  peace,  and  be  thou  whole  of  tny 
disease. 

35  V^hile  he  was  yet  speaking, 
some  come  from  the  ruler  of  the 
synagogue’s  house,  saying :  Thy 
daughter  is  dead ;  why  dost  thou 
trouble  the  master  any  farther. 

36  But  Jesus  having  heard  the 
word  that  was  spoken,  saith  to  the 
ruler  of  the  synagogue ;  Fear  not, 
only  believe. 

37  And  he  admitted  not  any  man 
to  follow  him,  but  Peter,  and  James, 
and  John  the  brother  of  JameB. 

39  And  they  come  to' the  house 
of  the  ruler  of  the  synagogue  ;  and 
he  seeth  a  tumult,  and  people  weep¬ 
ing  and  wailing  much. 

39  And  going  in,  he  saith  to  them  : 
Why  make  you  this  a-do,  and  weep? 
the  damsel  is  not  dead  but  slscpeth. 

40  A.nd  they  laughed  him  to 
scorn.  B  ut  he  having  put  them  all 
out,  taketh  the  father  and  the  mo¬ 
ther  of  the  damsel,  ami  them  that 
were  with  him,  and  entc-reth  in 
where  the  damsel  was  lying. 

41  And  taking  the  damsel  by  the 
hands  be  sahb  to  her:  Talitba 
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Climl,  which  is,  being  interpreted, 
damsel  (I  say  to  thee),  arise. 

42  And  immediately  the  damsel 
rose  up,  and  walked:  and  she  was 
twelve  years  old :  and  they  were  as¬ 
tonished  with  a  great  astonishment. 

43  And  he  charged  them  strictly 
that  no  man  should  know  it :  and 
commanded  that  something  should 
be  given  her  to  eat. 

CHAP.  VI. 

Christ  teaches  at  Nazareth. 

A  ND  going  out  from  thence,  he 
**  went  into  his  own  country  ; 
and  his  disciples  followed  him. 

2  And  when  the  sabbath  was 
come,  he  began  to  teach  in  the  sy¬ 
nagogue :  and  many -hearing  him 
were  in  admiration  at  his  doctrine, 
6aving  :  How  came  this  man  by  all 
these  things  ?  and  what  wisdom  is 
this  that  is  given  to  him,  and  such 
mighty  works  as  are  wrought  by 
his  hands  ? 

3  Is  not  this  the  carpenter,  the 
son  of  Mary,  the  brother  of  James, 
and  Joseph,  and  Jude,  and  Simon  ? 
are  not  also  his  sisters  here  with 
us?  And  they  were  scandalized 
in  regard  of  him. 

4  And  Jesus  said  to  them:  A 
prophet  is  not  without  honour,  but 
in  his  own  country,  and  in  his  own 
house,  and  among  his  own  kindred. 

5  And  he  could  not  do  any  mi¬ 
racles  there,  only  that  he  cured  a 
few  that  were  sick,  laying  his  hands 
upon  them. 

6  And  he  wondered  because  of 
their  unbelief  and  tie  went  through 
the  villages  round  about  teaching. 

7  And  he  called  the  twelve  ;  and 
began  to  send  them  two  and  two, 
and  gave  them  power  over  unclean 
spirits. 

8  And  he  commanded  them  that 
they  should  take  nothing  for  the 
way,  but  a  staff  only  ;  no  scrip,  no 
bread,  nor  money  in  their  purse, 

9  But  to  be  shod  with  sandals,  and 
that  theyshould  not  put  on  two  coats. 
lOAad  he  said  to  them  :  Where¬ 


soever  you  shall  enter  into  an 
house,  there  abide  till  you  depart 
from  that  place. 

11  And  whosoever  shall  not  re¬ 
ceive  you,  nor  hear  you ;  going  forth 
from  thence,  shake  offthe  dust  from 
your  feet  for  a  testimony  to  them. 

12  And  going  forth  they  preach¬ 
ed  that  men  should  do  penance. 

13  And  they  cast  out  many  de¬ 
vils,  and  anointed  with  oil  many 
that  were  sick,  and  healed  them- 

14  And  king  Herod  heard:  (for 
his  name  was  made  manifest)  and 
he  said  :  John  the  Baptist  is  risen 
again  from  the  dead,  and  therefore 
mighty  works  shew  forth  them¬ 
selves  in  him. 

15  And  others  said :  It  is  Elias, 
But  others  said  :  It  is  a  prophet,  as 
one  of  the  prophets. 

16  Which  Herod  hearing,  saidi 
John  whom  I  beheaded,  he  is  risen 
again  from  the  dead. 

17  For  Herod  himself  had  sent 
and  apprehended  John,  and  bound 
him  in  prison  for  the  sake  of  He- 
rodias  the  wife  of  Philip  his  brother, 
because  he  had  married  her. 

18  For  John  said  to  Herod  :  It 
is  not  lawful  for  thee  to  have  thy 
brother’s  wife. 

19  Now  Hcrodias  laid  snares  for 
him  :  and  was  desirous  to  put  him 
to  death  and  could  not. 

20  For  Herod  feared  John,  know¬ 
ing  him  to  be  a  just  and  holy  man : 
and  kept  him,  and  when  he  heard 
him  did  many  things  ;  and  he  heard 
him  willingly. 

21  And  when  a  convenient  day 
was  come,  Herod  made  a  supper 
for  his  birth-day,  for  the  princes, 
and  tribunes,  and  chief  men  of 

Galilee. 

22  And  when  the  daughter  of  the 
same  Herodias  had  come  in,  and 
had  danced,  and  pleased  Herod, 
and  them.that  were  at  table  with 
him,  the  king  said  to  the  damsel  i 
Ask  of  me  what  thou  wilt,  and  I 
will  give  it  thee. 
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23  And  he  swore  to  her  :  What¬ 
soever  thou  sbalt  ask  I  will  give 
thee,  though  it  be  the  half  of  my 
kingdom. 

24  Who  when  she  was  gone  out, 
Baid  to  her  mother,  What  shall  I 
ask  ?  But  she  said ;  The  head  of 
John  the  Baptist. 

25  And  when  she  was  come  in 
immediately  with  haste  to  the  king, 
she  asked,  saying  :  I  will  that  forth¬ 
with  thou  give  me  in  a  dish  the 
head  of  John  the  Baptist. 

26  And  the  king  was  struck  sad. 
Yet  because  of  his  oath,  and  be¬ 
cause  of  them  that  were  with  him  at 
table,  he  would  not  displease  her : 

27  But  sending  an  executioner, 
he  commanded  that  his  head  should 
be  brought  in  a  dish. 

28  And  he  beheaded,  him  in  the 
prison,  and  brought  his  head  in  a 
dish  :  and  gave  it  to  the  damsel,  and 
the  damsel  gave  it  to  her  mother. 

29  Which  his  disciples  hearing 
came,  and  took  his  body  ;  and  laid 
it  in  a  tomb. 

30  And  the  apostles  coming  to¬ 
gether  unto  Jesos,  related  to  him 
all  things  that  they  had  done  and 
taught. 

31  And  he  said  to  them:  Come 
apart  into  a  desart  place,  and  rest 
a  little:  For  there  were  many  com¬ 
ing  and  going :  and  they  had  not 
60  much  as  time  to  eat. 

32  And  going  up  into  a  ship,  they 
went  into  a  desart  place  apart. 

33  And  they  saw  them  going. away, 
and  many  knew :  and  they  ran 
flocking  thither  on  foot  from  all  the 
cities,  and  were  there  before  them. 

34  And  Jesus  going  out  saw  a 
great  multitude ;  and  he  had  com¬ 
passion  on  them,  because  they  were 
as  sheep  not  having  a  shepherd,  and 
he  began  to  teach  them  many  things. 

35  And  when  the  day  was  now 
far  spent,  his  disciples  came  to  him, 
saying :  This  is  a  desart  place,  and 
the  hour  is  now  past  : 

36  Send  them  away,  that  going 


into  the  next  villages  and  towns,1, 
thevmay  buy  themselves  meat  to  eat' 

37  And  he  answering  said  to 
them  :  Give  you  them  to  eat.  And 
they  said  to  him :  Let  us  go  and 
buy  bread  for  two  hundred  pence 
and  we  will  give  them  to  eat. 

38  And  he  saith  to  them  :  How 
many  loaves  have  you  ?  go  and  see 
And  when  they  knew,  they  say : 
Five,  and  two  fishes. 

39  And  he  commanded  them  that 
they  should  make  them  all  sit  down 
by  companies  upon  the  green  grass. 

40  And  they  sat  down  in  ranks, 
by  hundreds  and  by  fifties. 

41  And  when  he  had  taken  the 
five  loaves,  and  the  two  fishes :  look¬ 
ing  up  to  heaven,  he  blessed,  and! 
broke  the  loaves,  and  gave  to  his  dis¬ 
ciples  to  set  before  them:  and  the  two 
fishes  he  divided  among  them  all. 

42  And  they  all  did  eat,  and  had 
their  fill. 

43  And  they  took  up  the  leav¬ 
ings,  twelve  full  baskets  of  frag¬ 
ments,  and  of  the  fishes. 

44  And  they  that  did  eat,  weri 
five  thousand  men. 

45  And  immediately  he  obliged 
his  disciples  to  go  up  into  the  ship, 
that  they  might  go  before  him  over 
the  water  to  Bethsaida:  whilst  he 
dismissed  the  people, 

46  And  when  he  had  dismissed 
them,  he  went  up  to  the  mountain 
to  pray. 

47  And  when  it  was  late,  the 
ship  “was  in  the  midst  of  the  sea, 
and  himself  alone  on  the  land. 

48  And  seeing  them  labouring  in 
rowing  (for  the  wind  was  against 
them)  and  about  the  fourth  watch 
of  the  night  he  cometh  to  them 
walking  upon  the  sea,  and  he  would 
have  passed  by  them. 

49  But  they  seeihg  him  walking 
upon  the  sea,  thought  it  was  an 
apparition,  and  they  cried  out. 

50  For  they  all  saw  him,  and 
were  troubled.  And  immediately  ho 
spoke  with  them,  and  said  to  thoir 
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Have  a  good  heart,  it  is  I,  fear  ye  not. 

51  And  he  went  up  to  them  into 
the  ship,  and  the  wind  ceased:  and 
they  were  far  more  astonished 
within  themselves : 

52  For  they  understood  not  con¬ 
cerning  the  loaves ;  for  their  heart 
was  bunded. 

63  And  when  they  had  passed 
over,  they  came  into  the  land  of 
Genezareth,  and  set  to  the  shore. 

54-  And  when  they  were  gone 
out  of  the  ship,  immediately  they 
knew  him  : 

55  And  running  through  that 
whole  country,  they  began  to  carry 
about  in  beds  those  that  were  sick, 
where  they  heard  he  was. 

66  And  whithersoever  he  enter¬ 
ed,  into  towns  or  into  villages  or 
cities,  they  laid  the  sick  in  the 
streets,  and  besought  him  that  they 
might  touch  but  the  hem  of  his 
arment:  and  as  many  as  touched 
im  were  made  whole. 

CHAP.  VII. 

Christ  rebukes  the  Pharisees. 
ND  there  assembled  together 
unto  him  the  Pharisees  and 
6ome  of  the  scribes,  coming  from 
Jerusalem. 

2  And  when  they  had  seen  gome 
of  his  disciples  eat  bread  with  com¬ 
mon,  that  is,  with  unwashed  hands, 
they  found  fault. 

3  For  the  Pharisees,  and  all  the 
Jews  eat  not  without  often  wash¬ 
ing  their  hands,  holding  the  tradi¬ 
tion  of  the  antients : 

4  And  when  they  come  from  the 
market,  unless  they  be  washed, 
they  eat  not :  and  many  other  things 
there  are  that  have  been  delivered 
to  them  to  observe,  the  washings  of 
Cups  and  of  pots,  and  ~of  brazen 
vessels  and  of  beds. 

6  And  the  Pharisees  ahd  scribes 
asked  him  Why  do  not  thy  disciples 
walk  according  to  the  tradition  of 
the  antients,  but  they  eat  bread 
with  common  hands? 

6  But  he  answering,  said  to 


them :  Well  did  Igaias  prophesy  o! 
you  hypocrites,  as  it  is  written : 
This  people  honourvth  me  roith  their 
lips,  but  their  heart  is  Jar  from  me. 

7  And  in  vain  do  they  worship  me 
teaching  doctrines  and  precepts  of  men. 

8  For  leaving  the  commandment 
of  God,  you  hold  the  tradition  of 
men,  the  washings  of  pots  and  of 
cups:  and  many  other  things  you 
do  like  to  these. 

9  And  he  said  to  them  :  Well  do 
you  make  void  the  commandment 
of  God,  that  you  may  keep  your 
own  tradition. 

10  For  Mose3  said:  Honour  thy 
father  and  thy  mother ;  and.  He 
that  shall  curse  father  or  viother , 
dying  let  him  die . 

11  But  you  say:  If  a  man  shall 
say  to  his  father  or-  mother,  Corban 
(which  is  a  gift)  whatsoever  ia 
from  me,  shall  profit  thee: 

12  And  farther  you  suffer  him 
not  to  do  any  thing  for  his  father 
or  mother, 

13  Making  yoid  the  word  of  God 
by  your  own  tradition,  which  you 
have  given  forth.  And  many  other 
such  like  things  you  do. 

14  And  calling  again  the  multi¬ 
tude  unto  him,  he  said  to  them  : 
Hear  ye  me  ail  and  understand. 

15  There  is  nothing  from  with¬ 
out  a  man  that  entering  into  him, 
can  defile  him.  But  the  things 
which  come  from  a  man,  those  are 
they  that  defile  a  man. 

16  If  any  man  have  ears  to  hear, 
let  him  hear. 

17  And  when  he  was  come  into 
the  house  from  the  multitude,  his 
disciples  asked  him  the  parable. 

18  And  he  saith  to  them  :  So  are 
you  also  without  knowledge?  un¬ 
derstand  you  not  that  every  thing 
from  without,  entering  into  a  man, 
cannot  defile  him  : 

19  Because  it  entereth  not  into 
his  heart,  but  goeth  into  the  belly, 
and  goeth  out  into  the  privy,  purg¬ 
ing  all  meats  ? 
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20  But  he  Bald  that  the  things 
which  come  out  from  a  man,  they 
defile  a  man. 

21  For  from  within  out  of  the 
heart  of  men  proceed  evil  thoughts, 
adulteries,  fornications,  murders, 

22  Thefts,  covetousness,  wicked¬ 
ness,  deceit,  lasciviousness,  an  evil 
eye,  blasphemy,  pride,  foolishness. 

23  All  these  evil  things  come 
from  within,  and  defile  a  man. 

24  And  rising  from  thence  he 
went  into  the  coast9  of  Tyre  and 
Sidon  :  and  entering  into  a  house, 
he  would  that  no  man  should  know 
it,  and  he  could  not  be  hid. 

25  For  a  woman  as  soon  as  she 
heard  of  him,  whose  daughter  had 
an  unclean  spirit,  came  in,  and  fell 
down  at  his  feet. 

26  For  the  woman  was  a  Gen¬ 
tile,  a  Syrophenician  born.  And  she 
besought  him  that  he  would  cast 
forth  the  devil  out  of  her  daughter. 

27  Who  said  to  her:  Suffer  first 
the  children  to  be  filled  :  for  it  is 
not  good  to  take  the  bread  of  the 
children,  and  cast  it  to  the  dogs. 

28  But  she  answered,  and  said 
to  him  :  Yea,  Lord  ;  for  the  whelps 
also  eat  under  the  table  of  the 
crumbs  of  the  children. 

29  And  he  said  to  her:  For  this 
6ayinggo  thy  way,  the  devil  is  gone 
out  of  thy  daughter. 

30  And  when  she  was  come  into 
her  house,  she  found  the  girl  lying 
upon  the  bed,  and  that  the  devil 
was  gone  out. 

31  And  again  going  out  of  the 
coasts  of  Tyre,  he  came  by  Sidon  to 
the  sea  of  Galilee  through  the  midst 
of  the  coast3  of  Decapolis. 

32  And  they  bring  to  him  one 
deaf  and  dumb  ;  and  they  besought 
him  that  he  wou-ld  lay  his  hand  up¬ 
on  him. 

33  And  taking  him  from  the 
multitude  apart,  he  put  his  fingers 
Into  his  ears,  and  spitting  he  touch¬ 
ed  his  tongue ; 

34  And  looking  up  to  heaven,  he 


groaned,  and  said  tohim :  Sphpheta, 
which  is,  Be  thou  opened. 

35  And  immediately  his  ears 
were  opened,  and  the  string  of  his 
tongue  was  loosed,  and  he  spoke 
right. 

36  And  he  charged  them  that 
they  should  tell  no  man.  But  the 
more  he  charged  them,  so  much  the 
more  a  great  deal  did  theypublish  it. 

37  And  so  much  the  more  did 
they  wonder,  saying  :  He  hath  done 
all  things  well ;  he  hath  made  both 
the  deaf  to  hear,  and  the  dumb  to 
speak.

4  And  Peter  answering,  said  to 
Jesus  :  Rabbi,  it  is  good  for  us  to 
be  here  ;  and  let  us  make  three  ta¬ 
bernacles,  one  for  thee,  and  one  for 
Moses,  and  one  for  Ehas. 

6  For  he  knew  not  what  he  said  ; 
for  they  were  struck  with  fear: 

6  And  there  was  a  cloud  over¬ 
shadowing  them,  and  a  voice  came 
out  of  the  cloud,  saying:  This  is  my 
most  beloved  son  ;  hear  ye  him. 

7  And  immediately  looking  a- 
bout,  they  saw  uo  man  any  more 
but  Jesus  only  with  them. 

8  And  as  they  came  down  from 
the  mountain,  he  charged  them  not 
to  tell  any  man  what  things  they 
had  seen,  till  the  son  of  man  shall 
be  risen  again  from  the  dead. 

9  And  they  kept  the  word  to 
themselves ;  questioning  together 
what  that  should  mean,  when  he 
iball  be  risen  from  the  dead. 

10  And  they  asked  him  saying: 
Why  then  do  the  Pharisees  and 
scribes  say  that  Elias  must  come 
first  ? 

11  Who  answering  said  to  them: 
Elja$  wbe d  he  shall  come  first,  shall 


restore  all  things,  and  as  it  is  writ¬ 
ten  of  the  son  of  man,  that  he  must 
suffer  many  things  and  be  despised. 

12  But  I  say  to  you,  that  Elias 
also  is  come  (and  they  have  done 
to  him  whatsoever  they  would)  as 
it  is  written  of  him. 

13  And  coming  to  his  disciples,  he 
saw  a  great  multitude  about  them, 
and  the  scribes  disputingwith  them. 

14  And  presently  all  the  people 
seeing  Jesus,  was  astonished  and 
struck  with  fear :  and  running  to 
him,  they  saluted  him. 

15  And  he  asked  them,  What  do 
you  question  about  among  you  ? 

16  And  one  of  the  multitude  an¬ 
swering,  said :  Master,  I  have 
brought  my  eon  to  thee  having  a 
dumb  spirit, 

17  Who,  wheresoever  he  taketh 
him,  dasheth  him,  and  he  foameth, 
and  gnasheth  with  the  teeth,  and 
pinethaway:  and  I  spoke  to  thy 
disciples  to  cast  him  out,  and  they 
could  not. 

18  Who  answering  them,  said: 
O  incredulous  generation,  how  long 
shall  I  be  with  you  ?  how  long  shall 
I  suffer  you  ?  bring  him  unto  me. 

19  And  they  brought  him.  And 
when  he  had  seen  him,  immediately 
the  spirit  troubled  him ;  and  being 
thrown  down  upon  the  ground,  he 
rowJed  about  foaming. 

20  And  he  asked  his  father: 
How  long  rime  is  it  since  this  hath 
happened  unto  him  ?  But  he  said  : 
From  his  infancy : 

21  And  often  rimes' hath  he  cast 
him  into  the  fire  and  into  waters,  to 
destroy  him.  But  if  thou  canst  do 
any  thing,  help  us,  having  compas¬ 
sion  on  us. 

22  And  Jesus  saith  to  him  :  If 
thou  canst  believe,  all  things  are 
possible  to  him  that  believeth. 

23  And  immediately  the  father  of 
the  boy  crying  out,  with  tears  said: 
I  do  believe.;  Lord  help  rny  unbelief. 

24  And  when  Jesus  saw  the  mul¬ 
titude  running  together,  he  threat 
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cried  the  unclean  spirit,  saying  to 
him  :  Deaf  and  dumb  spirit,  I  com¬ 
mand  thee,  to  go  out  of  him  :  and 
enter  not  any  more  into  him. 

35  And  crying  out,  and  greatly 
tearing  him,  he  went  out  of  him, 
and  he  became  as  dead,  so  that 
many  said  :  He  is  dead. 

26  But  Jesus  taking  him  by  the 
hand,  lifted  him  up  ;  and  he  arose. 

27  And  when  he  was  come  into 
the  house,  his  disciples  secretly 
asked  him :  Why  could  not  we 
cast  him  cut  ? 

28  And  he  said  to  them:  This 
kind  can  go  out  by  nothing,  but  by 
prayer  and  fasting. 

29  And  departing’  from  thence 
they  passed  through  Galilee,  and 
he  would  not  that  any  man  should 
know  it, 

30  And  he  taught  his  disciples, 
and  said  to  them  :  The  son  of  man 
shall  be  betrayed  into  the  hands  of 
men,  and  they  shall  kill  him,  and 
after  that  he  is  killed  he  shall  rise 
again  the  third  day. 

31  But  they  understood  not  the 
word :  and  they  were  afraid  to  ask 
him;

Whom  when 
he  had  embraced,  he  Raith  to  them  :

And  whosoever  shall 
receive  me,  rcceiveth  not  me,  but 
him  that  sent  me. 

37  John  answered  him,  saying :

38  And  Jesus  said  to  them:  You 
know  not  what  you  ask.  Can  you 
drink  of  the  chalice  that  I  drink  of: 
or  be  baptized  with  the  baptism 
wherewith  I  am  baptized? 

39  But  they  said  to  him  :  We 
can.  And  Jesus  saith  to  them: 
V  ou  shall  indeed  drink  of  the  chalice 
that  I  drink  of:  and  with  the  bap¬ 
tism  wherewith  1  am  baptized,  you 
shall  be  baptized. 

40  But  to  sit  on  my  right  hand, 
or  on  my  left,  is  not  mine  to  give 


to  you,  but  to  them  for  whom  it  .is 

prepared. 

41  And  the  ten  hearing  it,  began 
to  be  much  displeased  at  James 
and  John. 

42  But  Jesus  calling  them,  saith 
to  them  :  You  know  that  they  who 
seem  to  rule  over  the  gentiles,  lord 
it  over  them:  and  their  princes 
have  power  over  them. 

43  But  it  is  not  so  among  you  j 
but  whosoever  will  be  greater, 
shall  be  your  minister. 

44  And  whosoever  will  be  first 
among  you,  shall  be  the  servant  of  all. 

45  For  the  son  of  man  also  is  not 
come  to  be  ministered  unto,  but  to 
minister,  and  to  give  his  life  a  re¬ 
demption  for  many. 

46  And  they  come  to  Jericho  ; 
and  a9  he  went  out  of  Jericho,  with 
his  disciples,  and  a  very  great  mul¬ 
titude,  Bar-timeus  the  blind  man, 
the  son  of  Timeus,  sat  by  the  way¬ 
side  begging. 

47  Who  when  he  had  heard  that 
it  was  Jesus  of  Nazareth,  begaq 
to  cry  out,  and  to  say  :  .Jesus,  son 
of  David,  have  mercy  on  me. 

48  And  many  rebuked  him,  that 
he  might  hold  his  peace ;  but  ho 
cried  a  great  deal  the  more;  Son 
of  David,  have  mercy  on  me. 

49  And  Jesus  standing  still  com¬ 
manded  him  to  be  called.  And  they 
call  the  blind  man,  saying  to  him  ; 
Be  of  better  comfort:  arise,  ha 
calleth  thee. 

50  Wrho  casting  off  his  garment 
leaped  up,  and  came  to  him, 

51  And  Jesus  answering,  said  to 
him  :  What  wilt  thou  that  1  should 
do  to  thee  ?  And  the  blind  man  said 
to  him  :  Rabboni,  that  I  may  see. 

52  And  Jesus  saith  to  him :  Go 
thy  way,  thy  faith  hath  made  thee 
whole;  And  immediately  he  saW, 
and  followed  him  in  the  way. 

CHAF.  XI. 

Christ  enters  into  Jerusalem,  S^c. 
ND  when  they  were  drawing 
near  to  Jerusalem  and  to  Be- 
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tliania  at  the  mount  of  olives  he 
Bendeth  two  of  his  disciples, 

2  And  saith  to  them  :  Go  into 
the  village  that  is  over-against  you, 
and  immediately  at  your  coming  in 
thither,  you  shall  find  a  colt  tied, 
upon  which  no  man  yet  hath  sat : 
loose  him,  and  bring  him. 

3  And  if  any  man  shall  say  to 
you.  What  are  you  doing  ?  say  ye 
that  the  Lord  hath  need  of  him : 
and  immediately  he  will  let  him 
come  hither. 

4  And  going  their  way,  they 
found  the  colt  tied  before  the  gate 
without  in  the  meeting  of  two  ways': 
and  they  loose  him. 

6  And  some  of  them  that  stood 
there,  said  to  them:  What  do  you 
loosing  the  colt  ? 

6  Who  said  to  them  as  Jesus 
had  commanded  them  ;  and  they 
let  him  go  with  them. 

7  And  they  brought  the  colt  to 
Jesus  ;  and  they  lay  their  garments 
on  him,  and  he  sat  upon  him. 

8  And  many  spread  their  gar¬ 
ments  in  the  way  :  and  others  cut 
down  boughs  from  the  trees,  and 
Strewed  them  in  the  way. 

9  And  they  that  went  before  and 
they  that  followed  cried  saying : 
Hosannah,  blessed  is  he  that  comelh 
in  the  name  of  the  Lord. 

10  Blessed  be  the  kingdom  of  our 
father  David  that  cometh,  Hosanna 
in  the  highest. 

11  And  heentered  into  Jerusalem, 
into  the  temple:  and  having  viewed 
all  things  round  about,  when  now 
the  even  tide  was  come,  he  went 
out  to  Bethania  with  the  twelve. 

12  And  the  next  day  when  they 
came  out  from  Bethania,  he  was 
hungry. 

13  And  when  he  had  seen  a-far 
off  a  fig-tree  having  leaves,  he 
came,  if  perhaps  he  might  find  any 
thing  on  it.  And  when  he  was  come 
to  it,  he  found  noth’ng  but  leaves. 
For  it  was  not  the  time  for  figs. 

14  And  tuaswering,  he  said  to  it: 


May  no  man  hereafter  eat  fruit  6f 
thee  any  more  for  ever.  And  his 
disciples  heard  it. 

15  And  they  come  to  Jerusalem. 
And  when  he  was  entered  into  the 
temple,  he  began  to  cast  out  them 
that  sold  and  bought  in  the  temple, 
and  overthrew  the  tables  of  the 
money-changers,  and  the  chairs  of 
them  that  sold  doves. 

16  And  he  Suffered  not  that  and 
man  should  carry  a  vessel  through 
the  temple  ; 

17  And  he  taught,  saying  to 
them  ;  Is  it  not  written.  My  house 
shall  be  called  the  house  of  prayer  to 
all  nations  ?  But  you  have  made  it 
a  den  of  thieves. 

18  Which  when  the  chief  priests 
and  the  scribes  had  heard,  they 
sought  how  they  might  destroy  him. 
For  they  feared  him,  because  the 
whole  multitude  was  in  admiration 
at  his  doctrine. 

19  And  when  evening  was  come, 
he  went  forth  out  of  the  city. 

20  And  when  they  passed  by  in 
the  morning,  they  saw  the  fig-tree 
dried  up  from  tire  roots. 

21  And  Peter  remembering,  said 
to  him  :  Rabbi,  behold  the  fig-tree, 
which  thou  didst  curse,  is  withered 
away. 

22  And  Jesus  answering  saith 
to  them  :  Have  the  faith  of  God. 

23  Amen  I  say  to  you,  that  who¬ 
soever  shall  say  to  this  mountain, 
Re  thou  removed  and  be  cast  into 
the  sea,  and  shall  not  stagger  in  his 
heart,  but  believe,  that  whatsoever 
he  saith  shall  be  done.-  it  shall  be 
done  unto  him. 

04  Therefore  I  say  unto  you,  all 
things,  whatsoever  you  ask  when 
ye  pray,  believe  that  you  shall  re° 
ceive  :  and  they  shall  come  unto  you. 

25  And  when  you  shall  stand  to 
pray  :  forgive,  if  you  have  ought 
against  any  man  ;  that  your  Father 
also,  who  is  in  heaven,  may  forgive 
you  your  sins, 

26  But  if  you  will  not  forgive, 
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neither  will  your  Father  that  is  in 
heaven,  forgive  you  your  sins. 

27  And  they  come  again  to  Jeru¬ 
salem.  And  when  he  was  walking 
in  the  temple,  there  come  to  him 
the  chief  priests  and  the  scribes  and 
the  antients. 

23  And  they  say  to  him  :  By 
what  authority  dost  thou  these 
things?  and  who  hath  given  thee 
this  authority  that  thou  shouldst 
do  these  things  ? 

29  And  J esu9  answering  said 
to  them  :  I  will  also  ask  you  one 
word,  and  answer  you  me,  and  I 
will  toll  you  by  what  authority  I 
do  these  things. 

30  The  baptism  of  John'  was  it 
from  heaven,  or  from  men?  An- 

swer  mo. 

31  But  they  thought  with  them¬ 
selves  saying:  If  vve  say,  from 
heaven  ;  he  will  say,  Why  then  did 
you  not  believe  him? 

32  If  we  say,  From  men,  we 
fear  the  people.  For  all  men  counted 
John  that  he  was  a  prophet  indeed. 

33  And  they  answering  say  to 
Jesus  :  We  know  not.  And  Jesus 
answering,  saith  to  them:  Neither 
do  I  tell  you  by  what  authority  I 
do  these  things. 

CHAP.  XII. 

The  parable  of  the  vineyard,  JfC. 
ND  he  began  to  speak  to  them 
in  parables :  A  certain  man 
Jan  ted  a  vineyard  and  made  a 
ledge  about  it,  and  dug  a  place  for 
(he  Wine  fat,  and  built  a  tower,  and 
let  it  to  husband-men ;  and  went 
into  a  far  coun  try. 

2  And  at  the  season  he  sent  to 
the  husband-men  a  servant  to  re¬ 
ceive  of  the  husband-men,  of  the 
fruit  of  the  vineyard. 

3  Who  having  laid  hands  on  him, 
beat  him,  and  sent  him  away  empty. 

4  And  again  he  sent  to  them 
another  servant ;  and  him  they 
wounded  in. the  head,  and  used  him 
reproachfully. 

6  And  again  he  sent  another,  and 


him  they  killed  :  and  many  others, 
of  whom  some  they  beat,  and  others 
they  killed. 

6  Therefore  having  yet  one  son, 
most  clear  to  him  ;  he  also  sent  him 
unto  them  last  of  all,  saying  :  They 
will  reverence  my  son. 

7  But  the  husband-men  said  one 
to  another;  This  is  the  heir  ;  come, 
let  us  kill  him  ;  and  the  inheritance 
shall  be  ours. 

8  And  laying  hold  or*,  him,  they 
killed  him,  and  cast  him  out  of  tho 
vineyard. 

9  What  therefore  will  the  lord  of 
the  vineyard  do?  He  will  come 
and  destroy  those  husband-men 
and  will  give  the  vineyard  to  others. 

10  And  have  you  not  read  this 
scripture,  The  stone  which  the  build¬ 
ers  rejected,  the  same  is  made  the 
head  of  the  corner : 

1 1  By  the  Lord  has  this  been  done, 
and  ii  is  wonderful  in  our  eyes. 

1?  And  they  sought  to  lay  hands 
on  him,  but  they  feared  the  people. 
For  they  knew  that  he  spoke  this 
parable  to  them.  And  leaving  him 
they  went  their  way. 

13  And  they  send  to  him  some  of 
the  pharisees  and  of  the  Hc-rodians; 
that  they  should  catch  him  in  his 
words. 

14  Who  coming,  say  to  him: 
Master,  we  know  that  thou  art  a 
true  speaker,  and  carest  not  for  any 
man  ;  for  thou  regardest  not  the 
person  of  men,  but  teachest  the  way 
of  God  in  truth.  13  it  lawful  to 
give  tribute  to  Cesar ;  or  shall  wfe 
not  give  it  ? 

15  Who  knowing  their  wiliness, 
saith  to  them  :  Why  tempt  you  me? 
bring  me  a  penny  that  I  may  see  it, 

16  And  they  brought  it  bin?- 
And  he  saith  to  them :  Whose  is 
this  image,  and  inscription?  They 
say  to  him,  Cesar’3. 

17  And  Jesus  answering,  said 
to  them  :  Render  therefore  to  Cesar 
the  things  that  are  Cesar’s,  and  to 
God  the  things  that  are  God’s.  And 
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they  marvelled  at  him. 

IS  And  there  came  to  him  the 
Sadducces  who  say  there  is  no  re¬ 
surrection  ;  and  they  asked  him 
saying  : 

19  Master,  Moses  wrote  unto 
us,  that  if  any  man's  brother  die, 
and  leave  his  wife  behind  him,  and 
leave  no  children,  his  brother  should 
take  his  wife  and  raise  up  seed  to 
his  brother. 

20  Now  there  were  seven  bre- 
thern  ;  and  the  first  took  a  wife, 
and  died  leaving  no  issue. 

21  And  the  second  took  her,  and 
died:  and  neither  did  he  leave  any 
issue.  And  the  third  in  like  manner. 

22  And  the  seven  all  took  her  in 
•like  manner?  and  did  not  leave  issue. 
Last  of  all  the  woman  also  died. 

23  In  the  resurrection  therefore, 
when  they  shall  rise  again,  whose 
wife  shall  she  be  of  them?  for  the 
eeven  had  her  to  wife. 

24  And  Jesub  answering  saith  to 
them :  Do  ye  not  therefore  err,  be¬ 
cause  you  know  not  the  Scriptures, 
nor  the  power  of  God? 

25  For  when  they  shall  rise  again 
from  the  dead,  they  shall  neither 
marry,  nor  be  married,  but  are  as 
the  angels  in  heaven. 

26  And  as  concerning  the  dead 
that  they  rise  again,  have  you  not 
read  in  the  book  of  Moses,  ..how  in 
the  bush  God  spoke  to  him,  saying : 
I  am  the  God  of  Abraham,  and  the 
God  of  Isaac,  and  the  Gcd  of  Jacob  ? 

27  He  is  not  the  God  of  the  dead, 
but  of  the  living.  You  therefore 
do  greatly  err. 

20  And  there  came  one  of  the 
icribes  that  had  heard  them  rea¬ 
soning  together,  and  seeing  that  he 
had  answered  them  well,  asked  him 
which  was  the  first  commandment 
of  all. 

29  And  Jesus  answered  him  : 
The  first  commandment  of  all  is, 
Hear,  O  Israel :  the  Lord  thy  Cod  is 
one  God. 

gQ  And  thou  shall  love  the.  Lord  thy 


God  with  thy  whole  heart ,  a.td  with  thy 
whole  soul ,  and  with  thy  whole  mind, 
and  with  thy  whole  strength.  Thw  is 
the  first  commandment. 

31  And  the  second  is  like  to  it: 
;  Thou  ihalt  love  thy  neighbour  as 

thyself.  There  is  no  other  com¬ 
mandment  greater  than  these. 

32  And  the  scribe  said  to  him: 
Well,  master,  thou  hast  said  in 
truth,  that  there  is  one  God,  and 
there  is  no  other  besides  him. 

33  And  that  he  should  be  loved 
with  the  whole  heart,  and  with  the 
whole  understanding,  and  with  the 
whole  soul,  and  with  the  whole 
strength:  and  to  love  one's  neigh¬ 
bour  as  oneself,  is  a  greater  thing 
than  all  holocausts  and  sacrifices. 

34  And  Jesus  seeing  that  he  had 
answered  wisely,  said  to  him:  Thou 
art  not  far  from  the  kingdom  ol 
God.  And  no  man  after  that, 
durst  ask  him  any  question. 

35  And  Jesus  answering  said, 
teaching  in  the  temple:  How  do 
the  scribes  say,  that  Christ  is  ths 
son  of  David  ? 

36  For  David  himself,  saith  bv 
the  Holy  Ghost:  I  he  Lord  sai-j.  is 
my  Lord,  sit  on  my  right  Hand,  uni. I 
I  make  thy  enemies  thy  foot-stool. 

37  David  therefore  himself  call- 
eth  him  Lord,  and  whence  isho 
then  his  son  ?  And  a  great  multi¬ 
tude  heard  him  gladly. 

38  And  he  said  to  them  in  his 
doctrine :  Beware  of  the  scribes  who 
love  to  walk  in  long  robes,  and  to  be 
saluted  in  the  market  place, 

39  And  to  sit  in  the  first  chairs 
in  the  synagogues,  and  to  have  the 
highest  places  at  suppers: 

40  Who  devour  the  houses  of 
widows  under  the  pretence  of  long 
prayer:  these  shall  receive  greater 
judgment. 

41  And  Jesus  sitting  over  against 
the  treasury,  beheld  how  the  people 
cast  money  into  the  treasury,  and 
many  that  were  rich  cast  in  much. 

42  And  there  came  a  certain 
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poor  widow,  and  she  east  in  two 
mites,  which  make  a  farthing1. 

43  And  calling  his  disciples  toge¬ 
ther,  he  saith  to  them  :  Amen  I  say 
to  you,  this  poor  widow  hath  cast 
in  more  than  all  they  who  have  cast 
into  the  treasury. 

44  For  all  they  did  cast  in  of  their 
abundance;  but  she,  of  her  want 
cast  in  all  she  had,  even  her  whole 
living. 

CHAP.  XIIL 

Christ  foretells  the  destruction  cf  flic 

temple. 

ND  as  he  was  going  out  of  the 
temple,  one  of  his  disciples 
saith  to  him :  Master,  behold  what 
manner  of  stones,  and  what  build¬ 
ings  are  here. 

Q  And  Jesus  answering,  said  to 
him:  Scest  thou  all  these  great 
buildings?  There  shall  not  be  left 
a  stone  upon  a  stone,  that  shall  not 
he  thrown  down. 

3  And  as  he  sat  on  the  mount  of 
Olivet  over  against  the  temple,  Pe¬ 
ter  and  James  and  John  and  An¬ 
drew  asked  him  apart: 

4  Tell  us,  when  shall  these  things 
be?  and  what  shall  be  the  sign 
when  all  these  things  shall  begin  to 
be  fulfilled. 

5  And  Jesus  answering,  began 
to  say  to  them,  Take  heed  lest  any 
man  deceive  you. 

6  For  many  shall  come  in  my 
name  saying  lam  he;  and  they 
shall  deceive  many. 

7  -And  when  you  shall  hear  of 
wars  and  rumours  of  wars,  fear  ye 
not.  For  such  things  must  needs 
he,  but  the  end  is  not  yet. 

8  For  nation  shall  rise  against 
nation,  and  kingdom  against  king¬ 
dom, and  there  snail  be  earth-quakes 
in  diners  places,  and  famines.  These 
tilings  are  the  beginning  of  sorrows. 

9  But  look  to  yourselves.  For 
they  shall  deliver  you  up  to  coun¬ 
cils,  and  in  the  synagogues  you  shall 
be  beaten,  and  you  shall  stand  be¬ 
fore  governors  and  kings  for  my 


sake,  for  a  testimony  unto  them. 

10  And  unto  all  nations  the  gos¬ 
pel  must  first  be  preached. 

11  And  when  they  shall  lead  you 
and  deliver  you  up,  be  not  thought¬ 
ful  before-hand  what  you  shall 
speak  ;  but  whatsoever  shall  be 
given  you  in  that  hour,  that  speak 
ye.  For- it  is  not  you  that  speak, 
but  the  Holy  Ghost. 

12  And  the  brother  shall  betray 
hie  brother  unto  death,  and  the  fa¬ 
ther  his  son  ;  and  the  children  shall 
rise  up  against  the  parents,  and 
shall  work  their  death. 

13  And  you  shall  be  hated  by 
all  men  for  my  name's  sake.  But 
he  that  shall  endure  unto  the  end, 
he  shall  be  saved. 

14  And  when  you  shall  see  the 
abomination  of  desolation,  standing 
where  it  ought  not:  he  that  read- 
eth,  let  him.  understand:  then  let 
them  that  are  in  Judea,  flee  unto 
the  mountains  : 

15  And  let  him  that  is  on  the 
house-top,  not  go  down  into  the 
house  nor  enter  therein  to  take  any 
thing  out  of  the  house: 

16  And  let  him  that  shall  be  in 
the  field,  not  turn  back  to  take  up 
his  garment. 

17  And  wo  to  them  that  are  with 
child,  and  that  give  suck  in  those 
days. 

18  But  pray  ye,  that  these  thirgi 
happen  not  in  winter. 

19  For  in  those  days  shall  bfl 
such  tribulations  as  were  not  front 
the  beginning  of  the  creation  which 
God  created  until  now,  neither  shalf 
be. 

50  And  unless  the  Lord  had 
shortened  the  days,  no  flesh  should 
be  saved:  but  for  the  sake  of  the 
elect  which  he  hath  chosen,  he  hath 
shortened  the  days. 

21  And  then  if  any  man  shall 
say  to  you,  Lo,  here  is  Christ;  lo, 
he  is  here:  do  not  believe. 

22  For  there  will  rise  up  false 
chrisls  and  false  prophets,  and  they 
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shall  shew  signs  and  wonders,  to  37  And  what  I  say  to  you  I  Bay 

seduce  (if  it  were  possible)  even  the  to  all:  Watch. 

elent.  CHAP.  XIV. 


S3  Take  you  heed  therefore  ;  be¬ 
hold  I  have  foretold  you  all  things. 

24  But  in  those  days,  after  that 
tribulation,  the  sun  shall  be  dark¬ 
ened,  and  the  moon  shall  not  give 
her  light, 

25  And  the  stars  of  heaven  shall 
be  falling  down,  and  the  powers, 
that  are  in  heaven,  shall  be  moved. 

26  And  then  shall  they  see  the 
eon  of  man  coming  in  the  clouds, 
with  great  power  and  glory. 

27  And  then  shall  he  send  his 
angels,  and  shall  gather  together  his 
elect  from  the  four  winds,  from  the 
uttermost  part  of  the  earth  to  the 
uttermost  part  of  heaven. 

28  Now  of  the  fig-tree  learn  ye 
a  parable.  When  the  branch  thereof 
is  now  tender,  and  the  leaves  are 
come  forth,  you  know  that  summer 
is  very  near. 

29  So  you  also  when  you  shall 
Bee  these  things  come  to  pass,  know 
ye  that  it  is  very  nigh,  even  at  the 
doors. 

30  Amen  I  say  to  you,  that  this 
generation  shall  not  pass,  until  all 
these  things  be  done. 

31  Heaven  and  earth  shall  pass 
away,  but  my  word  shall  not  pass 
away. 

32  But  of  that  day  or  hour  no 
man  knoweth,  neither  the  angels  in 
heaven  nor  the  Son,  but  the  Father. 

33  Take  ye  heed,  watch,  and  pray. 
For  ye  know  not  when  the  time  is. 

34  Even  as  a  man  who  going  into 
a  far  country,  left  his  house ;  and 
gave  authority  to  his  servants  over 
every  work,  and  commanded  the 
porter  to  watch. 

35  Watch  ye  therefore  (for  you 
know  not  when  the  lord  of  the  house 
cometh :  at  even,  or  at  midnight,  or 
at  the  cock  crowing,  or  in  the 
morning.) 

36  Lest  coming  on  a  sudden,  he 
fiud  you  sleeping. 


The  history  of  ike  past  ion  of  Christ. 
OW  the  feast  cf  the  pasch,  and 
of  the  azyms  was  after  two  days: 
and  the  chief  priests  ahd  the  scribes 
sought  how  they  might  by  some 
wile  lay  hold  on  him,  and  kill  him. 

2  But  they  said:  Not  on  the  fes¬ 
tival  day,  lest  there  should  be  a  tu¬ 
mult  among  the  people. 

3  And  when  he  was  in  Bethania 
in  the  house  of  Simon  the  leper, 
and  was  at  meat,  there  cEme  a  wo¬ 
man  having  an  alabaster  box  of 
ointment  of  precious  spikenard : 
and  breaking  the  alabaster  box  she 
poured  it  out  upon,  his  head. 

4  Now  there  were  some  that  had 
indignation  within  themselves,  and 
said  :  Why  was  this  waste  of  the 
the  ointment  made  ? 

5  For  this  ointment  might  have 
been  sold  for  more  than  three  hun¬ 
dred  pence,  and  given  to  the  poor. 
And  they  murmured  against  her. 

6  But  Jesds  said  :  Let  her  alone, 
why  do  you  molest  her?  She  hath 
wrought  a  gcod  work  upon  me. 

7  For  the  poor  you  have  always 
with  you;  and  whensoever  you 
will,  you  may  do  them  good ;  but 
me  you  have  not  always. 

8  What  she  had,  she  hath  done  ; 
3he  is  come  beforehand  to  anoint 
my  body  for  the  burial. 

9  Amen  I  say  to  you,  whereso¬ 
ever  this  gospel  shall  be  preached 
in  the  whole  world,  that  also  which 
she  hath  done,  shall  be  told  for  a 
memorial  of  her. 

10  And  Judas  Iscariot  one  of  the 
twelve,  went  to  the  chief  priests, 
to  betray  him  to  them 

11  Who  hearing  it  were  glad, 
and  they  promised  him  they  would 
give  him  money.  And  he  sought  how 
he  might  conveniently  betray  him. 

12  Now  on  the  first  day  of  the 
unleavened  bread  when  they  sacri¬ 
ficed  the  nasch.  the  disrinlpssay  to 
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him :  Whither  wilt  thou  that' we  go, 
and  prepare  for  thee  to  eat  the  par.ch? 

IS  And  he  sendeth  tv/d  of  his 
disciples,  and  saith  to  them  :  Go  ye 
into  the  city ;  and  there  Shall  meet 
you  a  man  carrying  a  pitcher  of 
water,  follow  hiin  ; 

14  And  whithersoever  he  shall 
go  in,  say  to  the  master  of  the 
house.

28  But  after  I  shall  be  risen  again, 
I  will  go  before  you  into  Galilee. 

29  But  Peter  saith  to  him:  Al¬

33  And  he  tak,  Peter  and 
James  and  John  with  him  ;  and  he 
began  to  fear  and  to  be  heavy. 

34  And  be  saith  to  them :  My 
soul  is  sorrowful  even  unto  death  ; 
stay  you  here  and  watch. 

S5  And  when  he  was  gone  forward 
a  little,  he  fell  flat  on  the  ground  ; 
and  he  prayed  that  if  it  might  be, 
the  hour  might  pass  from  him  : 

36  And  he  saith  :  Abba,  Father;

23  And  having-  taken  the  chalice, 
giving  thanks  he  gave  it  to  them. 
And  they  all  drank  of  it> 

24  And  he  said  to  them  :  This  is 
my  blood  of  the  new  testament, 
which  shall  be  shed  for  many. 

25  Amen  I  say  to  you,  that  I 
will  drink  no  more  of  the  fruit  of  the 
vine,  until  that  day  when  I  shall 
drink  it  new  in  the  kingdom  of  God. 

36  And  whoa  thev  had  said  an 


thou  not  watch  one  hour  ? 

33  Watch  ye,  and  pray  that  you 
enter  not  into  temptation.  Thespirit 
indeed  is  willing, but  the  flesh  isweak. 

39  And  going  away  again,  he 
prayed,  Eaying  the  same  words. 

40  And  when  he  returned  be 
found  them,  again  asleep  (for  their 
eyes  were  heavy)  and  they  knew 
not  what  to  answer  him. 

41  And  he  cometh  the  third  time, 
and  S3it.h  to  them :  Sleep  ye  now. 
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and  rake  your  rest.  It  ij  enough  : 
the  hour  is  come ;  behold  the  son 
of  man  shall  be  betrayed  into  the 
hands  of  sinners. 

42  Rise  up,  let  us  go.  Behold, 
he  that  will  betray  me,  is  at  hand. 

43  And  while  he  was  yet  speak¬ 
ing,  cometh  Judas  Iscariot  one  of 
the  twelve,  and  with  him  a  great 
multitude  with  swords  and  staves, 
from  the  chief  priests  and  the  scribes 
and  the  antients. 

44  And  he  that  betrayed  him  had 
given  them  a  sign,  saying:  Whom¬ 
soever  I  shall  kiss,that  is  he, lay  hold 
on  him,  and  lead  him  away  carefully. 

45  And  when  he  was  come,  im¬ 
mediately  going  up  to  him,  he  sailh  : 
Hail  Rabbi :  and  he  kissed  him. 

4(5  But  they  laid  hands  on  him, 
and  held  him. 

47  And  one  of  them  that  stood  by 
drawing  a  sword,  struck  a  servant  of 
the  chief  priest,  and  cut  off  his  ear. 

48  And  Jesus  answering,  said 
to  them  :  Are  you  come  out  as  to  a 
robber  with  swords  and  staves  to 
apprehend  me  ? 

49  I  was  daily  with  you  in  the 
temple  teaching,  and  you  did  not 
lay  hands  on  me.  But,  that  the 
scriptures  may  be  fulfilled. 

50  Then  his  disciples  leaving  him, 
all  fled  away. 

51  And  a  certain  young  man  fol¬ 
lowed  him  having  a  linen  cloth  cast 
about  his  naked  body ;  and  they 
laid  hold  on  himr 

52  But  he,  casting  off  the  linen 
cloth,  fled  from  them  naked. 

53  And  they  brought  Jesus  to 
the  high-priest ;  and  all  the  priests 
and  the  scribes  and  the  antients  as¬ 
sembled'  together, 

54  And  Peter  followed  him  a-far 
pfF,  even  into  the  court  of  the  high- 
priest  ;  and  he  sat  with  the  servants 
af  the  fire,  and  warmed  himself. 

55  And  the  chief  priests  and  all 
the  council  sought  for  evidence 
against  Jesus,  that  they  might  put 
him  to  death,  and  found  none. 


60  For  many  bore  fairs  witness 
against  him,  and  their  evidence 
were  not  agreeing.  * 

57  And  seme  rising  up,  bore 
false  witness  against  him,  saying: 

58  We  heard  him  say,  I  will  de¬ 
stroy  this  temple'made  with  hands, 
and  within  three  days  I  will  build 
another  net  made  with  hands. 

59  And  their  witness  did  not  agree. 

60  And  the  high-priest  rising  up 
in  the  midst,  asked  Jesus,  saying: 
Answerest  thou  nothing  to  the 
things  that  are  laid  to  thy  charge 
by  these  men  ? 

61  But  he  held  his  peace  and 
answered  nothing.  Again  the  high- 
priest  asked  him,  and  said  to  him : 
Art  thou  the  Christ  the  Son  of  the 
blessed  God  ? 

62  And  Jesus  said  to  him  :  I  am. 
And  you  shall  see  the  eon  of  man 
sitting  on  the  right  hand  of  the 
power  of  God,  and  coming  with  the 
clouds  of  heaven. 

63  Then  the  high-priest  rending 
his  garments,  saiih  :  What  need  we 
any  farther  witnesses  ? 

64  You  have  heard  the  blasphemy. 
What  think  you  ?  Who  all  con¬ 
demned  him  to  be  guilty  of  death. 

65  And  some  began  to  spit  on 
him,  and  to  cover  his  face,  and  to 
buffet  him,  and  to  say  unto  him  : 
Prophesy  :  and  the  servants  struck 
him  with  the  palms  of  their  hands. 

66  Now  when  Peter  was  in  the 
court  below,  there  cometh  one  o l 
maid-servants  of  the  high-priest. 

67  And  when  she  had  seen  Peter 
warming  himself,  looking  on  him 
she  saith :  Thou  also  wast  with 
Jesus  of  Nazareth. 

68  But  he  denied,. saying :  I  nei¬ 
ther  knownor  understand  What  thou 
sayest.  And  he  went  forth  before 
the  court ;  and  the  cock  crew. 

69  And  again  a  maid-servant 
seeing  him,  began  to  eay  to  the 
standers  by  :  This  is  one  of  them. 

70  But  he  denied  again.  And 
after  a  while  they  that  stood  by 
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said  again  tc  reter  :  Surely  thou  art 
one  of  them  ;  for  thou  art  also  a  Ga¬ 
lilean. 

71  But  he  began  to  curse  and  to 
swear,  saying,  I  know  not  this  man 
of  whom  you  speak 

72  And  immediately  the  cock 
crew  again.  And  Peter  remember¬ 
ed  the  word  that  Jesus  had  said 
unto  him :  Before  the  cock  crow 
twice,  thou  shalt  thrice  deny  me. 
And  lie  began  to  weep. 

CHAP.  XV. 

Continuation  of  the  passion. 

ND  straightway  in  the  morning 
the  chief  priests  holding  a  con¬ 
sultation  with  the  antionts  and  the 
scribes  and  the  whole  council, 
binding  J esus  led  him  away,  and 
delivered  him  to  Pilate. 

2  And  Pilate  asked  him  :  Art  thou 
the  king  of  the  Jews?  but  he  answer¬ 
ing,  saith  to  him  :  Thou  sayest  it. 

3  And  the  chief  priests  accused 
him  in  many  things. 

4  And  Pilate  again  asked  him, say¬ 
ing:  Answerest  thou  nothing:  be¬ 
hold  in  how  many  things  they  ac¬ 
cuse  thee. 

5  But  Jesus  still  answered  no¬ 
thing  ;  So  that  Pilate  wondered. 

6  Now  on  the  festival  day  he  was 
wont  to  release  unto  them  one  of 
the  prisoners,  whomsoever  they  de¬ 
manded. 

7  And  there  was  one  called  Bu- 
rabbaa,  who  was  put  in  prison  with 
some  seditious  men,  who  in  the  se¬ 
dition  had  committed  murder. 

8  And  when  the  multitude  was  come 
up,  they  began  to  desire  that  hn  would 
do,  as  he  had  ever  done  unto  them. 

8  And  Pilate  answered  them, 
a. id  said  :  Will  you  that  I  release 
to  you  the  king  of  the  Jews  ? 

10  For  heknew  that  thcchiefprieats 
had  delivered  him  up  out  of  envy. 

11  But  the  chief  priests  moved 
the  people,  that  he  should  rather 
release  Bar  abbas  to  them. 

•12  And  Pilata  again  answering, 
Saith  to  What  will  you  then 


that  I  do  to  the  icing  of  the  Jews? 

13  But  they  again  cried  out 
Crucify  him. 

14  And  Pilate  saith  to  them 
Why,  what  evil  hath  he  done? 
But  they  cried  out  the  more:  Cru¬ 
cify  him. 

!5  And  so  Pilate  being  willing 
to  satisfy  the  people,  released  to 
them  Barabbas,  and  delivered  up 
Jesus,  when  he  had  scourged  him, 
to  be  crucified. 

16  And  the  3oldiersled  him  away 
into  die  court  of  the  palace,  and 
they  call  together  the  whole  band  . 

17  And  they  cloath  hitn  with 
purple,  and  platting  a  crown  of 
thorn?,  they  put  it  upon  him. 

18  And  they  began  to  salute 
him  :  Hail,  king  of  the  Jews. 

19  And  they  struck  his  head 
with  a  reed  :  And  they  did  spit  on 
him.  And  bowing  their  knees,  they 
adored  him. 

20  And  after  they  had  mocked 
him,  they  took  off  the  purple  from 
him,  and  put  his  own  garments  on 
him.  and  they  led  him  out  to  cru¬ 
cify  him. 

21  And  they  . forced  one  Simon  a 
Cyrenian  who  passed  by,  coming 
out  of  the  country,  the  father  of 
Alexander  and  of  Rufus,  to  take  up 
his  cross. 

52  And  they  bring  him  info  the 
place  called  Golgotha,  which  being 
interpreted  is,  the  place  of  Calvary. 

23  And  they  gave  him  to  drink 
wine  mingled  with  myrrh  ;  but  he 
took  it  not. 

24  And  crucifying  him,  they  di¬ 
vided  his  garments,  casting  lots 
upon  them,  what  every  man  should 

take. 

25  And  it  was  the  third  "hour, 
and  they  crucified  him. 

2G  And  the  inscription  of  his 
cause  was  written  over,  The  Kino 
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27  And  with  him  they  crucify 
two  thieves,  the  one  on  his  right 
hand  and  the  other  on  hi$  Wt. 
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98  And  the  Scripture  was  ful¬ 
filled  which  lakh:  And  with  the 
wicked  he  was  reputed . 

S9  And  they  that  passed  by, 
blasphemed  him,  wagging  their 
heads,  and  saying  :  Vah,  thou  that 
destroyest  the  temple  of  God,  and 
in  three  days  buildest  it  up  again  : 

30  Save  thyself,  coming  down 
from  the  cross. 

81  In  like  manner  also  the  chief 
priests  mocking  said  with  the 
scribes  one  to  another  :  He  caved 
others,  hirnself  he  cannot  save, 

39  Let  Christ  the  king  of  Israel 
come  down  now  from  the  cross, 
that  we  may  see  and  believe.  And 
they  that  were  crucified  with  him., 
reviled  him. 

33  And  when  the  sixth  hour  was 
come,  there  was  darkness  over  the 
whole  earth  until  the  ninth  hour. 

34  And  at  the  ninth  hour  Jesus 
cried  out  with  a,  loud  voice,  say¬ 
ing.  Eloi,  Eloi,  larhraa  sabactharti? 
Which  is  being  interpreted.  My 
God,  my  God,  why  hast  thou  for¬ 
saken  me  ? 

35  And  some  of  the  slanders  by 
hearing,  said :  Behold,  he  callelh 
Elias. 

36  And  one  running  and  filling 
a  spunge  with  vinegar,  and  putting 
it  upon  a  reed,  gave  him  to  drink, 
saying:  Stay,  let  us  see  .if  Elias 
come  to  take  him  down 

37  And  Jesus  having  cried  out 
with  aloud  voice,  gave  up  the  ghost. 

38  And  the  veil  of  the  temple 
was  rent  in  two,  from  the  top  to 
the  bottom. 

39  And  the  centurion  who  stood 
over  against  him,  seeing  that  cry¬ 
ing  out  in  this  manner  he  had  given 
up  the  ghost,  said :  Indeed  this 
man  was  the  Son  of  God. 

40  And  there  were  also  women 
looking  on  a-farofF:  among  whom 
was  Mary  Magdalen,  and  Mary 
the  mother  of  James  the  less  and 
of  Joseph,  and  Salome, 

41  Who  also  when  he  was  in 


Galilee,  followed  him,  and  minister¬ 
ed  to  him,  and  many  other  womer* 
that  came  up  with  him  to  Jerusalem 

42  And  when  evening  was  now 
come  (because  it  was  the  Parasceve, 
that  is  the  day  before  the  Sabbath.) 

43  Joseph  of  Arimathea  a  noble 
counsellor,  who  was  also  himself 
looking  for  the  kingdom  of  God, 
came  and  went  in  boldly  to  Pilate,  and 
begged  the  body  of  Jesus. 

44  But  Pilate  wondered  that  he 
should  be  already  dead.  And  send¬ 
ing  for  the  centurion,  he  asked  him 
if  he  were  already  dead. 

45  And  when  he  had  understood 
it  by  the  centurion,  he  gave  the 
body  to  Joseph. 

4S  And  Joseph  buying  fine  linen 
and  taking  him  down,  wrapped  him 
up  in  the  fine  linen  and  laid  him  in 
a  sepulchre  which  was  hewed  cut 
of  a  rock.  And  he  rolled  a  atone 
to  the  door  of  the  sepulchre. 

47  And  Mary  Magdalen  and 
Mary  the  mother  of  Joseph  beheld 
where  he  was  laid. 

CHAP.  XVI 

Christ Resurecticn  and  Ascension. 

A  ND  when  the  Sabbath  was  past 
Mary  Magdalen  and  Mary 
the  mother  of  James  and  Salome 
bought  sweet  spices,  tliat  coming 
they  might  anoint  Jbsus 

2  And  very  early  in  the  morning 
the  first  day  c-f  the  week,  they  come 
to  the  sepulchre,  the  sun  being  now 
risen. 

3  And  they  said  one  to  another : 
Who  shall  roll  us  back  the  stone 
from  the  door  of  the  sepulchre  ? 

4  And  looking,  they  saw  the  stone 
rolled  back.  For  it  was  very  great 

5  And  entering  into  the  sepulchre, 
they  saw  a  young  in  an  sitting  on  the 
right  side,  clothed  with  a  white 
robe  :  and  they  were  astonished. 

6  Who  saith  to  them  :  Be  not 
affrighted  ;  you  seek  Jesus  of  Na¬ 
zareth,  who  was  crucified  :  he  ia 
risen,  he  is  not  here,  behold  too 
place  where  they  laid  him. 
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7  But  g©,  iell  hia  disciples  and 
Peter  that  he  goeth  before  you  into 
Galilee ;  there  you  shall  see  him, 
as  he  told  you. 

8  But  they  going  out,  flea  from 
the  sepulchre.  For  a  trembling  ar.d 
fear  had  seized  them  :  and  they 
said  nothing  to  any  man  ;  for  they 
were  afraid. 

9  But  he  rising  early  the  first 
day  of  the  week,  appeared  first  to 
Mary  Magdalen,  out  Oi  whom  he 
bad  cast  seven  devils. 

10  She  went  and  told  them  that, 
had  been  with  him,  who  were 
mourning  and  weeping.. 

11  And  they  hearing  that  he  was 
alive  and  had  been  seen  by  her,  did 
not  believe, 

12  And  after  that  he  appeared  ia 
another  shape  to  two  of  them  walk¬ 
ing,  as  they  were  going  into  the 
country. 

13  And  they  going  told  it  to  die 
rest;  neither  did  they  believe  them. 

14  At  length  he  appeared  to  the 
eleven  as  they  were  at  table :  and 
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he  upbraided  them  with  their  incre¬ 
dulity  and  hardness  of  heart,  because 
they  did  not  believe  them  who  had 
seen  him  after  he  was  risen  again. 

15  And  he  said  to  them  :  Go  ye 
into  the  whole  world  and  preach 
the  gospel  to  every  creature, 

16  He  that  believeth  and  is  bap¬ 
tized,  shall  be  saved  :  but  he  that 
believeth  not,  shall  be  condemned. 

17  And  these  signs  shall  follow 
them  that  believe  :  In  my  name 
they  shall  cast  out  devils  :  they 
shall  speak  with  new  tongues  , 

13  They  shall  take  up  serpents  : 
and  if  they  shall  drink  any  deadly 
thing,  it  shall  not  hurt  them  :  they 
shall  lay  their  hands  upon  the  sick 
and  thev  shall  recover. 

19  And  the  Lord  Jesus,  after  he 
he  had  spoken  to  them,  was  taken 
up  into  heaven,  and  eitteth  on  the 
right  hand  of  God. 

20  But  they  going  forth  preach¬ 
ed  every  where:  the  Lord  working 
withal,  and  confirming  the  word 
with  signs  that  followed. 
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CHAP.  I. 

The  Conception  of  J'oh  i  the  Baptist ,  ij-r. 
T^ORASMUCH  as  many  have  ta- 
®-  ken  in  hand  to  set  forth  in  or¬ 
der  a  narration  of  the  things  that 
have  been  accomplished  among  us; 

2  According  as  they  have  deli¬ 
vered  them  unto  us,  who  from  the 
beginning  were  eye-witnesses  and 
ministers  of  the  word  ; 

3  It  seemed  good  to  me  also, 
having  diligently  attained  to  all 
things  fron  the  beginning,  to  writs 
to  tnee  in  order,  most  excellent 
Theophilua, 

4  That  thou  rnayest  know  the 
verity  of  those  words  in  which  theu 
hast  been  instructed. 

5  There  was  in  the  days  of  He¬ 
rod  the  king  of  Judea,  a  certain 
priest  named  Zachary,  of  the  course 
of  Abia,  and  his  wife  was  of  the 
daughters  of  Aaron,  and  her  name 


Elizabeth. 

6  And  they  were  both  just  be¬ 
fore  God,  walking  in  all  the.com* 

|  mandments  and  justifications  of  the 
I  Lord  without  blame, 

7  And  they  had  no  son  :  for  that 
i  Elizabeth  was  barren,  and  they 

both  were  well  advanced  in  years. 

8  And  it  came  to  pass,  when  he 
executed  the  priestly  function  in  the 
order  of  bis  course  before  God, 

9  According  to  the  custom  of  the 
priestly  office,  it  was  his  jot  to  of¬ 
fer  incense,  going  into  the  temple  of 
the  Lord ; 

10  And  all  the  multitude  of  the 
people  was  praying  without  at  the 
hour  of  incense, 

1 1  And  there  appeared  to  him  an 
angel  of  the  Lord,  standing  on  the 
right  side  of  the  altar  of  incense. 

12  And  Zachary  seeing  him  wan 
troubled,  and  fear  fell  upon  h»m  ; 
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13  But  the  Angel  said  to  him: 
Fear  not,  Zachary,  for  thy  prayer 
is  heard ;  and  thy  wife  Elizabeth 
shall  bear  thee  a  son,  and  thou 
;halt  call  his  name  John  : 

14  And  thou  sha.lt  have  joy  and 
gladness,  and  many  shall  rejoice  in 
his  nativity 

15  For  he  shall  be  great  before 
the  Lord  :  and  shall  drink  no  wine 
nor  strong  drink  ;  and  he  shall  be 
filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost  even 
from  his  mother’s  womb. 

16  And  he  shall  convert  many 
of  the  children  of  Israel  to  the  Lord 
their  God. 

1 7  And  he  shall  go  before  him  in  the 
spirit  and  power  of  Elias  ;  that  he 
may  turn  the  hearts  of  the  fathers 
unto  the  children,  and  the  incredu¬ 
lous  to  the  wisdom  of  the  just,  to 
prepare  unto  the  Lord  a  perfect 
people. 

18  And  Zachary  said  to  the  An¬ 
gel  :  Whereby  shall  I  know  this  ? 
lor  I  afn  an  old  man ;  and  my  wife 
is  advanced  in  years. 

19  And  the  Angel  answering, 
said  to  him :  I  am  Gabriel  who 
stand  before  God  ;  and  am  sent  to 
speak  to  thee,  .and  to  bring  thee 
these  good  tidings. 

20  And  behold,  thou  shall  be 
dumb,  and  shalt  not  be  able  to 
Speak  until  the  day  wherein  these 
things  shall  come  to  pass  ;  because 
thou  hast  not  believed  my  words, 
which  shall  be  fulfilled  in  their 
time. 

21  And  the  people  was  waiting  for 
Zachary  ;  and  they  wondered  that 
he  tarried  so  long  in  the  temple. 

22  And  when  he  came  out  he 
could  not  speak  to  them,  and  they 
understood  that  he  had  seen  a  vi¬ 
sion  in  the  temple.  And  he  made 
signs  to  them,(and  remained  dumb. 

S3  And  it  came  to  pass,  after  the 
daysof  his  office  were  accomplished, 
he  departed  to  his  own  house. 

24  And  after  those  day3  Eliza¬ 
beth  his  wife  concerned,  and  hid 


herself  five  months,  saying: 

25  Thus  hath  the  Lord  dealt 
with  me  in  the  days  wherein  he 
hath  had  regard  to  take  away  my 
reproach  among  men. 

26  And  in  the  sixth  month,  the 
Angel  Gabriel  was  sent  from  God  in¬ 
to  a  city  of  Galilee,  called  Nazareth, 

27  To  a  virgin  espoused  to  a 
man  whose  name  was  Joseph,  of 
the  house  of  David  ;  and  the  vir¬ 
gin's  name  was  Mary. 

28  And  the  Angel  being  come 
in,  said  unto  her:  Hail  full  of 
grace,  the  Lord  is  with  thee; 
Blessed  art  thou  among  women. 

29  Who  having  heard,  was  trou¬ 
bled  at  his  saying,  and  thought 
with  herself  what  manner  of  salu¬ 
tation  this  should  be. 

30  And  the  Angel  said  to  her : 
Fear  not,  Mary,  for  thou  hast  found 
grace  with  God. 

31  Behold  thou  shalt  conceive  in 
thy  womb,  and  shalt  bring  forth  a 
son  ;  and  thou  shalt  call  his  name 
Jesus. 

32  He  shall  be  great,  and  shall 
be  called  the  Son  of  the  most  High, 
and  the  Lord  God  6nall  give  unto 
him  the  throne  of  David  his  father: 
and  he  shall  reign  in  the  house  of 
Jacob  for  ever. 

33  And  of  his  kingdom  there 
shall  be  no  end. 

34  And  Mary  said  to  the  Angel : 
How  shall  this  be  done,  because  I 
know  not  man  ? 

35  And  the  Angelanswering,  said 
to  her:  The  Holy  Ghost  shall  come 
upon  thee,  and  the  power  of  the 
most  High  shall  overshadow  thee. 
And  therefore  also  the  Holy  which 
shall  be  born  of  thee,  shall  be  called 
the  Son  of  God. 

36  And  behold  thy  cousin  Eliza¬ 
beth,  she  also  hath  conceived  a  son 
in  her  old  age  ;  and  this  is  the  sixth 
month  with  her  that  is  called  barren^ 

37  Because  no  word  shah  be  im¬ 
possible  with  God. 

38  And  Mary  gaid  Behold  the 
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huna-uiaiti  oi  me-  L.ord,  be  it  done 
to  me  according  to  thy  word.  And 
the  Angel  departed  from  her. 

39  And  Mary  rising  up  in  those 
days,  went  into  the  hill  country 
with  haste  into  a  city  of  Juda. 

40  And  she  entered  into  the  house 
of  Zachary,  and  saluted  Elizabeth. 

41  And  it  came  to  pass;  that 
when  Elizabeth  heard  the  saluta¬ 
tion  of  Mary,  the  infant  leaped  in 
her  womb.  And  Elizabeth  was 
filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost  : 

42  And  she  cried  out  with  a  loud 
voice,  and  said:  Blessed  art  thou 
among  women,  and  blessed  is  the 
fruit  of  thy  womb. 

43  And  whence  is  this  to  me, 
that  the  mother  of  my  Lord  should 
dome  to  me  ? 

44  Eor  behold  as  soon  as  the 
voice  of  thy  salutation  sounded  in 
my  ears,  the  infant  in  my  womb 
leaped  for  joy. 

43  And  blessed  art  thou  that  hast 
believed,  because  those  things  shall 
be  accomplished  that  were  spoken 
to  thee  by  the  Lord. 

46  And  Mary  said:  My  soul 
doth  magnify  the  Lord  : 

47  And  my  spirit  hath  rejoiced 
in  God  my  Saviour. 

48  Because  he  hath  regarded  the 
humility  of  his  hand-maid  ;  for  be¬ 
hold  from  henceforth  all  genera¬ 
tions  shall  call  me  blessed. 

49  Because  he  that  is  mighty 
hath  done  great  things  to  me  :  and 
holy  is  his  name. 

50  And  his  mercy  is  from  gene¬ 
ration  unto  generations,  to  them 
that  fear  him. 

51  He  hath  shewed  might  in  his 
arm  :  he  hath  scattered  the  proud 
in  the  conceit  of  their  heart. 

52  He  hath  put  down  the  mighty 
from  their  seat,  and  hath  exalted 
the  humble. 

53  He  hath  filled  the  hungry 
with  good  things :  and  the  rich  he 
hath  sent  empty  away. 

54  He  hath  received  Israel  hia 


servant,  being  mindful  of  his  mercy. 

55  As  he  spoke  to  our  fathers,  to 
Abraham  and  to  his  seed  for  ever, 

56  And  Mary  abode  with  her 
about  three  months  :  and  she  re¬ 
turned  to  her  own  house 

67  Now  Elizabeth's  full  time  Of 
being  delivered  wras  come,  and  she 
brought  forth  a  son. 

58  And  her  neighbours  and  kins¬ 
folks  heard  that  the  Lord  had  shew¬ 
ed  his  great  mercy  towards  her,  and 
they  congratulated  with  her. 

59  And  it  came  to  pass  that  on 
the  eighth  day  they  came  to  cir¬ 
cumcise  the  child,  and  they  called 
him  by  his  fathers  name  Zachary. 

60  And  his  mother  answering, 
said  .  Not  so,  but  he  shall  be  call¬ 
ed  John. 

61  And  they  said  to  her:  There 
is  none  of  thy  kindred  that  is  called 
by  this  name. 

62  And  they  made  signs  to  his  fa¬ 
ther,  how  he  would  have  him  called. 

63  And  demanding  a  writing-ta¬ 
ble,  he  wrote,  saying  :  John  is  hia 
name.  And  they  all  wondered. 

64  And  immediately  his  mouth 
was  opened,  and  his  tongue  loosed, 
and  he  spoke  blessing  God. 

65  And  fear  came  upon  all  their 
neighbours ;  and  all  these  things 
were  noised  abroad  over  all  the 
hill-country  of  Judea: 

66  And  all  they  that  had  heard 
them  laid  them  up  in  their  heart, 
saying:  What  an  one,  think  ye, 
shall  this  child  be  t  For  the  hand 
of  the  Lord  was  with  him. 

67  And  Zachary  his  father  was 
filled  with  the  I^oly  Ghost :  and  he 
prophesied  saying : 

68  Blessed  be  the  Lord  God  of  Is¬ 
rael  :  because  he  hath  visited  and 
wrought  the  redemption  of  his  peo¬ 
ple  : 

69  And  hath  raised  up  an  horn 
of  salvation  to  us,  in  the  house  of 
David  his  servant. 

70  As  he  spoke  by  the  mouth  of 
his  holy  prophets,  who  are  firnni 
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ihe  beginning'. 

71  Salvation  from  our  enemies, 
and  from  the  hand  of  al!  that  hate  us. 

T2  To  perform  mercy  to  our 
fathers  ;  and  to  remember  his  holy 
testament. 

T3  The  oath  which  he  swore  to 
Abiaham  our  father,  that  he  would 
grant  to  us, 

74  That  being  delivered  from  the 
hand  of  our  enemies,  we  may  serve 
him  without  fear, 

75  In  holiness  and  justice  before 
him,  all  our  days. 

7 C  And  thou  child,  shalt  be  called 
the  prophet  of  the  Highest :  for 
thou  shalt  go  before  the  face  of  the 
Lord  to  prepare  his  ways. 

77  To  give  knowledge  of  salva¬ 
tion  to  his  people,  unto  the  remis¬ 
sion  of  their  siris. 

78  Through  the  bowels  of  the 
mercy  of  our  God,  in  which  the 
Orient,  from  on  high,  hath  visited  us. 

79  To  enlighten  them  that  sit  in 
darkness,  and  in  the  shadow  of 
death:  to  direct  our  feet  into  the 
way  of  peace. 

80  And  the  child  grew,  and  was 
strengthened  in  spirit :  and  was  in 
the  desarts  until  the  day  of  his  ma¬ 
nifestation  to  Israel. 

CHAP.  II. 

The  birth  of  Christ. 

ND  it  came  to  pass  that  in  those 
days  there  went  out  a  decree 
from  Cesar  Augustus ;  that  the 
whole  world  should  be  enrolled. 

2  This  enrolling  was  first  made 
by  Cyrinus  the  governor  of  Syria. 

3  And  all  went  to  be  enrolled, 
'every  one  into  his  qwn  city. 

4  And  Joseph  also  went  up  from 
Galilee  out  of  the  city  of  Nazareth 
into  Judea,  to  the  city  of  David, 
jvhich  ia  called  Bethlehem  :  because 
he  was  of  the  house  and  family  of 
David, 

5  To  be  enrolled  with  Mary  his 
espoused  wife  who  was  with  child. 

6  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  when 
they  were  there,  her  days  were 


accomplished,  that  she  should  btt 
delivered. 

7  And  she  brought  forth  her  first¬ 
born  son,  and  wrapped  him  up  in 
awadling  clothes,  and  laid  him  in  a 
manger :  because  there  was  no  room 
for  them  in  the  inn. 

8  And  there  were  in  the  same 
country  shepherds  watching  and 
keeping  the  night-watches  over 
their  flock. 

9  And  behold,  an  angel  of  the 
Lord  Btood  by  them,  and  the  bright¬ 
ness  of  God  shoneroundabout  them 
and  they  feared  with  a  great  fear. 

10  And  ihe  angel  said  to  them  i 
Fear  not ;  for  behold  I  bring  you 
good  tidings  of  great  joy,  that  shall 
be  to  all  the  people  : 

11  For  this  day  is  born  to  you  a 
Saviour,  who  is  Christ  the  Lord, 
in  the  city  of  David. 

12  And  this  shall  be  a  sign  unto 
you:  You  shall  find  the  infant 
wrapped  irT  swadling  clothes,  and 
laid  in  a  manger. 

13  And  suddenly  there  was  with 
the  angel  a  multitude  of  the  heaven¬ 
ly  army,  praising  God,  and  sa-ying  : 

14  Glory  to  God  in  the  highest:  and 
on  earth  peace  to  men  of  good  will. 

15  And  it  came  to  pass,  after  the 
angels  departed  from  them  into 
heaven,  the  shepherds  said  one  to 
another :  Let  us  go  over  to  Beth¬ 
lehem,  and  let  us  see  this  word  that 
i3  come  to  pass,  which  the  Lord 
hath  shewed  to  us. 

16  And  .they  came  with  haste 
and  they  found  Mary  and  Joseph, 
and  the  infant  lying  in  the  manger. 

17  And  seeing,  they  understood 
of  the  word  that  had  been  spoken 
to  them  concerning  this  child. 

18  And  all  that  heard,  wonder¬ 
ed :  and  at  those  things  that  were 
told  them  by  the  shepherds. 

19  But  Mary  kept  all  these  words', 
pondering  them  in  her  heart, 

20  And  the  shepherds  returned 
glorifying  and  praising  God,  for  aU 
the  things  they  had  beard  and  seen, 
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as  it  was  told  unto  them. 

21  And  after  eight  days  were  ac¬ 
complished  that  the  child  should  he 
circumcised  ;  his  name  was  called 
Jesus, which  was  called  by  the  angel, 
before  he  was  conceived  in  the  womb. 

22  And  after  the  days  of  her  pu¬ 
rification  according  to  the  law  of 
Moses  were  accomplished,  they 
carried  him  to  Jerusalem,  to  pre¬ 
sent  him  to  the  Lord. 

23  As  it  is  written  in  the  law  of 
the  Lord,  Every  male  opening  the 
womb  shall  be  called  holy  to  the  Lord. 

24  And  to  offer  a  sacrifice  accord¬ 
ing  as  it  is  written  in  the  law  of  the 
Lord,  a  pair  of  turtle  doves,  or  two 
young  pigeons. 

25  And  behold  there  was  a  man 
in  Jerusalem  named  Simeon,  and 
this  man  was  just  and  devout,  wait¬ 
ing  for  the  consolation  of  Israel : 
and  the  Iloly  Ghost  was  in  him. 

26  And  he  had  received  an  an- 
Bwer  from  the  Holy  Ghost,  that  fie 
should  not  see  death,  before  he  had 
seen  the  Christ  of  the  Lord. 

27  And  he  came  by  the  Spirit 
into  the  temple.  And  when  his 
parents  brought  in  the  child  Jesus, 
to  do  for  him  according  to  the  cus¬ 
tom  of  the  law, 

28  He  also  took  him  into  hie 
arms,  and  blessed  God,  and  said  : 

29  Now  thou  dost  dismiss  thy 
Eervant,  O  Lord,  according  to  thy 
word  in  peace. 

30  Because  my  eyes  have  seen 
thy  salvation, 

31  Which  thou  hast  prepared  be¬ 
fore  the  face  of  all  people : 

32  A  light  to  the  revelation  of  the 
gentiles,  and  the  glory  of  thy  people 
Israel. 

33  And  Ilia  father  and  mother 
were  wondering  at  those  things 
which  were  spoken  concerning  him. 

34  And  Simeon  blessed  them, 
and  said  to  Mary  his  mother  :  Be¬ 
hold  this  child  is  set  for  the  fall,  and 
for  the  resurrectiou  of  many  in 


Israel,  and  for  a  sign  which  shall  b 
contradicted, 

35"  And  thy  own  soul  a  sword 
shall  pierce,  that  out  of  many  hearts 
thoughts  may  be  revealed. 

3G  And  there  was  one  Anna  a 
prophetess,  the  daughter  of  Pha- 
nuel,  of  the  tribe  of  Aser  ;  she  was 
far  advanced  in  years,  and  had  lived 
with  her  husband  seven  years  from 
her  virginity. 

37  And  she  was  a  widow  until 
fourscore  and  four  years  ;  who  del- 
parted  not  from  the  temple,  by  fast¬ 
ings  and  prayers  serving  night  am 
day. 

38  Now  she  at  the  same  horn 
coming  in,  confessed  to  the  Lord  ; 
and  spoke  of  him  to  all  that  looked 
for  the  redemption  of  Israel. 

39  And  after  they  had  performed 
all  things  according  to  the  law  of 
the  Lord,  they  returned  into  Gali¬ 
lee,  to  their  city  Nazareth. 

40  And  the  child  grew,  and 
waxed  strong,  full  of  wisdom:  and 
the  grace  of  God  was  in  him. 

41  And  his  parents  went  every 
year  to  Jerusalem,  at  the  solemn 
day  of  the  pasch. 

49  And  when  he  was  twelve  years 
old,  they  going  up  into  Jerusalem 
according  to  the  custom  of  the  feast, 

43  And  having  fulfilled  the  days, 
when  they  returned,  the  child  Jesuu 
remained  in  Jerusalem ;  and  his 
parents  knew  it  not. 

44  And  thinking  that  he  was  in 
the  company,  they  came  a  day's 
journey,  and  sought  him  among 
their  kinsfolks  and  acquaintance. 

45  And  not  finding  him,  they  re¬ 
turned  into  Jerusalem,  seeking  him. 

46  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  af¬ 
ter  three  days  they  found  him  in  the 
temple  sitting  in  the  midst  of  the 
doctors,  hearing;  them  and  asking 
them,  questions. 

47  And  all  that  heard  him  were 
astonished  at  his  wisdom  and  his 
answers. 
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48  And  feeing  him,  they  won¬ 
dered.  And  his  mother  said  to 
him  :  Son,  why  hast  thou  done  so 
to  us  ?  behold  thy  father  and  I 
have  sought  thee  sorrowing. 

49  And  he  said  to  them :  How 
is  it  that  you  sought  me?  did  you 
not  know,  that  I  must  be  about 
my  Father’s  business? 

50  And  they  understood  not  the 
word  that  he  spoke  unto  them. 

51  And  he  went  down  with  them, 
and  came  to  Nazareth  ;  and  was 
subject  to  them.  And  his  mother 
kept  all  these  words  in  her  heart. 

52  And  Jesus  advanced  in  wis¬ 
dom  and  age,  and  grace  with  God 
and  men. 

CHAP.  III. 

John's  mission  and  preaching. 

|%TO  W  in  the  fifteenth  year  of  the 

'  reign  of  Tiberius  Cesar,  Pon¬ 
tius  Pilate  being  governor  of  Judea, 
and  Herod  being  tetrarch  of  Gali¬ 
lee,  and  Philip  his  brother  tetrarch 
of^Iturea  and  the  country  of  Tra- 
chcnitis,  and  Lysanias  tetrarch  of 
Abilina. 

2  Under  the  high-priests  Annas 
andCaiphas:  the  word  of  the.Lord 
was  made  unto  John  the  son  of 
Zachary,  in  the  desart. 

3  And  he  came  into  all  the  coun¬ 
try  about  the  Jordan,  preaching 
the  baptism  of  penance  for  the  re¬ 
mission  of  sins ; 

4  As  it  was  written  in  the  book 
of  the  sayings  oflsaias  the  prophet: 
A  voice  of  one  crying  in  the  wilder - 
ness:  Prepare  ye  the  way  of  the 
Lord,  make  straight  his  paths. 

5  Every  valley  shall  be  filled  ;  and 
every  mountain  and  hill  shall  be  brought 
low :  and  the  crooked  shall  be  made 
straight,  and  the  rough  ways,  plain. 

G  And  all  flesh  shall  see  the  salvation 

God. 

7  He  said  therefore  to  the  multi¬ 
tudes  that  went  forth  to  be  baptiz¬ 
ed  by  him  :  Ye  offspring  of  vipers, 
who  hath  shewed  you  to  tlee  fr'om 
the  w^ath  to  come  ? 


8  Bring  forth  therefore  fruits 
wortliy  of  penance,  and  do  not  be¬ 
gin  to  say.  We  have  Abraham  for 
cur  father.  For  I  say  unto  you, 
that  God  is  able  of  these  stones  to 
raise  up  children  to  Abraham. 

9  For  now  the  axe  is  laid  to  the 
root  of  the  trees.  Every  tree  there¬ 
fore  that  bringeth  not  forth  good 
fruit,  shall  be  cut  down,  and  cast 
into  the  fire. 

10  And  the  people  asked  him, 
saying  :  What  then  shall  we  do  i 

1 1  And  he  answering,  6aid  to 
them  :  He  that  hath  two  coats, 
let  him  give  to  him  that  hath  none ;

16  John  answered,  saying  unto 
all :  1  indeed  baptize  you  with  wa¬ 
ter  ;  but  there  shall  come  one 
mightier  than  I,  thelatchet  of  whose 
shoes  I  am  not  worthy  to  loose  ;  he 
shall  baptize  you  with  the  Holy

17  Whose  fan  is  in  his  hand,  and 
he  will  purge  his  floor  ;  and  will 
gather  the  wheat  into  his  barn,  but 
the  chaff  he  will  burn  with  un¬ 
quenchable  fire.

1 3  The  spirit  of  the  Lord  is  upon 
me,  wherefore  he  hath  anointed  me,  to 
preach  the  gospel  to  the  poor  he  hath 
sent  me,  to  heal  the  contrite  of  heart. 

19  To  preach  deliverance  to  the 
captives,  and  sight  to  the  blind,  to  set 
at  liberty  them  that  are  bruised,  to 
preach  the  acceptable  year  of  the 
Lord,  and  the  day  of  reward.

22  And  all  gave  testimony  to 
him ;  and  they  wondered  at  the 
words  of  grace  that  proceeded  from 
his  mouth,  and  they  said  ;  Is  not 
this  the  son  of  Joseph  ? 

23  And  he  said  to  them :  doubt¬ 
less  you  will  say  to  me  this  simili¬ 
tude:  Physician  heal  thyself:  as 
great  things  as  we  have  heard  done 

Oapharnium,  do  also  here  in  thy 


own  country. 

24  And  he  said  :  Amen  I  say  to 
you,  that  no  prophet  is  accepted  in 
his  own  country. 

25  In  truth  I  say  to  you,  there 
were  many  widows  in  the  days  of 
Elias  in  Israel,  when  heaven  was 
shut  up  three  years  and  six  months, 
when  there  was  a  great  famine 
throughout  all  the  earth., 

26  And  to  none  of  them  was 
Elias  sent,  but  to  Sarepta  of  Sidon, 
to  a  widow  woman. 

27  And  there  were  many  lepers 
in  Israel. in  the  time  of  Eliseus  the 
prophet ;  and  none  of  them  was 
cleansed  but  Naaman  the  Syrian. 

28  And  all  they  in  the  synagogue, 
hearing  these  things,  were  filled 
with  anger. 

29  And  they  rose  up  and  thurst 
him  out  of  the  city :  and  they 
brought  him  to  the  brow  of  the  hill, 
whereon  their  city  was  built,  that 
they  might  cast  him  down  headlong. 

30  But  he  passing  through  the 
midst  of  them,  went  his  way. 

31  And  he  went  down  into  Cap- 
hamaurn  a  city  of  Galilee ;  and  there 
he  taught  them  on  the  sabbath-days-

91  And  the  scribes  and  Pharisees 
began  to  think,  saying :  Who  is  this 
who  speaketh  blasphemies  ?  Who 
can  forgive  6ins,  but  God  alone  ? 

22  And  when  Jesus  knew  their 
thoughts,  answering  he  Said  to 
them  :  Wrbat  is  it  you  think  in  your 
hearts  ? 

23  Which  is  easier  to  say,  Thy 
sins  are  forgiven  thee ;  or  to  say, 
Arise,  and  walk  ? 

24  But  that  you  may  know  that 
the  son  of  man  hath  power  on  earth 
to  forgive  siiis  (he  suith  to  the  sick 
of  the  palsy)  I  say  to  thee,  Arise, 
take  up  thy  bed, and  go  into  thy  house. 

95  And  immediately  rising  up 
before  them,  he  took  up  the  bed  on 
which  ho  lay ;  and  he  went  away  to 
his  own  house,  glorifying  God. 

26  Anil  all  were  astonished  :  and 
they  glorified  God.  And  they  were 
filled  with  fear,  saying:  We  have 
seen  wonderful  things  to-day. 

27  And  after  these  thin'gs  he  went 
fbrth,  and  saw  a  publican  named 
Levi,  sitting  at  the  receipt  of  cus¬ 
tom,  and  he  said  to  him :  Follow  ine. 

28  And  leaving  a!J  things,  he  rose 
up  and  followed  him. 

29  And  Levi  made  him  a  great 
feast  in  his  own  house  ;  and  there 
was  a  great  company  of  publicans, 
and  of  others,  were  at  table 
with  them. 


30  But  their  Pharisees  and  scribes 
murmured,  saying  to  his  disciples  ; 
Why  do  you  eat  and  drink  with 
publicans  and  sinners? 

31  And  Jesus  answering,  said  to 

them :  They  that  are  whole, need  not 
the  physician :  but  they  that  are  sick. 

32  I  came  not  to  call  the  just, 
but  sinners  to  penance. 

33  And  they  said  to  him  :  Why 
do  the  disciples  of  John  fast  often, 
and  make  prayers,  and  the  disciples 
of  the  Pharisees  in  like  manner ;  but 
thine  eat  and  drink? 

31  To  whom  he  said :  Can  you 
make  the  children  of  the  bridegroom 
fast,  whilst  the  bridegroom  is  with 
them  ? 

35  But  the  days  will  come ;  when 
the  bridegroom  shall  be  taken  away 
from  them,  then  shall  they  fast  in 
those  days. 

36  And  he  spoke  alsoa  similitude  to 
them  :  That  no  man  putteth  a  piece 
from  a  new  garment  upon  an  old 
garment;  otherwise  he  both  rend- 
eth  the new,and.the piece  taken  from 
the  new  agreeth  not  with  the  old. 

37  And  r.o  man  putteth  new  wine 
into  old  bottles :  otherwise  the  new 
wine  will  break  the  bottles,  and  it 
will  be  spilled  and  the  bottles  will 
be  lost. 

38  But  new  wine  must  be  put 
into  new  bottles ;  and  both  are 
preserved. 

39  And  nc  man  drinking  old 
hath  presently  a  mind  to  new ;  fi 
he  saith,  The  old  is  better. 

CHAP.  VI. 

Chi  1st  excuses  his  disciples. 

N  D  it  came  to  pass  on  the  se¬ 
cond  first  sabbath,  that  as  he 
went  through  the  corn-fields  his 
■isciples  plucked  the  ears,  and  did 
eat  rubbing  them  in  their  hands. 

2  Aiid  some  of  the  Pharisees  said 
to  them  :  Why  do  you  that,  which 
is  not  lawful  on  the  sabbath-days? 

3  And  Jesus  answering  them, 
said  :  Have  you  not  read  so  much 
as  this,  what  David  did.  when  him- 
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golf  was  hungry  and  they  that  were 
with  him: 

4  How  he  went  into  the  house  of 
God,  and  took  and  ate  the  bread  of 
proposition,  and  gave  to  them  that 
were  with  him,  which  is  not  lawful 
to  eat  but  only  for  the  priests? 

5  And  he  said  to  them  ;  The  son 
of  man  is  Lord  also  of  the  sabbath. 

6  And  it  came  to  pass  also  on 
another  sabbath,  that  ha  entered 
into  the  synagogue,  and  taught. 
And  there  was  a  man,  whose  right 
hand  was  withered. 

7  And  the  scribes  and  Pharisees 
watched  if  he  would  heal  on  the 
sahbatli ;  that  they  might  find  an 
accusation  against  him. 

8  But  he  knew  their  thoughts ; 
and  said  to  the  man  who  had  the 
withered  hand:  Arise,  and  stand 
forth  in  the  midst.  And  rising,  he 
6tood  forth. 

9  Then  Jesus  said  to  them :  I 
ask  you,  if  it  be  lawful  on  the  sab- 
bath-days  to  do  good  or  to  do  evil ; 
to  save  life,  or  to  destroy  ? 

10  And  iooking  round  about  on 

them  all,  he  said  to  the  man :  Stretch 

forth  thv  hand.  And  he  stretched  it 
* 

forth:  and  his  hand  was  restored. 

11  And  they  were  filled  with 
madness ;  and  they  talked  one  with 
another,  what  they  might  do  to 
Jesus. 

12  And  it  came  to  pass  in  those 
days,  that  he  went  out  into  a  moun¬ 
tain  to  pray,  and  he  passed  the 
whole  night  in  the  prayer  of  God, 

13  And  when  day  was  come,  he 
called  unto  him  his  disciples ;  and 
he  chose  twelve  of  them  (whom  also 
he  named  Apostles :) 

14  Simon  whom  he  surnamed 
Peter,  and  Andrew  his  brother, 
James  and  John,  Philip  and  Bar¬ 
tholomew, 

15  Mathew  and  Thomas,  James 
the  son  of  Alpheus,  and  Simon  who 
is  called  Zelotes, 

16  And  Jude  the  brother  of 
James,  and  Judas  Iscariol  who  was 


the  traitor. 

1 7  And  coming  down  with  them, 
he  stood  in  a  plain  place,  and  the 
company  of  his  disciples  and  a  very 
great  multitude  of  people  from  all 
Judea  and  Jerusalem,  and  the  sea- 
coast  both  of  Tyre  and  Sidon, 

18  Who  were  come  to  hear  him, 
and  to  be  healed  of  their  diseases, 
And  they  that  were  troubled  with 
unclean  spirits,  were  cured. 

19  And  all  the  multitude  sought 
to  touch  him,  for  virtue  went  out 
from  him,  and  healed  all. 

20  And  he,  lifting  up  his  eyes  on 
his  disciples,  said  :  Blessed  are  ye 
poor:  for  yours  is  the  kingdom  of 

God. 

21  Blessed  are  ye  that  hunger 
now:  for  you  shall  be  fille,(^  Bles¬ 
sed  are  ye  that  weep  now  :  for  you 
shall  laugh. 

22  Blessed  shall  you  be  when 
men  shall  hate  you,  and  when  they 
shall  separate  you,  and  shall  re¬ 
proach  you,  and  cast  out  your  name 
as  evil,  for  the  son  of  man’s  sake. 

93  Be  glad  in  that  day  and  re¬ 
joice ;  for  behold,  your  reward  is 
great  in  heaven.  For  according  to 
these  things  did  their  fathers  to  the 
prophets. 

24  But  wo  to  you  that  are  rich: 
for  you  have  your  consolation. 

25  Wo  to  you  that  are  filled :  for 
you  shall  hunger.  Wo  to  you  that 
now  laugh:  for  you  shall  mourn  and 
weep. 

26  Wo  to  you  when  men  shall 
bless  you:  For  according  to  these 
things  did  their  fathers  to  the  false 
prophets. 

27  But  I  say  to  you  that  hear: 
Love  your  enemies,  do  good  to 
ihem  that  hate  you. 

28  Bless  them  that  curse  you,  and 
pray  for  them  that  calumniate  you. 

29  And  to  him  that  striketh  thee 
on  the  one  cheek,  offer  also  the 
other.  And  him  that  taketh  aw-ay 
from  thee  thy  cloak,  forbid  not  to 
take  thy  coat  also 
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SO  Give  to  every  one  that  asketh 
thee,  and  of  him  that  taketh  away 
thy  goods,  ask  them  not  again. 

31  And  as  you  would  that  men 
should  do  to  you,  do  you  also  to 
them  in  like  manner. 

39  And  if  you  love  them  that  love 
you,  what  thanks  are  to  you  ?  for 
sinners  also  love  those  that  love  them. 

33  And  if  you  do  good  to  them 
who  do  good  to  you  ;  what  thanks 
are  to  you  ?  for  sinners  also  do  this. 

34  And  if  ye  lend  to  them  of 
whom  you  hope  to  receive  ;  what 
thanks  are  to  you  ?  for  sinners  also 
lend  to  sinners, for  to  receive  as  much. 

35  But  love  ye  your  enemies  ;  do 
good,  and  lend,  hoping  for  nothing 
thereby :  and  your  reward  shall  be 
great,  and  you  shall  be  the  sons  of 
the  Highest;  for  he  is  kind  to  the 
unthankful,  and  to  the  evil. 

36  Be  ye  therefore  mereiful,  as 
your  father  also  is  merciful. 

37  Judge  not,  and  you  shall  not 
be  judged.  Condemn  not,  and  you 
shall  not  be  condemned.  Forgive, 
ami  you  shall  be  forgiven. 

38  Give,  and  it  shall  be  given  to 
you:  good  measure  and  pressed  down 
and  shaken  together  and  running 
over  shall  they  give  into  your  bo¬ 
som.  For  with  the  6ame  measure 
that  you  shall  mete  withal,  it  shall 
be  measured  to  you  again. 

39  And  he  spoke  also  to  them  a 
similitude:  Can  the  blind  lead  the 
blind?  do  they  not  both  fall  into  the 
ditch? 

40  The  disciple  is  not  above  his 
master :  but  every  one  shall  be  per¬ 
fect,  if  he  be  as  his  master. 

41  And  why  seest  thou  the  mote 
in  thy  brother’s  eye :  but  the  beam 
that  is  in  thy  own  eye  thou  consi- 
derest  not. 

42  Or  how  canst  thou  say  to  thy 
brother:  Brother,  let  me  pull  the 
mote  out  of  thy  eye,  when  thou  thy¬ 
self  seest  not  the  beam  in  thy  own 
eye?  Hypocrite,  cast  first  the  beam 
out  of  thy  own  eye :  and  then  shall 


thou  see  clearly  to  take  out  the 
mote  from  thy  brother's  eye. 

43  For  there  is  no  good  tree  that 
bringeth  forth  evil  fruit ;  nor  an  evil 
tree  that  bringeth  forth  good  fruit. 

44  For  every  tree  is  known  by 
its  fruit.  For  men  do  not  gather 
figs  from  thorns;  nor  from  a  bram* 
bie  bush  do  they  gather  the  grape. 

45  A  good  man  out  of  the  good 
treasure  of  his  heart  bringeth  forth 
that  which  is  good :  and  an  evil  man 
out  of  the  evil  treasure  bringeth 
forth  that  which  is  evil.  For  out 
of  the  abundance  of  the  heart  tht 
mouth  speaketh, 

46  And  why  call  you  me,  Lord, 
Lord  :  and  do  not  the  things  which 
I  say  ? 

47  Every  one  that  cometh  to  me, 
and  heareth  my  words,  and  doth 
them,  I  will  shew  you  to  whom  he 
is  like. 

48  He  is  like  to  a  man  building  a 
house,  who  digged  deep,  and  laid 
the  foundation  upon  a  rock.  And 
when  a  flood  came,  the  stream  beat 
vehemently  upon  that  house,  and 
it  could  not  shake  it;  for  it  was 
founded  on  a  rock. 

49  But  he  that  heareth,  and  doth 
not;  is  like  to  a  man  building  his 
house  upon  the  earth  without  a 
foundation :  against  which  the 
stream  beat  vehemently,  and  im¬ 
mediately  it  fell,  and  the  ruin  of 
that  house  was  great. 

CHAP.  VII. 

Christ  heals  the  Centurion's  servant. 
ND  when  he  had  finished  all  his 
words  in  the  hearing  of  the 
people,  he  entered  into  Capharnaum. 

2  And  the  servant  of  a  certain 
centurion,  who  was  dear  to  him, 
being  sick,  was  ready  to  die: 

3  And  when  he  had  heard  of 
J esus,  he  sent  unto  him  the  antients 
of  the  Jews,  desiring  him  to  come 
and  heal  his  servant, 

4  And  when  they  came  to  Jesus, 
they  besought  him  earnestly,  say¬ 
ing  to  him,  He  is  worthy  that  thou

shouldest  do  tms  for  him. 

5  For  he  loveth  our  nation  ;  and 
he  hath  built  us  a  synagogue. 

6  And  Jesls  went  with  them. 
And  when  lie  was  now  not  far  from 
the  house,  the  centurion  sent  his 
friends  to  him,  saying:  Lord,  trouble 
not  thyself.  For  I  am  not  worthy 
that  ihou  shouldest  enter  under  my 
roof. 

7  For  which  cause  neither  did  I 
think  myself  worthy  to  come  to 
thee  ;  but  say  the  word,  and  my 
servant  shall  be  healed. 

8  For  I  also  am  a  man  subject  to 
authority,  having  under  me  soldiers : 
and  1  say  to  one,  go,  and  he  goeth  ; 
and  to  another,  come,  and  he  com- 
eth  ;  and  to  my  servant,  do  this, 
and  he  doth  it. 

9  Which  Jesvs  hearing,  marvel¬ 
led  ;  and  turning  about  to  the  mul¬ 
titude  that  followed  him,  he  said : 
Amen  I  say  to  you,  1  have  not  found 
60  great  faith  not  even  in  Israel. 

10  And  they  who  were  sent  being 
returned  to  the  house,  found  the 
servant  whole  who  had  been  sick. 

11  And  it  came  to  pass,  after¬ 
wards  that  he  went  into  a  city  that 
is  called  Naim  ;  and  there  went 
with  him  his  disciples  and  a  great 
multitude. 

12  And  when  he  came  nigh  to 
the  gate  of  the  city,  behold  a  dead 
man  was  carried  out,  the  only  son 
of  his  mother:  and  she  was  a  wi¬ 
dow  :  and  a  great  multitude  of  the 
city  was  with  her. 

13  Whom  when  the  Lord  had 
seen,  being  moved  with  mercy  to¬ 
wards  her,  he  said  to  her:  Weep 
not. 

14  And  he  came  near  and  touch¬ 
ed  the  bipr.  And  they  that  carried 
it,  stood  still.  And  he  said:  Young 
man,  I  say  to  thee,  arise. 

i£  And  he  that  was  dead,  sat  up, 
and  began  to  speak.  And  he  gave 
him  to  his  mother. 

1<3  And  there  came  a  fear  on 
them  all  i  and  they  glorified  God, 
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saying,  a  great  prophet  is  risen  up 
among  us :  and  God  hath  visited 

his  people. 

17  And  this  rumour  of  him  went 
forth  throughout  all  Judea,  and 
throughout  all  the  country  round 

about. 

18  And  John’s  disciples  told  him 
of  all  these  things. 

19  And  John  called  to  him  two 
of  his  disciples,  and  sent  them  to 
Jesus, paying:  Alt  thou  he  that  art 
to  come  ;  or  look  we  for  another  ? 

20  And  when  the  men  were  come 
unto  him,  they  said  :  John  the  Bap¬ 
tist  hath  sent  us  to  thee,  saying: 
Art  thou  he  that  art  to  come;  or 
look  we  for  another? 

SI  (And  in  that  same  hour  he 
cured  many  of  their  diseases,  and 
hurts,  and  evil  spirits:  and  to  many 
that  were  blind  he  gave  sight.) 

22  And  answering,  he  said  to 
them  :  Go  and  relate  to  John  what 
you  have  heard  and  seen  :  The  blind 
see,  the  lame  walk,  the  lepers  are 
made  clean,  the  deaf  hear,  the  dead 
rise  again,  to  the  poor  the  gospel  is 
preached  : 

23  And  blessed  is  he  whosoever 
shaft  not  be  scandalized  in  me. 

24  And  when  the  messengers  of 
John  were  depaited,  he  began  to 
speak  to  the  multitudes  concerning 
John  :  What  went  you  out  into 
the  desart  to  see  ?  a  reed  shaken 
with  the  wind  ? 

2,5  But  what  went  you  out  to 
see  ?  a  man  clothed  in  soft  gar¬ 
ments  ?  Behold  they  that  are  in 
costly  apparel  and  five  delicately, 
are  in  the  houses  of  kings. 

26  But  what  went  you  out  to 
see  ?  a  prophet  ?  Yea,  I  say  to  you, 
and  more  tnan  a  prophet. 

27  This  is  he  of  whom  it  is  writ¬ 
ten  :  Behold  I  send,  my  angel  before 
thy  face,  who  shall  p  spare  thy  way 
before  thee.

Behold  a  man  that  is  a  glutton  and 
u  drinker  of  wine,  a  friend  of  pub¬ 
licans  and  sinners. 

35  And  wisdom  is  justified  by 
all  her  children. 

36  And  ome  of  the  Pharisees  de¬ 
sired  him  to  eat  with  him.  And  he 
went  into  Jthe  house  of  the  Phari¬ 
see,  and  sat  down  to  meat. 

37  And  behold  a  woman  that 
was  in  the  city  a  sinner,  when  she 
knew  that  he  sat  at  meat  in  the 
Pharisee's  house,  brought  an  ala¬ 
baster  boz  of  ointment ; 

38  And  standing  behind  at  his 
feet,  she  began  to  wash  his  feet 
with  tears,  and  wipe  them  with  the 
hay's  of  her  head,  and  kissed  his 
feet,  and  anointed  them  with  the 
ointment. 

39  And  the  Pharisee,  who  had 
invited  him,  seeing  it,  spoke  within 
himself,  saying :  This  man,  if  he 
were  a  prophet,  would'know  surely 
who  and  what  manner  of  woman 
this  is  that  toucheth  him,  that  she 
la  a  sinner.

2  And  he  sent  them  to  preach 
the  kingdom  of  God,  and  to  heal 
the  sick. 

3  And  he  said  to  them :  Take 
nothing  for  your  journey,  neither 
staff,  nor  scrip,  nor  bread,  nor  mo¬ 
ney,  neither  have  two  coats. 

4  And  whatsoever  house  you 
rhall  enter  into,  abide  there,  and 
depart  not  from  thence. 

5  And  whosoever  will  not  receive 
you,  when  ye  go  out  of  that  city, 
chake  off  even  the  dust  of  your  feet 
for  a  testimony  against  them. 

6  And  going  out  they  went  about 
through  the  towns  preaching  the 
gospel  and  healing  every  where. 

7  Now  Herod  the  tetrarch  heard 
of  all  things  that  were  done  by  him  ’• 


and  he  was  in  a  doubt  because  it 

was  said 

8  By  some,  that  John  was  risen 
from  the  dead  :  hut  by  other  some, 
that  Elias  hath  appeared  and  by 
others,  that  one  of  the  old  prophet* 
was  risen  again. 

9  And  Herod  said :  John  I  have 
beheaded  ;  but  who  is  this  of  whom 
I  hear  such  things  t  And  he  sou 
to  see  him. 

10  And  the  apostles,  when  they 
were  returned,  told  him  all  they 
had  done;  and  taking  them  he  went 
aside  into  a  desart  place  "part, 
which  belongeth  to  Bethsaida. 

11  Which  when  the  people  knew 
they  followed  him,  and  he  received 
them,  and  spoke  to  them  of  the 
kingdom  of  God,  and  healed  them 
who  had  need  of  healing. 

12  Now  the  day  began  to  de¬ 
cline.  Arid  the  twelve  came  and 
said  to  him  ;  Send  away  the  multi¬ 
tude,  that  going  into  the  towns  and 
villages  round  about  they  may- 
lodge  and  get  victuals  ;  for  we  are 
here  in  a  desart  place. 

IS  But  he  said  to  them  :  Give 
you  them  to  eat.  And  they  said  ; 
We  have  no  more  than  five  loaves 
and  two  fishes:  unless  perhaps  we 
should  go  and  buy  food  for  all  this 
multitude.

16  And  taking  the  five  loaves 
and  the  two  fishes,  he  looked  up  to 
heaven,  and  blessed  them  ;  and  he 
broke,  and  distributed  to  his  disci¬ 
ples,  to  set  before  the  multitude. 

17  And  they  did  all  eat,  and  were 
filled.  And  there  were  taken  up  ol 
fragments  that  remained  to  them, 
twelve  baskets. 

18  And  it  came  to  pass ;  as  he 
was  alone  praying,  his  disciples  also 
were  with  him  •  and  he  asked  them* 
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Baying’:  Whom  do  the  people  say 
that  I  am  ? 

19  But  they  answered,  and  said  : 
John  the  Baptist;  but  some  say 
Elias ;  and  others  say  that  one  of 
the  former  prophets  is  risen  again. 

20  And  he  said  to  them  :  But 
whom  do  you  say  that  I  am  ?  Simon 
Peter  answering,  said  :  The  Christ 
of  God. 

21  But  he  strictly  charging  them 
commanded  they  should  tell  this  to 
no  man, 

22  Saying  :  The  son  of  man  must 
-utter  many  things,  and  be  rejected 
by  the  antients  and  chief  priests 
and  scribes,  and  be  killed,  and  the 
third  day  rise  again. 

23  And  he  said  to  all :  If  any 
man  will  come  after  me,  let  him 
deny  himself,  and  take  up  his  cross 
daily,  and  follow  me. 

24  For  whosoever  will  save  his 
life,  shall  lose  it ;  for  he  that  shall 
lose  his  life  for  my  sake, shall  save  it. 

25  For  what  is  a  man  advan¬ 
taged,  if  he  gain  the  whole  world, 
Bnd  lose  himself,  and  cast  away 
himself? 

26  For  he  that  shall  be  ashamed 
of  me  and  of  my  words,  of  him  the 
son  of  man  shall  be  ashamed,  when 
he  shall  come  in  his  majesty, and  that 
of  his  Father,  and  of  the  holy  angels. 

27  But  I  tell  you  of  a  truth  : 
There  are  some  standing  here  that 
chall  not  taste  death,  till  they  see 
the  kingdom  of  God. 

28  And  it  came  to  pass  about 
eight  days  after  these  words,  that 
he  took  Peter  and  James  and  John, 
and  wentnp  into  a  mountain  to  pray. 

29  And  whilst  he  prayed,  the 
shape  of  his  countenance  was  al¬ 
tered  :  and  his  raiment  became 
white  and  glittering. 

30  And  behold  two  men  were 
talking  with  him.  And  they  were 
Moses  and  Elias, 

31  Appearing  in  majesty.  And  they 
.spoke  of  his  decease  that  he  should 
accomplish  in  J erusalem. 


32  But  Peter  and  they  that  were 
with  him,  were  heavy  with  sleep. 
And  waking,  they  saw  his  glory,  and 
the  two  men  that  stood  with  him. 

33  And  it  came  to  pass  that  aa 
they  were  departing  from  him,  Pe¬ 
ter  saith  to  Jksus:  Master,  it  ia 
good  for  us  to  be  here ;  and  let  U9 
make  three  tabernacles,one  for  thee, 
and  one  for  Moses,  and  one  for 
Elias:  not  knowing  what  he  said. 

31  And  as  he  spoke  these  things, 
there  came  a  cloud,  and  oversha¬ 
dowed  them  :  and  they  were  afraid, 
when  they  entered  into  the  cloud. 

35  And  a  voice  came  out  of  the 
cloud,  saying:  This  is  my  beloved 
Son,  hear  him. 

36  And  whilst  the  voice  was  ut¬ 
tered,  Jesus  was  found  alone.  Ann’ 
they  held  their  peace,  and  told  no 
man  in  thoKe  days  any  of  these 
things  which  they  had  seen. 

37  And  it  came  to  pass  the  day 
following,  when  they  came  down 
from  the  mountain,  there  met  him 
a  great  multitude. 

38  And  behold  a  man  among  the 
crowd  cried  out,  saying  :  Master,  I 
beseech  thee,  look  upon  my  6on, 
because  he  is  my  only  one. 

39  And  lo,  a  spirit  seizeth  him, 
and  he  suddenly  crieth  out,  and 
he  throweth  him  down  and  teareth 
him  so  that  he  foameth,  and  bruising 
him  he  hardly  departeth  from  him. 

40  And  1  desired  thy  disciples  to 
cast  him  out,  and  they  could  not. 

41  And  Jesus  answering  said: 
0  faithless  and  perverse  generation, 
how  long  shall  I  be  with  you  and 
suffer  you  ?  Bring  hither  thy  son. 

42  And  as  he  was  coming  to  him, 
the  devil  threw  him  down  and  tore 
him. 

43  And  Jesus  rebuked  the  un-^ 
clean  spirit,  and  cured  the  bey,  and 
restored  him  to  his  father. 

44  And  all  were  astonished  at 
the  mighty  power  of  God :  but 
while  a)]  wondered  at  all  the  things 
ho  did,  he  said  to  bis  disciples: 


St 

Lay  you  up  in  your  hearts  these 
words,  for  it  shall  come  to  pass 
that  the  son  of  man  shall  be  deliver¬ 
ed  into  the  hands  of  men. 

4 5  But  they  understood  not  this 
word,  and  it  was  hid  from  them, 
so  that  they  perceived  it  not.  And 
they  were  afraid  to  ask  him  con¬ 
cerning  this  v/ord. 

46  And  there  entered  a  thought 
into  them,  which  of  them  should  be 
greater. 

47  But  Jesus  seeing  the  thoughts 
of  their  heart,  took  a  child  and  set 
him  by  him. 

48  And  said  to  them,  whosoever 
shall  receive  this  child  in  my  name, 
receiveth  me,  and  whosoever  shall 
receive  me,  receiveth  him  that  sent 
me.  For  he  that  is  the  lesser 
among  you  all,  he  is  the  greater. 

49  And  John  answering,  said  : 
Master,  we  saw  a  certain  man  cast- 
mg  out  devils  in  thy  name,  and  we 
forbade  him,  because  hg'ibiloweth 
not  with  us. 

60  And  Jesus  said  to  him:  For- 
bid  him  not :  For  he  that  is  not 
against  you,  is  for  you. 

51  And  it  came  to  pass  when 
the  days  of  his  assumption  were 
accomplishing,  that  he  steadfastly 
set  his  face  to  go  to  Jerusalem. 

52  Aud  lie  sent  messengers  be¬ 
fore  his  face :  and  going  they  en¬ 
tered  into  a  city  of  the  Samaritans 
to  prepare  for  him. 

53  And  {hey  received  him  not, 
because  his  face  was  of  one  going 
to  Jerusalem. 

54  And  when  his  disciples  James 
and  John  had  seen  this,  they  said : 
I^ord,  wilt  thou  that  we  command 
fire  to  come  down  from  heaven  and 
consume  them  ? 

65  And  turning, he  rebuked  them, 
saying:  You  know  not  of  what 
spirit  you  are. 

56  The  son  of  man  came  not  to 
destroy  souls,  but  to  save.  And 
they  went  into  another  town. 

M  And  it  came  to  pass  as  they 
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walked  in  the  way,  that  a  certain 
man  said  to  him  :  I  will  follow 
thee  whithersoever  thou  goest. 

58  Jesus  said  to  him  :  The  foxes 
have  holes,  and  the  birds  of  the  air 
nests  :  but  the  3on  of  man  hath  not 
where  to  lay  his  head.  /. 

£9  But  he  6aid  to  another :  Fol¬ 
low  me.  And  he  said:  Lord,  suf¬ 
fer  me  first  to  go,  and  to  bury  my 
father. 

60  And  Jesus  said  to  him  :  Let 
the  dead  bury  their  dead  :  but  go 
thou,  and  preach  the  kingdom  of 

God. 

61  And  another  said:  I  will  fol¬ 
low  thee,  Lord,  but  let  me  first  take 
my  leave  of  them  that  are  at  my 
house. 

69  Jesus  said  to  him  :  No  man 
putting  his  hand  to  the  plough,  and 
looking  back,  is  fit  for  the  kingdom 
of  God. 

CHAP.  X. 

Christ  instruct!  his  72  disciples. 
AMD  after  these  things  the  Lord 
appointed  also  other  seventy-* 
two :  and  he  sent  them  two  and 
two  before  his  face  into  every  city 
and  place  whither  he  himself  was 
to  come. 

2  And  he  said  to  them  :  The 
harvest  indeed  is  great,  but  the  la¬ 
bourers  are  few.  Pray  ye  therefore 
the  Lord  of  the  harvest,  that  he  send 
labourers  into  his  harvest. 

3  Go :  Behold  I  send  you  as 
Iambs  among  wolves. 

4  Carry  neither  purse,  nor  scrip, 
nor  shoes ;  and  salute  no  man  by 
the  way. 

6  Into  whatsoever  house  you  en¬ 
ter,  fir^t  say ;  Peace  be  to  this 
house, 

6  And  if  the  son  of  peace  be 
there,  your  peace  shall  rest  upon 
him:  But  if  not,  it  shall  return  to 
you. 

7  And  in  the  same  house  remain, 
,eatfng  and  drinking  such  things  as 
they  have.  For  the  labourer  is  wor¬ 
thy  of  his  hire.  Remove  not  froq* 
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house  td  house. 

8  And  into  what  city  SOfctfer  you 
enter,  and  they  receive  you,  eat 
Buch  things  as  are  set  before  you  ; 

9  And  heal  the  sick  that  are 
therein,  and  say  to  them  :  The  king¬ 
dom  of  God  is  come  nigh  unto  you. 

10  But  into  whatsoever  city  you 
enter,  and  they  receive  you  not,  go- 
ing  forth  into  thestreets  thereof,  say; 

11  Even  the  very  dust  of  your 
city  that  cleaveth  to  us  we  wipe  off 
against  you.  Yet  know  this  that 
the  kingdom  of  God  is  at  hand. 

13  I  say  to  you,  it  shall  be  more 
tolerable  at  that  day  for  Sodom, 
than  for  that  city. 

13  Wo  to  thee  Corozain,  wo  to 
thee  Bethsaida  :  For  if  in  Tyre  and 
Sidon  had  been  wrought  the  mighty 
works  that  have  been  wrought  in 
you,  they  would  have  done  penance 
long  ago,  silting  in  sack-cloth  and 
ashes. 

14  But  it  shall  be  more  tolerable 
for  Tyre  and  Sidon  at  the  judgment, 
than  for  you. 

15  And  thou  Capharnaum  which 
art  exaited  unto  heaven :  thou 
ehalt  be  thrust  down  to  hell. 

16  He  that  heareth  you,  heareth 
me  :  and  he  that  dpspiseth  you,  des- 
piseth  me.  And  he  that  despiseth 
me,  despiseth  him  that  sent  me. 

17  And  the  seventy-two  returned 
with  joy,  saying:  Lord,  the  devils 
also  are  subject  to  us  in  thy  name. 

18  And  he  said  to  them  :  I  saw 
satan  like  lightning  falling  from 
heaven. 

19  Behold,  I  have  given  you 
power  to  tread  upon  serpents,  and 
scorpions,  and  upon  all  the  power 
of  the  enemy,  and  nothing  shall 
hurt  you. 

20  But  yet  rejoice  not  in  this  that 
spirits  are  subject  unto  you :  but 
rejoice  in  this,  that  your  names  are 
written  in  heaven. 

21  In  that  same  hour  he  rejoiced 
In  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  said  :  I  con¬ 
fess  to  theo,  0  Father,  Lord  of  hea¬ 


ven  and  earth,  because  Ihou  hast 
hidden  these  things  from  the  wise 
and  prudent,  and  hast  revealed 
them  to  little  ones.  Yea,  Father, 
for  so  it  hath  seemed  good  in  thy 
sight. 

22  All  things  are  delivered  to  me 
by  my  Father,  and  no  one  knoweth 
who  the  Son  is  but  the  Father  ;  and 
who  the  Father  is,  but  the  Son,  and 
to  whom  the  Son  will  reveal  him. 

23  And  turning  to  his  disciples, 
he  said  :  Blessed  are  the  eyes,  that 
see  the  things  which  you  see. 

24  For  I  say  to  vou,  that  many 
prophets  and  kings  have  desired  to 
see  the  things  that  you  see,  and 
have  not  6een  them ;  and  to  heai 
the  things  that  you  hear  and  have 
not  heard  them. 

25  And  behold  a  certain  lawyer 
stood  up,  templing  him ;  and  say¬ 
ing:  Master,  what  must  I  do  to 
possess  eternal  life  ? 

26  But  he  said  to  him  :  What  is 
written  iu  the  law?  how  readest 
thou  ? 

27  He  answering,  said;  Thou 
I  halt  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with  thy 
whole  heart ,  and  with  thy  whole  soul, 
and  with  all  Ihy  strength,  and  with  all 
thy  mind  :  and  thy  neighbour  at  thyself , 

28  And  he  said  to  him  :  Thou 
hast  answered  right:  this  do,  and 
thou  shalt  live. 

29  But  he  willing  to  justify  him¬ 
self,  said  to  Jxsus:  And  who  is  my 
neighbour  ? 

30  And  Je$us  answering,  said 
A  certain  man  went  down  from  Je 
rusalem  to  Jericho,  and  fell  among 
robbers,  who  also  stripped  him,  and 
having  wounded  him  went  away 
leaving  him  half  dead. 

31  And  it  chanced  that  a  certain 
priest  went  down  the  same  way  ; 
and  seeing  him,  passed  by. 

32  In  like  manner  also  aLevite, 
when  he  was  near  the  place  and 
saw  him,  passed  by. 

33  But  a  certain  Samaritan  being 
on  liia  journey,  came  near  him  ; 
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end  seeing  him  was  moved  with 
compassion. 

34  And  going  up  to  him.  hound 
up  bis  wounds,  pouring  in  oil  and 
wine,  and  setting  him  upon  his 
own  beast  brought  him  to  an  inn, 
and  took  care  of  him. 

35  And  the  next  day  he  took  out 
two  pence,  and  gave  to  the  host, 
and  said  :  Take  care  of  him  ;  and 
whatsoever  thou  shalt  spend  over 
and  above,  I  at  my  return  will  re¬ 
pay  thee. 

56  Which  of  these  three  in  thy 
opinion  was  neighbour  to  him  that 
fell  among  the  robbers  ? 

37  But  he  said  :  He  that  shewed 
mercy  to  him.  And  Jesus  said  to 
him  :  Go,  and  do  thou  in  like 
manner. 

38  Now  it  came  to  pass  as  they 
went,  that  he  entered  into  a  certain 
town;  and  a  certain  woman  named 
Martha,  received  him  into  her 
house. 

39  And  she  had  a  sister  called 
Mary.  Who  sitting  also  at  the 
Lord’s  feet,  heard  his  word. 

40  But  Martha  was  busy  about 
much  serving.  Who  ,  stood  and 
said :  Lord,  hast  thou  no  care  that 
my  sister  hath  left  me  alone  to 
serve  ?  speak  to  her  therefore,  that 
she  help  me. 

41  And  the  Lord  answering,  said 
to  her:  Martha,  Martha,  thou  art 
careful,  and  art  troubled  about 
many  things. 

42  But  one  thing  is  necessary. 
Mary  hath  chosen  the  best  part, 
which  shall  not  be  taken  away 
from  her. 

CHAP.  XI. 

He  tenches  his  disciples  to  pray. 
ND  it  came  to  pass,  that  as  he 
was  in  a  certain  place  praying, 
when  he  ceased,  one  of  his  disciple* 
said  to  him:  Lord,  teach  us  to 
pray,  as  John  also  taught  his  dis¬ 
ciples. 

2  And  he  said  to  them  :  When 
you  pray,  say  :  Father,  hallowed 


be  thy  name  Thy  kingdom  come, 

3  Give  us  this  day  our  daily  bread. 

4  And  forgive  us  our  sins,  for  we 
also  forgive  every  one  that  is  in¬ 
debted  to  us.  And  lead  us  not 
into  temptation. 

5  And  he  said  to  them :  Which 
of  you  shall  have  a  friend,  and  shall 
go  to  him  at  mid-night,  and  shall 
say  to  him :  Friend,  lend  me  three 
loaves, 

6  Because  a  friend  of  mine  is 
come  off  his  journey  to  me,  and  I 
have  not  what  to  set  before  him : 

7  And  he  from  within  should  an¬ 
swer  and  say  :  Trouble  me  not,  the 
door  is  now  shut,  and  my  children 
are  with  me  in  bed ;  I  cannot  rise 
and  give  thee. 

8  Vet  if  he  shall  continue  knock¬ 
ing,  I  say  to  you,  although  he  will 
not  rise  and  give  him,  because  he  is 
his  friend ;  yet  because  of  his  im¬ 
portunity  he  will  rise,  and  give  him 
as  many  as  he  needelh. 

9  And  I  say  to  you,  Ask,  and  it 
shall  he  given  you  :  seek,  and  you 
shall  find  :  knock,  and  it  shall  be 
opened  to  you. 

10  For  every  one  that  asketh,  re- 
ceivelh :  and  he  that  seeketh,  lind- 
eih  :  and  to  him  that  knocketh,  it  shall 

be  opened. 

11  And  which  of  you  if  he  ask 
his  father  bread,  will  lie  give  him  a 
stone  ?  or  a  fish,  will  he  for  a  fish 
give  him  a  Berpent  ? 

12  Of  if  he  shall  ask  an  Qgg,  will 
he  reach  him  a  scorpion  ? 

13  It  you  then  being  evil,  know 
how  to  give  good  gifts  to  your  chil¬ 
dren,  how  much  more  will  your 
Father  from  heaven  give  the  good 
Spirit  to  them  that  ask  him  ? 

14  And  he  was  casting  out  a 
devil,  and  the  same  was  dumb,  and 
when  he  had  cast  out  the  devil,  the 
dumb  spoke:  and  the  multitudes 
were  in  admiration  at  it. 

15  But  some  of  them  said:  he 
rasteth  out  devils,  by  Beelzebub 
the  prince  of  devils. 
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16  And  others  tempting,  asked 
of  him  a  sign  from  heaven. 

17  But  he  seeing  their  thoughts, 
said  to  them:  Every  kingdom  di¬ 
vided  against  itself,  shall  be  brought 
to  desolation,  and  house  upon  house 
shall  fall. 

18  And  if  satan  also  be  divided 
against' himself,  how  shall  his  king¬ 
dom  stand  ?  because  you  say,  that 
through  Beelzebub  I  cast  outdevils. 

19  Now  if  I  cast  out  devils  by 
Beelzebub :  by  whom  do  your  chil¬ 
dren  cast  them  out?  Therefore 
they  shall  be  year  judges. 

20  But  if  I  by  the  finger  of  God 
cast  out  devils  :  doubtless  the  king¬ 
dom  of  God  is  come  upon  you. 

SI  When  a  strong  man  armed 
keepeth  his  court:  those  things  are 
in  peace  which  he  possesseth. 

22  But  if  a  stronger  than  he 
come  upon  him  and  overcome  him: 
he  will  take  away  all  his  armour 
wherein  he  trusted,  and  will  distri¬ 
bute  his  spoils. 

23  He  that  is  not  with  me,  is 
against  me :  and  he  that  gathereth 
not  with  me,  scattereth. 

24  W hen  the  unclean  spirit  is  gone 
out  of.  a  man,  he  walketh  through 
places  without  water,  seeking  rest: 
and  not  finding,  he  saith :  I  will  re¬ 
turn  into  my  house  whence  I  came 
out. 

25  And  when  he  is  come,  he 
findeth  it  swept  and  garnished. 

2G  Then  he  goeth  and  taketh  with 
him  seven  other  spirits  more  wicked 
than  himself,  and  entering  in  they 
dwell  there.  And  the  last  state  of 
that  man  becomes  worse  than  the 
first. 

27  And  it  came  to  pass:  as  he 
spoke  these  things,  a  certain  woman 
from  the  crowd  lifting  up  her  voice 
said  to  him  :  Blessed  is  the  womb 
that  bore  thee,  and  the  paps  that 
gave  thee  suck. 

28  But  he  said:  Yea  rather, 
blessed  are  they  who  hear  the  word 
of  God,  and  keep  it. 


29  And  the  multitudes  running 
together,  he  began  to  say:  This 
generation  is  a  wicked  generation  : 
it  asketh  a  sign,  and  a  sign  shall  not 
be  given  it,  but  the  sign  of  Jonas 
the  prophet. 

30  For  as  Jonas  was  a  sign  to 
the  Ninivites :  so  shall  the  son  of 
man  also  be  to  this  generation. 

31  The  queen  of  the  south  shall 
rise  in  the  judgment  with  the  men 
of  this  generation,  and  shall  con¬ 
demn  them  :  because  she  came  from 
the  ends  of  the  earth  to  hear  the 
wisdom  of  Solomon  ;  and  behold 
more  than  Solomon  here. 

32  The  men  of  Ninive  shall  rise  in 
the-  judgment  with  this  generation 
and  shall  condemn  it,  because  thejj 
did  penance  at  the  preaching  of  Jo 
nas;  and  behold  more  than  Jonas 
here. 

33  No  man  lighteth  a  candle, 
and  putteth  it  in  a  hidden  place,  nor 
under  a  bushel :  but  upon  a  candle¬ 
stick,  that  they  that  come  in  may 
see  the  light. 

34  The  light  of  thy  body  is  thy 
eye.  If  thy  eye  be  single,  thy  whoie 
body  will  be  lightsome:  but  if  it  be 
evil,  thy  body  also  will  be  darksome. 

35  Take  heed  therefore  that  the 
light  which  is  in  thee,  be  not  dark¬ 
ness. 

36  If  then  thy  whole  body  be 
lightsome,  having  no  part  of  dark¬ 
ness:  the  whole  shall  be  lightsome, 
and  as  a  bright  lamp  shall  enlighten 
thee. 

37  And  as  he  was  speaking,  a 
certain  Pharisee  prayed  him  that 
he  would  dine  with  him.  And  he 
going  in  sat  down  to  eat. 

38  And  the  Pharisee  began  to 
say  thinking  within  himself,  why  he 
was  not  washed  before  dinner. 

39  And  the  Lord  said  to  him, 
Now  you  Pharisees  make  clean  the 
outside  of  the  cup  and  of  the  plat¬ 
ter  ;  but  yourinside  is  full  of  rapint 
and  iniquity. 

40  Ye  fools  did  not  he  that

16  And  he  spoke  a  similitude  to 
them,  saying  :  The  land  of  a  certain 
rich  man  brought  forth  plenty  of 
fruits. 

17  And  he  thought  within  him¬ 
self,  saying :  What  shall  1  do,  be¬ 
cause  I  have  no  room  where  to  be¬ 
stow  my  fruits? 

18  And  he  said  :  This  will  I  do  ; 
I  will  pull  down  my  barns,  and 
will  build  greater:  and  into  them 
will  I  gather  all  things  that  are 
grown  to  me,  and  my  goods. 

19  And  I  will  say  to  my  soul  ; 
Soul,  thou  hast  much  goods  laid 
up  for  many  years,  take  thy  rest, 
eat,  drink,  make  good  cheer. 

20  But  God  said  to  him :  Thou 
fool,  this  night  do  they  require  thy 
soul  of  thee  ;  and  whose  shall  those 
things  be  which  thou  hast  provided? 

21  So  is  he  that  layeth  up  trea¬ 
sure  for  himself,  and  is  not  rich  to¬ 
wards  God. 

22  And  he  said  to  his  disciples  : 
Therefore  I  say  to  you,  be  not  soli¬ 
citous  for  your  life,  what  you  shall 
eat ;  Nor  for  your  body,  what  you 
shall  put  on. 

23  The  life  is  more  than  the  meat, 
and  the  body  is  more  than  the  rai- 


24  Consider  the  ravens,  tor  they 
sow  not,  neither  do  they  reap,  nei¬ 
ther  have  they  store-house  nor  barn, 
and  God  feedeth  them.  How  much 
are  you  more  valuable  than  they? 

25  And  which  of  you  by  taking 
thought  can  add  to  his  stature  one 
cubit. 

26  If  then  ye  be  not  able  to  do 
so  much  as  the  least  thing,  why  arc 
you  solicitous  for  the  rest? 

27  Consider  the  lilies  how  they 
grow  ;  they  labour  not,  neither  do 
they  spin.  But  I  say  to  you,  not 
even  Solomon  in  all  his  glory  vraa 
cloathea  like  one  of  these. 

28  Now  if  God  cloath  in  thia 
manner  the  grass  that  is  to-day  in 
the  field,  and  to-morrow  is  cast 
into  the  oven  ;  how  much  more  you, 
O  ye  of  little  faith  ? 

29  And  seek  not  you  what  you 
shall  eat,  or  what  you  shall  drink: 
and  be  not  lifted  up  on  high. 

30  For  all  these  things  do  the 
nations  of  the  world  seek.  But 
your  Father  knowc-th  that  you  have 
need  of  these  things, 

31  But  seek  ye  first  the  kingdom 
of  God  and  his  justice,  and  all  these 
things  shall  be  added  unto  you. 

32  Fear  not,  little  Hock,  for  it 
hath  pleased  your  Father  to  give 
you  a  kingdom. 

33  Sell  what  you  possess  and  give 
alms.  Make  to  yourselves  bags, 
which  grow  not  old,  a  treasure  io 
heaven  which  faileth  not:  where  no 
thief  approacheth,  nor  moth  cor* 
rupteth. 

34  For  where  your  treasure  is, 
there  will  your  heart  be  also. 

35  Let  your  loins  be  girt,  and 
lamps  burning  in  your  hands, 

36  And  you  yourselves  like  to 
men  who  wait  for  their  lord,  when 
he  shall  return  from  the  wedding; 
that  when  he  cometh  and  knocketh 
they  may  open  to  him  immediately 

37  Blessed  are  those  servants, 
whom  the  Lord  when  he  cometh, 
shall  find  watching.  Amen  I  say 
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earth;  and  what  will  1  but  that  it

38  And  if  lie  shall  come  in  the 
second  watch,  or  come  in  the  third 
watch,  and  find  them  so,  blessed 
are  those  servants. 

39  Rut  this  know  ye,  that  if  the 
house-holder  did  know  at  what  hour 
the  thief  would  come,  he  would 
surely  watch  and  would  not  suffer 
his  liouse  to  be  broken  open. 

40  Be  you  then  also  ready  :  for 
at  what  houryou  think  not,  the  son 
of  man  will  come. 

41  And  Peter  said  to  him  :  Lord, 
dost  thou  speak  this  parable  to  us, 
or  likewise  to  all  ? 

42  And  the  Lord  said:  Who 
(thinkest  thou)  is  the  faithful  and 
wise  steward,  whom  his  lordsetteth 
over  his  family,  to  give  them  their 
measure  of  wheat  in  due  season. 

43  Blessed  is  that  servant,  whom 
when  his  lord  shall  come  he  shall 
find  so  doing. 

44  Verily  I  say  to  you  he  will 
set  him  over  all  that  he  possesseth. 

45  But  if  that  servant  shall  say 
in  his  heart,  My  lord  is  long  a 
coming  ;  and  shall  begin  to  strike  the 
men-servants  and  rnaid-servants.and 
to  eat  and  to  drink,  and  be  drunk  : 

46  The  lord  of  that  servant  will 
come  in  the  day  that  he  hopeth  not, 
and  at  the  hour  that  he  knoweth 
not,  and  shall  separate  him,  and 
shall  appoint  him  his  portion  with 
unbelievers. 

47  And  that  servant  who  knew 
the  will  of  his  lord,  and  prepared 
riot  himself,  and  did  not  according 
to  his  will,  shall  be  beaten  with 
many  stripes. 

48  But  he  that  knew  not,  and  did 
things  worthy  of  stripes  shall  be 
beaten  with  few  stripes.  And  unto 
whomsoever  much  is  given,  of  him 
much  eha]  1  be  required  :  and  to 
whom  they  have  committed  much, 
of  him  they  will  demand  the  more. 

49  1  am  come  to  cast  fire  on  the 


be  kindled  r 

50  And  I  have  a  baptism,  where¬ 
with  I  am  to  be  baptized :  and 
how  am  I  straitened  until  it  be  ac¬ 
complished  ? 

51  Think  ye  that  I  am  come  to 
ive  peace  on  earth  ?  I  tell  you  no, 
ut  separation. 

52  For  there  shall  be  from  hence¬ 
forth  five  in  one  house  divided  ;  three 
against  two,  and  two  against  three. 

53  The  father  shall  be  divided 
against  the  son,  and  the  son  against 
his  father,  the  mother  against  the 
daughter,  and  the  daughter  against 
the  mother,  the  mother-in-law 
against  her  daughter-in-law,  and 
the  daughter-in-law  against  her 
mother-in-law. 

54  And  he  said  also  to  the  multi¬ 
tudes  :  When  you  see  a  cloud  rising 
from  the  west,  presently  you  say  : 
A  shower  is  coming:  and  so  it  hap- 
peneth : 

56  And  when  ye  see  the  south- 
wind  blow,  you  say:  There  will  be 
heat :  and  it  cometh  to  pass. 

56  You  hypocrites,  you  know 
how  to  discern  the  face  of  the  hea¬ 
ven  and  of  the  earth  :  but  how  is  it 
that  you  do  not  discern  this  time  ? 

57  And  why  even  of  yourselves 
do  you  not  judge  that  which  is  just? 

58  And  when  thou  goest  witn 
thy  adversary  to  the  prince,  whilst 
thou  art  in  the  way  endeavour  to  be 
delivered  from  him  :  lest  perhaps  he 
draw  thee  to  the  judge,  and  the 
judge  deliver  thee  to  the  exactor, 
and  the  exactor  cast  thee  into  prison. 

59  I  say  to  thee  thou  shalt  not 
go  out  thence,  until  thou  pay  the 
very  last  mite. 

CHAP.  XIII. 

The  necessity  of  penance. 

ND  there  were  present  at  that 
very  time  some  that  told  him 
of  the  Galileans,  whose  blood  Pilate 
had  mingled  with  their  sacrifices. 

2  And  he  answering,  said  to 
them  :  Think,  you  that  these  Gali* 
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leans  were  sinners  above  all  the 
men  of  Galilee,  because  they  suf¬ 
fered  such  things  ? 

3  No,  I  say  to  you  :  but  unless 
you  shall  do  penance,  you  shall  all 
likewise  perish. 

4  Or  those  eighteen  upon  whom 
the  tower  fell  in  Siloe,  and  slew 
them :  think  you  that  they  also 
were  debtors  above  all  the  men  that 
dwelt  in  Jerusalem. 

’5  No,  I  say  to  you  :  but  except 
you  do  penance,  you  shall  all  like¬ 
wise  perish, 

6  He  spoke  also  this  parable  :  A 
certain  man  had  a  fig-tree  planted 
in  his  vineyard,  and  he  came  seek¬ 
ing  fruit  on  it,  and  found  none. 

7  And  he  said  to  the  dresser  of 
the  vineyard-:  Behold  for  these  three 
years  I  come  seeking  fruit  on  this 
fig-tree,  and  I  find  none.  Cut  it 
down  therefore ;  why  cumbereth  it 
the  ground? 

8  But  he  answering  said  to  him  : 
Lord,  let  it  alone  this  year  also, 
until  I  dig  about  it,  and  dung  it. 

9  And  if  happily  it  bear  fruit: 
but  if  not,  then  after  that  thou  shalt 
cut  it  down. 

10  And  he  was  teaching  in  their 
synagogue  on  their  sabbath. 

1 1  And  behold  there  was  a  woman 
who  had  a  spirit  of  infirmity  eigh¬ 
teen  years  :  and  she  was  bowed  to-, 
gether,  neither  could  she  look  up¬ 
wards  at  all. 

12  Whom  when  Jesus  saw,  he 
called  her  unto  him,  and  said  to 
her:  Woman,  thou  art  delivered 
from  thy  infirmity 

13  And  he  laid  his  hands  upon 
her,  and  immediately  she  was  made 
straight,  and  glorified  God. 

14  And  the  ruler  of  the  syna¬ 
gogue  (being  angry  that  Jesus  had 
healed  on  the  sabbath)  answering 
said  to  the  multitude:  Six  days 
there  are  wherein  you  ought  to 
work.  In  them  therefore  come, 
and  be  healed ;  and  not  on  the  sab¬ 
bath-day. 


15  And  the  Lord  answering  him* 
said :  Ye  hypocrites,  doth  notevery 
one  of  you  on  the  sabbath-day  loose 
his  ox  or  his  ass  from  the  manger, 
and  lead  them  to  water? 

16  And  ought  not  this  daughter 
ofAbrahamwhom  Satan  hath  bound, 
lo,  these  eighteen  years,  be  loosed 
from  this  bond  on  the  sabbath-day? 

17  And  when  he  said  these  things, 
all  his  adversaries  were  ashamed : 
and  all  the  people  rejoiced  for  all 
the  things  that  were  gloriously  done 
by  him. 

18  He  said  therefore :  Tp  what 
is  the  kingdom  of  God  like,  and 
whereunto  shall  I  resemble  it. 

19  It  is  like  to  a  grain  of  mus¬ 
tard-seed, which  a  man  took  and  cast 
into  his  garden,  and  it  grew,  and 
became  a  great  tree,  and.the  birds  of 
the  air  lodged  in  thebranches  thereof. 

30  And  again  he  said  :  Where¬ 
unto  shall  I  esteem  the  kingdom  of 
God  to  be  like  ? 

21  It  is  like  to  leaven,  which  a 
woman  took  and  hid  in  three  mea¬ 
sures  of  meal,  till  the  whole  was 
leavened. 

32  And  he  went  through  the 
cities  and  towns  teaching,  and  malt, 
ing  his  journey  to  Jerusalem. 

23  And  a  certain  man ,  said  to 
him  :  Lord,  are  they  few  that  are 
saved?  But  he  said  to  them  : 

24  Strive  to  enter  by  the  narrow 
gate :  for  many,  1  say  to  you,  shall 
seek  to  enter,  and  shall  not  be  able. 

25  But  when  the  master  of  the 
house  shall  be  gone  in,  and  shall 
shut  to  the  door,  you  shall  begin  to 
stand  without,  and  knock  at  the 
door,  saying,  Lord,  open  to  us  : 
and  he  answering  shall  say  to  you, 
I  know  you  not  whence  you  are : 

26  Then  you  shall  begin  to  say: 
We  have  eaten  and  drunk  in  thy 
presence,  and  thou  hast  taught  in 
our  streets. 

27  And  he  shall  say  to  you :  I 
know  you  not  whence  you  are : 
depart  from  me  all  ye  workers  of 
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iniquWy. 

28  There  shall  he  weeping  and 
gnashing  of  teeth  :  when  you  shall 
see  Abraham  and  Isaac  and  Jacob, 
and  all  the  prophets  in  the  kingdom 
of  God,  and  you  yourselves  thrust 
out. 

29  there  shall  come  from  the 
east  and  the  west  and  the  north  and 
the  south  ;  and  shall  eit  down  in 
the  kingdom  of  God. 

30  And  behold,  they  are  last 
that  shall  be  first,  and  they  are  first 
that  shall  be  last. 

31  The  same  day  there  came 
some  of  the  Pharisees,  saying  to 
him  :  Depart  and  get  thee  hence, 
for  Herod  hath  a  mind  to  kill  thee. 

38  And  he  said  to  them  :  Go, 
and  tell  that  fox,  Behold  I  cast  out 
devils,  and  do  cures  to  day  and  to 
morrow,  and  the  third  day  I  am 
consummated. 

33  Nevertheless  I  must  walk  to 
day  and  to  morrow  and  the  day 
following,  because  it  cannot  be  that 
a  prophet  perish  out  of  Jerusalem. 

34  Jerusalem,  Jerusalem,  that 
killest  the  prophets,  and  stonest 
them  that  are  sent  to  thee,  how  of¬ 
ten  would  I  have  gathered  thy 
children  as  the  bird  doth  her  brood 
under  her  wings,  and  thou  would- 
est  not  ? 

35  Behold  your  house  shall  be 
left  to  you  desolate.  And  I  say  to 
you,  that  you  shall  not  see  me  till 
the  time  come,  when  you  shall  say: 
Blessed  is  he  that  cometh  in  the 
name  of  the  Lord. 

CHAP.  XIV. 

Christ  heult  the  dropsy. 

ND  it  came  to  pass  when  Jesus 
went  into  the  house  of  one  of 
the  chief  of  the  Pharisees  on  the 
sabbath-day  to  eat  bread,  that  they 
w'atched  him. 

2  And  behold  there  was  a  certain 
man  before  him  that  had  the  dropsy.’ 

3  And  Jesus  answering,  spoke 
to  the  lawyers  and  Pharisees,  say¬ 
ing  Is  it  lawful  to  heal  on  the 


sabbath-day? 

4  But  they  held  their  peace. 
But  he  taking  him,  healed  him,  and 
sent  him  away. 

5  And  answering  them,  he  said  : 
Which  of  you  shall  have  an  ass  or 
an  ox  fall  into  a  pit ;  and  will  not 
immediately  draw  him  out  on  the 
sabbath-day  ? 

6  And  they  could  not  answer 
him  to  these  things. 

7  And  he  spoke  a  parable  also 
to  them  that  were  invited,  marking 
how  they  chose  the  first  seats  at  the 
table,  saying  to  them  : 

8  When  thou  art  invited  to  a 
wedding,  sit  not  down  in  the  first 
place,  lest  perhaps  one  more  ho¬ 
nourable  than  thou  be  invited  by 
him ; 

9  And  he  that  invited  thee  and 
him,  come  and  say  to  thee,  Give  this 
man  place:  ana  then  thou  begin 
with  shame  to  take  the  lowest  place. 

10  But  w  hen  thou  art  invited,  go, 
sit  down  in  the  lowest  place  :  that 
when  he  who  inviteth  thee  cometh, 
he  may  Bay  to  thee.  Friend,  go  up 
higher.  Then  shalt  thou  have 
glory  before  them  that  sit  at  table 
with  thee : 

1 1  Because  every  one  thai  exalt- 
eth  himself  shall  be  humbled  ;  and 
he  that  bumbleth  himself,  shall  be 
exalted. 

12  And  he  said  to  him  also  Ahat 
had  invited  him :  When  thou  mak- 
est  a  dinner  or  a  supper,  call  not  thy 
friends,  nor  thy  brethren,  nor  thy 
kinsmen,  nor  thy  neighbours  who 
are  rich  :  lest  perhaps  they  also  in¬ 
vite  thee  again,  and  a  recompence 
be  made  to  thee. 

13  But  when  thou  makest  a 
feast,  call  the  poor,  the  maimed, 
the  lame,  and  the  blind. 

14  And  thou  shalt  be  blessed 
because  they  have  not  wherewith 
to  make  thee  recompence:  for  re¬ 
compence  shall  be  made  thee  at  the 
resurrection  of  thejust. 

I  &  When  one  of  them  that  sat  at 
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table  with  him,  had  heard  these 
things,  he  said  to  him  :  Blessed  is 
he  that  shall  eat  bread  in  the  king- 
dbm  of  God. 

16  But  he  said  to  him  :  A  cer¬ 
tain  man  made  a  great  supper,  and 
invited  many. 

17  And  he  sent  his  servant  at  the 
hour  of  supper  to  say  to  them  that 
were  invited,  that  they  should  come, 
for  now  all  things  are  ready, 

18  And  they  began  all  at  once 
to  make  excuse.  The  first  said  to 
him,  I  have  bought  a  farm,  and 
I  must  needs  go  out  and  see  it ;  I 
pray  thee,  hold  me  excused. 

19  And  another  said,  I  have 
bought  five  yoke  of  oxen,  and  I  go 
to  try  them  :  1  pray  thee  hold  me 
excused. 

20  And  another  said,  I  have 
married  a  wife,  and  therefore  I  can¬ 
not  come. 

21  And  the  servant  returning  told 
these  things  to  his  lord.  Then  the 
master  of  the  house  being  angry, 
said  to  his  servant ;  Go  out  quickly 
Into  the  streets  and  lanes  of  the  city,- 
and  bring  in  hither  the  poor  and  the 
feeble,  and  the  blind  and  the  lame. 

22  And  the  servant  said  :  Lord, 
it  is  done  as  thou  hast  commanded, 
and  yet  there  is  room. 

23  And  the  Lord  said  to  the  ser¬ 
vant:  Go  out  into  the  high-ways 
and  hedges  ;  and  compel  them  to 
come  in,  that  itiy  house  may  be 
filled. 

24  But  I  Say  unto  you,  that  none 
of  those  men  that  were  invited, 
•hall  taste  of  my  supper. 

25  And  there  went  great  multi¬ 
tudes  with  him ;  and  turning,  he 
said  to  them : 

26  If  any  man  come  to  me,  and 
hate  not  his  father,  and  mother,  and 
^wife*  and  children,  and  brethren, 
and  sisters,  yea  and  his  own  life 
also,  he  cannot  be  my  disciple. 

27  And  whosoever  doth  not  car¬ 
ry  his  cross  and  come  after  me  can- 
net  be  my  disciple 


28  For  which  of  you  having  a 
mind  to  build  a  tower,  doth  not  first 
sit  down  and  reckon  the  charges 
that  are  necessary,  whether  he  have 
wherewithal  to  finish  it : 

29  Lest  after  he  hath  laid  the 
foundation,  and  is  not  able  to  finish 
it,  all  that  see  it  begin  to  mock  him, 

30  Saying :  this  man  began  to 
build,  and  was  not  able  to  finish. 

31  Or  what  king  about  to  go  to 
make  war  against  another  king, 
doth  not  first  sit  down  and  think 
whether  he  be  able  with  ten  thous¬ 
and  to  meet  him  that  with  twenty 
thousand  cometh  against  him.  > 

32  Or  else  whilst  the  other  is  yet 
•far  off,  sending  an  embassy,  he 
desireth  conditions  of  peace. 

33  So  likewise  every  one  of  you 
that  doth  not  renounce  all  that  he 
possesseth,  cannot  be  my  disciple. 

S4  Salt  is  good.  But  if  the  salt 
shall  lose  its  savour,  wherewith 
shall  it  be  seasoned  ? 

35  It  is  neither  profitable  for  the 
land,  nor  for  the  dunghill,  but  shall 
be  cast  out.  He  that  hath  ears  to  hear 
let  him  hear. 

CHAP.  XV. 

"the  parable  of  the  lost  sheep. 

OW  the  publicans  and  sinners 
drew  near  unto  him  to  hear  him. 

2  And  the  Pharisees  and  the 
scribes  murmured  saying :  This  man 
receiveth  sinners,  and  eateth  with 
them. 

3  And  he  spoke  to  them  this 
parable,  saying : 

4  What  man  of  you  that  hath 
an  hundred  sheep:  and  if  he  shall 
lose  one  of  them,  doth  he  not  leave 
the  ninety-nine  in  the  desart,  and 
go  after  that  which  was  lost  until 
he  find  it  ? 

5  And  when  he  hath  found  it,  lay 
it  upon  his  shoulders  rejoicing  : 

6  And  coming  home  call  together 
his  friends  and  neighbours,  saying 
to  them :  Rejoice  with  me  because  I 
have  found  my  sheep  that  was  lost* 

7  I  say  to  you,  that  even  so  there 
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shall  be  joy  in  heaven  upon  one 
sinner  that  doth  penance,  more  than 
upon  ninety-nine  just  who  need  not 
penance. 

8  Or  what  woman  having  ten 
groata  :  if  she  lose  one  groat,  doth 
not  light  a  candle  and  sweep  the 
house,  and  seek  diligently,  until 
she  find  it  ? 

9  And  when  she  hath  found  it, 
call  together  her  friends  and  neigh¬ 
bours,  saying:  Rejoice  with  me, 
because  I  have  found  the  groat 
which  I  had  lost  ? 

10  So  I  say  to  you,  there  shall 
be  joy  before  the  Angels  of  Got} 
upon  one  sinner  doing  penance. 

11  And  he  said  :  A  certain  man 
bad  two  sons ; 

12  And  the  younger  of  them  said 
to  his  father:  Father,  give  me  the 
portion  of  substance  tha-t  falleth  to 
me.  And  he  divided  unto  them  his 
aubstance. 

13  And  not  many  days  after,  the 
younger  son  gathering  all  together, 
went  abroad  into  a  far  country  : 
and  there  wasted  his  substance  liv¬ 
ing  riotously. 

14  And  after  he  had  spent  all, 
there  came  a  mighty  famine  in  that 
country,  and  he  began  to  be  in  want. 

15  And  he  went,  and  cleaved  to 
one  of  the  citizens  of  that  country. 
And  he  sent  him  into  his  farm  to 
feed  swine. 

16  And  he  would  fain  have  filled 
his  belly  with  the  husks  the  swine 
did  eat ;  and  no  man  gave  unto  him. 

17  And  returning  to  himself,  he 
said:  How  many  hired  servants  in 
my  father’s  house  abound  with  bread, 
and  I  here  perish  with  hunger  ? 

18  I  will  arise,  and  will  go  to  my 
father,  and  say  to  him :  Father,  1 
have  sinned  against  heaven,  and 
before  thee: 

19  l  am  not  now  worthy  to  be 
called  thy  son :  make  me  as  one  of 
thy  hired  servants. 

90  And  risine  up  he  came  to  his 


father.  And  when  he  was  yet  a 
great  way  off,  his  father  saw  him, 
and  was  moved  with  compassion, 
and  running  to  him  fell  upon  his 
neck  and  kissed  him. 

21  And  the  son  said  to  him: 
Father,  I  have  sinned  against  hea¬ 
ven,  and  before  thee,  I  am  not 
now  worthy  to  be  called  thy  son. 

22  And  the  father  said  to  his  ser¬ 
vants  :  Bring  forth  quickly  the  first 
robe,  and  put  it  on  him,  and  put  a 
ring  on  his  hand,  and  shoes  on  his 
feet : 

23  And  bring  hither  the  fatted 
calf,  and  kill  it,  and  let  us  eat  and 
make  merry  : 

24  Because  this  my  son  was 
dead,  and  is  come  to  life  again : 
was  lost,  and  is  found.  And  they 
began  to  be  merry. 

25  Now  his  elder  son  was  in  the 
field,  and  when  he  came  and  drew 
nigh  to  the  house,  he  heard  music 
and  dancing: 

86  And  he  called  one  of  the  ser¬ 
vants,  and  asked  what  these  things 
meant. 

27  And  he  said  to  him :  Thv 
brother  is  come,  and  thy  father  hath 
killed  the  fatted  calf,  because  he 
hath  received  him  safe. 

28  And  he  was  angry  and  would 
not  go  in.  His  father  therefore 
coming  out  began  to  intreat  him, 

29  And  he  answering,  said  to  his 
father  :  Behold,  for  so  many  years 
do  I  serve  thee,  and  I  have  never 
transgressed  thy  commandment, 
and  yet  thou  hast  never  given  me  a 
kid  to  make  merry  with  my  friends. 

30  But  as  soon  as  this  thy  60n  is 
come,  who  hath  devoured  his  sub¬ 
stance  with  harlots,  thou  hast  killed 
for  him  the  fatted  calf. 

31  But  he  said  to  him:  Son, 
thou  art  always  with  me,  and  all  X 
have  is  thine. 

32  But  it  was  fit  that  we  should 
make  merry  and  be  glad,  for  this 
thy  brother  was  dead,  and  is  come 
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to  life  again;  he  was  lost,  and  is 
found. 

CHAP,  xvt- 

Tht  parable  of  the  unjust  itewari. 
ND  he  .said  als«  to  his  disciples: 
There  was  a  certain  rich  man 
who  had  a  steward  :  and  the  same 
was  accused  unto  him,  that  he  had 
wasted  his  goods. 

2  And  he  called  him,  and  said  to 
him :  How  is  it  that  I  hear  this  of 
thee?  give  an  account  of  thy  stew¬ 
ardship  :  for  now  thou  canst  be 
steward  no  longer. 

3  And  the  steward  said  within 
himself :  What  shall  I  do,  because 
my  lord  taketh  away  from  me  the 
stewardship?  To  dte  I  am  not 
able ;  to  beg  I  am  ashamed. 

4  I  know  what  I  will  do,  that 
when  I  shall  be  removed  from  the 
stewardship,  they  may  receive  me 
into  their  houses. 

5  Therefore  calling  together  every 
one  of  his  lord's  debtors,  he  said  to 
the  first :  How  much  dost  thou  owe 
my  lord  ? 

6  But  he  said :  An  hundred  bar¬ 
rels  of  oil.  And  he  said  to  him : 
Take  thy  bill  and  sit  down  quickly, 
and  write  fifty. 

7  Then  he  said  to  another:  And. 
how  much  dost  thou  owe?  Who 
said.:  An  hundred  quarters  of  wheat. 
He  said  to  him  :  Take  thy  bill,  and 
write  eighty. 

8  And  the  lord  commended  the 
unjust  steward,  forasmuch  as  he  had 
done  wisely:  for  the  children  of  this 
world  art  wiser  in  their  generation 
than  the  children  of  light. 

9  And  I  say  to  you:  Make  unto 
you  frieqds  of  the  mammon  of  ini¬ 
quity,  that  when  you  shall  fail,  they 
may  receive  you  into  everlasting 
dwellings. 

10  He  that  is  faithful  in  that 
which  is  least,  is  faithful  also  in  that 
A’hich  is  greater :  and  he  that  is  un¬ 
just  in  that  which  is  little,  is  unjust 
also  in  that  which  is  greater. 

1 J  i  f  then  you  have  not  been  faith¬ 


ful  in  the  unjust  mammon :  who 
will  trust  you  with  that  which  is  the 
true? 

12  And  if  you  have  not  been  faith¬ 
ful  in  that  which  is  another's:  whci 
willgiveyou  that  which  is  yourown  ? 

13  No  servant  can  serve  twe 
masters,  for  either  he  will  hate  the 
one,  and  love  the  other:  or  he  will 
hold  to  the  one  and  despise  the  other. 
YoucannotserveGodand  mammon. 

14  Now  the.Pharisees  who  were 
covetous,  heard  all  these  things : 
and  thpy  derided  him. 

15  And  he  said  to  them  :  You  are 
they  who  justify  yourselves  before 
men,  but  God  knoweth  your  hearts, 
for  that  which  is  high  to  men,  is  an 
abomination  before  God. 

1 6  The  law  and  the  prophets  were 
until  John ;  from  that  time  the  king¬ 
dom  of  God  is  preached,  and  every 
one  useth  violence  towards  it. 

17  And  it  is  easier  for  heaven  and 
earth  to  pass,  than  one  tiltle  of  the 
law  to  fall. 

18  Every  one  that  putteth  away 
his  wife,  and  marrielli  another,  com- 
mitteth  adultery:  and  he  that  mar- 
rieth  her  that  is  put  away  from  her 
husband,  committeth  adultery. 

19  There  was  a  certain  rich  man, 
who  was  cloatfied  in  purple  and 
fine  linen :  and  feasted  sumptuously 
every  day. 

20  And  there  was  a  certain  beg¬ 
gar  named  Lazarus,  who  lay  at  his 
gate,  full  of  sores, 

21  Desiring  to  be  filled  with  the 
crumbs  that  fell  from  the  rich  man’s 
table,  and  no  one  did  give  him, 
moreover  the  dogs  came  and  licked 
his  sores. 

22  And  it  came  to  pass  that  the 
beggar  died,  and  was  carried  by 
the  Angels  into  Abraham’s  bosom. 
And  the  rich  man  also  died:  and  he 
was  buried  in  hell. 

23  And  lifting  up  his  eyes,  when 
he  was  in  torments,  he  saw  Abra¬ 
ham  a-far  off,  and  Lazarus  in  hia 
bosom 
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24  And  he  cried  and  said :  Father 
'Abraham,  have  mercy  on  me,  and 
send  Lazarus  that  he  may  dip  the 
lip  of  his  finger  in  water,  to  cool  my 
tongue,  for  I  am  tormented  in  this 
flame. 

25  And  Abraham  said  to  him  : 
Son,  remember  that  thou  didst  re¬ 
ceive  good  things  in  thy  life  time, 
and  likewise  Lazarus  evil  things : 
but  now  he  is  comforted,  and  thou 
art  tormented. 

26  And  besides  all  this,  between 
us  and  you  there  is  fixed  a  great 
chaos:  so  that  they  who  would  pass 
from  hence  to  you,  cannot,  nor  from 
thence  come  hither. 

27  And  he  said :  Then,  father,  1 
beseech  thee  that  thou  wouldest 
send  him  to  my  father's  house,  for 
1  have  five  brethren. 

28  That  he  may  testify  unto 
them,  lest  they  also  come  into  this 
place  of  torments. 

29  And  Abraham  said  to  him : 
They  have  Moses  and  the  prophets: 
let  them  hear  them. 

30  But  he  said:  No,  father 
Abraham,  but  if  one  went  to  them 
from  the  dead,  they  will  do  penance. 

31  And  he  said  to  him:  If  they 
hear  not  Moses  and  the  prophets, 
neither  will  they  believe,  if  one  rise 
again  from  the  dead. 

CHAP.  XVII. 

Lesions  of  avoiding  icandal. 

ND  he  said  to  his  disciples: 
It  is  impossible  that  scandals 
should  not  come:  but  wo  to  him 
through  whom  they  come. 

2  It  were  better  for  him,  that  a 
mill-stone  were  hanged  about  his 
neck,  and  he  cast  into  the  sea,  than 
that  he  should  scandalize  one  of 
thesev little  ones. 

3  Take  heed  to  yourselves.  If 
thy  brother  sin  against  thee, reprove 
•him :  and  if  he  do  penance,  forgi\e 
him. 

4  And  if  he  sin  against  thee  se¬ 
ven  times  In  a  day,  and  seven  times 
in  a  day  b*  converted  unto  thee, 


saying,  I  repent:  forgive  him. 

5  And  the  apostles  said  to  the 
Lord:  Increase  our  faith. 

6  And  the  Lord  said :  If  you  had 
faith  like  to  a  grain  of  mustard-seed, 
you  might  say  to  this  mulberry  tree, 
be  thou  rooted  up,  and  be  thou 
transplanted  into  the  sea:  and  it 
would  obey  you. 

7  But  which  of  you  having  a 
servant  plowing  or  feeding  cattle, 
will  say  to  him  when  he  is  come  from 
the  field  :  immediately  go,  sit  down 
to  meat : 

8  And  will  not  rather  say  to  him: 
Make  ready  my  supper,  and  gird 
thyself,  and  serve  me  whilst  1  eat 
and  drink,  and  afterwards  thou 
shalt  eat  and  drink  ? 

9  Doth  he  thank  that  servant,  for 
doing  the  things  which  he  command¬ 
ed  him  ? 

10  I  think  not.  So  you  also,  when 
you  shall  have'done  all  these  things 
that  are  commanded  you,  say:  We 
are  unprofitable  servants  ;  we  have 
done  that  which  we  ought  to  do. 

11  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  be 
was  going  to  Jerusalem,  he  passed 
through  the  midst  of  Samaria  and 
Galilee. 

12  And  as  he  entered  into  a  cer¬ 
tain  town,  there  met  him  ten  men 
that  were  iepers,  who  stood  a-  far  off, 

13  And  lifted  up  their  voice,  say¬ 
ing:  Jesus,  master,  have  mercy 
on  us. 

14  Whom  when  he  saw  he  said: 
Go,  shew  yourselves  to  the  priests. 
And  it  tume  to  pass,  as  they  went, 
they  were  made  clean. 

15  And  one  of  them  when  he  saw 
that  he  was  made  clpan,  went  back, 
with  a  loud  voice  glorifying  God. 

16  And  he  fell  on  his  face  before 
his  feet,  giving  thanks :  and  this 
was  a  Samaritan. 

17  And  Jesus  answering,  said: 
Were  not  ten  made  clean?  and 
where  are  the  nine  ? 

18  There  is  no  one  found  to  re¬ 
turn  and  give  glory  to  God,  but 
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ihis  stranger. 

19  Ana  he  said  to  him:  Arise, 
go  thy  way ;  for  thy  faith  hath 
made  thee  whole. 

20  And  being  asked  by  the  Pha¬ 
risees  :  when  the  kingdom  of  God 
should  come  ?  he  answered  them 
and  said:  The  kingdom  of  God 
Cometh  not  with  observation  . 

21  Neither  shall  they  say:  Be¬ 
hold  here,  or  behold  there.  For  lo 
the  kingdom  of  God  is  within  you. 

22  And  he  said  to  his  disciples  : 
The  days  will  come  when  you  shall 
desire  to  see  one  day  of  the  son  of 
man  ;  and  you  shall  not  see  it. 

23  And  they  will  say  to  you: 
See  here,  and  see  there.  Go  ye  not 
after,  nor  follow  them  : 

24  For  as  the  lightning  that 
lightneth  from  under  heaven,  shin- 
eth  unto  the  parts  that  are  under 
heaven,  so  shall  the  son  of  man  be 
in  his  day. 

25  But  first  he  must  suffer  many 
things,  and  be  rejected  by  this  ge¬ 
neration. 

26  And  as  it  came  to  pass  in  the 
days  of  Noe,  so  shall  it  be  also  in 
the  days  of  the  son  of  man. 

37  They  did  eat  and  drink,  they 
married  wives  and  were  given  in 
marriage,  until  the  day  that  Noe 
entered  into  the  ark :  and  the  flood 
came,  and  destroyed  them  all. 

28  Likewise  as  it  came  to  pass 
in  the  days  of  Lot :  They  did  eat 
and  drink,  they  bought  and  sold, 
they  planted  and  built : 

29  And  in  the  day  that  Lot  went 
out  of  Sodom,  it  rained  fire  and 
brimstone  from  heaven,  and  des¬ 
troyed  them  all. 

30  Even  thus  shall  it  be  in  the 
day  when  the  son  of  man  shall  be 
revealed. 

31  In  that  hour  he  that  shall  be 
on  the  house  top,  and  his  goods  in 
the  house,  let  him  not  go  down  to 
take  them  away  :  and  he  that  shall 
be  in  the  field,  in  like  manner  let 
him  not  return  back. 


32  Remember  Lot’s  wife. 

33  Whosoever  shall  seek  to  save 
his  life,  shall  lose  it :  and  whoso¬ 
ever  shall  lose  it  shall  preserve  it. 

34  I  say  to  you :  in  that  night 
there  shall  he  two  men  in  one  bed: 
the  one  shall  be  taken,  and  the 
other  shall  be  left. 

35  Two  women  shall  be  grinding 
together  ;  the  one  shall  be  taken, 
anu  the  other  shall  be  left ;  two 
men  shall  be  irt  the  field ;  the  one 
shall  be  taken,  and  the  other  shall 
be  left. 

36  They  answering  say  to  him  : 
Where,  Lord? 

37  Who  said  lo  them  :  Where¬ 
soever  the  body  shall  be,  thither 
will  the  eagles  also  be  gathered  to¬ 
gether. 

CHAP.  XVIII- 
Tht  Pharisee  and  the  Pvblican. 
ND  he  spoke  also  a  parable  to 
them,  that  we  ougnt  always 
to  pray,  and  not  to  faint. 

2  Saying  :  There  was  a  judge  in 
a  certain  city,  who  feared  not  God, 
nor  regarded  man. 

3  And  there  was  a  certain  widov 
in  that  city,  and  she  came  to  him 
saying  :  Avenge  me  of  my  adver¬ 
sary. 

4  And  he  would  not  for  a  long 
time.  But  he  afterwards  said  within 
himself:  Although  I  fear  not  God, 
nor  regard  man, 

5  Yet  because  this  widow  is  trou¬ 
blesome  to  me,  I  will  avenge  her, 
lest  continually  coming  6he  weary 
me. 

6  And  the  Lord  6aid :  Hear 
what  the  unjust  judge  saith. 

7  And  will  not  God  revenge  his 
elect  who  cry  to  him  day  and  night: 
and  will  he  have  patience  in  their 
regard  ? 

8  I  say  to  you,  that  he  will  quickly 
revenge  them.  But  yet  the  son  ol 
man,  when  he  cometh  shall  he  find, 
think  you,  faith  on  earth  ? 

9  And  to  some  who  trusted  in 
themselves  as  just,  and  despised 
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others  he  9poke  also  this  parable : 

10  Two  men  went  up  into  the 
temple  to  pray  :  the  one  a  Phari¬ 
see,  ami  the  other  a  publican. 

11  The  Pharisee  standing  prayed 
thus  with  himself:  O  God,  I  give 
thee  thanks  that  I  am  not  as  the 
rest  of  men,  extortioners,  unjust, 
adulterers,  as  also  is  this  publican. 

12  I  fast  twice  in  a  week:  I  give 
tithes  of  all  that  I  possess. 

13  And  the  publican  standing  a- 
far  off  would  not  so  much  as  lift 
up  his  eyes  towards  heaven  ;  hut 
struck  his  breast  saying:  OGod  be 
merciful  to  me  a  sinner. 

14  1  say  to  you  this  man  went 
down  into  liis  house  justified  rather 
than  the  other  :  because  every  one 
that  exalteth  himself,  shall  be  hum¬ 
bled;  and  he  that  humbleth  him¬ 
self,  shall  be  exalted. 

15  And  they  brought  unto  him 
also  infants,  that  he  might  touch 
them.  Which  when  the  disciples 
saw,  they  rebuked  them. 

16  But  Jesus  calling  them  toge¬ 
ther,  said:  Suffer  children  to  come  to 
me  and  forbid  them  not,  for  of  such 
Lb  the  kingdom  of  God. 

17  Amen  I  say  to  you:  Whoso¬ 
ever  shall  not  receive  the  kingdom 
of  God  as  a  child,  shall  not  enter 
into  it. 

18  And  a  certain  ruler  asked  him, 
saying:  Good  master,  what  shall  1 
do  to  possess  everlasting  life  ? 

19  And  Jesus  said  to  him:  Why 
dost  thou  call  me  good  ?  None  is 
good  but  God  alone. 

20  Thou  know'est  the  command¬ 
ments  :  Thou  shalt  not  kill :  Thou 
shalt  not  commit  adultery :  Thou 
shall  not  sttal ;  Thou  shalt  not  bear 
false  witness  :  Honour  thy  father 
and  mother. 

21  Who  said:  All  these  things 
have  I  kept  from  my  youth. 

22  Which  when  J Esushad  heard, 
he  said  to  him  :  Yet  one  thing  is 
wanting  to  thee  :  sell  all  whatever 
thou  bast,  and  give  to  the  poor,  and 


thou  shalt  have  treasure  in  heaven: 
and  come,  follow  me. 

23  He  having  heard  these  things, 
became  sorrowful,  for  he  was  very 
rich. 

24  And  Jesus  seeing  him  become 
sorrowful,  said  :  How  hardly  shall 
they  that  have  riches  enter  into  the 
kingdom  of  God  ? 

25  For  it  is  easier  for  a  camel  to 
pas9  through  the  eye. of  a  needle, 
than  for  a  rich  man  to  enter  into 
the  kingdom  of  God. 

26  And  they  that  heard  it  said? 
Who  then  can  be  saved  ? 

27  He  said  to  them  :  The  thinga 
that  are  impossible  with  men,  are 
possible  with  God. 

28  Then  Peter  said  :  Behold  we 
have  left  all  tilings,  and  have  fol¬ 
lowed  thee. 

29  Who  said  to  them  :  Amen  I 
say  to  you,  there  is  no  man  that 
hath  left  house,  or  parents,  or  bre¬ 
thren,  or  wife,  or  children  for  the 
kingdom  of  God’s  sake, 

3U  Who  shall  not  receive  much 
more  in  this  present  time,  and  in 
the  world  to  come  life  everlasting. 

31  Then  J  esus  took  unto  him 
the  twelve,  and  said  to  them  t  Be¬ 
hold,  we  go  up  to  Jerusalem,  and 
all  things  shall  be  accomplished 
which  were  written  by  the  prophets 
concerning  the  son  of  man. 

32  For  he  shall  be  delivered  to 
the  gentiles,  and  shall  be  mecked, 
and  scourged,  and  spit  upon  : 

33  And  after  they  have  scourged 
him,  they  will  put  him  to  death, 
and  the  third  day  he  shall  rise  again 

34  And  they  understood  none  of 
these  things,  and  this  word  was  hid 
from  them,  and  they  understood 
not  the  things  that  were  said. 

35  Now  it  came  to  pass,  when 
he  drew  nigh  to  Jericho,  that  a  cer¬ 
tain  blind  man  sat  by  the  way-side, 
begging. 

36  And  when  he  heard  the  mul- 
titude  passing  by,  he  asked  what 
this  meant.

37  And  they  told  him  that  Jesus 
of  Nazareth  was  passing  by. 

38  And  he  cried  out  saying  :  Je¬ 
ans  son  of  David,  have  mercy  on  me. 

39  And  they  that  went  before, 
rebuked  him,  that  he  should  hold  his 
peace.  But  he  cried  out  much  more, 
Son  of  David  have  mercy  on  me. 

40  And  Jesus  standing  com¬ 
manded  him  to  be  brought  unto 
him.  And  when  he  was  come  near, 
he  asked  him, 

41  Saying:  What  wilt  thou  that 
I  do  to  thee?  But  he  said:  Lord, 
that  1  may  see. 

42  And  Jksus  said  to  him  :  Re¬ 
ceive  thy  sight;  thy  faith  hath 
made  thee  whole. 

43  And  immediately  he  saw,  and 
followed  him,  glorifying  God.  And 
all  the  people  when  they  saw  it, 
gave  praise  to  God. 

CHAP.  XIX. 

Zacheus  entertains  Christ. 

AND  entering  in,  he  walked 
through  Jericho. 

2.  And  behold  there  was  a  man 
named  Zacheus  :  who  was  the  chief 
of  the  publicans,  and  he  was  rich. 

3  And  he  sought  to  see  Jesus 
who  he  was,  and  he  could  not  for 
the  crowd,  because  he  was  low  of 
stature. 

4  And  running  before,  he  climbed 
up  into  a  sycamore  tree  that  be 
might  see  him.:  for  he  was  to  pass 
that  way. 

5  And'when  Jesus  was  come  to 
the  place,  looking  up,  he  saw  him, 
and  said  to  him  :  Zacheus,  make 
haste  and  come  down  :  for  this  day 
I  must  abide  in  thy  house. 

6  And  he  made  haste  and  came 
down,  and  received  him  with  joy. 

7  And  when  all  saw  it,  they  mur¬ 
mured, saying  that  he  was  gone  to  be 
a  guestwith  a  man  that  was  a  sinner. 

8  But  Zacheus  standing  said  to 
the  Lord:  Behold,  Lord,  the  half 
of  my  goods  I  give  to  the  poor : 
and  if  1  have  wronged  any  man  of 
any  thing,  I  restore  him  fourfold. 


9  Jesus  said  to  him:  This  day  l 
salvation  come  to  this  house :  be¬ 
cause  he  also  is  a  son  of  Abraham 

10  For  the  son  of  man  is  come  to* 
seek  and  to  save  that  which  was  lost 

11  As  they  were  hearing  these 
things,  he  added  and  spoke  a  para¬ 
ble  because  he  wa3  nigh  to  Jerusa¬ 
lem,  and  because  they  thought  that 
the  kingdom  of  God  should  imme¬ 
diately  be  manifested. 

12  He  said  therefore:  A  certain 
nobleman  went  into  a  far  country 
to  receive  for  himself  a  kingdom, 
and  to  return. 

-  13  And  calling  his  ten  servants, 

he  gave  them  ten  pounds,  and  said 
to  them  :  Trade  till  I  come. 

14  But  his  citizens  hated  him: 
and  they  sent  an  embassage  after 
him,  saying  :  We  will  not  have  this 
man  to  reign  over  us. 

15  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he 
returned,  having  received  the  king¬ 
dom  :  and  he  commanded  his  ser¬ 
vants  to  be  called,  to  whom  he  had 
given  the  money  ;  that  he  might 
know  how  much  every  man  had 
gained  by  trading. 

16  And  the  first  came,  6aying. 
Lord,  thy  pound  hath  gained  ten 
pounds. 

17  And  he  said  to  him:  Well 
done,  thou  good  servant,  because 
thou  hast  been,  faithful  in  a  little, 
thou  shalt  have  power  over  ten  cities. 

18  And  the  second  came,  say¬ 
ing  :  Lord,  thy  pound  hath  gained 
five  pounds. 

19  And  he  said  to  him :  Be  thou 
also  over  five  cities. 

20  And  another  came,  saying » 
Lord,  behold  here  is  thy  pound, 
which-I  have  keptlaid  up  in  a  napkin, 

21  For  1  feared  thee,  because 
thou  art  an  austere  man :  thou 
takest  up  what  thou  didst  not  lay 
down,  and  thou  reapest  that  which 
thou  didst  not  sow. 

22  He  saith  to  him  :  Out  of  thy 
own  mouth  I  judge  thee,  thou  wick¬ 
ed  servant.  Thou  knewest  that  I

was  an  austere  man,  taking  up  what 
I  laid  not  down,  and  reaping  that 
which  1  did  not  sow  : 

23  And  why  then  didst  thqu  not 
give  my  money  into  the  bank,  that 
at  my  coming  I  might  have  exacted 
it  with  usury  ? 

24  And  he  said  to  them  that 
stood  by  :  Take  the  pound  away 
from  him,  and  give  it  to  him  that 

hath  the  ten  pounds. 

25  And  they  said  to  him  :  Lord, 
he  hath  ten  pounds. 

26  But  1  say  to  you,  that  to 
every  one  that  hath  shall  be  given 
and  he  shall  abound  :  and  from  him 
that  hath  not,  even  that  which  he 
hath  shall  be  taken  from  him. 

27  But  as  for  those  my  enemies, 
who  would  not  have  me  reign  over 
them,  bring  them  hither  ;  and  kill 
them  before  me. 

28  And  having  said  these  things, 
he  wentbefore  goingup  loJerusalem. 

29  And  it  came  to  pass  when  he 
was  come  nigh  to  Bethphage  and 
Bethania  unto  the  mount  called 
Olivet,  he  sent  two  of  his  disciples, 

30  Saying:  Go  into  the  town 
which  is  over-against  you,  at  your 
entering  into  which,  you  shall  find 
the  colt  of  an  ass  tied,  on  which  no 
man  ever  hath  sitten  :  loose  him 
And  bring  him  hither. 

31  And  if  any  man  shall  ask  you  : 
Why  do  you  loose  him  ?  you  shall 
say  thus  unto  him  :  Because  the 
Lord  hath  need  of  his  service. 

32  And  they  that  were  sent  went 
their  way,  and  found  the  colt  stand¬ 
ing,  as  he  had  said  unto  them. 

33  And  as  they  were  loosing  the 
colt,  the  owners  thereof  said  to 

hem  :  Why  loose  you  the  colt  ? 

31  But  they  said :  Because  the 
Lord  hath  need  of  him. 

35  And  they  brought  him  to  Je¬ 
sus.  And  casting  their  garments 
on  the  colt,  they  set  Jesus  thereon. 

36  And  as  he  went,  they  spread 
their  clothes  underneath  in  the  way. 

37  And  when  he  was  now  coming 
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near  the  descent  of  mount  Olivet, 
the  whole  multitude  of  his  disciples 
began  with  joy  to  praise  God  with 
a  loud  voice,  for  all  the  mighty 
works  they  had  seen. 

38  Saying:  Blessed  be  the  king 
who  comethin  the  name  of  the  Lord, 
peace  in  heaven,  and  glory  on  high. 

39  And  some  of  the  Pharisees 
from  amongst  the  multitude  said  to 
him  :  Master,  rebuke  thy  diseiple6. 

40  To  whom  he  said  ;  I  say  to 
vou,  that  if  these  shall  hold  their 
peace,  the  stones  will  cry  out. 

41  And  when  he  drew  near,  see¬ 
ing  the  city,  he  wept  over  it,  saying: 

42  If  thou  also  hadst  known,  and 
that  in  this  thy  day,  the  things  that 
are  to  thy  peace:  but  now  they  are 
hidden  from  thy  eyes. 

43  For  the  days  shall  come  upon 
thee  :  and  thy  enemies  shall  cast  a 
trench  about  thee,  and  compass 
thee  round,  and  straiten  thee  on 
every  side. 

|  44  And  beat  thee  flat  to  the 

ground,  and  thy  children  who  are 
in  thee  :  and  they  shall  not  leave  in 
thee  a  stone  upon  a  stone,  because 
thou  hast  not  known  the  time  of  thy 
visitation. 

45  And  enterirtg  into  the  temple, 
he  began  to  cast  but  them  that  sold 
therein  and  them  that  bought. 

46  Saying  to  them  :  It  is  written: 
My  house  is  the  house  of  prayer.  But 
you  have  made  it  a  den  of  thieves. 

47  And  he  was  teaching  daily  in 
the  temple.  And  the  chief  priests 
and  the  scribes,  and  the  rulers  of 
the  people  sought  to  destroy  him  : 

43  And  they  found  not  what  tfl 
do  to  him.  For  all  the  people  wen 
very  attentive  to  hear  him. 

CHAP.  XX. 

The  parable  of  the  husbandman , 
ND  it  came  to  pass  that  on  one 
of  the  days,  as  he  was  teach¬ 
ing  the  people  in  the  temple,  and 
preaching  the  gospel,  the  chief 
priests  and  the  scribes  with  the  an* 
tients  met  together, 
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2  And  spoke  to  him,  saying  : 
Tell  us,  by  what  authority  dost 
thou  these  things  ?  or,  Who  is  he 
that  hath  given  thee  this  authority  ? 

3  And  Jesus  answering,  said  to 
them  :  I  will  also  ask  you  one  thing. 
Answer  me : 

4  The  baptism  of  John,  was  it 
from  heaven  or  of  men  ? 

5  But  they  thought  within  them¬ 
selves,  saying:  If  we  shall  say. 
From  heaven:  he  will  say:  Why 
then  did  you  not  believe  him  ? 

6  But  if  we  say,  Of  men,  the 
whole  people  will  stone  us :  for  they 
are  persuaded  that  John  was  a  pro¬ 
phet. 

7  And  they  answered,  that  they 
knew  not  whence  it  was. 

8  And  Jesus  said  to  them ;  Nei¬ 
ther  do  I  tell  you  by  what  autho¬ 
rity  I  do  these  things. 

9  And  he  began  to' speak  to  the 
people  this  parable :  A  certain  man 
planted  a  vineyard  and  let  it  out 
to  husbandmen :  and  he  was  abroad 
for  a  long  time. 

10  And  at  the  season  he  sent  a 
servant  to  the  husbandmen,  that 
they  should  give  him  of  the  fruit  of 
the  vineyard.  Who  beating  him 
6ent  him  away  empty. 

11  And  again  he  6ent  another 
servant.  But  they  beat  him  also, 
and  treating  him  reproachfully,  sent 
him  away  empty. 

12  And  again  he  sent  the  third: 
and  they  wounded  him  also,  and 
cast  him  out. 

13  Then  the  lord  of  the  vineyard 
said  :  What  shall  I  do  ?  I  will  send 
my  beloved  son :  it  may  be,  when 
they  see  him,  they. will  reverence  him. 

14  Whom  when  the  husbandmen 
saw,  they  thought  within  them¬ 
selves,  saying  :  This  is  the  heir,  let 
us  kill  him,  that  the  inheritance 
may  be  ours, 

15  So  casting  him  out  of  the 
vineyard,  they  killed  him.  What 
therefore  will  the  lord  of  the  vine¬ 
yard  do  to  them  ? 


16  He  will  come,  and  will  De¬ 
stroy  these  husbandmen,  and  will 
give  the  vineyard  to  others.  Which 
they  hearing,  said  to  him:  God 

forbid. 

17  But  he  looking  on  them,  said  : 
What  is  this  then  that  is  written, 
The  stone  which  the  builders  reject¬ 
ed ,  the  same  is  become  the  head  oj 
the  corner  ? 

18  Whosoever  shall  fall  upon  that 
stone,  shall  be  bruised:  and  upon 
whomsoever  it  shall  fall,  it  will 
grind  him  to  powder. 

19  And  the  chief  priests  and  the 
scribes  sought  to  lay  hands  on  him 
the  same  hour :  but  they  feared  the 
people,  for  they  kne\y  that  he  spoke 
this  parable  to  them. 

20  And  being  upon  the  watch, 
they  sent  spies  who  should  feign 
themselves  just,  that  they  might 
take  hold  of  him  in  his  words,  that 
they  might  deliver  him  up  to  the  au¬ 
thority  and  power  of  the  governor. 

21  And  they  asked  him,  saying: 
Master,  we  know  that  thou  speak- 
est  and  teachest  rightly  ;  and  thou 
dost  not  respect  any  person,  but 
teachest  the  way  of  God  in  truth.

15  For  I  will  give  you  a  mouth 
and  wisdom,  which  all  your  adver¬ 
saries  shall  not  be  able  to  resist  and 
gain-say. 

16  And  you  shall  be  betrayed  by 
our  parents  and  brethren,  and 
insmen  and  friends :  and  some  of 

you  they  will  put  to  death. 

1 7  And  you  shall  be  hated  by  all 
men  for  my  name’s  sake: 

18  But  a  hair  of  your  head  shall 
not  perish. 

19  In  yout  patience  you  shall 
possess  your  souls. 

20  And  when  you  shall  see  Jeru¬ 
salem  compassed  about  with  an 
army:  then  know  that  the  desol¬ 
ation  thereof  is  at  hand. 

21  Then  let  those  who  are  in 
Judea  flee  to  the  mountains  :  and 
those  who  are  in  the  midst  thereof, 
depart  oUt :  and  those  who  are  in 
the  countries,  not  enter  into  it. 

22  For  these  are  the  days  of  ven¬ 
geance,  that  all  things  may  be  ful¬ 
filled  that  are  written. 

23  But  wo  to  them  that  are  with 
child  and  give  suck  in  those  days  ; 
for  there  shall  be  great  distress  in  the 
land,  ahd  wrath  upon  this  people. 

24  And  they  shall  fall  by  the  edge 
of  the  sword:  and  shall  be  led  away 
captives  into  all  nations:  and  Jeru¬ 
salem  shall  be  trodden  down  by  the 
gentiles:  till  the  times  of  the  na¬ 
tions  be  fulfilled. 

25  And  there  shall  be  signs  in  the 
eun,  and  in  the  moon,  and  in  the 
stars:  and  upon  the  earth  distress 
of  nations,  by  reason  of  the  confu¬ 
sion  of  the  roaring  of  the  sea  and  of 
the  waves, 

26  Men  withering  away  for  fear, 
and  expectation  of  what  shall  come 
upon  the  whole  world.  For  the 
powers  of  heaven  shall  be  moved : 

27  And  then  they  shall  see  the 


son  of  man  coming  In  a  cloud  with 
great  power  and  majesty. 

28  But  when  these  things  begin 
to  come  to  pass,  look  up  and  lift  up 
your  heads :  because  your  redemp¬ 
tion  is  at  hand. 

29  And  he  spoke  to  them  a  si¬ 
militude.  See  the  fig-tree,  and  all 
the  trees : 

30  When  they  now  shoot  forth 
their  fruit,  you  know  that  summer 
is  nigh. 

3L  So  you  also  when  you  shall 
see  these  things  come  to  pass,  know 
that  the  kingdom  of  God  is  at  hand. 

32  Amen  I  6ay  to  you,  this  ge¬ 
neration  shall  not  pass  away,  till 
all  things  be  fulfilled. 

33  Heaven  and  earth  shall  pass 
away,  but  my  words  shall  not  pass 
away. 

34  And  take  heed  to  yourselves, 
lest,  perhaps  your  hearts  be  over¬ 
charged  with  surfeiting  and  drunk¬ 
enness  and  the  cares  of  this  life:  and 
that  day  come  upon  you  suddenly. 

35  For  as  a  snare  shall  it  come 
upon  all  that  sit  upon  the  face  of 
the  whole  earth. 

36  Watch  ye  therefore  praying  at 
all  times,  that  you  may  be  account¬ 
ed  worthy  to  escape  all  these  things 
that  are  to  come,  and  to  stand  be¬ 
fore  the  son  of  man. 

37  And  in  the  day  time  he  was 
teaching  in  the  temple:  but  at  night 
going  out,  he  abode  in  the  mount 
that  is  called  Olivet. 

38  And  all  the  people  came  early 
in  the  morning  to  him  in  the  tfempl6 
to  hear  him. 

CHAP.  XXII. 

The  treason  of  Judas. 

OW  the  feast  of  unleavened 
bread,  which  is  called  the 
pasch,  was  at  hand. 

2  And  the  chief  priests  and  the 
scribes  sought  how  they  might  put 
Jesus  to  death:  but  they  feared 
the  people. 

S  And  satan  entered  into  Judas 
who  was_suroamed  Iscariau^neof 
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the  twelve. 

4  And  he  went,  and  discoursed 
with  the  chief  priests  and  the  ma¬ 
gistrates,  how  he  might  betray  him 
to  them. 

5  And  they  were  glad,  and  cove¬ 
nanted  to  give  him  money. 

6  And  hepromised.  Andhesought 
opportunity  to  betray  him  in  the  ab¬ 
sence  of  the  multitude. 

7  And  the  day  of  the  unleavened 
bread  came,  on  which  it  was  neces¬ 
sary  that  the  pasch  should  be  killed. 

6  And  he  sent  Peter  and  John, 
saying :  Go  and  prepare  for  us  the 
pesch,  that  we  may  eat. 

9  But  they  said :  Where  wilt 
thou  that  we  prepare? 

10  And  he  said  to  them:  Behold, 
as  you  go  into  the  city,  there  shall 
meet  you  a  man  carrying  a  pitcher 
of  water:  follow  him  into  the  house 
where  he  entereth  in. 

1 1  And  you  shall  say  to  the  good 
man  of  the  house :  The  master  saith 
to  thee :  Where  is  the  guest-cham¬ 
ber,  where  1  may  eat  the  pasch 
with  my  disciples  ? 

12  And  he  will  shew  you  a  large 
dining  room  furnished  :  and  there 
prepare. 

13  And  they  going,  found  as  he 
had  said  to  them,  and  made  ready 
the  pasch. 

14  And  when  the  hour  was  come, 
he  sat  down  and  the  twelve  apostles 
with  him. 

15  And  he  said  to  them  :  With 
desire  I  have  desired  to  eat  this 
pasch.  with  you  before  I  suffer. 

16  For  I  say  to  you,  that  from 
this  time  I  will  not  eat  it  till  it  be 
fulfilled  in  the  kingdom  of  God. 

17  And  having  taken  the  chalice 
be  gave  thanks,  and  said:  Take, and 
divide  it  among  you. 

18  For  I  say  to  you,  that  I  will 
cot  drink  of  the  fruit  of  the  vine, 
till  the  kingdom  of  God  come. 

19  And  taking  bread,  he  gave 
thanks  and  brake:  and  gave  to  them, 
saynig :  This  is  my  body  which  is 


given  for  you.  Do  this  for  a  con. 
memoration  of  me. 

20  In  like  manner  the  chalice  also, 
after  he  had  supped, saying  :  This  is 
the  chalice,  theriew  testament  in  my 
blood,  which  shall  be  shed  for  you. 

21  But  yet  behold,  the  hand  o{ 
him  that  betrayeth  me  is  with  m© 
on  the  table. 

22  And  the  son  of  man  indeed 
oeth,  according  to  that  which  is 
etermined:  but  yet  wo  to  that  mao 

by  whom  he  shall  be  betrayed. 

23  And  they  began  to  enquire 
among  themselves  which  of  them  it 
was  that  should  do  this  thing. 

24  And  there  was  also  a  strife 
amongst  them,  whichol'them  should 
seem  to  be  greater. 

25  And  he  said  to  them :  The 
kings  of  the  gentiles  lord  it  over 
them  ;  and  they  that  have  power 
over  them,  are  called  beneficent. 

26  But  you  not  so:  but  he  that 
is  the  greater  among  you,  let  him 
become  as  the  younger:  and  he  that 
is  the  leader,  as  he  that  serveth. 

27  For  which  is  greater,  he  that 
sitteth  at  table,  or  he  that  serveth? 
Is  not  he  that  sitteth  at  table?  but 
I  am  in  the  midst  of  you,  as  he  that 
serveth : 

28  And  you  are  they  who  have  con¬ 
tinued  with  me  in  my  temptations. 

29  And  I  dispose  to  you,  as  my 
Father  hath  disposed  to  me,  a  king¬ 
dom  : 

30  That  you  may  eat  and  drink 
at  my  table  in  my  kingdom  :  and 
may  sit  upon  thrones  judging  the 
twelve  tribes  of  Israel. 

SI  And  the  Lord  said:  Simon, 
Simon,  behold  satan  hath  desired 
to  have  you  that  he  may  sift  you  as 
wheat. 

32  But  I  have  prayed  for  thee  that 
thy  faith  fail  not :  and  thou  being 
once  converted, confirm  thy  brethren. 

33  Who  said  to  him  :  Lord,  I  am 
ready  to  go  with  thee  both  into  pri¬ 
son  and  to  death. 

34  And  he  said :  I  say  to  thee, 
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Peter,  the  cock  shall  not  crow  this 
day,  till  thou  thrice  deoyest  that  thou 
knowcst  me.  And  he  said  to  them : 

85  When  I  sent  you  without 
purse  and  scrip  and  shoes,  did  you 
want  any  thing  ? 

36  But  they  said :  Nothing.  Then 
said  he  unto  them :  But  now  he  that 
hath  a  purse,  lethim  takeit, andlike- 
wise  a  scrip,  and  he  that  hath  not, 
let  him  sell  his  coat,  and  buy  a  sword. 

37  For  I  say  to  you,  that  this 
that  is  written,  must  yet  be  fulfilled 
in  me.  And  with  the  wicked  was  he 
reckoned.  For  the  things  concern¬ 
ing  me  have  an  end. 

38  But  they  said :  Lord,  behold 
here  are  two  swords.  And  he  said 
to  them  :  It  is  enough. 

S9  And  going  out  he  went  ac- 
cordingto  his  custom  to  the  mount 
of  olives.  And  his  disciples  also 
followed  him. 

40 "And  when  he  was  come  to  the 
place,  he  saicbto  them  :  Pray,  lest 
jre  enter  into  temptation. 

41  And  he  was  withdrawn  away 
from  them  a  stone's  cast:  and 
kneeling  down  he  prayed. 

42  Saying  :  Father,  if  thou  wilt, 
remove  this  chalice  from  me*  But 
yet  not  my  will,  but  thine  be  done.  \ 

43  And  there  appeared  to  him 
an  Angel  from  heaven,  strengthen¬ 
ing  him.  And  being  in  an  agony, 
he  prayed  the  longer. 

44  And  his  sweat  became  as 
drops  of  blood  trickling  down  upon 
the  ground. 

45  And  when  he  rose  up  from 
rayer,andwas  come  to  his  disciples, 
e  found  them  sleeping  for  sorrow. 

40  And  he  said  to  them :  Why 
sleep  you?  arise,  pray.  Jest  you 
enter  into  temptation. 

47  As  he  was  yet  speaking,  be¬ 
hold  a  multitude  ;  and  he  that  was 
called  Judas,  one  of  the  twelve, 
went  before  them,  and  drew  near  to 
Jesus,  for  to  kiss  him. 

48  And  Jesus  said  to  him  :  Ju¬ 
das  dost  thou  betray  the  son  of 
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man  with  a  kiss  ? 

49  And  they  that  were  about 
him,  seeing  what  would  follow,  said 
to  him :  Lord,  shall  we  strike  with 
the  sword  ? 

50  And  one  of  them  struck  the 
servant  of  the  high-priest,  and  cut 
off  his  right  ear. 

51  But  Jesus  answering,  said: 
Suffer  ye  thus  far.  And  when  he 
had  touched  his  ear,  he  healed  him. 

52  And  Jesu3  said  to  the  chief 
priests,  and  magistrates  of  the  tem¬ 
ple,  and  the  antients  that  were 
come  unto  him,  Are  you  come  out, 
as  it  were  against  a  thief,  with 
swords  and  clubs? 

53  When  I  was  daily  with  you 
in  the  temple,  you  did  not  stretch 
forth  your  hands  against  me,  but 
this  is  your  hour,  and  the  power  of 
darkness. 

54  And  apprehending  him,  they 
led  him  to  the  high-priest’s  house 
But  Peter  followed  a-far  off. 

55  And  when  they  had  kindled  a 
fire  in  the  midst  of  the  hall,  and 
were  sitting  about  it,  Peter  was  in 
the  midst  of  them. 

56  Whom  when  a  certain  ser¬ 
vant  maid  had  seen  sitting  at  the 
light,  and  had  earnestly  beheld  him, 
she  said :  This  man  also  was  with 
him. 

57  But  he  denied  him,  saying: 
Woman,  I  know  him  not. 

58  And  after  a  little  while  ano» 
ther  seeing  him,  said :  Thou  also 
art  one  of  them.  But  Peter  said : 
0  man,  I  am  not. 

59  And  after  the  space  as  it  were 
of  one  hour,  another  certain  man 
affirmed,  saying :  Of  a  truth  this 
man  was  also  with  him  :  for  be  is 
also  a  Galilean. 

60  And  Peter  said  :  Man,  I  know 
hot  what  thou  sayest  And  imme¬ 
diately  as  he  was  yet  speaking,  the 
cock  crew. 

61  And  the  Lord  turning  looked 
on  Peter.  And  Peter  remembered 
the  word  of  the  Lord,  as  he  had  said : 
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before  the  cock  crow,  thou  shalt 
deny  me  thrice. 

62  And  Peter  going  out  wept 
bitterly. 

63  And  the  men  that  held  him, 
mocked  him,  and  struck  him. 

64  And  they  blind-folded  him, 
and  smote  his  face.  And  they  ask¬ 
ed  him,  saying :  Prophesy,  who  is 
it  that  struck  thee  ? 

65  And  blaspheming  many  other 
things  they  said  against  him. 

66  And  as  soon  as  it  was  day, 
the  antients  of  the  people,  and  the 
chief  priests,  .and  scribes  came  to¬ 
gether,  and  they  brought  him  into 
their  council,  saying  :  If  thou  be 
the  Christ,  tell  us. 

67  And  he  said  to  them  :  If  I  shall 
tell  you,  you  will  not  believe  me  : 

68  And  if  I  shall  ask  you,  you 
will  not  answer  me,  nor  let  me  go. 

69  But  hereafter  the  son  of  man 
shall  he  sitting  on  the  right  hand  of 
the  power  of  God. 

70  Then  said  they  all :  Art  thou 
then  the  Son  of  God  ?  Who  said : 
You  say,  that  I  am. 

71  And  they  said:  What  need 
we  any  farther  testimony?  For  we 
ourselves  have  heard  it  from  his 
own  mouth. 

CHAP.  XXIII. 

Continuation  of  the  history  of  the  pas¬ 
sion. 

ND  the  whole  multitude  of  them 
rising  up,  led  him  to  Pilate. 

2  And  they  began  to  accuse  him, 
saying :  We  have  found  this  man 
perverting  our  nation,  and  forbid¬ 
ding  to  give  tribute  to  Cesar,  and 
saying  that  he  is  Christ  the  king. 

3  And  Pilate  asked  him,  saying  : 
Art  thou  the  king  of  the  jews?  But 
he  answering,  said  :  Thou  sayest  it. 

4  Ahd  Pilate  said  to  the  chief 
priests  and  to  the  multitudes:  I  find 
no  cause  in  this  man. 

5  But  they  were  more  earnest, 
saying:  He  stirreth  up  the  people, 
teaching  throughout  all  Judea,  be- 
I'.nning  from  Galilee  to  this  place. 


6  But  Pilate  hearing  Galilee,  ask* 
ed  if  the  man  were  of  Galilee. 

7  And  when  he  understood  that 
he  was  of  Herod’s  jurisdiction,  he 
sent  him  away  to  Herod,  who  was 
also  himself  at  Jerusalem  in  those 
days. 

8  And  Herod  seeing  Jesus,  waa 
very  glad,  for  he  was  desirous  of  a 
long  time  to  see  him,  because  he 
had  heard  many  things  of  him  :  and 
he  hoped  to  see  some  sign  wrought 
by  him. 

9  And  he  questioned  him  in  ma¬ 
ny  words.  But  he  answered  him 
nothing. 

10  And  the  chief  priests  and  the 
scribes  stood  by  earnestly  accusing 
him. 

11  And  Herod  with  his  army 
set  him  at  nought:  and. mocked 
him,  putting  on  him  a  white  gar¬ 
ment,  and  sent  him  back  to  Pilate.' 

12  And  Herod  and  Pilate  were 
made  friends  that  same  day :  for 
before  they  were  enemies  one  to 
another. 

13  And  Pilate  calling  together 
the  chief  priests,  and  the  magis¬ 
trates,  and  the  people, 

14  Said  to  them  :  You  have  pre¬ 
sented  unto  me  this  man,  as  one  that 
perverteth  the  people,  and  behold  I 
have  examined  him  before  you,  find 
no  cause  in. this  man  in  those  things 
wherein  you  accuse  him. 

15  No,  nor  Herod  neither.  For 
I  sent  you  to  him,  and  behold,  no¬ 
thing  worthy  of  death  is  done  to  him. 

16  I  will  chastise  him  therefore 
and  release  him. 

17  Now  of  necessity  he  was  to 
release  unto  them  one  upon  the 
feast  day. 

18  But  the  whole  multitude  to¬ 
gether  cried  out,  saying  :  Away 
with  this  man,  and  release  untout 
Barabbas. 

19  Who  for  a  certain  sedition 
made  in  the  city,  and  for  a  murder, 
was  cast  into  prison. 

20  And  Pilate  again 
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them,  desiring  to  release  Jesus. 

21  But  they  cried  again,  saying  : 
Crucify  him,  crucify  him. 

22  And  he  said  to  them  the  third 
time:  Why,  what  evil  hath  this 
man  done  ?  I  find  no  cause  of  death 
in  him,  I  will  chastise  him  there¬ 
fore  and  let  him  go. 

23  But  they  were  instant  with 
loud  voices  requiring  that  he  might 
be  crucified  :  and  their  voices  pre¬ 
vailed. 

24  And  Pilate  gave  sentence  that 
it  should  be  as  they  required. 

25  And  he  released  unto  them 
him  who  for  murder  and  sedition 
had  been  cast  into  prison,  whom 
they  had  desired:  but  Jesus  he  de¬ 
livered  up  to  their  will. 

26  And  as  they  led  him  away, 
they  laid  hold  of  one  Simon  of  Cy- 
rene  coming  from  the  country  :  and 
they  laid  the  cross  on  him  to  carry 
after  Jesus. 

27  And  there  followed  him  a  great 
multitude  of  people,  and  of  women 
who  bewailed  and  lamented  him. 

28  But  Jesus  turning  to  them: 
said;  Daughters  of  Jerusalem, 
weep  not  over  me,  but  weep  for 
yourselves,  and  for  your  children. 

29  For  behold  the  days  shall 
eome,  wherein  they  will  say  :  Bless¬ 
ed  are  the  barren,  and  the  wombs 
that  have  not  home,  afid  the  paps 
that  have  not  given  suck. 

30  Then  shall  they  begin  to  say 
to  the  mountains.  Fall  upon  us : 
and  to  the  hills,  Cover  us. 

31  For  if  in  the  green  wood  they 
do  these  things,  what  6hall  be  done 
in  the  dry  ? 

32  And  there  were  also  two  other 
malefactors  led  with  him, to  be  put 
to  death. 

33  And  when  they  were  come  to 
the  place  which  is  called  Calvary, 
they  crucified  him  there ;  and  the 
robbers,  one  on  the  right  hand,  and 
the  other  on  the  left 

34  And  Jesus  said  :  Father,  for- 
give  them,  for  they  know  not  what 


they  do.  But  they-dividing  his  gar¬ 
ments,  cast  lots. 

35  And  the  people  stood  behold¬ 
ing,  and  the  rulers  with  them  de¬ 
rided  him,  saying  :  He  saved  others, 
let  him  save  himself,  if  he  be  Christ, 
the  elect  of  God. 

38  And  the  soldiers  also  mocked 
him  coming  to  him,  and  offering 
him  vinegar. 

37  And  saying .  If  thou  be  the 
king  of  the  Jews,  save  thyself. 

38  And  there  was  also  a  super* 
scription  written  over  him  in  letters 
of  Greek,  and  Latin,  and  Hebrew, 
This  is  the  King  of  the  Jews 

39  And  one  of  those  robbers  who 
were  hanged,  blasphemed  him, 
saying :  If  thou  be  Christ,  6ave 
thyself,  and  us. 

40  But  the  other  answering  re¬ 
buked  him,  saying  :  Neither  dost 
thou  fear  God,  seeing  thou  art  under 
the  same  condemnation  ? 

41  And  we  indeed  justly,  for  we 
receive  the  due  reward  of  our  deeds . 
but  this  man  hath  done  no  evil. 

42  And  he  said  to  Jesus:  Lord, 
remember  me  when  thou  shalt  come 
into  thy  kingdom. 

43  And  Jesus  said  to  him  :  Amen 
I  say  to  thee,  this  day  thou  shalt 
be  with  me  in  paradise. 

44  And  it  was  almost  the  sixth 
hour:  and  there  was  darkness  over 
all  the  earth  until  the  ninth  hour. 

45  And  the  sun  was  darkened  : 
and  the  veil  of  the  temple  was  lent 
in  the  midst. 

46  And  Jesus  crying  with  a  loud 
voice,  said  :  Father,  into  thy  hands 
I  commend  my  spirit.  And  saying 
this,  he  gave  up  the  ghost. 

47  Now  the  centurion  seeing 
what  was  done,  glorified  God,  say¬ 
ing  :  Indeed  this  was  a  just  man. 

48  And  all  the  multitude  of  them 
that  were  come  together  to  that 
sight,  and  saw  the  things  that  were 
done, returned  striking  their  breasts. 

49  And  all  his  acquaintance,  and 
the  women  that  had  followed  him 
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from  Galilee,  stood  a-far  off  behold¬ 
ing  these  things. 

50  And  behold  there  was  a  man 
named  Joseph,  who  was  a  counsel¬ 
lor,  a  good  and  a  just  man. 

51  (The  same  had  not  consented 
to  their  counsel  and  doings)  of 
Arimathea  a  city  ot  Judea,  who 
also  himself  looked  for  the  kingdom 
of  God. 

52  This  man  went  to  Pilate,  and 
begged  the  body  of  Jesus. 

53  And  taking  him  down,  he 
wrapped  him  in  fine  linen,  and 
laid  him  in  a  sepulchre  that  was 
h<-wed  in  stone,  wherein  never  yet 
any  man  had  been  laid. 

54  And  it  was  the  day  of  the  pe- 
rasceve,  and  the  sabbath  drew  on. 

55  And  the  women  that  were 
come  with  him  from  Galilee,  fol¬ 
lowing  after,  saw  the  sepulchre, 
and  how  his  l>ody  was  laid. 

56  And  returning  they  prepared 
spices  and  ointments :  and  on  the 
sabbath-day  they  rested  according 
to  the  commandment. 

CHAP.  XXIV. 

Christs  resurrection. 

ND  on  the  first  day  of  the  week 
very  early  in  the  (horning  they 
came  to  the  sepulchre,  bringing  the 
spices  which  they  had  prepared, 

2  And  they  Found  the  stone  rolled 
back  from  the  sepulchre. 

3  And  going  in,  they  found  not 
the  body  of  the  Lord  Jesus. 

4  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  they 
were  astonished  in  their  mind  at 
this,  behold  two  mert  stood  by  them 
in  shining  apparel. 

5  And  as  they  were  afraid  and 
bowed  down  their  countenance  to¬ 
wards  the  ground,  they  said  unto 
them:  Why  seek  you  the  living 
Kith  the  dead  ? 

6  He  is  not  here,  but  is  risen. — 
Remember  how  he  spoke  Unto  you, 
when  he  was  yet  in  Galilee. 

7  Saying  :  The  son  of  man  must 
be  delivered  into  the  hands  of  sinful 
men.  and  be  crucified,  and  the  third  i 


day  rise  again. 

8  And  they  remembered  his  words 

9  And  going  back  from  the  se¬ 
pulchre,  they  told  all  these  things 
to  the  eleven,  and  to  all  the  rest. 

10  And  it  was  Mary  Magdalen, 
and  Joanna,  and  Mary  of  James, 
and  the  other  women  that  were 
with  them,  who  told  these  things 
to  the  apostles. 

1 1  And  these  words  seemed  to 
them  as  idle  tales,  and  they  did 
not  believe  them. 

12  But  Peter  rising  up  ran  to 
the  sepulchre  ;  and  stooping  down 
he  saw  the  linen  cloths  laid  by  them¬ 
selves,  and  went  away  wondering  in 
himself  at  that  which  was  come  to 
pass. 

13  And  behold,  two  of  them 
went  the  same  day  to  a  town  which 
was  sixty  furlongs  from  Jerusalem, 
named  Emmaus. 

14  And  they  talked  together  of 
all  these  things  which  had  happened. 

15  And  it  came  to  pass,  that 
while  they  talked  and  reasoned 
with  themselves,  Jesus  himself  alsd 
drawing  near  went  with  them. 

16  But  their  eyes  were  held  that 
they  should  not  know  him. 

17  And  he  said  to  them  ;  What 
are  these  discourses  that  you  hold 
one  with  another  as  you  walk,  and 
are  sad  ? 

18  And  the  one  of  them  whost 
name  was  Cleophas,  answering; 
said  to  him  ;  Art  thou  only  a  stran¬ 
ger  in  Jerusalem,  and  hast  not 
known  the  things  that  have  been 
done  there  in  these  days  ? 

19  To  whom  he  said:  What 
things  ?  And  they  said  :  Concern- 
ing  Jesus  of  Nazareth,  who  was  a 
prophet,  mighty  in  work  and  word 
before  God  and  all  the  people. 

20  And  how  our  chief  priests  and 
princes  delivered  him  to  be  con¬ 
demned  to  death,  and  crucified  him. 

21  But  we  hoped  that  it  was  he 
that  should  have  redeemed  Israel : 
and  now  besides  alJ  this,  to  day  is 
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the  third  day  since  these  things 
were  done. 

22  Yea  and  certain  women  also 
of  our  company,  affrighted  us,  who 
before  it  was  light,  were  at  the  se¬ 
pulchre, 

23  And  not  finding  his  body, 
came,  saying  that  they  had  also 
seen  a  vision  of  angels,  who  say  that 
he  is  alive. 

24  And  some  of  our  people  went 
to  the  sepulchre :  and  found  it  so 
as  the  women  had  said,  but  him 
they  found  not. 

25  Then  he  said  to  them :  O  fool¬ 
ish,  and  slow  of  heart  to  believe  in 
all  things  which  the  prophets  have 
6poken. 

26  Ought  not  Christ  to  have  suf¬ 
fered  these  things,  and  so  to  enter 
into  his  glory  ? 

27  And  beginning  at  Moses  and 
all  the  prophets,  he  expounded  to 
them  in  all  the  scriptures  the  things 
that  were  concerning  him. 

28  And  they  drew  nigh  to  the 
town  whither  they  were  going :  and 
he  made  as  though  he  would  go 
farther. 

29  But  they  constrained  him, 
saying  :  Stay  with  us,  because  it 
is  towards  evening,  and  the  day  is 
now  far  spent.  And  he  went  in 
with  them. 

30  And  it  came  to  pass,  whilst 
he  was  at  table  with  them,  he  took 
bread,  and  blessed  and  brake,  and 
gave  to  them. 

31  And  their  eyes  were  opened 
and  they  knew  him :  and  he  vanish¬ 
ed  out  of  their  sight. 

32  And  they  said  one  to  the 
other:  Was  not  our  heart  burning 
within  us,  whilst  he  spoke  in  the  way, 
and  opened  to  us  the  scriptures? 

33  And  rising  up  the  same  hour 
Ihey  went  back  to  Jerusalem  :  and 
they  found  the  eleven  gathered  to¬ 
gether,  and  those  that  were  with 
them. 

34  Saying,  The  Lord  is  risen  in¬ 
deed,  and  hath  appeared  to  Simon. 


35  And  they  told  what  things 
were  done  in  the  way :  and  how 
they  knew  him  in  the  breaking  of 
bread. 

36  Now  whilst  they  were  speak- 
ing  these  things,  Jesus  stood  in  tho 
midst  of  them,  and  saith  to  them 
Peace  be  to  you  ;  it  is  I,  fear  not. 

37  But  they  being  troubled  and 
frighted,  supposed  that  they  saw  a 
spirit. 

38  And  he  said  to  them :  Why 
are  you  troubled,  and  why  do 
thoughts  arise  in  your  hearts? 

39  See  my  hands  and  feet,  that 
it  is  I  myself;  handle,  and  see:  for 
a  spirit  hath  not  flesh  and  bones,  as 
you  see  me  to  have. 

40  And  when  he  had  said  this, 
he  shewed  them  his  hands  and  feet 

41  But  while  they  yet  believed 
not  and  wondered  for  joy,  he  said  ; 
Have  you  here  any  thing  to  eat  ? 

42  And  they  offered  him  a  piece 
of  a  broiled  fish,  and  a  honey-comb. 

43  And  when  he  had  eaten  be¬ 
fore  them,  taking  the  remains  hr 
gave  to  them. 

44  And  he  said  to  them :  These 
are  the  words  which  I  spoke  to  you 
while  I  was  yet  with  you,  that  all 
thingsmust  needs  be  fulfilled,  which 
are  written  in  the  law  of  Moses, 
and  in  the  prophets,  and  in  the 
psalms,  concerning  me. 

45  Then  he  opened  their  under¬ 
standing,  that  they  might  under* 
stand  the  scriptures. 

46  And  he  6aid  to  them :  Thus 
it  is  written,  and  thus  it  behoved 
Christ  to  suffer,  and  to  rise  again 
from  the  dead  the  third  day : 

47  And  that  penance  and  remis¬ 
sion  of  sins  should  be  preached  in 
his  name  unto  all  nations  begin¬ 
ning  at  Jerusalem. 

48  And  you  are  witnesses  of 
these  things. 

49  And  I  send  the  promise  of 
my  Father  upon  you  :  but  stay  you 
in  the  city,  till  you  be  endued  with 
power  from  on  high*

43  On  the  following  day  he  would 
go  forth  into  Galilee,  and  he  findeth 
Philip.  And  Jesus  saith  to  him  : 
Follow  me. 

44  Now  Philip  was  of  Bethsaida, 
the  city  of  Andrew  and  Peter. 

45  Philip  findeth  Nathanael,  and 
saith  to  him  :  We  have  found  him 
of  whom  Moses  in  the  law,  and 
the  prophets  did  write,  Jesus  the 
son  of  Joseph  of  Nazareth. 

46  And  Nathanael  said  to  him : 
Can  any  thing  of  good  come  from 
Nazareth?  Philip  saith  to  him: 
Come  and  see. 

47  Jesus  saw  Nathanael  ooming 
to  him,  and  he  saith  of  him  :  Be¬ 
hold  an  Israelite  indeed,  in  whom 
there  is  no  guile. 

48  Nathanael  saith  to  him : 
Whence  kno west  thou  me?  Jesus 
answered  and  said  to  him  :  Before 
that  Philip  called  thee,  when  thou 
wast  under  the  fig-tree,  J  saw  thee. 

49  Nathanael  answered  him,  and 
said  :  Rabbi,  thou  art  the  Son  ol 
God,  thou  art  the  king  of  Israel. 

50  Jesus  answered,  and  said  to 
him :  Because  I  said  unto  thee,  I 
saw  thee  under  the  fig-tree,  thou 
believest :  greater  things  than  these 
shalt  thou  see. 

51  And  he  saith  to  him  :  Amen, 
amen  I  say  to  you,  you  shall  see 
the  heaven  opened,  and  the  Angels 
of  God  ascending  and  descending 
upon  the  son  of  man. 

CHAP.  II. 

Christ  changes  water  unto  wine. 
ND  the  third  day  there  was  a 
marriage  in  Cana  of  Galilee  ; 
and  the  mother  of  Jesus  was  there. 

2  And  Jesus  also  was  invited, 
and  his  disciples,  to  the  marriage. 

3  And  the  wine  failing,  the  mo¬ 
ther  of  Jesus  saith  to  him;  They 
have  no  wine. 

4  And  Jesus  s*'th  to  her;  Wo 
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man,  what  is  it  to  me  and  to  thee  ? 
my  hour  is  not  yet  come. 

5  His  mother  saitb  to  the  wai¬ 
ters  :  Whatsoever  he  shall  say  to 
you,  do  ye. 

6  Now  there  were  set  there  six 
tvater-pots  of  stone,  According  to 
the  manner  of  die  purifying  of  the 
Jewa,  containing  two  ot  three  mea¬ 
sures  a  piece. 

7  Jesus  saith  to  them  :  Fill  the 
water-pots  with  water.  And  they 
fij led  them  up  to  the  brim. 

8  And  Jesus  saith  to  them  : 
Draw  out  now,  and  carry  to  the 
chief  steward  of  the  feast.  And 
they  carried  it. 

9  And  when  the  chief  steward 
had  tasted  the  water  made  wine, 
and  knew  not  whence  it  was,  but 
the  waiters  knew  who  had  drawn 
rhe  water  ;  the  chief  steward  cal- 
leth  the  bridegroom, 

10  And  saith  to  him  :  Every  man 
at  first  setteth  forth  good  wine,  and 
when  men  have  well  drank,  then 
that  which  is  worse.  But  thou  hast 
kept  the  good  wine  until  now. 

11  This  beginning  of  miracles 
did  Jfsus  in  Cana  of  Galilee  :  and 
manifested  his  glory,  and  his  dis¬ 
ciples  believed  in  him. 

12  After  this  he  went  down  to 
Capharnaum,  he  and  his  mother,  and 

his  brethren,  and  Ids  disciples  s  and 
they  remained  there  not  many  days. 

13  And  the  pasch  of  the  Jews 
was  at  hand,  and  Jesus  went  up  to 
Jerusalem  : 

14  And  he  found  in  the  temple 
them  that  sold  oxen  and  sheep  and 
doves,  and  the  changers  of  money 
sitting. 

15  And  when  he  had  made  as  it 
were  a  scourge  of  little  cords,  he 
drove  them  all  out  of  the  temple, 
the  sheep  also  and  the  oxen,  and 
the  money  of  the  changers  he  pour¬ 
ed  out,  and  the  tables  he  overthrew. 

16  And  to  them  that  sold  doves 
be  said ;  Take  these  things  hence, 
and  make  not  the  house  of  my  Fa¬ 


ther  a  house  of  traffic. 

1 7  And  his  disciples  remembered 
that  it  was  written:  ThexealoJ thy 
house  hath  eaten  me  up, 

18  The  Jews  therefore  answered 
and  said  to  him :  What  sign  dost 
thou  shew  unto  us,  seeing  thou  d06t 
these  things  ? 

19  J  esus  answered  and  said  to 
them  :  Destroy  this  temple,  and  in 
three  days  I  will  raise  it  up. 

20  The  Jews  then  said  i  Six  and 
forty  years  was  this  temple  in  build¬ 
ing,  and  wilt  thou  raise  it  up  in 
three  days  ? 

21  But  he  spoke  of  the  temple  of 

his  body. 

22  When  therefore  he  was  risen 
again  from  the  dead.  hi9  disciples 
remembered,  that  he  had  said  this, 
and  they  believed  the  scripture  and 
the  word  that  Jesus  had  Baid. 

23  Now  when  he  was  at  Jeru¬ 
salem  at  the  pasch,  ujwu  the  festival 
day,  many  believed  in  his  name, 
seeing  his  signs  which  he  did. 

24  But  J  esus  did  not  trust  him¬ 
self  unto  them,  for  that  he  knew  all 
men, 

25  And  because  he  needed  not 
that  any  should  give  testimony  of 
man  :  for  he  knew  what  was  in  man. 

CHAP.  HI. 

Christ's  discourse  with  NicodemuS . 
ND  there  was  a  man  of  the 
Pharisees,  named  Nicodemus, 
a  ruler  of  the  Jews. 

2  This  man  came  to  Jesus  by 
night,  and  said  to  him  t  Rabbi,  we 
know  that  thou  art  come  a  teacher 
from  God  :  for  no  man  can  do  these 
signs  which  thou  dost,  unless  God 
be  with  him. 

3  Jesus  answered  and  said  to 
him :  Amen,  amen  I  say  to  thee, 
unless  a  man  he  bom  again,  he  can¬ 
not  see  the  kingdom  of  God. 

4  Nicodemus  saitb  to  hint  s  Hour 
can  a  man  be  bom  when  he  Isold? 
can  be  enter  a  second  time  into  his 
mother's  womb,  and  be  bom  again  ? 

6  Jesus  answered  »  Amen,  amen 
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L  jay  to  thee,  unless  a  man  he  born 
again  of  water  and  the  Holy  Ghost, 
he  cannot  enter  into  the  kingdom  of 
God. 

6  That  which  is  bom  of  the 
flesh,  is  flesh :  and  that  which  is 
born  of  the  Spirit,  is  spirit. 

7  Wonder  not,  that  I  said  to 
thee,  you  must  be  born  again. 

8  The  Spirit  breatheth  where  he 
frill ;  and  thou  hearest  his  voice, 
but  thou  knowest  not  whence  he 
corneth  and  whither  he  goeth  :  so  is 
every  one  that  is  born  of  the  Spirit. 

9  Nicodemus  answered,  and  said 
to  him  :  How  can  these  things  bt 
done  ? 

10  Jesus  answered,  and  said  to 
him  :  Art  thou  a  master  in  Israel, 
and  knoweJt  not  these  things? 

11  Amen,  amen  I  say  to  thee, 
that  we  speak  what  we  know,  and 
we  testify  what  we  have  seen,  and 
you  receive  not  our  testimony. 

12  If  I  have  spoken  to  you  earth¬ 
ly  things,  and  you  believe  not :  how 
will  you  believe  if  I  shall  speak  to 
you  heavenly  things  ? 

13  And  no  man  hath  ascended 
into  heaven,  but  he  that  descended 
from  heaven,  the  son  of  man  who  is 
in  heaven. 

14  And  as  Moses  lifted  up  the 
serpent  in  the  desart,  so  must  the 
son  of  man  be  lifted  up: 

15  That  whosoever  believeth  in 
him,  may  not  perish,  but  may  have 
life  everlasting. 

16  For  God  so  loved  the  world, 
as  to  give  his  only  begotten  Son  ; 
that  whosoever  believeth  in  him, 
may  not  perish,  but  may  have  life 
everlasting. 

17  For  God  sent  not  his  Son  into 
the  world,  to  judge  the  world,  but 
that  the  world  may  be  saved  by  him. 

18  He  that  believeth  in  him,  is 
not  judged.  But  he  that  doth  not 
believe,  is  already  judged  :  because 
he  believeth  not  in  the  name  of  the 
only  begotten  Son  of  God. 

19  And  this  is  the  judgment :  be' 


cause  the  light  is  come  into  the 
world,  and  men  have  loved  the 
darkness  rather  than  the  light :  for 
their  works  were  evil. 

20  For  every  one  that  doth  evil 
hateth  the  light,  and  cometh  not  to 
the  light,  that  his  works  may  not 
be  reproved. 

21  But  he  that  doth  truth  com 
eth  to  the  light,  that  his  works  maj 
be  made  manifest,  because  they  are 
done  in  God. 

22  Alter  these  things  Jesus  and 
his  disciples  came  into  the  land  of 
Judea  ,  and  there  he  abode  with 
them,  and  baptized. 

23  And  John  also  was  baptizing 
in  Ennon  near  Salim  ;  because  there 
was  much  water  there,  and  they 
came,  and  were  baptized. 

24  For  John  was  not  yet  cast  into 
prison. 

25  And  there  arose  a  question  be¬ 
tween  some  of  John's  disciples  and 
the  Jews  concerning  purification  : 

26  And  they  came  to  John,  and 
said  to  him:  Rabbi,  he  that  was  with 
thee  beyond  the  Jordan,  to  whom 
thou  gavest  testimony,  behold  he 
baptizeth,  and  all  men  come  to  him. 

27  John  answered,  and  said  :  A 
man  cannot  receive  any  thing,  un¬ 
less  it  be  given  him  from  heaven. 

28  You  yourselves  do  bear  me 
witness, that  I  said,  I  am  not  Christ,’ 
but  that  I  am  sent  before  him. 

29  He  that  hath  the  bride  is  the 
bridegroom  :  but  the  friend  of  the 
bridegroom  who  standeth  and  hear- 
eth  him,  rejoiceth  with  joy  because 
of  the  bridegroom’s  voice.  This  my 
joy  therefore  is  fulfilled. 

30  He  must  increase,  but  I  must 
decrease. 

SI  He  that  cometh  from  above, 
is  above  all.  He  that  is  of  the  earth, 
of  the  earth  he  is,  and  of  the  earth 
he  speaketh.  He  that  cometh  from 
heaven,  is  above  all. 

32  And  what  he  hath  seen,  and 
heard,  that  he  testifieth  :  and  no 
man  receiveth  his  testimony. 
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;;  H:  that  hath  received  his  tes¬ 
timony,  hath  set  to  his  seal  that  God 
is  true. 

34  For  he  whom  God  hath  sent, 
speaketh  the  words  of  God :  for  God 
doth  not  give  the  spirit  by  measure. 

35  The  Father  loveth  the  Son  : 
and  he  hath  given  all  things  into 
his  hand. 

S6  lie  that  believeth  in  the  Son, 
hath  life  everlasting  :  but  he  that 
believeth  not  the  Son,  shall  not  see 
life,  but  the  wrath  of  God  abideth 
on  him. 

CHAP.  IV. 

Christ  talks  with  the  Samaritan  -woman. 

HEN  Jesus  therefore  under¬ 
stood  that  the  Pharisees  had 
heard  that  Jesus  maketh  more  dis¬ 
ciples,  and  bapiizcth  morethanJnhn, 

2  (Though  Jeeds  himself  did  not 
baptize,  but  his  disciples.) 

3  He  left  Judea,  and  went  again 
into  Galilee. 

4  And  he  was  of  necessity  to  pass 
through  Samaria. 

5  He  cometh  therefore  to  a  city 
of  Samaria  which  is  called  Sichar  ; 
near  the  land  which  Jacob  gave  to 
his  son  Joseph. 

6  Now  Jacob’s  well  was  there. 
J&SU5  therefore  being  wearied  with 
his  journey,  sat  thus  on  the  well. 
It  was  about  the  sixth  hour. 

7  There  cometh  a  woman  of  Sa¬ 
maria  to  draw  water.  Jesus  saith 
to  her :  Give  me  to  drink. 

8  For  his  disciples  were  gone  in¬ 
to  the  city  to  buy  meats. 

9  Then  that  Samaritan  woman 
saith  to  him:  How  dost  thou,  being 
a  Jew,  ask  of  me  to  drink,  who  am 
a  Samaritan  woman  ?  For  the  Jews 
do  not  communicate  with  the  Sa¬ 
maritans. 

10  Jesus  answered,  and  said  to 
her  :  If  thou  didst  know  the  gift  of 
God,  and  who  he  is  that  saith  to 
thee.  Give  me  to  drink  ;  thou  per¬ 
haps  wouldet  have  asked  of  him, 
and  he  would  have  given  thee  liv¬ 
ing  water. 
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11  The  woman  saith  to  him:  Sir, 
ihou  hast  nothing  wherein  to  draw, 
and  the  well  is  deep  :  from  whence 
then  hast  thou  living  water? 

12  Art  thou  greater  than  our 
father  Jacob,  who  gave  us  the  well, 
and  drank  thereof  himself,  and  his 
children,  and  his  cattle? 

13  Jesus  answered,  and  said  to 
her:  Whosoever  drinketh  of  this 
water,  shall  thirst  again :  but  he  that 
shall  drink  of  the  water  that  I  will 
give  him,  shall  not  thirst  for  ever. 

14  But  the  water  that  I  will  give 
him,  shall  become  in  him  a  fountain 
of  water  springing  up  into  life  ever¬ 
lasting. 

15  The  woman  saith  to  him  ; 
Sir,  give  me  this  water,  that  I  may 
not  thirst,  nor  come  hither  to  draw. 

16  Jesus  saith  to  her:  Go,  call 
thy  husband  and  come  hither. 

17  The  woman  answered  and 
said  :  I  have  no  husband.  Jesus 
said  to  her:  Thou  hast  said  well,  I 
have  no  husband  : 

/  # 

J8  For  thou  hast  had  five  hus¬ 
bands:  and  he  whom  thou  now  hast, 
is  not  thy  husband,  This  thou  hast 
said  truly. 

19  Tiie  woman  saith  to  him  :  Sir, 

I  perceive  that  thou  art  a  prophet. 

20  Our  fathers  adored  on  this 
mountain,  and  you  say, that  at  JerU' 
galem  is  the  place  where  men  must 
adore. 

21  Jesus  saith  to  her:  Woman, 
believe  me,  that  the  hour  cometh, 
when  you  shall  neither  on  thismoun- 
tain,  nor  in  Jerusalem  adore  the 
Father. 

22  You  adore  that  which  you 
know  not:  we  adore  that  which  wr 
know;  for  salvation  is  of  the  Jews, 

23  But  the  hour  cometh,  and  now 
is,  ■when  the  true  adorers  shall  adore 
the  Father  in  spirit  and  in  truth. 
For  the  Father  also  seeketh  such  to 
adore  him. 

24  God  is  a  spirit,  and  they  that 
adore  him  must  adore  him  ir  spirit 
and  in 
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2 5  The  woman  6aith  to  him :  I 
know  that  the  Messi  as  cometh(  who 
is  called  Christ)  therefore  when 
he  is  come,  he  will  tell  us  all  things. 

26  Jesus  saith  to  her:  1  am  he, 
who  am  speaking  with  thee. 

27  And  immediately  his  disciples 
came :  and  they  wondered  that  he 
talked  with  the  woman.  Yet  no 
man  said:  What  seekest  thou,  or 
why  talkest  thou  with  her? 

28  The  woman  therefore  left  her 
water-pot,  and  went  her  way  into 
the  city,  and  saith  to  the  men  there: 

29  Come,  and  see  a  man  who  has 
told  me  all  things  whatsoever  1  have 
done.  Is  not.he  the  Christ  ? 

30  They  went  therefore  out  of 
the  city,  and  came  unto  him. 

31  In  the  mean  time  the  disciples 
prayed  him,  saying  :  Rabbi,  eat. 

32  But  he  said  to  them  :  I  have 
meat  to  eat  which  you  know  not. 

33  The  disciples  therefore  said 
cne  to  another:  Hath  any  man 
brought  him  to  eat  ? 

34  Jesus  saith  to, them:  My  meat 
is  to  do  the  will  of  him  that  sent 
me,  that  I  may  perfect  his  work. 

35f  Do  not  you  say,  there  are  yet 
four  months,  and  then  the  harvest 
cometh?  Behold'  I  say  to  you,  lift 
up  your  eyes,  and  see  the  countries, 
for  they  are  white  already  to  harvest. 

36  And  he  that reapeth,  received) 
wages,  and  gathereth  fruit  unto  life 
everlasting:  that  both  he  that  sow- 
eth,  and  he  that  reapeth,  may  re¬ 
joice  together. 

37  For  in  this  is  the  6aying  true: 
that  it  is  one  man  that  soweth,  and 
it  is  another  that  reapeth. 

38  I  have  sent  you  to  reap  that 
in  which  you  did  not  labour:  others 
have  laboured,  and  you  have  enter¬ 
ed  into  their  labours. 

39  Now  of  that  city  many  of  the 
Samaritans  believed  in  him,  for  the 
word  of  the  woman  giving  testi¬ 
mony:  He  told  me  all  things  what- 
toever  I  have  done. 

40  So  when  the  Samaritans  were 


come  to  him,  they  desired  him  that 
he  would  tarry  there.  And  he  abode 
there  two  days. 

41  And  many  more  believed  it 
him  because  of  his  awn  word. 

42  And  they  said  to  the  woman*. 
We  now  believe,  not  for  thy  saying: 
for  we  ourselves  have  heard  him, 
and  know  that  this  is  indeed  the 
Saviour  of  the  world. 

43  Now  after  two  days  he  depart¬ 
ed  thence;  and  went  into  Galilee. 

44  For  Jesus  himself  gave  testi¬ 
mony  that  a  prophet  hath  no  ho¬ 
nour  in  his  own  country  : 

45  And  when  he  was  come  into 
Galilee,  the  Galileans  received  him, 
having  seen  all  the  things  he  had 
done  at  Jerusalem  on  the  festival 
day :  for  they  also  went  to  the 
festival  day. 

46  He  came  again  therefore  into 
Cana  ol  Galilee,  where  he  made  the 
water  wine.  And  there  was  a  cer¬ 
tain  rnler  whose  son  was  sick  at  Ca- 
pharnaum. 

47  He  having  heard  that  Jesus 
was  come  from  Judea  into  Galilee, 
went  to  him,*  and  prayed  him  to 
come  down  and  heal  his  son:,,  for 
he  was  at  the  point  of  death. 

48  Jesus  therefore  said  to  him: 
Unless  you  6ee  signs  and  wonders 
you  believe  not. 

49  The  ruler  saith  to  him :  Lord, 
come  down  before  that  my  son  die. 

50  Jesus,  saith  to  him:  Go  thy 
way,  thy  son  Jiveih.  The  man  be¬ 
lieved  the  word  which  Jesus  said 
to  him,  and  went  his  way. 

51  And  as  he  was  going  down,  his 
servants  met  him :  and  they  brought 
word,  saying,  that  bis  son  lived.  ' 

52  He  asked  therefore  of  them 
the  hour,  wherein  he  grew  better. 
And  they  said  to  him.  Yesterday  at 
the  seventh  hour  the  fever  left  hirrv 

53  The  father  therefore  knew  that 
it  was  at  the  same  hour,  that  Jesus 
said  to  him,  Thy  son  liveth ;  and 
himself  believed  and  hiswhole  house. 

54  This  u  strain  the  second 
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miracle  that  Jesus  did,  when  he  was 
come  out  of  Judea  into  GaJilee. 

CHAP.  V. 

Christ  heals  the  impotent  man. 
FTER  these  things  was  a  fes¬ 
tival  day  of  the  Jews,  and 
Jesus  went  up  to  Jerusalem. 

2  Now  there  is  at  Jerusalem  a 
pond,  called  Probatica,  which  in 
Hebrew  is  named  Betlisaida,  having 
five  porches. 

3  In  these  lay  a  great  multitude 
of  sick,  of  blind,  of  lame,  of  wither 
ed,  waiting  for  the  moving  of  the 
water. 

4  And  an  Angel  of  the  Lord  de¬ 
scended  at  certain  times  into  the 
pond  ;  and  the  water  was  moved. 
And  he  that  went  down  first  into 
the  pond  after  the  motion  of  the 
water,  was  made  whole  of  whatso¬ 
ever  infirmity  he  lay  under. 

5  And  there  was  a  certain  man 
there,  that  had  been  eight  and 
thirty  years  under  his  infirmity. 

6  Him  when  Jesus  had  seen 
lying,  and  knew  that  he  had  been 
now  a  long  time,  he  saith  to  him  : 
Wilt  thou  be  made  whole? 

7  The  infirm  man  answered  him  : 
Sir,  I  have  no  man,  when  the  water 
is  troubled,  to  put  me  into  the  pond. 
For  whilst  1  am  coming,  another 
goeth  down  before  me. 

8  J  esus  saitli  to  him :  Arise,  take 
up  thy  bed,  and  walk. 

9  And  immediately  the  man  was 
made  whole  :  and  he  took  up  his 
bed,  and  walked.  And  it  was  the 
sabbath  that  day. 

10  The  Jews  therefore  said  to 
him  that  was  healed  :  It  is  the  sab¬ 
bath,  it  is  not  lawful  for  thee  to 
lake  up  thy  bed. 

11  He  answered  them  :  He  that 
made  me  whole,  he  said  to  me: 
Take  up  thy  bed,  and  walk. 

IS  They  asked  him  therefore : 
Who  is  that  man  who  said  to  thee; 
Take  up  thy  bed,  and  walk  ? 

13  But  he  who  was  healed,  knew 
not  who  it  was.  For  Jesv»  went 


aside  from  the  multitude  standing 

in  the  place. 

14  Afterwards  Jesus  findeth  him 
in  the  temple,  and  saith  to  him  ; 
Behold  thou  art  made  whole  :  sin 
no  more,  lest  some  worse  thing 
happen  to  thee. 

15  The  man  went  his  way,  and 
told  the  Jews  that  it  was  Jesus 
who  had  made  him  whole. 

16  Therefore  did  the  Jews  per¬ 
secute  Jesus,  because  he  did  these 
things  on  the  sabbath. 

17  But  Jesus  answered  them  . 
My  Father  worketh  until  now; 
and  I  work. 

18  Hereupon  therefore  the  Jews 
sought  the  more  to  kill  him,  becau90 
he  did  not  only  break  the  sabbath, 
but  also  said  God  was  his  Father, 
making  himself  equal  to  God. 

19  Then  Jesus  answered,  and 
said  to  them  :  Amen,  amen,  I  say 
unto  you,  the  Son  cannot  do  any 
thing  of  himself,  but  what  he  seeth 
the  Father  doing  :  for  what  things 
soever  he  doth,  these  the  Son  also 
doth  in  like  manner. 

20  For  the  Father  lovetli  the 
Son,  and  sheweth  him  all  things 
which  himself  doth :  and  greater 
works  than  these  will  be  shew  him, 
that  you  may  wonder. 

21  For  as  the  Father  raiseth  up 
the  dead,  and  giveth  life  :  so  the 
Son  also  giveth  life  to  whom  he  will, 

22  For  neither  doth  the  Father 
judge  any  man:  but  hath  given  all 
judgment  to  the  Son. 

23  That  all  men  may  honour  the 
Son,  as  they  honour  the  Father. 
He  who  borioureth  not  the  Son,  ho- 
noureth  not  the  Father  who  hath 
sent  him. 

24  Amen,  amen,  I  say  unto  you, 
that  he  who  heareth  my  word,  and 
beiieveth  him  that  sent  me,  hath 
life  everlasting ;  and  cometh  not 
into  judgment,  but  is  passed  from 
death  to  .life. 

25  Amen,  amen,  I  say  unto  you: 
that  the  hour  cometh,  and  now  is 
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when  the  dead  shall  hear  the  voice 
of  the  Son  of  God,  and  they  that 
hear,  shall  live. 

26  For  as  the  Father  hath  life  in 
himself:  so  he  hath  given  to  the 
Son  also  to  have  life  in  himself : 

27  And  he  hath  given  him  power 
to  do  judgment,  because  he  is  the 
son  of  rnan. 

28  Wonder  not  at  this,  for  the 
hour  cometh  wherein  all  that  are  in 
the  graves  shall  hear  the  voice  of 
the  Son  of  God. 

29  And  they  that  have  done  good 
things,  shall  come  forth  unto  the  re¬ 
surrection  of  life;  but  they  that 
have  done  evil,  unto  the  resurrec¬ 
tion  of  judgment. 

30  1  cannot  of  myself  do  any 
thing.  As  I  hear,  so  I  judge  :  and 
my  judgment  is  just :  because  1 
seek  not  my  own  will,  but  the  will 
of  him  that  sent  me. 

31  If  I  bear  witness  of  myself, 
my  witness  is  not  true. 

32  There  is  another  that  beareth 
witness  of  me :  and  I  know  that 
the  witness  which  he  witnesseth  of 
me  is  true. 

33  You  sent  to  John:  and  he 
gave  testimony  to  the  truth, 

34’  But  1  receive  not  testimony 
from  man :  but  I  say  these  things 
that  ye  may  be  saved. 

35  He  was  a  burning  and  a  shin¬ 
ing  light.  And  you  were  willing  for 
a  time  to  rejoice  in  his  light. 

36  But  I  have  a  greater  testimo¬ 
ny  than  that  of  John.  For  the  works 
which  the  Father  hath  given  me  to 
perfect :  the  works  themselves 
which  I  do,  give  testimony  of  me, 
that  the  Father  hath  sent  me. 

37  And  the  Father  himself  who 
hath  sent  me,  hath  given  testimony 
of  me :  neither  have  you  heard  his 
voice  at  any  time,  nor  seen  his 
shape, 

38  And  you  have  not  his  word 
abiding  in  you  :  for  whom  he  hath 
sent,  him  you  believe  not, 

39  Search  the  scriptures,  for  you 


think  in  them  to  have  life  everlast¬ 
ing  ;  and  the  6ame  are  they  that', 
gave  testimony  of  me . 

40  And  you  will  not  come  tome 
that  you  may  have  life. 

41  I  receive  not  glory  from  men. 

42  But  I  know  you,  that  you 
have  not  the  love  of  God  in  you. 

43  I  am  come  in  the  name  of  my 
Father,  and  you  receive  me  not:  if 
another  shall  come  in  his  own  name, 
him  you  will  receive. 

44  How  can  you  believe,  who 
receive  glory  one  from  another: 
and  the  glory  which  is  from  God 
alone,  you  do  not  seek  ? 

45  Think  not  that  I  will  accuse 
you  to  the  Father.  There  is  one 
that  accuseth  you,  Moses,  in  whom 
you  trust. 

46  For  if  you  did  believe  Moses; 
you  would  perhaps  believe  me  also. 
For  he  wrote  of  me. 

47  But  if  you  do  not  believe  his 
writings  :  how  will  you  believe  my 
words  ? 

CHAP.  VI. 


Christ  feeds  5000  with  Jive  loaves. 

A  FTER  these  things  Jesus  went 
over  the  sea  of  Galilee,  which 
is  that  of  Tiberias  : 

2  And  a  great  multitude  follow¬ 
ed  him,  because  they  saw  the  mi¬ 
racles  which  he  did  on  them  that 
were  diseased. 

3  Jesus  therefore  went  up  into 
a  mountain,  and  there  he  sat  with 
his  disciples. 

4  Now  the  pasch,  the  festiva. 
day  of  the  Jews,  was  near  at  hand. 

5  When  Jesus  therefore  had 
lifted  up  his  eyes,  and  seen  that  a 
very  great  multitude  cometh  to  him, 
he  said  to  Philip  :  Whence  shall  we 
buy  bread  that  these  may  eat  ? 

6  And  this  lie  said  to  try  him  :  for 
he  himself  knew  what  he  would  do. 

7  Philip  answered  him :  Two 
hundred  penny-worth  of  bread  is 
not  sufficient  for  them,  that  every 
one  may  take  a  little. 

9  One  of  his  disciples,  Andrew 
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the  brother  of  Simon  Peter,  saith 
to  him  : 

9  There  is  a  boy  here  that  hath 
five  barley  loaves,  and  two  fishes  ; 
but  what  are  these  among  so  many? 

10  Then  Jesus  said:  Make  the 
men  sit  down.  Now  there  was 
much  grass  in  the  place.  The  men 
therefore  sat  down,  in  number  about 
five  thousand. 

11  And  Jesus  took  the  loaves: 
and  when  he  had  given  thanks,  he 
distributed  to  them  that  were  set 
down.  In  like  manner  also  of  the 
fishes  as  much  as  they  would. 

12  And  when  they  were  filled, 
he  said  to  his  disciples  :  Gather  up 
the  fragments  that  remain,  lest  they 
be  lost. 

13  They  gathered  up  therefore, 
and  filled  twelve  baskets  with  the 
fragments  of  the  five  barley  loaves, 
which  remained  over  and  above  to 
them  that  had  eaten. 

14  Now  those  men,  when  they  had 
seen  what  a  miracle'JESua  had  done 
6aid  :  This  is  of  a  truth  the  prophet 
that  is  to  come  into  the  world. 

1 5  J  esus  therefore  when  he  knew 
that  they  would  come  to  take  him  by 
force  and  make  him  king,  fled  again 
into  the  mountain  himself  alone. 

16  And  when  evening  was  come, 
his  disciples  went  down  to  the  sea. 

17  And  when  they  had  gone  up 
into  a  ship,  they  went  over  the  sea 
to  Capharnaum  :  and  it  was  now 
dark,  and  Jesus  was  not  come 
unto  them. 

18  And  the  sea  arose,  by  reason 
of  a  great  wind  that  blew. 

19  When  they  had  rowed  there¬ 
fore  about  fire  and  twenty  or  thirty 
furlongs,  they  see  Jesus  walking 
upon  the  sea,  and  drawing  nigh  to 
the  ship,  and  they  were  afraid. 

20  But  he  saith  to  them :  It  is 
L  :  be  not  afraid. 

21  They  were  willing  therefore 
to  take  him  into  the  ship:  and  pre¬ 
sently  the  ship  was  at  the  land,  to 


which  they  were  going. 

22  The  nest  day,  tha  multitude 
that  stood  on  the  other  side  of  the 
sea,  saw  that  there  was  no  other 
ship  there  but  one,  and  that  Jesus 
had  not  entered  into  the  ship  with 
his  disciples,  but  that  his  disciples 
were  gone  away  alone. 

23  But  other  ships  came  in  from 
Tiberias,  nigh  unto  the  place  where 
they  had  eaten  the  bread,  the  Lord 
giving  thanks. 

24  When  therefore  the  multitude 
saw  that  Jesus  was  not  there,  nor 
his  disciples,  they  took  shipping, 
and  came  to  Capharnaum  seeking 
for  Jesus. 

25  And  when  they  had  found 
him  on  the  other  side  of  the  sea, 
they  said  to  him :  Rabbi,  when 
earnest  thou  hither  ? 

26  Jesus  answered  them,  and 
said  :  Amen,  amen,  I  say  to  you, 
you  seek  me  not  because  you  have 
seen  miracles,  but  because  you  did 
eat  of  the  loaves,  and  were  filled. 

27  Labour  not  for  the  meat  which 
perisheth,  but  for  that  which  endur* 
eth  unto  life  everlasting,  which  the 
son  of  man  will  give  you.  For  him 
hath  God,  the  Father,  sealed. 

28  They  said  therefore  unto  him; 
What  shall  we  do  that  we  may 
work  the  works  of  God? 

29  Jesus  answered,  and  said  to 
them :  This  is  the.  ’work  of  God, 
that  you  believe  in  him  whom  he 
bath  sent. 

30  They  said  therefore  to  him: 
What  sign  therefore  dost  thou  shew 
that  we  may  see,  and  may  believe 
thee?  what  dost  thou  work  ? 

31  Our  fathers  did  eat  manna  in 
the  desart  as  it  is  written,  He  gav « 
them  bread,  from  heaven  to  eat. 

82  Then  Jesus  said  to  them: 
Amen,  amen  I  say  to  you,  Moses 
gave  you  not  bread  from  heaven, 
but  my  Father  giveth  you  the  true, 
bread  from  heaven. 

S3  For  the  bread  of  God  is  that 
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which  cometh  down  from  heaven, 
and  giveth  life  to  the  world. 

34  They  said  therefore  unto  him  : 
Lord,  give  us  always  this  bread. 

35  And  Jesus  said  to  them  :  I  am 
the  bread  of  life,  he  that  cometh  to 
me,  shall  not  hunger;  and  he  that 
believeth  in  me,  snail  never  thirst. 

36  But  I  said  unto  you,  that 
you  also  have  seen  me,  and  you 
believe  not. 

37  All  that  the  Father  giveth  me, 
shall  come  to  me ;  and  him  that 
cometh  to  me,  I  will  not  cast  out. 

38  Because  I  came  down  from 
heaven,  not  to  do  my  own  will,  but 
the  will  of  him  that  sent  me. 

39  Now  this  i9  the  will  of  the 
Father  who  sent  me;  that  of  all  that 
he  hath  given  me,  I  should  lose  no¬ 
thing,  but  should  raise  it  up  again 
3n  the  last  day. 

40  And  this  is  the  will  ol  my 
Father  that  sent  me;  that  every  one 
who  seeth  the  Son,  and  believeth  in 
him,  may  have  life  everlasting,  and 
I  will  raise  him  up  in  the  last  day. 

41  The  Jews  therefore  murmured 
at  him,  because  he  had  said,  I  am 
the  living  bread  which  came  down 
from. heaven. 

42  And  they  said :  Is  not  this 
Jesus  the  son  of  Joseph,  whose  fa¬ 
ther  and  mother  we  know  ?  How 
then  6aith  he,  I  came  down  from 
heaven  ? 

43  Jesus  therefore  answered  and 
said  to  them  :  Murmur  not  among 
yourselves. 

44  No  man  can  come  to  me, 
except  the  Father,  who  hath  sent 
me,  draw  him,  and  I  will  raise  him 
up  in  the  lest  day. 

45  It  is  written  in  the  prophets  : 
And  they  eltall  alt  be  taught  of  God. 
Every  one  that  hath  heard  of  the 
Father,  and  hath  learned,  6ometh 
to  roe. 

46  Not  that  any  man  hath  seen 
the  Father,  but  he  who  is  of  God, 
he  hath  seen  the  Father. 

47  Amen,  amen  I  say  unto  you : 


He  that  believeth  in  me,  hath  ever, 
lasting  life. 

48  I  am  the  bread  of  life. 

49  Your  fathers  did  eat  marm* 
in  the  desart,  and  are  dead. 

50  This  is  the  bread  which  com¬ 
eth  down  from  heaven  :  that  if  any 
man  eat  of  it,  he  may  not  die. 

511  am  the  living  bread,  which 
came  down  from  heaven. 

52  If  any  man  eat  of  this  bread, 
he  shall  live  for  ever  :  and  the  bread 
that  I  will  give,  is  my  flesh  for  the 
life  of  the  world. 

53  The  Jews  therefore  strove 
among  themselves,  saying:  Hovr 
can  this  man  give  us  his  flesh  to  eat? 

54  Then  Jesus  6aid  to  them: 
Amen,  amen  I  say  unto  you  :  Ex¬ 
cept  you  eat  the  flesh  of  the  6on  of 
man,  and  drink  his  blood,  you  shall 
not  have  life  in  you. 

55  He  that  eateth  my  flesh,  and 
drinketh  my  blood,  hath  everlasting 
life :  and  I  will  raise  him  up  in  the 
last  day. 

5  6  For  my  flesh  is  meat  indeed, 
and  my  blood  is  driak  indeed. 

57  He  that  eateth  my  flesh  and 
drinketh  my  blood,  abideth  in  mt^ 
and  I  ki  him. 

58  As  the  living  Father  hath 
sent  me,  and  I  live  by  the  Father 
so  he  that  eateth  me,  the  same  also 
shall  live  by  me. 

59  Thi6  is  the  bread  that  came 
down  from  heaven.  Not  ns  your 
fathers  did  eat  manna,  and  are  dead. 
He  that  eateth  this  bread,  shall 
live  for  ever. 

60  These  things  he  6aid  teaching 
in  the  synagogue,  in  Capharnaum. 

61  Many  therefore  of  hi6  disciples 
bearing  it,  said :  This  -saying  fa 
hard,  and  who  can  hear  it  ? 

$2  But  Jesus  knowing  in  himself 
that  his  disciples  murmured  at  this, 
said  to  them  :  Doth  this  scandalize 
you  ? 

63  If  then  you  shall  seethe  son  of 
man  ascend  up  where  he  was  before? 

64  It  is  the  spirit  that  quickeneth: 
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the  flesh  piofiteth  nothing.  The 
words  that  I  have  spoken  to  you, 
are  spirit  and  life. 

65  But  there  are  some  of  you 
that  believe  not.  For  Jesus  knew 
from  the  beginning  who  they  were 
that  did  not  believe,  and  who  he 
was  that  would  betray  him. 

66  And  he  said  :  Therefore  did  1 
say  to  you,  that  no  man  can  come 
to  me,  unlesfi  it  be  given  him  by 
my  Father. 

67  After  this  many  of  his  disci¬ 
ples  went  back ;  and  walked  no 
more  with  him. 

68  Then  Jesus  said  to  the 
twelve  :  Will  you  also  go  away  ? 

69  And  Simon  Peter  answered 
him :  Lord,  to  whom  shall  we  go? 
thou  hast  the  words  of  eternal  life. 

7.0  And  we  have  believed  and 
have  known  that  thou  art  the  Christ 
the  Son  of  God. 

71  Jesus  answered  them  :  Have 
not  I  chosen  you  twelve ;  and  one 
of  you  is  a  devil  ? 

72  Now  he  meant  Judas  Iscariot, 
the  son  of  Simon :  for  this  same 
was  about  to  betray  him,  whereas 
he  was  one  of  the  twelve. 

CHAP.  VII. 


Christ  leaches  in  ihe  temple. 

/V  FTER  theee  things  Jtfsuswalk- 
ed  in  Galilee ;  for  he  would  not 
walk  in  Judea,  because  the  Jews 
sought  to  kill  him. 

2  Now  the  Jews  feast  of  taber-' 
nacles  was  at  hand. 

3  And  his  brethren  said  to  him  : 
Pass  from  hence,  and  go  into  Judea  : 
that  thy  disciples  also  may  see  thy 
works  which  thou  dost. 

4  For  there  is  no  man  that  doth 
any  thing  in  secret,  and  he  him¬ 
self  seeketh  to  be  known  openly, 
If  thou  do  these  things,  manifest 
thyself  to  the  world. 

5  For  neither  did  his  brethren 
believe  in  him. 


6  Then  Jesus  said  to  them  :  My 
lime  is  not  yet  come ;  but  your  time 
i 8  always  ready. 


7  The  world  cannot  hate  you  ; 
but  me  it  hateth:  because  T give 
testimony  of  it,  that  the  works 
thereof  are  evil. 

8  Go  you  up  to  this  festival  day, 
but  I  go  not  up  to  this  festival  day  ; 
because  ray  time  is  not  accomplished. 

9  When  he  had  said  these  things 
he  himself  staid  in  Galilee. 

10  But  after  his  brethren  were 
gone  up,  then  he  also  went  up  to 
the  feast,  not  openly,  but  as  it  were 
in  secret. 

11  The  Jews  therefore  sought 
him  on  the  festival  day,  and  said: 
Where  is  he  ? 

12  And  there  was  much  murmur¬ 
ing  among  the  multitude  concern¬ 
ing  him.  For  some  said:  He  is  a 
goad  man.  And  others  said  :  No, 
but  he  seduceth  the  people. 

13  Yet  no  man  spoke  openly  of 
him  for  fear  of  the  Jews. 

14  Now  about  the  midst  of  the 
feast,  Jesus  went  up  into  the  tem¬ 
ple,  and  taught. 

15  And^he  Jews  wondered,  say¬ 
ing  :  How  doth  this  man  know  let¬ 
ters,  having  never  learned  ? 

16  Jesus  answered  them  and 
said:  My  doctrine  is  not  mine,  but 
his  that  sent  me. 

17  If  any  man  will  do  the  will  of 
him :  he  shall  know  of  the  doctrine 
whether  it  be  of  God,  or  whether  I 
speak  of  myself. 

18  He  that  speaketh  of  himself, 
seeketh  his  own  glory  :  but  he  that 
seeketh  the  glory  of  him  that  sent 
him,  he  is  true,  and  there  is  no  in¬ 
justice  in  him. 

19  Did  not  Moses  give  you  the 
law,  and  yet  none  of  you  keepeth 
the  law  ? 

20  Why  seek  you  to  kill  me? 
The  multitude  answered,  and  said, 
Thou  hast  a  devil ;  who  seeketh  Lo 
kill  thee? 

21  Jesus  answered  and  said  to 
them :  One  work  I  have  done  j  and 
you  all  wonder. 

t  22  Therefore  Moses  gave  you 
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circumcision,  (not  because  it  is  of 
Moses,  but  of  the  fathers,)  and  on  the 
sabbath-day  you  circumcise  a  man. 

23  If  a  man  receive  circumcision 
on  the  sabbath-day,  that  the  law  of 
Moses  may  not  be  broken ;  are  you 
angry  at  me  because  I  have  healed 
the  whole  man  on  the  sabbath-day. 

24  Judge  not  according  to  the  ap¬ 
pearance,  but  judge  just  judgment. 

25  Some  therefore  of  Jerusalem 
said:  Is  not  this  he  whom  they 
seek  to  kill  ? 

86  And  behold  he  spoaketh  open¬ 
ly  and  they  say  nothing  to  him.  Have 
the  rulers  known  for  a  truth  that 
this  is  the  Christ  ? 

27  But  we  know  this  man  whence 
he  is  :  but  when  the  Christ  conieth, 
no  man  knoweth  whence  he  is. 

28  Jesus  therefore  cried  out  in 
the  temple  teaching  and  saying : 
You  both  know  me,  and  you  know 
whence  I  am :  and  I  am  not  come 
of  myself ;  but  he  that  cent  me  is 
true,  whom  you  know  not. 

29  I  know  him,  because  I  am 
from  him,  and  he  hath  sent  me. 

30  They  sought  therefore  to  ap- 
rehend  him :  and  no  man  laid 
ands  on  him,  because  his  hour  was 

not  yet  come. 

31  Butofthepeeplemany  believed 
in  him,  and  said:  When  the  Christ 
cometh,  shall  he  do  more  miracles 
than  these  which  this  man  doth  ? 

32  The  Pharisees  heard  the  people 
murmuring  these  things  concerning 
him  :  and  the  rulers  and  Pharisees 
sent  ministers  to  apprehend  him. 

33  Jesub  therefore  said  to  them : 
Yet  a  little  while  I  am  with  you: 
and  then  I  go  to  him  that  sent  me. 

34  You  shall  seek  me,  and  shall 
not  find  me  :  and  where  I  am,  thither 
you  cannot  come. 

35  The  Jews  therefore  said  among 
themselves :  Whither  will  he  go, 
that  we  shall  not  find  him  ?  will  he 
go,  unto  the  dispersed  among  the 
gentiles,  and  teach  the  gentiles  ? 

96  What  is  this  saying  that  he 


hath  said:  You  shall  seek  me,  and 
shall  not  find  me  ;  and  where  I  am, 
you  cannot  come  ? 

37  And  on  the  last  and  great  day 
of  the  festivity,  Jesus  stood  and 
cried,  saying :  If  any  man  thirst,  let 
him  come  to  me,  and  drink. 

38  He  that  believeth  in  me,  as 
the  scripture  saith,  Out  of  his  belly 
shall  flow  rivers  of  living  water. 

39  Now  this  he  said  of  the  spirit 
which  they  should  receive,  who  be¬ 
lieved  in  him  :  for  as  yet  the  spirit 
was  not  given,  because  Jesus  was 
not  yet  glorified. 

40  Of  that  multitude  therefore, 
when  they  had  heard  these  words 
of  his,  some  said  :  This  is  the  pro¬ 
phet  indeed. 

41  Others  said:  This  is  the 
Christ.  But  some  said  :  Doth  the 
Christ  come  out  of  Galilee? 

42  Doth  not  the  scripture  say  : 
That  Christ  cometh  of  the  seed'd 
David,  and  from  Bethlehem  the 
town  where  David  was. 

43  So  there  arose  a  dissension 
among  the  people  because  of  him. 

44  And  some  of  them  would  have 
apprehended  him  :  but  no  man  laid 
hands  upon  him. 

45  The  ministers  therefore  came 
to  the  chief  priests  and  the  Pharisees. 
And  they  said  to  them:  Why  have 
you  not  brought  him  ? 

46  The  ministers  answered  :  Ne¬ 
ver  did  man  speak  like  this  man. 

47  The  Pharisees  therefore  an¬ 
swered  them:  Areyoualsoseduced? 

48  Hath  any  one  of  the  rulers  be¬ 
lieved  in  him,  or  of  the  Pharisees  ? 

49  But  this  multitude  that  know¬ 
eth  not  the  law  are  accursed. 

50  Nicoderrus  said  to  them,  he 
that  came  to  him  by  night,  who  was 
one  of  them : 

51  Doth  our  law  judge  any  man, 
unless  it  first  hear  him,  and  know 
what  he  doth  ? 

52  They  answered  and  said  to 
him:  Art  thou  also  a  Galilean? 
Search  the  scriptures*  and  that 
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out  of  Galilee  a  prophet  riseth  not. 

53  And  every  man  returned  to 
his  own  house. 

CHAP.  VIII. 

The  woman  taken  in  adultery. 
ND  Jesus  went  unto  mount 
Olivet 

2  And  early  in  the  morning  he 
came  again  into  the  temple,  and  all 
the  people  came  to  him,  and  sitting 
down  he  taught  them. 

3  And  the  scribes  and  Pharisees 
bringunlohim  a  woman  taken  in  a- 
dultery;  and  theysetherin  themidst, 

4,  And  said  to  him  :  Master,  this  wo¬ 
man  was  even  now  taken  in  adultery. 

5  Now  Moses  in  the  law  com¬ 
manded  us  to  stone  such  a  one.  But 
what  sayest  thou  ? 

6  And  this  they  said  tempting 
him,  that  they  might  accuse  him. 
But  Jesus,  bowing  himself  down, 
wrote  with  hi9  finger  on  the  ground. 

7  When  therefore  they  continued 
asking  him,  he  lifted  up  himself  and 
said  to  them  :  He  that  is  without 
sin  among  you,  let  him  first  cast  a 
stone  at  her. 

8  And  again  stooping  down,  lie 
wrote  on  the  ground. 

9  But  they  hearing  this  went  out 
one  by  one,  beginning  at  the  eldest. 
And  Jesus  alone  remained,  and  the 
woman  standing  in  the  midst. 

10  Then  Jesus  lifting  up  him¬ 
self,  said  to  her  :  .Woman,  where 
are  they  that  accused  thee  ?  Hath 
no  man  condemned  thee? 

11  Who  said:  No  man.  Lord. 
And  Jesus  said  :  Neither  will  I  cou- 
demnjhee.  Go,  and  now  sin  no  more. 

12  Again  therefore  Jesus  spoke 
to  them,  saying  :  I  am  the  light  of 
the  world  :  he  that  followeth  me, 
walketh  not  in  darkness,  but  shall 
have  the  light  of  life. 

13  The  Pharisees  therefore  said 
to  him  :  Thou  givest  testimony  of 
thyself:  thy  testimony  is  not  true. 

14  Jesus  answered  and  said  to 
them  :  Although  I  give  testimony 
of  myself,  my  testimony  is  true : 


for  I  know  whence  I  came,  and 
whither  I  go :  but  you  know  not 
whence  I  come,  or  whither  I  go. 

15  You  judge  according  to  the 
flesh,  I  judge  not  any  man. 

16  And  if  I  do  judge,,  my  judg¬ 
ment  is  true:  because  I  am  not 
alone,  but  I  and  the  Father  that 
sent  me. 

17  And  in  your  law  it  is  written, 
that  the  testimony  of  two  men  is  true, 

18  I  am  one  that  give  testimony 
of  myself:  and  the  Father  that  sent 
me,  giveth  testimony  of  me. 

19  They  said  therefore  to  him  t 
Where  ;is  thy  Father?  Jesus  an¬ 
swered  :  Neither  me  do  you  know, 
nor  my  Father:  if  you  did  know 
me,  perhaps  you  would  know  my 
Father  also. 

20  These  words  Jesus  spoke  in 
the  treasury,  teaching  in  the  temple: 
and  no  man  laid  hands  on  him,  be¬ 
cause  his  hour  was  not  yet  come. 

21  Again  therefore  Jcsu^said  to 
them  :  I  go,  and  you  shall  seek  me, 
and  you  shall  die  in  your  sin.  Whi¬ 
ther  I  go  you  cannot  come. 

*22  The  Jews  therefore  said  s 
will  he  kill  himself,  because  he  said  - 
Whither  I  go,  you  cannot  come? 

23  And  he  said  to  them:  You 
are  from  beneath,  I  am  from  above. 
You  are  of  this  world,  I  am  not  o l 
this  world. 

24  Therefore  I  said  to  you,  that 
you  shall  die  in  your  sins.  For  if 
you  believe  not  that  I  am  he,  you 
shall  die  in  your  sin. 

25  They  said  therefore  to  him  s 
Who  art  thou?  Jesus  9aid  to  them: 
The  beginning,  who  also  speak  un¬ 
to  you. 

26  Many  things  I  have  to  speak 
and  to  judge  of  you.  But  he  that 
sent  me  is  true :  and  the  things  I 
have  heard  of  him,  these  same  I 
speak  in  the  world. 

27  And  they  understood  not  that, 
he  called  God  his  Father. 

28  Jesus  therefore  said  to  them 
When  you  shall  have  lifted  op  the 
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son  of  man,  then  shall  you  know 
that  1  am  he,  and  that  I  do  nothing 
of  myself,  but  as  the  Father  hath 
taught  me,  these  things  I  speak  : 

S>9  And  he  that  sent  me  is  with 
me,  and  he  hath  not  left  me  alone  : 
for  I  do  always  the  things  that 
please  him. 

30  When  he  spoke  these  things, 
many  believed  in  hirr«. 

31  Then  Jesus  said  to  those  Jews 
who  believed  him :  If  you  continue 
in  my  word,  you  shall  be  my  dis¬ 
ciples  indeed. 

32  And  you  shall  know  the  truth, 
anid  the  truth  shall  make  you  free. 

33  They  answered  him:  We  are 
the  seed  of  Abraham,  and  we  have 
never  been  slaves  to  any  man  :  how 
sayest  rhou  :  You  shall  be  free  ? 

34  Jesus  answered  them  :  Amen, 
amen  I  say  unto  you,  that  whoso¬ 
ever  committeth  sin,  is  the  servant 
of  sin. 

35  Now  the  servant  nbideth  not 
in  the  house  for  ever:  but  the  son 
abideth  forever. 

36  If  therefore  the  son  shall  make 
you  free,  you  shall  be  free  indeed. 

37  I  know  that  you  are  the 
children  of  Abraham  :  but  you  seek 
to  kill  me,  because  my  word  hath 
no  place  in  you. 

38  I  speak  that  which  I  havo 
seen  with  my  Father:  and  you  do 
the  things  that  you  have  seen  with 
your  father 

39  They  answered,  and  said  to 
him  :  Abraham  is  our  father.  Je¬ 
sus  sailh  to  them  :  If  you  be  the 
children  of  Abraham,  do  the  works 
of  Abraham. 

40  But  now  you  seek  to  kill  me, 
a  man  who  have  spoken  the  truth 
to  you,  which  I  have  heard  of  God. 
This  Abraham  did  not. 

41  You  do  the  works  of  your 
father.  They  said  therefore  to  him  : 
We  are  not  born  of  fornication  : 
V/e  have  one  Father  even  God. 

42  Jesus  therefore  said  to  them  : 
IfGod  were  jour  father,  you  would 


indeed  love  me.  For  from  God  I 
proceeded,  and  came ;  for  I  came 
not  of  myself,  but  he  sent  me. 

43  Why  do  you  not  know  my 
speech  ?  Because  you  cannot  hear 
my  word. 

44  You  are  of  your  father  the 
devil,  and  the  desires  of  your  father 
you  will  do.  He  was  a  murderer 
from  the  beginning,  and  he  stood 
not  in  the  truth  ;  because  truth  is 
not  in  him.  When  he  speaketh  b 
lie,  he  speaketh  of  his  own,  for  he  i: 
a  liar,  and  th(^  father  thereof. 

45  But  if  I  6ay  the  truth,  you  be¬ 
lieve  me  not. 

46  Which  of  you  shall  convince 
me  of  sin  ?  If  I  say  the  truth  t's 
you,  why  do  you  not  believe  me? 

47  He  that  is  of  God,  heareth  the 
words  of  God.  Therefore  you  hear 
them  not,  becauseyouarenotofGod 

48  The  Jews  therefore  answered, 
and  said  to  him :  Do  not  we  sat 
well  that  thou  art  a  Samaritan,  ani 
hast  a  devil  ? 

49  Jesus  answered:  I  have  not 
a  devil;  but  I  honour  my  Father 
and  you  have  dishonoured  me. 

50  But  I  seek  not  my  own  glory 
there  is  one  thatseeketh  and  judgeth. 

51  Amen,  amen  I  say  to  you  :  If 
any  man  keep  my  word,  he  shall 
not  see  death  for  ever. 

52  The  Jews  therefore  said  :  Now 
we  know  that  thou  hast  a  devil. 
Abraharn  isdead,  and  the  prophets 
and  thou  sayest:  If  any  man  keep 
my  word,  he  shall  not  taste  death 
for  ever. 

53  Art  thou  greater  than  our  fa¬ 
ther  Abraham,  who  is  dead  ?  and 
the  prophets  are  dead.  Whom  dost 
thou  make  thyself? 

54  Jesus  answered  :  If  I  glorify 
myself,  my  glory  is  nothing.  It  is 
my  Father  that  glorifieth  me,  of 
whom  you  say  that  he  is  your  God. 

55  And  you  have  not  known  him, 
but  I  know  him.  And  if  I  shall 
say  that  I  if r  ow  him  not,  I  shall  be 
like  to  you,  liar.  But  I  do  know 
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him,  and  do  Iceep  hig  word. 

56  Abraham  your  father  rejoiced 
that  he  might  see  my  day :  he  saw 
it,  and  was  glad. 

57  The  Jews  therefore  said  to 
him:  Thou  art  not  yet  fifty  years 
old,  and  hast  thou  seen  Abraham.? 

58  Jesus  said  to  them  :  Amen, 
amen  1  say  to  you,  before  Abraham 
was  made,  I  am. 

59  They  took  up  stones  therefore 
to  castathim.  But  Jesus  hid  him¬ 
self,  and  went  out  of  the  temple. 

CIJAP.  IX. 

He  restores  to  sight  the  blind  man. 
ND  Jesus  passing  by,  saw  a 
man  who  was  blind  from  his 
birth ; 

2  And  his  disciples  asked  him : 
Rabbi,  who  hath  sinned,  this  man, 
nr  his  parents,  that  he  should  be 
born  blind  ? 

3  Jmsus  answered :  Neither  hath 
this  man  sinned,  nor  his  parents  ; 
but  that  the  works  of  God  should 
be  made  manifest  in  him. 

4  I  must  work  the  works  of  him 
that  sent  me,  whilst  it  is  clay  :  the 
night  cometh  when  noman  can  work. 

5  As  long  as  I  am  in  the  world, 
I  am  the  light  of  the  world. 

6  When  he  had  paid  these  things, 
he  spat  on  the  ground,  and  made 
clay  of  the  spittle,  and  spread  the 
clay  upon  his  eyes. 

7  And  said  to  him:  Go,  wash  in 
the  pool  of  Siloe,  which  is  interpret¬ 
ed,  Sent.  He  went,  therefore,  and 
washed,  and  he  came  seeing. 

8  The  neighbours  therefore,  and 
they  who  had  seen  him  before  that 
he  was  a  beggar,  said  ;  la  not  this 
he  that  eat,  and  begged?  Some 
said  :  This  is  he. 

9  But  others  said:  No,  but  he  is 
Idle  him.  But  he  said  :  I  am  he. 

10  They  said  therefore  to  him  ; 
How  were  thy  eyes  opened  ? 

11  He  answered  :  That  man  that 
i.3  called  Jb&us,  made  clay,  and 
Anointed  my  eyes,  and  said  to  me; 

to  the  pool  of  Siioe,  slid  wash  i 


And  J  went,  I  washed,  ami  I  see. 

12  And  they  said  to  him  :  Where 
is  he  ?  He  saith :  I  know  r.ot. 

13  They  bring  him  that  had  been 
blind,  to  the  Pharisees. 

14  Now  it  was  the  sabbath  when. 
Jesus  made  the  clay,  and  opened 
his  eyes. 

15  Again  therefore  the  Pharisees 
asked  him  how  he  had  received  his 
sight.  But  He  said  to  them  :  lie 
put  day  upon  my  eyes,  and  I  wash¬ 
ed,  and  I  see. 

1C  Some  therefore  of  the  Phari¬ 
sees  said :  This  man  is  not  of  God, 
who  fceepeth  not  the  sabbath.  But 
others  said  :  How  can  a  man  that 
is  a  sinner  do  such  miracles?  And 
there  was  a  division  among  them. 

17  They  say  therefore  to  the 
blind  man  again  :  Whab  sayest  thou 
of  him  that  hath  opened  thy  eyes  ? 
And  he  said  :  Ho  is  a  prophet. 

13  The  Jews  then  did  not  believe 
concerning  him,  that  he  had  been 
blind  and  had  received  his  sight, 
until  they  called  the  parents  of  him 
that  had  received  his  sight, 

19  And  asked  them,  saying:  Is 
this  your  son,  who  you«ay  was  bon 
blind  ?  How  then  doth  he  now  see  i 

20  Ki3  parents  answered  them, 
and  said  :  We  know  that  this  is  our 
son,  and  that  he  was  born  blind; 

21  But  how  he  now  seeth,  w® 
know  not:  or  who  hath  opened  hia 
eyes,  we  know  not :  ask  himself;  he 
is  of  age,  let  him  speak  for  himself 

j  22  These  things  his  parents  said, 
j  because  they  feared  the  Jews:  For 
the  Jews  had  already  agreed  among 
themselves,  that  if  any  man  should 
confess  him  to  be  Christ,  he  should 
'  be  put  out.  of  the  synagogue. 

23  Therefore  did  his  parents  say: 
he  is  of  ago,  ask  him. 

24  They  therefore  called  the  man 
again  that  had  been  blind,  and  said 
to  him  :  Give  glory  to'.  God.  We 
know  that  this  man  is  a  sinner. 

25  He  said  therefore  to  them:  If 
’  ho  be  a  sinner,  5  know  wot :  one 
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thing  I  know,  that  whereas  I  was 
blind,  now  I  see. 

26  They  said  then  to  him  :  What 
did  he  to  thee?  How  did  he  open 
thy  eyes. 

27  He  answered  them  :  I  have 
told  you  already,  and  you  _have 
Heard :  why  would  you  hear  it  again? 
will  you  also  become  his  disciples? 

28  They  reviled  him  therefore, 
and  said  :  Be  thou  his  disciple  *,  but 
we  are  the  disciples  of  Moses. 

29  We  know  that  God  spoke  to 
Moses:  but  as  to  this  man,  we 
know  not  from  whence  he  is. 

30  The  man  answered,  and  said 
to  them  :  Why,  herein  is  a  wonder¬ 
ful  thing  that  you  know  not  from 
whence  he  is,  and  he  hath  opened 
my  eyes. 

31  Now  we  know  that  God  doth 
not  hear  sinners :  but  if  a  man  be  a 
server  of  God,  and  doth  his  will, 
him  he  heareth. 

32  From  the  beginning  of  the 
world  it  hath  not  been  heard,  that 
any  man  hath  opened  the  eyes  of 
one  born  blind. 

33  Unless  this  man  were  of  God, 
he  could  not  do  any  thing. 

34  They  answered,  and  said  to 
him  :  Thou  wast  wholly  born  in 
sins,  and  dost  thou  teach  us  ?  And 
they  cast  him  out. 

35  Jesus  heard  that  they  bad 
cast  him  out:  and  when  he  had 
found  him,  he  said  to  him  :  Dost 
thou  believe  in  the  Son  of  God  ? 

36  He  answered,  and  said:  Who  is 
he.  Lord,  that  I  may  believe  in  him? 

37  And  Jesus  said  to  him  :  Thou 
hast  both  seen  him  ;  and  it  is  he 
that  talketh  with  thee. 

38  Arid  he  said  :  I  believe,  Lord, 
and  falling  down  he  adored  him. 

39  And  Jesus  said  :  For  judg¬ 
ment  I  am  come  into  this  world ; 
that  they  who  see  not  may  see;  and 
they  who  see,  may  become  blind. 

40  And  some  of  the  Pharisees, 
wjho  were  with  him,  heard;  and  they 
said  unto  him :  Are  we  also  blind  ? 


41  Jesus  said  to  them  :  If  you 
were  blind,  you  should  not  have 
sin,  but  now  you  say :  We  see. 
Your  sin  remakieth. 

CHAP.  X. 

Chritt  if  the  door ,  and  the  tliepkerd. 
MEN,  amen,  I  say  to  you  :  h* 
that  entereth  not  hy  the  door 
into  the  sheepfold,  but  climbeth  up 
another  way,  the  same  is  a  thiei 
and  a  robber. 

2  But  he  that  entereth  in  by  tho 
door,  is  the  shepherd  of  the  Bheeu. 

S  To  him  the  porter  openeth ; 
and  the  sheep  hear  his  voice  :  and 
he  caileth  his  own  sheep  by  name, 
and  Ieadeth  them  out. 

4  And  when  he  hath  let  out  his 
own  sheep,  he  goeth  before  them-: 
and  the  sheep  follow  him,  because 
they  know  his  voice. 

5  But  a  stranger  they  follow  not, 
but  fly  from  him,  becausetheyk.no  w 
not  the  voice  of  strangers. 

6  This  proverb  Jesus  spoke  to 
them.  But  they  understood  no! 
what  he  spoke  to  them. 

7  Jesus  therefore  said  to  them 
again  :  Amen,  amen,  1  say  to  you, 
I  am  the  door  of  the  6heep. 

8  All  others  as  many  as  have 
come,  are  thieves  and  robbers :  and 
the  sheep  heard  them  not. 

9  I  am  the  door.  By  me  if  any 
man  enter  in,  he  shall  be  saved  : 
and  he  shall  go  in,  and  go  out,  and 
shall  find  pastures. 

10  The  thief  cometh  not,  but  for 
to  steal  and  to  kill  and  to  destroy. 
I  am  come  that  they  may  have  life, 
and  may  have  it  more  abundantly. 

Ill  am  the  good  shepherd.  The 
good  shepherd  giveth  his  life  for  his 
sheep. 

12  But  the  hireling  and  he  that 
is  not  the  shepherd,  whose  own 
the  sheep  are  not,  seeth  the  wolf 
coming  and  leaveth  the  sheep,  and 
flieth  :  and  the  wolf  egteheth,  and 
scattereth  the  sheep  : 

13  And  the  hireling'  flieth,  be¬ 
cause  he  is  a  hireling ;  and  be  bath 
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no  care  for  the  sheep. 

1  4  1  am  the  good  shepherd  ;  end 
I  know  mine,  and  mine  know  me. 

55  As  the  Father  knows* h  roe, 
and  I  know  the  Father  :  and  I  lay 
down  my  life  for  my  sheep. 

16  And  other  sheep  1  hare,  that 
are  not  of  this  fold ;  them  also  I 
must  bring,  and  they  shall  hear  my 
voice,  and  there  shall  be  one  fold 
and  one  shepherd. 

1?  Therefore  doth  the  Father 
love  me :  because  1  lay  down  my 
life,  that  I  may  take  it  again. 

18  No  man  taketh  it  away  from  j 
me  :  but  I  lay  it  down  of  myself, 
and  l  have  power  to  lay  it  down  ; 
and  I  have  power  to  take  it  tip 
again.  This  commandment  have  I 
received  of  my  Father. 

10  A  dissension  rose  again  among 
the  Jews  for  these  words. 

20  And  many  cf  them  said  :  He 
hath  a  devil,  and  is  mad  :  why  .hear 
you  him  ? 

SI  Others  said:  These  are  not  the 
words  of  one  that  hath  a  devil.  Can 
a  devil  ope::  the  eye3  of  the  blind  ? 

22  And  it  was  the  feast  of  the 
dedication  at  Jerusalem  ;  and  it  was 
winter. 

23  And  Jr.sus  walked  in  the 
temple  in  Solomon’s  porch.

25  The  Jews  therefore  came 
round  about  him,  and  said  to  him  : 
How  long  dost  thou  hold  our  souls 
in  suspense?  If  thou  be  the  Christ, 
tell  us  plainly, 

25  J es  us  answered  them :  I  speck 
to  you,  ai:d  you  believe  not :  the 
works  that  I  do  in  the  name  of  my 
Father,  they  give  testimony  of  me.

37  If  I  do  not  the  works  of  my 
Father,  believe  me  not. 

35  But  if  I  do,  though  you  will 
not  believe  me,  believe  the  works : 
that  you  may  know  and  believe 
that  the  Father  is  in  me,  and  I  in 
the  Father. 

39  They  sought  therefore  to  take 
him  ;  and  be  escaped  out  of  their 
hands.

Martha  the  sister  of  him 
that  was  dead,  salth  to  him  :  Lord, 
by  this  time  he  slinketh,  for  he  is 
now  of  four  days. 

40  Jesus  saith  to  her  ;  Did  not 
I  say  to  thee,  tit  at  if  thou  believe,, 
thou  shalt  see  the  glory  of  God  } 

41  They  took  therefore  the  stone 
away :  and  Jesus  lifting  up  his 
eyes  said :  Father,  I  give  thee 
thanks  that  thou  hast  heard  me. 

42  And  I  knew  that  thou  heare3t 
me  always,  but  because  of  the  peo¬ 
ple  who  stand  about  have  I  said  it; 
that  they  may  believe  that  thou 
has  sent  mo. 

43  When  he  had  said  these  things, 
he  cried  with  a  loud  voice:  Laza¬ 
rus,  come  forth. 

44  And  presently  he  that  had 
been  dead  came  forth,  bound  feet 
and  hands  with  winding-bands,  and 
his  face  waa  bound  about  with  a 
napkin.  Jesus  aaid  to  them:  Loose 
him  and  let  him  go. 

45  Many  therefore  of  the  Jews 
who  were  come  to  Mary  and  Mar¬ 
tha,  and  had  seen  the  thing3  that 
Jesus  did,  believed  in  him.

48  If  we  let  him  alone  so,  all  will 
believe  in  him  and  the  Romans  will 
ome*  and  take  away  our  place  and 


nation. 

49  But  one  of  them  named  Cai- 
pha3, being  the  high-priest  thatyear, 
said  to  them  :  You  know  nothing. 

50  Neither  do  you  consider  that 
it  is  expedient  for  you  that  one  man 
should  die  for  the  pee  pie,  and  that 
the  whole  nation  perish  not. 

51  And  this  he  spoke  not  of  him¬ 
self  :  but  being  the  high-priest  of 
that  year,  he  prophesied  that  Jesus 
should  die  for  the  nation. 

52  And  not  only  for  the  nation, 
but  to  gather  together  in  one  the 
children  of  God  that  were  dispersed. 

53  From  that  day  therefore  they 
devised  to  put  him  to  death. 

54  Wherefore  Jesus,  talked  no 
j  mere  openly  among  the  Jews,  but 

he  went  into  a  country  near  the  de- 
sart,  unto  a  city  that  is  called  E- 
phrern,  and  there  he  abode  with  his 
disciples. 

55  And  the  pasch  of  the  Jews  was 
at  hand  :  and  many  from  the  coun¬ 
try  went  up  to  Jerusalem  before 
the  pasch,  to  purify  themselves. 

55  They  sought  therefore  for  Je¬ 
sus  ;  and  they  discoursed  one  with 
another,  standing  in  the  temple: 
What  think  you,  that  he  is  not  coma 
to  the  festival  day?  And  the  chief 
priests  nr.d  the  Pharisees  had  given 
a  coir.randmcnt,  that  if  any  man 
knew  v/here  he  wt:,  ire  should  tell, 
that  they  might  apprehend  him. 
CHAP.  XII. 

T7ie  anointing  of  Christ's  feet. 
YESUS  therefore  six  days  before 
**  the  pasch  came  to  Bethania, 
where  Lazarus  had  been  dead, 
whom  Jesus  raised  to  life. 

2  Ai  d  they  made  him  a  supper 
there:  and  Martha  served, but  La¬ 
zarus  was  one  of  them  that  were  at 
table  with  him. 

3  Mary!  therefore  took  a  pound 
of  ointment  of  right  spikenard,  of 
great  price,  and  anointed  the  feet  of 
Jk3us  and  wiped  hie  feet  with  her 
haiv :  and  the  house  waj  filled  with 
the  odour  pf  the  ointment. 
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4  Then  oneofhia  disciples,  Judas 
Iscariot,  he  that  wasabout  to  betray 
him,  said  : 

5  Why  was  not  this  ointment 
sold  for  three  hundred  pence,  and 
given  to  the  poor  ? 

6  Now  he  said  this,  not  because 
he  cared  for  the  poor;  but  because 
he  was  a  thief,  and  having  the 
purse,  carried  the  things  that  were 
put  therein. 

7  Jesus  therefore  said:  Let  her 
alone,  that  she  may  keep  it  against 
the  day  of  my  burial, 

8  For  the  poor  you  have  always 
with  you ;  but  me  you  have  not 
always. 

9  A  great  multitude  therefore  of 
the  Jev/3  knew  that  he  was  there: 
and  they  came  not  for  Jesus’s  sake 
only,  but  that  they  might  see  La¬ 
zarus,  whom  he  had  raised  from 
the  dead. 

10  But  the  chief  priests  thought 
to  kill  Lazarus  also  : 

11  Because  many  of  the  Jews 
by  reason  of  him  went  away,  and 
believed  in  Jesus. 

12  And  on  the  next  day  a  great 
multitude,  that  was  come  to  the 
festival  day,  when  they  had  heard 
that  Jesus  was  coming  to  Jerusalem, 

13  Took  branches  of  palm  trees, 
and  went  forth  to  meet  him,  and 
cried:  Hosanna,  blessed  is  he  that 
cometh  in  the  name  of  the  Lord, 
the  king  of  Israel. 

14  And  Jesus  found  a  young  ass, 
and  sat  upon  it,  as  it  is  written  : 

15  Fear  not,  daughter  of  ;  Sion, 
behold,  thy  king  cometh  sitting  on 
an  ass’s  colt. 

16  These  things  his  disciples  did 
not  know  at  the  first:  but  when 
Jesus  was  glorified,  then  they  re¬ 
membered  that  these  things  ware 
written  of  him,  and  that  they  had 
done  these  things  to  him. 

17  The  multitude  therefore  gave 
testimony,  which  was  with  him 
when  he  called  Lazarus  out  of  the 
j£TSve,and  raised  him  from  the  dead. 


1 8  For  which  reason  also  the  peo¬ 
ple  catne  to  meet  him  :  because  they 
heard  that  he  had  done  this  miracle. 

19  The  Pharisees  therefore  said 
among  themselves:  Do  you  see 
that  we  prevail  nothing?  behold, 
the  whole  world  is  gone  after  him 

20  Now  there  were  certain  gen. 
tiles,  among  them  who  came  up  to 
adore  on  the  festival  day. 

21  These  therefore  came  to  Phi¬ 
lip,  who  was  of  Bethsaida  of  Gali¬ 
lee,  and  desired  him,  saying:  Sir, 
we  would  see  Jesus. 

22  Philip  cometh  and  telleth 
Andrew.  Again  Andrew  and  Phi¬ 
lip  told  Jesus. 

23  But  Jesus  answered  them 
saying  :  The  hour  is  come,  that  the 
son  of  man  should  be  glorified. 

24  Amen,  amen  I  say  to  you, 
unless  the  grain  of  wheat  falling 
into  the  ground,  die  ; 

25  Itself remaineth  alone.  But  iF 
it  die,  it  bringeth  forth  much  fruit. 
He  that  loveth  his  life  shall  lose  it: 
and  he  that  hateth  his  life  in  this 
world,  keepeth  it  unto  life  eternal. 

26  If  any  man  minister  to  me, 
let  him  follow  me  :  and  where  I 
am,  there  also  shall  my  minister  be. 
If  any  man  minister  to  me,  him 
will  my  Father  honour. 

27  Now  is  my  soul  troubled. 
And  what  shall  I  say?  Father,  save 
me  from  this  hour.  But  for  this 
cause  I  came  unto  this  hour. 

28  Father,  glorify  thy  name,  A 
voice  therefore  came  from  heaven  : 

I  have  both  glorified  it,  and  will 
glorify  it  again. 

29  The  multitude  therefore  that 
stopd  and  heard,  said  that  it  thun¬ 
dered.  Others  said,  An  angel 
spoke  to  him. 

30  Jesus  answered,  and  said : 
This  voice  came  not  because  of  me, 
but  for  your  sakes. 

31  Now  is  the  judgment  of  the 
world :  now  shall  the  prince  of  this 
world  be  cast  out. 

32  And  I,  if  1  be  lifted  up  from  Uw 
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earth, will  draw  all  things  to  myself. 

33  (Now  this  he  said,  signifying 
what  death  he  should  die.) 

34  The  multitude  answered  him: 
We  hare  heard  out  of  the  law,  that 
Christ  abideth  forever;  and  how 
sayest  thou  :  The  son  of  man  must 
be  lifted  up  ?  Who  is  this  son  of 
man  ? 

35  Jssus  therefore  said  to  them  : 
Yet  a  little  while,  the  light  is  among 
you.  Walk  whilst  you  have  the 
light,  that  the  darkness  overtake  you 
not.  And  he  that  walketh  in  dark¬ 
ness  knoweth  not  whither  he  goeth. 

36  Whilst  you  have  the  light, 
believe  in  the  light,  that  you  may 
be  the  children  of  light.  These 
things  Jesus  spoke  and  he  went 
away,  and  hid  himself  from  them. 

37  And  whereas  he  had  done  so 
many  miracles  before  them,  they 
believed  not  in  him  : 

38  That  the  saying  of  Isaias  the 
prophet  might  be  fulfilled,  which 
he  said  :  Lord,  who  hath  believed 
our  hearing  ?  and  to  whom  hath  the 
arm  of  the  Lord  been  revealed  ? 

39  Therefore  they  could  not  be¬ 
lieve,  because  Isaias  said  again  : 

40  He  hath  blinded  their  eyes, 
and  hardened  their  heart ,  that  they 
should  not  see  with  their  eyes,  r.or 
understand  with  their  heart,  and  be 
converted ,  and  I  should  heal  them  : 

41  These  things  said  Isaias  when 
he  saw  his  glory  and  spoke  of  him. 

42  However  many  of  the  chief 
men  also  believed  in  him  :  but  be¬ 
cause  of  the  Pharisees  they  did  not 
confess  him,  that  they  might  not 
be  cast  out  of  the  synagogue. 

43  For  they  loved  the  glory  Qf 
men,  more  than  the  glory  of  God. 

44  Rut  Jesus  cried,  and  said: 
lie  that  believeth  in  me, doth  not  be¬ 
lieve  in  me,  but  in  him  that  sent  me. 

45  And  he  that  sceth  me,  seeth 
him  that  sent  me. 

4G  I  am  come  a  light  into  the 
world  ;  that  whosoever  believeth  in 
me,  may  not  remain  in  darkness 


I  47  And  if  any  man  hear  my 
words,  and  keep  them  not :  I  do  not 
judge  him  :  for  1  came  not  to  judge 
the  world,  but  to  save  the  world 

48  He  that  despiseth  me,  and  re* 
ceiveth  not  my  words,  hath  one 
thatjudgeth  him:  the  word  that  I 
have  spoken,  the  same  shall  judge 
him  in  the  last  day. 

49  For  I  have  not  srjoken  of  my¬ 
self,  but  the  Father  who  sent  me, 
he  gave  me  commandment  what  I 
should  say, and  what  I  should  speak, 

50  And  I  know  that  his  command- 
j  ment  is  life  everlasting.  The  things 
I  therefore  that  I  speak  ;  even  as  the 
Father  said  unto  me,  so  do  I  speak. 
CHAP.  XIII. 

Christ  washes  his  disciples  feet. 
"OEFORE  the  festival  day  of  the 
pasch,  Jesus  knowing  that  hia 
hour  was  come  that  he  should  pass 
out  of this  world  to  the  Father:  hav¬ 
ing  loved  his  own  who  were  in  the 
world,  he  loved  them  unto  the  end. 

5  And  when  supper  was  done, (the 
devil  having  now  put  into  the  heart 
of  Judas  Iscariot  the  son  of  Simon, 
to  betray  him.) 

3  Knowing  that  the  Father  had 
given  him  all  things  into  his  hands, 
and  that  he  came  from  God,  and 
goeth  to  God  : 

4  He  riseth  from  supper  and  lay- 
eih  aside  his  garments,  and  having 
taken  a  towel,  girded  himself. 

5  After  that,  he  putteth  water  into 
a  bason, and  began  to  wash  the  feet  of 
the  disciples,  and  to  wipe  them  with 
the  towel  wherewith  he  was  girded. 

6  He  cometh  therefore  to  Simon 
Peter.  And  Peter  saith  to  him : 
Lord,  dost  thou  wash  my  feet? 

7  Jesus  answered,  and  said  to 
him  :  What  I  do,  thou  knowest  not 
now,  hut  thou  shaft  know  hereafter. 

8  Peter  saith  to  him  :  Thou  shalt 
never  wash  my  feet,  Jssus  answer¬ 
ed  him  :  If  I  wash  thee  not,  thou 
shalt  have  no  part  with  me. 

9  Simon  Peter  saith  to  him  :  Lord 
not^-W  my  feet,  but  also  my  hands 
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and  my  head. 

10  Jesus  saith  to  him  :  He  that 
is  washed,  needeth  not  but  to  wash 
his  feet,  but  is  clean  wholly.  And 
you  are  clean,  but  not  all. 

11  For  he  knew  who  he  was  that 
would  betray  him  ;  therefore  he 
said  :  you  are  not  all  clean. 

12  Then  after  he  had  washed 
their  feet,  and  taken  his  garments, 
being  6et  down  again,  he  said  to 
them  :  Know  you  what  I  have  done 
to  you  ? 

13  You  call  me  Master,  and 
Lord :  and  you  say  well,  for  so  I  am. 

14  If  then  I,  being  your  Lord  and 
Master,  have  washed  your  feet ;  you 
also  ought  to  wash  one  another’s  feet. 

15  For  I  have  given  you  an  ex¬ 
ample,  that  as  I  have  done  to  you, 
bo  you  do  also. 

16  Amen,  amen  I  say  to  you: 
The  servant  is  not  greater  than  his 
Lord  :  neither  is  the  apostle  greater 
that  he  that  sent  him. 

17  If  you  know  these  things,  you 
shall  be  blessed  if  you  do  them. 

18  I  speak  not  of  you  all :  I  know 
whom  I  have  chosen :  but  that  the 
scripture  may  be  fulfilled,  He  that 
eateth  bread  ivith  me,  shall  lift  up 
his  heel  against  me. 

19  At  present  I  tell  you,  before  it 
come  topasa:  that  when  it  shall  come 
to  pass,  you  may  believe  that  I  am  lie. 

20  Amen,  amen  I  say  to  you,  he 
that  receiveth  whomsoever  I  send, 
receiveth  me :  and  he  that  receiveth 
me,  receiveth  him  that  sent  me. 

21  When  Jesus  had  said  these 
things,  he  was  troubled  in  spirit: 
and  he  testified,  and  said :  Amen, 
amen  I  say  to  you,  one  of  you  shall 
betray  me. 

22  The  disciples  therefore  look¬ 
ed  one  upon  another,  doubting  of 
whom  he  spoke. 

23  Now  there  was  leaning  on 
Jesus’  bosom  one  of  his  disciples^ 
whom  Jesus  loved. 

24  Simon  Peter  therefore  beck¬ 
oned  to  him,  and  said  to  him  ;  Who 


is  It,  of  whom  he  speaketh  ? 

25  He  therefore  leaning  on  the 
breast  of  Jesus  saitk  to  him :  Lord, 
who  is  it  ? 

26  Jesus  answered;  He  it  is  to 
whom  I  shall  reach  bread  dipped. 
And  when  he  had  dipped  the  bread, 
he  gave  it  to  Judas  Iscariot,  the  son 
of  Simon. 

27  And  after  the  morsel,  satan 
entered  into  him.  And  Jesus  Said 
to  him :  That  which  thou  dost,  do 

quickly. 

•  28  Now  no  man  at  the  table 
knew  to  what  purpose  he  said  this 
unto  him. 

29  For  some  thought,  because 
Judas  had  the  purse,  that  Jesus 
had  said  to  him  ;  Buy  those  things 
which  we  have  need  of  for  the  fes¬ 
tival  day :  or  that  he  should  give 
something  to  the  poor. 

30  He  therefore  having  received 
the  morsel,  went  out  immediately. 
And  it  was  night. 

31  When  he  therefore  was  gone 
out,  Jesus  said:  Now  is  the  son  of 
man  glorified,  and  God  is  glorified 
in  him. 

S3  If  God  be  glorified  in  him, 
God  also  will  glorify  him  in  himself, 
and  immediately  will  he  glorify  him. 

33  Little  children,  yet  a  little 
while  I  am  with  you.  You  shall 
seek  me,  and  as  I  said  to  the  Jews 
Whither  I  go,  you  cannot  come; 
so  I  say  to  you  now. 

34  A  new  commandment  I  give 
unto  you  :  That  you  love  one  an¬ 
other:  as  I  have  loved  you,  that 
you  also  love  one  another. 

35  By  this  shall  all  men  know 
that  you  are  my  disciples,  if  you 
have  love  one  for  another. 

36  Simon  Peter  saith  to  him  : 
Lord,  whither  goest  thou?  Jesuj 
answered,  Whither  I  go,  thou  canst 
not  follow  me  now,  but  thou  shall 
follow  hereafter. 

37  Peter  saith  to  him;  why 
cannot  I  follow  thee  now  ?  I  will 
lay  down  my  life  for^he®* 
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38  Jesus  answered  him :  Wilt 
thou  laydown  thy  life  for  me?  Amen, 
amen  1  say  to  thee,  the  cock  shall 
not  crow,  till  thou  deny  me  thrice. 
CHAP.  XIV. 

Conclusion  cf  Christ’s  last  discourse. 
ET  not  your  heart  be  troubled. 
You  believe  in  God,  believe 
also  in  me., 

2  In  my  Father's  house  there  are 
many  mansions.  If  not,  I  would  have 
told  you,  that  I  go  to  prepare  a  place 
for  you. 

3  And  if  I  shall  go,  and  prepare  a 
place  for  you :  I  will  come  again,  and 
will  take  you  to  myself,  that  where 
1  am,  you  also  may  be. 

4  And  whither  I  go  you  know, 
and  the  way  you  know. 

5  Thomas  saith  to  him  :  Lord, 
we  know  not  whither  thou  goes* ; 
and  how  can  we  know  the  way? 

6  Jesus  saith  to  him:  I  am  the 
way,  and  the  truth,  and  the  life.  No 
man  cometh  to  theFather.butby  me. 

7  If  you  had  known  me,  you 
would  without  daubL  have  known 
my  Father  also:  and  from  hence¬ 
forth  you  shall  know  him,  and  you 
have  seen  him. 

8  Philip  saith  to  him  :  Lord,  shew 
ua  the  Father, and  it  is  enough  for  us. 

9  Jesus  sailh  to  him  :  So  long  a 
time  have  I  been  with  you  ;  and  have 
you  not  known  me  ?  Philip,  he  that 
seeth  me. seeth  the  Father  also.  How 
sayesl  thou,  shew  uS  the  Father? 

10  Do  you  not  believe,  that  I  am 
in  the  Father,  and  the  Father  in  me? 
Thewords  that  1  speak  to  you.Ispeak 
not  of  myself.  But  the  Father  who 
abideth  in  me,  be  doth  the  works. 

11  Believe  you  not  that  I  am  in 
the  Father,  and  the  Father  in  me? 

12  Otherwise  believe  for  the  very 
works’  sake.  Amen,  amen  I  say  to 
you,  he  that  believeth  in  me,  the 
works  that  I  do,  he  also  shall  do, 
and  greater  than  these  shall  he  do. 

13  Because  1  go  to  the  Father,  and 
whatsoever  you  shall  ask  the  Father 
bi  my  nme,  that  v-ill  I  dp ;  that  Its 


Father  may  fee  glorified  in  the  Son, 

14  If  you  shall  ask  me  any  thing 
in  my  name,  that  I  will  do. 

15  If  you  love  me,  keep  my  com* 

Imandments. 

16  And  I  will  ask  the  Father,  and 
he  shall  give  you  another  Paraclete, 
that  he  may  abide  with  you  for  ever. 

1 7  The  spirit  of  truth,  whom  the 
world  cannot  receive,  because  it 
seeth  him  not  nor  knowethhim:  but 
you  shall  know  him;  because  he  shall 

I  abide  with  you,  and  shall  be  in  you. 

3  8  I  will  not  leave  you  orphans: 
1  I  will  come  to  you. 

I  19  Yet  a  little  while:  and  the 
|  world  seeth  me  no  more.  Button 

I  see  me:  because  I  live,  and  you 
shall  jive. 

!  20  In  that  day  you  shall  know 

that  I  am  in  my  Father,  and  you 
in  me,  and  I  in  you. 

21  He  that  hath  my  command¬ 
ments,  and  keepeth  them  :  he  it  is 
that  loveth  me.  And  he  that  Ioveth 
me  shall  be  loved  of  my  Father: 
and  1  will  love  him,  and  will  mani¬ 
fest  myself  to  him. 

22  Judas  saith  to  him,  not  the 
Iscariot :  Lord,  how  is  it,  that  thou 
wilt  manifest  thyself  to  us,  and  not 
to  the  world  ? 

23  Jesus  answered,  and  said  to 
him:  If  any  one  love  me,  he  w  ill 
keep  my  word,  and  my  Father  will 
love  him,  and  we  will  come  to  him, 
and  will  make  our  abode  with  him  : 

24  He  that  loveth  me  not,  keep¬ 
eth  not  my  words.  And  the  word 
which  you  have  heard  is-not  mine; 
but  the  Father’s  who  sent  me. 

25  These  things  have  I  spoken 
to  you,  abiding  with  you. 

2G  But  the  Paraclete,  the  Holy 
Ghost,  whom  the  Fathei  will  send 
in  my  name,  he  will  teach  you  all 
things,  and  bring  all  things  to  your 
mind,  whatsoever  1  shall  have  said 
to  you 

27  Peace  I  leave  with  you,  my 
peace  I  give  unto  you :  not  as  the 
world  giveth,  do  I  give  unto  you. 
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Let  not  your  heart  be  troubled,  nor 
let  it  be  afraid. 

28  You  have  heard  that  I  said  to 
you :  1  go  away  and  I  come  unto  you. 
If  you  loved  me,  you  would  indeed 
be  glad :  because  I  go  to  the  Father : 
For  the  Father  is  greater  than  I. 

29  And  now  I  have  told  you  be¬ 
fore  it  come  to  pass :  that  when  it 
shall  come  to  pass,  you  may  believe. 

30  I  will  not  now  speak  manv 
things  with  you.  For  the  prince  of 
this  world  cometl),  and  in  me  he 
hath  not  any  thing. 

31  But  that  the  world  may  know 
that  I  love  the  Father:  and  as  the 
Father  hath  given  me  command¬ 
ment,  so  do  I :  Arise,  let  us  go  hence. 

CHAP.  XV. 

A  continuation  of  Christ’s  discourse. 
AM  the  true  vine:  and  my  Fa¬ 
ther  is  the  husbandman. 

2  Every  branch  in  me  that  bear- 
eth  not  fruit,  he  will  take  away: 
and  every  one  that  beareth  fruit  he 
will  purge  it,  that  it  may  bring  forth 
more  fruit. 

3  Now  you  are  clean  by  reason  of 
the  word  which  I  have  spoken  toyou 

4Abidein  me:  and  I  in  you.  As  the 
branch  cannot  bear  fruit  of  itself, 
unless  it  abide  in  the  vine,  so  neither 
can  you,  unless  you  abide  in  me. 

5  I  am  the  vine ;  you  the  bran¬ 
ches  :  he  that  abideth  in  me,  and  I 
in  him,  the  same  beareth  much  fruit: 
for  without  me  you  can  do  nothing. 

6  If  any  one  abide  not  in  me :  he 
shall  be  cast  forth  as  a  branch,  and 
shall  wither,  and  they  shall  gather 
him  up,  and  cast  him  into  the  fire, 
and  he  burneth. 

7  If  you  abide  in  me,  and  my 
words  abide  in  you,  you  shall  ask 
whatever  you  will,  and  it  shall  be 
done  unto  you. 

8  In  this  is  my  Father  glorified ; 
that  you  bring  forth  very  much 
fruit’,  and  become  my  disciples. 

9  As  the  Father  hath  loved  me, 
1  also  have  loved  you.  Abide  in 
my  love. 


10  If  you  keep  my  command¬ 
ments,  you  shall  abide  in  my  love; 
as  I  also  have  kept  myFaiher’s  com¬ 
mandments, and  do  abide  in  his  love. 

1 1  These  things  I  have  spoken  to 
you,  that  my  joy  may  be  in  you, 
and  your  joy  may  be  filled. 

12  This  is  my  commandment, 
that  you  love  one  another,  as  I  have 
loved  you. 

13  Greater  love  than  this  no  man 
hath,  that  a  man  lay  down  his  life 
for  his  friends. 

14  You  are  my  friends,  if  you  do 
the  things  that  I  command  you. 

15  I  will  not  now  call  you  ser¬ 
vants:  for  the  servant  knoweth  not 
what  his  lord  doth.  But  I  have  call¬ 
ed  you  friends :  because  all  things 
whatsoever  I  have  heard  of  my  Fa¬ 
ther,  I  have  made  known  to  you. 

16  You  have  not  chosen  me:  but 
I  have  chosen  you ;  and  have  ap¬ 
pointed  you,  that  you  should  go, 
and  should  bring  forth  fruit;  and 
your  fruit  should  remain:  that  what¬ 
soever  you  shall  ask  of  the  Father 
in  my  name,  he  may  give  it  you. 

17  These  things  I  command  you, 
that  you  love  one  another. 

18  If  the  world  hate  you,  know 
ye  that  it  hath  hated  me  before  you. 

19  If  you  had  been  of  the  world ; 
the  world  would  love  its  own :  but 
because  you  are  not  of  the  world, 
but  I  have  chosen  you  out  of  the 
world, therefore  the  world  hateth  you 

20  Remember  my  word  that  I 
said  to  you :  The  servant  is  not 
greater  than  his  master.  If  they 
have  persecuted  me,  they  will  also 
persecute  you :  if  they  have  kept  my 
word,  they  will  keep  yours  also. 

£1  But  all  these  things  they  will  do 
to  you  for  my  name’s  sake :  because 
they  know  not  him  that  sent  me. 

22  I  f  I  had  not  come,  and  6poken 
to  them,  they  would  not  have  sin  : 
but  now  they  have  no  excuse  for 
their  sin.' 

23  He  that  hateth  me,  "hateth 
inv  Father  aUe.

24  If  I  had  not  done  among 
them  the  works  that  no  other  man 
hath  done,  they  would  not  have 
sin  :  but  now  they  have  both  seen 
and  hated  both  me  and  my  Father. 

25  But  that  the  word  may  be 
fulfilled,  which  19  written  in  their 
law  :  They  hated  me  without  cause. 

26  But  when  the  Paraclete  com- 
eth  whom  1  will  send  you  from  the 
Father,  the  Spirit  of  truth,  who 
proceedeth  from  the  F ather,  he  shall 
give  testimony  of  me: 

97  And  you  shall  give  testimony, 
because  you  are  with  me  from  the 
beginning. 

CHAP.  XVI. 

Conclusion  of  Christ's  last  discourse. 
npHESE  tilings  have  I  spoken  to 
you,  that  you  may  not  be 


scandalized. 

2  They  will  put  you  out  of  the 
synagogues  :  yea  the  hour  cometh, 
that  whosoever  killeth  you,  will 
think  that  he  doth  a  service  to  God. 

3  And  these  things  will  they  do 
toyou,  because  they  have  notknown 
the  Father,  nor  me. 

4  But  these  things  I  have  told 


you:  that  when  the  hour  shall  come, 
you  may  remember  that  I  told  you 
of  them, 

3  But  I  told  you  not  these  tilings 
from  the  beginning,  because  I  was 
with  you.  And  now  I  go  to  him 
that  sent  me,  and  none  of  you  ask- 
eth  me  :  Whither  goest  thou  ? 

6  But  because  I  have  spoken 
these  things  to  you,  sorrow  hath 
filled  your  heart, 

7  But  I  tell  you  the  truth  :  it  is 
expedient  to  you  that  I  go  :  for  if  I 
go  not,  the  Paraclete  will  not  come 
to  you  :  but  if  I  go,  I  will  send  him 
to  you. 

8  And  when  he  is'  come,  he  will 
convince  the  world  of  sin,  and  of 
justice,  and  of  judgment. 

9  Of  sin :  because  they  believed 
not  in  me. 

10  And  of  justice :  because  I  go 
to  the  Father  j  and  you  shall  see 


me  no  longer. 

11  And  of  judgment:  because 
the  prince  of  this  world  is  already 
judged. 

12  I  have  yet  many  things  to  say 
to  you :  but  you  cannot  bear  them 

new. 

13  But  when  he,  the  Spirit  of 
truth,  is  come,  he  will  leach  you 
all  truth.  For  he  shall  not  speak 
of  himself :  but  what  things  soever 
he  shall  hear,  he  shall  speak and 
the  things  that  are  to  come  he  shall 
shew  you. 

14  He  shall  glorify  me ;  because 
he  shall  receive  of  mine,  and  shall 
shew  it  to  you. 

13  All  things  whatsoever  the 
Father  hath,  are  mine.  Therefore 
I  said,  that  he  shall  receive  of  nvne, 
and  shew  it  to  you. 

16  A  little  while,  and  now  you 
shall  not  see  me  :  and  again  a  little 
while,  and  you  chall  see  me  :  be¬ 
cause  I  go  to  the  Father. 

17  Then  some  of  his  disciples 
said  one  to  another  :  What  is  this  that 
he  garth  to  us  :  A  little  while,  and 
you  shail  not  see  me  :  and  again  a 
little  while,  and  you  shall  see  me, 
and,  because  I  go  to  the  Father? 

18  They  said  therefore  i  What  is 
this  that  he  saith,  A  little  while? 
we  kiiow  not  what  he  speaketh. 

19  And  Jesus  knew  that  they 
had  a  mind  to  ask  him  ;  and  he 
said  to  them  :  Of  this  do  you  en¬ 
quire  among  yourselves,  because  I 
said  :  A  little  while,  and  you  shall 
not  see  me:  and  again  a  little  while, 
and  you  shall  see  me. 

20  Amen,  amen  I  say  to  you, 
that  you  shall  lament  and  weep, 
but  the  world  shall  rejoice :  arid 
you  shall  be  made  sorrowful,  but 
your  sorrow  snail  be  turned  into  joy. 

21  A  womarx,  when  she  is  in  la¬ 
bour,  hath  sorrow,  because  her 
hour  is  come  :  but  when  she  hath 
brought  forth  tne  child,  she  remem- 
bereth  no  more  the  anguish,  for  joy 
that  a  man  is  born  into  the  world. 
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22  So  also  you  now  indeed  have  HnHESE  thmgs  Jesus  spoke,  and

Jesus,  and  so  did  another  disciple. 
And  that  disciple  was  known  to  the 
high  priest,  and  went  in  with  Je¬ 
sus  into  the  court  of  the  high  priest. 

16  But  Peter  stood  at  the  door 
without.  The  other  disciple  there¬ 
fore  who  was  known  to  the  high 
priest,  went  out,  and  spoke  to  the 
portress,  and  brought  in  Peter. 

17  The  maid  therefore  that  was 
portress,  saith  to  Peter :  Art  not 
thou  also  one  of  this  man’s  disci¬ 
ples  ?  He  saith  :  I  am  not. 

18  Now  the  servants  and  minis¬ 
ters  stood  at  a  fire  of  coals,  because 
it  was  cold,  and  warmed  them¬ 
selves.  And  with  them  was  Peter 
also  standing,  and  warming  himself. 

19  The  high  priest  therefore 
asked  Jesus  of  his  disciples,  and  of 
his  doctrine. 

20  Jesus  answered  him  :  I. have 
spoken  openly  to  the  world  :  I  have 
always  taught  in  the  synagogue, 
and  in  the  temple,  whither  ail  the 
Jews  resort :  and  in  secret  1  have 
spoken  nothing. 

21  Why  askest  thou  me  ?  ask 
them  who  have  heard  what  I  have 
spoken  unto  them :  behold  they 
know  what  things  I  have  said. 

22  And  when  he  had  said  these 
things,  one  of  the  servants  standing 
by,  gave  Jesus  a  blow,  saying :  An- 
swerest  thou  the  high  priest  so  ? 

23  Jesus  answered  him  :  If  I  have 
spoken  evil,  give  testimony  of  the 
evil :  but  if  well,  why  strikest 
thou  me  ? 

24  And  Annas  sent  him  bound 
to  Caiphas  the  high  priest. 

25  And  Simon  Peter  was  Stand¬ 
ing,  and  warming  himself.  They 
said  therefore  to  him :  Art  not  thou 


also  one  of  his  disciples  ?  He  denied 
it  and  said :  I  am  not. 

26  One  of  the  servants  of  the 
high  priest  (a  kinsman  to  him  whose 
ear  Peter  cut  off)  saith  to  him  :  Did 
not  I  see  thee  in  thegardenwith  him? 

27  Again  therefore  Peter  denied', 
and  immediately  the  cock  crew. 

28  Then  they  led  Jesus  from  Cai¬ 
phas  to  the  governor’s  hall.  And  it 
was  morning :  and  they  went  not 
into  the  hall,  that  they  might  not 
be  defiled,  but  that  they  might  eat 
the  pasch. 

29  Pilate  therefore  went  out  to 
them,  and  said:  What  accusation 
bring  you  against  this  man  ? 

30  They  answered  and  said  to 
him  :  If  be  were  not  a  malefactor 
we  would  not  have  delivered  him 
up  to  thee. 

31  Pilate  therefore  said  to  therm 
Take  him  you,  and  judge  him  ac¬ 
cording  to  your  law.  The  Jews 
therefore  said  to  him  :  It  is  not  law¬ 
ful  for  us  to  put  any  man  to  death, 

32  That  the  word  of  Jesus  might 
be  fulfilled  which  he  said,  signify¬ 
ing  what  death  he  shouid  die. 

33  Pilate  therefore  went  into  the 
hall  again,  and  called  Jesus,  and 
said  to  him  :  Art  thou  the  king  of 
the  Jews  ? 

34  Jesus  answered  :  Sayest  thou 
this  thing  of  thyself,  or  have  others 
told  it  thee  of  me? 

35  Pilate  answered:  Am  I  a 
Jew?  Thy  own  nation,  and  the 
chief  priests  have  delivered  thee  up 
to  me  :  what  hast  thou  done  ? 

36  Jesus  answered:  My  king¬ 
dom  is  not  of  this  world.  If  my 
kingdom  were  of  this  world,  my 
servants  would  certainly  strive  that 
I  should  not  be  delivered  to  the 
Jews:  but  now  my  kingdom  is  not 
from  hence. 

S7  Pilate  therefore  said  to  him » 
Art  thou  a  king  then  ?  Jesus  an¬ 
swered  :  Thou  sayest,  that  I  am  a 
king.  For  this  was  I  born,  and  for 
this  came  I  into  the  world ;  that  I 
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should  give  testimony  to  the  truth. 
Every  ,one  that  is  of  the  truth, 
heareth  my  voice. 

38  Pilate  saith  to  him  :  What  is 
truth?  And  when  he  said  this  he 
went  out  again  to  the  Jews,  and 
saith  to  them :  I  find  no  cause  in  him. 

39  But  you  have  a  custom  that 
I  should  release  one  unto  you  at 
the  pasch:  will  you  therefore  that. I 
release  unto  you  the  kingof  theJe  ws? 

40  Then  cried  they  all  again, 
saying:  Not  this  man  but  Barab- 
bas.  Now  Barabbas  was  a  robber. 

CHAP.  XIX. 

Continuation  of  the  Passion.. 
rpHEN  therefore  Pilate  took  Je- 
sus,  and  scourged  him. 

2  And  the  soldiers,platting  a  crown 
of  thorns,  put  it  upon  his  head:  and 
they  put  on  him  a  purple  garment. 

3  And  they  came  to  him,  and 
*aid  :  Hail,  king  of  the  Jews  :  and 
they  gave  him  blows. 

4  Pilate  therefore  went  forth  again, 
and  saith  to  them  :  Behold  I  bring 
him  forth  unto  you,  that  you  may 
know  that  I  find  no  cause  in  him. 

5  (Jesus  therefore  came  forth 
bearing  the  crown  of  thorns,  and 
tthe  purple  garment.)  And  he  saith 
to  them  :  Behold  the  Man. 

C  When  the  chief  priests  there¬ 
fore  and  the  servants  had  seen  him, 
they  cried  out  saying  :  Crucify  him, 
crucify  him.  Pilate  saith  to  them  : 
Take  him  you,  and  crucify  him: 
for  I  find  no  cause  in  him. 

7  The  Jews  answered  him  :  We 
have  a  law  ;  and  according  to  the 
law  he  ought  to  die,  because  he 
made  himself  the  Son  of  God. 

8  When  Pilate  therefore  had  heard 
this  saying,  he  feared  the  more. 

9  And  he  entered  into  the  hall 
again;  and  he  said  to  Jesus: 
Whence  art  thou?  But  Jesus  gave 
him  no  answer. 

10  Pilate  therefore  saith  to  him  : 
Speakest  thou  not  to  me  ?  knowest 
thou  not  that  I  have  power  to  cru¬ 
cify  thee,  and  I  have  power  to  re¬ 


lease  thee? 

11  Jesus  answered;  Thou  shouldst 
not  have  any  power  against  me,  un¬ 
less  it  were  given  thee  from  above. 
Therefore  he  that  hath  delivered  me 
to  thee,  hath  the  greater  sin.  , 

12  And  from  thenceforth  Pilate 
sought  to  release  him.  But  the 
Jews  cried  out,  saying :  If  thou  re¬ 
lease  this  man,  thou  art  not  Cesar's 
friend.  For  whosoever  maketh  him¬ 
self  a  king,  speaketh  against  Cesar. 

13  Now  when  Pilate  had  heard 
these  words,  he  brought  Jesus 
forth  :  and  sat  down  in  the  judgment 
seat,  in  the  place  that  is  called  Li- 
thostrotos.and  in  Hebrew  Gabbatha. 

14  And  it  was  the  parasceve  of  the 
pasch,  about  the  sixth  hour,  and  lie 
saith  to  the  Jews:  Behold  yourking ! 

15  But  they  cried  out :  Away  with 
him,  away  with  him,  crucify  him, 
Pilate  saith  to  them  :  Shall  I  crucify 
yourking?  The  chiefpriests answer¬ 
ed  :  We  have  no  king  but  Cesar. 

16  Then  therefore  he  delivered 
him  to  them  for  to  be  crucified.  And 
they  took  Jesus  and  led  him  forth. 
17And  bearing  hisown  crosshewent 
forth  to  that  place  which  is  called 
Calvary,  but  in  Hebrew  Golgotha, 

1 8  Where  they  crucified  him,  and 
with  him  him  two  others,  one  on 
each  side,  and  Jesus  in  the  midst. 

1 9  Aful  Pilate  wrote  a  title  also  : 
and  he  put  it  upon  the  cross.  And 
the  writing  was  Jesus  of  Naza¬ 
reth  the  Kino  of  the  Jews. 

20  This  title  therefore  many  of 
the  Jews  did  read :  because  the  place 
where  J esus  was  crucified,  was  nigh 
to  the  city :  and  it  was  written  in 
Hebrew,  in  Greek,  and  in  Latin. 

21  Then  the  chief  priusts  of  the 
Jews  said  to  ,  Pilate  :  Write  not, 
The  king  of  the  Jews  ;  but  that  he 
said,  I  am  the  king  of  the  Jews, 

22  Pilate  answered:  Wbat  I 
have  written,  I  have  written. 

23  The  soldiers  therefore  whenthey 
had  crucified  him,  took.hisgarmenti 
and  they  made  four  parts,  to  every 
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eoldier  a  part)  and  also  bis  coat. 
Now  the  coat  was  without  seam, 
woven  from  the  top  throughout. 

24  They  said  then  one  to  another  : 
Let  us  not  cut  it,  hut  let  us  cast 
lots  for  it  whose  it  shall  be  ;  that 
the  scriptuVe  might  be  fulfilled,  say¬ 
ing:  They  hhve  par  ted.  my  garments 
among  them  :  and  upon  my  vesture 
they  have  cast  lot.  And  the  soldiers 
indeed  did  these  things. 

25  Now  there  stood  by  the  cross 
of  Jesus,  his  mother,  and  his  mo¬ 
ther’s  sister,  Mary  of  Cleophas,  and 
Mary  Magdalen. 

26  When  Jesus  therefore  had  seen 
his  mother  and  the  disciple  stand¬ 
ing,  whom  he  loved,  he  saith  to  his 
mother :  Woman,  behold  thy  son. 

27  After  that,  he  saith  to  the  dis¬ 
ciple  :  Behold  thy  mother.  And 
from  that  hour  the  disciple  took  her 
to  his  own, 

28  Afterwards  Jesus  knowing 
that  all  things  were  now  accom¬ 
plished,  that  the  scripture  might  be 
fulfilled,  said :  I  thirst. 

.29  Now  there  was  a  vessel  set 
there  full  of  vinegar.  And  they  put¬ 
ting  a  sponge  full  of  vinegar  about 
hyssop,  put  it  to  his  mouth. 

30  Jesus  therefore  when  he  had 
took  the  vinegar,  said :  It  is  con¬ 
summated  And  bowing  his  head, 
he  gave  up  the  ghost. 

31  Then  the  Jews  (because  it  was 
the  parasceve)  that  the  bodies  might 
not  remain  upon  the  cross  on  the 
eabbath-day  (for  that  was  a  great 
sabbath-day)  besought  Pilate  that 
their  legs  might  be  broken,  and  that 
they  might  be  taken  away. 

32  The  soldiers  therefore  came : 
and  they  broke  the  legs  of  the  first, 
arid  of  the  other  that  was  crucified 
with  him. 

33  But  after  the^^ere  come  to 
Jesus,  when  they  saw  that  he  was 
already  dead,  they  did  not  break 

his  legs. 

34  But  one  of  his  soldiers  with  a 
spear  opened  his  sideband  immediate¬ 


ly  there  came  out  blood  and  water. 

35  And  he  that  saw  it  hath  given 
testimony :  and  his  testimony  is 
true.  And  he  knoweth  that  he  saith 
true  ;  that  you  also  may  believe. 

36  For  these  things  were  done 
that  the  scripture  might  he  fulfilled: 
You  shall  not  break  a  bone  qf  him. 

37  And  again  another  scripture 
saith  ;  they  shall  look  on  him  whom 
they  pierced. 

38  And  after  these  things  Joseph 
of  Arimathea,  (because  he  was  a 
disciple  of  Jesus,  but  secretly  for  fear 
of  the  Jews,  besought  Pilate  that  he 
might  take  away  the  body  of  Jesus, 
andPilategaveleave.  Hecame  there- 
foreand  took  away  the  bodyof  Jesus. 

39  And  Nicodemus  also  came,  he 
who  at  the  first  came  to  Jesus  by 
night,  bringing  a  mixture  of  myrrh 
and  aloes,  about  an  hundred  pound 
weight. 

4-0  They  took  therefore  the  body 
of  J esus,  and  bound  it  in  linen  cloths 
with  the  spices,  as  the  manner  of 
the  Jews  is  to  bury. 

41  Now  there  was  in  the  place, 
where  he  was  crucified,  a  garden  : 
and  in  the  garden  a  new  sepulchre, 
wherein  no  man  yet  had  been  laid. 

42  There  therefore,  because  of 
the  parasceve  of  the  Jews,  they  laid 
Jbsus,  because  the  sepulchre  was 
nigh  at  hand. 

CHAP.  XX. 

Christ’s  resurrection ,  (y c . 

ND  on  the  first  day  of  the  week 
Mary  Magdalen  comcth  early, 
when  it  was  yet  dark,  unto  the  se¬ 
pulchre  :  and  she  saw  the  stone  ta¬ 
ken  away  from  the  sepulchre. 

2  She  ran  therefore  and  comcth 
to  Simon  Peter,  and  to  the  other  dis¬ 
ciple  whom  Jesus  loved,  and  saith 
to  them  :  They  have  taken  away  the 
Lord  out  of  the  sepulchre,  anil  we 
know  not  where  they  have  laid  him. 

3  Peter  therefore  went  out,  and 
that  other  disciple,  and  they  came 
lo  the  sepulchre. 

•i  And  they  both  ran  together, 
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that  0'tw«M  disciple  did  out-run  Pe¬ 
ter,  and  came  first  to  the  sepulchre. 

5  And  when  he  stooped  down,  he 
saw  the  linen  cloths  lying  :  but  yet 
he  went  not  in. 

6  someth  Simon  Peter,  fol- 
lo  wing  oaft,  and  went  into  the  sepul¬ 
chre  at?'.!  wuv  the  linen  cloths  lying. 

7  And  the  napkin,  that  had  been 
about  his  head,  not  lying  with  the  | 
linen  cloths,  but  apart,  wrapt  up 
into  one  place. 

8  Then  that  other  disciple  also 
went  in,  who  came  first  to  the  se¬ 
pulchre  :  and  he  saw,  and  believed. 

9  For  as  yet  they  knew  not  the 
scripture,  that  he  must  rise  again 
from  the  dead. 

10  The  disciples  therefore  de¬ 
parted  again  to  their  heme. 

11  But  Mary  stood  at  the  sepul¬ 
chre  without,  weeping.  Now  as 
siie  was  weeping,  she  stooped  down, 
and  looked  into  the  sepulchre  : 

12  And  she  saw  two  angels  in 
white,  sitting,  one  at  the  head,  and 
one  at  the  feet,  where  the  body  of 
Jesus  had  been  laid. 

13  They  say  to  her:  Woman, 
why  wee  pest  thou  ?  She  saith  to 
them  :  Because  they  have  taken 
away  my  Lord,  and  I  know  not 
where  they  hare  laid  him. 

14  When  she  had  thus  said,  she 
turned  herself  hack,  and  saw  Jr  pus 
standing  ;  and  she  knew  not  that  it 
was  Jesu«. 

15  J eeu6  saith  to  her:  Woman, 
why  wcepest  ihou  ?  whom  seekesf 
thou  ?  She  thinking  that  it  was  the 
gardener,  «aith  to  him :  Sir,  if  thou 
hast  taken  him  hence,  tel!  me  where 
thou  hast  laid  him :  and  £  will  take 
him  away. 

16  Jesus  saith  to -her:  Mary. 
Fhe  turning  saith  to  him  :  Rebbcni 

which,  is  to  say.  Master.) 

17  Jesus  saith ’to  her:  Do  not 
touch  me,  for  i  am  not  yet  ascended 
to  my  Father :  but  go  to  my  bre¬ 
thren,  £~d  soy  to  them,  I  ascend  to 
my  pother  and  -to  your  Father,  to 


my  God  and  your  God. 

18  Mary  Magdalen  cometh  and 
telleth  the  disciples  :  I  hare  seen  the 
Lord,  and  these thingshesaid  tome. 

19  Now  when  it  was  late  that 
same  day,  the  first  of  the  week,  and 
the  doors  were  shut,  where  the  dis¬ 
ciples  were  gathered  together  for 
fear  of  the  Jews,  Jesus  came  and 
stood  in  the  midst,  and  said  %to 
them  :  Peace  be  to  you. 

20  And  when  he  had  said  this, 
he  shewed  them  his  hands,  and  his 
side.  The  disciples  therefore  were 
glad,  when  they  saw  the  Lord. 

21  lie  said  therefore  to  them  again: 
Peace  be  to  you.  As  the  Father 
hath  sent  me,  I  also  send  you, 

22  When  he  had  said  this.:  he 
breathed  on  them ;  and  .he  said  to 
them  :  Receive  ye  the  Holy  Ghost: 
£3  Whose  sins  you  shall  forgive,  they 
are  forgiven  them  :  and  wnose  sim 
you  shall  retain,  they  are  retained. 

24  Now  Thomas  one  of  the 
twelve,  who  is  called  Didymus,  wa» 
not  with  them  when  Jesus  came. 

25  The  other  disciples  therefore 
said  to  him  :  We  have  seen  the 
Lord.  But  he  said  to  them  :  Except 
I  shall  Eee  in  his  hands  the  print 
of  the  nails,  and  put  my  finger  into 
the  place  of  the  nails,  and  put  my 
hand  hito  his  side,  I  will  not  believe. 

25  And  after  eight  days,  again 
his  disciples  were  within,  and  Tho- 
rr.ns  with  them.  Jesus  cometh  ‘the 
doors  being  shut,  and  stood  in  the 
midst,  and  said:  Peace  be  to  you. 

27  Then  he  saith  to  Thomas 
Put  in  thy  finger  hither,  and  see  my 
hands,  and  bring  hither  thy  hand, 
and  put  it  into  my  side ;  and4be  not 
faithless,  but  believing. 

28  Thomas  answered,  and  said 
to  him  :  My  Lord,  and  my  God. 

29  Jesus  saith  to  him  :  Because 
thou  host  seen  me,  Thomas,  thou 
hast  believed  ;  blessed  are  they  that 
hare  not  seen,  and  have  believed. 

30  Many  otheT  signs  also  did 
Jssus  iu  the  sight  ef  hi?  rliepnles, 
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which  are  not  written  in  this  book,  the  net  was  not  broken. 

31  But  these  are  written  that  you  12  Jesus  saithtothem  :  Come, and 
tnaybelieve  that  JESUais  theCHKisT  dine.  And  none  of  them  who  were 
the  Son  of  God  :  and  that  believing  at  meat,  durst  ask  him  ;  Who  art 
you  may  have  life  in  his  name.  thou?  knowing  that  it  was  the  Lord. 

CHAP.  XXI.  13  And  Jesus  cometh  and  taketh 


Christ  manifests  himself. 

FTER  this  Jesus  shewed  him¬ 
self  again  to  the  disciples  at 
the  sea  of  Tiberias.  And  he  shewed 
himself  after  this  manner. 

2  There  were  together  Simon  Peter, 
and  Thomas  who  is  called  Didymus, 
and  Nathanael  who  was  of  Cana 
in  Galilee,  and  the  sons  ofZebedce, 
and  two  others  of  his  disciples. 

3  Simon  Peter  sailh  to  them:  1 
go  a  fishing.  They  say  to  him:  We 
also  come  with  thee.  And  they  went 
forth  and  entered  into  the  ship  •  and 
that  night  they  caught  nothing. 

4  But  when  the  morning  was  come, 
Jesus  stood  on  the  shore:  yet  the 
disciples  knew  not  that  it  was  J  esus. 

6  Jesus  therefore  said  to  them  : 
Children,  have  you  any  meat  ? 
They  answered  him  ;  >fo. 

6  He  saith  to  them  :  Cast  the  net 
on  the  right  side  of  the  ship  ;  and 
you  shall  find.  They  cast  therefore: 
and  now  they  were  not  able  to  draw 
it  for  the  multitude  of  fishes. 

7  That  disciple  therefore  whom 
Jesus  loved,  said  to  Peter  :  it  is  the 
Lord.  Simon  Peter,  when  he  hoard 
that  it  was  the  Lord,  girt  his  coat 
about  him  (for  he  was  naked)  and 
cast  himself  into  the  sea. 

8  But  the  other  disciples  came  in 
the  ship  (for  they  were  not  far  from 
the  land,  but  as  it  were  two  hundred 
cubits)  dragging  the  net  with  fishes. 

9  As  soon  then  as  they  came  to 
land,  they  saw  hot  coals  lying,  and 
a  fish  laid  thereoo,  and  bread. 

10  Jesus  saith  to  them:  Bring 
hither  of  the  fishes  which  you  have 
now  caught. 

11  Simon  Peter  went  up,  and 
drew  the  net  to  land,  full  of  great 
fishes,  one  hundred  and  fifty  three. 
And  although  there  were  so  many 


bread,  and  giveth  them  and  fish  in 
like  manner. 

14  This  is  now  the  third  time  that 
Jesus  was  manifested  tohis  disciples 
after  he  was  risen  from  the  dead. 

15  When  therefore  they  had  dined, 
Jesus  saith  to  Simon  Peter:  Simon 
ion  of  John,  lovest  thou 'me  more 
than  these  ?  He  saith  to  him  :  Yea 
Lord:  thou  knowest  that  I  love  thee. 
He  saith  to  him  :  Feed  my  lambs. 

16  He  saith  to  him  again :  Simon 
son  of  John,  lovest  thou  me  ?  He 
saith  to  him:  Yea  Lord,  thou 
knowest  that  I  love  thee.  He  saith 
to  him  :  Feed  my  lambs. 

17  He  said  to  him  the  third  time* 
Simon  son  of  John,  lovest  thou  me  ? 
Peter  was  grieved,  because  he  had 
said  to  him  the  third  .time,  Lovest 
thou  me  ?  And  he  6aid‘  to  him  : 
Lord,  thou  knowest  all  things  ;  thou 
knowest  that  I  love  thee  :  He  said 
te  him  :  Feed  my  sheep. 

18  Amen,  amen  I  say  to  thee,  when 
thou  wast  younger,  thou  didst  gird 
thyself,  and  didst  walk  where  thou 
wouldst.  Butwhen  thou  shalt  beold, 
thou  shalt  stretch  forth  thy  -hands, 
and  another  shall  gird  thee,  and 
lead  thee  whither  thou  wouldst  not. 

19  And  this  he  said,  signifying  by 
what  death  he  should  glorify  God. 
And  when  he  had  6aid  this,  he 
saith  to  him  ;  Follow  me. 

20  Peter  turning  about,  saw  that 
disciple  whom  Jesus  loved  follow¬ 
ing,  who  also  leaned  on  his  breast 
at  supper,  and  said  :  Lord,  who  is 
he  that  shall  betray  thee  ? 

21  Him  therefore  when  Peter 
had  seen,  he  saith  to  Jesus  :  Lord,, 
and  what  shall  this  man  do  Y 

22  Jesus  saith  to  him  ;  So  T  will 
have  him  to  remain  till  I  come,  what 
is  it  to  thee  ?  follow  thou  me. 
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23  This  saying  therefore  went  written  these  things  :  and  we  know 
•broad  among  the  brethren,  that  that  his  testimony  is  true, 
thatdisciple  should  notdie.  AndJa-  25  But  there  are  also  many  other 
bus  did  not  say  to  him  :  He  should  things  which  Jesus  did:  which  it 
not  die  ;  but,  So  I  will  have  him  to  they  were  written  every  one,  the 
remain  til!

CHAP.  I. 

* 

The  Ascension  of  Christ. 

HE  former  treatise  I  mad?,  O 
Thcophilus,of  all  things,  which 
Jesus  began  to  do  and  to  teach. 

2  Until  the  day  on  which  giving 
commandments  by  the  Holy  Ghost 
to  the  apostles  whom  he  had  chosen, 
lie  was  taken  up. 

3  To  whom  also  he  shewed  him¬ 
self  alive  after  his  passion,  by  many 
proofs,  for  forty  days  appearing  to 
them,  and  speaking  of^the  kingdom 
of  God. 

4  And  eating  together  with  them, 
he  commanded  them,  that  they 
should  not  depart  from  Jerusalem, 
but  should  wait  for  the  promise  of 
the  Father,  which  you  have  heard 
(saith  he)  by  my  mouth: 

5  For  John  indeed  baptized  with 
water,  but  you  shall  be  baptized 
with  the  Holy  Ghost  not  many  days 
hence. 

6  They  therefore  who  were  come 
together,  asked  him,  saying:  Lord, 
w  ilt  thou  at  this  time  restore  again 
the  kingdom  to  Israel  ? 

7  But  he  said  to  them  :  It  is  not 
for  you  to  know  the  times  or  mo¬ 
ments  which  the  Father  hath 
put  in  his  own  power : 

6  But  you  shall  receive  the  power 
of  the  Holy  Ghost  coming  upon 
you,  and  you  shall  be  witnesses 
unto  me  in  Jerusalem,  and  in  all 
Judea,  and  Samaria,  and  even  to 
the  uttermost  part  of  the  earth. 

9  And  when  he  had  said  these 
things,  while  they  looked  on,  he  was 
raised  up  :  and  a  cloud  received  him 


out  of  their  sight. 

10  And  while  they  were  behold* 
ing  him  going  up  to  heaven,  behold 
two  men  Btood  by  them  in  white 
garments. 

11  Who  also  said:  Ye  men  of 
Galilee,  why  stand  you  looking  up 
to  heaven  ;  This  Jesus  who  is  taken 
up  from  you  into  heaven,  shall  so 
come  as  you  have  seen  him  going 
into  heaven. 

12  Then  they  returned  to  Jeru¬ 
salem  from  the  mount  that  is  called 
Olivet,  which  is  nigh  Jerusalem 
within  a  sabbath-day’s  journey. 

13  And  when  they  were  come  in, 
they  went  up  into  an  upper  room, 
where  abode  Peter  and  John,  James 
and  Andrew,  Philip  and  Thomas, 
Bartholomew  and  Matthew,  James 
of  Alpheus  and  Simon  Zelotes,  aTld 
Jude  the  brother  of  James. 

14  All  these  were  persevering 
with  one  mind  in  prayer  with  the 
women,  and  Mary  the  mother  of 
Jesus,  and  with  his  brethren. 

15  In  those  days  Peter  rising  up 
in  the  midst  of  the  brethren,  said  : 
(nowthe  numberof  persons  together, 
was  about  an  hundred  and  twenty.) 

16  Men  brethren,  the  scripture 
must  needs  be  fulfilled  which  the 
Holy  Ghost  spoke  before  by  the 
mouth  of  David  concerning  Judas, 
who  was  the  leader  of  them  that 
apprehended  Jesus: 

17  Who  was  numbered  with  us,  and 
had  obtained  part  of  this  ministry. 

18  And  he  indeed  hath  possessed  a 
field  of  the  reward  of  iniquity,  and 
being  hanged  burst  asunder  in  the 
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midst:  and  alfihis  bowels  gushed  out  every  nation  under  heaven. 

19  And  it  became  known  to  all  the  6  And  when  this  was  noised  a« 

inhabitants  of  Jerusalem:  so  that  broad,  the  multitude  came  together, 
the  same  field  was  called  in  their  and  where  confounded  in  mind,  be¬ 
tongue,  haceldama,  that  is  to  say  cause  that  every  man  heard  them 
the  field  of  blood.  speak  in  his  own  tongue. 

20  For  it  is  written  in  the  book  of  7  And  they  were  all  amazed  and

therein.  And  his  bishopriek  let  another  8  And  how  have  we  heard  every

21  Wherefore  of  these  men  who  !  were  horn?  ■ 


have  accompanied  with  us,  all  the 
time  that  the  Lord  Jesus  came 
in  and  went  out  among  us, 

22  Beginning  from  the  baptism  of 
John  until  the  day  wherein  he  was 
taken  up  from  us,  one  of  these  must 
be  made  a  witness  with  us  of  his 
resurrection. 

23  And  they  appointed  two,  Jo¬ 
seph,  called  Barsabas,  who  was  sur- 
named  Justus,  and  Matthias. 

24  And  praying  they  ?aid  :  Thou, 
Lord,  who  knowest  the  hearts-of  all 
men,"  shew  whether  of  these  two 
thou  hast  chosen. 

25  To  take  the  place  of  this  mi¬ 
nistry  and  apostleship,  from  which 
Judas  hath  by  trangression  fallen, 
that  he  might  go  to  his  own  place. 

26  A  nd  they  gave  them  lots,  and  the 
lot  fell  upon  Matthias,  and  be  was 
numbered  with  the  eleven  anostles. 
CHAP.  II. 

The  disciples  receive  the  Holy  Ghost. 
ND  when  the  days  of  the  pente- 
cost  were  accomplished,  they 
were  altogether  in  one  place. 

2  And  suddenly  there  came  a 
jound  from  heaven,  as  of  a  mighty 
wind  coming,  and  it  filled  the 
wholehouse  where  they  weresitting. 

3  And  there  appeared  to  them  par¬ 
ted  tongues  as  it  were  of  fire,  and  it 
sat  upon  every  one  of  them 

4  And  they  were  all  filled  with  the 
Holy  Ghost,  and  they  began  to  speak 
with  divers  tongues  according  as  the 
Holy  Ghost  gave  them  to  speak. 

&  Now  there  were  dwelling  ai  Je~ 
tusalem  Jews,  devout  men  out  oi 


9  Parthians,  and  Medee,  and 
Elamites,  and  inhabitants  of  Meso¬ 
potamia,  Judea,  Cappadocia,  Pon- 
tus  and  Asia, 

10  Phrygia,  and  Pamphilia,  E- 
gypt,  and  the  parts  of  Lybia  about 
Cyrene,  and  strangers  of  Rome, 

11  Jaws  also,  and  Proselytes, 
Cretes,  and  Arabians:  wo  have  heard 
them  speak  in  our  own  tongues  tho 
wonderful  works  of  God. 

12  And  they  were  all  astonished, 
and  wondered,  saying  one  to  ano¬ 
ther  :  What  meanCvtli  this  ? 

13  But  others  mocking,  said: 
These  men  are  full  of  new  wine. 

14  But  Peter  standing  up  with 
the  eleven,  lifted  up  his  voice,  and 
Bpoko  to  them:  Ye  men  of  Judea, 
and  all  you  that  dwell  in  Jerusalem, 
be  this  known  to  you  and  with  your 
ears  receive  my  words. 

15  For  these  are  not  drunk,  ajs 
you  suppose,  seeing  it  is  but  the 
third  hour  of  the  day: 

16  But  this  is  that  which  was 
spoken  of  by  the  Prophet  Joel: 

17  And  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  the 
last  days ,  ( saith  the  Lord)  I  will  pour 
out  of  my  spirit  upon  all  flesh  :  and  yom 
sons  and  your  daughters  shall  prophesy, 
and  your  young  men  shall  see  visions, 
and  your  old  men  shall  dream  dreams. 

18  And  upon  my  servants,  indeed  and 
upon  my  handmaids  will  I  pour  out  in 
those  days  of  my  Spirit ,  and  they  shall 
prophesy. 

19  And  I  will  shew  wonders  in  the 
heaven  above ,  and  signs  on  the  earth  be¬ 
neath;  blood  and  fire ,  and  vapour  of 
smoke. 

20  The  tun  shall  be  turned  inti  fwk?

ne its,  and  the  moon  into  blood,  before  (he 
great  and  manifest  day  pf  the  Lord  come 

21  And  it  shall  come  to  pate,  that 
whosoever  shall  call  upon  the  name  of 
the  Lord ,  shall  be  saved. 

23  Ye  men  of  Israel  hear  these 
words  :  Jesus  of  Nazareth  a  man 
approved  of  God  among1  you  by 
miracles  and  wonders  and  si^ns, 
which  God  did  by  him  in  the  midst 
of  yon,  as  you  also  know  ; 

23  This  same  being  delivered  up, 
by  the  determinate  counsel  and 
foreknowledge  of  God,  you  by  the 
hands  of  wicked  men  have  crucifi¬ 
ed  and  slain. 

24  Whom  God  hath  raised  up 
having  loosed  the  sorrows  of  hell, 
as  it  was  impossible  that  he  should 
be  holden  by  it. 

25  For  David  saith  concerning 
him  :  I  foresaw  the  Lord,  before 
my  face  :  because  he  is  at  my  right 
hand  that  I  may  not  be  moved. 

26  For  this  my  heart  hath  been  glad , 
and  my  tongue  hath  rejoiced  :  more¬ 
over  my  flesh  also  shall  rest  in  hope. 

27  Because  thou  unit  not  leave  my 
soul  in  hell,  nor  suffer  thy  Holy  one  to 
sec  corruption. 

20  Thou  hast  made  known  to  me  the 
the  ways  of  life :  Thou  shall  make  me 
full  of  joy  with  thy  countenance. 

29  Ye  men  brethren,  let  me  freely 
speak  to  you  of  the  patriarch  David; 
that  he  died,  and  was  buried  ;  and 
his  sepulchre  is  with  us  unto  this 
present  day. 

.30  Whereas  therefore  he  was  a  pro¬ 
phet,  and  knew  that  God  had  svern 
to  Jiim  with  an  oath  that  of  the  fruit  of 
his  loins  one  should  sit  upon  his  throne 

31  Foreseeing  this,  he  spoke  of 
the  resurrection  of  Christ.  For  nei¬ 
ther  was  he  left  in  hell,  neither  did 
his  flesh  see  corruption.  • 

32  This  Jesus  hath  God  raised 
again,  whereof  all  we  are  witnesses. 

33  Being  exalted  therefore  by  the 
right  hand  of  God,  and  having  re¬ 
ceived  of  the  Father  the  promise  of 
Vhe  Holy  Ghost,  he  hath  poured 


forth  this  which  you  see  and  hear. 

34  For  David  ascended  not  into 
heaven  ;  but  he  himself  said  :  The 
Lord  said  to  my  Lord ,  sit  thou  ar^ 
my  right-hand , 

35  Until  I  make  thy  enemies  thy 

foot  stool. 

36  Therefore  let  all  the  house  of 
Israel  know  most  certainly,  that 
God  hath  made  both  Lord,  and 
Christ,  this  same  Jesus,  whom 
you  have  crucified. 

37  Now  when  they  had  heard 
these  things,  they  had  compunction 
in  their  heart,  and  said  to  Peter  and 
to  the  rest  of  the  apostles:  What 
shall  we  do,  men  and  brethren  ? 

33  But  Peter  said  to  them  :  Do 
penance,  and  be  baptized  every  one 
of  you  in  the  name  of  J esus  Christ, 
for  the  remission  of  your  sins :  and 
you  shall  receive  the  gift  of  the 
Holy  Ghost. 

39  For  the  promise  is  to  you,  and 
to  your  children,  and  to  all  that  are 
far  off,  whomsoever  the  Lord  our 
God  shall  call. 

40  And  with  very  many  other 
wordsdid  he  testify  and  exhortthem, 
saying:  Save  yourselves  from  this 
perverse  generation. 

41  They  therefore  that  received 
his  word  were  baptized :  and  there? 
were  added  in  that  day  about  three 
thousand  souls. 

42  And  they  were  persevering  in 
the  doctrine  of  the  apostles,  and  in 
the  communication  of  the  breaking 
of  bread,  and  in  prayers. 

43  And  fear  came  upon  every  soul: 
many  wonders  also  and  signs  were 
done  by  the  apostles  in  Jerusalem, 
and  there  was  great  fear  in  all. 

44  And  all  they  that  believed, were 
together, and  had  all  thingseommop. 

45  Their  possessions  and  goods! 
they  sold,  and  divided  them  to  all, 
according  as  every  one  had  need. 

46  And  continuing  daily  with  one 
accord  in  the  temple,  and  breaking 
bread  from  house  to  house,  they 
took  thsiar  meat  with  gladness  ana 
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simplicity  of  heart : 

47  Praising  God  and  having  fa¬ 
vour  with  all  the  people.  And  the 
Lord  increased  daily  together  such 
aa  should  be  saved. 

chap.  irr. 

The  miracle  upon  the  lame  man. 
OW  Peter  and  John  went  up 
into  the  temple,  at  the  nintn 
hour  of  prayer. 

2  And  a  certain  man  who  was 
lame  from  his  mother’s  womb,  was 
carried ;  whom  they  laid  every  day 
at  the  gate  of  the  temple,  which  is 
called  Beautiful,  that  he  might  ask 
almsof  themthatwentinto  the  temple 

3  He,  when  he  had  seen  Peter 
and  John  about  to  go  into  thetemple 
asked  to  receive  an  alms. 

4  But  Peter  with  John  fastening  his 
eyes  upon  him,  said  :  Look  upon  us. 

5  But  he  looked  earnestly  upon 
them,  hoping  that  he  should  receive 
something  of  them. 

6  But  Peter  said  :  Silver  and  gold 
1  have  none:  but  what  I  have,  I  give 
thee:  In  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ 
of  Nazareth,  arise,  and  walk. 

7  And  taking  him  by  the  right 
hand, he  lifted  him  up,  and  forthwith 
his  feet  and  soles  received  strength. 

8  And  he  leaping  up  stood,  and 
walked  and  went  in  with  them  into 
the  temple,  walking,  and  leaping, 
and  praising  God. 

9  And  all  the  people  saw  him 
walking  and  praising  God. 

10  And  they  knew  him,  that  it  was 
hewhosat  beggingalmsatthe  Beau¬ 
tiful  gate  ofthe  temple:  and  they  were 
filled  with  wonder  and  amazement 
at  that  which  had  happened  to  him. 

11  And  as  he  held  Peter  and  John, 
all  the  people  ran  to  them  to  the 
porch  which  is  called  Solomon’s, 
greatly  wondering. 

12  But  Peter  seeing,  made  answer 
to  the  people:  Ye -men  of  Israel, 
why  wonder  you  at  this?  or  why 
look  you  upon  us,  as  if  by  our 
strength  or  power  we  had  made  this 
man  to  walk  > 
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13  The  God  of  Abraham,  and  the 
God  of  Isaac,  and  the  God  of  Jacob, 
the  God  of  our  fathers  hath  glorifi¬ 
ed  his  Son  Jesus,  whom  you  in¬ 
deed  delivered  up  and  denied  before 
the  face  of  Pilate,  when  he  judged 
he  should  be  released. 

14  But  you  denied  the  Holy  one 
and  the  Just,  and  desired  a  mur¬ 
derer  to  be  granted  unto  you. 

15  But  the  author  of  life  you 
killed, .whom  God  hath  raised  from 
the  dead,  of  which  we  are  witnesses. 

16  And  in  the  faith  of  his  name, 
this  man  whom  you  have  seen  and 
know,  hath  his  name  strengthened  ; 
and  the  faith  which  is  by  him,  hath 
given  this  perfect  soundness  in  the 
sight  of  you  all. 

17  And  now  brethren  I  know 
that  you  did  it  through  ignorance, 
as  did  also  your  rulers. 

18  But  those  things  which  God 
before  had  shewed  by  the  mouth  of 
all  the  prophets,  that  his  Christ 
should  suffer,  he  hath  so  fulfilled. 

19Repent  therefore, andbe  convert¬ 
ed, that  your  sins  may  be  blotted  out. 

20  That,  when  the  times  of  re¬ 
freshment  shall  come  from  the  pre¬ 
sence  of  the  Lord,  and  he  shall  send 
him  who  hath  been  preached  unto 
you,  Jesus  Christ, 

21  Whom  heaven  indeed  must 
receive  until  the  times  of  the  resti¬ 
tution  of  all  things,  which  God  hath 
spoken  by  the  mouth  of  his  holy  pro¬ 
phets  from  the  beginning  of  the  world. 

22  For  Moses  said:  A  prophelsha/l 
the  Lord  pour  God  raise  up  unto  you 
of  your  brethren,  like  unto  me:  him 
you  shall  hear  according  to  all  things 
whatsoever  he  shall  speak  to  you. 

23  And  it  shall  be,  that  every  soul 
ivhich  will  not  hear  that  prophet,  shall 
be  destroyed  from  among  the  people. 

24  And  all  the  prophets  from 
Samuel  and  afterwards,  who  have 
spoken,  have  told  of  these  days. 

25  You  are  the  children  of  tha 
prophets  and  of  the  testament  which 

«  Goa  made  to  our  fathers,  saying  to

Abraham :  And  in  thy  seed  shall  all 
the  kindreds-  of  the  earth  be  blessed. 

26  To  you  first  God  raising  up 
his  Son  hath  sent  him  to  bless  you  : 
that  every  one  may  convert  himself 
from  his  wickedness. 

CHAP.  IV. 

Peter  and  John  are  apprehended. 
ND  as  they  were  speaking  to 
the  people,  the  priests  and  the 
officer  of  the  temple  and  the  Saddu- 
cces  came  upon  them, 

2  Being  grieved  that  they  taught 
the- people  and  preached  in  Jesub 
the  resurrection  from  the  dead : 

3  And  they  laid  hands  upon  them, 
and  put  them  in  hold,  till  the  next 
day :  for  it  was  now  evening. 

4  Butmanyofthem, who  had  heard 
the  word,  believed :  and  the  number 
of  the  men  was  made  five  thousand. 

5  And  it  came  to  pass  on  the  mor¬ 
row,  that  their  princes,  and  antients, 
and  scribes  were  gathered  together 
in  Jerusalem 

6  And  Annas  the  high  priest,  and 
Caiphas  and  John,  and  Alexander, 
and  as  many  as  were  of  the  kindred 
of  the  high  priest. 

7  And  setting  them  in  the  midst, 
they  asked  :  By  what  power,  cr  by 
what  name  have  you  done  this? 

8  Then  Peter  filled  with  the  Holy 
Ghost,  said  to  them  :  Ye  princes  of 
the  people  and  antients,  hear : 

9  If  we  this  day  are  examined 
concerning  the  good  deed  done  to 
the  infirm  man,  by  what  means  he 
hath  been  made  whole, 

10  Be  it  known  to- you  all,  and 
to  all  the  people  of  Israel,  that  by 
the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
of  Nazareth,  whom  you  crucified, 
whom  God  hath  raised  from  the 
dead,  even  by  him  this  man  standeth 
here  before  you  whole.  . 

1 1  This  is  the  stone  v>hich  was  re- 

i'ectcdby  you  the  builders:  which  is 
ecome  the  head  of  the  corner  : 

12  Neither  is  there  salvation  in 
any  other.  For  there  is  no  other 
name  under  heave.,  given  to  men. 


whereby  we  must  be  saved. 

1 3  No  w  seeing  the  constancy  of  Pe¬ 
ter  and  of  John,  understanding  that 
they  were  illiterate,  and  ignorant 
men,  they  wondered ;  and  they  knew 
them  that  they  had  been  with  Jesus’: 

14  Seeing  the  man  also  who  had 
been  healed,  standing  with  them, 
they  could  say  nothing  against  it. 

15  But  they  commanded  them  to 
go  aside  out  of  the  council :  and 
they  conferred  among  themselves, 

16  Saying:  What  shall  we  do  to 
these  men  ?  for  indeed  a  known  mi¬ 
racle  hath  been  done  by  them,  to  ail 
the  inhabitants  of  Jerusalem :  it  is 
manifest,  and  we  cannot  deny.it. 

17  But  that  it  may  be  no  farther 
spread  among  the  people,  let  ua 
threaten  them,  that  they  speak  no 
more  in  this  name  to  any  man. 

18  And  calling  them,  they  charg¬ 
ed  them  not  to  speak  at  all,  nor 
teach  in  the  name  of  Jesu9. 

19  But  Peter  and  John  answer¬ 
ing  said  to  them  :  If  it  be  just  in  the 
sight  of  God,  to  hear  you  rather 
than  God,  judge  ye. 

20  For  we  cannot  but  speak  the 
things  which  we  have  seen  and  heardr 

21  But  they  threatening,  sent  them 
away  :  not  finding  how  they  might 
punish  them,  because  of  the  people : 
for  all  men  glorified  what  had  been 
done/in  that  whichhad  cometopass. 

23  For  the  man  was  above  forty 
years  old,  in  whom  that  miraculous 
cure  had  been  wrought. 

23  And  being  let  go  they  came  to 
their  own  company,  and  related  all 
that  the  chief  priests  and  antients 
had  said  to  them. 

24  Who  having  heard  it,  with  one 
accord  lifted  up  their  voice  to  God, 
and  said:  Lord,  thou. art  he  that 
didst  make  heaven  and  earth,  the 
sea,  and  all  things  that  are  in  them. 

25  Who  by  the  Holy  Ghost,  by 
the  mouth  of  our  father  David  thy 
servant  hast  said.  Why  did  ihe  gen* 
tiles  rage}  and  the  people  meditate 
vain  things: 
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26  The  kings  of  the  earth  stood  up, 
and  the  princes  assembled  together 
against  the  Lord,  and  against  his 
Christ? 

27  For  of  a  truth  there  assembled 
together  in  this  city  against  thy  holy 
child  Jesus  whom  thou  hast  anoint¬ 
ed,  Herod,  and  Pontius  Pilate,  with 
the  gentiles  and  the  people  of  Israel, 

28  To  do  what  thy  hand  and  thy 
counsel  decreed  to  he  done. 

29  And  now.  Lord,  behold  their 
threatenings,  and  grant  unto  thy 
servants,  that  with  all  confidence 
they  may  speak  thy  word, 

30  By  stretching  forth  thy  hand 
to  cures  and  srgn3  and  wonders,  to 
be  done  by  the  name  of  thy  holy 
son  Jr.sus. 

31  And  when  they  had  prayed,  the 
place  was  moved  wherein  they  were 
assembled  :  and  they  were  all  filled 
with  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  they  spoke 
the  word  of  God  with  confidence. 

32  And  the  multitude  of  believ¬ 
ers  had  but  one  heart  and  one  soul: 
neither  did  any  one  say  that  ought 
of  the  things  which  he  possessed 
was  his  own,  but  all  things  were 
common  unto  them. 

33  And  with  great  power  did  the 
apostles  give  testimony  of  the  resur¬ 
rection  of  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord  : 
and  great  grace  was  in  them  all. 

34  For  neither  was  there  any  one 
needy  among  them.  For  as  many 
as  were  owners  of  lands  or  houses 
sold  them  and  brought  the  price  of 
the  things  they  sold, 

35  And  laid  it  down  before  the 
feet  of  the  apostles.  And  distribu¬ 
tion  was  made  to  every  one  accord¬ 
ing  as  he  had  need. 

36  And  Joseph  who  by  the  apostles 
was  surnamed  Barnabas  (which  is 
by  interpretation,  the  son  of  conso¬ 
lation)  a  Lcvite,  a  Cyprian  born, 

37  Having  land,  sold  it,  and 
brought  the  price,  and  laid  it  at 
the  feet  of  the  apostles. 

CHAP.  V. 

Judgment  upon  Ananuit  and  Saphira 


BUT  a  certain  man  named  Ana. 

nias,  with  Saphir;.  his  wife, 
sold  a  piece  of  land, 

2  And  by  fraud  kept  back  part  of 
the  price  of  the  land,  his  wife  being 
privy  thereunto:  and  bringing  a 
certain  part  of  it,  laid  it  at  the  feet 
of  the  apostles. 

3  But  Peter  said  :  Ananias,  why 
hath  satan  tempted  thy  heart,  that 
thou  shouldest  lie  to  the  Holy  Ghost, 
and  by  fraud  keep  part  of  the  price 
of  the  land  ? 

4  Whikt  it  remained  did  it  not 
remain  to  thee  ?  and  after  it  was 
sold,  was  it  not  in  thy  power  ?  Why 
hast  thou  conceived  this  thing  in 
thy  heart  ?  Thou  hast  not  lied  to 
men,  but  to  God. 

5  And  Ananias  hearing  these 
words,  fell  down,  and  gave  up  the 
ghost.  And  there  came  great  fear 
upon  all  that  heard  it. 

6  And  the  young  men  rising  up, 
removed  him,  and  carrying  him  out 
burled  him. 

7  And  it  was  about  the  space  ot 
three  hours  after,  when  his  wife,  not 
knowingwhat  hadhappened,came  in. 

8  And  Peter  said  to  her  :  Tell  me, 
woman,  whether  you  sold  the  land 
for  so  much?  And  she  said  :  Yea, 
for  so  much. 

9  And  Peter  said  unto  her:  Whv 

* 

have  you  agreed  together  to  tempt 
the  Spirit  of  the  Lord  ?  Behold,  the 
feet  of  them  who  have  buried  thy 
husband  aye  at  the  door,  and  they 
shall  carry  thee  out. 

10  Immediately  she  fell  down  be¬ 
fore  his  feet,  and  gave  up  the  ghost, 
And  theyoung  men  coming  in,  found 
her  dead  :  ana  carried  her  out,  and 
buried  her  by  her  husband. 

II  And  there  came  great  feaT 
upon  the  whole  church,  and  upon 
all  that  heard  these  things. 

12  And  by  the  hands  of  the 
apostles  were  many  signs  and  won¬ 
ders  wrought  among  the  people. 
And  they  were  alt  with  one  accord 
in  Solomon’s  porch. 
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13  But  of  the  rest  no  man  durst 
jiVm  himself  unto  them ;  but  the 
people  magnified  them. 

14  And  the  multitude  of  men  and 
women  who  believed  in  the  Lord 
was  more  increased  : 

15  Insomuch  that  they  brought 
forth  the  sick  into  the  streets,  and 
bid  them  oil  beds  and  couches, 
that  when  Peter  came,  his  shadow 
at  the  least  might  overshadow  any 
of  them,  and  they  might  be  deliver¬ 
ed  from  their  infirmities. 

16  And  there  came  also  together 
to  Jerusalem  a  multitude  out  of  the 
neighbouring  cities,  bringing  sick 
persons  and  such  as  were  troubled 
with  unclean  spirits ;  who  were  all 
healed. 

17  Then  the  high  priest  rising  up 
and  all  they  that  were  with  him, 
(which  is  the  heresy  of  the  Saddu- 
cees),  were  filled  with  envy: 

18  And  they  laid  hands  on  the 
apostles,  and  put  them  in  the  com¬ 
mon  prison. 

19  But  an  Angel  of  the  Lord  by 
night  opening  the  doors  of  the  pri¬ 
son,  and  leading  them  out,  said  : 

20  Go,  and  standing  speak  in  the 
temple  to  the  people  all  the  words 
of  this  life. 

21  Who  having  heard  this,  early 
in  the  morning  entered  into  the  tem¬ 
ple,  and  taught.  And  the  high-priest 
coming,  and  they  that  were  with 
him,  called  together  the  council,  and 
all  the  undents  of  the  children  of 
Israel  :  and  they  sent  to  the  prison 
to  have  them  brought.  •. 

22  But  when  the  ministers  came, 

✓ 

and  opening  the  prison,  found  them 
not  there;  they  returned  and  told. 

23  Saying :  the  prison  indeed  we 
found  shut  with  all  diligence,  and 
tiie  keepers  standing  before  the 
doors :  but  opening  it,  we  bund  no 
man  within. 

24  Now  when  the  officer  of  the 
temple  and  the  chief  priests  heard 
these  words,  they  were  in  doubt 
concerning  them,  what  would  come 


to  pass. 

25  But  one  came  and  told  them : 
Behold  the  men  whom  you  put  in 
prison,  are  in  the  temple  standing, 
and  teaching  the' people. 

26  Then  went  tne  officer  witftthe 
ministers  and  brought  them  without 
violence  ;  for  they  feared  the  peo¬ 
ple,  lest  they  should  be  stoned. 

27  And  when  they  had  brought 
them,  they  set  them  before  the  coun-o 
cil.  And  the  high-priest  asked  them, 

29  Saying:  Commanding  we  com¬ 
manded  you  that  you  should  not 
teach  in  this  name  :  and  behold  you 
have  filled  Jerusalem  with  your  doc* 
trine,  and  you  have  a  mind  to  bring 
I  the  blood  of  this  man  upon  us. 

29  But  Peter  and  the  apostles, 
answering  said :  We  ought  to  obey 
God  rather  than  men. 

30  The  God  of  our  fathers  hath 
raised  up  Jesus,  whom  you  put  to 
death,  hanging  him  upon  a  tree. 

31  Him  hath  God  exalted  with 
his  right  hand  to  be  prince  and  sa¬ 
viour,  to  give  repentance  to  Israel 
and  remission  of  sins. 

S2  And  we  are  witnesses  of  these 
things,  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  whom 
God  hath  given  to  all  that  obey  him. 

33  When  thev  had  heard  these 
things,  they  were  cut  to  Me  Amp/, and 
they  thought  to  put  them  to  death. 

31  But  one  in  the  council  rising 
up,  a  Pharisee,  named  Gamaliel,  a 
doctor  of  the  law  respected  by  ail 
the  people,  commanded  the  men  to 
be  put  forth  a  little  while. 

35  And  he  said  to  them  :  Ye  men 
of  Israel,  take  heed  to  yourselves 
what  you  intend  to  do,  as  touching 
these  men. 

36  For  before  these  days  rose  up 
Theodas,  affirming  himself  to  be 
some  body,  to  whom  a  number  oi 
men,  about  four  hundred,  joined 
themselves  :  who  was  slain :  and  all 
that  believed  him,  were  scattered, 
and  brought  to  nothing. 

37  After  this  man  rose  up  Judas 
of  Galilee  in  the  days  of  the  enroll-

him :  he  also  perished ;  and  all,  even 
as  many  as  consented  to  him,  were 
dispersed. 

38  And  new  therefore  I  say  to

55  But  he  being  full  of  the  Holy

58  And  they  stoned  Stephen,  in¬ 
voking  and  saying:  Lord  Jesus, 
receive  my  spirit. 

59  And  falling  on  his  knees,  he 
cried  with  a  loud  voice,  saying  : 
Lord,  lay  not  this  sin  to  their  charge. 
And  when  he  had  said  this,  he  fell 
asleep  in  the  Lord.  And  Saul  was 
consenting  to  his  death. 

CHAP.  VIII. 

Philip  converts  the  Saviaritans.  < 
N  D  at  that  time  there  was  raised 
a  great  persecution  against  the 
church,  which  was  at  Jerusalem, 
and  they  were  all  dispersed  through 
the  countries  of  Judea  and  Samaria, 
except  the  apostles. 

2  And  devout  men  took  order 
for  Stephen’s  funeral,  and  made 
great  mourning  over  him. 

3  But  Saul  made  havock  of  the 
church  :  entering  in  from  house  to 
house,  and  dragging  away  men  anu 
women,  committed  them  to  prison. 

4  They  therefore  that  were  dis¬ 
persed,  went  about  preaching  the  j 
word  of  God, 

5  And  Philip  going  down  to  the 
city  of  Samaria,  preached  Christ 
unto  them. 

C  And  the  people  with  one  ac¬ 
cord  were  attentive  to  those  things 
which  were  said  by  Philip,  hearing, 
and  seeing  the  miracles  which  he  did. 

7  For  many  of  them  who  had 
unclean  spirits,  crying  with  a  loud 
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voice,  went  out. 

8  And  many  taken  with  the  pal- 
sy  and  that  were  lame,  were  healed. 

9  There  was  therefore  great  joy 
in  that  city.  Now  there  was  a  cer¬ 
tain  man  named  Simon,  who  before 
had  been  a  magician  in  that  city 
seducing  the  people  ofSamaria,  giv¬ 
ing  out  that  he  was  some  great  one : 

10  To  whom  they  all  gave  eai 
from  the  least  to  the  greatest,  say¬ 
ing  :  This  man  is  the  power  of  God, 
which  is  called  great. 

11  And  they  were  attentive  to 
him,  because  for  a  long  time  he  had 
bewitched  them  with  his  magical 
practices. 

12  But  when  they  had  believed 
Philip  preaching  of  the  kingdom  ol 
God,  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ 
they  were  baptized  both  men  and 
women. 

13  Then  Simon  himself  believed 
also:  ami  being  baptized  he  stuck 
close  to  Philip.  And  being  astonish¬ 
ed  wondered  to  seethe  signs  and  ex¬ 
ceeding  great  miracles  which  were 
done. 

14  Now  when  the  apostles  who 
were  in  Jerusalem,  had  heard  that 
Samaria  had  received  the  word  of 
God :  They  sent  unto  them  Petef 
and  John. 

15  Who  when  they  were  come, 
prayed  for  them,  that  they  might 
receive  the  Holy  Ghost. 

16  For  he  was  not  as  yet  come 
upon  any  of  them:  but  they  were 
only  baptized  in  the  name  of  the 
Lord  Jesus. 

17  Then  they  laid  their  hands 
upon  them,  and  they  received  the 
Holy  Ghost. 

18  And  when  Simon  saw  that  by 
the  imposition  of  the  hands  of  the 
apostles  the  Holy  Ghost  was  given, 
he  offered  them  money, 

19  Saying:  Give  me  also  this 
power,  that  on  whomsoever  I  shall 
lay  °my  hands,  he  may  receive  the 
Holy  Ghost.  But  Peter  said  to  him  : 

20  Keep  thy  money  to  thyself  to 
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perish  with  thee,  oeeause  thou  hast 
thought  that  the  gift  of  God  may 
be  purchased  with  money. 

2 1  Thou  hast  no  part,  nor  lot  in 
this  matter.  For  thy  heart  is  not 
right. in  the  sight  of  God. 

22  Do  penance  therefore  from 
this  thy  wickedness :  and  pray  to 
God,  if  perhaps  this  thought  of  thy 
heart  may  be  forgiven  thee. 

23  For  I  see  thou  art  in  the  gall  of 
bitterness  and  in  the  bonds  of  ini¬ 
quity. 

24  Then  Simon  answering  said  : 
Pray  you  for  me  to  the  Lord,  that 
none  of  these  things  which  you 
have  spoken  may  come  upon  me. 

25  And  they  indeed  having  testi¬ 
fied  and  preached  the  word  of  the 
Lord  :  returned  to  Jerusalem,  and 
preached  the  gospel  to  many  coun¬ 
tries  of  the  Samaritans. 

26  Now  an  angel  of  the  Lord 
spoke  to  Philip,  saying :  Arise,  go 
towards  the  south,  to  the  way  that 
goeth  down  from  Jerusalem  into 
Gaza  s  this  is  desart. 

27  And  rising  up  he  went,  and 
behold,  a  man  of  Ethiopia,  an  eu¬ 
nuch,  of  great  authority  under  Can¬ 
dace  the  queen  of  the  Ethiopians, 
who  had  charge  over  all  her  trea¬ 
sures,  had  come  to  Jerusalem  to 
adore. 

28  And  he  was  returning  sitting 
in  his  chariot,  and  reading  Isaias 
the  prophet. 

29  And  the  Spirit  said  to  Philip  : 
Go  near,  and  join  thyself  to  this 
chariot. 

30  And  Philip  running  thither, 
heard  him  reading  the  prophet 
Jsaia3,  and  he  said  :  Thinkest  thou 
that  thou  understandest  what  thou 
readest  ? 

31  Who  said :  And  how  can  I, 
unless  some  man  shew  me?  and  he 
desired  Philip  that  he  would  come 
up  and  sit  with  him. 

32  And  the  place  of  the  scripture 
which  he  was  reading  was  this :  He 

ted  <li  a  cheep  to  the  slaughter ; 


and  like  a  lamb  without  voice  before  i 
his  shear  er,so  openefh  he  not  his  mouth 

33  In  humility  his  judgment  was 

taken  away.  His  generation  who 
shall  declare ,  for  his  life  shall  beta¬ 
ken  front  the  earth  ¥  4 

34  And  the  eunuch  answering 
Philip,  said :  I  beseech  thee,  of 
whom  doth  the  prophet  speak  this? 
of  himself,  or  of  some  other  man  ? 

35  Then  Philip  opening  lu9 
mouth,  and  beginning  at  this  scrip¬ 
ture,  preached  unto  him  Jesus. 

36  And  as  they  went  on  their 
way,  they  came  to  a  certain  water : 
and  the  eunuch  said:  See  here  i9 
water,  what  doth  hinder  me  frotm 
being  baptized  ? 

37  And  Philip  said  :  If  thou  be- 
lievest  with  all  thy  heart,  thou 
mayest.  And  he  answering  said: 
I  believe  that  Jesus  Christ  is  the 
Son  of  God. 

38  And  he  commanded  the  cha¬ 
riot  to  stand  still  :  and  they  went 
down  into  the  water,  both  Philip  and 
the  eunuch,  and  he  baptized  him. 

39  And  when  they  wrere  come  up 
out  of  the  water,  the  Spirit  of  the 
Lord  took  away  Philip,  and  the  eu¬ 
nuch  saw  him  no  more.  And  he 
went  on  his  way  rejoicing. 

40  But  Philip  was  found  in  Azo- 
tus,  and  passing  through  he  preach¬ 
ed  the  gospel  to  all  the  cities  till  he 
came  to  Cesarea. 

CHAP.  IX. 

PauT s  conversion  and  zeal. 

ND  Saul  as  yet  breathing  out 
tbreatenings  and  slaughter 
against  the  disciples  of  the  Lord, 
went  to  the  high  priest, 

2  And  asked  of  him  letters  to  Da¬ 
mascus,  to  the  synagogues,  that  if 
he  found  any  men  and  women  of 
this  way  he  might  bring  them  bound 
to  Jerusalem. 

3  And  as  he  went  on  his  journey, 
it  came  to  pass  that  he  drew  nigh 
to  Damascus  :  and  suddenly  a  light 
from  heaven  shined  round  about  him. 

4  And  falling  on  the  ground  ha 
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heard  a  voice  saying  to  him :  Saul, 
Saul,  why  persecutest  thou  me? 

5  Who  said:  Who  art  thou,  Lord  ? 
And  he:  I  am  Jesus  whom  thou 
persecutest.  It  is  hard  for  thee  to 
kick  against  the  goad. 

6  And  he  trembling  and  astonish¬ 
ed,  said  :  Lord  what  wilt  thou  have 
me  to  do  ? 

7  And  the  Lord  said  to  him : 
Arise,  and  go  into  the  city,  and 
there  it  shall  be  told  thee  what  thou 
must  do.  Now  the  men  who  went 
in  company  with  him  stood  amazed, 
hearing  indeed  a  voice,  but  seeing 
no  man. 

8  And  Saul  arose  from  the  ground, 
and  when  his  eyes  were  opened,  he 
saw  nothing.  But  they  leading  him 
by  tne  hands,  brought  him  to  Da¬ 
mascus. 

9  And  he  was  there  three  days 
without  sight,  and  he  did  neither 
eat  nor  drink. 

[0  Now  there  was  a  certain  dis¬ 
ciple  at  Damascus,  named  Ananias  : 
and  the  Lord  said  to  him  in  a  vi¬ 
sion  :  Ananias.  And  he  said  :  Be¬ 
hold  J  am  here.  Lord. 

1 1  And  the  Lord  said  to  him  : 
Arise,  and  go  into  the  street  that  is 
called  Strait,  and  seek  in  the  house 
of  Judas,  one  named  Saul  of  Tarsus. 
For  behold  he  prayeth. 

12  (And  he  saw  a  man  named 
Ananias,  coming  in  and  putting  his 
hands  upon  him,  that  he  might  re¬ 
ceive  his  sight.) 

13  But  Ananias  answered  :  Lord, 
I  have  heard  by  many  of  this  man, 
how  much  evil  he  hath  done  to  thy 
saints  in  Jerusalem  : 

14  Apd  here  he  hath  authority 
from  the  'chief  priests  to  bind  all 
that  invoke  thy  name. 

15  And  the  Lord  said  to  him  : 
Go  thy  way,  for  this  man  is  to  me  a 
ressel  of  election,  to  carry  my  name 
before  the  gentiles,  and  kings,  and 
the  children  of  Israel. 

16  For  I  will  shew  him  how 
jtreat  things  he  must  suffer  for  my 


i 


name's  sake. 

17  And  Ananias  went  his  way, 
and  entered  into  the  house,  and  lay¬ 
ing  his  hands  upon  him,  he  said  t 
Brother  Saul,  the  Lord  Jesus  hath 
sent  me,  he  that  appeared  to  thee 
in  the  way  as  thou  earnest:  that 
thou  mayest  receive  thy  sight  and 
be  filled  with  the  Holy  Ghost. 

18  And  immediately  there  fell 
from  his  eyes  as  it  were  scales,  and 
he  received  his  sight ;  and  rising 
up  he  was  baptized. 

19  And  when  he  had  taken  meat, 
he  was  strengthened.  And  he  was 
with  the  disciples  that  were  at  Da¬ 
mascus,  for  some  days. 

20  And  immediately  he  preached 
Jesus  in  the  synagogues,  that  he  is 
the  Son  of  God. 

21  And  all  that  heard  him  were 
astonished,  and  said  :  Is  not  this 


he  who  persecuted  in  Jerusalem 
those  that  called  upon  this  name ; 
and  came  hither  for  that  intent  that 


he  might  carry  them  bound  to  the 
chief  priests  ? 

23  But  Saul  increased  much 


more  in  strength,  and  confounded 
the  Jews  who  dwelt  at  Damascus, 
affirming  that  this  is  the  ChIust. 

23  ^And  when  many  days  were 
passed,  the  Jews  consulted  together 
to  kill  him. 


24  But  their  laying  in  wait  was 
made  known  to  Saul.  And  they 
watched  the  gates  also  day  and 
night,  that  they  might  kill  him. 

25  But  the  disciples  taking  him  in 
the  night,  conveyed  him  away  by  the 
wall,  letting  him  down  in  a  basket. 

2G  And  when  he  was  come  into 


Jerusalem,  he  essayed  to  join  him¬ 
self  to  the  disciples,  and  they  all 
were  afraid  of  him,  not  believing 
that  he  was  a  disciple. 

27  But  Barnabas  took  him  and 


brought  him  to  the  apostles,. and 
told  them  how  he  had  seen  the  Lord, 
and  that  he  had  spoken  to  him,  and 
how  in  Damascus  he  had  dealt 
confidently  Id  the  name  of  Jesus. 
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2S  And  he  was  with  them  com¬ 
ing  in  and  going  out  in  Jerusalem, 
and  dealing  confidently  in  the  name 
of  the  Lord. 

29  He  spoke  also  to  the  gentiles, 
and  disputed  with  the  Greeks  ;  but 
they  sought  to  kill  him. 

30  Which  when  the  brethren  had 
known,  they  brought  him  down  to 
Cesarea,and  sent  him  awaytoTarsus 

31  Now  the  church  had  peace 
throughout  ail  Judea  and  Galilee 
and  Samaria,  and  was  edified, 
walking  in  the  fear  of  the  Lord,  and 
was  filled  with  the  consolation  of 
the  Holy  Ghost. 

32'And  it  carne  to  pass,  that  Peter, 
as  he  passed  through  visiting  all, 
came  to  the  saints  who  dwelt  at 
Lydda. 

33  And  he  found  there  a  certain 
man  named  Eneas,  who  had  kept 
his  bed  for  eight  years,  who  was 
ill  of  the  palsy. 

34  And  Peter  said  to  him  :  Eneas, 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  healeth 
thee :  arise,  and  make  thy  bed. — 
And  immediately  he  arose. 

35  And  all  that  dwelt  at  Lydda 
and  Saron  saw  him:  who  were  con¬ 
verted  to  the  Lord. 

36  And  in  Joppe  there  was  a  cer¬ 
tain  disciple  named  Tabitha,  which 
by  interpretation  is  called  Dorcas. 
This  woman  was  full  of  good  works 
and  alms-deeds  which  she  did. 

37  And  it  came  to  pass  in  those 
days,  that  she  Was  sick  and  died. — 
Whom  when  they  had  washed,  they 
laid  her  in  an  upper  chamber. 

38  And  forasmuch  as  Lydda  was 
nigh  to  Joppe,  the  disciples  hearing 
that  Peter  was  there,  sent  unto  him 
two  men,  desiring  him  ;  that  he 
would  not  be  slack  to  come  unto  them 

39  And  Peter  rising  up  went  with 
them.  And  when  he  was  come  they 
brought  him  into  the  upper  cham¬ 
ber  :  and  all  the  widows  stood  about 
him  weeping,  and  shewing  him  the 
coats  and  garment!  which  Dorcas 
made  them. 


40  And  they  all  being  put  forth, 
Peter  kneeling  down  prayed,  and 
turning  to  the  nody  he  said,  Tabitha, 
arise.  And  she  opened  her  eyes  : 
and  seeing  Peter,  she  sat  up. 

41  And  giving  her  his  hand,  he 
lifted  her  up.  And  when  he  had 
called  the  saints  and  the  widows,  he 
presented  her  alive. 

42  And  it  was  made  known 
throughout  all  Joppe  :  and  many 
believed  in  the  Lord. 

43  And  it  came  to  pass  that  he 
abode  many  days  in  Joppe,  with 
one  Simon  a  tanner. 

CHAP.  X. 

Coinrliut  is  received  into  the  church. 
ND  ihere  was  a  certain  man  in 
Cesarea,  named  Cornelius,  a 
centurion  of  that  which  is  called4he 
Italian  band, 

3  A  religious  man  and  fearing 
God  with  all  his  house,  giving  much 
alms  to  the  people,  and  always 
praying  to  God. 

3  This  man  saw  in  a  vision  ma¬ 
nifestly,  about  the  ninth  hour  of  the 
day,  an  angel  of  God  coming  in  unto 
him,  and  saying  to  him  :  Cornelius. 

4  And  he  beholding  him,  being 
seized  with  fear,  said  :  What  is  it, 
Lord  ?  And  he  said  to  him :  Thy 
prayers  and  thy  alms  are  ascended 
for  a  memorial  in  the  sight  of  God. 

5  And  now  send  men  to  Joppe, 
and  call  hither  one  Simon  who  is 
sirnamed  Peter. 

6  He  lodgeth  with  one  Simon  a  tan¬ 
ner,  whose  house  is  by  the  sea  side. 
He  will  tell  thee  what  thou  must  do. 

7  And  when  the  angel  who  spo're 
to  him  was  departed,  he  called  t  wo 
of  his  household  servants,  and  a 
soldier  who  feared  the  Lord,  of 
them  that  were  under  him. 

8  To  whom  when  he  had  related 
all,  he  sent  them  to  Joppe. 

9  And  on  the  next  day  whilst 
they  were  going  on  their  journey, 
and  drawing  nigh  to  the  city,  Peter 
went  up  to  the  higher  parts  of  the 
house,  to  pray  about  the  sixth  hour. 
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JO  And  being  hungry,  he  was 
desirous  to  taste  somewhat.  And  as 
they  were  preparing,  there  came 
upon  him  an  ecstacy  of  mind  : 

]  1  And  he  saw  the  heaven  open¬ 
ed,  and  a  certain  vessel  descending, 
as  it  were  a  great  linen  sheet  let 
down  by  the  four  corners  from  hea¬ 
ven  to  the  earth. 

12Whereinwere  all  manneroffour- 
footed  beasts,  and  creeping  things 
of  the  earth,  and  fowls  of  the  air. 

13  And  there  came  a  voice  to 
him  :  Arise,  Peter,  kill,  and  eat. 

H  But  Peter  said:  Far  be  it 
frorh  me;  for  I  never  did  eat  any 
tiling  that  is  common  and  unclean. 

15  And  the  voice  spoke  to  him 
again  the  second  time :  That  which 
God  hath  cleansed,  do  not  thou  call 
common. 

16  And  this  was  done  thrice: 
and  presently  the  vessel  was  taken 
up  into  heaven. 

17  Now  whilst  Peter  was  doubt¬ 
ing  within  himself,  what  .the  vision 
that  he  had  seen  should  mean  :  Be¬ 
hold  the  men  who  were  sent  from 
Cornelius,  inquiring  for  Simon’s 
house,  stood  at  the  gate. 

18  And  when  they  had  called, 
they  asked,  if  Simon,  who  is  sir- 
named  Peter,  were  lodged  there. 

19  And  as  Peter  was  thinking  of 
the  vision,  the  spirit  said  to  him  : 
Behold  three  men  seek  thee. 

20  Arise  therefore,  get  thee 
down,  and  go  with  them,  doubting 
nothing :  for  I  have  sent  them. 

21  Then  Peter  going  down  to  the 
men,  said  :  Behold  I  am  he  whom 
you  seek  ;  what  is  the  cause,  for 
which  you  are  come  ? 

22  Who  said  :  Cornelius  a  cen¬ 
turion,  a  just  man  and  one  that 
fcareth  God,  and  havinggood  testi¬ 
mony  from  all  the  nation  of  the 
Jews,  received  an  answer  of  an 
holy  angel,  to  send  for  thee  into  his 
house,  and  to  hear  words  of  thee. 

93  Then  bringing  them  in,  he 
lodged  them.  And  the  day  follow¬ 


ing  he  arose  and  went  with  them : 
and  some  of  the  brethren  from  Joppe 
accompanied  him. 

24  And  the  morrow  after  he  en¬ 
tered  into  Cesarea.  And  Cornelius 
waited  for  them,  having  called  loge- 
therhis  kinsmen,  and  special  friends, 

25  And  it  came  to  pass,  that  when 
Peter  was  come  in,  Cornelius  came 
to  meet  him,  and  falling  at  his  teet 
adored. 

26  But  Peter  lifted  him  up,  say¬ 
ing  :  Arise,  I  myself  also  am  a  man. 

27  And  talking  with  him,  he  went 
in,  and  found  many  that  were  come 
together. 

28  And  he  said  to  them:  You 
know  how  abominable  it  is  for  a 
man  that  is  a  Jew,  to  keep  compa¬ 
ny  or  to  come  unto  one  of  another 
nation  :  but  God  hath  shewed  to  me, 
to  call  no  man  common  or  unclean. 

29  For  which  cause,  making  no 
doubt,  I  came  when  I  was  sent  for. 
I  ask  therefore,  for  what  cause  you 
have  sent  for  me  ? 

30  And  Cornelius  said:  Four 
days  ago,  unto  this  hour,  I  was 
praying  in  my  house,  at  the  ninth 
hour,  and  behold  a  man  stood  before 
me  in  white  apparel,  and  said  : 

31  Cornelius,  thy  prayer  is  heard, 
and  thy  alms  are  had  in  remem¬ 
brance  in  the  sight  of  God. 

32  Send  therefore  to  Joppe,  and 
call  hither  Simon,  who  is  sirnamed 
Peter,  he  lodgeth  in  the  house  of 
Simon  a  tanner  by  the  sea  side. 

S3  Immediately  therefore  I  sent 
to  thee :  and  thou  hast  done  well  in 
coming.  Now  therefore  all  we  are 
present  in  thy  sight,  to  hear  all 
things  whatsoever  are  commanded 
thee  by  the  Lord’. 

34  And  Peter  opening  his  mouth, 
said  :  In  very  deed  I  perceive  tha* 
God  is  not  a  respecter  of  persons. 

35  But  in  every  nation,  he  that 
feareth  him,  and  worketh  justice,  is 
acceptable  to  him. 

36  God'  setit  the  word  to  ihc child* 
ten  of  Israel,  preaching  peace  by

Jesus  Christ:  (he  Is  Lord  of  all.) 

37  You  know  the  word  which 
hath  been  published  through  all  Ju¬ 
dea  ;  for  it  began  from  Galilee,  after 
the  baptism  which  John  preached. 

38.  Jesus  of  Nazareth :  how  God 
anointed  him  with  the  Holy  Ghost, 
and  with  power,  who  went  about 
doing,  good  -and  healing  all  that 
were  oppressed  by  the  devil,  for 
God  was.  with  him, 

39  And  we  are  witnesses  of  all 
things  that  he  did  in  the  land  of  the 
Jews  and  in  Jerusalem,  whom  they 
lulled,  hanging  him  upon  a  tree. 

40  Him  God  raised  up  the  third  day, 
ahd  gave  him  to  be  made  manifest, 

41  Not  to  all  the  people,  but  to 
witnesses  pre-ordained  by  God, 
even  to  us,  who  did  eat  and  drink 
with  him  after  he  arose  again  from 
the  dead. 

42  And  he  commanded  us  to 
preach  to  the  people,  and  to  testify 
that  it  is  he  who  was  appointed  by 
God  to  be  judge  of  the  living  and  of 
the  dead. 

.43  To  him  all  the  prophets  give 
testimony,  that  by  his  name  all  re¬ 
ceive  remission  of  sins,  who  believe 
in  him. 

44  While  Peter  was  yet  speaking 
these  words,  the  Holy  Ghost  fell  on 
all  them  that  heard  the  word. 

45  And  the  faithful  of  the  cir¬ 
cumcision,  who  came  with  Peter, 
were  astonished,  for  that  the  grace 
of  the  Holy  Ghost  was  poured  out 
upon  the  gentiles  also. 

46  For  they  heard  them  speaking 
with  tongues,  and  magnifying  God. 

47  Then  Peter  answered  :  Can 
any  man  forbid  water,  that  these 
should  not  be  baptized,  who  have  re¬ 
ceived  the  Holy  Ghost  as  weil  as 
we  ? 

48  And  he  commanded  them  to  be 
baptized  in  the  name  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ.  Then  they  desired 
him  to  tarry  with  them  some  days. 

CHAP.  XI. 

Many  are  converted  at  Antioch » 
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AND  the  apostles  and  brethren, 
who  were  in  Judea,  heard  that 
the  gentiles  also  had  received  the 
word  of  God. 

2  And  when  Peter  was  come  up 
to  Jerusalem,  they  that  were  of  the 
circumcision  contended  with  him, 

3  Saying:  Why  didst  thou  go  in 
to  men  uncircumcised,  and  didst  eat 
with  them  ? 

4  But  Peter  began  and  declared 
to  them  the  matter  in  order,  saying: 

5  I  was  in  the  city  of  Joppe  pray¬ 
ing,  and  I  saw  in  an  extasy  of  mind 
a  vision,  a  certain  vessel  descending, 
as  it  were  a  great  sheet  let  down 
from  heaven  Dy  four  corners,  and 
it  came  even  unto  me. 

6  Into  which  looking  I  consider¬ 
ed,  and  saw  four-footed  creatures 
of  the  earth,  and  beasts,  and  creep¬ 
ing  things  and  fowls  of  the  air. 

7  And  I  heard  also  a  voice  sayipg 
to  me:  Arise,  Peter,  kill,  and  eat 
8  And  I  said  :  Not  so,  Lord  ;  for 
nothing  common  or  unclean  hath 
ever  entered  into  my  mouth. 

9  And  the  voice  answered  again 
from  heaven:  What  God  hath  made 
clean,  do  not  thou  call  common. 

10  And  this  was  done  three  times: 
And  all  were  taken  up  again  into 
heaven. 

1 1  And  behold, immediately  there 
were  three  men  come  to  the  house 
wherein  I  was,  sent  to  me  from 
Cesarea. 

12  And  the  Spirit  said  to  me,  that 
I  should  go  with  them,  nothing 
doubting.  And  these  six  brethren 
went  with  me  also:  and  we  enter¬ 
ed  into  the  man’s  house. 

IS  And  be  told  us  how  he  had 
seen  an  angel  in  his  house,  standing 
and  saying  to  him  ;  Send  to  Joppe, 
and  call  hither  Simon,  who  is  sir- 
named  Peter, 

14  Who  shall  speak  to  thee  words, 
whereby  thou  shalt  be  saved,  and 
all  thy  house. 

15  And  when  I  had  Jbegun  to 
speak, the'Holy  Ghost  fell  upon  them, 
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03  upon  us  alsodn  the  beginning. 

16  And  1  remembered  the  word 
of  the  Lord,  how  that  he  said  :  John 
indetd  baptized,  with  water,  hut  you 
thall  be  baptized  with  the  Holy  Ghost. 

17  If  then  God  gave  them  the 
same  grace,  as  to  us  also  who  be¬ 
lieved  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  : 
who  was  I,thatcou!dwithstand  God? 

IS  Having  heard  these  things, they 
held  their  peace  :  and  glorified  God, 
saying :  God  then  hath,  also  to  the 
gentiles  given  repentance  unto  life. 

19  Now  they  who  had  been  dis¬ 
persed,  by  the  persecution  that  a- 
rose  on  occasion  of  Stephen,  went 
about  as  far  as  Phenice  and  Cyprus 
and  Antioch,' speaking  the  word  to 
none,  but  to  the  Jews  only. 

20  But  some  of  them  were  men 
of  Cyprus  and  Cyrene,  who  when 
they  were  entered  into  Antioch, 
spoke  also  to  the  Greeks,  preach¬ 
ing  the  Lord  Jnsus. 

21  And  the  hand  of  the  Lord 
was  with  them :  and  a great  number 
believingwas  converted  to  the  Lord. 

22  And  the  tidings  came  to  the 
ears  of  the  church  that  was  at  Jeru¬ 
salem,  touching  these  things  ;  and 
they  sentBarnabas  as  far  as  Antioch. 

23  Who  when  he  was  come,  and 
had  seen  the  grace  of  God,  rejoiced: 
and  he  exhorted  them  all  with  pur¬ 
pose  of  heart  to  continue  in  theLord. 

24  For  he  was  a  good  man  and 
full  of  the  Holy  Ghost  and  of  faith. 
And  a  great  multitude  was  added 
to  the  Lord. 

25  And  Barnabas  went  to  Tarsus, 
to  seek  Saul:  whom  when  he  had 
found,  he  brought  to  Antioch. 

26  And  they  conversed  there  in 
the  church  a  whole  year;  and  they 
taught  a  great  multitude,  so  that  at 
Antioch  the  disciples  were  first 
named  Christians. 

37  And  in  these  days  there  catne 
prophets  from  Jerusalem  toAntioch, 

28  And  one  of  them  named  Aga- 
bus,  rising  up  signified  by  the  Spirit 
that  there  should  be  a  great  famine 


over  the  whole  world,  which  came 
to  pass  under  Claudius. 

29  And  the  disciples,  every  man 
according  to  his  ability,  purposed 
to  send  relief  to  the  brethren  who 
dwelt  in  Judea : 

30  Which  also  they  did,  Bending 
it  to  the  antients  by  the  hands  of 
Barnabas  and  SauL 

CHAP.  XII. 

Herocts  persecution. 

ND  at  the  same  time  Herod  the 
king  stretched  forth  his  hands 
to  afflict  some  of  the  church. 

2  And  he  killed  James  the  bro¬ 
ther  of  John  with  the  sword. 

3  And  seeing  that  it  pleased  the 
Jews,  he  proceeded  to  take  up 
Peter  »also.  Now  it  was  in  the 
days  of  the  arymes. 

4  And  when  he  had  apprehended 
him,  he  cast  him  into  prison,  deliver¬ 
ing  him  to  four  files  of  soldiers  to 
be  kept,  intending  after  the  pasch 
to  bring,  him  forth  to  the  people. 

5  Peter  therefore  was  ikept  in 
prison.  But  prayer  was  made  with¬ 
out  ceaBing  by  the  church  unto  God 
for  him- 

6  And  when  Herod  would  have 
brought  him  forth,  the  same  night 
Peter  was  sleeping  between  two 
soldiers,  bound  with  two  chains : 
and  the  keepers  before  the  door  kept 
the  prison. 

7  And  behold  an  Angel  of  the 
Lord  stood  by  him  :  and  a  light  shin¬ 
ed  in  the  room :  and  he  striking  Pete* 
on  the  side  raised  him  up,  saying. 
Arise  quickly.  And  the  chains  fell 
off  from  his  hands. 

8  And  the  Angel  said  to  him  . 
Gird  thyself,  and  put  on  thy  sandals. 
And  he  did  so.  And  he  6aid  to 
him  :  Cast  thy  garment  about  thee, 
and  follow  me. 

9  And  going  out  he  followed  him, 
and  he  knew  not  that  it  was  true 
which  was  done  by  the  Angel:  but 
thought  he  saw  a  vision. 

10  And  passing  through  the  first 
end  the  second.ward,  they  came  fe> 
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Ihe  iron  gate  that  leadeth  to  the  city, 
which  of  itself  opened  to  them.  And 
going  out,  they  passed  on  through 
otie  street:  and  immediately  the 
Angel  departed  from  him. 

1 1  And  Peter  coming  to  himself, 
said :  Now  I  know  in  very  deed 
that  the  Lord  hath  sent  his  Angel, 
and  hath  delivered  me  out  of  the 
hand  of  Herod,  and  from  all  the  ex¬ 
pectation  of  the  people  of  the  Jews. 

12  And  considering,  he  came  to 
the  house  of  Mary  the  mother  of 
John,  who  was  sirnamed  Mark, 
where  many  were  gathered  together 
and  praying. 

13  And  when  he  knocked  at  the 
door  of  the  gate,  a  damsel  came  to 
hearken,  whose  name  was  Khoda. 

14  And  as  soon  as  she  knew  Pe¬ 
ter's  voice,  she  opened  not  the  gate 
for  joy,  hut  running  in  she  told  that 
Peter  stood  before  the  gate. 

15  But  they  said  to  her :  Thou  art 
mad.  But  she  affirmed  that  it  was 
so.  Then  said  they :  It  is  his  Angel. 

16  But  Peter  continued  knocking. 
And  when  they  had  opened,  they 
6aw  him,  and  were  astonished. 

17  But  he  beckoning  to  them 
with  his  hand  to  hold  their  peace, 
told  how  the  Lord  had  brought  him 
out  of  prison,  and  he  said :  Tell 
these  things  to  James  and  to  the 
brethren.  And  going  out  he  went 
into  another  place. 

18  Now  when  day  wns  come, 
there  was  no  small  stir  among  the 
soldiers,  what  was  become  of  Peter. 

19  And  when  Herod  had  sought 
for  him,  and  found  him  not ;  having 
examined  the  keepers,  he  command¬ 
ed  they  should  b«:  put  to  death : 
and  going  down  from  Judea  to  Ce- 
8area,  he  abode  there. 

20  And  he  was  angry  with  the 
Tyrians  and  the  Sidonians.  But 
they  with  one  accord  came  to  him, 
and  having  gained  Blastus  who  was 
the  king’s  chamberlain,  they  desired: 
peace  because  their  countries  were 
nourished  by  him. 


21  And  upon  a  day  appointed, 
Herod  being  arfayed  in  kingly  ap¬ 
parel,  sat  in  the  judgment-seat,  and 
made  an  oration  to  them. 

22  And  the  people  made  accla¬ 
mation  saying :  It  is  the  voice  of  a 
god,  and  not  of  a  man. 

23  And  forthwith  art  Angel  of  the 
Lord  struck  him,  because  he  had 
not  given  the  honour  to  God  :  and 
being  eaten  up  by  worms,  he  gave 
up  the  ghost. 

24  But  the  word  of  the  Lord  in¬ 
creased  and  multiplied. 

25  And  Barnabas  and  Saul  re¬ 
turned  from  Jerusalem,  having  ful¬ 
filled  their  ministry,  taking  with 
them  John  who  was  sirnamed  Mark. 

CHAP.  XIII. 

Saul  and  Barnabas  are  sent  forth. 
OW  there  were  in  the  church 
which  was  at  Antioch,  prophet* 
and  doctors  among  whom  was  Bar¬ 
nabas,  and  Simon,  who  was  called 
Nigar,  and  Lucius  of  Cyrene,  and 
Manahen,  who  was  the  foster-bro¬ 
ther  of  Herod  the  tetrarch,  and  Saul. 

2  And  as  they  were  ministering 
to  the  Lord,  and  fasting,  the  Holy 
Ghost  said  to  them  :  Separate  me 
Saul  and  Barnabas,  for  the  work 
whereunto  I  have  taken  them. 

3  Then  they  fasting  and  praying, 
and  imposing  their  hands  upon, 
them,  sent  them  away. 

4  So  they  being  sent  by  the  Holy 
Ghost,  went  to  Saluda,  and  from 
thence  they  sailed  to  Cyprus. 

5  And  when  they  were  come  to 
Salamina,  they  preached  the  word  of 
God  in  the  synagogues  of  the  Jews. 
And  they  had  John  also  in  their 
ministry. 

C  And  when  they  had  gone 
through  the  whole  island  as  far  as 
Paphos,  they  found  a  certain  man 
a  magician,  a  false  prophet,  a  Jew, 
whose  name  was  Bnr-jesu. 

7  Who  was  with  the  pro-consul 
Sergius  Paulus  a  prudent  man.  He 
sending  for  Barnabas  and  Saul,  de¬ 
sired  to  hear  the  word  of  God-

34  And  to  shew  that  he  raised 
him  up  from  the  dead  not  to  return 
now  any  more  to  corruption,  he 
said  thus  :  I  will  give  you  the  holy 
things  of  David  faithful, 

35  And  therefore  in  another  place 
also  he  saith :  Thou  shalt  not  suffer 
thy  holy  one  to  see  corruption. 

36  For  David  when  he  had  served 
in  his  generation  according  to  the 
will  of  God,  slept:  and  was  laid  unto 
his  fathers,  and  saw  corruption. 

37  But  he  whom  God  hath  raised 
from  the  dead  saw  no  corruption. 

38  Be  it  known  therefore  to  you, 
men  brethren,  that  through  him 
forgiveness  of  sins  is  preached  to 
you:  And  from  all-the  things  from 
which  you  could  not  be  justified  by 
the  law  of  Moses. 

39  In  him  every  one  that  he- 
b'eveth,  is  justified. 

40  Beware  therefore  lest  that 
come  upon  you  which  is  spoken  in 
the  prophets. 

41  Behold,  ye  despi/en ,  and  wonder , 
and  perish  :  for  I  work  a  work  in  your 
days,  a  work  which  you  will  not  believe, 
if  any  men  suull  tell  it  you. 

42  And  as  they  went  out,  they 
desired  them  that  on  the  next  sab¬ 
bath  they  would  speak  unto  them 
these  woids. 

43  Am,  when  the  synagogue  was 
broken  up,  many  of  the  Jews,  and 
of  the  strangers  who  served  God, 
followed  Paul  and  Barnabas;  who 
speaking  to  them  persuaded  them 
to  continue  in  the  grace  of  God.  . 

44  But  the  next  sabbath-day  the 
whole  city  almost  came  together  to 
hear  the  word  of  God. 

45  And  the  Jews  seeing  the  mul¬ 
titudes,  weie  filled  with  envy,  and 
contradicted  those  things  which 
were  said  by  Paul,  blaspheming. 

46  Then  Paul  and  Barnabas  said 
boldly :  To  you  it  behoved  us  first 
to  speak  the  word  of  God :  but  be¬ 
cause  you  reject  it,  and  judge  your¬ 
selves  unworthy  of  eternal  life ;  be¬ 


hold  we  turn  to  the  gentiles. 

47  For  so  the  Lord  hath  com¬ 
manded  us  :  1  have  set  thee  to  be  the 
light  of  the  gentiles  ;  that  thou  mayst 
he  for  salvation  unto  the  utmost  part 
of  the  earth. 

48  And  the  gentiles  hearing  P 
were  glad,  and  glorified  the  word  of 
the  Lord  :  and  as  many  as  were  or¬ 
dained  to  life  everlasting,  oelieved. 

49  And  the  word  of  the  Lord  was 
published  throughout  the  whole 
country. 

50  But  the  Jews  stirred  up  religi¬ 
ous  and  honourable  women,  and  the 
chief  men  of  the  city,  and  raised  per¬ 
secution  against  Paul  andBarnabas; 
and  cast  them  out  of  their  coasts. 

51  But  they,  shakiug  off  the  dust 
of  their  feet  against  them,  came  to 
Iconium. 

52  And  the  disciples  were  filled 
with  joy  and  with  the  Holy  Ghost. 

CHAP.  XIV. 

Paul  is  stoned 

A  ND  it  came  to  pas3  in  Iconium, 
that  they  entered  together  into 
the  synagogue  of  the  Jews,  and  so 
spoke,  that  a  very  great  multitude 
both  of  the  Jews  and  of  the  Greeks 
did  believe. 

2  But  the  unbelieving  Jews,  stir¬ 
red  up  and  incensed  the  minds  of 
the  gentiles  against  the  brethren. 

3  A  long  time  therefore  they  abode 
there,  dealing  confidently  in  the 
Lord,  who  gave  testimony  to  the 
word  ofhis  grace,  gran  ting  signs  and 
wonders  to  be  done  by  their  hands. 

4  And  the  multitude  of,  the  city 
was  divided:  and  some  of  them  in¬ 
deed  held  with  the  Jews,  but  some 
with  the  apostles. 

5  And  when  there  was  an  assault 
made  by  the  gentiles  and  the  Jew9 
with  their  rulers,  to  use  them  con- 
tumeliously,  and  to  stone  them: 

6  They  understanding  it,  fled  to, 
Lystra  and  Derbe,  cities  of  Lycao- 
nia,  and  tq  the  whole  country  round 
about,  and  were  there  preaching 
the  gospel. 


The 

f  And  there  sat  a  certain  man  at 
Lystra  impotent  in  his  feet,  a  crip¬ 
ple  from  his  mother's  womb,  who 
never  had  walked. 

8  This  same  heard  Paul  speaking. 
Who  looking  upon  him,  and  seeing 
that  he  had  faith  to  be  healed, 

9  Said  with  a  loud  voice  :  Stand 
upright  on  thy  feet.  And  ho  leaped 
up  and  walked. 

10  And  when  the  multitudes  had 
seen  what  Paul  had  done,  they  lifted 
up  their  voice  in  the  Lycaonian 
tongue,  saying  :  The  gods  are  come 
down  to  us  in  the  likeness  of  men. 

11  And  they  called  Barnabas, 
Jupiter:  but  Paul,  Mercury;  be¬ 
cause  he  was  chief  speaker. 

12  The  priest  also  of  Jupiter  that 
was  before  the  city,  bringing  oxen 
and  garlands  before  the  gate,  would 
have  offered  sacrificewith  the  people 

13  Which  when  the  apostles  Bar¬ 
nabas  and  Paul  had  heard,  rending 
their  clothes,  they  leaped  out  among 
the  people  crying, 

li  And  saying:  Ye  men,  why 
do  ye  these  things?  We  also  are 
mortals,  men  like  unto  you,  preach¬ 
ing  to  you  to  be  converted  from  these 
vain  things,  to  the  living  God  who 
made  the  heaven,  and  the  earth, 
and  the  sea,  and  all  things  that  are 
in  them  : 

15  Who  in  times  past  suffered  all 
rations  to  walk  in  their  own  ways. 

16  Nevertheless  he  left  not  him¬ 
self  without  testimony,  doing  good 
from  heaven,  giving  rains,  and  fruit¬ 
ful  seasons,  filling  our  hearts  with 
food  and  gladness. 

17  And  speaking  these  things, 
they  scarce  restrained  the  people 
from  sacrificing  to  them. 

18  Now  there  came  thither  cer¬ 
tain  Jews  from  Antioch  and  Iconi- 
um  :  and  persuading  the  multitude, 
and  stoning  Paul,  drew  him  out  of 
the  city,  thinking  him  to  be  dead. 

19  But  as  the  disciples  stood  round 
about  him,  he  rose  up  and  entered 
Into  the  city,  and  the  next  day  he 
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departed  with  Barnabas  to  Derbe. 

20  And  when  they  had  preached 
the  gospel  to  that  city,  and  had 
taught  many,  they  returned  again 
to  Lystra  and  to  Iconium,  and  to 
Antioch  : 

21  Confirming  the  souls  of  the 
disciples, and  exhorting  them  to  con* 
tinue  in  the  faith  :  and  that  througt 
many  tribulations  we  must  enter 
into  the  kingdom  of  God. 

22  And  when  they  had  ordained 
to  them  priests  in  every  church, 
and  had  prayed  with  fasting,  they 
commended  them  to  the  Lord,  in 
whom  they  believed. 

23  And  passing  through  Pisidia, 
they  came  into  Painphylia,  1 

21  And  having  spoken  the  word 
of  the  Lord  in  Perge  they  went 
down  into  Attalia : 

25  And  thence  they  sailed  to  An¬ 
tioch,  from  whence  they  had  been 
delivered  to  the  grace  of  God,  unto 
the  work  which  they  accomplished. 

26  And  when  they  were  come, 
and  had  assembled  the  church,  they 
related  what  great  things  God  had 
done  with  them,  and  how  he  had 
opened  the  doorof  faith  to  thegen  tiles. 

27  And  they  abode  no  small  time 
with  the  disciples. 

CHAP.  XV. 

A  dissension  about  circumcision. 

A  ND  some  coming  down  from 
Judea,  taught  the  brethren: 
That  except  you  be  circumcised 
after  the  manner  of  Moses,  you  can¬ 
not  be  saved. 

2  And  when  Paul  and  Barnabas 
had  no  small  contest  with  them,  they 
determined  that  Paul  and  Barnabas, 
and  certain  others  of  the  other  side 
should  go  up  to  the  apostles  and 
priests  to  Jerusalem,  about  this 
question.  , 

3  They  therefore  being  brought  on 
their  way  by  the  church,  passed 
through  Phenice  and  Samaria,  re¬ 
lating  theconversion  of  the  gentiles; 
and  they  caused  great  joy  to  all  Uta 
brethren. 
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4  And  when  they  were  come  to 
Jerusalem,  they  were  received  by 
the  churph  and  by  the  apostles  and 
antients,  declaring  how  great  things 
God  had  done  with  them. 

5  But  there  arose  some  of  the 
sect  of  the  Pharisees  that  believed, 
saying :  They  must  be  circumcised, 
and  be  commanded  to  observe  the 
law  of  Moses. 

6  And  the  apostles  and  antients 
assembled  to  consider  of  this  matter. 

7  And  when  there  had  been  much 
disputing,  Peter  rising  up  said  to 
them  :  Man  brethren,  you  know  that 
in  former  days  God  made  choice 
among  us,  that  by  my  mouth  the 
g-entiles  should  hear  the  word  of  the 
gospel,  and  believe. 

8  And  God  who  knoweth  the 
hearts,  gave  testimony,  giving  unto 
them  the  HolyGhostas  well  as  to  us. 

9  And  put  no  difference  between 
us  and  them,  purifying  their  heart3 
by  faith. 

10  Now  therefore  why  tempt  you 
God,  to  put  a  yoke  upon  the  necks 
ofthe  disciples,  which  neither  our  fa¬ 
thers  nor  we  have  been  able  to  bear? 

11  But  by  the  grace  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ  wre  believe  to  be  sav¬ 
ed,  in  like  manner  as  they  also. 

12  And  all  the  multitude  held 
their  peace ,  and  they  heard  Barna¬ 
bas  and  Paultellingwhat  great  signs 
and  wonders  God  had  wrought 
among  the  gentiles  by  them. 

13  And  after  they  had  held  their 
P©ace,  James  answered,  saying: 
Men  brethren,  hear  me. 

14  Simon  hath  related  how  God 
first  visited  to  take  ol  the  gentiles  a 
people  to  his  name. 

15  And  to  this  agree  the  words 
of  the  prophets,  as  it  is  written  : 

16  After  these  Usings  1  will  return, 
and  will  rebuild  the  tabernacle  of  David , 
which  is  fallen  down ,  and  the  ruins 
thereof  J  will  rebuild, and  I  will  set  it  up. 

17  That  the  residue  of  men  may  seek 
dfttr  the  Lord ,  and  all  nations  upon 
whan  name  it  invoked,  sqith  ifo 


Lord  who  doth  these  things. 

to  To  the  Lord  was  his  own 
work  known  from  the  beginning  ol 
the  world. 

19  For  which  cause  I  judge  ‘hat 
they,  who  from  among  the  gti.  ilea 
are  converted  to  God,  are  not  to  be 

I  disquieted.. 

SO  But  that  wc  write  unto  them 
that  they  refrain  themselves  from 
the  pollutions  of  idols,  and  from  for¬ 
nication,  and  from  things  strangled, 
and  from  blood. 

21  For  Moses  of  old  time  hath  in 
every  city  them  that  preach  him  in 
the  synagogues,  where  he  is  read 
every  sabbath. 

22  Then  it  pleased  the  apostles  and 
antients  with  the  whole  church,  to 
chuse  men  of  their  own  company, 
and  to  send  to  Antioch  with  Paul 
and  Barnabas,  namely  Judas,  who 
was  sirrramed  Barsabas,  and  Silas, 
chief  men  among  the  brethren, 

23  Writing  by  their  hands.  The 
apostles  and  antients  brethren,  to 
the  brethren  of  the  gentiles  that  are 
at  Antioch  and  in  Syria  and  Cilicia 
greeting. 

24  Forasmuch  as  we  have  heard 
that  some  going  out  from  us  havo 
troubled  you  with  words  :  subvert¬ 
ing  your  souls,  to  whom  we  gave 
no  commandment: 

25  It  hath  seemed  good  to  us,  be¬ 
ing  assembled  together,  to  chuse  out 
men, and  to'sendthem  unto  you  with 
our  well  beloved  Barnabas  and  Paul. 

26  Men  that  have  given  their 
lives  for  the  name  of  our  Lord  Je¬ 
sus  Christ. 

27  We  have  sent  therefore  Judar 
and  Silas,  who  themselves  also  will 
byword  of  mouth  tell  you  the  same 
things.. 

28  For  it  hath  seemed  good  to 
ihe  Holy  Ghost  and  to  us,  to  lay 
no  farther  burden  upon  you  than 
these  necessary  things  : 

29  That  you  abstain  from  things 
sacrificed  to  Idols,  and  from  blood, 
and  from  things  strangled;  and  from 
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fornlcatwjw,  from  which  things  keep¬ 
ing  yourselves,  you  shall  do  well. 
Fare  ye  will. 

30  They  therefore  being  dismis¬ 
sed  went  down  to  Antioch  :  and 
gathering  together  the  multitude, 
delivered  the  epistle. 

31  Which  when  they  had  read, 
they  rejoiced  for  the  consolation  : 

3?  But  Judas  and  Silas,  being 
prophet,  also  themselves,  with 
many  words  comforted  the  brethren, 
and  confirmed  them. 

33  And  after  they  had  spent 
some  time  there,  they  were  let  go 
with  peace  by  the  brethren,  unto 
them  that  had  sent  them. 

34  But  it  seemed  good  unto  Silas 
to  remain  there :  and  Judas  alone 
departed  to  Jerusalem. 

3.5  And  Paul  and  Barnabas  continu¬ 
ed  at  Antioch,  teaching  and  preach¬ 
ing  with  many  others  the  word  of 
the  Lord. 

36  And  after  some  days,  Paul 
said  to  Barnabas,  let  us  return,  and 
visit  our  brethren  in  all  the  cities, 
wherein  we  have  preached  the  word 
of  the  Lord,  to  see  how  they  do. 

37  And  Barnabas  would  have  ta¬ 
ken  with  them  John  also  that  was 
surnamed  Mark  : 

38  But  Paul  desired  that  he  (as 
having  departed  from  them  out  of 
Pamphylia,  and  not  gone  with  them 
to  the  work)  might  not  be  received. 

39  And  there  arose  a  dissension, 
so  that  they  departed  one  from  ano¬ 
ther,  and  Barnabas  indeed  taking 
Mark  sailed  to  Cyprus. 

40  But  Paul  chusing  Silas  depar¬ 
ted,  being  delivered  by  the  brethren 
to  the  gTace  of  God. 

41  And  he  went  through  Syria  and 
Cilicia,  confirming  the  churches  : 
commanding  them  to  keep  the  pre¬ 
cepts  of  the  apostles  and  the  antients 

CHAP.  XVI. 

Paul  visits  the  churches. 

ND  he  came  to  Derbe  and  Lys- 
tra.  And  behold  there  was  a 
certain  disciple  named  Timothy,  the 


son  of  a  Jewish  woman  that  belie* 
ved,  but  his  father  was  a  gentile. 

2  To  this  man  the  brethren  that 
were  in  Lystra  and  Iconium,  gave 
a  good  testimony. 

3  Him  Paul  would  have  to  go  along 
with  him:  and  taking  him  he  circum¬ 
cised  him,  because  of  the  Jews  who 
were  in  those  places.  For  they  all 
knew  that  his  father  was  a  gentile. 

4  And  as  they  passed  through 
the  cities,  they  delivered  unto  them 
the  decrees  for  to  keep,  that  were 
decreed  by  the  apostles  and  antients 
who  were  at  Jerusalem. 

5  And  the  churches  were  confirm¬ 
ed  in  faith,  and  increased  in  num¬ 
ber  daily. 

6  And  when  they  had  passed  through 
Phrygia  and  the  country  of  Galatia, 
they  were  forbidden  by  the  Holy 
Ghost  to  preach  the  word  in  Asia. 

7  And  when  they  were  come  in¬ 
to  Mysia,  they  attempted  to  go  in. 
to  Bithynia,  and  the  Spirit  of  Jesus 
suffered  them  not. 

8  And  when  they  had  passed  through 
Mysia,  they  went  down  to  Troas  : 

9  And  a  vision  was  shewed  to 
Paul  in  the  night,  which  was  a  man 
of  Macedonia  standing  and  beseech¬ 
ing  him,  and  saying :  Pass  over  in¬ 
to  Macedonia,  and  help  us. 

10  And  as  soon  as  he  had  seen 
the  vision,  immediately  we  sought 
to  go  into  Macedonia,  being  assured 
that  God  had  called  us  to  preach 
the  gospel  to  them. 

i  1  And  sailing  from  Troas  we  came 
w  ith  a  straight  course  toSamothracia 
and  the  day  following  to  Neapolis. 
12Andfrom  thenceto Philippi,  which 
is  the  chief  city  of  part  of  Macedo¬ 
nia,  a  colony.  And  we  were  in  this 
city  some  days  conferring  together. 

13  And  upon  the  sabbath-day,  we 
went  forth  without  the  gate  by  a  ri¬ 
ver  side,  where  it  seemed  that  there 
was  prayer :  and  sitting  down  we 
spoke  to  the  women  that  were  as* 
sembled. 

14  And  a  certain  woman  named 
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Lydia,  a  seller  of  purple  of  the  ci¬ 
ty  of  Thyatira,  one  that  worshipped 
God,  did  hear  :  whose  heart  the 
Lord  opened  to  attend  to  those 
things  which  were  said  by  Paul. 

15  And  when  she  was  baptized, 
and  her  household,  she  besought  us, 
6aying :  If  you  have  judged  me  to 
be  faithful  to  the  Lord,  come  into 
my  house  and  abide  there.  And 
she  constrained  us. 

1 6  And  it  came  to  pass  as  we  went  to 
prayer,  a  certain  girl,  having  a  py- 
thonicai  spirit,  met  us,  whobrought 
toher  masters  much  gain  by  divining 

1 7  This  same  following  Paul  and  us, 
cried  out  saying:  These  men  are  the 
servants  of  the  most  high  God,  who 
preach  unto  you  the  way  of  salvation 

18  And  this  she  did  many  days. 
But  Paul  being  grieved  turned  and 
said  to  the  spirit :  I  command  thee 
in  the'name  of  Jesus  Chfist  to  go 
out  from  her.  And  he  went  out 
the  same  hour. 

19  But  her  masters  seeing  that  the 
hope  of  their  gain  was  gone,  appre¬ 
hending  Paul  and  Silas,  brought 
them  into  the  market-place  to  the 
rulers. 

20  And  presenting  them  to  the 
magistrates,  they  said  :  These  men 
disturb  our  city,  being  Jews: 

21  And  preach  a  fashion  which 
it  is  not  lawful  for  us  to  receive,  nor 
observe,  being  Romans. 

22  And  the  people  ran  together 
against  them  :  and  the  magistrates 
rending  off  their  cloaths  command¬ 
ed  them  to  be  beaten  with  rods. 

23  And  when  they  had  laid  many 
6tripes  upon  them,  they  cast  them 
into  prison,  charging  the  gaoler  to 
keep  them  diligently. 

24  Who  having  received  such  a 
charge,  thrust  them  into  the  inner 
prison,  and  made  their  feet  fast  in 
the  stocks. 

25  And  at  midnight  Paul  and  Si¬ 
las  praying,  praised  God.  And  they 
that  w  ere  in  prison  heard  them. 

And  suddenly  there  waa  a 


greet  earthquake,  so  that  the  foun¬ 
dations  of  the  prison  were  shaken. 
And  immediately  all  the  doors  were 
opened :  and  the  bands  of  all  were 
loosed. 

27  And  the  keeper  of  the  prison 
awaking  out  of  his  sleep,  and  see¬ 
ing  the  doors  of  the  prison  open, 
drawing  his  sword,  would  have  kil¬ 
led  himself,  supposing' that  the  pri¬ 
soners  had  been  fled. 

28  But  Paul  cried  with  a  loud 
voice,  saying  :  Do  thyself  no  harm, 
for  we  all  are  here. 

29  Then  calling  for  a  light,  he 
went  in,  and  trembling  fell  down  at 
the  feet  of  Paul  and  Silas. 

30  And  bringing  them  out,  he 
said  :  Masters,  what  must  I  do, 
that  I  may  be  saved  ? 

31  But  they  said  :  Believe  in  the 
Lord  Jesus:  and  thou  shalt  be 
saved,  and  thy  house. 

32  And  they  preached  the  word 
of  the  Lord  to  him  and  to  all  that 
were  in  his  house. 

33  And  he  taking  them  the  same 
hour  of  the  night,  washed  their 
stripes:  and  himself  was  baptized 
and  all  his  house  immediately. 

34.  And  when  he  had  brought 
them  into  his  own  house,  he  laid  the 
table  for  them,  and  rejoiced  with 
all  his  house,  believing  God. 

35  And  when  the  day  was  come, 
the  magistrates  sent  the  Serjeants, 
saying  :  Letthose  men  go. 

36  And  the  keeper  of  the  prison 
told  these  words  to  Paul:  The  ma¬ 
gistrates  havesentto  let  you  go:  now 
therefore  depart  and  go  in  peace. 

37  But  Paul  said  to  them  :  They 
have  beaten  us  publicly,  uncondem¬ 
ned,  men  that  are  Romans,  and 
have  cast  us  into  prison  :  and  now 
do  they  thrust  us  out  privately  ? 
Not  so,  but  let  them  come, 

38  Andlet  us  out  themselves.  And 
the  serjeants  told  these  words  to  the 
magistrates.  And  they  were  afraid, 
hearing  that  they  were  Romans. 

39  And  coming  they  besought 
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them  ;  and  bringing  them  out  they 
desired  them  to  depart  out  of  the  city. 

40  And  they  went  out  of  the  pri¬ 
son,  and  entered  into  the  house  of 
Lydia  :  and  having  seen  the  bre¬ 
thren,  they  comforted  them,  and 
departed. 

CHAP.  XVII. 

Paid  preaches  to  the  Thessalonians ,  <£c. 
ND  when  they  had  passed 
through  Amphipoiis  and  Apol- 
lonia,  they  came  to  Thessalonica, 
where  there  was  a  synagogue  of  the 
Jews.. 

2  And  Paul  aocording  to  his  cus¬ 
tom  went  in  unto  them  ;  and  for 
three  sabbath  days  he  reasoned  with 
them  out  of  the  scriptures. 

3  Declaring  and  insinuating  that 
the  Christ  was  to  suffer  and  to  rise 
again  from  the  dead  :  and  that  this 
is  Jesus  Christ,  whom  I  preach 
to  you. 

4  And  some  of  them  believed,  and 
were  associated  to  Paul  and  Silas, 
and  of  those  that  served  God  and  of 
the  gentiles  a  great  multitude,  and 
of  noble  women  not  a  few. 

5  But  the  Jews  moved  with  envy, 
and  taking  unto  them  some  wicked 
men  of  the  vulgar  sort,  and  making 
a  tumult,  set  the  city  in  an  uproar  : 
and  besetting  Jason  shouse,  sought 
to  bring  them  out  unto  the  people. 

6  And  not  finding  them,  they 
drew  Jason  and  certain  brethren  to 
the  rulers  of  the  city,  crying:  They 
that  set  the  city  in  an  uproar  are 
come  hither  also, 

7  Whom  Jason  hath  received, 
and  these  all  do  contrary  to  the 
decrees  of  Cesar,  saying  that  there 
i3  another  king,  Jebus. 

8  And  they  stirred  up  the  people, 
and  the  rulers  of  the  city  hearing 
these  things. 

9  And  having  taken  satisfaction 
of  Jason,  and  of  the  rest,  they  let 
them  go. 

10  But  the  brethren  immediately 
wnt  away  Paul  and  bibs  by  night 


unto  Berea.  Who  when  they  Were 
come  thither  went  into  the  syna¬ 
gogue  of  the  Jews. 

11  Nowr  these  were  more  noble 
than  those  in  Thessalonica,  who  re¬ 
ceived  the  word  with  all  eagerness, 
daily  searching  the  scriptures,  whe¬ 
ther  these  things  were  so. 

12  And  many  indeed  of  them  be- 
lieved,  and  of  honourable  women 
that  were  gentiles,  and  of  men  not 
a  few. 

13  And  when  the  Jews  of  Thes¬ 
salonica  had  knowledge  that  the 
word  of  God  was  also  preached  by 
Paul  at  Berea,  they  came  thither 
also,  stirring  up  and  troubling  the 
multitude. 

14  And  then  immediately  the 
brethren  sent  away  Paul,  to  go  unto 
the  gea :  but  Silas  and  Timothy  re¬ 
mained  there. 

15  Aad  they  that  oonducted  Paul, 
brought  him  as  far  as  Athens,  ana 
receiving  a  commandment  from  hir« 
to  Silas  and  Timothy,  that  they 
should  come  to  him  with  all  speed, 
they  departed. 

16  Now  whilst  Paul  waited  for 
them  at  Athens,  his  spirit  was  stir¬ 
red  within  him,  seeing  the  city 
wholly  given  to  idolatry. 

17  He  disputed  therefore  in  the 
synagogue  with  the  Jews,  and  with 
them  that  served  God,  and  in  the 
market-place,  every  day  with  them 
that  were  there. 

18  And  certain  philosophers  of 
the  Epicureans  and  of  the  Stoicks 
disputed  with  him,  and  some  said: 
What  is  it  that  this  word  sower 
would  say  ?  But  others  :  He  seem- 
eth  to  be  a  setter  forth  of  new  god6: 
because  he  preached  to  them  Jesus 
and  the  resurrection. 

19  And  taking  him,  they  brought 
him  to  Areopagus,  saying :  May 
we  know  what  this  new  doctrine  is 
which  thou  speakest  of? 

20  For  thou  bringest  in  certain 
new  things  to  our  ears.  Wo  would 
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know  therefore  what  these  things 
mean. 

21  (Now  all  the  Athenians,  and 
strangers  that  were  (here,  employ¬ 
ed  themselves  in  nothing  else  but 
either  in  telling  or  in  hearing  some 
r.ew  thing.) 

22  But  Paul  standing  in  the  midst 
of  Areopagus,  said  :  Ye  men  of 
Athens,  I  perceive  that  in  all  things 
you  are  too  superstitious, 

23  For  passing  by  and  seeing 
your  idols,  I  found  an  altar  also  on 
which  was  written :  To  the  unknown 
God.  What  therefore  you  worship, 
without  knowing  it,  that  I  preach 
to  you. 

24  God  who  made  the  world  and 
all  things  therein.  He  being  Lord 
of  heaven  and  earth  dwelleth  notin 
temples  made  with  hands, 

25  Neither  is  he  served  with  men’s 
hands  as  though  he  needed  any  thing, 
seeing  it  is  he  who  giveth  to  all  life, 
and  breath,  and  all  things : 

26  And  hath  made  of  one,  all 
mankind,  to  dwell  upon  the  whole 
face  of  the  earth,  determining  ap¬ 
pointed  times,  and  the  limits  of  their 
habitation. 

27  That  they  should  seek  God,  if 
happily  they  may  feel  after  him  or 
find  him  ;  although  he  be  not  far 
from  every  one  of  us : 

28  Fortin  him  we  live  and  move  and 
be  ;  as  some  also  of  your  own  poets 
said,  For  we  are  also  his  offspring. 

29  Being  therefore  the  offspring 
of  God,  we  must  not  suppose  the 
divinity  to  be  like  unto  gold  or  sil¬ 
ver,  or  stone,  the  graving  of  art 
and  device  of  man. 

30  And  God  indeed  having  winked 
at  the  times  of  this  ignorance  now 
declareth  unto  men  that  all 
ihould  every  where  do  penance, 

31  Because  he  hath  appointed  a 
day  wherein  hewilljudge  the  world 
in  equity,  by  the  man  whom  he  hath 
appointed,  giving  faith  to  all,  by 
raising  him  up  from  the  dead. 

82  And  when  they  bad  heard  of 


the  resurrection  of  the  dead,  some 
indeed  mocked ;  but  others  said : 
We  will  hear  thee  again  concerning 
(his  matter. 

33  So  Paul  went  out  from  among 
them. 

34  But  certain  men  adhering  to 
him,  did  believe  :  among  whom  was 
also  Dionysius  the  Areopagite,  and 
a  woman  named  Damaris,and  others 
with  them. 

CHAP.  XVIII. 

Paul  founds  the  church  of  Corinth. 
FTER  these  things,  departing 
from  Athens,  he  came  to  Corinth, 

2  And  finding  a  certain  Jew, 
named  Aquila,  born  in  Pontus,  late¬ 
ly  come  from  Italy,  with  Priscilla 
his  wife  (because  that  Claudius  had 
commanded  all  Jews  to  depart  from 
Rome,)  he  came  to  them. 

3  And  because  he  was  of  the 
same  trade,  he  remained  with  them, 
and  wrought :  (now  they  were  teat 
makers  by  trade.) 

4  And  he  reasoned  in  the  syna¬ 
gogue  every  sabbath,  bringing  in 
the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus,  and  he 
persuaded  the  Jews  and  the  Greeks. 

5  And  when  Silas  and  Timothy 
were  come  from  Macedonia,  Paul 
was  earnest  in  preaching  testify  ing  to 
the  Jews  that  Jesus  is  the  Christ. 

6  But  they  gainsaying  and  blas¬ 
pheming,  he  shook  his  garments, 
and  said  to  them ;  Your  blood  be 
upon  your  own  heads:  I  am  clean; 
from  henceforth  I  will  go  unto  the 
gentiles. 

7  And  departing  thence,  he  en¬ 
tered  into  the  house  of  a  certain 
man,  named  Titus  Justus,  one  that 
worshipped  God,  whose  house  was 
adjoining  to  the  synagogue. 

8  And  Crispus  the  ruler  of  the 
synagogue  believed  in  the  Lord 
with  all  his  house  :  and  many  of  the 
Corinthians  hearing  believed,  and 
were  baptized. 

9  And  the  Lord  6aid  to  Paul  in 
the  night  by  a  vision  :  Do  not  fear, 
but  speak,  and  hold  not  thy  peace. 
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10  Becnuse  I  am  with  thee :  and  no 
man  shall  set  upon  thee  to  hurt  thee  : 
for  I  have  much  people  in  this  city. 

11  And  he  stayed  there  a  year 
-and  six  months,  teaching  among 

them  the  word  of  God. 

12  But  when  Gallio  was  pro¬ 
consul  of  Achaia,  the  Jews  with 
one  accord  rose  up  against  Paul,  and 
brought  him  to  the  judgment  seat, 

13  Saying:  This  man  persuadeth 
men  to  worship  God  contrary  to  the 
law. 

14  And  when  Paul  was  beginning 
to  open  his  mouth,  Gallio  said  to 
the  Jews:  If  it  were  some  matter 
of  injustice,  or  an  heinous  deed,  0 
you  Jews,  I  should  with  reason 
bear  with  you. 

15  But  if  they  be  questions  of 
word  and  names,  and  of  your  law, 
look  you  to  it :  I  will  not  be  judge 
of  such  things. 

16  And  he  drove  them  from  the 
judgment  seat. 

17  And  all  laying  hold  on  Sos- 
thenes  the  ruler  of  the  synagogue, 
beat  him  before  the  judgment  seat: 
and  Gallio  cared  for  none  of  those 
things. 

18  But  Paul  when  he  had  stayed 
yet  many  days,  taking  his  leave  of 
the  brethren,  sailed  thence  into 
Syria,  (and  with  him  Priscilla  and 
Aquila,)  having  shorn,  his  head  in 
Cenchra.  For  he  had  a  vow. 

19  And  he  came  to  Ephesus,  and 
left  them  there.  But  he  himself  en¬ 
tering  into  the  synagogue,  disputed 
with  the  Jews. 

20  And  when  they  desired  him, 
that  he  would  tarry  a  longer  Lime, 
he  consented  not, 

21  But  taking  hi3  leave,  and  say¬ 
ing:  I  will  return  to  you  again  God 
willing,  he  departed  from  Ephesus. 

22  And  going  down  to  Cesarea, 
he  went  up  to  Jerusalem,  and  salu¬ 
ted  the  church,  and  so  came  dowu 
to  Antioch. 

23  And  after  he  had  spent  some 
time  there,  he  departed,  and  went 


through  the  country  of  Galatia  and 
Phrygia,  in  order,  confirming  all 
the  disciples. 

24  Now  a  certain  Jew,  named 
Apollo,  born  at  Alexandria,  an  elo- 
quent  man,  came  to  Ephesus,  one 
mighty  in  the  scriptures. 

25  This  man  was  instructed  in  the 
way  of  the  Lord :  and  being  fer¬ 
vent  in  spirit  spoke,  and  taught  dili¬ 
gently  the  things  that  are  of  Jesus, 
knowing  only  the  baptism  of  John. 

26  This  man  therefore  began  to 
speak  boldly  in  the  synagogue.— > 
Whom  when  Priscilla  and  Aquila 
had  heard,  they  took  him  to  them, 
and  expounded  to  him  the  way  of 
the  Lord  more  diligently. 

27  And  whereas  he  was  desirous 
to  go  to  Achaia,  the  brethren  ex¬ 
horting  wrote  to  the  disciples  to  re¬ 
ceive  him.  Who,  when  he  was  comle^ 
helped  them  much  who  had  believed, 

28  For  with  much  vigour  he  con¬ 
vinced  the  J ews  openly,  shewing  by 
the  scriptures,  that  Jbkus  is  the 
Christ. 

CHAP.  XIX.  1 

Paul  establishes  the  church  at  V.phenu. 
ND  it  came  to  pass  while  Apollo 
was  at  Corintn,  that  Paul  hav¬ 
ing  passed  through  the  upper  coasts 
came  to  Ephesus,  and  found  certain 
disciples : 

2  And  he  said  to  them:  Have 
you  received  the  Holy  Ghost  since 
ye  believed  ?  But  they  said  to  him; 
We  have  not  so  much  as  heard 
whether  there  be  a  Holy  Ghost. 

3  And  he  said  ,  In  what  then 
were  you  baptized  ?  Who  s«id :  In 
John's  baptism; 

4  Then  Paul  said :  John  baptized 
the  people  with  the  baptism  of  pe¬ 
nance,  saying.  That  they  should 
believe  in  fim  w,^o  wac  to  come 
after  him,  that  is  .o  say,  ir  Jesos. 

5  Having  heard  these  things  they 
were  baptized  in  the  name  of  tht9 
Lord  Jesus, 

6  And  when  Paul  had  imposed 
his  hands  on  them,  the  Holy  Ghost 
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came  upon  them,  and  they  spoke 
with  tongues  ami  prophesied. 

7  And  all  the  men  were  about 
twelve. 

8  And  entering  into  the  synagogue, 
he  spoke  boldly  for  the  space  of  three 
months,  disputing  and  exhorting 
concerning  tne  kingdom  of  God. 

9  But'when  some  were  hardened, 
and  believed  not,  sneaking  evil  of 
the  way  of  the  Lord  before  the  mul¬ 
titude,  departing  from  them,  he  se¬ 
parated  the  disciples,  disputing  daily 
in  the  school  of  one  Tyrannus. 

10  And  this  continued  for  the  space 
of  two  years,  so  that  all  they  who 
dwelt  in  Asia  heard  the  word  of  the 
Lord,  both  Jews  and  Gentiles. 

1 1  And  God  wrought  by  the  hand 
of  Paul  more  than  common  miracles. 

12So  that  even  there  were  brought 
from  his  body  to  the  sick  handker¬ 
chiefs  and  aprons  and  the  diseases 
departed  from  them,  and  the  wicked 
spirits  went  out  of  them. 

13  Now  some  also  of  the  Jewish 
exorcists  whowent  about  attempted 
to  invoke,  over  them  that  had  evil 
spirits,  the  name  of  the  Lord  Jesus, 
6aying:  I  conjure  you  by  Jesus 
whom  Paul  preacheth. 

14  And  there  were  certain  men, 
seven  sons  of  Sceva  a  Jew,  a  chief 
priest,  that  did  this. 

15  But  the  wicked  spirit  answering, 
4aid  to  them  :  Jesus  I  know,  and 
Paul  I  know  :  but  who  are  you  ? 

16  And  the  man  in  whom  the 
wicked  spirit  was,  leaping  upon 
them,  and  mastering  them  both, 
prevailed  against  them,  so  that  they 
lied  out  of  that  house  naked  and 
wounded. 

17  And  this  became  known  to 
all  the  Jews  and  the  gentiles  that 
dwelt  at  Ephesus  :  and  fear  fell  on 
them  all,  and  the  name  of  the  Lord 
Jesus  was  magnified, 

.18  And  many  of  them  that  be¬ 
lieved,  came  confessing  and  declar¬ 
ing  their  deeds. 

19  And  many  of  them  who  had 


followed  curious  arts,  brought  to« 
gether  their  books  and  burnt  them 
before  all :  and  counting  the  price 
of  them  they  found  the  money  to  be 
fifty  thousand  pieces  of  silver. 

20  So  mightily  grew  the  word 
of  God  and  was  confirmed. 

21  And  when  these  things  were 
ended,  Paul  purposed  in  the  spirit, 
when  he  had  passed  through  Ma¬ 
cedonia  and  Achaia,  to  go  to  Jeru¬ 
salem,  saying:  After  I  have  been 
there  I  must  see  Rome  also. 

22  And  sending  into  Macedonia 
ttvo  of  them  that  ministered  to  him, 
Timothy  and  Erastu6,  he  himself 
remained  for  a  time  in  Asia. 

23  Now  at  that  time  there  arose 
no  small  disturbance  about  the 
way  of  the  Lord, 

24  For  a  certain  man  named  De¬ 
metrius,  a  silversmith,  who  made 
silver  temples  for  Diana,  brought 
no  small  gain  to  the  craftsmen, 

25  Whom  he  calling  together, 
with  the  workmen  of  like  occupa¬ 
tion,  said  :  Sirs,  you  know  that  our 
gain  is  by  this  trade  ; 

26  And  you  see  and  hear  that  this 
Paul  by  persuasion  hath  drawn 
away  a  great  multitude,  not  only 
of  Ephesus,  but  almost  of  all  Asia, 
saying  :  They  are  not  Gods  which 
are  made  by  hands. 

27  So  that  not  only  this  our  craft 
is  in  danger  to  be  set  at  nought,  but 
also  the  temple  of  great  Diana  shall 
be  reputed  for  nothing,  yea  and  her 
majesty  shall  begin  to  be  destroyed, 
whom  all  Asia  and  the  world  wor- 
shippetb. 

28  Having  heard  these  things 
they  were  full  of  anger,  and  cried 
out  saying  :  Great  is  Diana  of  the 
Ephesians. 

29  And  the  Whole  city  was  filled 
with  confusion,  and  having  caught 
Gaius,  and  Aristarchus,  men  of  Ma¬ 
cedonia,  Paul’s  companions,  they 
rUshed  with  one  accord  into  the 
theatre. 

30  And  when  Paul  would  have  eiu 
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tered  in  unto  the  people  the  disci¬ 
ples  suffered  him  not. 

31  And  some  also  of  the  rulers  of 
Asia,  who  were  his  friends,  sent 
unto  him,  desiring  that  he  would 
not  venture  himself  into  the  theatre: 

32  Now  some  cried  one  thing, 
gome  another.  For  the  assembly 
was  confused,  and  the  greater  part 
Knew  not  for  what  cause  they  were 
come  together 

33  And  they  drew  forth  Alexan¬ 
der  out  of  the  multitude,  the  Jews 
thrusting  him  forward.  And  Alex¬ 
ander  beckoning  with  his  hand  for 
silence  would  have  given  the  people 
satisfaction. 

34  But  as  soon  as  they  perceived 
him  to  be  a  Jew,  all  with  one  voice, 
for  the  space  of  about  two  hours, 
cried  out :  Great  is  Diana  of  the 
Ephesians. 

35  And  when  the  town-clerk  had  ap¬ 
peased  the  multitude,he  said:  Ye  men 
of  Ephesus,  what  man  is  there  that 
knoweth  not  that  the  city  of  the  E- 
phesians  is  a  worshipper  of  the  great 
Diana,  and  of  Jupiter's  offspring. 

36  For  as  much  therefore  as  these 
things  cannot  be  gainsaid, you  ought 
to  be  quiet  and  to  do  nothing  rashly. 

37  For  you  have  brought  hither 
these  men,  who  are  neither  guilty 
of  sacrilege  nor  of  blasphemy  a- 
gainst  your  goddess. 

38  But  if  Demetrius  and  the  crafts¬ 
men  that  are  with  him,  have  a  matter 
against  any  man,  the  courts  of  jus¬ 
tice  are  open,  and  there  are  procon¬ 
suls  ;  let  them  accuse  one  another. 

39  And  if  you  enquire  after  any 
other  matter,  it  may  be  decided  in 
a  lawful  assembly. 

40  For  we  are  even  in  danger  to 
he  called  in  question  for  this  day’s 
uproar  :  there  being  no  man  guilty 
(of  whom  we  may  give  account)  of 
this  concourse.  And  when  he  nad 
said  these  things,  he  dismissed  the 
assembly. 

CHAP.  XX. 

Paul  panes  through  Macedonia. 
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ND  after  the  tumult  was  ceased, 
Paul  calling  to  him  the  disci¬ 
ples,  and  exhorting  them,  took  his 
leave,  and  set  forward  to  go  into 
Macedonia. 

2  And  when  he  had  gone  over 
thoseparts,  arid  had  exhorted  them 
with  many  words,  he  came  into 

Greece  : 

3  Where  when  he  had  spent 
three  months,  the  Jews  laid  wait 
for  him,  as  he  was  about  to  sail 
into  Syria  :  so  he  took  a  resolution 
to  return  through  Macedonia. 

4  And  there  accompanied  him 
Sopater  the  son  of  Pyrrhus,  of  Be¬ 
rea  :  and  of  the  Thessalonians,  A- 
ristarchus,  and  Secundus :  and  Gai- 
us  of  Derbe,  and  Timothy :  and  of 
Asia,  Tychicus  and  Trophimus, 

5  These  going  before,  stayed  for 
us  at  Troas. 

6  But  we  sailed  from  Philippi 
after  the  days  of  the  azymes,  and 
came  to  them  to  Troas  in  five  days, 
where  we  abode  seven  days. 

7  And  on  the  first  day  of  the 
week,  when  we  were  assembled  to 
break  bread,  Paul  discoursed  with 
them,  being  to  depart  on  the  mor¬ 
row  ;  and  ne  continued  his  speech 
until  midnight. 

8  And  there  were  a  great  num¬ 
ber  of  lamps  in  the  upper  chamber 
where  we  were  assembled. 

9  And  a  certain  young  man  named 
Eutychus,  sitting  on  the. window, 
being  oppressed  with  a  deep  sleep, 
(as  Paul  was  long  preaching)  by  oo 
casion  of  his  sleep,  fell  from  the  third 
loft  down,  and  was  taken  up  dead. 

10  To  whom  when  Paul  had  gone 
down,  he  laid  himself upon  him ;  and 
embracing  him  said :  be  not  trou* 
bled,  for  his  soul  is  in  him. 

1 1  Then  going  up  and  breaking 
bread  and  tasting,  and  having  talk* 
ed  a  long  time  to  them  until  day* 
light,  so  ne  departed. 

12  And  they  brought  the  youth  a* 
live,  and  were  not  a  little  comforted* 
13  But  we  going  aboard  the 
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tailed  to  Assos,  being  there  to  take 
in  Paul ;  for  so  he  had  appointed, 
himself  purposing  to  travel  by  land. 

14  And  when  he  had  met  with  us 
at  Assos,  we  took  him  in  and  came 
to  Mitylene. 

15  And  sailing  thence,  the  day  fol¬ 
lowing  we  came  over-against  Chios; 
and  the  next  day  we  arrived  at  Sa¬ 
mos  :  and  the  day  following  we 
came  to  Miletus. 

16  For  Paul  had  determined  to  sail 
by  Ephesus,  lest  he  should  be  stayed 
any  time  in  Asia.  For  he  hasted, 
if  it  were  possible  for  him,  to  keep 
the  day  of  Pentecost  at  Jerusalem. 

17  And  sending  from  Miletus  to  E- 
phesus,  he  called  the  antients  of  the 
.church. 

18  And  when  they  were  come  to 
him,  and  were  together,  he  said  to 
them:  You  know  from  the  first  day 
that  I  came  into  Asia,  in  what  man¬ 
ner  I  have  been  with  you  for  all  the  time 

19  Serving  the  Lord  with  all  hu¬ 
mility,  and  with  tears,  and  tempta¬ 
tions,  which  befel  me  by  the  con¬ 
spiracies  of  the  Jews. 

20  How  I  have  kept  back  nothing 
that  was  profitable  to  you,  but  have 
preached  it  to  you,  and  taught  you 
publicly,  and  from  house  to  house. 

21  Testifying  both  to  Jews  and 

gentiles  penance  towards  God,  and 
lith  in  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

22  And  now  behold,  being  bound 
in  the  Spirit,  I  go  to  Jerusalem : 
not  knowing  the  things  which  shall 
befal  me  there. 

23  Save  that  the  Holy  Ghost 
In  every  city  witnesseth  to  me  say¬ 
ing  :  that  bands  and  afflictions  wait 
for  me  at  Jerusalem. 

24  But  I  fear  none  of  these  things, 
neither  do  I  count  my  life  more  pre¬ 
cious  than  myself,  so  that  I  may 
consummate  my  course  and  the  mi¬ 
nistry  of  the  word  which  1  received 
from  the  Lord  Jesus  to  testify  the 
gospel  of  the  grace  of  God. 

25  And  now  behold  I  know  that 
•11  you  among  whom  I  have  gone 


preaching  the  kingdom  of  God,  shall 
see  my  face  no  more. 

26  Wherefore  I  take  you  to  wit¬ 
ness  this  day  that  I  am  clear  from 
the  blood  of  all  men. 

27  For  I  have  not  spared  to  declare 
unto  you  all  the  counsel  of  God. 

28  Take  heed  to  yourselves  and 
to  the  whole  flock  wherein  the  Holy 
Ghost  hath  placed  you  bishops,  to 
rule  the  church  of  God,  which  he 
hath  purchased  with  his  own  blood. 

29  I  know  that  after  my  depar¬ 
ture  ravening  wolves  will  enter  in 
among  you,  not  sparing  the  flock. 

30  Aud  of  your  own  selves  shall 
arise  men  speaking  perverse  things, 
to  draw  away  disciples  after  them. 

31  Therefore  watch,  keeping  in 
memory,  that  for.  three  years  I  cea¬ 
sed  not  with  tears  to  admonish 
every  one  of  you,  night  and  day. 

32  And  now  I  commend  you  to  God 
and  to  the  word  of  his  grace,  who  is 
able  to  build  up,  and  to  give  an  in¬ 
heritance  among  all  the  sanctified. 

33  I  have  not  coveted  any  mans 
silver,  gold  or  apparel,  as 

34  You  yourselves  know  :  for 
such  things  as  were  needful  for  me 
and  them  that  are  with  me,  these 
hands  have  furnished. 

35  I  have  shewed  you  all  things, 
how  that  so  labouring,  you  ought 
to  support  the  weak,  and  to  remem¬ 
ber  the  word  of  the  Lord  J  esus,  how 
he  said  :  It  is  a  more  blessed  thing 
to  give,  rather  than  to  receive. 

36  And  when  he  had  said  these 
things,  kneeling  down  he  prayed 
with  them  all. 

37  And  there  was  much’wecping 
among  them  all ;  and  falling  on  the 
neck  of  Paul,  they  kissed  him, 

S8  Being  grieved  most  of  all  for  the 
word  which  he  had  said,  that  they 
should  see  his  face  no  more.  And  they 
brought  him  on  his  way  to  the  ship. 
CHAP.  XXI.

has  been  offered  to  idols,  and  from 
blood,  and  from  things  strangled, 
and  from  fornication. 

26  Then  Paul  took  the  men,  and 
the  next  day  being  purified  with 
them  entered  into  the  temple,  giv¬ 
ing  notice  of  the  accomplishment  of 
the  days  of  purification,  until  an 
oblation  should  be  offered  for  every 
one  of  them. 

27  But  when  the  seven  days  were 
drawing  to  an  end  those  Jews  that 
were  of  Asia,  when  they  saw  him 
in  the  temple,  stirred  up  all  the 
people,  and  jaid  hands  upon  him, 
crying  out : 

26  Men  of  Israel,  help  :  this  is  the 
man  that  teacheth  all  men  every 
where  against  thepeople,and  the  law 
and  this  place  :  and  moreover  hath 
brought  in  gentiles  into. the  temple, 
and  nath  violated  this  holy  place. 

29  (For  they  had  seen  Trophi¬ 
mus  the  Ephesian  in  th<j  city  with 
him,  whom  they  supposed  that  Paul 
had  brought  into  the  temple.) 

30  And  the  whole  city  was  in  an 
uproar :  and  the  people  ran  to- 

ether.  And  taking  Paul,  they 
rew  him  out  of  the  temple,  and 
immediately  the  doors  were  shut. 

31  And  as  they  went  about  to 
kill  him,  it  was  told  the  tribune  of 
the  band.  That  all  Jerusalem  was 
in  confusion. 

32  Who  forthwith  taking  with 
him  soldiers  and  centurions,  ran 
down  to  them.  And  when  they 
saw  the  tribune  and  the  soldiers, 
they  left  ofF  beating  Paul, 

33  Then  the  tribune  coming  near 
took  him,  and  commanded  him  to 
be  bound  with  two  chains  :  and  de¬ 
manded  who  he  was,  and  what  he 
had  done. 

34  And  some  cried  one  thing, 
some  another,  among  the  multitude. 
And  when  he  could  not  know  the 
certainty  for  the  tumult,  he  com¬ 
manded  him  to  be  carried  into  the 
castle. 
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35  And  when  he  was  come  to  the 
stairs,  it  fell  out  that  he  was  car* 
ried  by  the  soldiers,  because  of  the 
violence  of  the  people.  - 

36  For  the  multitude  of  the 
people  followed  after  crying:  Away 
with  him. 

37  And  as  Paul  was  about  to  be 
brought  into  the  castle,  he  saith  to 
the  tribune :  May  I  speak  some¬ 
thing  to  thee?  Who  said:  Canst 
thou  speak  Greek  ? 

38  Art  not  thou  that  Egyptian 
who  before  these  days  didst  raise  a 
tumult,  and  didst  lead  forth  into  the 
desart  four  thousand  men  that  were 
murderers  ? 

39  But  Paul  said  to  him  :  I  am 
a  Jew  of  Tarsus  in  Cilicia,  a  citizen 
of  no  mean  city.  And  I  beseech 
thee  suffer  me  to  speak  to  the  people, 

40  And  when  he  had  given  him 
leave,  Paul  standing  on  the  stairs, 
beckoned  with  his  hand  to  the 
people.  And  a  great  silence  being 
made,  he  spoke  unto  them  in  the 
Hebrew  tongue,  saying: 

CHAP.  XXII. 

Paul’s  history  of  his  conversion. 
EN,  brethren,  and  fathers,  hear 
ye  the  account  which  I  now 
give  unto  you. 

2  (And  when  they  heard  that  he 
spoke  t©  them  in  the  Hebrew  tongue, 
they  kept  the  more  silence. 

3  And  he  saith  :  I  am  a  Jew,  born 
at  Tarsus  in  Cilicia,  but  brought 
up  in  this  city  at  the  feet  of  Gama¬ 
liel,  taught  according  to  the  truth  of 
the  law  of  the  fathers,  zealous  for 
the  law,  as  alsoall  you  are  this  day : 

4  Who  persecuted  this  way  unto 
death,  binding  and  delivering  into 
prisons  both  men  and  women. 

5  As  the  high-priest  doth  bear 
me  witness,  and  all  the  ancients: 
from  whom  also  receiving  letters  to 
the  brethren,  I  went  to  Damascus, 
that  I  might  bring  them  bound  from 
thence  to  Jerusalem  to  be  punished. 

6  And  it  came  to  pass,  as  I  was 
going,  and  drawing  nigh  to  Damas- 
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cus  at  mid-day,  that  suddenly  from  every  synagogue  them  that  be-

9  And  they  that  were  with  me.  j 
saw  indeed  the  light,  but  they  heard 
not  the  voice  of  him  that  spoke 
with  me. 

10  And  I  said  :  What  shall  1  do, 
Lord  ?  And  the  Lord  said  to  me  : 
Arise  and  go  to  Damascus ;  and 
there  it  shall  be  told  thee  of  all 
things  that  thou  must  do. 

11  And  whereas  I  did  not  see  for 
the  brightness  of  that  light,  being 
led  by  the  hand  by  my  companions, 

I  came  to  Damascus. 

12  And  one  Ananias,  a  man  ac- 
cordingtothelaw,  having  testimony 
of  all  the  Jews  who  dwelt  there, 

13  Coming  to  me,  and  standing 
by  me,  said  to  me  :  Brother  Saul, 
lookup.  And  l  the  same  hour  look¬ 
ed  upon  him. 

14  But  he  said  :  The  God  of  our 
fathers  hath  pre-ordained  thee  that 
thou  shouldst  know  his  will,  and  see 
the  Just  One,  and  shouldst  bear 
the  voice  from  his  mouth. 

15  For  thou  sh alt  be  his  witness 
to  all  men,  of  those  things  which 
thou  hast  seen  and  heard. 

16  And  now  why  tarriest  thou  ? 
Rise  up,  and  be  baptized,  and  wash 
away  thy  sins,  invoking  his  name. 

17  And  it  came  to  pass  when  I 
was  come  again  to  Jerusalem,  and 
was  praying  in  the  temple,  that  I 
was  in  a  trance, 

18  And  saw  him  saying  unto  me  : 
Make  haste  and  get  thee  quickly 
out  of  Jerusalem  :  because  they 
will  not  receive  tiiy  testimony  con¬ 
cerning  me. 

19  And  I  said;  Lord,  they  know 
that  1  cast  into  prison  and  beat  in 


22  And  they  heard  him  until  thil 
word,  and  then  lifted  up  their  voice, 
saying:  Away  with  such  an  one 
from  the  earth  :  for  it  is  not  fit  that 
he  should  live. 

23  And  as  they  cried  out  and 
threw  off  their  garments,  and  cast 
dust  into  the  air, 

24  The  tribune  commanded  him 
to  be  brought  into  the  castle,  and 
that  he  should  be  scourged  and  tor¬ 
tured  ;  to  know  for  what  cause  they 
did  so  cry  out  against  him. 

25  And  when  they  had  bound 
him  with  thongs,  Paul  saith  to  the 
centurion  that  stood  by  him  :  Is  it 
lawful  for  you  to  scourge  a  man 
that  is  a  Roman,  and  uncon- 
demned  ? 

26  Which  the  centurion  hearing, 
went  to  the  tribune,  and  told  him, 
saying:  What  art  thou  about  to  do  ? 
For  this  man  is  a  Roman  citizen. 

27  And  the  tribune  coming,  said 
to  him  :  Tell  me,  art  thou  a  Ro¬ 
man  ?  But  he  said  :  Yea. 

28  And  the  tribune  answered  :  I 
obtained  the  being  free  of  this  city 
with  n  great  sum.  And  Paul  said  : 
But  I  was  born  so. 

29  Immediately  therefore  they 
departed  from  him  that  were  about 
to  torture  him.  The  tribune  also 
was  afraid  after  he  understood  that 
he  was  a  Roman  citizen,  and  be¬ 
cause  he  had  bound  him 

30  But  on  the  next  day  meaning 
to  know  more  diligently,  for  what 
cause  he  was  accused  by  the  Jews, 
he  loosed  him,  and  commanded  the 
priests  to  come  together  and  all  the 
council  :  and  bringing  forth  Paul, 
he  set  him  before  them. 
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CHAP.  XXIII. 

Paul  stands  before  the  council. 

Nl)  Paul  looking  upon  the  coun¬ 
cil,  said :  Men  brethren,  I  have 
conversed  with  all  good  conscience 
before  God,  until  this  present  day. 

2  And  the  high-pnest  Ananias 
commanded  them  that  stood  by  him 
to  strike  him  on  the  mouth. 

3  Then  Paul  said  to  him :  God 
shall  strike  thee,  thou  whited  wall. 
For  sittest  thou  tojudge  me  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  law,  and  contrary  to  the 
law  commandest  me  to  be  struck  ? 

4  And  they  that  6tood  by  said : 
Dost  thou  revile  the  high-priest  of 
God? 

5  And  Paul  said :  I  knew  not, 
brethren,  that  he  is  the  high-priest. 
For  it  is  written :  Tbou  sbalt  not  speak 
evil  of  the  prince  of  thy  people. 

6  And  Paul  knowing  that  the  one 
part  were  Sadducees,  and  the  other 
Pharisees,  cried  out  in  the  council: 
Men  brethren,  I  am  a  Pharisee,  the 
son  of  Pharisees:  concerning  the 
hope  and  resurrection  of  the  dead  I 
am  called  in  question. 

7  And  when  he  had  so  said,  there 
arose  a  dissension  between  the  Pha¬ 
risees  and  the  Sadducees ;  and  the 
multitude  was  divided. 

8  For  the  Saducees  say  that  there 
is  no  resurrection,  neither  angel,  nor 
spirit ;  but  thePharisees  confess  both 

9  And  there  arose  a  great  cry. 
And  some  of  the  Pharisees  rising 
up,  strove  saying:  We  find  no  evil 
in  this  man.  What  if  a  spirit  hath 
epoken  to  him,  or  ati  angel  ? 

10  And  when  there  arose  a  great 
dissension,  the  tribune  fearing  lest 
Paul  should  be  pulled  in  pieces  by 
them,  commanded  the  soldiers  to 
go  down  and  to  take  him  by  force 
trom  among  them,  and  to  bring 
him  into  the  castle. 

11  And  the  night  following  the. 
Xord  standing  by  him,  said:  Be 
constant ,  for  as  thou  hast  testified 
of  me  in  Jerusalem,  so  must  thou 
bear  witness  also  at  Rome. 


12  And  when  day  was  come, 
some  of  the  Jews  gathered  together, 
and  bound  themselvesundera  curse, 
saying;  that  they  would  neither  eat, 
nor  drink,  till  they  killed  Paul. 

13  And  they  were  more  than  forty 
men.that  had  made  this  conspiracy. 

14lWho  came  to  the  chief  priests 
and  the  antients,  and  said :  We  have 
bound  ourselves  under  a  great 
curse,  that  we  will  eat  nothing  till 
we  have  slain  Paul. 

15  Now  therefore  do  you  with  the 
council  signify  to  the  tribune,  that 
he  bring  him  forth  to  you,  as  if  you 
meant  to  know  something  more  cer¬ 
tain  touching  him.  And  we,  before 
he  come  near,  are  ready  to  kill  him. 

16  Which  when  Paul’s  sister’s 
son  had  heard,  of  their  lying  in 
wait,  he  came,  and  entered  into  the 
castle  and  tpld  Paul. 

17  And  Paul  calling  to  him  one 
of  the  centurions,  said :  Bring  this 

oung  man  to  the  tribune,  for  ho 
ath  something  to  tell  him. 

18  And  he  taking  him,  brought 
him  to  the  tribune,  and  said ;  Paul 
the  prisoner,  desired  me  to  bring 
this  young  man  unto  thee,  who 
hath  something  to  say  to  thee. 

19  And  the  tribune  taking  him 
by  the  hand,  went  aside  with  him 
privately  and  asked  him :  What  is 
it  that  thou  hast  to  tell  me? 

90  And  he  said :  The  Jews  have 
agreed  to  desire  thee,  that  thou 
wouldst  bring  forth  Paul  to-morrow 
into  the  council,  as  if  they  meant  to 
enquire  something  more  certain 
touching  him, 

21  But  do  not  thou  give  credit  to 
them ;  for  there  lie  in  wait  for  him 
more  than  forty  men  of  them,  who 
have  bound  themselves  by  oath  nei¬ 
ther  to  eat  nor  to  drink  til)  they  have 
killed  him :  and  they  are  now  ready 
looking  for  a  promise  from  thee. 

22The  tribune  therefore  dismissed 
the  young  man,  charging  him  ih-at 
he  should  tell  no  man  that  he  had 
made  known  tb**e  things  unto  him.

16  And  herein  do  1  endeavour  to 
have  al  ways  a  conscience  without  of¬ 
fence  towards  God  and  to  wards  men. 

17  Now  after  many  years  I  came 
to  bring  alms  to  my  nation  and  of¬ 
ferings  and  vow9. 

18  In  which  I  was  found  puri¬ 
fied  in  the  temple:  neither  with 
multitude,  nor  with  tumult: 

19  By  certain  Jews  of  Asia,  who 
ought  to  have  been  here  before  thee 
ana  to  accuse,  if  they  had  any  thing 
against  me : 

SO  Or  let  these  men  themselves 
say,  if  they  found  in  me  any  iniquity, 
when  standing  before  their  council, 

21  Except  it  be  for  this  one  voice 
only  that  I  cried  standing  among 
them,  concerning  the  resurrection  of 
the  dead  am  I  judged  this  day  by  you. 

22  And  Felix  put  them  off,  hav¬ 
ing  most  certain  knowledge  of  this 
way,  saying:  When  Lysias  the  tri¬ 
bune  shall  come  down  I  will  hear  you. 

23  And  he  commanded  a  centu¬ 
rion  to  keep  him,  and  that  he  should 
be  easy,  and  that  he  should  not  pro¬ 
hibit  any  of  hia  friends  to  minister 
unto  him. 

24  And  after  some  days,  Felix 
coming  with  Drusilla  his  wife,  who 
was  a  Jev,  sent  for  Paul,  and 
heard  of  him  the  faith,  that  is  in 
Christ  Jesus. 

25  And  as  he  treated  of  justice, 
and  chastity  and  of  the  judgment 
to  come,  Felix  being  terrified,  an¬ 
swered  :  For  this  time  go  thy  way: 
but  when  I  have  a  convenient  time 
[  will  send  for  thee. 

26  Hoping  also  withal,  that  money 
should  be  given  him  by  Paul;  for 


which  cause  also  oftentimes  sending 
for  him,  he  spoke  with  him. 

27  But  when  two  years  were 
ended,  Felix  had  for  successor  Por- 
tius  Festus.  And  Felix  being  wil¬ 
ling  to  shew  the  Jews  a  pleasure, 
left  Paul  bound. 

CHAP.  XXV. 

Paul  appeals  lo  Cesar. 

W  when  Festus  was  come  in¬ 
to  the  province,  after  three 
days  he  went  up  to  Jerusalem  frotn 
Cesarea. 

2  And  the  chief  priests,  and  prin¬ 
cipal  men  of  the  Jews  went  unto 
him  against  Paul:  and  they  be¬ 
sought  him, 

3  Requesting  favour  against  him, 
that  he  would  command  him  to  be 
brought  to  Jerusalem,  laying  wait 
to  kill  him  in  the  way. 

4  But  Festus  answered,  that  Paul 
was  kept  in  Cesarea  ;  and  that  he 
himself  would  very  shortly  depart 
thither. 

$  Let  them  therefore,  saith  he, 
among  you  that  are  able,  go  down 
with  me  and  accuse  him,  if  there 
be  any  crime  in  the  man. 

6  And  having  tarried  among  them 
no  more  than  eight  or  ten  days,  he 
went  down  to  Cesarea,  and  the  next 
day  he  8at  in  the  judgment  seat  and 
commanded  Paul  to  be  brought. 

7  Who  being  brought,  the  Jews 
stood  about  him,  who  were  come 
down  from  Jerusalem,  objecting 
many  and  grievous  causes  which 
they  could  not  prove  t 

8  Paul  making  answer  for  him¬ 
self,  Neither  against  the  Jaw  of  the 
Jews,  nor  against  the  temple,  nor 
against  Cesar  have  I  offended  in 
any  thing. 

9  But  Festus  willing  to  shew  the 
Jews  a  pleasure,  answering  Paul, 
said  :  Wilt  thou  go  up  to  Jerusa¬ 
lem,  and  there  be  judged  of  these 
things  before  me  ? 

10  Then  Paul  said:  I  stand  at 
Cesar’s  judgment-seat  where  I  ought 
to  be  judged:  To  the  Jews  I. have 
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done  rv  injury,  as  thcu  very  well  i  To-morrow,  said  he,  thou  shalt 

kn^  west.  I  hear  him. 


1 1  Fcr  if  I  hare  iirjured  them,  or 
hare  committed  any  thing  worthy 
of  death,  I  refuse  not  to  die.  But  if 
there  be  none  of  these  things,  where¬ 
of  they  accuse  me,  no  man  may  de¬ 
liver  me  to  them :  I  appeal  to  Cesar. 

12  Then  Festus  having  conferred 
with  the  council,  answered  :  Hast 
thou  appealed  to  Cesar  ?  To  Cesar 
shalt  thou  go. 

13  And  after  6ome  days  king 
Agrippa  and  Bernice  came  down  to 
Cesarea  to  salute  Festus. 

14  And  a9  they  tarried  there 
many  days,  Festus  told  the  king  of 
Paul,  saying :  A  certain  man  was 
left  prisoner  by  Felix. 

16  About  whom  when  I  was  at 
Jerusalem,  the  chief  priests  and  the 
antients  of  the  Jews  came  unto  me, 
desiring  condemnation  against  him. 

16  To  whom  I  answered:  It  is 
not  the  custom  of  the  Romans  to 
condemn  any  man  before  that  he 
who  is  accused  have  his  accusers 
present,  and  have  liberty  to  make 
nis  answer,  to  clear  himself  of  the 
things  laid  to  his  charge. 

17  When  therefore  they  were 
come  hither,  without  any  delay,  on 
the  day  following,  sitting  in  the 
judgment-seat,  I  coulmanded  the 
man  to  be  brought. 

18  Against  whom,  when  the  accu¬ 
sers  stood  up,  they  brought  no  accu¬ 
sation  of  things  which  I  thought  ill  of ; 

19  But  had  certain  questions  of 
their  own  superstition  against  him, 
and  of  one  J  esus  deceased,  whom 
Paul  affirmed  to  be  alive. 

20  I  therefore  being  in  a  doubi  of 
this  manner  of  question,  asked  him 
whether  he  Would  go  to  Jerusalem, 
and  there  be  judged  of  these  things. 

21  But  Paul  appealing  to  be  re¬ 
served  unto  the  hearing  of  Augustus-, 
1  commanded  him  to  be  kept,  till  I 
might  send  him  to  Cesar. 

22  And  Agrippa  said  to  Festus: 
f  would  also  hear  the  man  myself. 


23  And  on  the  next  day  when 
Agrippa  and  Bernice  were  come 
with  great  pomp,  and  had  entered 
into  the  hall  of  audience  with'  the 
tribunes  and  principal  men  of  tbe 
city  at  Festus’s  commandment  Paul 
was  brought  forth. 

24  And  Festus  said:  King  A- 
grippa,  and  all  ye  men  who  are  here 
present  with  us,  you  see  this  man, 
about  whom  all  the  multitude  of  the 
Jews  dealt  with  me  at  Jerusalem, 
requesting  and  crying  out  that  he 
ought  not  to  live  any  longer. 

25  Yet  have  I  found  nothing  that 
he  hath  committed  worthy  pf  death. 
But  for  as  much  as  he  himself  hath 
appealed  to  Augustus,  7.  have  de¬ 
termined  to  send  him. 

26  Of  whom  I  have  nothing  cer* 
tain  to  write  to  my  lord.  For  which 
cause  I  have  brought  him  forth  be¬ 
fore  you,  and  especially  before  thee 
O  king  Agrippa,  that  examination 
being  made,Imay  havewhat  to  write. 

27  For  it  seemeth  to  me  unrea¬ 
sonable,  to  send  a  prisoner, and  not  to 
signify  the  things  laid  to  his  charge. 

CHAP.  XXVi. 

Paul  gives  an  account  of  Ms  life , 
HEN  Agrippa  said  to  Paul : 
Thou  art  permitted  to  speak 
for  thyself.  Then  Paul  stretching 
forth  his  hand,  began  to  make  his 
answer. 

2  I  think  myself  happy,  O  king 
Agrippa,  that  I  am  to  answer  for 
myself  this  day  before  thee,  touch¬ 
ing  all  the  things  whereof  I  am  ac¬ 
cused  by  the  Jews, 

3  Especially  as  thou  knowest  all* 
both  customs  and  questions  that  are 
among  the  Jews :  wherefore  1  he* 
seech  thee  to  hear  me  patiently. 

4  And  my  life  indeed  from  my 
youth,  which  was  from  the  begin¬ 
ning  among  my  own  nation  in  Je¬ 
rusalem,  all  the  Jews  do  know  : 

5  Having  known  me  from  the  be* 
ginning  (if  they  will- give  testimony) 
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that  according  to  the  nosi  sure  sect 
of  our  religion  1  livci  a  Pharisee. 

6  And  now  for  the  Lope  of  the  pro¬ 
mise  that  wa9  madebv  God  to  the  fa- 
thers,do  I  stand  subject  to  judgment: 

7  Unto  which,  out  twelve  tribes, 
serving  night  and  day,  hope  to  come. 
For  which  hope,  0  king,  I  am  ac¬ 
cused  by  the  Jews. 

.8  Why  should  it  be  thought  a 
thing  incredible,  that  God  should 
raise  the  dead  ? 

9  And  I  indeed  did  formerly  think 
that  I  ought  to  do  many  things  con¬ 
trary  to  the  name  of  Jesus  of  Na¬ 
zareth. 

10  Which  also  I  did  at  Jerusalem, 
and  many  of  the  saints  did  I  shut 
up  in  prisons,  having  received  au¬ 
thority  of  the  chief  priests;  and 
when  they  v/ere  put  to  death,  I 
brought  the  sentence. 

1 1  And  oftentimes  punishing  them, 
in  every  synagogue  I  compelled 
them  to  blaspheme :  and  being  yet 
more  mad  against  them  I  persecut¬ 
ed  them  even  unto  foreign  cities. 

12  Whereupon  when  1  was  going 
to  Damascus  with  authority  and 
permission  of  the  chief  priests, 

13  At  mid-day,  O  king,  I  saw  in 
the  way  a  light  from  heaven  above 
the  brightness  of  the  sun,  shining 
round  about  me  and  them  thaLwere 
in  company  with  me. 

14  And  when.we  were  all  fallen 
down  on  the  ground,  I  heard  a 
voice  speaking  to  me  in  the  Hebrew 
tongue :  Saul,  Saul,  why  persecut¬ 
es!  thou  me  ?  Jt  is  hard  for  thee  to 
kick  against  the  goad. 

15  And  I  said:  Who  art  thou, 
Lord  ?  And  the  Lord  answered :  1 
am  Jesus  whom  thou  persecutest. 

16  But  rise  lip  and  stand  upon 
thy  feet :  for  to  this  end  have  I  ap¬ 
peared  to  thee  that  I  may  make  thee 
a  minister  and  a  witness  of  those 
things  which  thou  hast  seen,  and  of 
those  things  wherein  I  will  appear 
to  thee, 

17  Delivering  thee  from  the 
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people,  and  from  the  nations  unto 
which  now  I  send  thee, 

18  To  open  their  eyes,  that  they 
may  be  converted  from  darkness  to 
light,  and  from  the  power  of  sutan 
to  God,  that  they  may  receive  for¬ 
giveness  of  sins,  and  a  lot  among 
the  saints  by  the  faith  that  is  in  me. 

19  Whereupon,  O  king  Agrippa 
I  was  not  incredulous  to  the  heaven¬ 
ly  vision : 

20  But  to  them  first  that  are  at 
Damascus  and  at  Jerusalem, and  un¬ 
to  all  the  country  of  Judea,  and  to 
the  gentiles  did  I  preach,  that  they 
should  do  penance, and  turn  to  God, 
doing  works  worthy  of  penance. 

2t  For  this  cause  the  Jews,  when 
I  was  in  the  temple,  having  appre¬ 
hended  me,  went  about  to  kill  me, 

22  But  being  aided  by  the  help  of 
God,  I  stand  unto  this  day,  witness¬ 
ing  both  to  small  and  great,  saying 
no  other  thing  than  those  which  the 
prophets  and  Moses  did  say  should 
come  to  pass: 

23  That  Christ  should  suffer, 
and  that  he  should  be  the  first  that 
should  rise  from  the  dead,  and  should 
shew  light  to  the  people  and  to  the 
gentiles. 

24  As  he  spoke  these  things  and 
made  his  answer,  Festus,  said  with 
a  loud  voice  :  Paul,  thou  art  beside 
thyself:  much  learning  doth  make 
thee  mad. 

25  And  Paul  said:  I  am  -not 
mad,  most  excellent  Festus,  but  I 
speak  words  of  truth  and  soberness. 

26  For  the  king  knowel  h  of  these 
things,  to  whom  also  I  speak  with 
confidence.  For  I  am  persuaded 
that  none  of  these  things  are  nidden 
from  him.  For  neither  was  any  of 
these  things  done  in  a  corner. 

27  Believest  thou  the  prophets, 
0  king  Agrippa  ?  I  know  that  thou 
believest. 

28  And  Agrippa  said  to  Paul :  in 
a  little  thou  persuadest  me  to  be¬ 
come  a  Christian. 

29  And  Paul  said :  I  would  to  God» 
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that'Dotb  In  a  little  and  in  much, 
not  only  thou,  but  also  all  that  hear 
me  this  day,  should  become  such  as 
I  also  am,  except  these  bands. 

30  And  the  king  rose  up,  and  the 
governor,  and  Bernice,  and  they 
that  sat  with  them. 

SI  And. when  they  were  gone 
aside,  they  spoke  among  themselves, 
6aying,  This  man  hath  done  nothing 
worthy  of  death  or  of  bands. 

32  And  Agrippa  said  to  Festus: 
This  man  might  have  been  set  at  li¬ 
berty, if  he  had  not  appealed  to  Cesar. 
CHAP.  XXVII. 

Paul  is  shipped,  for  Rome. 

ND  when  it  was  determined 
that  he  should  sail  into  Italy, 
and  that  Paul  with'  the  other  pri- 
soiters  should  be  delivered  to  a  cen- 
turicn,  named  Julius,  of  the  band 
Augusta.

6  And  there  the  centurion  finding 
i  ship  of  Alexandria  sailing  into 
Italy,  removed  us  into  it. 

7  And  when  for  many  days  we 
had  sailed  slowly,  and  were  scarce 
come  over  against  Guidus,  the  wind 
not  suffering  us,  we  sailed  near 
Crete  by  Salmone: 

8  And  with  much  a-do  sailing 
by  it,  we  came  into  a  certain  place 
which  is  called  Good-havens,  nigh 
to  which  was  the  city  of  Thalassa. 

0  And  when  much  time  was 
Bpent,  and  when  sailing  now  was 
dangerous  because  the  fast  was  now 


past,  Paul  comforted  them, 

10  Saying  to  them;  Yemen,  I 
see  that  the  voyage  beginneth  to  he 
with  injury  and  much  damage,  not 
only  of  the  lading  and  ship,  but  also 
of  our  lives. 

11  But  the  centurion  believed 
the  pilot  and  the  master  of  the  ship, 
more  than  those  things  which  were 
said  by  Paul. 

12  And  whereas  it  was  not  a 
commodious  haven  to  winter  in,  the 
greatest  part  gave  counsel  to  sail 
thence,  if  by  any  means  they  mi^ht 
reach  P’neniee  to  winter  there,  which 
is  a  haven  of  Crete  looking  towards 
the  south-west  and  north-west.

CHAP.  I.

mans. 

AUL  a  servant  of  JesusChmst, 
called  to  be  an  apostle,  sepa¬ 
rated  unto  the  gospel  of  God, 

2  Which  he  had  promised  before 
byhis  prophets  in  the  holyscriptures. 

3  Concerning  his  Son  who  was 
made  to  him  of  the  seed  of  David 
according  to  the  flesh, 

4  Who  was  predestinated  the  Son 
of  God  in  power  according  to  the 
spirit  of  sanctification,  by  the  re¬ 
surrection  of  our  LordJEsusCHRiST 
from  the  dead, 

5  By  whom  we  have  received 
grace  and  apostleship  for  obedience 
to  the  faith  in  all  nations  forhis  name. 

6  Among  whom  arc  you  also  the 
called  of  Jesus  Christ  : 

7  To  all  that  are  at  Rome  the 
beloved  of  God,  called  to  he  saints. 
Grace  to  you  and  peace  from  God 
our  Father,  and  from  the  Lord  Je¬ 
hus  Christ. 

8  First  I  give  thanks  to  my  God 
through  Jesus  Christ  for  you  all, 
because  your  faith  is  spoken  of  in 
the  whole  world. 

9  For  God  is  my  witness,  whom 
I  serve  in  my  spirit  in  the  gospel  of 
his  Son,  that  without  ceasing  I 
make  a  commemoration  of  you. 

10  Always  in  my  prayers,  making 
request,  if  by  any  means  now  at

that  this  salvation  of  God  is  sent  to 
the  gentiles,  and  they  will  hear  it. 

29  And  when  he  had  said  these 
things,  the  Jews  went  out  from 
him,  having  much  reasoning  among 
themselves.

31  Preaching  the  kingdom  ofGod, 
and  teaching  the  things  which  con¬ 
cern  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  with 
all  confidence,  without  prohibition.

journey  by  the  will  of  God,  to 
come  unto  you. 

11  For  I  Jong  to  see  you,  that  I 
may  impart  untoyou  some  spiritual 
grace,  to  strengthen  you  : 

12  That  is  to  say,  that  I  may  be 
comforted  together  in  you  by  that 
which  is  common  to  us  both,  your 
faith  and  mine. 

13  And  I  would  not  have  you 
ignorant,  brethren,  that  I  have  often 

urposed  to  come  unto  you  (and 
ave  been  hindered  hitherto)  that  I 
might  have  some  fruit  among  you 
also,  even  as  among  other  gentiles. 

14  To  the  Greeks  and  to  the  Bar¬ 
barians,  to  the  wise  and  to  the  un« 
wise,  I  am  a  debtor, 

15  So  (as  much  as  is  in  me)  I 
am  ready  to  preach  the  gospel  to 
you  also  that  are  at  Rome. 

16  For  I  am  not  ashamed  of  the 
gospel.  For  it  is  the  power  of  God 
unto  salvation  to  every  one  that  be* 
lieveih,  to  the  Jew  first  and  to  the 
Greek. 

17  For  the  justice  of  God  is  re* 
vealed  therein  from  faith  unto  faith: 
as  it  is  written  :  The  just  man  /iv- 
eth  by  faith. 

18  For  the  wrath  of  God  is  re¬ 
vealed  from  heaven,  against  all  un¬ 
godliness  and  injustice  of  these 
men  that  detain  the  f-,*h  of  God  io 
injustice ; 
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19  Because  that  which  is  known 
of  God  is  manifest  in  them.  For 
God  hath  manifested  it  unto  them. 

20  For  the  invisible  things  of  him 
from  the  creation  of  the  world  are 
clearly  seen,  being  understood  by 
the  things  that  are  made  :  his  eter¬ 
nal  power  also  and  divinity :  so 
that  they  are  inexcusable. 

21  Because  that,  when  they  knew 
God,  they  have  not  glorified  him  as 
God,  or  given  thanks:  but  became 
vain  in  their  thoughts,  and  their 
foolish  heart  was  darkened. 

22  For  professing  themselves  to 
be  wise  they  became  fools. 

23  And  they  changed  the  glory  of 
the  incorruptible  God,  into  the  like¬ 
ness  of  the  image  of  a  corruptible 
man,  and  of  birds  and  of  four-footed 
beasts  and  of  creeping  things. 

24  Wherefore  God  gave  them 
up  to  the  desires  of  their  heart,  un¬ 
to  uncleanness,  to  dishonour  their 
own  bodies  among  themselves  : 

25  Who  changed  the  truth  of  God 
into  a  lie  ;  and  worshipped  and 
served  the  creature  rather  than  the 
Creator,  who  is  blessed  for  ever. 
Amen. 

26  For  this  cause  God  delivered 
them  up  to  shameful  affections. 
For  their  women  have  changed  the 
natural  use,  into  that  use  which  is 
against  nature. 

27  And  in  like  manner  the  men 
also,  leaving  the  natural  use  of  the 
women,  have  burned  in  their  lusts 
one  towards  another,  men  with  men 
working  that  which  is  filthy,  and 
receiving  in  themselves  the  recom- 
pence  which  was  due  to  their  error. 

28  And  as  they  liked  not  to  have 
God  in  their  knowledge ;  God  de¬ 
livered  them  up  to  a  reprobate 
sense,  to  do  those  things  which  are 
not  convenient, 

29  Being  filled  with  all  iniquity, 
malice, fornication, avarice,  wicked¬ 
ness,  full  of  envy,  murder,  conten¬ 
tion,  deceit,  malignity,  whisperers, 

80  Deleters,  hateful  to  God, 


contumelious,  proud,  haughty,  In¬ 
venters  of  evil  things,  disobedient  to 
parents. 

31  Foolish,  dissolute,  without 
affection,  without  fidelity,  without 
mercy. 

32  Who,  having  known  the  jus* 
tice  of  God,  did  not  understand 
that  they,  who  do  such  things,  are 
worthy  of  death :  and  not  only  they 
that  do  them,  but  they  also  that 
consent  to  them  that  do  them. 

CHAP.  II. 

The  Jews  are  censured. 
^THEREFORE  thou  art  iner- 
*  *  cusable,  O  man,  whosoever 
thou  art  that  judgest.  For  where¬ 
in  thou  judgest  another,  thou  con- 
demnest  thyself.  t  For  thou  dost 
the  same  things  which  thou  judgest. 

2  For  we  know  that  the  judg¬ 
ment  of  God  is  according  to  truth 
against  them  that  do  such  things. 

3  And  thinlcest  thou  this,  O  man, 
that  judgest  them  who  do  such 
things,  and  dost  the  same,  that  thou 
shalt  escape  the  judgment  of  Godr 

4  Or  despisest  thou  the  riches  ol 
his  goodness,  and  patience,  and 
long-suffering  ?  knowest  thou  not 
that  the  benignity  of  God  leadeth 
thee  to  penance  ? 

5  But  according  to  thy  hardness 
and  impenitent  heart,  thou  trea- 
surest  up  to  thyself  wrath,  against 
the  day  of  wrath  and  revelation  of 
the  just  judgment  of  God. 

i  6  Who  will  render  to  every  man 
according  to  his  works. 

7  To  them  indeed,  who  accord¬ 
ing  to  patience  in  good  work,  seek 
glory  and  honour  and  incorruption, 
eternal  life : 

8  But  to  them  that  are  conten¬ 
tious,  and  who  obey  not  the  truthj 
but  give  credit  to  iniquity,  wrath 
and  indignation. 

9  Tribulation  and  anguish  upon 
every  soul  of  man  that  worketh  evil, 
of  the  Jew  first  and  also  of  the 
Greek  : 

10  Rut  glory  and  honour  and 
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peace  to  every  one  that  worketh 
good,  to  the  Jew  first  and  also  the 
Greek. 

11  For  there  is  no  respect  of 
persons  with  God. 

12  For  whosoever  have  pinned 
without  the  law,  slrall  perish  with¬ 
out  the  law  :  and  whosoever  have 
sinned  in  the  law,  shall  be  judged 
by  the  law, 

13  For  not  the  heavers  of  the 
law,  are  just  before  God  :  but  the 
doers  of  the  law  shall  be  justified. 

14  For  when  the  gentiles  who 
have  not  the  law,  do  by  nature  those 
things  that  are  of  the  law  ;  these 
having  not  the  law,  are  a  law  to 
themselves  : 

15  Who  shew  the  work  of  the 
law  written  in  the'-:  hearts,  their 
conscience  bearing  witness  to  them, 
and  their  thoughts  between  them¬ 
selves  accusing,  or  also  defending 
one  another, 

16  In  the  day  when  God  shall 
Judge  the  secrets  of  men,  by  Jesu3 
Christ,  accoHhig  to  my  gospel. 

17  But  if  tho1*  art  called  a  Jew, 
and  restest  in  the  law,  and  makest 
thy  boast  of  God, 

18  And  knowest  his  will,  and  ap- 
roveet  the  move  profitable  things, 
eing  instructed  by  the  law, 

19  Art  confident  that  thou  thy¬ 
self  art  a  guide  of  the  blind,  a  light 
of  them  that  are  in  darkness, 

20  An  instructer  of  the  foolish,  a 
teacher  of  infants,  having-  the  form 
of  knowledge  and  of  truth  in  the  law. 

21  Thou  therefore  that  teacnest 
another,  teachest  not  thyself:  thou 
that  preachest  that  men  should  not 
steal,  stealest : 

22  Thou  that  sayest,  men  should 
not  commit  adultery,  committest 
adultery  :  Thou  that  abhorrest 
idols,  committest  sacrilege : 

23  Thou  that  makest  thy  boast 
of  the  law,  by  transgression  of  the 
law  dishonourest  God. 

24  (  For  the  name  of  God  through 
you  ij  blasphemed  among  the  gcn~ 


tiles,  as  it  is  written.) 

25  Circumcision, profiteth indeed 
if  thou  keep  the  law  :  but  if  thou  be 
a  transgressor  of  the  law,  thy  cir¬ 
cumcision- is  made  uncircumcision. 

26  If  then  the  uncircumcised 
keep  the  justices  of  the  law:  shall 
not  this  uncircumcision  be  counted, 
for  circumcision  ? 

27  And  shall  not  that  which  by 
nature  is  uncircumcision,  if  it  fulfil 
the  law,  judge  thee,  who  by  the 
letter  and  circumcision  art  a  trans— 
gressor  of  the  law  ? 

28  For  it  is  not  he  is  a  Jew,  that 
is  so  outwardly,  nor  is  that  circum¬ 
cision  which  is  outward  in  the  flesh, 

29  But  he  is  a  Jew  that  is  one 
inwardly ;  and  the  circumcision  is 
that  of  the  heart,  in  the  spirit,  not 
in  the  letter  :  whose  praise  is  not  of 
men,  but  of  God. 

CHAP.  III. 

The  advantages  of  the  Jews. 

HAT  advantage  then  hath  tli# 
Jew,  or  what  is  the  profit  o l 
circumcision  ? 

2  Much  every  way.  First  indeed, 
because  the  words  of  God  weie 
committed  to  them. 

3  For  what  if  some  of  them  have 
not  believed  ?  shall  their  unbelief 
make  the  faith  of  God  without  ef¬ 
fect  ?

4  But  God  is  true  :  and  every  man

6  But  if  cur  injustice  commend  the 
justice  of  God,  what  shall  we  say  ?'

to  his  glory,  why  am  I  also  yet  > 
judged  as  a  sinner  ? 

8  And  not  rather  (as  we  are  slan«  * 
dered,  and  as  some  affirm  that  we  s 
say)  let  us  do  evil,  that  there  may  * 

i  nome  good?  whose  damnation  is  just  1 
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9  What  then  ?  Do  we  excel  them  ? 
No,  not  so.  For,  we  have  charged 
both  Jews  and  Greeks,  that  they 
are  all  under  sin  : 

10  As  it  is  written:  .There  is 
n ot  any  man  just, 

11  There  is  none  that  understandeth , 
there  is  none  that  seeketh  a/ter  God. 

12  All  hare  turned  out  of  the  way, 
they  are  become  unprofitable  toge¬ 
ther  :  there  is  none  that  doth  good, 
there  is  not  so  much  as  one. 

13  Their  throat  is  an  open  sepul¬ 
chre,  with  their  tongues  they  have 
dealt  deceitfully.  The  venom  of  asps 
is  under  their  lips. 

14  Whose  mouth  is  full  of  cursing 
and  bitterness  : 

15  Their  feet  swift  to  shed  blood. 

16  Destruction  and  misery  in 
their  ways  : 

17  And  the  way  of  peace  they 
have  not  known  : 

18  There  is  no  fear  of  God  before 
their  eyes. 

19  Now  we  know  that  what  things 
soever  the  law  speaketh,  it  speaketh 

o  them  that  are  in  the  law  :  that 
every  mouth  may  be  stopped,  and 
all  the  world  may  be  made  subject 
to  God. 

20  Because  by  the  works  of  the  law 
no  flesh  shall  be  justified  before  him. 
For  by  the  law  is  the  knowledge  of  sin 
31  But  now  without  the  law  the  jus¬ 
tice  of  God  is  made  manifest;  being 
witnessed  by  t he lawand  theprophets 

22  Even  the  justice  of  God  by 
faith  of  Jesus  Christ,  unto  all  and 
upon  all  them  that  believe  in  him  : 
for  there  is  no  distinction. 

93  For  all  have  sinned  ;  and  do 
need  the  glory  of  God. 

21  Being  justified  freely  by  his 
grace,  through  the  redemption 
that  is  in  Christ  Jesus, 

25  Whom  God  hath  proposed  to  be 
a  propitiation,  through  faith  in  his 
blood,  to  the  shewing  of  hisjustice, 
for  the  remission  of  former  sins, 

9.G  Through  the  forbearance  of 
God,  for  the  shewing  of  his  justice 


in  this  time  :  that  he  himself  may  be 
just,  and  the  justifier  of  him  who  is 
of  the  faith  of  Jesus  Christ. 

27  Where  is  then  thy  boasting? 
It  is  excluded.  By  what  law  ?  Of 
wo i  ks  ?  No,  but  by  the  law  of  faith. 

28  For  we  account  a  man  to  be 
justified  by  faith  without  the  works 
of  the  law. 

29  Is  he  the  God  of  the  Jews 
only?  Is  he  not  also  of  the  gentiles? 
Yes,  of  the  gentiles  also. 

30  For  it  is  one  God  that  justifi¬ 
ed!  circumcision  by  faith  and  un- 
circumcision  through  faith. 

31  Do  we  then  destroy  the  law 
through  faith  ?  God  forbid  :  but 
we  establish  the  law. 

CHAP.  IV. 

Abraham  was  not  justified  by  works 
HAT  shall  we  say  then  that 
Abraham  hath  found,  who  is 
our  father  according  to  the  flesh  ? 

2  For  if  Abraham  were  justified 
by  works,  he  hath  whereof  to  glory, 
but  not  before  God. 

3  For  what  saith  the  scripture? 
Abraham  believed  God ,  and  it  was  re¬ 
puted  to  him  unto  justice. 

4  Now  to  him,  that  worketh,  the 
reward  is  not  reckoned  according 
to  grace,  but  according  to  debt. 

5, But  to  him  that  worketh  not,  yet 
believeth  in  him  that  justifieth  the 
ungodly,  his  faith  is  reputed  to  jus¬ 
tice  according  to  tile  purpose  of  the 
grace  of  God. 

6  As  David  also  termeth  the 
blessedness  of  a  man,  to  whom  God 
reputeth  justice  without  works  : 

7  Blessed  are  they,  whose  iniquities  are 
forgiven,  and  whose  sins  are  covered. 

8  Blessed  is  the  man  to  whom  the  Lord 
hath  not  imputed  sin. 

9  This  blessedness  then  doth  it 
remain  in  the  circumchiioji  only,  or 
in  the  uncircumcisiou  also  ?  For 
we  say  that  unto  Abraharo  faith 
was  reputed  td  justice. 

10  Mow  then  was  it  reputed  ? 
When  he  was  in  circumcision,  or  in 
uncircumcision  ?  Not  in  circuu\ci- 
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sion,  but  in  uncircumcision. 

11  And  he  received  the  sign  of 
circumcision,  a  seal  of  the  justice  of 
the  faith  which  he  had  being  uncir¬ 
cumcised  :  that  he  might  be  the 
father  of  all  them  that  believe  being 
uncircumcised,  that  unto  them  also 
it  may  be  reputed  to  justice: 

12  And  might  be  the  father  of 
circumcision,  not  to  them  only  that 
are  of  the  circumcision,  but  to  them 
also  that  follow  the  steps  of  the 
faith  that  is  in  the  uncircumcision 
of  our  father  Abraham. 

13  For  not  through  the  law  was 
the  promise  to  Abraham,  or  to  his 
seed,  that  he  should  be  heir  of 
the  world;  but  through  the  justice 
of  faith. 

14  For  if  they  who  are  of  the  law, 
be  heirs  ;  faith  is  made  void,  the 
promise  is  made  of  no  effect. 

15  For  the  law  worketh  wrath. 
For  where  there  is  no  law;  neither 
is  there  transgression. 

16  Therefore  is  it  of  faith,  that 
according  tograce  the  promise  might 
be  firm  to  all  the  seed,  not  to  that 
only  which  isof  the  law,  but  to  that 
also  which  is  of  the  faith  of  Abraham, 
who  is  the  father  of  u3  all. 

17  (As  it  is  written  :  I  have  made 
thee  a  father  of  many  nations )  be¬ 
fore  God,  whom  he  believed,  who 
quickeneth  the  dead  ;  and  calleth 
those  things  that  are  not,  as  those 
that  are. 

18  Who  against  hope  believed 
In  hope;  that  he  might  be  made 
the  father  of  many  nations,  accord¬ 
ing  to  that  which  was  said  to  him  : 
So  shall  thy  seed  be. 

19  And  ne  was  not  weak  in  faith ; 
neither  did  he  consider  his  own 
body  now  dead,  whereas  he  was 
almost  an  hundred  years  old,  nor 
the  dead  womb  of  Sara. 

20  In  the  promise  also  of  God  he 
staggered  not  by  distrust ;  but  was 
strengthened  in  faith,  giving  glory 
to  God : 

21  Most  fully  knowing  that  what¬ 


soever  he  has  promised,  be  is  ablo 

also  to  perform. 

22  And  therefore  it  was  reputed 
to  him  unto  justice. 

23  Now  it  is  not  written  only  for 
him,  that  k  was  reputed  to  him  unto 
justice, 

24  But  also  for  us,  to  whom  it 
shall  be  reputed,  if  we  believe  in 
him  that  raised  up  Jbsus  Christ 
our  Lord  from  the  dead, 

25  Who  was  delivered  up  for  our 
sins,  and  rose  again  for  our  justifi¬ 
cation. 

CHAP.  V- 

The  grounds  nut  have  for  hope  in  Christ 
EING  justified  therefore  by 
faith  let  us  havepeacewith  God 
through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

2  By  whom  also  we  have  access 
through  faith  into  this  grace,  where¬ 
in  we  stand,  and  glory  in  the  hope 
of  the  glory  of  the  sons  of  God. 

3  And  not  only  so  ;  but  we  glory 
also  in  tribulations,  knowing  that 
tribulation  worketh  patience : 

4And  patience  trial ;  and  trial  hope. 

5  And  hope  confoundeth  not :  be¬ 
cause  the  charity  of  God  is  poured 
forth  in  our  hearts,  by  the  Holy 
Ghost  who  is  given  to  us. 

6  For  why  did  Christ,  when  as 
yet  we  were  weak,  according  to 
the  time,  die  for  the  ungodly  ? 

7  For  scarce  for  a  just  man  will 
one  die ;  yet  perhaps  for  a  good  man 
some  one  would  dare  to  die. 

8  But  God  coromendeth  his  cha¬ 
rity  towards  us;  because  when  as 
yet  we  were  sinners,  according  to 
the  time, 

9  Christ  died  for  us:  much  more 
therefore  being  now  justified  by  his 
blood,  shall  we  be  saved  from  wrath 
through  him. 

10  For  if,  when  we  were  enemies^ 
we  were  reconciled  to  God  by  the 
death  of  his  Son  :  much  more  being 
reconciled,  shall  we  be  saved  by  his 
life. 

J I  And  not  only  so  :  but  also  we 
glory  ui  God,  through  Our  Lord 
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iJt3U9  Christ,  by  whom  we  have 
now  received  reconciliation. 

13  Wherefore  as  by  one  man  sin 
entered  into  this  world,  and  by  sin 
death :  and  so  death  passed  upon  ajl 
men  in  whom  all  have  sinned. 

13  For  until  the  law  sin  was  in 
the  world  :  but  sin  was  not  imput¬ 
ed,  when  the  law  was  not. 

14  But  death  reigned  from  Adam 
unto  Moses,  even  over  them  also 
who  have  not  sinned  after  the  simi¬ 
litude  of  the  transgression  of  Adam, 
who  is  a  figure  of  him  who  was  to 
come. 

15  But  not  as  the  offence,  so  also 
the  gift.  For  if  by  the  offence  of 
one  many  died :  much  more  the 
£race  of  God  and  the  gift,  by  the 
grace  of  one  man  Jesus  Christ, 
hath  abounded  unto  many 

16  And  not  as  it  was  by  one  sin, 
so  also  is  the  gift.  For  judgment 
indeed  was  by  one  unto  condemna¬ 
tion  :  but  grace  is  of  many  offences, 
Unto  justification. 

17  For  if  by  one  man's  offence 
death  reigned  through  one  i  much 
more  they  who  receive  abundance 
of  grace,  and  of  the  gift,  and  of  jus¬ 
tice,  shall  reign  in  life  through  one 
Jesus  Christ. 

18  Therefore  as  by  the  offence  of 
one,  unto  all  men  to  condemnation  : 
so  also  by  the  justice  of  one,  unto 
all  men  to  justification  of  life. 

19  For  as  by  the  disobedience  of 
one  man,  many  were  made  sinners ; 
so  also  by  the  obedience  of  one, 
many  shall  be  made  just. 

20  Now  the  law  entered  in,  that 
sin  might  abound.  And  where  sin 
ab  ounded,  grace  did  more  abound. 

21  Tl  iat  as  sin  hath  reigned  to 
death  :  so  ai*o  grace  might  reign  by 
justice  unto  life  ever  lasting,  through 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord. 

CHAP.  VI. 

I  he  Christian  must  die  to  sin. 
‘^y'HAT  shall  we  say  then?  shall 
'  we  continue  ill  sin  that  grace 

(nay  abound  i 


2  God  forbid.  For  we  that  ara 
dead  to  sin,  how  shall  we  live  any 
longer  therein  ? 

3  Know  you  not  that,  all  we, 
who  are  baptized  in  Christ  Jesus, 
are  baptized  in  his  death? 

4  For  we  are  buried  together 
with  him  by  baptism  into  death  : 
that  as  Christ  is  risen  from  the  dead 
by  the  glory  of  the  Father,  so  we 
also  may  walk  in  newness  of  life. 

5  For  if  we  have  been  planted 
together  in  die  likeness  of  his  death, 
we  shall  be  also  in  the  likeness  of 
his  resurrection. 

6  Knowing  this,  that  our  old 
man  is  crucilied  with  him,  that  the 
body  of  sin  may  be  destroyed,  to 
the  end  that  we  may  serve  sin  no 

longer. 

7  For  he  that  is  dead,  is  justified 
bom  sin. 

8  Now  if  we  be  dead  with  Christ, 
we  believe  that  we  shall  live  also 
together  with  Christ. 

9  Knowing  that  Christ  rising 
again  from  the  dead,  dieth  now  no 
more,  death  shall  no  more  have  do¬ 
minion  over  him. 

10  For  in  that  he  died  to  sin  he 
died  once:  but  in  that  he  liveth,  he 
liveth  unto  God. 

11  So  do  you  also  reckon  that 
you  are  dead  to  sin,  but  alive  unto 
God  in  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord. 

12  Let  not  sin  therefore  reign  in 
your  mortal  body,  so  as  to  obey 
the  lusts  thereof. 

13  Neither  yield  ye  your  mem¬ 
bers  as  instruments  of  iniquity  unto 
sin  :  but  present  yourselves  to  God 
as  those  that  are  alive  from  the 
dead,  and  your  members  as  instru¬ 
ments  of  justice  unto  God. 

14  For  sin  shall  not  have  domi¬ 
nion  over  you  :  for  you  are  not  un¬ 
der  the  law,  but  under  grace. 

15  What  then  ?  Shall  We  sin, 
because  we  are  not  under  the  law 
but  under  grace  ?  God  forbid. 

16  Know  you  not,  that  to  whom 
you  yield  yourselves  servants  to 
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obey,  his  servants  you  are  whom 
you  obey,  whether  it  be  of  sin,  unto 
death,  or  of  obedience,  unto  justice. 

17  But  thanks  be  to  God,  that 
ou  were  the  servants  of  sin,  but 
ave  obeyed  from  the  heart,  unto 

that  form  of  doctrine,  into  which 
you  have  been  delivered. 

18  Being  then  freed  from  sin,  we 
have  been  made  servants  of  justice. 

19  I  speak  an  human  thing,  be¬ 
cause  of  the  infirmity  of  your  flesh. 
For  as  you  have  yielded  your  mem¬ 
bers  to  serve  uncleanness  and  ini¬ 
quity,  unto  iniquity;  so  now  yield 
your  members  to  serve  justice,  un¬ 
to  sanctification. 

20  For  when  you  were  the  ser¬ 
vants  of  sin,  you  were  free  men  to 
justice  . 

21  What  fruit  therefore  had  you 
then  in  those  things,  of  which  you 
are  now  ashamed  ?  For  the  end  of 
them  is  death. 

22  Butnow  beingmade  free  from 
sin,  and  become  servants  to  God, 
you  have  your  fruit  unto  sanctifica¬ 
tion,  and  the  end  life  everlasting. 

23  For  the  wages  of  sin,  is  death. 
But  the  grace  of  God,  life  everlast¬ 
ing,  in  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord. 

CHAP.  VII. 

We  are  released  byChristfromthe  law. 

NOW  you  not,  brethren,  (fori 
speak  to  them  that  know  the 
law)  that  the  law  hath  dominion 
over  a  man,  as  long  as  it  liveth? 

2  Fof  the  woman  that  hath  an 
husband,  whilst  her  husband  liveth 
is  bound  to  the  law.  But  if  her 
husband  be  dead,  she  is  loosed  from 
the  law  of  her  husband. 

3  Therefore,  whilst  her  husband 
liveth,  she  shall  be  called  an  adul¬ 
teress,  if  she  be  with  another  man  : 
but  if  her  husband  be  dead,  she  is 
delivered  from  the  law  of  her  hus¬ 
band  :  so  that  she  is  not  an  adul¬ 
teress  if  she  be  with  another  man  : 

4  Therefore,  my  brethren,  you 
also  are  become  dead  to  the  law  by 
the  body  of  Christ;  that  you'may 


belong  to  another,  who  ia  risen 
again  from  the  dead,  that  we  may 
bring  forth  fruit  to  God. 

5  For  when  we  were  in  the  flesh 
the  passions  of  sins  which  were  by 
the  law,  did  work  in  our  members, 
to  bring  forth  fruit  unto  death. 

6  But  now  we  are  loosed  from 
the  law  of  death,  wherein  we  were 
detained  :  so  that  we  should  serve 
in  newness  of  spirit,  and  not  in  the 
oldness  of  the  letter. 

7  What  shall  we  6ny  then  ?  Is 
the  law  sin?  God  forbid.  But  I 
did  not  know  sin,  but  by  the  law ; 
for  I  had  not  known  concupiscence, 
if  the  law  did' not  say :  Thou  shah 
not  covet. 

8  But  sin  taking  occasion  by  the 
commandment  wrought  in  me  all 
manner  of  concupiscence.  For 
without  the  law  sin  was  dead. 

9  And  I  lived  some  time  with¬ 
out  the  law.  But  when  the  com* 
mandment  came,  sin  revived. 

10  And  I  died.  And  the  com¬ 
mandment,  that  wa»  ordained  to 
life,  the  same  was  found  to  be  unto 
death  to  me. 

11  For  sin,  taking  occasion  by 
the  commandment  seduced  me,  and 
by  it  killed  me. 

12  Wherefore  the  law  indeed  is 
holy,  and  the  commandment  holy, 
and  just,  and  good. 

13  Was  that  then  which  is  good, 
made  death  unto  me?  God  forbid. 
But  sin,  that  it  may  appear  sin,  by 
that  which  is  good,  wrought  death 
in  me:  that  sin  by  the  command¬ 
ment  might  become  sinful  above 
measure. 

14  For  we  know  that  the  law  is 
spiritual,  but  I  am  carnal,  sold  un¬ 
der  sin. 

15  For  that  which  I  work,  I  un¬ 
derstand  not,  for  I  do  not  that 
good  which  I  will,  but  the  evil 
which  I  hate,  that  I  do. 

16  If  then  I  do  that  which  I  will 
not,  I  consent  to  the  lavv,that  is  good. 

17  Now  then  it  is  no  more  I  that 
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do  it ;  but  sin  that  dwelleth  in  me. 

18  For  I  know  that  there  dwelleth 
not  in  me,  that  is  to  say,  in  my  flesh, 
that  which  is  good.  For  to  will,  is 
present  with  me,  but  to  accomplish 
that  which  is  good,  I  find  not. 

19  For  the  good  which  I  will  1 
do  not ;  but  the  evil  which  I  will 
not,  that  I  do. 

20  Now  if  I  do  that  which  I  will 
not,  it  is  no  more  I  that  do  it,  but 
sin  that  dwelleth  in  me. 

21  I  find  then  a  law,  that  when 
I  have  a  will  to  do  good,  evil  is 
present  with  me. 

22  For  I  am  delighted  with  thelaw 
of  God,  according  to  the  in  ward  man: 

23  But  I  see  another  law  in  my 
members,  fighting  against  the  law  of 
my  mind,  and  captivating  me  in  the 
law  of  sin,  that  is  in  my  members. 

24-  Unhappy  man  that  I  am,  who 
shall  deliver  me  from  the  bodv  of 
this  death? 

25  The  grace  of  God  by  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord.  Therefore  I 
myself,  with  the  mind,  serve  the 
law  of  God  ;  but,  with  the  flesh,  the 
lav/  of  sin. 

CHAP.  VIU. 

There  is  no  condemnation  of  them 
that  are  in  Ckrijt. 

HERE  is  now  therefore  no  con¬ 
demnation  to  them  that  are  in 
Christ  Jesus,  why  walk  not  accord' 
ing  to  the  flesh. 

2  For  the  law  of  the  spirit  oflife, 
in  Christ  Jesus,  hath  delivered  me 
from  the  law  of  sin  and  of  death. 

3  For  what  the  law  could  not  do, 
in  that  it  was  weak  through  the 
flesh  ;  God  sending  his  own  Son,  in 
the  likeness  of  sinful  flesh,  and  of 
sin  hath  condemned  sin  in  the  flesh, 

4  That  the  justification  of  the  law 
might  be  fulfilled  in  us  who  walk 
not  according  to  the  flesh,  but  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  spirit. 

5  For  they  that  are  according  to 
the  flesh,  mhid  the  things  that  are 
of  the  flesh ;  but  they  that  are  ac¬ 


cording  to  the  spirit,  mind  the  things 
that  are  of  the  spirit. 

6  For  the  wisdom  of  the  flash,  is 
death :  but  the  wisdom  of  the  spirit, 
is  life  and  peace. 

7  Because  the  wisdom  of  the  flesh 
is  an  enemy  to  God .  for  it  is  not 
subject  to  the  law  of  God,  neithei 
can  it  be, 

8  And  they  who  arc  in  the  flesh, 
cannot  please  God. 

9  But  you  are  not  in  the  flesh, 
but  in  the  spirit,  if  so  be  that  the 
spirit  of  God  dwell  in  you.  Now 
if  any  man  have  not  the  spirit  of 
Christ,  he  is  none  of  his. 

lOAnd  ifChristbeinyou;  thebody 
indeed  is  dead  because  of  sin,  but  the 
spirit  Iiveth  because  of  justification. 

1 1  And  if  the  Spirit  of  him,  that 
raised  up  Jesus  from  the  dead, 
dwell  in  you  ;  he  that  raised  up  Jesus 
Christ  from  the  dead,  shall  quicken* 
also  your  mortal  bodies,  because  of 
his  Spirit  that  dwelleth  in  you. 

12  Therefore,  brethren,  we  are 
debtors,  not  to  the  flesh,  to  live  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  flesh. 

13  For  if  you  live  according  to 
the  flesh,  you  shall  die.  But  if  by 
the  spirit,  you  mortify  the  deeds  of 
the  flesh,  you  shall  live. 

14  For  whosoever  are  led  by  the 
Spirit  of  God, they  are  the  sons  ofGod 

15  For  you  have  not  received  the 
spirit  of  bondage  again  in  fear ;  but 
you  have  received  the  spirit  of 
adoption  of  sons,  whereby  we  cry: 
Abba,  (Father.) 

16  For  the  Spirit  himself  giveth 
testimony  to  our  spirit,  that  we  are 

the  sons  of  God. 

17  And  if  sons,  heirs  also:  heir9 
indeed  of  God,  and  joint  heirs  with 
Christ ;  yet  so  if  we  suffer  with  him, 
that  we  may  be  also  glorified  with 
him, 

18  For  I  reckon,  that  the  suffer¬ 
ings  of  this  time  are  not  worthy  to  be 
compared  with  the  glory  to  come,, 
that  shall  be  revealed  in  us* 


194  To  the  ROMANS 


19  For  the  expectation  of  the 
creature,  waiteth  for  the  revelation 
of  the  sons  of  God. 

20  For  the  creature  was  made 
subject  to  vanity,  not  willingly,  but 
by  reason  of  him  that  made  it  sub¬ 
ject,  in  hope : 

21  Because  the  creature  also  itself 
shall  be  delivered  from  the  servitude 
of  corruption,  into  the  liberty  of  the 
glory  of  the  children  of  God. 

22  For  we  ktiow  that  every  crea¬ 
ture  groaneth,  and  travaileth  in  pain 
even  till  now. 

23  And  not  only  it,  but  ourselves 
also,  who  have  the  first  fruits  of  the 
spirit,  even  we  ourselves  groan 
within  ourselves,  waiting  for  the 
adoption  of  the  sons  of  God,  the 
redemption  of  our  body. 

24  For  we  are  saved  by  hope. 
But  hope  that  is  seen,  is  not  hope. 
For  what  a  man  seeth,  why  doth  he 
hope  for. 

25  But  if  we  hope  for  that  which  we 
Bee  not:  we  wait  for  it  with  patience. 

26  Likewise  the  Spirit  also  help- 
eth  our  infirmity.  For,  we  know 
not  what  we  should  pray  for  as  we 
ought:  but  the  Spirit  himself  asketh 
£or  us  with  unspeakable  groanings. 

27  And  he  that  searcheth  the 
hearts,  knoweth  what  the  Spirit  de- 
eireth :  because  he  asketh  for  the 
saints  according  to  God. 

28  And  we  know  that  to  them 
that  love  God,  all  things  work  to¬ 
gether  unto  good,  to  such  as  ac¬ 
cording  to  his  purpose  are  called  to 
be  saints. 

29  For  whom  he  fore-knew,  he 
also  predestinated  to  be  made  con¬ 
formable  to  the  image  of  his  son : 
that  he  might  be  the  first-born 
among  many  brethren. 

30  And  whom  he  predestinated  : 
them  he  also  called.  And  whom  he 
called  ;  them  he  also  justified.  And 
whom  he  justified;  them  he  also 
glorified. 

St  What  shall  we  then  say  to 
these  things  ?  If  God  be  for  us,  who 


is  against  us  ? 

32  He  that  spared  not  even  hit 
own  Son  ;  but  delivered  him  up  for 
us  all,  how  hath  he  not  also,  with 
him,  given  us  all  things  ? 

33  Who  shall  accuse  against  the 
elect  of  God  ?  God  that  justifieth. 

34  Who  is  he  that  shall  condemn  ? 
Christ  Jesus  that  died,  yea  that  is 
risen  also  again,  who  is  at  the  right 
hand  of  God,  who  also  maketh  in¬ 
tercession  for  us. 

35  Who  then  shall  separate  us 
from  the  love  of  Christ?  shall  tri¬ 
bulation  ?  or  distress  ?  or  famine  ? 
or  nakedness?  or  danger?  or  per¬ 
secution  ?  or  the  sword  ? 

36  (As  it  is  written  :  For  thy  sake 
we  are  put  to  death  all  the  day  long. 
We  are  accounted  as  sheep  J'or  the 
slaughter.) 

37  But  in  all  these  things  we  over- 
come  because  of  him  that  hath  loved 
us. 

38  For  I  am  sure  that  neither 
death,  nor  life,  nor  Angels,  nor  prin¬ 
cipalities,  norpowers,  nor  things  pre¬ 
sent,  nor  things  to  come,  nor  might, 

39  Nor  height,  nor  death,  nor 
any  other  creature  shall  be  able  to 
separate  us  from  the  love  of  God, 
which  is  in  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord. 

CHAP.  IX. 

The  apostle’s  concern  for  the  Jews. 

I  SPEAK  the  Truth  in  Christ.  I 
lie  not,  my  conscience  bearing 
me  witness  in  the  Holy  Ghost, 

2  That  I  have  great  sadness  and 
continual  sorrow  in  my  heart. 

3  For  I  wished  myself  to  be  an 
anathema  from  Christ,  for  my  bre¬ 
thren,  who  are  my  kinsmen  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  flesh, 

1  Who  are  Israelites,  to  whom  be* 
longeth  the  adoption  as  of  children, 
and  the  glory,  and  the  testament, 
and  the  giving  of  the  law,  and  the 
service  of  God,  and  the  promises ; 

5  Whose  are  the  fathers,  and  of 
whom  is  Christ  according  to  the 
flesh,  who  is  over  all  things,  God 
blessed  for  ever,  Amen, 
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6  Not  as  though  the  word  of  I 
God  hath  miscarried.  For,  ail  are 
not  Israelites  that  are  of  Israel : 

7  Neither  are  all  they,  that  are  the 
seed  of  Abraham,  children :  but  in 
Isaac  shall  thy  seed  be  called 

8  That  is  to  say,  not  they  that 
are  the  children  of  the  flesh,  are  the 
children  of  God  :  but  they,  that  are 
the  children  of  the  promise,  are  ac¬ 
counted  for  the  seed. 

9  For  this  is  the  word  of  promise: 
According  to  this  time  will  I  come  J 
and  Sara  shall  have  a  son. 

10  And  not  only  she.  But  when 
Rebecca  also  had  conceived  at  once, 
of  Isaac  our  father. 

11  For  when  the  children  were 
not  yet  born,  nor  had  done  any  good 
or  evil  (that  the  purpose  of  God  ac¬ 
cording  to  election  might  stand. ) 

12  Not  of  works,  but  of  him  that 
calleth,  it  was  said  to  her:  The 
elder  shall  serve  the  younger . 

13  As  it  is  written:  Jacob  I  have 
loved ,  but  Esau  I  have  hated. 

14  What  shall  we  say  then?  Is 
there  injustice  with  God?  God  forbid. 

15  For  he  saith  to  Moses;  I  will 
have  mercy  on  whom  I  will  have  mercy  ; 
and  I  will  shew  mercy  to  whom  1  will 
shew  mercy. 

16  So  then  it  is  not  of  him  that 
willeth,  nor  of  him  that  runneth, 
but  of  God  that  ^heweth  mercy. 

17  For  the  scripture  saith  to 
Pharao:  To  this  purpose  have  I  rais¬ 
ed  thee,  that  I  may  shew  my  power 
in  thee  ;  and  that  my  name  may  be 
declared  throughout  all  the  earth. 

18  Therefore  he  hath  mercy  on 
whom  he  will;  and,  whom  he  will 
he  hardeneth. 

19  Thou  wilt  say  therefore  to 
me  :  why  doth  he  then  find  fault  ? 
for  who  resisteth  his  will  ? 

20  0  man,  who  art  thou  that  re- 
pliest  against  God  ?  shall  the  thing 
formed  say  to  him  that  formed  it, 
why  hast  thou  made  me  thus? 

21  Or  hath  not  the  potter  power 
over  the  clay,  of  the  6ame  lump,  to 


make  one  vessel  unto  honour,  and 
another  unto  dishonour  ? 

22  What  if  God,  willing  to  shew 
his  wrafh,  and  to  make  his  power 
known,  endured  with  much  pa¬ 
tience  vessels  of  wrath,  fitted  for  de¬ 
struction, 

23  That  he  might  shew  the  riches 
of  his  glory  on  the  vessels  of  mercy, 
which  ne  hath  prepared  unto  glory? 

24  Even  us,  whom  also  he  hath 
called,  not  only  of  the  Jews,  but  al¬ 
so  of  the  gentiles, 

25  As  in  Osee  he  saith  .  I  will 
call,  that  which  was  not  my  people ,  my 
people  ;  and  her ,  that  was  not  beloved, 
beloved  :  and  her ,  that  had  not  obtained 
mercy ,  one  that  hath  obtained  mercy. 

26  And  it  shall  be,  in  the  place  where 
it  was  said  unto  them,  you  are  not  my 
people  :  there  they  shull  be  called  the  sons 
of  the  living  God. 

7  And  Isaias  crieth  out  con¬ 
cerning  Israel:  If  the  number  of  the 
children  of  Israel  be  as  the  sand  of 
the  sea  ;  a  remnant  shall  be  saved. 

20  For  he  shall  fnish  his  word,  and  cut 
it  short  in  justice :  because  a  short  word 
shall  the  Lord  make  upon  the  earth. 

29  And  as  Isaias  foretold  :  Un¬ 
less  the  Lo?  d  of  Subaoth  had  left  us  a 
seed,  we  had  been  made  as  Sodom,  and 
we  had  been  like  unto  Gomorrha  f 

30  What  then  shall  we  say? 
That  the  gentiles,  who  followed  not 
after  justice,  have  attained  to  jus¬ 
tice,  even  the  justice  that  is  of  faith. 

31  But  Israel,  by  following  after 
the  law  of  justice,  is  not  come  unto 
the  law  of  justice. 

32  Why  so  ?  because  they  sought 
it  not  by  faith,  but  as  it  were  of 
works.  For  thev  stumbled  at  the 
stumbling  stone. 

33  As  it  is  written  :  Behold  I  lay 
in  Sion  a  stumbling  stone  and  a  rock 
of  scandal :  sind  whosoever  believeti 
in  him ,  shall  not  be  confounded. 

CHAP.  X. 

The  end  of  the  law  is  faith  in  Christ. 

Brethren,  the  win  of  my 

heart,  indeed,  and  my  prayer 
to  God,  is  for  them  unto  salvation. 


I9fl  To  the  ROMANS, 


2  Fori  bear  them  witness,  that 
they  have  a  zeal  of  God,  but  not  ac¬ 
cording  to  knowledge. 

3  For  they  not  knowing  the  jus¬ 
tice  of  God,  and  seeking  to  establish 
their  own,  have  not  submitted 
themselves  to  the  justice  of  God. 

4  For  the  end  of  the  law  is 
Christ,  unto  justice  to  every  one 
that  believeth. 

5  For  Moses  wrote,  that  the  jus¬ 
tice  which  is  of  the  law,  the  man 
that  shall  do  it  shall  live  by  it. 

6  But  the  justice  which  is  of 
faith,  speaketh  thus  :  Say  not  in  thy 
heart ,  Who  shall  ascend  into  hea¬ 
ven  ¥  that  is,  to  bring  Christ  down  : 

7  Or  who  shall  descend  into  the  deep  9 
that  is,  to  bring  up  Christ  again 
from  the  dead. 

8  But  what  saith  the  scripture  ? 
The  word  is  nigh  thee ,  even  in  thy 
mouth,  and  in  thy  heart.  This  is 
the  word  of  faith  which  we  preach. 

9  For  if  thou  confess  with  thy 
mouth  the  Lord  Jesus,  and  believe 
in  thy  heart  that  God  hath  raised 
him  up  from  the  dead,  thou  shall 
be  saved. 

10  For,  with  the  heart,  we  believe 
unto  justice;  but,  with  the  mouth, 
confession  is  made  unto  salvation. 

11  For  the  scripture  saith: 
Whosoever  believeth  in  him ,  shall  not 
be  confounded. 

19  For  there  is  no  distinction  of 
the  Jew  and  the  Greek :  for  the 
same  is  Lord  over  all,  rich  unto  all 
that  call  upon  him. 

13  For  -whosoever  shall  call  upon 
the  name  of  the  Lord ,  shall  be  saved. 

14  How  then,  shall  they  call  on 
him)  in  whom  they  have  not  be¬ 
lieved  ?  Or  how  shall  they  believe 
him*  of  whom  they  have  not  heard  ? 
And  how  shall  they  hear,  without 
a  preacher? 

•  1 5  And  how  shall  they  preach  un¬ 
less  they  be  sent  ?  as  it  is  written : 
How  beautiful  are  the  feet  of  them 
that  preach  the  gospel  of peace,  of  them 
ihat  bring  glad  tidings  of  good  things . 
16  But  all  Ho  not  obey  the  gos¬ 


pel.  For  Isaias  saith:  Lord ,  who 
hath  believed  our  report  ? 

17  Faith  then  cometh  by  hearing: 
and  hearing  by  the  word  of  Christ 

18  But  I  say:  Have  they  not 
heard?  Yes,  verily,  their  sound 
hath  gone  forth  into  all  the  earth , 
and  their  words  unto  the  ends  of  the 
whole  world. 

19  But  I  say:  Hath  not  Israel 
known?  First  Moses  saith  :  I  will 
provoke  you  to  jealousy  by  that  which 
is  not  a  nation  ;  by  a  foolish  nation 
I  will  anger  you. 

20  But  Isaias  is  bold,  and  saith  : 
/  was  found  by  them ,  that  did  not  seek 
me :  I  appeared  openly  to  them  that 
asked  not  after  me. 

21  But  to  Israel  he  saith:  All 
the  day  long  have  /  spread  my  hands  bo 
a  people ,  that  believeth  not ,  and  contra- 
dicteth  me. 

CHAP.  XI. 

God  hath  not  cast  off  all  Israel. 

SA  Y  then :  Hath  God  cast  away 
his  people?  God  forbid.  For 
I  also  am  an  Israelite  of  the  seed  of 
Abraham,  of  the  tribe  of  Benjamin. 

2  God  hath  not  cast  away  his 
people,  which  he  foreknew.  Know 
you  not  what  the  scripture  saith  of 
Elias :  how  he  calleth  on  God 
against  Israel? 

3  Lord ,  they  have  slain  thy  prophets, 
they  have  dug  down  thy  altars :  and  1 
am  left  alone,  and  they  seek  my  life. 

4  But  what  saith  the  divine  an¬ 
swer  to  him  ?  1  have  left  me  seven 
thousand  men ,  that  have  not  bowed 
their  knees  to  Baal. 

5  Even  so  then  at  this  present 
time  also,  there  is  a  remnant  saved 
according  to  the  election  of  grace. 

6  And  if  by  grace  it  is  not  now 
by  works :  otherwise  grace  is  no 
more  grace. 

7  What  then?  That  which  Israel 
sought  he  hath  not  obtained  :  but 
the  election  hath  obtained  it,  and 
the  rest  have  been  blinded 

8  As  it  is  written :  God  hath  given 
themthespirit  of  insensibility ,  eyes  that 
they  should  not  see,  and  cars  that  they 
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should  not  hear ;  until  tn'u  present  day. 

9  And  David  saith  :  Let  their  table 
be  made  a  snare ,  and  a  trap ,  and  a  stum- 
Uing  block,  and  a  recompenceunto  them. 

10  Let  their  eyes  be  darkened,  that 
they  may  not  see  :  and  bon  down  their 
lack  always. 

1 1  I  say  then,  have  they  so 
stumbled,  that  they  should  fall  ? 
God  forbid.  But  by  their  offence, 
salvation  is  come  to  the  gentiles, 
that  they  may  be  emulous  of  them. 

12  Now  if  the  offence  of  them 
be  the  riches  of  the  world,  and  the 
diminution  of  them,  the  riches  of 
the  gentiles  ;  how  much  more  the 
fulness  of  them  ? 

13  For  I  say  to  you  gentiles;  as 
long  indeed  as  1  am  the  apostle  of 
the  gentiles,  I  will  honour  my  mi¬ 
nistry, 

14  If  by  any  means  I  may  pro¬ 
voke  to  emulation  them  who  are  my 
flesh,  and  may  save  some  of  them. 

15  For  if  the  loss  of  them  be  the 
reconciliation  of  the  world  ;  what 
shall  the  receiving  of  them  be,  but 
life  from  the  dead  ? 

16  For  if  the  first  fruit  be  holy* 
50  is  the  lump  also :  and  if  the  root 
be  holy,  so  are  the  branches. 

17  And  if  some  of  the  branches 
be  broken,  and  thou  being  a  wild 
olive,  art  ingrafted  in  them,  and  art 
made  partaker  of  the  root  and  of 
the  fatness  of  the  olive  tree. 

18  Boast  not  againstthe  branches. 
But  if  thou  boast:  thou  bearest  not 
the  root,  but  the  root  thee. 

19  Thou  wilt  say  then:  The 
branches  were  broken  off  that  I 
might  be  grafted  in. 

20  Well:  because  of  unbelief 
they  were  broken  off.  But  thou 
standest  by  faith :  be  not  high- 
minded  ;  but  fear. 

21  For  if  God  hath  not  spared 
Che  natural  branches  ;  lest  perhaps 
he  also  spare  not  thee. 

22  See  then  the  goodness  and 
the  severity  of  God  towards  them 
indeed  that  are  fallen,  the  severity 


but  towards  thee,  the  goodness  of 
God,  if  thou  abide  in  goodness, 
otherwise  thou  also  shalt  be  cut  oil. 

23  Ami  they  also,  if  they  abide 
not  still  in  unbelief,  shall  be  grafted 
in.  For  God  is  able  to  graft  them 
in  again. 

24  For  if  thou  wert  cut  out  of 
the  wild  olive  tree,  which  is  natural 
to  thee  :  and  contrary  to  nature, 
were  grafted  into  the  good  olive 
tree ;  how  much  more  shall  they, 
that  are  the  natural  branches,  be 
grafted  into  their  own  olive  tree  ? 

25  For  1  would  not  have  you 
ignorant,  brethren,  of  this  mystery 
(lest  you  should  be  wise  in  your 
own  conceits)  that  blindness  in  part 
has  happened  in  Israel,  until  the  ful¬ 
ness  of  the  gentiles  should  come  in. 

26  And  so  all  Israel  should  he 
saved,  as  it  is  written  :  There  shall 
cojne  out  of  Sion,  he  that  shall  deli¬ 
ver,  and  shall  turn  away  ungodliness 
from  Jacob. 

27  And  this  is  to  them  my  cove> 
nant :  when  I  shall  take  away  their 
sins. 

28  As  concerning  the  gospel,  in¬ 
deed,  they  are  enemies  for  your 
sake  :  but  as  touching  the  election, 
they  are  most  deal*  for  the  sake  of 
the  fathers. 

29  For  the  gifts  and  the  calling 
of  God  are  without  repentance. 

30  For  as  you  also  in  times  past 
did  not  believe  God,  but  now  have 
obtained  mercy,  through  their  un¬ 
belief  ; 

3 1  So  these  also  now  have  not 
believed,  for  your  mercy,  that  they 
also  may  obtain  mercy. 

32  For  God  hath  concluded  all 
in  unbelief,  that  he  may  have  mer¬ 
cy  on  all. 

33  0  the  depth  of  the  riches  of 
the  wisdom  and  of  the  knowledge 
of  God !  How  incomprehensible  are 
his  judgments,  and  how  unsearch¬ 
able  his  ways  ? 

34  For  who  hath  known  the 
mind  of  the  Lord  ?  Or  who  hath 
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been  hi*  counsellor? 

35  Or  who  hath  first  given  to  him, 
and  recompetice  shall  be  made  him  ? 

36  For  of  him,  and  by  him,  and 
in  him  are  all  things :  to  him  be 
glory  for  ever.  Amen.

21  It  is  good  not  to  eat  flesh, 
and  not  to  drink  wine,  nor  any 
thing  whereby  thy  brother  is  offend¬ 
ed,  or  scandalized,  or  nude  weak. 

22  Hast  thou  faith?  Have  it  to 
thyself  before  God.  Blessed  is  he 
that  condemneth  not  himself  in 
that  which  he  alloweth. 

23  But  he,  that  discerneth,  if  he 
cat,  is  condemned  ;  because  not  of 
faith.  For  all  that  is  not  of  faith  is  sin. 

CHAP.  XV. 

He  exhorts  them  to  be  allqf  one  mind. 
■VTOVV  we  that  are  stronger,  ought 
to  bear  the  infirmities  of  the 
weak,  and  not  to  please  ourselves. 

2  Let  every  one  of  you  please  his 
neighbour  unto  good,  to  edification. 

3  For  Christ  did  not  please  him¬ 
self,  but  as  it  is  written  :  The  re¬ 
f-caches  ef  them  that  reproached  thee , 
fell  upon  me. 

4  For  what  things  soever  were 
written,  were  written  for  our  learn¬ 
ing  :  that  through  patience  and  the 
comfort  of  the  scriptures  we  might 
have  hope. 

5  Now  the  God  of  patience  and 
of  comfort  grant  you  to  be  of  one 
mind  one  towards  another,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Jesus  Christ: 

6  That  with  one  mind,  and  with 
one  mouth^ou  may  glorify  God  and 
the  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ. 

7  Wherefore  receive  one  another; 
as  Christ  also  hath  received  you  un¬ 
to  the  honour  of  God. 

8  For  I  say  that  Christ  Jesus  was 
minister  of  the  circumeision  for  the 
truth  of  God,  to  confirm  the  pro¬ 
mises  made  unto  the  lathers. 
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9  But  that  the  gentiles  are  to 
glorify  God  for  his  mercy,  as  it  i' 
written  :  Therefore  will  I  confess  to 
theCy  O  Lord ,  among  the  gentiles ,  and 
will  sing  to  thy  name. 

10  And  again  he  saith:  Rejoice 
ye  gentiles  with  his  people. 

1 1  And  again  .  Praise  the  Lord, 
all  ye  gentiles  ;  and  magnify  him 
all  ye  people. 

12  And  again  Isaias  saith  :  There 
shall  he  a  root  of  Jesse  ;  and  he  that 
shall  rise  up  to  rule  the  gentiles-,  in  him 
the  geniiles  skull  hope. 

13  Now  the  God  of  hope  fill  you 
with  all  joy  and  peace  in  believing  : 
that  you  may  abound  in  hope,  and 
in  the  power  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

14  And  I  myself  also,  my  bre¬ 
thren,  am  assured  of  you,  that  you 
also  are  full  of  love,  replenished 
with  all  knowledge,  so  that  you  are 
able  to  admonish  one  another. 

15  But  I  have,  written  to  you, 
brethren,  more  boldly  in  some  sort, 
as  it  were  putting  you  in  mind: 
because  of  the  grace  which  is  given 
me  from  God, 

16  That  I  should  be  the  minister 
of  Christ  Jesus  among  the  gentiles: 
sanctifying  the  gospel  of  God,  that 
the  oblation  of  the  gentiles  may  bg 
made  acceptable  and  sanctified  in 
the  Holy  Ghost. 

17  I  have  therefore  glory  in 
Christ  Jesus  towards  God. 

18  For  I  dare  not  to  speak  of  any 
of  those  things  which  Christ  worketh 
not  by  me,  for  the  obedience  of  the 
gentiles,  by  word  and  deed, 

19  By  the  virtue  of  signs  and 
wonders,  in  the  power  of  the  Holy 
Ghost:  so  that  from  Jerusalem 
round  about  as  far  as  unto  Jllyri- 
cum  I  have  replenished  the  gospel 
of  Christ. 

20  And  I  have  so  preached  this 
gospel,  not  where  Christ  was  nam¬ 
ed,  lest  I  should  build  upon  another 
man’s  foundation. 

21  But  as  it  is  written  ;  They  to 
whom  he  was  not  spoken  of,  shall 
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see,  and  they  that  have  net  heard  t 
shall  understand. 

22  For  which  causeaiso  I  washin- 
dered  very  much  from  coming  to  you 
and  have  been  kept  away  till  now. 

23  But  now  having  no  more  place 
in  these  countries,  and  having  a 
great  desire  these  many  years  past 
to  come  unto  you  : 

24  When  I'shall  begin  to  take  my 
journey  into  Spain,  I  hope  that  as 
}'  pass,  I  shall  see  you,  and  he 
brought  on  my  way  thither  by  you,  if 
lust, in  partjl  shall'have  enjoyed  you. 

23  But  now  I  shall  go  to  Jerusa¬ 
lem,  to  minister  unto  the  saints. 

26  For  it  hath  pleased  them  of 
Macedonia  and  Achaia  to  make  a 
contribution  for  the  poor  of  the 
saints  that  are  in  Jerusalem. 

27  For  it  hath  pleased  them ;  and 
they  are  their  debtors.  For  if  the  gen¬ 
tiles  havebeenmadepartakersoftheir 
spiritual  things  ;  they  ought  also  in 
carnal  things  to  minister  to  them. 

28  When  therefore  I  shall  have 
accomplished  this,  and  consigned  to 
them  this  fruit,  1  will  come  by  you 
into  Spain. 

29  And  I  know,  that  when  I  come 
to  you,  I  shall  come  in  the  abun¬ 
dance  of  tne  blessing  of  the  gospel 
cf  Christ. 

30  I  beseech  you  therefore,  bre¬ 
thren,  through  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  and  by  the  charity  of  the 
Holy  Ghc-st,  that  you  help  me  in 
your  prayers  for  me  to  God. 

31  That  I  may  be  delivered  from  1 
the  unbelievers  that  are  in  Judea,  i 
and  that  the  oblation  of  my  service  i 
may  be  acceptable  in  Jerusalem  to  i 
the  saints. 

32  That  I  may  come  to  you  with 

Joy,  by  the  will  of  God,  and  may 
>e  refreshed  with  you. 

33  Now  the  God  of  peace  he  with 
y  m  all.  Amen,

Christ. 

11  Salute  them  that  are  of  Aris- 
tobulus  s  household.

Salute  them 
that  are  of  Narcissus’s  household, 
who  are  in  the  Lord. 

12  Salute  Tryphena  andTrypho- 
sa,  who  labour  in  the  Lord.

CHAP.  IV. 

God's  ministers  are  not  to  be  judged* 
ET  a  man  so  account  of  us  as  of 
the  ministers  of  Christ,  and  the 
dispensers  of  the  mysteries  of  God. 
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2  Here  now  it  is  required  among 
the  dispensers,  that  a  man  be  found 
faithful. 

3  But  to  me  it  is  a  very  small 
thing  to  be  judged  by  you,  or  by 
man’s  day  :  but  neither  do  I  judge 
my  own  self. 

4  For  I  am  not  conscious  to  my¬ 
self  of  any  thing,  yet  am  I  not 
hereby  justified  :  but  he  that judg- 
eth  me,  is  the  Lord. 

5  Thereforejudge  not  before  the 
time  ;  until  the  Lord  come,  who 
both  will  bring  to  light  the  hidden 
things  of  darkness,  and  will  make 
manifest  the  counsels  of  the  hearts  : 
and  then  shallevery  man  have  praise 
from  God. 

6  But  these  things,  brethren,  I 
have  in  a  figure  transferred  to  my¬ 
self  and  to  Apollo,  for  your  sakes  ; 
that  in  us  you  may  learn,  that 
cue  be  not  puffed  up  against  the 
other  for  another,  above  that  which 
is  written. 

7  For  who  distinguished  thee  ? 
Or  what  hast  thou  that  thou  hast 
not  received  ?  And  if  thou  hast  re¬ 
ceived  ;  why  dost  thou  glory,  as  if 
thou  hadst  not  received  it  9 

8  You  are  now  full :  you  are  now 
become  rich  :  you  reign  without  us; 
and  I  would  to  God  you  did  reign, 
that  we  also  might  reign  with  you. 

9  For  I  think  that  God  hath  set 
forth  us  apostles,  the  last,  as  it 
were  men  appointed  to  death  :  we 
are  made  a  spectacle  to  the  world, 
and  to  Angels,  and  to  men, 

10  We  are  fools  for  Christ’s  sake, 
but  you  are  wise  in  Christ .‘  we  are 
weak,  but  you  are  strong;  you  are 
honourable,  but  we  without  honour. 

11  Even  unto  this  hour  we  both 
hunger,  and  thirst,  and  are  naked, 
and  are  buffeted,  and  have  no  fix¬ 
ed  abode, 

12  And  we  labour  working  with 
our  own  hands  :  we  are  reviled, 
and  we  bless  :  we  are  persecuted, 
and  we  suffer  it. 

13  We  are  blasphemed*  and  we 


intreat :  we  are  made  as  the  refuse 
of  this  world,  the  off-scouring  of 
all  even  until  now. 

14  I  write  not  these  things  to  con- 
found  you  ;  but  I  admonish  you  as 
my  dearest  children : 

15  For  if  you  have  ten  thousand 
instructors  in  Christ,  yet  not  many 
fathers.  For  in  Christ  Jesus  by  the 
gospel  l  have  begotten  you. 

16  Wherefore  I  beseech  you,  bt 
ye  followers  of  me,  as  I  also  am  oi 
Christ. 

17  For  this  cause  have  I  sent  to 
you  Timothy,  who  is  my  dearest 
son  and  faithful  in  the  Lord;  who 
will  put  you  in  mind  of  my  ways, 
which  are  in  Christ  Jesus  ;  as  I  teach 
every  where  in  every  church. 

18  As  if  I  would  not  come  to 
you,  so  some  are  puffed  up. 

19  But  I  will  come  to  you  short¬ 
ly,  if  the  Lord  will  :  and  will  know, 
not  the  speech  of  them  that  are  puf¬ 
fed  up,  but  the  power. 

20  For  the  kingdom  of  God  is 
not  in  speech,  but  in  power. 

21  What  will  you?  shall  I  come 
to  you  with  a  rod ;  or  ip  charity, 
and  in  the  spirit  of  meekness? 

CHAF.  V. 

He  excommunicates  the  incestuous* 

T  is  absolutely  heard  that  there 
is  fornication  among  you,  and 
such  fornication,  as  the  like  is  not 
among  the  heathens ;  that  one 
should  have  his  father’s  wife. 

2  And  you  are  puffed  up;  and 
have  not  rather  mourned,  that  he 
might  be  taken  away  from  among 
you,  that  hath  done  this  deed. 

3  I  indeed  absent  in  body,  but 
present  in  spirit,  have  already  judg¬ 
ed,  as  though  I  were  present,  him 
that  hath  so  done, 

4  In  the  name  of  our  Lord  Je¬ 
sus  Christ,  you  being  gathered  to¬ 
gether  and  my  spirit,  with  the 
power  of  our  Lord  Jesus  ; 

5  To  deliver  such  a  one  to  satan 
for  the  destruction  of  the  flesh,  that 
the  spirit  may  be  saved  in  the  daj 
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of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

6  Your  glorying  is  not  good. 
Know- you  not  that  a  little  leaven 
eorruptcth  the  whole  lump  ? 

7  Purge  out  the  old  leaven,  that 
you  may  be  a  new  paste,  as  you  are 
unleavened.  For  Christ,  our  pasch, 
is  sacrificed. 

8  Therefore  let  us  feast,  notjwith 
the  old  leaven,  nor  with  the  leaven 
of  malice  and  wickedness,  but  with 
the  unleavened  bread  of  sincerity 
and  truth. 

9  I  wrote  to  you  in  an  epistle,  not 
to  keep  company  with  fornicators. 

10  1  mean  not  with  the  fornica¬ 
tors  of  this  world,  or  with  the  co¬ 
vetous,  or  the  extortioners,  or  the 
servers  of  idols :  otherwise  you 
must  needs  go  out  of  this  world. 

11  But  now  I  have  written  to 
you,  not  to  keep  company,  if  any 
man  that  is  named  a  brother  be  a 
fornicator,  or  covetous,  or  a  server 
of  idols,  or  a  railer,  or  a  drunkard, 
or  an  extortioner:  with  such  an 
one  not  so  much  as  to  eat. 

12  For  what  have  I  to  do  to 
judge  them  that  are  without?  Do 
not  you  judge  them  that  are  within? 

13  For  them,  that  are  without, 
God  will  judge.  Put  away  the  evil 
one  from  among  yourselves. 

CHAP.  VL 

He  blames  them  for  going  to  law  before 
unbelievers. 


TfcARE  any  of  you,  having  a  mat- 
ter  against  another,  go  to  be 
judged  before  the  unjust,  and  not 
before  the  saints  ? 


2  Know  you  not  that  the  saints 
shall  judge  this  world  ?  And  if  the 
world  shall  be  judged  by  you :  are 
you  unworthy  to  judge  the  smallest 
matters  ? 


3  Know  you  not  that  we  shall 
judge  angels?  how  much  more 
things  of  this  world. 

4  If  therefore  you  have  judgments 
of  things  pertaining  to  this  world, 
set  them  to  judge,  who  are  the 
most  despised  in  the  church. 


5.  1  speak  to  you*  shame.  Is  it  so 
that  there  is  not  among  you  any 
one  wise  man,  that  is  able  to  judge 
between  his  brethren  ? 

6  But  brother  goeth  to  law  with 
brother :  and  that  before  unbelievers? 

7  Already  indeed  there  is  plainly 
a  fault  among  you,  that  you  have 
lawsuits  one  with  another.  Why  do 
you  not  rather  take  wrong  ?  why 
do  you  not  rather  suffer  yourselves 
to  be  defrauded  ? 

8  But  you  do  wrong  and  defraud  : 
and  that  to  your  brethren. 

9  Know  you  not  that  the  unjust 
shall  not  possess  the  kingdom  of 
God?  Do  not  err:  Neither  fornica¬ 
tors,  nor  idolators,  nor  adulterers. 

10  Nor  the  effeminate,  nor  liers 
with  mankind,  nor  thieves,  nor  co¬ 
vetous,  nor  drunkards,  nor  railera, 
nor  extortioners  shall  possess  the 
kingdom  of  God. 

11  And  such  some  of  you  were; 
but  you  are  washed,  but  you  are 
sanctified,  but  you  are  justified  in 
thenameofour  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
and  the  Spirit  of  our  God. 

12  All  things  are  lawful  to  me, 
•but  all  things  are  not  expedient.  All 
things  are  lawful  to  me,  but  I  will  not 
be  brought  under  the  power  of  any. 

13  Meat  for  the  belly,  and  the 
belly  for  the  meats;  but  God  shall 
destroy  both  it  and  them  :  but  the 
body  is  not  for  fornication,  but  for 
the  Lord,  and  the  Lord  for  the  body. 

14  Now  God  hath  both  raised  up 
the  Lord,  and  will  raise  us  up  also 
by  his  power. 

15  Know  you  not,  that  your  bo¬ 
dies  are  the  members  of  Christ  ? 
Shall  I  then  take  the  members  of 
Christ,  and  make  them  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  an  harlot  ?  God  forbid. 

16  Or  know  you  not,  that  he 
who  is  joined  to  an  harlot,  is  made 
one  body?  For  they  shall  be,  eaith 
he,  Iwo  in  one  flesh. 

17  But  he,  who  is  joined  to  the 
Lord,  is  one  spirit. 

18  Fly  fornication.  Every  sia 
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that  a  man  doth,  is  without  the  bo¬ 
dy:  but'he  that  committeth  fornica¬ 
tion,  sinneth  against  his  own  body. 

19  Or  know  you  not,  that  your 
members  are  the  temple  of  the 
Holy  Ghost,  who  is  in  you,  whom 
you  have  from  God  ;  and  you  are 
not  your  own 

20  For  you  are  bought  with  a 
great  price.  Glorify  and  bear  God 
in  your  body. 

CHAP.  VII. 

Jjessons  relating  to  marriage,  <5f c. 
"jVT  OW  concerning  the  things 
*  whereof  you  wrote  to  rne  :  It 
is  good  for  a  man  not  to  touch  a 
woman. 

2  But  for  fear  of  fornication,  let 
every  man  have  his  own  wife,  and 
let  every  woman  have  her  own  hus¬ 
band. 

3  Let  the  husband  render  the 
debt  to  his  wife,  and  the  wife  also 
in  like  manner  to  the  husband. 

4  The  wife  hath  not  power  of  her 
own  body  ;  but  the  husband.  And 
in  like  manner  the  husband  also 
hath  not  power  of  his  own  body  ; 
but  the  wife. 

5  Defraud  not  one  another, 
except,  perhaps,  by  consent,  for  a 
time,  that  you  may  give  yourselves 
to  prayer :  and  return  together 
again,  lest  satan  tempt  you  for  your 
incontinency. 

6  But  I  speak  this  by  indulgence, 
not  by  commandment, 

7  .For  I  would  that  all  men  were 
even  as  myself  :  but  every  one  hath 
his  proper  gift  from  God  ;  one  after 
tills  manner,  and  another  after  that. 

0  But  I  say  to  the  unmarried,  and 
to  the  widows  :  it  is  good  for  them 
if  they  so  continue,  even  as  I. 

9  But  if  they  do  Hot  contain  them¬ 
selves,  let  them  marry.  For  it  is 
better  to  marry  than  to  be  burnt. 

10  But  to  them,  that  are  mar- 
ried}  not  I,  but  the  Lord  command- 
eth,  that  the  wife  depart  not  from 
her  husband. 

11  And  if  she  depart,  that  she 


remain  unmarried,  or  be  reconciled 
to  her  husband.  And  let  not  the 
husband  put  away  his  wife. 

12  For  to  the  rest  I  speak,  not 
the  Lord.  If  any  brother  have  a 
wife  that  believeth  not,  and  she 
consent  to  dwell  with  him  ;  let  him 
not  put  her  away. 

13  And  if  any  woman  have  a 
husband  that  believeth  not,  and  he 
consent  to  dwell  with  her;  let  her 
not  put  away  her  husband. 

14  For  the  unbelieving  husband 
is  sanctified  by  the  believing  wife  ; 
and  the  unbelieving  wife  is  sancti¬ 
fied  by  the  believing  husband : 
otherwise  your  children  should  bo 
unclean  ;  but  now  they  are  holy. 

15  But  if  the  unbeliever  depart,  let 
him  depart.  Fora  brother  or  sister 
is  not  under  servitude  in  such  cases. 
But  God  hath  called  us  in  peace. 

16  For  how  knowest  thou,  O  wife, 
whether  thou  shalt  save  thy  hus¬ 
band?  or  how  knowest  thou,  O  man, 
whether  thou  shalt  save  thy  wife  ? 

17  But  as  the  Lord  hath  distribu¬ 
ted  to  every  one,  as  God  hath  called 
©very  one,  so  let  him  walk  :  and  so 
in  all  churches  I  teach. 

IB  Is  any  man  called  being  circumci¬ 
sed  ?  let  him  not  procure  uncircumci- 
sion?  Is  any  man  called  inuncircum. 
cision  ?  let  him  not  be  circumcised. 
1 9  Circumcision  is  nothing,and  uncir¬ 
cumcision  is  nothing :  but  the  obser¬ 
vation  of  the  commandments  of  God, 

20  Let  every  man  abide  in  the 
same  calling  in  which  he  was  called. 
21  Wast  thou  called,  being  a  bond¬ 
man  ?  care  not  for  it :  but  if  thou 
mayest  be  made  free,  use  it  rather. 
22  For  he  that  is  called  in  the  Lord, 
being  a  bond  man,  is  the  freeman  ol 
the  Lord.  Likewise  he  that  is  called 
being  free,  is  the  bond-man  of  Christ 

23  You  are  bought  with  a  price, 
be  not  made  the  bond  slaves  of  men. 

24  Brethren,  let  every  man  where¬ 
in  he  was  called,  therein  abide  with 
God. 

25  Now  concerning  virgins,  I  have 
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no  commandment  of  the  Lord  :  but  she  marry. 

I  give  counsel,  as  having  obtained  37  For  he  that  hath  determined 
mercy  of  the  Lord,  to  be  faithful.  being  stcdfast  in  his  heart,  having

9  But  take  heed  lest  perhaps  this 
your  liberty  become  a  stumbling 
block  to  the  weak. 

10  For  if  a  man  see  him  that  hath 
knowledge,  sit  at  meat  in  the  idol  s 
temple;  shall  not  his  conscience,  be¬ 
ing  weak, be  emboldened  to  eat  those 
things  which  are  sacrificed  to  idols? 

1  i  And  through  thy  knowledge 
shall  the  weak  brother  perish,  for 
whom  Christ  hath  died  ? 

12Now  when  you  sin  thus  against 
the  brethren,  and  wound  their  weak 
consciences,  you  sin  against  Christ. 

13  Wherefore  if  meat  scandalize 
my  brother,  I  will  never  eat  flesh, 
lest  1  should  scandalize  my  brother. 
CHAP.  IX. 

Running  in  race,  <£c- 
X  M  not  I  free  ?  Am  I  not  an 
apostle?  Have  not  I  seen 
Christ  Jesus  our  Lord  ?  Are  not 
you  my  work  in  the  Lord  ? 

2  And  if  unto  others  I  be  not  an 
apostle,  but  yet  to  you  1  am.  For 
you  are  the  seal  of  my  apostleship 
in  the  Lord . 

3  My  defence  with  them  that  do 
examine  me  is  this. 

4  Have  not  we  power  to  eat  and 
to  drink  ? 

5  Have  we  not  power  to  carry 
about  a  woman  a  sister,  as  well  as 
the  rest  of  the  apostles,  and  the 
brethren  of  the  Lord,  and  Cephas? 

C  Or  I  only  and  Barnabas  have 
not  we  power  to  do  this? 

7  Who  serveth  as  a  soldier  at  any 
time,  at  his  own  charges?  Who 
plantelh  a  vineyard,  and  eateth  not 
of  the  fruit  thereof?  Who  feedeih 
a  flock,  and  eateth  not  of  the  milk 
of  the  flock  ? 

8  Speak  I  these  things  according 
to  man  ?  Or  doth  not  the  law  also 
say  these  things  ? 

9  For  it  is  written  in  the  law  of 
M  oses  :  Thou  shall  vot  muzzle  the 
mouth  cj  the  ox  that  treudeih  out  the 
corn .  Doth  God  take  care  fpr  psc.o ; 
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10  Or  doth  he  say  this  indeed  for 
oursakes?  For  these  things  are 
written  for  our  sakes that  he  that 
ploweth  should  plow  in  hope:  and  he 
that  thresheth,  in  hope  to  receive 
fruit. 

11  If  we  have  sown  unto  yon 
spiritual  things,  is  it  a  great  matter 
if  we  reap  your  carnal  things  ? 

12  If  others  be  partakers  of  this 
power  over  you  ;  why  not  we  ra¬ 
ther?  Nevertheless  w’e  have  not 
used  this  power:  but  we  bear  all 
things,  lest  we  should  give  any  hin¬ 
drance  to  the  gospel  of  Christ. 

13  Know  you  not,  that  they  who 
work  in  the  holy  place,  eat  the 
things  that  are  of  the  holy  place  : 
and  they  that  serve  the  altar,  par¬ 
take  with  the  altar  ? 

14  So  also  the  Lord  ordained 
that  they  who  preach  the  gospel, 
should  live  by  the  gospel. 

15  But  I  have  used  none  of  these 
things.  Neither  have  I  written 
these  things,  that  they  should  be  so 
done  unto  me  ;  for  it  is  good  for  me 
to  die,  rather  than  any  man  should 
make  nny  glory  void. 

16  For  if  I  preach  the  gospel :  il 
is  no  glory  to  me  :  for  a  necessity 
lieth  upon  me  :  for  wo  is  unto  me  if 
I  preach  not  the  gospel. 

17  For  if  I  do  this  thing  willingly, 
I  have  a  reward  :  but  if  against  my 
will,  a  dispensation  is  committed 
to  me. 

1 8  What  is  my  rew  ard  then  ?  That 
preaching  the  gospel,  I  may  deliver 
the  gospel  without  charge,  that  I 
abuse' not  my  power  in  the  gospel. 

19  For  whereas  I  was  free  as  to 
all,  I  made  myself  the  servant  of 
all :  that  I  might  gain  the  more. 

20  And  I  became  to  the  Jews  a 
Jew',  that  I  might  gain  the  Jews. 

21  To  them  that  are  under  the 
law,  as  if  I  w'ere  under  the  law 
(whereas  myself  was  not  under  the 
law)  that  I  might  gain  them  that 
were  under  the  law.  To  them  th»» 
were  without  the  law,  as  if  I  were 
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without  the  law  (whereas  I  was 
not  without  the  law  of  God,  but 
was  in  the  law  of  Christ)  that  I 
might  gain  them  that  were  with¬ 
out  the  law, 

22  To  the  weak  I  became  weak, 
that  I  might  gain  the  weak.  I  be¬ 
came  all  things  to  all  men,  that  1 
might  save  all. 

23  And  I  do  all  things  for  the 
gospel's  sake  :  that  I  may  be  made 
partaker  thereof. 

24  Know  you  not  that  they  that 
run  in  the  race,  all  run  indeed,  but 
one  receiveth  the  prize  ?  So  run 
that  you  may  obtain. 

25  And  every  one  that  striveth  for 
the  mastery,  refraineth  himself  from 
all  things  :  and  they  indeed  that  they 
may  receive  a  corruptible  crown : 
but  we  an  incorruptible  one. 

26  I  therefore  so  run,  not  as  at 
an  uncertainty  :  I  so  fight,  not  as 
one  beating  the  air : 

27  But  I  chastise  my  body,  and 
bring  it  into'subjection:  lest  perhaps, 
when  I  have  preached  to  others,  I 
myself  should  become  acast-away. 

CHAP.  X. 

We  are  to  fly  from  the  service  of  idols. 
TpOR  I  would  not  have  you  igno- 
rant,  brethren,  that  our  fathers 
were  all  under  the  cloud,  and  all 
passed  through  the  sea. 

2  And  all  in  Moses  were  bap¬ 
tized,  in  the  cloud,  and  in  the  sea  : 

3  And  did  all  eat  the  same  spi¬ 
ritual  food. 

4  And  all  drank  the  same  spiri¬ 
tual  drink  (and  they  drank  of  the 
spiritual  rock  that  followed  them, 
and  the  rock  was  Christ,) 

5  But  with  the  most  of  them 
God  was  not  well  pleased:  for 
they  were  overthrown  in  the  desart. 

6  Now  these  things  were  done" 
in  a  figure  of  us,  that  we  should  not 
covet  evil  things.as  they  also  coveted 

7  Neither  become  ye  idolaters, 
as  some  of  them  :  a9  it  is  written  : 
The  people  tat  down  to  eat  and  drink, 
and  rote  up  to  play. 


8  Neither  let  us  commit  form-* 
cation,  as  some  of  them  committed 
fornication,  and  there  fell  in  one 
day  three  and  twenty  thousand. 

9  Neither  let  us  tempt  Christ: 
as  some  of  them  tempted,  and 
perished  by  the  serpents. 

10  Neither  do  you  murmur:  as 
some  of  them  murmured,  and  were 
destroyed  by  the  destroyer. 

11  Now  all  these  things  happened 
to  them  in  figure :  and  they  are 
written  for  our  correction,  upon 
whom  the  ends  of  theworld  are  come. 

12  Wherefore  he  that  thinketh 
himself  to  stand,  let  him  take  heed 
lest  he  fall. 

13  Let  no  temptation  take  hold 
on  you,  but  such  as  is  human.  And 
God  is  faithful,  who  will  not  suffer 
you  to  be  tempted  above  that  which 
you  are  able:  but  will  make  alsu 
with  temptation  issue,  that  you  may 
be  able  to  bear  it. 

14  Wherefore,  my  dearly  belov¬ 
ed/ fly  from  the  service  of  idols. 

15  I  speak  as  to  wise  meiu  judge 
ye  yourselves  what  I  say. 

16  The  chalice  of  benediction, 
which  we  bless,  is  it  not  the  com¬ 
munion  of  the  blood  of  Christ  ?  And 
the  bread,  which  we  break,  is  it  not 
the  partaking  of  the  body  of  the  Lord? 

17  For  we  being  many  are  oue 
bread,  one  body,  all  that  partake  of 
one  bread. 

18  Behold  Israel  according  to 
the  flesh :  are  not  they,  that  cat  of 
the  sacrifices,  partakers  of  the  altar  ? 

19  What  then?  Do  I  say,  that 
what  is  offered  in  sacrifice  to  idols, 
is  anything?  Or  that  the  idol  is 
any  thing? 

20  But  the  things  which  the 
heathens  sacrifice,  they  sacrifice  to 
devils,  and  not  to  God.  And  I 
would  not  that  you  should  be  made 
partakers  with  devils. 

21  You  cannot  drink  the  chalice 
of  the  Lord,  and  the  chalice  of  devils; 
you  cannot  be  partakers  of  the  table, 
of  the  Lord, and  of  the  table  of  devils, 
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22  Do  we  provoke  the  Lord  to 
jealousy?  Are  we  stronger  than 
he?  All  things  are  lawful  forme, 
but  all  things  are  not  expedient. 

23  Ail  things  are  lawful  for  me, 
but  all  things  do  not  edify. 

24  Let  no  man  seek  his  own, 
but  that  which  is  anotheis. 

25  Whatsoever  is  sold  in  the 
Bhambles,  eat:  asking  no  question 
for  conscience  sake. 

26  The  earth  is  the  Lord's,  and 
the  fulness  thereof. 

27  If  any  of  them  that  believe 
not,  invite  you,  and  you  be  willing 
to  go ;  eat  of  any  thing  that  is  set 
before  you,  asking  no  question  for 
conscience  sake. 

28  But  if  any  man  say  :  This  has 
been  sacrificed  to  idols ;  do  not  eat 
of  it  for  his  sake  that  told  it,  and 
for  conscience  sake. 

29  Conscience,  I  say,  not  thy  own, 
but  the  other’s.  For  why  is  my 
libertyjudged  by  another  man's  con¬ 
science  ? 

30  If  I  partake  with  thanksgiv¬ 
ing ;  why  am  I  evil  spoken  of  for 
that  for  which  I  give  thanks  ? 

31  Therefore  whether  you  eat  or 
drink,  or  whatsoever  else  you  do ; 
do  all  to  the  glory  of  God. 

32  Be  without  offence  to  the 
Jews  and  to  the  gentiles,  and  to  the 
church  of  God : 

33  As  I  also  in  all  things  please 
all  men,  not  seeking  that  which  is 
profitable  to  myself,  but  to  many  ; 
that  they  may  be  saved. 

CHAP.  XI. 

Women  mutt  have  a  covering  over  their 

head/. 

E  ye  followers  of  me,  as  I  also 
am  of  Christ. 

2  Now  I  praise  you,  brethren, 
that  in  all  things  you  are  mindful 
of  me  :  and  keep  my  ordinances  as 
I  have  delivered  them  to  you. 

S  But  I  would  have  you  know, 
that  the  head  of  every  man  is  Christ : 
and  the  head  of  the  woman  is  the 
man:  and  the  head  of  Christ  is  God, 


4  Every  man  praying  or  pro¬ 
phesying  with  his  head  covered,  dis- 
graceth  his  head. 

5  But  every  woman  praying  or 
prophesying  with  her  head  not 
covered,  disgraceth  her  head:  for  it 
is  all  one  as  if  she  were  shaven. 

6  For  if  a  woman  be  not  covered 
let  her  be  shorn.  But  if  it  be  a  shame 
to  a  woman  to  be  shorn  or  made 
bald,  let  her  cover  her  head. 

7  The  man  indeed  ought  not  to 
cover  his  head,  because  he  is  the 
image  and  glory  of  God ;  but  the 
woman  is  the  glory  of  the  man. 

8  For  the  man  is  not  of  the  wo¬ 
man,  but  the  woman  of  \he  man. 

9  For  the  man  was  not  created  for 
the  woman,  but  the  woman  for  the 
man. 

10  Therefore  ought  the  woman 
to  have  a  power  over  her  head  be- 
cause  of  the  Angels. 

11  But  yet  neither  is  the  man 
without  the  woman,  nor  the  wo¬ 
man  without  the  man,  in  the  Lord. 

12  For  as  the  woman  is  of  the 
man,  so  also  is  the  man  by  the  wo¬ 
man  :  but  all  things  of  God. 

13  You  yourselves  judge :  doth 
it  become  a  woman,  to  pray  unto 
God,  uncovered  ? 

14  Doth  not  even  nature  itself 
teach  you,  that  a  man  indeed,  if  he 
nourish  his  hair,  it  is  a  shame  unto 
him : 

J5  But  if  a  woman  nourish  her 
hair,  it  is  a  glory  to  her,  for  her  hair 
is  given  to  her  for  a  covering. 

16  But  if  any  man  seem  to  be 
contentious,  we  have  no  such  cus¬ 
tom,  nor  the  church  of  God. 

17  Now  this  I  ordain  :  not  prais¬ 
ing  you,  that  you  come  together  not 
for  the  better,  but  for  the  worse. 

18  For  first  of  all  I  hear  that 
when  you  come  together  in  the 
church,  there  are  schisms  among 
you,  and  in  part  I  believe  it. 

1 9  For  there  must  be  also  heresies : 
that  they  also,  who  are  approved, 
may  be  made  manifest  among  you

be  nQt  condemned  with  this  world.  13  For  in  one  Spirit  were  we  aU 
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baptized  into  one  body,  whether 
Jews,  or  pontiles,  whether  bond,  or 
free  :  and  in  one  Spirit  we  have  all 
been  made  to  drink. 

14  For  the  body  also  is  not  one 
member,  but  many. 

15  If  the  foot  should  say,  be¬ 
cause  I  am  not  the  hand,  I  am  not 
of  the  body:  is  it  therefore  not  of 
the  body  ? 

16  And  if  the  ear  should  say,  be¬ 
cause  I  am  not  the  eye,  I  am  not  of 
the  body  :  is  it  therefore  not  of  the 
body  ? 

17  If  the  whole  body  were  the 
eye  :  where  would  be  the  hearing? 
If  the  whole  were  hearing:  where 
would  be  the  smelling  ? 

18  But  now  God  hath  set  the 
members  every  one  of  them  in  the 
body  as  it  hath  pleased  him. 

19  And  if  they  all  were  one  mem¬ 
ber,  where  would  be  the  body  ? 

20  But  now  there  are  many 
members  indeed,  yet  one  body. 

21  And  the  eye  cannot  say  to  the 
hand  :  I  need  not  thy  help ;  nor 
again  the  head  to  the  feet  :  I  have 
no  need  of  you. 

22  Yea  much  more  those  that 
seem  to  be  the  more  feeble  members 
ot  the  body,  are  more  necessary: 

23  And  such  as  we  think  to  be 
the  less  honourable  members  of  the 
body,  about  these  we  put  more 
abundant  honour:  and  those  that 
are  our  uncomely  parts,  have  more 
abundant  comeliness. 

24  But  our  comely  parts  have 
no  need  :  but  God  hath  tempered 
the  body  together,  giving  to  that 
which  wanted,  the  more  abundant 
honour, 

25  That  there  might  be  no  schism 
in  the  body,  but  the  members  might 
be  mutually  careful  one  for  another. 

26  And  if  one  member  suffer  any 
thing,  all  the  members  suffer  with 
it :  or,  if  one  member  glory,  all  the 
members  rejoice  with  it. 

27  Now  you  are  the  body  of 
Christ,  and  members  of  member. 


28  And  God  indeed  hath  set 
some  in  the  church,  first  apostles, 
secondly  prophets,  thirdly  doctors, 
after  that  miracles,  then  the  graces 
of  healings,  helps,  governments, 
kinds  of  tongues,  interpretations  of 
speeches. 

29  Are  all  apostles  ?  Are  all 
prophets  ?  Are  all  doctors  ? 

SO  Are  all  workers  of  miracles? 
Have  all  the  grace  of  healing  ?  Do 
all  speak  with  tongues  ?  Do  all  in¬ 
terpret  ? 

31  But  be  zealous  for  the  better 
gifts.  And  I  shew  unto  you  yet  a 
more  excellent  way. 

CHAP.  XIII. 

Charity  preferred  before  other  gifts- 
T  F  I  speak  with  the  tongues  of 
■**  men,  and  of  angels,  and  have 
not  charity,  I  am  become  as  sound, 
ing  brass  or  a  tinkling  cymbal. 

2  And  if  I  should  have  prophecy, 
and  should  know  all  mysteries,  and 
all  knowledge,  and  if  I  should  have 
all  faith,  so  that  I  could  remove 
mountains,  and  have  not  charity,  I 
am  nothing. 

3  And  if  I  should  distribute  all 
my  goods  to  feed  the  poor,  and  if  I 
should  deliver  my  body  to  be  burn¬ 
ed,  and  have  not  charity,  it  pro- 
fiteth  me  nothing. 

4  Charity  is  patient,  is  kind : 
Charity  envyeth  not,  dealcth  not 
perversely  :  is  not  puffed  up, 

5  Is  not  ambitious,  seeketb  not 
her  own,  is  not  provoked  to  anger, 
thinketh  no  evil, 

6  Rejoiceth  not  in  iniquity,  but 
rejoiceth  writh  the  truth  : 

7  Beareth  all  things,  believeth  all 
things,  hopeth  all  things,  endureth 
all  things. 

8  Charity  never  falleth  away; 
v/hether  prophecies  shall  be  made 
void,  or  tongues  shall  cea<3 e,  or 
knowledge  shall  be  destroyed. 

9  For  we  know  in  part,  and  we 
prophesy  in  part. 

10  But  when  that  which  if  per¬ 
fect  i9  come,  that  which  u  in 'part 
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shall  be  done  away. 

1 1  When  I  was  a  child,  I  spoke 
as  a  child,  I  understood  as  a  child, 
I  thought  as  a  child.  But  when  I 
became  a  man,  I  put  away  the 
things  of  a  child. 

12  We  see  now  through  a  glass 
in  a  dark  manner:  but  then  face  to 
face.  Now  I  know  in  part :  but 
then  I  shall  know  even  as  I  am 
known. 

13  And  now  there  remain,  faith, 
hope,  charity,  these  three  :  but  the 
greater  of  these  is  charity. 

CHAP.  XIV. 

The  gift  of  prophesying  to  le  preferred. 
OLLOW  after  charity,  be  zea¬ 
lous  for  spiritual  gifts  :  but 
rather  that  you  may  prophesy. 

2  For  he  that  speaketh  in  a 
tongue,  speaketh  not  unto  men,  but 
unto  God :  for  no  man  heareth. 
Yet  by  the  spirit  he  speaketh  mys¬ 
teries. 

3  But  he  that  prophesieth,  speak¬ 
eth  to  men  unto  edification  and 
exhortation  and  comfort. 

4  He  that  speaketh  in  a  tongue, 
edifieth  himself ;  but  he  that  pro¬ 
phesieth,  edifieth  the  church. 

5  And  I  would  have  you  all  to 
6peak  with  tongues,  but  rather  to 
prophesy.  For  greater  is  he  that 
prophesieth,  than  he  that  speaketh 
with  tongues  :  unless  perhaps  he 
interpret,  that  the  church  may  re¬ 
ceive  edification. 

6  But  now,  brethren,  if  I  come 
to  you,  speaking  with  tongues, 
what  shall  I  profit  you,  unless  I 
apeak  to  you  either  in  revelation,  or 
in  knowledge,  or  in  prophecy,  or  in 
doctrine. 

7  Even  things  without  life  that 
give  sound,  whether  pipe  or  harp, 
except  they  give  a  distinction  of 
sounds,  how  shall  it  be  known  what 
is  piped  or  harped  ? 

8  For  if  the  trumpet  give  an  un¬ 
certain  sound  who  shall  prepare 
himself  to  the  battle? 

$  So  likewise  you, "except  you  Ut¬ 


ter  by  the  tongue  plain  speech,  how 
shall  it  be  known  what  is  said  ? 
For  you  shall  be  speaking  into  the 
air. 

10  There  are  (for  example)  so 
many  kinds  of  tongues  in  this  world  : 
and  none  is  without  voice. 

1 1  if  then  I  know  not  the  power 
of  the  voice,  I  shall  be  to  him,  to 
whom  I  speak,  a  barbarian,  and  he 
that  speaketh,  a  barbarian  to  me. 

12  So  you  also,  forasmuch  as  you 
are  zealous  of  spirits,  seek  to 
abound  unto  the  edifying  of  the 
church. 

13  And  therefore  he  that  speaketh 
by  a  tongue,  let  him  pray  that  he 
may  interpret. 

14  For  if  I  pray  in  a  tongue,  my 
spirit  prayeth,  but  my  understand¬ 
ing  is  without  fruit. 

15  What  is  it  then  ?  I  will  pray 
with  the  spirit,  I  will  pray  also  with 
the  understanding  :  1  will  sing  with 
the  spirit,  I  will  sing  also  with  the 
understanding. 

16  Else  if  thou  shalt  bless  with 
the  spirit,  how  shall  he  that  hold- 
eth  the  place  of  the  unlearned  say 
Amen,  to"  thy  blessing  ?  because  he 
knoweth  not  what  thou  sayest. 

17  For  thou  indeed  givest  thanks 
well,  but  the  other  is  not  edifiod. 

18  I  thank  my  God  I  speak  with 
all  your  tongues. 

19  But  in  the  church  I  had  ra¬ 
ther  speak  five  words  with  my  un¬ 
derstanding,  that  I  may  instruct 
others  also ;  than  ten  thousand 
words  in  a  tongue. 

20  Brethren,  do  not  become 
children  in  sense,  but  in  malice.be 
children,  and  in  sense  be  perfect. 

21  In  the  law  it  is  written:  In 
other  tongues  and  other  lips  I  will 
speak  to  this  people  :  and  neither  so 
•will  they  hear  me ,  saitji  the  Lord. 

22  Wherefore  tongues  are  for  a 
sign,  not  to  believeVs,  but  to  unbe¬ 
lievers  :  but  prophecies,  not  to  un¬ 
believers,  but  to  believers. 

S3  If  therefore  the  whole  church 
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come  togetherinto  one  place,  and  all 
epeak  with  tongues,  and  there  come 
in  unlearned  persons  or  infidels, 
will  they  not  say  that  you  are  mad  ? 

24  But  if  all  prophesy,  and  there 
come  in  one  that  believeth  not,  op 
an  unlearned  person,  he  is  convinced 
of  all,  he  is  judged  of  all. 

25  The  secrets  of  his  heart  are 
made  manifest,  and  so,  falling  down 
on  his  face,  he  will  adore  God,  af¬ 
firming  that  God  is  among  you  in¬ 
deed. 

26  How  is  it  then,  brethren  ? 
When  you  come  together,  every 
one  of  you  hath  a  psalm,  hath  a 
doctrine,  hath  a  revelation,  hath  a 
tongue,  hath  an  interpretation  :  let 
all  things  :  be  done  to  edification. 

S7  It  any  speak  with  a  tongue, 
let  it  be  by  two,  or  at  the  most  by 
three,  and  in  course,  and  let  one 
interpret. 

38  But  if  there  be  no  interpreter, 
let  him  hold  his  peace  in  the  church, 
and  speak  to  himself  and  to  God. 

29  And  let  the  prophets  speak, 
two  or  three  :  and  let  the  rest  judge. 

30  But  if  any  thing  be  revealed 
to  another  sitting,  let  the  first  hold 
his  peace. 

31  For  you  may  all  prophesy 
one  by  one;  that  all  may  learn, 
and  all  may  be  exhorted  : 

32  And  the  spirits  of  the  prophets 
are  subject  to  the  prophet*. 

33  For  God  is  not  the  God  of 
dissension,  but  of  peace  :  as  also  1 
teach  in  all  the  churches  of  the  saints. 

34  Let  women  keep  silence  in 
the  churches  :  for  it  is  not  permit¬ 
ted  them  to  speak,  but  to  be  sub¬ 
ject,  as  also  the  law  saith. 

35  But  if  they  would  learn  any 
thing,  let  them  ask  their  husbands 
at  home.  For  it  is  a  shame  for  a 
woman  to  speak  in  the  church. 

36  Or  did  the  word  of  God  come 
out  from  you  ?  Or  came  it  only 
unto  you  ? 

37  If  any  seem  to  be  a  prophet, 
or  spiritual,  let  him  know  the  things 


that  1  write  to  you,  that  they  are 

the  commandments  of  the  Lord. 

38  But  if  any  man  know  not,  he 
shall  not  be  known. 

39  Wherefore,  brethren,  be  zea* 
Ions  to  prophesy  :  and  forbid  not  to 
speak  with  tongues. 

40  But  let  all  things  be  done  de» 
cently  and  according  to  order. 

CHAP.  XV. 

Christ's  resurrection  and  ours. 
’\TOW  I  make  known  unto  you, 

^  brethren,  the  gospel  which  I 
preached  to  you,  which  also  you 
have  received  and  wherein  you  stand. 

2  By  which  also  you  are  saved, 
if  you  hold  fast  after  what  manner 
I  preached  unto  you,  unless  you 
have  believed  in  vain. 

3  For  I  delivered  unto  you  first 
of  all,  which  I  also  received  :  How 
that  Christ  died  for  our  sins  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  scriptures  : 

4  And  that  he  was  buried,  and 
that  he  rose  again  the  third  day  ac- 
cording  to  t tie  scriptures  : 

5  And  that  he  was  seen  by  Ce¬ 
phas  :  and  after  that  by  the  eleven. 

6  Then  was  he  seen  by  more 
than  five  hundred  brethren  at  once, 
of  whom  many  remain  until  this 
present,  and  some  are  fallen  asleep. 

7  After  that,  he  was  seen  ky 
James,  then  by  all  the  apostles. 

8  And  last  of  all,  he  was  seen 
also  by  me,  as  by  one  born  out  of 
due  time. 

9  For  I  am  the  least  of  the  apos¬ 
tles,  who  am  not  worthy  to  be  called 
an  apostle,  because  I  persecuted 
the  church  of  God. 

10  But  by  the  grace  of  God,  I 
am  what  I  am  ;  and  his  grace  in 
me  hath  not  been  void,  but  I  have 
laboured  more  abundantly  than  all 
they  :  yet  not  I,  but  the  grace  of 
God  with  me. 

11  For  w  hether  I,  or  they,  so  we 
preach,  and  su  you  have  believed. 

12  Now  if  Christ  be  preached 
that  he  arose  again  from  the  dead 
how  do  some  among  you  6ay,  that 
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there  is  no  resurrection  of  the  dead  ? 

13  But  if  there  be  no  resurrection 
of  the  dead,  then  Christ  is  not  risen 
again. 

14  And  if  Christ  be  not  risen 
again,  then  is  our  preaching  vain, 
and  your  faith  is  also  vain. 

15  Yea,  and  we  are  found  false 
witnesses  of  God  :  because  we  have 
given  testimony  against  God,  that 
he  hath  raised  up  Christ ;  whom  lie 
hath  not  raised  up,  if  the  dead  rise 
not  again. 

16  For  if  the  dead  rise  not  again, 
neither  is  Christ  risen  again. 

17  And  if  Christ  be  not  risen 
again,  your  faith  is  vain,  for  you 
are  yet  in  your  sins. 

18  Then  they  also,  that  are  fallen 
asleep  in  Christ,  afe  perished. 

19  If  in  this  life  only  we  have 
hope  in  Christ,  we  are  of  all  men 
most  miserable. 

20  But  now  Christ  is  risen  from 
the  dead,  the  first-fruits  of  them 
that  sleep : 

91  For  by  a  man  came  death, 
and  by  a  man  the  resurrection  of 
the  dead. 

22  And  as  in  Adam  all  die,  so  also 
in  Christ  all  shall  be  made  alive. 

23  But  every  one  in  his  own  or¬ 
der  ;  the  first-fruits  Christ,  then 
they  that  are  of  Christ,  who  have 
believed  in  his  coming. 

24  Afterwards  the  end,  when  he 
shall  have  delivered  up  the  kingdom 
to  God  and  the  Father,  when  he  shall 
have  brought  to  nought  all  princi¬ 
pality,  and  power,  and  virtue. 

25  For  he  must  reign,  Until  he 
hath  put  all  his  enemies  under  his feet 

26  And  the  enemy  death  shall  be 
destroyed  last,  For  he  hath  put  all 
things  under  his  feet.  And  whereas 
he  saith, 

27  All  things  are  put  under  him 
undoubtedly,  he  is  excepted,  who 
put  all  things  under  him. 

28  And. when  all  things  shall  be 
subdued  unto  him  ,  then  the  Son 
also  himself  shall  be  subject  unta 


him  that  put  all  things  under  him, 
that  God  may  be  all  in  all. 

29  Otherwise  what  shall  they  do 
that  are  baptized  for  the  dead,  if 
the  dead  rise  not  again  at  all  }  why 
are  they  then  baptized  for  them  ? 

30  Why  also  are  we  in  danger 
every  hour. 

31  I  die  daily,  I  protest  by  your 
glory,  brethren,  which  I  have  in 
Christ. Jesus  our  Lord.

Behold,  now  is  the  acceptable  time : 
behold  now  is  the  day  of  salvation. 

3  Giving  no  offence  to  any  man, 
that  our  ministry  be  not  blamed : 

4  But  in  all  things  let  us  exhibit 
ourselves  as  the  ministers  of  God, 
in  much  patience,  in  tribulation,  in 
necessities,  in  distresses, 

5  In  stripes,  in  prisons,  in  sedi¬ 
tions,  in  labours,  m  watchings,  in 
fastings, 

6  In  chastity,  in  knowledge,  in 
long-suffering,  in  sweetness,  in  the 
.Holy  Ghost,  in  charity  unfeigned, 

7  In  the  word  of  truth,  in  th. 


power  of  God ;  by  the  armour  of 
justice  on  the  right  hand  and  on 
the  left, 

8  By  honour  and  dishonour,  by 
evil  report  and  good  report:  as  de¬ 
ceivers,  and  yet  true :  as  unknown, 
and  yet  known : 

9  As  dying,  and  behold  we  live: 
as  chastised,  and  not  killed. 

10  As  sorrowful,  yet  always  re¬ 
joicing  :  as  needy,  yet  enriching 
many :  a6  having  nothing,  and  pos¬ 
sessing  all  things. 

1 1  Our  mouth  is  open  to  you,  O 
ye  Corinthians, our  heart  is  enlarged . 

12  You  are  not  straitened  in  us: 
but  in  your  own  bowels  you  are 
straitened. 

13  But  having  the  same  recom¬ 
pense  (I  speak  as  to  my  children) 
be  you  also  enlarged. 

14  Bear  not  the  yoke  with  unbe¬ 
lievers.  For  what  participation 
hath  justice  with  injustice?  Or  what 
fellowship  hath  light  with  darknesss? 

15  And  what  concord  hath  Christ 
with  Belial?  Or  what  part  hath 
the  faithful  with  the  unbeliever? 

16  And  what  agreement  hath  the 
temple  of  God  with  idols  ?  For  you 
are  the  temple  of  the  living  God  :  as 
God  saith :  I  will  dwell  in  them ,  and 
walk  among  them ,  and  I  will  be  their 
God,  and  they  shall  be  my  people. 

17  Wherefore,  Go  out  from  among 
them,  and  be  ye  separate,  saith  the 
Lord,  and  touch  not  the  unclean  thing 

18  And  I  will  receive  you  :  and 
I  will  be  a  Father  to  you  :  and  you 
shall  be  my  sons  and  daughters,  saith 
the  Lord  almighty. 

CHAP.  VII. 

The  Apostle's  affection  for  the  Corin¬ 
thians. 

AVING  therefore  these  pro* 
mises,  dearly  beloved,  let  us 
cleanse  ourselves  from  all  defile¬ 
ment  of  the  flesh  and  of  the  spiritj 
perfecting  sanctification  in  the  fear 
of  God. 

S  Receive  us.  We  have  injured 
no  man,  we  have  corrupted  no  man. 
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wo  have  overreached  no  man, 

3  I  speak  not  this  to  your  con¬ 
demnation.  For  we  have  said  be¬ 
fore,  that  you  are  in  our  hearts,  to 
die  together,  and  to  live  together. 

4  Great  is  my  confidence  with 
you,  great  is  my  glorying  for  you. 
I  am  filled  with  comfort;  I  ex¬ 
ceedingly  abound  with  joy  in  all 
our  tribulation. 

5  For  also  when  we  were  come 
into  Macedonia,  our  flesh  had  no 
rest,  but  we  suffered  all  tribulation  : 
combats  without,  fears  within. 

6  But  God  who  comforteth  the 
humble,  comforted  us  by  the  coming 
of  Titus. 

7  And  not  by  his  coming  only, 
but  also  by  the  consolation,  where¬ 
with  he  was  comforted  in  you,  re¬ 
lating  to  us  your  desire,  your 
mourning,  your  zeal  for  me,  so  that 
I  rejoiced  the  more. 

a  For  although  I  made  you  sor¬ 
rowful  by  my  epistle,  1  do  not  re¬ 
pent  :  and  if  I  did  repent,  seeing 
that  the  same  epistle  (although  but 
for  a  time)  did  make  you  sorrowful : 

9  Now  I  am  glad  :  not  because 
you  were  made  sorrowful ;  but  be¬ 
cause  you  were  made  sorrowful 
unto  penance.  For  you  were  made 
sorrowful  according  to  God,  that 
you  might  suffer  damage  by  us  in 
nothing. 

10  For  the  sorrow  that  is  ac¬ 
cording  to  God  worketh  penance 
6tedfast  unto  salvation :  but  the 
sorrow  of  the  world  worketh  death. 

1 1  For  behold  this  self-same 
thing,  that  you  were  made  sorrow¬ 
ful  according  to  God,  how  great 
carefulness  it  worketh  in  you  :  yea 
defence,  yea  indignation,  yea  fear, 
yea  desire,  yea  zeal,  yea  revenge: 
in  all  things  you  have  shewed  your¬ 
selves  to  be  undefiled  in  the  matter. 

12  Wherefore  although  1  wrote 
to  you,  it  was  not  for  his  sake  that 
did  the  wrong,  not  for  him  that 
Buffered  it :  but  to  manifest  our 
carefulness  that  we  have  for %n\u 


13  Before  God :  therefore  we 
were  comforted.  But  in  our  conso- 
lation  we  did  the  more  abundantly 
rejoice  for  the  joy  of  Titus,  because 
his  spirit  was  refreshed  by  you  all. 

14  And  if  I  have  boasted  any 
thing  to  him  of  you,  I  have  not  been 
put  to  shame,  but  as  we  have  spoken 
all  things  to  you  in  truth,  bo  also 
our  boasting  that  was  made  to 
Titus,  i3  found  truth. 

15  And  Ids  bowels  are  more  abun¬ 
dantly  towards  you  :  remembering 
the  obedience  of  you  all,  how  with 
fear  and  trembling  you  received  him. 

16  I  rejoice  that  in  all  things  I 
have  confidence  in  you. 

CHAP  VIII. 

He  exhorts  them  to  relieve  the  poor- 
OW  we  make  known  unto  you, 
brethren,  the  grace  of  God, 
that  hath  been  given  in  the  churches 
of  Macedonia, 

2  That  in  much  experience  of 
tribulation  they  have  had  abundance 
of  joy,  and. their  very  deep  poverty 
hath  abounded  unto  the  riches  of 
their  simplicity. 

3  For  according  to  their  power 
(I  bear  them  witness)  and  beyond 
their  power,  they  were  willing. 

4  With  much  intreaty  begging 
of  us  the  grace  and  communication 
of  the  ministry  that  is  done  toward 
the  saints. 

5  And  not  as  we  hoped,  but  they 
gave  their  own  selves  first  to  the 
Lord,  then  to  us  by  the  will  of  God : 

G  Insomuch,  that  we  desired 
Titus,  that  as  he  had  begun,  so  also 
he  would  finish  among  you  thir 
same  grace. 

7  That  as  in  all  things  yot 
abound  in  faith,  and  word,  ano 
knowledge,  and  all  carefulness ; 
moreover  also  in  your  charity  to^ 
wards  us,  so  in  this  grace  also  you 
may  abound. 

8  I  speak  not  as  commanding ; 
but  by  the  carefulness  of  otherG, 
approving  also  the  good  disposition 
of  your  charity. 
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0  For  you  know  the  grace  of  our 
Lord  J E3U8  Christ,  that  being 
rich  he  became  poor,  for  your 
sakea ;  that  through  his  poverty 
you  might  be  rich. 

10  And  herein  I  give  my  advice: 
for  this  is  profitable  for  you,  who 
have  begun  not  only  to  do,  but  also 
to  be  willing,  a  year  ago: 

11  Now  therefore  perform  ye  it 
also  in  deed  ;  that,  as'  your  mind  is 
forward  to  be  willing,  so  it  may  be 
also  to  perform,  out  of  that  which 
you  have. 

12  For  if  the  will  be  forward,  it 
is  accented  according  to  that  which 
a  man  hath,  not  according  to  that 
which  he  hath  not. 

13  For  I  mean  not  that  others 
should  be  eased,  and  you  burthen- 
ed:  but  by  an  equality. 

14  In  this  present  time  let  your 
abundance  supply  their  want :  that 
their  abundance  also  may  6upply 
your  want,  that  there  may  be  an 
equality, 

15  As  it  is  written  ;  He  ihai  had 
much,  had  nothing  over:  end  he 
that  had  little  had  no  want. 

16  And  thanks  be  to  God,  who 
hath  given  the  same  carefulness  for 
you  in  the  heart  of  Titus. 

17  For  indeed  he  accepted  the 
exhortation :  but  being  more  careful, 
of  his  own  will,  he  went  unto  you. 

18  We  have  sent  also  with  him 
the  brother,  whose  praise  is  in  the 
gospel  through  all  the  churches : 

19  And  not  that  only,  but  he  was 
also  ordained  by  the  churches  com¬ 
panion  of  our  travels,  for  this  grace, 
which  is  administered  by  us  to  the 
glory  of  the  Lord,  and  our  deter¬ 
mined  will: 

20  A-voiding  this,  lest  any  man 
should  blame  us  in  this  abundance 
which  is  administered  by  us. 

21  For  we  forecast  what  may  be 
good  not  only  before  God,  but  also 
before  men. 

22  And  we  have  sent  with  thetn 
our  brother  also,  whom  we  havo 


often  proved  diligentin  many  things : 
but  now  much  more  diligent,  with 
much  confidence  in  you, 

23  Either  for  Titus,  who  is  my 
companion  and  fellow-labourer  to¬ 
wards  you,  or  our  brethren,  the 
apostles  of  the  churches  the  glory 
of  Christ. 

24  Wherefore  shew  ye  to  them 
in  the  sight  of  the  churches,  the 
evidence  of  your  charity,  and  of  our 
boasting  on  your  behalf. 

CHAP.  IX. 

A  further  exhortation  to  almsgiving. 
‘IC’OR  concerning  the  ministry,  that 
-®-  is  done  towards  the  saints,  it  is 
superfluous  forme  cowrite  unto  you. 

2  For  I  know  your  forward  mind : 
for  which  I  boast  cf  you  to  the 
Macedonians.  That  Achaia  also  is 
ready  from  the  year  past,  and  your 
emulation  hath  provoked  very  many 

3  Now  I  have  sent  the  brethren, 
that  the  thing,  which  wre  boast  of 
concerning  you,  be  not  made  void 
in  this  behalf,  that  (as  1  have  said) 
you  may  be  ready  : 

4  Lest,  when  the  Macedonians 
shall  come  with  me,  and  find  you  uu- 
prepared,  we  (not  to  say  ye)  should 
be  ashamed  in  this  matter. 

fiTherefore  I  thought  it  necessary  to 
desire  the  brethren  that  they  would 
go  to  you  before,  and  prepare  this 
blessing  before  prom  ised,  to  be  ready, 
so  as  a  blessing,  not  as  covetousness. 

G  Now  this  I  say  :  He  who  sow- 
eth  sparingly,  shall  also  reap  spar¬ 
ingly  :  and  he  who  soweth  in  bles¬ 
sings,  shall  also  reap  of  blessings. 

7  Every  one  as  he  hath  deter¬ 
mined  in  Ins  heart,  not  with  sadness 
or  of  necessity.  For  God  loveth  a 
cheerful  giver. 

8  And  God  is  able  to  make  all 
grace  abound  in  you  :  that  ye  al¬ 
ways,  having  all  sufficiency  in  all 
things  may  abound  to  every  good 
work, 

9  As  it  is  written  :  He  hath  dis¬ 
persed  abroad,  he  hath  given  to  the 
poor  :  his.  justice  rcjn.ai.iclh  for  ever 
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10  And  he  that  ministereth  seed 
tr>  the  sower,  will  both  give  you 
bread  to  eat,  and  will  multiply  your 
seed,  and  increase  the  growth  cf 
the  fruits  of  your  justice: 

11  That  being  enriched  in  al! 
things  you  may  abound  unto  all 
simplicity,  which  worketh  through 
us  thanksgiving  to  God. 

12  Because  the  administration  of 
this  office  doth  not  only  supply  the  want 
of  the  saints,  but  aboundeth  also  by 
many  thanksgivings  in  the  Lord. 

13  By  the  proof  of  this  ministery,  glo¬ 
rifying  God  for  the  obedience  of  your 
confession  unto  the  gospel  of  Christ, 
and  for  the  simplicity  of  youv  commu¬ 
nicating  unto  them,  and  unto  all. 

14  And  in  their  praying  for  you, 
being  desirous  of  you  because  of  the 
excellent  grace  of  God  in  you. 

1 5  Thanks  be  to  God  for  his  un¬ 
speakable  gift. 

CHAP.  X. 

He  sets  forth  the  power  of  his  apostleship. 
OW  I  Paul  myself  beseech  you, 
by  the  mildness  and  modesty 
of  Christ,  who  in  presence  indeed 
am  lowly  among  you,  but  being 
absent  am  bold  toward  you. 

2  But  I  beseech  you,  that  I  may 
not  be  bold  when  i  am  present, 
with  that  confidence  wherewith  I 
am  thought  to  be  bold,  against 
some,  who  reckon  ub  as  if  we  walk¬ 
ed  according  to  the  flesh. 

S  For  though  we  walk  in  the  flesh, 
we  do  not  war  according  to  the  flesh. 

4  For  the  weapons  of  our  warfare 
are  not  carnal,  but  mighty  to  God 
unto  the  pulling  down  of  fortifica¬ 
tions,  destroying  counsels, 

5  And  every  height  that  exalteth 
itself  against  the  knowledge  of 
God,  and  bringing  into  captivity 
every  understanding  unto  the  obe¬ 
dience  of  Christ, 

6  And  having  in  readiness  to 
revenge  all  disobedience,  when  your 
obedience  shall  be  fulfilled, 

7  See  the  things  that  are  according 

lo  outward  appearand  IfanyciBB 
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trust  to  himself,  that  he  is  Christ’s  t 
let  him  think  this  a^ain  with  himself 
that  as  he  is  Christ  s  so  are  we  also. 

8  For  if  also  1  should  boast  some¬ 
what  more  of  our  power,  which 
the  Lord  hath  given  us  unto  edifi¬ 
cation,  and  not  for  your  destruc¬ 
tion  ;  I  should  not  be  ashamed. 

9  But  that  I  may  not  be  thought 
as  it  were  to  terrify  you  by  epistles. 

It)  (For  his  epistles  indeed,  say 
they,  are  weighty  and  strong  ;  but 
his  bodily  presence  is  wealc,  and 
his  speech  contemptible.) 

11  Let  such  a  one  think  this, 
that  such  as  we  are  in  word  by 
epistles,  when  absent ;  such  also 
we  will  be  indeed,  when  present. 

12  For  we  dare  not  match,  or 
compare  ourselves  with  some,  that 
commend  themselves:  but  we  mea¬ 
sure  ourselves  by  ourselves,  and 
compare  ourselves  with  ourselves. 

13  But  we  will  not  glory  beyond 
our  measure  :  but  according  to  the 
measure  of  the  rule,  which  God 
hath  measured  to  us,  a  measure  to 
reach  even  unto  you. 

14  For  vve  stretch  not  out  our¬ 
selves  beyond  our  measure,  as  if  we 
reached  not  unto  you.  For  we  are 
come  as  far  as  to  you  in  the  gos¬ 
pel  of  Christ. 

15  Not  glorying  beyond  measure 
in  other  men's  labours  :  but  having 
hope  of  vour  increasing  faith,  to  be 
magnified  in  you  according  to  our 
rule  abundantly, 

16  Yea  unto,  those  places  that 
are  beyond  you,  to  preach  the  gos¬ 
pel,  not  to  glory  in  another  man’s 
rule  in  those  things  that  are  made 
ready  to  our  hand. 

17  But  he  that  glorieth  let  him 
glory  in  the  Lord. 

18  For  not  he,  who  commendeth 
himself,  is  approved,  but  he  whom 
God  commendeth.

part  from  me.  fication, 
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20  For  I  fear  lest  pernapa,  when 
I  come,  I  shall  not  find  you  such 
as  I  would :  and  that  1  shall  be 
found  by  you  such  as  you  would 
not.  Lest  perhaps  contentions,  en- 
vyings,  animosities,  dissensions,  de¬ 
tractions,  whisperings,  swellings, 
seditions,  be  among  you. 

21  Lest  again,  when  I  come,  God 
humble  me  among  you  :  and  I 
mourn  many  of  them  that  sinned 
before,  and  have  not  done  penance 
for  the  ur.cleanlincss  and  fornica¬ 
tion  and  lasciviousness,  that  they 
have  committed. 

CHAP.  XIII. 

He  threatens  the  impertinent. 

EH  OLD,  this  is  the  third 
time  I  am  coming  to  you  :  In 
the  mouth  of  two  or  three  witnes¬ 
ses  shall  every  word  stand. 

%  I  have  told  before,  and  foretel, 
as  present,  and  now  absent,  to  them 
that  sinned  before  and  to  all  the 
rest,  that  if  I  come  again,  I  will 
cot  spare. 

3  Do  you  seek  a  proof  of  Christ 
thatspeakethinme,who  towards  you 
is  not  weak,  but  is  mighty  in  you  ? 

4  For  although  he  was  crucified 
through  weakness;  yet  he  livethby 
the  power  of  God.  For  we  also  are 
weak  in  him  :  but  we  shall  live 
with  him  by  the  power  of  God  to¬ 


wards  you. 

5  Try  your  ownselves  if  you  be 
in  the  faitn  :  prove  ye  yourselven. 
Know  you  not  your  own  selves, 
that  Christ  Jesus  is  in  you,  u u* 
loss  perhaps  you  be  reprobates. 

6  But  I  trust  that  you  shall  know 
that  we  are  not  reprobates. 

7  Now  we  pray  God,  that  you 
may  do  no  evil,  not  that  we  may 
appear  approved,  but  that  you  may 
do  that  which  is  good,  and  that  we 
may  be  as  reprobates. 

8  For  we  can  do  nothing  against 
the  truth;  but  fer  the  truth. 

9  For  we  rejoice,  that  we  are 
weak,  and  you  are  strong.  This 
alro  we  pray  for,  your  perfection. 

10  Therefore  I  write  these  thin,?* 
being  absent,  that,  being  present,  I 
may  not  deal  more  severely,  accor¬ 
ding  to  the  power  which  the  Lord 
hath  given  me  unto  aaification,  and 
not  unto  destruction. 

11  For  the  rest,  brethren,  rejoice,  be 
perfect,  take  exhortation,  be  of  one 
mind,  have  peace;  and  the  God  of 
peace  and  otlove  shall  be  with  vou. 

12  Salute  one  another  in  a  holy 
kiss.  All  the  saints  salute  you. 

13  The  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  and  the  charity  of  God.  and 
the  communication  of  the  Holy 
Ghost  be  with  you  all.  Amen, 
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CHAP.  I. 


ever.  Amen. 


The  apostle’s  calling. 

ATJL  an  apostle,  not  of  rnen, 
neither  by  man,  but  by  Je¬ 
sus  Christ,  and  God  the  Father, 
who  raised  him  from  the  dead, 

2  And  all  the  brethren  who  are 
with  me,  to  the  churches  of  Galatia. 

3  Grace  be  to  you  and  peace  from 
God  the  Father,  and  from  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ, 

4  Who  gave  himself  for  our  sins, 
that  he  might  deliver  us  from  this 
present  wicked  world,  according  "to 
the  will  of  God  and  our  Father : 

6 ‘To  whom  is  glory  forever  and 


6  I  wonder  that  you  are  so  soon 
removed  from  him  that  called  you 
into  the  grace  of  Christ,  unto  ano¬ 
ther  gospel. 

Which  is  not  another,  only 
there  are  some  that  trouble  you, 
and  would  pervert  the  gospel  of 
Christ. 

8  But  though  we,  or  an  angel 
from  heaven,  preach  a  gospel  to  you 
besides  that  which  we  have  preach** 
ed  to  you,  let  him  be  anathema. 

9  As  we  said  before,  so  now  1 
say  again:  If  any  one  preach  to 
you  a  gcspel  beside  that  which 
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you  have  received,  lei  him  be  ana¬ 
thema. 

10  For  do  I  now  persuade  men, 
or  God  ?  Or  do  I  seek  to  please 
men  ?  If  I  yet  pleased  men,  I  should 
not  be  the  servant  of  Christ. 

11  For  I  give  you  to  understand, 
brethren,  that  the  gospel  which  was 
preached  by  me  is  not  according  to 
man. 

12  For  neither  did  I  receive  it  of 
roan,  nor  did  I  learn  it ;  but  by  the 
revelation  of  Jf.sus  Christ. 

13  For  ycu  have  heard  of  my 
conversation  in  time  past  in  the 
Jews  religion  :  how  that  beyond 
measure  I  persecuted  the  church 
of  God  and  wasted  it. 

14  And  I  made  progress  in  the 
Jews  religion  above  many  of  my 
equals  in  my  own  nation,  being 
more  abundantly  zealous  far  the 
traditions  of  my  fathers. 

15  But  when  it  pleased  him,  who 
separated  me  from  my  mother's 
v/omb,  ar.d  called  rne  by  hia  grace, 

16  To  reveal  his  Son  in  me,  that 
I  might  preach  him  among  the  gen¬ 
tiles,  immediately  I  condescended 
net  to  flesh  and  blood. 

17  Neither  went  I  to  Jerusalem 
to  the  apostles  who  were  before 
rne :  but  I  went  into  Arabia,  and 
again  I  returned  to  Damascus. 

13  Then,  after  three  years,  1 
went  to  Jerusalem  to  eee  Peter,  and 
I  tarried  with  him  fifteen  days  : 

19  But  other  of  the  apostles  I 
saw  none ;  caving  James  the  bro¬ 
ther  of  the  Lord. 

20  Now  the  things  which  I  write 
to  you;  behold  before  God,  I  lie  not. 

21  Afterwards  I  came  into  the 
■egions  of  Syria  and  Cilicia. 

22  And  I  was  unknown  by  face 
to  the  churches  of  Judea  which 
were  in  Christ : 

23  But  they  had  heard  only: 
He,  who  pesecuted  us  in  times  past, 
doth  now  preach  the  faith  which 
once  he  irripunged : 

24  C;d  they  glorified  God  in  me- 


CHAP.  II. 

He  grants  a  pardon  to  the  incestuous 

men. 

HD  HEN  after  fourteen  years  I  went 
up  again  to  Jerusalem  with 
Barnabas, taking  Titus  also  with  me 

2  And  I  went  up  according  to 
revelation:  and  conferred  with 
them  the  gospel  which  I  preached 
among  the  gentiles,  but  apart  with 
them  who  seemed  to  be  something : 
lest  perhaps  I  should  run,  or  had 
run  in  vain. 

3But  neither  Titus,  who  was  with 
me  being  a  gentile,  was  compelled 
to  be  circumcised. 

4  But  because  of  false  brethren 
unawares  brought  in,  who  came  in 
privately  to  spy  our  liberty,  which 
we  have  in  Cnrist  Jesus,  that  they 
might  bring  us  into  servitude. 

5  To  whom  we  yielded  not  by 
subjection,  no  not  for  an  hour,  that 
the  truth  of  the  gospel  might  con¬ 
tinue  with  you. 

6  But  of  them  who  Beemed  to  be 
something,  (what  they  were  some 
time,  it  is  nothing  to  me.  God  ac- 
cepteth  not  the  person  of  man)  for 
to  me,  they  that  seemed  to  be  some¬ 
thing  added  nothing. 

7  But  contrariwise  when  they  had 
seen  that  to  me  was  committed  the 
gospel  of  the  uncircumcision,  as  to 
Peter  was  that  of  the  circumcision. 

8  (For  he  who  wrought  in  Peter 
to  the  apostleship  of  the  circumch 
sion,  wrought  in  me  also  among  the 
gentiles.) 

9  And  when  they  had  known  the 
grace  that  was  given  to  me,  James 
and  Cephas  and  John,  who  seemed 
to  be  pillars,  gave  to  me  and  Barna¬ 
bas  the  right  hands  of  fellowship : 
that  we  should  go  unto  the  gentiles, 
and  they  unto  the  circumcision: 

10  Only  that  we  should  be  mind-, 
ful  of  the  poor :  which  6ame  thing 
also  I  was  careful  to  do. 

11  Eut  when  Cephas  was  come 
to  Antioch,  I  withstood  him  to  the 
fees,  because  b«  to  be  blamed* 
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12For  before  that  some  came  from 
James,  he  did  eat  with  the  gentiles : 
but  when  they  were  come,  he  with¬ 
drew  and  separated  himself,  fearing 
them  who  were  of  the  circumcision. 

13  And  to  his  dissimulation  the 
rest  of  the  Jews  consented,  so  that 
Barnabas  also  was  led  by  them 
into  that  dissimulation. 

14  But  when  I  saw  that  they 
walked  not  uprightly  unto  the  truth 
of  the  gospel,  I  said  to  Cephas  be¬ 
fore  them  all ;  Iflhou,  being  a  Jew, 
livest  after  the. manner' of  the  gem 
tiles,  and  not  as  the  Jews  do,  how 
dost  thou  compel  the  gentiles  to 
lire  as  do  the  Jews. 

15  We  by  nature  are  Jews,  and 
not  of  the  gentiles  sinners. 

16  But  knowing  that  man  is  not 
justified  by  the  works  of  the  law, 
but  by  the  faith  of  Jesus  Christ  ; 
we  also  believe  in  Christ-jEsus,  that 
we  may  be  justified  by  the  faith  of 
Christ,  and  not  by  the  works  of  the 
law :  because  by  the  works  of  the 
law  no  flesh  shall  be  justified. 

1 7  But  if  while  we  seek  to  be  jus¬ 
tified  in  Christ,  we  ourselves  also 
are  found  sinners ;  is  Christ  then  the 
minister  of  sin  ?  God  forbid. 

18  For  if  I  build  up  again  the 
things  which  I  have  destroyed,  I 
make  myself  a  prevaricator. 

19For  I, through  the  law, am  dead 
to  the  law,  that  I  may  live  to  God : 
with  Christ  I  am  nailed  to  the  cross. 

20  And  I  live,  now  not  I ;  but 
Christ  liveth  in  me.  And  that  I  live 
now  in  the  flesh ;  I  live  in  the  faith  of 
the  Son  of  God,  who  loved  me,  and 
delivered  himself  for  me. 

21  I  cast  not  away  the  grace  of 
God.  For  if  justice  be  by  the  law, 
then  Christ  died  in  vain. 


CHAP.  III. 

The  liesting  promised,  to  Abraham  com- 
eth  ly  faith. 

/"'I  SENSELESS  Galatians,  who 
^  hath  bewitched  you,  that 
you  should  not  obey  the  truth,  be¬ 
fore  whose  eves  J£bus  Christ  hath 


been  set  forth,  crucified  among  you. 

2  This  only  would  I  learn  of  you : 
Did  you  receive  the  Spirit,  by  the 
works  of  the  law,  or  by  the  hearing 

of  faith  ? 

3  Are  you  eo  foolish,  that,  where¬ 
as  you  began  in  the  Spirit,  you 
would  now  be  made  perfect  by  ths 
flesh  ? 

4  Have  you  suffered  so  great 
things  in  vain  ?  If  it  be  yet  in  vain? 

5  He  therefore  whogiveth  to  you 
the  Spirit,  and  worketh  miracles 
among  you ;  doth  he  do  it  by  the 
works  of  the  law,  or  by  the  hearing 
of  the  faith. 

6  As  it  is  written  :  Abraham  be~ 
lieved  God ,  and  it  woe  reputed  to 
him  unto  justice. 

7  Know  ye  therefore  that  they 
who  are  of  faith,  the  same  are  the 
children  of  Abraham. 

8  And  the  ucripture  foreseeing 
that  God  justifieth  the  gentiles  by 
faith,  told  unto  Abraham  before: 
In  thee  shall  all  nations  be  blessed. 

9  Therefore  they  that  are  of  faith, 
shall  be  blessed  with  faithful  Abra¬ 
ham. 

10  For  as  many  as  are  of  the 
works  of  the  law,  are  under  a  curse 
For  it  is  written  :  Cursed  is  every 
one ,  that  abideth  not  in  all  things , 
which  are  written  in  the  book  of  the 
law,  to  do  them. 

11  But  that  in  the  law  no  man  is 
justified  with  God,  it  is  manifest: 
because  the  just  man  ItveCh  by  faith. 

12  But  the  law  is  not  ol  faith . 
but,  He  that  doth  those  things ,  shall 
live  in  them. 

13  Christ  hath  redeemed  us  from 
the  curse  of  the  law,  being  made  a 
curse  for  us:  for  it  is  written; 
Cursed  is  every  one  that  hungeth  on 
a  tree  : 

14  That  the  blessing  of  Abraham 
might  come  on  the  gentiles  through 
Christ  Jesus  :  that  we  may  receive 
the  promise^  of  the  Spirit  by  faith. 

15  Brethren  (I  speak  after  the 
manner  of  man)  yet  a  umn's  testa- 
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ment,  if  it  be  confirmed,  no  man 
despiseth,  nor  addeth  to  it. 

16  To  Abraham  were  the  pro¬ 
mises  made  and  to  his  seed.  He 
saith  not,  And  iohia  seeds,  as  of  ma¬ 
ny  :  but  as  of  one,  And  to  ih  j  seed, 
which  is  Christ. 

17  Now  this  I  say,  that  the  tes¬ 
tament  which  was  confirmed  by 
God,  the  law  which  was  made  after 
four  hundred  and  thirty  years,  doth 
not  disannul,  to  make  the  promise 
of  no  effect. 

18  For  if  the  inheritance  be  of 
the  law,  it  is  no  more  of  promise. 
But  God  gave  it  to  Abraham  by 
promise. 

19  Why  then  was  the  law?  It 
was  set  because  of  transgressions, 
until  the  seed  should  come,to  whom 
he  made  the  promise,  being  ordain¬ 
ed  by  angels  in  the  hand  of  a  me¬ 
diator. 

20  Now  a  mediator  is  not  of  one: 
but  God  is  one. 

21  Was  thf  law  then  egainst  the 
promises  of  God?  God  forbid.  For 
if  there  had  been  a  law  given  which 
could  give  life,  verily  justice  should 
have  been  by  the  law. 

22  But  the  scripture  bath  con¬ 
cluded  all  under  sin*  that  the  pro¬ 
mise  by  the  faith  of  Jesus  Christ 
might  bC  given  to  them  that  believe. 

23  But  before  the  faith  came,  we 
were  kept  under  the  'law  shut  up, 
unto  that  faith  which  was  to  be  re¬ 
vealed. 


24  Wherefore  the  law  was  our 


25  But  after  the  faith  is  come,  we 
are  no  longer  under  a  pedagogue. 

26  For  you  are  all  the  children 
of  God  by  faith  in  Christ  Jesus. 

27  For  as  many  of  you  as  have 
been  baptized  in  Christ,  have  put 
on  Christ. 

28  There  is  neither  Jew  nor 
Greek.:  there  is  neither  bond  nor 
free,  there  is.  neither  male  nor  fe¬ 
male  For  you  are  all  cue  in  Christ 


Jzsus. 

29  And  if  you  be  Christ's  ;  then 
are  you  the  seed  of  Abraham,  heirs 
according  to  the  promise, 

CHAP.  IV. 

Christ  has  freed  us  from  the  servi¬ 
tude  of  the  law. 

AT OW  I  say  :  As  long  as  the  heir 
is  a  child,  he  differed!  nothing 
from  a  servant,  though  he  be  Lord 
of  all : 

2  But  is  under  tutors  and  go¬ 
vernors  until  the  time  appointed  by 
the  father : 

3  So  we  also,  when  we  were  chil¬ 
dren,  were  serving  under  the  ele¬ 
ments  of  the  world. 

4  But  when  the  fulness  of  the  time 
was  come,  God  sent  his  son  made 
of  a  woman,  made  under  the  law  : 

5  That  he  might  redeem  them 
who  were  under  tho  law  ;  that  we 
might  receive  the  adoption  of  son? 

6  And  because  you  are  sons,  God 
bath  sent  the  Spirit  of  hie  Son  into 
yourheartB,  crying:  Abba,  Father. 

7  Therefore  now  he  is  not  a  ser¬ 
vant,  but  a  oon.  And  if  a  son,  an 
heir  also  through  God. 

8  But  then  indeed,  not  knowing 
God,  you  served  them  xvho  by  na¬ 
ture  are  not  gods. 

9  But  now,  after  that  you  have 
known  God,  or  rather  are  known 
by  God  :  how  turn  you  again  to 
the  weak  and  needy  elements, which 
you  desire  to  serve  again  ? 

10  You  observe  days,  and  months, 
and  times,  and  years. 

11  I  am  afraid  of  you  lest  per¬ 
haps  I  have  laboured  in  vain  among 
you. 

12  Be  ye  as  I,  because  I  also  am 
as  you  :  brethren,  I  beseech  you : 
you  have  not  injured  me  at  all. 

13  And  you  know  how  through 
infirmity  of  the  flesh  I  preached  tne. 
gospel  to  you  heretofore  :  and  your 
temptation  in  my  flesh. 

14  You  despised  not,  nor  reject¬ 
ed  :  but  received  me  as  an  angel  of 
God,  even  as  Christ  Jesus. 
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15  Where  is  then  your  blessed¬ 
ness?  For  I  bear  you  witness,  that, 
if  it  could  be  done,  you  would  have 
plucked  out  your  own  eyes,  and 
would  have  given  them  to  me. 

16  Am  I  then  become  your  ene¬ 
my,  because  I  tell  you  the  truth"? 

17  They  are  zealous  in  your  re¬ 
gard  not  well :  but  they  would  ex¬ 
clude  you,  that  you  might  be  zea¬ 
lous  for  them. 

18  But  be  zealous  for  that  which 
is  good  in  a  good  thing  always  :  and 
not  only  when  I  am  present  with  you. 

19  My  little  children,  of  whom  I 
am  in  labour  again,  until  Christ  be 
formed  in  you 

20  And  I  would  willingly  be  pre¬ 
sent  with  you  now,  and  change  my 
voice:  becauselamashamedforyou. 

21  Tell  rne,  you  that  desire  to  be 
under  the  law,  have  you  not  read 
the  law  ? 

22  For  it  is  written  that  Abraham 
had  two  sons:  the  one  bya  bond- wo¬ 
man, and  theotherbya  free-woman. 

23  But  he  who  was  of  the  bond¬ 
woman,  was  born  according,  to  the 
flesh:  but  he  of  the  free-woman,  was 
by  promise. 

24  Which  things  are  said  by  an 
allegory.  For  these  are  the  two 
testaments.  The  one  from  Mount 
Sfna,  engendering  unto  bondage ; 
which  is  Agar : 

25  For  Sina  is  a  mountain  in 
Arabia,  which. hath  affinity  to  that 
Jerusalem  which  now  is,  and  is  in 
bondage  with  her  children. 

26  But  that  Jerusalem,  which  is 
above,  is  free;  which  is  our  mother. 

27  For  it  is  written  :  Rejoice  thou 
barren ,  that  bearest  not :  break  forth 
and  cry,  thou  that  travailest  not :  for 
many  are  the  children  of  the  deso¬ 
late ,  ; more  than  of  her  that  hath  a 
husband, 

28  Now  we,  brethren,  as  Isaac 
was,  are  the  children  of  promise. 

29  But  as  then  he,  that  wa9  born 
according  to  the  flesh,  persecuted 
him  that  was  after  the  eufrit :  so 


also  it  is  now. 

30  But  what  saith  the  scripture  ? 
Cast  out  the  bond-woman  and  her 
son  :  for  the  son  of  the  bond-woman 
shall  not  be  heir  with  the  son  of  the 
free-woman. 

31  So  then,  brethren,  we  are  not 
the  children  of  the  bond-woman, 
but  of  the  free :  by  the  freedom 
wherewith  Christ  has  made  us  free. 

CHAP.  V. 

He  exhorts  them  to  stand  to  their  Chris, 
tian  liberty. 

TAND  fast,  and  be  not  held 
again  under  the  yoke  of  bondage. 

2  Behold  I  Paul  tell  you  that,  if 
you  be  circumcised,  Christ  shall 
profit  you  nothing. 

3  And.T  testify  again  to  every 
man  circumcising  himself,  jthat  he 
is  a  debtor  to  do  the  whole  law. 

4  You  are  made  void  of  Christ, 
you  who  are  justified  in  the  law ; 
you  are  fallen  from  grace. 

6  For  we  in  spirit,  by  faith,  wait 
for  the  hope  of  justice. 

6  For  in  Christ  Jesus  neither 
circumcision  availeth  any  thing,  nor 
uncircumcision :  but  faith  that  work- 
eth  by  charity. 

7  You  did  run  well,  who  hath 
hindered  you  that  you  should  not 
obey  the  truth  ? 

8  This  persuasion  is  not  from 
him  that  calleth  you. 

9  A  little  leaven  corrupteth  the 
whole  lump. 

10  I  have  confidence  in  you  in 
the  Lord :  that  you  will  not  be  of  an¬ 
other  mind  :  but  he,  that  troubleth 
you,  shall  bear  the  judgment,  who¬ 
soever  he  be. 

1 1  And  I,  brethren,  if  I  yet  preach 
circumcision,  why  do  I  yet  sufFer 
persecution  ?  Then  is  the  scandal 
of  the’eross  made  void. 

12  I  would  they  were  even  cut 
ofF,  who  trouble  you. 

13  For  you,  brethren,  have  been 
called  unto  liberty :  only  make  not 
liberty  an  occasion  to  the  flesh,  but 
by  charity  of  the  spirit  serve  ona 


another. 

14  For  ali  the  law  is  fulfilled  in 
one  word  :  Thou  shalt  love  thy 
neighbour  as  thyself. 

15  But  if  you  bite  and  devour 
one  another:  take  heed  you  be  not 
consumed  one  of  another. 

16  I  say  then  walk  in  the  spirit, 
and  you  shall  not  fulfil  the  lusts  of 
die  flesh. 

17  For  the  flesh  lusteth  against 
the  spirit:  and  the  spirit  against 
the  flesh ;  for  these  are  contrary 
one  to  another  :  so  that  you  do  not 
tho  things  that  you  would. 

18  But  if  you  are  led  by  the  spi¬ 
rit,  you  are  not  under  the  law. 

19  Now  the  works  of  the  flesh 
are  manifest,  which  are,  fornication, 
uncleanness,  immodesty,  luxury, 

20  Idolatry,  witchcrafts,  enmitie#, 
contentions,  emulations,  wraths, 
quarrels,  dissensions,  sects. 

21  Envies,  murders,  drunken¬ 
ness,  revellings,  and  such  like.  Of 
the  which  I  foretell  you,  as  I  have 
foretold  to  you,  that  they  who  do 
such  things  shall  not  obtain  the 
kingdom  of  God. 

22’But  the  fruit  of  the  Spirit  is, 
charity,  joy,  peace,  patience,  benig¬ 
nity,  goodness,  longanimity, 

23  Mildness,  faith,  modesty,  con- 
tinency,  chastity.  Againstsuch  there 
is  no  law. 

24  And  they  that  are  Christ’s 
have  crucified  their  flesh  with  the 
vices  and  concupiscences. 

25  If  we  live  in  the  Spirit,  let  us 
also  walk  in  the  Spirit, 

26  Let  us  not  be  made  desirous 
of  vain  glory,  provoking  one  an¬ 
other,  envying  one  another. 

CHAP.  VI. 

He  exhorts  to  charity,  humility ,  fyc. 
■g^RETHREN,  and  if  a  man  be 
overtaken  in  any  fault,  you 
who  are  spiritual,  instruct  such  an 
one  in  the  spirit  of  meekness,  con¬ 
sidering  thyself,  lest  thou  also  be 
tempted. 

2  Bear  ye  one  another’s  burdens; 
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and  so  you  shall  fulfil  the  law  of 
Christ. 

3  For  if  any  man  think  himself 
to  be  something,  whereas  he  is  no¬ 
thing,  he  deceiveth  himself. 

4  But  let  every  one  prove  his  own 
work,  and  so  he  shall  have  glory 
in  himself  only,  and  not  in  another. 

5  For  every  one  shall  bear  his 
own  burden. 

6  And  let  him,  that  is  instructed  in 
the  word,  communicate  to  him,  that 
instructeth  him,  in  all  good  things. 

7  Be  not  deceived,  God  is  not 
mocked. 

8  For  what  things  a  man  Bhall 
sow,  those  also  shall  he  reap.  For 
he  that  soweth  in  his  flesh,  of 
the  flesh  also  shall  reap  corrup¬ 
tion.  But  he,  that  soweth  in  the 
spirit,  of  the  spirit  shall  reap  life 
everlasting. 

9  And  in  doing  good,  let  ub  not 
fail.  For  in  due  time  we  ahall  reap 
not  failing. 

10  Therefore,  whilst  we  have 
time,  let  us  work  good  to  all  men, 
but  especially  to  those  who  are  of 
the  household  of  the  faith. 

1 1  See  what  a  letter  I  have  writ¬ 
ten  to  you  with  my  own  hand. 

12  For  as  many  as  desire  to 
please  in  the  flesh,  they  constrain 
you  to  be  circumcised,  only  that 
they  may  not  suffer  the  persecu¬ 
tion  of  the  cross  of  Christ. 

13  For  neither  they  themselvos 
who  are  circumcised,  keep  the  law: 
but  they  will  have  you  to  be  cir¬ 
cumcised,  that  they  may  glory  in 
■your  flesh. 

14  But  God  forbid  that  I  should 
glory,  save  in  the  cross  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ;  by  whom  the  world 
is  crucified  to  me,  and  I  to  the  world. 

15  For  in  Christ  Jesus  neither 
circumcision  availeth  any  thing,  nor 
uncircumcision,  but  a  new  creature. 

16  And  whosoever  shall  follow 
this  rule,  peace  on  them,  and  mercy 
and  upon  the  Israel  of  God. 

17  From  henceforth  let  no  man 
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be  troublesome  to  me.  For  I  bear 
the  marks  of  the  Lord  Jesus  in  my 
body. 


18  The  grace  of  oui  Lord  Jssoo 
Christ  be  with  your  spirit,  bre¬ 
thren.  Amen. 


The  EPISTLE  of  St.  PA  UL  to  the  EPHESIANS. 


CHAP.  I. 

Christ  iff  the  head  of  the  church. 

PAUL  an  apostle  of  Jesus  Christ 
by  the  will  of  God,  to  all  the 
s lints  who  are  at  Ephesus  ;  and  to 
the  faithful  in  Christ  Jesus. 

2  Grace  be  to  you  and  peace  from 
God  the  Father,  and  from  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ. 

3  Blessed  be  the  God  and  Father 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  who  hath 
blessed  us  with  spiritual  blessings 
in  heavenly  places,  in  Christ : 

4  As  he  chose  us  in  him  before 
the  foundation  of  the  world,  that 
we  should  be  holy  and  unspotted 
in  his  sight  in  charity. 

5  Who  hath  predestinated  us  un¬ 
to  the  adoption  of  children  through 
Jbsus  Christ  unto  himself;  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  purpose  of  his  will. 

6  Unto  the  praise  of  the  glory  of 
his  grace,  in  which  he  hath  graced 
us  in  his  beloved  Son. 

7  In  whom  we  have  redemption 
through  his  blood,  the  remission  of 
sins,  according  to  the  riches  of  his 
grace. 

8  Which  hath  super-abounded  in 
us  in  all  wisdom  and  prudence, 

A  That  he  might  make  known 
unto  us  the  mystery  of  his  will,  ac¬ 
cording  to  his  good  pleasure,  which 
lie  hath  purposed  in  him, 

10  In  the  dispensation  of  the  ful¬ 
ness  of  times,  to  re-establish  all 
things  in  Christ,  that  are  in  heaven 
and  on  earth,  in  him. 

1 1  In  whom  we  also  are  called  by 
lot,  being  predestinated  according 
to  the  purpose  of  him  who  worketh 
all  things  according  to  the  counsel 
of  his  will. 

12  That  we  may  be  unto  the 
praise  of  his  glory,  we  who  before 
hoped  in  Christ  : 

13  In  whom  jou  also,  after  you 


had  heard  the  word  of  truth  (the 
gospel  of  your  salvation  :)  in  whom 
also  believing  you  were  iigned  with 
the  holy  Spirit  of  promise. 

14  Who  is  the  pledge  of  our  inhe¬ 
ritance,  unto  the  redemption  of  ac¬ 
quisition,  unto  the  praise  of  his  glory 
15Wherefore  I  also  hearing  ofyour 
faith  that  is  in  the  Lord  Jesus,  and 
of  yeur  love  towards  all  the  saints, 

16  Cease  not  to  give  thanks  for 
you,  muking  commemoration  of 
you  in  my  prayers. 

17  That  the  God  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  the  Father  of  glory, 
may  give  unto  you  the  spirit  of  wis¬ 
dom  and  of  revelation,  in  the  know¬ 
ledge  of  him, 

18  The  eyes  of  your  heart  enlight¬ 
ened,  that  vou  may  know  what  the 
hope  is  of  his  calling,  and  what  are 
the  riches  of  the  glory  of  hia  inheri¬ 
tance  in  the  saints, 

19  And  what  is  the  exceeding 
greatness  of  his  power  towards  us, 
who  believe  according  to  the  opera¬ 
tion  of  the  might  of  his  power, 

20  Which  he  wrought  in  Christ, 
raising  him  up  from  the  dead,  nnd 
setting  him  on  his  right  hand  in  the 
heavenly  places. 

21  Above  all  principality,  and 
power,  and  virtue,  and  dominion, 
and  every  name  that  is  named  not 
only  in  this  world,  but  also  in  that 
which  is  to  come. 

22  And  he  hath  subjected  all 
things  under  his  feet:  and  hath 
made  him  head  over  all  the  church, 

23  Which  is  his  body,  and  the  ful¬ 
ness  of  him,  who  is  filled  all  in  all. 

CHAP.  II. 

All  our  good  comes  through  Christ. 
A  ND  you,  when  you  were  dead 
x  in  your  offences  and  sins, 

2  Wherein  in  time  past  you  walk¬ 
ed  according  to  the  course  of  tlda 
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World,  according  to  the  prince  of  the 
power  of  this  air,  of  the  spirit  that 
now  worketh  on  the  children  of  un¬ 
belief, 

3  In  which  also  we  all  conversed  in 
time  past,  in  the  desires  of  our  flesh, 
fulfilling  the  will  of  the  flesh  and  of 
our  thoughts,  and  were  by  nature 
children  of  wrath,  even  as  the  rest : 

4  But  God  (who  is  rich  in  mercy) 
for  his  exceeding  charity  where¬ 
with  he  loved  us, 

5  Even  when  we  were  dead  in 
tins,  hath  quickened  us  together  in 
Christ,  (by  whose  grace  you  are 
saved.) 

G  And  hath  raised  us  up  toge¬ 
ther,  and  hath  made  us  sit  together 
in  the  heavenly  places  through 
Christ  Jesus. 

7  That  he  might  Shew  in  the  ages 
r.c  come  the  abundant  riches  of  his 
grace,  in  his  bounty  towards  us  in 
Christ  Jesus, 

8  For  by  grace  you  are  saved 
through  feith,  and  that  not  of  your¬ 
selves,  for  it  is  the  gift  of  God ; 

0  Not  of  works  that  no  man  may 
glory, 

10  For  we  are  his  workmanship, 
created  in  Christ  Jesus  in  good 
works,  which  God  hath  prepared, 
that  we  should  walk  in  them. 

1  IForwhich  cause  be  mindful  that 
you  being  heretofore  gentiles  in  the 
flesh,  who  are  called  uncircumcision 
by  that  which  is  called  circumcision 
in  the  flesh,  made  by  hands. 

12  That  you  were  at  that  time 
without  Christ,  being  aliens  from 
the  conversation  of  Israel,  and 
strangers  tq  the  testament,  having 
no  hope  of  the  promise,  and  with¬ 
out  God  in  this  world. 

13  But  now  in  Christ  Jesus,  you, 
who  some  time  were^afar  off,  are 
made  nigh  by  the  blood  of  Christ. 

14  For  he  is  our  peace,  who  hath 
made  both  one,  and  breaking  down 
the  middle  wall  of  partition,  the 
enmities  in  his  flesh : 

16  Making  void  the  law  of  com¬ 


mandments  contained  in  decrees: 
that  he  might  make  the  two  iahimse<f 
into  one  new  man,  making  peace, 

16  And  might  reconcile  both  to 
God  in  one  body  by  the  cross,  kill¬ 
ing  the  enmities  in  himself. 

1 7  And  coming,  he  preached  peace 
to  you  that  were  afar  off,  and  peact 
to  them  that  were  nigh. 

18  For  by  him  we  have  access 
both  in  one  Spirit  to  the  Father. 

19  Now  therefore  you  are  no  more 
strangers  and  foreigners  :  but  you 
are  fellow-citizens  with  the  3aints, 
and  the  domestics  of  God. 

SOBuilt  upon  the  foundation  cf  the 
apostles  and  prophets,  Jssus  Christ 
himself  being  the  chief  corner-stone: 

21  In  whom  all  the  building  be¬ 
ing  framed  together,  groweth  up 
into  an  holy  temple  in  the  Lord. 

22  In  whom  you  also  are  built 
together  into  an  habitation  of  God 
in  the  Spirit. 

CHAP.  III. 


I 


The  hidden  mystery  discovered  to  the 

ape;  tie* 

T^ORthis  cause,I  Paul  the  prisoner 
of  J esus  Christ, for  you  gentiles: 
2  If  yet  you  have  heard  of  the 
dispensation  of  the  grace  of  God, 


which  is  given  me  towards  you  : 

3  How  that  according  to  reve¬ 
lation,  the  mystery  has  been  made 
known  to  me,  as  I  have  written 
above  in  few  words  : 


4  As  you  reading  may  understand 
my  knowledge  in  the  mystery  of 
Christ, 

5  Which  in  other  generations  was 
not  known  to  the  sons  of  men,  as  it 
is  now  revealed  to  his  holy  apostles, 
and  prophets  in  the  Spirit. 

€  That  the  gentiles  should  be 
fellow-heirs  and  of  the  same  body 
and  copartners  of  his  promise  in 
Christ  Jesus  by  the  gospel: 

7  Of  which  I  am  made  a  minister 
according  to  the  gift  of  the  grace  ol 
God,  which  is  given  to  me  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  operation  of  his  power. 

8  To  me,  the  least  of  all  the 
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saiuts,  is  given  this  grace,  to  preach 
among  the  gentiles  the  unsearch¬ 
able  riches  of  Christ, 

9  And  to  enlighten  all  men  that 
they  may  see  what  is  the  dispensa¬ 
tion  of  the  mystery  which  hath  been 
hidden  from  eternity  in  God,  who 
created  all  things : 

10  That  the  manifold  wisdom  of 
God  may  be  nude  known  to  the 
principalities  and  pow'ersin  the  hea¬ 
venly  places  through  the  church, 

11  According  to  the  eternal  pur¬ 
pose,  which  he  made  in  Christ 
Jesus  our  Lord. 

12  In  whom  wc  have  boldness 
and  access  with  confidence  by  the 
faith  of  him. 

13  Wherefore  I  pray  you  not  to 
faint  at  my  tribulations  for  you, 
which  is  your  glory. 

14  For  this  cause  I  bow  my 
knees  to  the  Father  of  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ, 

15  Of  whom  all  paternity  in  hea¬ 
ven  and  earth  is  named. 

16  That  he  would  grant  you,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  riches  of  his  glory,  to 
be  strengthened  by  his  Spirit  with 
might  unto  the  inward  man. 

17  That  Christ  may  dwell  by  faith 
in  your  hearts:  that  being  rooted 
and  founded  in  charity, 

18  You  may  be  able  to  compre¬ 
hend,  with  all  the  saints,  what  is 
the  breadth,  and  length,  and  height, 
and  depth. 

19  To  know  also  the  charity  of 
Christ,  which  surpasseth  all  know¬ 
ledge,  that  you  muy  be  tilled  unto 
all  the  fulness  of  God. 

20  Now  to  him  who  is  able  to  do 
all  things  more  abundantly  than  wc 
desire  or  understand,  according  to 
the  power  that  worketh  in  us: 

21  To  him  be  glory  in  the  church, 
and  in  Christ  J esus,  unto  all  genera¬ 
tions  world  without  end.  Amen. 

CHAP.  IV. 

He  exhorts  them  to  unity. 
THEREFORE,  a  prisoner  in 
the  Lord,  beseech  you  that  you 


walk  worthy  of  the  vocation  m 
which  you  are  called. 

2  With  all  humility  and  mildness, 
with  patience,  supporting  one  ano¬ 
ther  in  charity, 

3  Careful  to  keep  the  unity  of  the 
Spirit  in  the  bond  of  peace. 

4  One  body  and  one  spirit:  as  you 
arecalled  in  one  hope  ofyour  calling. 

5  One  Lord,  onefaith,  one  baptism. 

6  One  God  and  Father  of  all, 
who  is  above  all,  and  through  all, 
and  in  us  all. 

7  But  to  every  one  of  us  is  given 
grace  according  to  the  measure  of 
the  giving  of  Christ. 

8  Wherefore  he  saith:  Ascending 
on  high  he  led  captivity  captive  :  he 
gave  gifts  to  men. 

9  Now  that  he  ascended,  what  is 
it,  but  because  he  also  descended 
first  into  the  lower  parts  of  the  earth? 

10  He  that  descended  is  the  same 
also  that  ascended  above  all  the 
heavens,  that  he  might  fill  all  things. 

11  And  lie  gave  some  apostles, 
and  some  prophets,  and  other  some 
evangelist,  and  other  some  pastors 
and  doctors. 

12  For  the  perfectingof  the  saints, 
for  the  work  of  the  ministry,  for 
the  edifying  of  the  body  of  Christ  : 

13  Until  we  all  meet  into  the 
unity  of  faith  and  of  the  knowledge 
of  the  Son  of  God,  unto  a  perfect 
man,  unto  the  measure  of  the  age 
of  the  fulness  of  Christ : 

1 4  That  henceforth  we  be  no  mere 
children  tossed  to  and  fro,  and  car¬ 
ried  about  with  every  wind  of  doc¬ 
trine  by  the  wickedness  of  men,  by 
cunning  craftiness  by  which  they 
lie  in  wait  to  deceive. 

15  But  doing  the  truth  in  charity, 
we  may  in  all  things  grow  up  in  him 
who  is  the  head,  even  Christ. 

1C  From  whom  the  whole  body 
being  compacted  and  fitly  joined 
together,  by  what  every  joint  sup- 
plicth,  according  to  the  operation  in 
the  measure  of  every  part  maketb 
iirrease  of  the  body  unto  the  edify* 
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(fig  of  itself  In  charity. 

17  This  then  I  say  and  testify  in 
the  Lord :  that  henceforward  you 
walk  not  as  also  the  gentiles  walk 
in  the  vanity  of  their  mind. 

18  Having  their  understanding 
darkened,  being  alienated  from  the 
life  of  God  through  the  ignorance 
that  is  in  them,  because  of  the 
blindness  of  their  hearts. 

19  Who  despairing,  have  given 
themselves  up  to  lasciviousness, 
unto  the  working  of  all  uncleanness, 
unto  covetousness. 

SO  Butyouhave  not  so  JeamedChrist; 

SI  If  so  be  that  you  have  heard 
him,  and  have  been  taught  in  him, 
as  the  truth  is  in  Je9Us. 

22  To  put  off,  according  to  your 
former  conversation,  the  old  man 
who  is  corrupted  according  to  the 
desire  of  error. 

23  And  be  renewed  in  the  spirit 
of  your  mind  : 

24  And  put  on  the  newman,  who, 
according  to  God,  is  created  injus¬ 
tice,  and  holiness  of  truth. 

2.5  Wherefore  putting  away  lying, 
speak  ye  the  truth  every  man  with 
his  neighbour :  for  we  are  members 
one  of  another. 

26  Be  angry  and  sin  not.  Let  not 
the  sun  go  down  upon  your  anger. 

27  Give  not  place  to  the  devil. 

28  He  that  stole,  let  him  now  steal 
no  more  :  but  rather  let  him  labour 
working  with  his  hands  the  thing 
which  is  good,  that  he  may  have 
something  to  give  to  him  that  suf- 
fereth  need. 

29  Let  no  evil  speech  proceed  from 
your  mouth :  but  that  which  is  good 
to  the  edification  of  faith,  that  it  may 
minister  grace  to  the  hearers. 

30  And  grieve  not  the  Holy  Spirit 
of  God  :  whereby  you  are  sealed 
unto  the  day  of  redemption. 

3  l  Let  all  bitterness  and  anger, 
and  indignation  and  clamour,  and 
blasphemy  be  put  away  from 
you,  with  all  malice. 

32  And  be  ye  kind  one  to  another, 


merciful,  forgiving  one  another,  even 
as  God  hath  forgiven  you  in  Christ. 

CHAP.  V. 

Exhortation  to  a  virtuous  life. 

E  ye  therefore  followers  of  God, 
as  most  dear  children  : 

2  And  walk  in  love,  as  Christ  alsd 
hath  loved  us  and  hath  delivered  him¬ 
self  for  us,  an  oblation  and  a  sacri¬ 
fice  to  God  for  an  odour  ofsweetness* 

3  But  fornication  and  all  unclean¬ 
ness,  or  covetousness,  let  it  not  so 
much  as  be  named  among  you,  as 
becometh  saints  : 

4  Or  obscenity,  or  foolish  talking, 
or  scurrility,  which  is  to  no  pur¬ 
pose  :  but  rather  giving  of  thanks. 

5  For  know  ye  this  and  under¬ 
stand  that  no  fornicator,  or  unclean, 
or  covetous  person  (which  is  a  serv¬ 
ing  of  idols)  hath  inheritance  in  the 
kingdom  of  Christ  and  of  God. 

6  Let  no  man  deceive  you  with 
vain  words.  For  because  of  these 
things  cometh  the  anger  of  God 
upon  the  children  of  unbelief. 

7  Be  ye  not  therefore  partakers 
with  them. 

8  For  you  were  heretofore  dark¬ 
ness,  but  now  light  in  the  Lord 
Walk  then  as  children  of  the  light. 

9  For  the  fruit  of  the  light  is  in 
all  goodness,  and  justice,  and  truth: 

10  Froving  what  is  well-pleasing 
to  God  : 

11  And  have  no  fellowship  with 
the  unfruitful  works  of  darkness, 
but  rather  reprove  them. 

12  For  the  things  that  are  done 
by  them  in  secret,  it  is  a  shame  even 
to  speak  of: 

13  But  all  things  that  are  reprov¬ 
ed,  are  made  manifest  by  the  light, 
for  all  that  is  made  manifest,  is  light 

14  Wherefore  he  saith  :  Rist  thou 
that  steepest ,  and  arise  from  the  dead  : 
and  Christ  shall  enlighten  thee. 

15  See  therefore,  brethren,  how  you 
walk  circumspectly  :  not  as  unwise, 

1G  But  as  wise:  redeeming  the 
time,  because  the  days  are  evil. 

17  Wherefore  become  apt  ua* 
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wise,  but  understanding  what  is  the 
will  of  God. 

18  And  he  not  drunk  with  wine,' 
wherein  is  luxury,  but  be  ye  filled 
with  the  holy  Spirit, 

19  Speaking  to  yhurselves  in 
psalms  and  hymns,  and  spiritual 
canticles,  singing  and  making  me¬ 
lody  in  your  hearts  to  the  Lord: 

20  Giving  thanks  always  for  all 
things,  in  the  name  of  our  Lord  Je¬ 
sus  Christ,  to  God  and  the  Father. 

21  Being  subject  one  to  another 
in  the  fear  of  Christ. 

22  Let  women  be  subject  to  their 
husbands,  as  to  the  Lord  : 

23  Because  the  husband  js  the 
head  of  the  wife :  as  Christ  is  the 
head  of  the  church;  He  u  the  sa¬ 
viour  of  his  body. 

24  Therefore  as  the  church  is  sub¬ 
ject  to  Christ,  so  also  let  the  wives 
be  to  their  husbands  in  all  things. 

35  Husbands,  love  your  wives, 
as  Christ  also  loved  the  church,  and 
delivered  himself  up  for  it : 

26  That  he  might  sanctify  it, 
cleansing  it  by  the  laver  of  water 
in  the  word  of  life. 

27  That  he  might  present  it  to 
himself  a  glorious  church  uot  hav¬ 
ing  spot  or  wrinkle,  or  any  such 
thing,  but  that  it  should  be  holy 
and  without  blemish. 

28  So  also  ought  men  to  love  their 
wives  as  their  own  bodies.  He  that 
loveth  his  wife,  ldveth  himself. 

29  For  no  man  ever  hated  his  own 
flesh :  butnourisheth  and  cherisheth 
it,  as  also  Christ  doth  the  church  : . 

30  Because  we  are  members  of 
his  body,  of  his  flesh,  and  of  his 
bones. 

31  For  this  cause  shall  a  man  leave 
hit  father  and  mother :  and  shall  cleave 
to  his  wife,  and  they  shall  be  two  in  one 
flesh. 

32  This  is  a  great  sacrament :  but 
I  6peak  in  Christ  and  in  the  church. 

33  Nevertheless  let  every  one  of 
you  in  particular  love  his  wife  as 
himitelf ;  and  let  the  wife  fear  hex 


husband. 

CHAP.  Vf. 

Duties  of  children  and  serventi. 
H1LDREN,  obey  your  parents 
in  the  Lord:  for  this  is  just. 

%  Honour  thy  father  and  thy  mo¬ 
ther  which  is  the  first  command¬ 
ment  with  a  promise : 

3  Thai  it  may  be  well  with  ihec,'  and 
thou  mayet  be  long-lived  upon  earth, 

4  And  you  fathers,  provoke  not 
your  children  to  anger  :  but  brinf 
them  up  in  the  discipline  and  cor¬ 
rection  of  the  Lord. 

5  Servants,  be  obedient  to  them 
that  are  your  lords  according  to  the 
flesh,  with  fear  and  trembling,  in 
the  simplicity  of  your  heart,  as  to 
Christ : 

6  Not  serving  to  the  eye,  as  it 
were  pleasing  men,  but,  as  the  ser¬ 
vants  of  Christ,  doing  the  will  of 
God  from  the  heart, 

7  With  a  good  will  serving,  as 
to  the  Lord,  and  not  to  men. 

8  Knowing  that  whatsoever  good 
thing  any  man  shall  do,  the  same 
shall  he  receive  from  the  Lord, 
whether  he  be  bond,  or  free. 

9  And  you  masters,  do  the  same 
things  to  them,  forbearing  threaten- 
ings  :  knowing,  that  the  Lord  both 
of  them  and  you  is  in  heaven:,  and 
there  is  no  respect  of  persons  with 
him. 

10  Finally,  brethren,  be  strength¬ 
ened  in  the  Lord,  and  in  the  might 
of  his  power. 

11  Put  you  on  the  armourof  God, 
that  you  may  be  able  to  stand 
against  the  deceits  of  the  devil. 

12  For  ourwrestlingisnot  against 
flesh  and  blood :  but  against  prin¬ 
cipalities  and  powers,  against  the 
rulers  of  the  world  of  this  darkness, 
against  the  spirits  of  wickedness  in 
the  high  places. 

13  Therefore  take  unto  you  the 
armour  of  God,  that  you  may  be 
able  to  resist  in  the  evil  day,  and  to 
stand  ir  all  things  perfect. 

14  Stand  therefore  having  your 
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toms  girt  about  with  truth,  and  hav¬ 
ing  on  the  breast-plate  of  justice, 

15  And  your  feet  shod  with  the 
preparation  of  the  gospel  of  peace': 

16  In  all  things  taking  the  shield 
of  faith,  wherewith  you  may.  be 
able  to  extinguish  all  the  fiery  darts 
of  the  most  wicked  one. 

17  And  take  unto  you  the  helmet 
of  salvation  :  and  the  sword  of  the 
spirit  (which  is  the  word  of  God,) 

18  By  all  prayer  and  supplication 
praying  at  all  times  in  the  spirit : 
and  in  the  same  watching  with  all 
instance  and  supplication  for  all  the 
6aints  : 

19  And  for  me,  that  speech  may 
be  given  me,  that  I  may  open  my 
mouth  with  confidence,  to  make 
known  the  mystery  of  the  gospel, 


20  For  which  I  am  an  ambassa¬ 
dor  in  a  chain,  so  that  therein  I  may 
be  bold  to  speak  according  as  I  ought 

21  But  that  you  also  may  know 
the  things  that  concern  me,  and 
what  I  am  doing,  Tychicus,  my 
dearest  brother  and  faithful  minister 
in  the  Lord,  will  make  known  to 
you  all  things :

Jesus,  and  the  love  which  you 
have  towards  all  the  saints. 

5  For  the  hope  that  is  laid  up 
for  you  in  heaven,  which  you  have 
heard  in  the  word  of  the  truth  of 
the  go3pel, 

6  Which  is  come  unto  you,  as 
also  it  is  in  the  whole  world,  and 
bringeth  forth  fruit  and  groweth, 
even  as  it  doth  in  you,  since  the 
day  you  heard  and  knew  the  grace 
of  God  in  truth, 

7  As  you  learned  of  Epaphras 
our  most  beloved  fellow-servant, 
who  is  for  you  a  faithful  minister 
of  Christ  Jesus. 

8  Who  also  hath  manifested  to 
us  your  love  in  the  spirit. 

9  Therefore  we  also,  from  the 
day  that  we  heard  it,  cease  not  to 
pray  for  you,  and  to  beg  that  you

10  That  you  may  walk  worthy 
of  God,  it>  all  things  pleasing:  being 
fruitful  in  every  good  work,  and  en- 
creasing  in  the  knowledge  of  God  : 

11  Strengthened  with  all  might 
according  to  the  power  of  his  glory, 
in  all  patience  and  long-suffering 
with  joy. 

19  Giving  thanks  to  God  the 
Father,  who  hath  made  us  worthy 
to  be  partakers  of  the  lot  of  the 
saints  in  light : 

13  Who  hath  delivered  us  from 
the  power  of  darkness,  and  hath 
translated  us  into  the  kingdom  of 
the'  Son  of  his  love, 

14  In  whom  we  have  redemp¬ 
tion  through  his  blood,  the  remis¬ 
sion  uf  sins  : 

15  Who  is  the  image  of  the  in¬ 
visible  God,  the  first-born  of  every 

creature : 

16  For  in  him  were  all  thing* 
created  in  heaven,  and  on  earth,  vi¬ 
sible,  and  invisible,  whether  thrones, 
or  dominations,  or  principalities  or 
powers  :  aH  things  were  created  by 
him  and  in  him  : 

17  And  he  is  before  all,  and  by 
him  all  tilings  consist. 

18  And  he  is  the  head  of  the 
body,  the  church,  who  is  the  begin¬ 
ning,  the  first-born  from  the  dead  j 
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that  in  all  things,  he  may  hold  the 
primacy  : 

19  Because  in  him,  it  hath  well- 
pleased  the  Father,  that  all  fulness 
should  dwell : 

20  Arid  through  him  to  reconcile 
all  things  unto  himself,  making 
peace  through  the  blood  of  his  cross, 
both  as  to  the  things  on  earth,  and 
the  things  that  are  in  heaven. 

21  And  you,  whereas  you  were 
some  time  alienated  and  enemies  in 
mind,  in  evil  works  : 

22  Yet  now  he  hath  reconciled 
in  the  body  of  his  flesh  through 
death,  to  present  you  holy  and  un¬ 
spotted,  and  blameless  before  him  : 

23  If  so  ye  continue  in  the  faith, 
grounded  and  settled,  and  immove¬ 
able  from  the  hope  of  the  gospel 
which  you  have  heard,  which  is 
preached  in  all  the  creation  that  is 
under  heaven,  whereof  I  Paul  am 
made  a  minister. 

24  Who  now  rejoice  in  my  suf¬ 
ferings  for  you,  and  fill  up  those 
things  that  are  wanting  of  the  suf¬ 
ferings  of  Christ,  in  my  flesh  for  his 
body,  which  is  the  church ; 

25  Whereof  I  am  made  a  minis¬ 
ter  according  to  the  dispensation  of 
Cod,  whioh  isgiven  me  towards  you, 
that  I  may  fulfil  the  word  of  God. 

26  The  mystery  which  hath  been 
hidden  from  ages  and  generations, 
but  now  is  manifested  to  his  saints, 

27  To  whom  God  would  make 
known  the  riches  of  the  glory  of  this 
mystery  among  the  gentiles,  which 
is  Christ,  in  you  the  hope  of  glory, 

28  Whom  we  preach  admonishing 
every  man,  and  teaching  every  man 
in  all  wisdorp,  that  we  may  present 
every  man  perfect  in  Christ  Jesus. 

29  Wherein  also  I  labour,  striv¬ 
ing  according  to  his  working  which 
he  worketh  in  me  in  power. 

CHAP.  II. 

He  warns  them  against  the  impostures 
the  ]ihilosophcrt. 

OR.  I  would  have  you  know, 
what  manner  of  care  I  hare  for 


you  and  for  them  that  are  at  Lao 
dicea,  and  whosoever  have  not  seeii 
my  face  in  the  flesh  : 

2  That  their  hearts  may  be  com¬ 
forted,  being  instructed  in  charity, 
and  unto  all  riches  of  fulness  of  un¬ 
derstanding,  unto  the  knowledge  of 
the  mystery  of  God  the  Father  and 
of  Christ  Jesus  : 

3  In  whom  are  hid  all  the  trea¬ 
sures  of  wisdom  and  knowledge. 

4  Now  this  I  say, that  no  man  may 
deceive  you  by  loftiness  of  words. 

5  For  though  I  be  absent  in  body, 
yet  in  spirit  I  am  with  you  ;  rejoic¬ 
ing,  and  beholding  your  order,  and 
the  stedfastness  of  your  faith  which 
is  in  Christ. 

6  As  therefore  you  hare  received 
J esus Christ  theLord.walkye  in  him 

7  Rooted  and  built  up  in  him, 
and  confirmed  in  the  faith,  as  also 
you  have  learned,  abounding  in 
him  in  thanksgiving. 

8  Beware  lest  any  man  cheat  you 
by  philosophy,  and  vain  deceit ;  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  tradition  of  men,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  elements  of  the 
world,  and  not  according  to  Christ. 

9  For  in  him  dwelleth  all  the  ful¬ 
ness  of  the  Godhead  corporally  : 

10  And  you  are  filled  in  him,  who 
is  the  head  of  all  principality  and 
power : 

11  In  whom  also  you  are  cir¬ 
cumcised  with  circumcision  not 
made  by  hand  in  despoiling  of  the 
body  of  the  flesh,  but  in  the  circum¬ 
cision  of  Christ : 

12  Buried  with  him  in  baptism, 
in  whom  also  you  are  risen  again  by 
the  faith  of  the  operation  of  God,  who 
hath  raised  him  up  from  the  dead. 

13  And  you,  when  you  were  dead 
in  your  sins,  and  the  uncircumci¬ 
sion  of  your  flesh,  he  hath  quicken¬ 
ed  together  with  him  :  forgiving 
you  all  offences  : 

14  Blotting  out  the  hand-writing 
of  the  decree  that  was  against  us, 
which  was  contrary  to  us.  And  he 
hath  taken  the  same  out  of  the  way 
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fastening  it  to  the  cross  : 

15  And  despoiling  the  principa- 
liti  es  and  powers,  he  hath  exposed 
them  confidently  in  open  shew, 
triumphing  over  them  in  himself. 

16  Let  no  man  therefore  judge 
you  in  meat  or  in  drink,  or  in  respect 
of  a  festival  day,  or  of  the  new 
moon,  or  of  the  sabbaths  : 

17  Which  are  a  shadow  of  tliingB 
to  come,  but  the  body  is  Christ’s,. 

18  Let  no  man  seduce  you,  will¬ 
ing  in  humility,  and  religion  of  an¬ 
gels,  walking  in  the  things  which 
he  hath  not  seen,  in  vain  puffed  up 
by  the  sense  of  his  flesh, 

19  And  not  holding  the  head, from 
which  the  whole  body,  by  joints 
and  bands  being  supplied  with  nou¬ 
rishment  and  compacted,  groweth 
unto  the  increase  of  God. 

20  If  then  you  be  dead  with 
Christ  from  the  elements  of  this 
world  ;  why  do  you  yet  decree  as 
living  in  the  world  ? 

21  Touch  not, taste  not, handle  not: 

22  Which  all  are  unto  destruction 
by  the  very  use,  according  to  the 
precepts  and  doctrines  of  men. 

23  Which  things  have  indeed  a 
6hew  of  wisdom  in  superstition  and 
humility,  and  not  sparing  the  body, 
not  in  any  honour  to  the  filling  of 
the  flesh. 

chap  in. 

7  he  duties  of  wives  and  husbands  &c. 
rpHEREFORE,  if  you  be  risen 
with  Christ,  seek  the  things 
that  are  above ;  where  Christ  is  sit¬ 
ting  at  the  right  hand  of  God  : 

2  Mind  the  things  that  are  above, 
not  the  things  that  are  upontheearth 

3  For  you  are  dead  ;  and  ybur 
life  is  hid  with  Christ  in  God. 

■1  When  Christ  shall  appear,  who 
is  your  life ;  then  you  also  shall  ap¬ 
pear  with  him  in  glory. 

5  Mortify  therefore  your  mem¬ 
bers  which  are  upon  the  earth,  for¬ 
nication,  uncleanness,  lust,  evil  con¬ 
cupiscence,  and  covetousness  which 
is  the  service  of  idols. 


6  For  which  things  the  wrath  of 
God  cometh  upon  the  children  of 

unbelief. 

7  In  which  you  also  walked  some 
time,  when  you  lived  in  them. 

8  Hut  nowr  lay  you  also  all  away  : 
anger,  indignation,  malice,  blasphe¬ 
my,  filthy  speech  out  of  your  mouth. 

9  Lie  not  one  to  another  :  strip¬ 
ping  yourselves  of  the  old  man  with' 
iiis  deeds, 

10  And  putting  on  the  new,  him 
who  is  renewed  unto  knowledge, 
according  to  the  image  of  him  that 
created  him. 

1 1  Where  there  is  neither  gentile 
nor  Jew, circumcision  nor  uncircum¬ 
cision,  Barbarian  nor  Scythian, bond 
nor  free.  But  Christ  is  all,  and  in  all. 

12-Put  ye  on  therefore,  as  the 
elect  of  God,  holy,  and  beloved,  the 
bowels  of  mercy,  benignity,  humi¬ 
lity,  modesty,  patience: 

13  Bearing  with  one  another, 
and  forgiving  one  another,  if  any 
have  a  complaint  against  another 
Even  as  the  Lord  hath  forgiven  you 
so  you  also. 

14  But  above  all  thpsc  things 
have  charity,  which  is  the  bond  of 
perfection  : 

15  And  let  the  peace  of  Christ 
rejoice  in  your  hearts,  wherein  also 
you  are  called  in  one  body  :  and  be 
ye  thankful. 

16  Let  the  word  of  Christ  dwell 
in  you  abundantly,  in  all  wisdom  : 
teaching  and  admonishing  one  ano¬ 
ther  in  psalms,  hymns,  and  spiritual 
canticles,  singing  in  grace  in  your 
hearts  to  God 

1  7  All  whatsoever  you  do  in  word 
or  in  work,  all  things  do  ye  in  the 
name  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
giving  thanks  to  God  and  the  La¬ 
ther  by  him. 

18  Wives,  lie  subject  to  your  hus¬ 
bands,  as  it  behoveth  in  the  Lord. 

19  Husbands,  love  your  wives, 
and  be  not  bitter  towards  them. 

20  Children,  obey  your  parents 
in  all  things :  for  this  is  well-pleas* 
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ing  to  the  Lord. 

21  Fathers,  provoke  not  your 
children  to  indignation ;  lest  they 
be  discouraged. 

22Servants,  obey  in  all  thingsyour 
masters  according  to  the  tlesh,  not 
serving  to  the  eye,  as  pleasing  men, 
but  in  simplicity  of  heart, fearingGod 

23  Whatsoever  you  do,  do  it 
from  the  heart  as  to  the  Lord,  and 
not  to  men : 

24  Knowing  that  you  shall  receive 
of  the  Lord  the  reward  of  inheri¬ 
tance.  Serve  ye  the  Lord  Christ. 

25  For  he  that  doth  wrong,  shall 
receive  for  that  which  he  hath  done 
wrongfully:  and  there  is  no  respect 
of  persons  with  God. 

CHAP.  IV. 

He  recommends  earnest  prayer. 
ASTERS,  do  to  your  servants 
that  which  is  just  and  equal, 
knowing  that  you  also  have  a  mas¬ 
ter  in  heaven. 

2  Be  instant  in  prayer,  watching 
in  it  in  thanksgiving. 

3  Praying  withal  for  us  also,  that 
God  may  open  unto  us  a  door  of 
speech  to  6peak  the  mystery  of 
Christ  (for  which  also  I  am  bound) 

4  That  I  may  make  it  manifest 
as  I  ought  to  speak. 

5  Walk  with  wisdom  towards 
them  that  are  without,  redeeming 
the  time. 

6  Let  your  speech  be  always  in 
grace  seasoned  with  salt:  that  you 
may  know  how  you  ought  to  an¬ 
swer  every  man. 

7  All  the  things  that  concern  me, 
Tychicus,  our  dearest  brother,  and 
faithful  minister,  and  feilow’.servant 
inthe  Lord, will  make  known  to  you, 

8  Whom  I  have  sent  to  you  for 


this  same  purpose,  that  he  may 
know  the  things  that  concern  you 
and  comfort  your  hearts, 

9  With  Onesimus,  a  most  beloved 
and  faithful  brother,  who  is  one  of 
you.  All  things  that  are  done  here, 
they  shall  make  known  to  you. 

10  Aristarchus  my  fellow-prisoner 
saluteth  you,  and  Mark  the  cousin- 
german  of  Barnabas,  touch  ing  whon: 
you  have  received  commandments; 
if  he  come  unto  you,  receive  him  : 

1 1  And  Jesus  that  is  called  Jus¬ 
tus  :  who  are 'of  the  circumcision: 
these  only  are  my  helpers  in  the 
kingdom  of  God  :  who  have  been  a 
comfort  to  me.' 

12  Epaphras  saluteth  you,  who  is 
one  ofyou.a  servantof  Christ  Jtsua, 
who  is  always  solicitous  for  you  in 
prayers,  that  you'may  stand  perfect 
and  full  in  all  the  will  of  God. 

13  For  I  bear  him  testimony  that 
he  hath  much  labour  for  you,  and 
for  them  that  are  at  Laodicea,  and 
them  at  Hierapolis. 

HLuke,  the  most  dear  physician-, 
Saluteth  you,  and  Demas. 

15  Salute  the  brethren  who  are 
at,  Laodicea  ;  and  Nymphas,  and 
the  church  that  is  in  his  house. 

16  And  when  this  epistle  shall 
have  been  read  with  you,  cause  that 
it  be  read  also  in  the  church  of  the 
Laodiceans :  and  that  you  read 
that  which  is  of  the  Laodiceans. 

17  And  say  to  Archippus  :  Take 
heed  to  the  ministry  which  thou 
hast  received  in  the  Lord,  that  thou 
fulfil  it. 

18  The  salutation  of  Paul  with 
my  own  hand.  Be  mindful  of  my 
bands.  Grace  be  with  you.  Amen, 


The  first  EPISTLE  of  Si.  PAUL,  to  the  THESSALONJANS. 


CHAP.  I. 

He  gives  thanks  for  the  graces  bestowed 
upon  the  Thesralonians. 
DAUL  and  Sylvanus  and  Timo- 
thy  :  to  the  church  of  the  Thes* 
salonians,  in  God  the  Father,  and 


in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

2  Grace  be  to  you  ami  peace.  We 
give  thanks  to  God  always  for  you 
all ;  making  a  remembrance  of  you 
in  our  prayers  without  ceasing, 

3  Being  mindful  of  the  work  of 
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your  faith,  and  labour,  and  charity, 
and  of  the  enduring  of  the  hope  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  before  God 
and  our  Father : 

4  Knowing,  brethren  beloved  of 
God,  your  election  : 

5  For  our  gospel  hath  not  been 
Unto  you  in  word  only,  but  in  pow¬ 
er  also,  and  in  the  Holy  Ghost,  and 
in  much  fulness,  as  you  know  what 
mannerof  men  we  have  been  among 
you  for  your  sakes, 

6  And  you  became  followers  of 
us,  and  of  the  Lord  ;  receiving  the 
word  in  much  tribulation,  with  joy 
of  the  Holy  Ghost  : 

7  So  that  you  were  made  a  pat¬ 
tern  to  all  that  believe  in  Macedo¬ 
nia  and  in  Achaia. 

8  For  from  you  was  spread  abroad 
the  word  of  the  Lord,  not  only  in 
Macedonia  and  in  Achaia,  but  also 
in  every  place,  your  faith  which  is 
tosvards  God,  is  gone  forth,  so  that 
we  need  not  to  speak  any  thing. 

9  For  they  themselves  relate  of 
us,  what  manner  of  entering  in  we 
had  unto  you  ;  and  how  you  turned 
to  God  from  idols,  to  serve  the  liv¬ 
ing  and  true  God. 

10  And  to  wait  for  his  Son  from 
heaven  (whom  he  raised  up  from 
the  dead)  Jesus,  who  hath  deliver¬ 
ed  us  from  the  wrath  to  come. 

CHAP.  II. 

lie  warns  them  iigdnst  the  impostures 
bf  the  philosophers. 

OR  yourselves  know',  brethren, 
our  entrance  in  unto  you,  that 
it  was  not  in  vain  : 

2  But  having  suffered  many  things 
before,  and  been  shamefully  treated 
(as  you  know)  at  Philippi,  we  had 
confidence  in  our  God,  to  speak  un¬ 
to  you  the  gospel  of  God  in  much 
carefulness. 

3  For  our  exhortation  v?a9  not 
of  error,  nor  of  uncleanness,  nor  in 
deceit, 

4  But  as  we  were  approved  by 
God  that  the  gospel  should  be  com¬ 
mitted  to  us:  even  so  we  speak#  ot 


as  pleasing  men,  but  God,  who 
proveth  our  hearts, 

5  For  neither  have  we  used,  at 
any  time,  the  speech  of  flattery,  as 
you  know;  nor  taken  an  occasion 
of  covetousness,  God  is  witness  : 

6  Nor  sought  we  glory  of  men, 
neither  of  you,  nor  of  others. 

7  Whereas  we  might  have  been 
burdensome  to  you,  as  the  apostleB 
of  Christ :  but  we  became  little  ones 
in  the  midst  of  you,  as  if  a  nurse 
should  cherish  her  children  : 

8  So  desirous  of  you,  we  would 
gladly  impart  unto  yon  not  only  the 
gospel  of  God,  but  also  our  own 
souls  :  because  you  were  become 
most  dear  unto  us. 

9  For  you  remember,  brethren, 
our  labour  and  toil :  working  night 
and  day  lest  we  should  be  charge¬ 
able  to  any  of  you,  we  preached 
among  you  the  gospel  of  God. 

10  You  are  witnesses,  and  God 
also,  how  holily,  and  justly,  and 
without  blame,  we  have  been  to 
you  that  have  believed  : 

1 1  As  you  know  in  what  manner, 
entreating  and  comforting  you,  (as 
a  father  doth  his  children.) 

12  We  testified  to  every  one  of 
you  that  you  w'ould  walk  worthy 
of  God,  who  hath  called  you  unto 
his  kingdom  and  glory. 

IS  Therefore  we  also  give  thanks 
to  God  without  ceasing  :  because 
that  when  you  had  received  of  ua 
the  word  of  the  hearing  of  God,  you 
received  it  not  as  the  word  of  men, 
but  (as  it  is  indeed)  the  word  of 
God,  who  worketh  in  you  that  have 
believed. 

14  For  you,  brethren,  are  become 
followers  of  the  churches  of  God 
which  are  in  Judea,  in  Christ  Je¬ 
sus  :  for  you  also  have  suffered  the 
same  things  from  your  own  coun¬ 
try-men,  even  as  they  have  from 
the  Jews, 

15  Who  both  killed  the  Lord  Je¬ 
sus,  and  the  prophets,  and  have  per¬ 
secuted  us,  and  please  not  God,  and 
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are  adversaries  to  all  men,  8  Because  now  we  live,  if  you 

16  Prohibiting  us  to  speak  to  the  stand  in  the  Lord. 


gentiles  that  they  may  be  saved,  to 
fill  up  their  sins  always  :  for  the 
wrath  of  God  is  come  upon  them  to 

the  end. 

17  But  we,  brethren,  being  ta¬ 
ken  away  from  you  for  a  short 
time,  in  sight,  not  in  heart,  have 
hastened  the  more  abundantly  to 
see  your  face  with  great  desire. 

18  For  we  would  have  come  unto 
ou,  I  Paul  indeed,  once  and  again  : 
ut  satan  hath  hindered  u?. 

19  For  what  is  our  hope,  or  joy, 
or  crown  of  glory?  Are  not  you, 
in  the  presence  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  at  hrs  coming  ? 

20  For  you  are  our  glory  and 
joy. 

CHAP.  III. 

The  apostle' s  concern  for  the  Thes- 
salonians. 

FOR  which  cause  forbearing  no 
longer,  we  thought  it  good  to 
remain  at  Athens,  alone  : 

-2  And  we  sent  Timothy  our  bro¬ 
ther,  and  the  minister  of  God  in  the 
gospel  of  Christ,  to  confirm  you  and 
exhort  you  concerning  your  faith. 

3  That  no  man  should  be  moved 
In  these  tribulations:  for  yourselves 
know,  that  we  are  appointed  there¬ 
unto. 

4  JFor  even  when  we  were  with 
you,  we  fore-told  you  that  we 
should  suffer  tribulations,  as  also  it 
is  come  to  pass,  and  you  know. 

5  For  this  cause  also  I  forbearing 
no  longer,  sent  to  know  your  faith: 
lest  perhaps  he  that  tempteth, 
should  have  tempted  you,  and  our 
labour  should  be  naade  vain. 

6  But  now  when  Timothy  came 
to  us  from  you,  and  related  to  us 
your  faith  and  charity,  and  that 
you  have  a  good  remembrance  of 
us  always,  desiring  to  see  us,  as  we 
also  to  see  you  : 

7  Therefore  we  were  comforted, 
brethren,  in  you,  in  all  our  necessity, 
and  tribulation^by  your  faith, 

r 


9  For  what  thanks  can  we  return 
to  God  for  you,  in  all  the  joy 
wherewith  we  rejoice  for  you  be¬ 
fore  our  God, 

10  Night  and  day  more  abun¬ 
dantly  praying  that  we  may  see 
your  face,  and  may  accomplish 
those  things  that  are  wanting  to 
your  faith  ? 

11  Now  God  himself  and  our 
Father,  and  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
direct  our  way  unto  you. 

12  And  may  theLord  multiply  you, 
and  make  you  abound  in  charity 
towards  one  another,  and  towards 
all  men:  as  we  do  also  towards  you, 

13  To  confirm  your  hearts  with¬ 
out  blame,  iri  holiness  before  God 
and  otir  Father,  at  the  coming  of 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  with  all  his 
saints.  Amen. 

CHAP.  IV. 

He  recommends  earnest  prayer. 
OR  the  rest  therefore  brethren, 
we  pray  and  beseech  you  in  the 
Lord  J esus,  that  as  you  have  receiv. 
ed  of  us,  how  you  ought  to  walk, 
and  to  please  God,  so  also  you 
would  walk,  that  you  may  abound 
the  more. 

2  For  you  know  what  precepts  1 
have  given  toyou  by  the  Lord  J  esus 

3  For  this  -is  the  will  of  God, 
your  sanctification:  that  you  should 
abstain  from  fornication, 

4  That  every  one  of  you  should 
know  how  to  possess  his  vessel  in 
sanctification  and  honour: 

5  Not  in  the  passion  of  lust,  like 
the  gentiles  that  know  not  God  : 

6  And  that  no  man  overreach,  nor 
circumvent  his  brother  in  business  : 
because  the  Lord  is  the  avenger  of 
all  these  things,  as  we  have  told 
you  before,  and  have  testified. 

7  For  God  hath  not  called  us  unto 
uncleanness,  but  unto  sanctification. 

8  Therefore  he  that  despiseth 
these  things,  despiseth  not  man  but 
God :  who  also  hath  given  his  holy 
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Spirit  in  us. 

9  But  as  touching  the  charity  of 
brotherhood,  we  have  no  need  to 
write  to  you  :  for  yourselves  have 
learned  of  God  to  love  one  another. 

10  For  indeed  you  do  it  towards 
nil  the  brethren  in  all  Macedonia. 
Ilut  we  entreat  you,  brethren,  that 
you  abound  more : 

1 1  And  that  you  use  your  endea- 
your  to  be  quiet,  and  that  you  do 
your  own  business,  and  work  with 
your  own  hands,  as  we  commanded 
you  :  and  that  you  walk  honestly 
towards  them  that  are  without;  and 
that  you  want  nothing  of  any  man’s. 

12  And  we  will  not  have  you 
ignorant,  brethren,  concerning  them 
that  are  asleep,  that  you  he  not 
sorrowful,  even  as  others  who  have 
no  hope. 

13  For  if  we  believe  that  Jesus 
died  and  rose  again,  even  so  them 
who  have  slept  through  Jesus,  will 
God  bring  with  him. 

11  For  this  we  say  unto  you  in 
the  word  of  the  Lord,  that  we  who 
are  alive,  who  remain  unto  the  co¬ 
ming  of  the  Lord,  shall  not  prevent 
them  who  have  slept. 

15  For  the  Lord  himself  shall 
come  down  from  heaven  with  com¬ 
mandment,  and  with  the  voice  of  an 
Archangel,  and  with  the  trumpet 
of  God  :  and  the  dead  who  are  in 
Christ,  shall  rise  first. 

16  Then  we  who  are  alive,  who 
are  left,  shall  be  taken  up  together 
with  them  in  the  clouds  to  meet 
Christ,  into  the  air,  and  so  shall  we 
be  always  with  the  Lord. 

17  Wherefore  comfort  ye  one  a- 
nothcr  with  these  words. 

CHAP.  V. 

Exhortations  to  several  dunes. 
jTiUT  of  the  times  and  momenta, 
°  brethren,  you  need  not  that 
we  should  write  to  you. 

3  For  yourselves  know  perfectly, 
that  the  day  of  the  Lord  shall  so 
come,  as  a  thief  in  th^  night. 

3  Fur  when  they  shall  say,  peace 


and  security  :  then  shall  9udder,  de¬ 
struction  come  upon  them,  a9  the 
pains  upon  her  that  is  with  child, 
and  they  shall  not  escape. 

4  But  you,  brethren;  are  not  in' 
darkness  ;  that  that  day  should 
overtake  you  as  a  thief, 

5  For  all  you  are  the  children  of 
light,  and  children  of  the  day  :  we 
are  not  of  the  night  nor  of  darkness. 

6  Therefore  let  us  not  sleep  as  others 
do  :  but  let  us  watch  and  be  sober. 

7  For  they  that  sleep,  sleep  in 
the  night :  and  they  that  are  drunk, 
aie  drunk  in  the  night. 

8  But  let  us,  who  are  of  the  day, 
he  sober,  having  on  the  breast-plate 
of  faith  and  charity,  and  for  a  hel¬ 
met,  the  hope  of  salvation. 

9  For  God  hath  not  appointed  ua 
unto  wrath,  but  unto  the  purcha¬ 
sing  of  salvation  by  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ, 

10  Who  died  for  us :  that  whe*> 
ther  we  watch  or  sleep,  we  may 
live  together  with  him. 

11  For  which  cause  comfort  one 
another :  and  edify  one  another,  as 
you  also  do. 

12  And  webesepch  you,  brethren, 
to  know  them  who  labour  among 
you,  and  are  over  you  in  the  Lord, 
and  admonish  you  : 

13  That  you  esteem  them  more 
abundantly  in  charity  for  theii 
work’s  sake.  Have  peace  with  them. 

14-  And  we  beseech  you,  brethren, 
rebuke  the  unquiet,  comfort  the 
feeble-minded,  support  the  weak, 
be  patient  towards  all  men. 

15  See  that  none  render  evil  for 
evil  to  any  men  :  but  ever  follow 
that  which  is  good  towards  each 
other,  and  towards  all  men. 

16  Always  rejoice. 

17  Pray  without  ceasing-. 

18  In  all  things  give  thanks  * 
for  this  is  the  will  of  God  in  Christ 
Jesus  concerning  you  all. 

19  Extinguish  not  the  spirit. 

20  Despise  not  prophecies. 

21  But  prnvp  Jill  things:  hold 
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fast  that  which  is  good.  you,  who  also  will  do  it. 

22  From  all  appearance  of  evil  25  Brethren  pray  for  us. 
refrain  yourselves.  26  Salute  all  the  brethren  in  a 

23  And  may  the  God  of  peace  him-  holy  kiss. 

self  sanctify  you  in  all  things :  that  27  I  charge  you  by  the  Lord 
your  whole  spirit,  and  soul,  and  bo-  that  this  epistle  be  read  to  all  the 
dy,  may  be  preserved  blameless  in  holy  brethren, 
the  coming  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  28  The  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus

CHAP.  I. 

He  giver  thankt  to  God  for  their  faith. 
AUL  and  Sylvanus  and  Timo¬ 
thy,  to  the  church  of  the  Thes- 
salonians  in  God  our  Father  and 
the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

2  Grace  unto  you  and  peace  from 
God  our  Father  and  from  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ. 

3  We  are  bound  to  give  thanks 
always  to  God  for  you,  brethren,  as 
it  is  fitting,  because  your  faith 
groweth  exceedingly,  and  the  cha¬ 
rity  of  every  one  of  you  toward  each 
other  aboundeth : 

4  So  that  we  ourselves  also  glory 
in  you  in  the  churches  of  God,  for 
your  patience,  and  faith,  and  in  all 
your  persecutions,  and  tribulations, 
which  you  endure. 

&  For  an  example  of.  the  just 
judgment  of  God,  that  you  may  be 
counted  worthy  of  the  kingdom  of 
God,  for  Which  also  you  suffer. 

6  Seeing  it  is  a  just  thing  with 
God,  to  repay  tribulation  to  them 
that  trouble  you  : 

7  And  to  you  who  are  troubled, 
rest  with  us  when  the  Lord  Jesus 
shall  be  revealed  from  heaven  with 
the  angels  of  his  power : 

8  In  a  flame  of  fire  yielding  ven¬ 
geance  to  them  who  know  not  God, 
and  who  obey  not  the  gospel  ofour 
Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

9  Who  shall  suffer  eternal  pu¬ 
nishment  in  destruction,  from  the 
face  of  the  Lord  and  from  the  glo¬ 
ry  of  his  power  : 

10  When  he  shall  come  to  be  glo¬ 
rified  in  his  saints,  and  to  be  made 


wonderful  in  all  them  who  have  be¬ 
lieved  :  because  our  testimony  was 
believed  upon  you  in  that  day. 

1 1  Wherefore  also  we  pray  always

fil  all  the  good  pleasure  of  his  good¬ 
ness  and  the  work  of  faith  in  power. 

19  That  the  name  of  our  Lord  Jo 
sos  may  be  glorified  in  you,  and  you 
in  him,  according  to  the  grace  of  our 
God,  and  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

CHAP.  II. 

The  Apostle's  traditions  are  to  be 

observed. 

ND  we  beseech  you,  brethren, 
by  the  coming  of  our  Lord  Jk 
sus  Christ,  and  of  our  gathering  to¬ 
gether  unto  him  ; 

2  That  you  be  not  easily  moved 
from  your  mind,  nor  be  frighted, 
neither  by  spirit,  nor  by  word,  nor 
by  epistle  as  sent  from  us,  as  if  the 
day  of  the  Lord  were  at  hand. 

3  Let  no  man  deceive  you  by  any 
means:  for  unless  there  come  a  re¬ 
volt  first,  and  the  man  of  sin  be  re* 
vealed,  the  son  of  perdition, 

4  Who  opposeth,  and  is  lifted  upi 
above  all  that  is  called  God,  or  that 
is  worshipped,  so  that  he  sitteth  in 
the  temple  of  God,  shewing  himself 
as  if  he  were  God.  *> 

5  Remember  you  not,  that  when 
I  was  yet  with  you,  I  told  you  these 
things  ? 

6  And  now  you  know  what  witb- 
holdeth,  that  he  may  be  revealed  in 
bis  time. 

7  For  the  mystery  of  iniquity  al¬ 
ready  worketh:  only  that  he  who 
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now  holdeth,  do  hold,  until  he  be 
taken  out  of  the  way. 

8  And  then  that  wicked  one  shall 
be  revealed,  whom  the  Lord  Jesus 
shall  kill  with  the  spirit  of  his 
mouth  ;  and  shall  destroy  with  the 
brightness  of  his  coming  :  him, 

9  Whose  coming  is  according  to 
the  working  of  satan,  in  all  power, 
and  signs,  and  lying  wonders, 

10  And  in  all  seduction  of  ini¬ 
quity  to  them  that  perish  :  because 
they  received  not  the  love  of  the 
truth  that  they  might  be  saved. 
Therefore  God  shall  send  them  the 
operation  of  error,  to  believe  lying: 

11  That  all  may  be  judged  who 
have  not  believed  the  truth,  but 
have  consented  to  iniquity. 

J2  But  we  ought  to  give  thanks 
to  God  always  for  you,  brethren 
beloved  of  God,  for  that  God  hath 
chosen  you  first-fruits  unto  salva¬ 
tion,  in  sanctification  of  the  Spirit 
and  faith  of  the  truth: 

13  Whereunto  also  he  hath  called 
you  by  our  gospel,  unto  the  pur¬ 
chasing  of  the  glory  of  our  Lord 
Jesub  Christ. 

14  Therefore,  brethren,  stand 
fast ;  and  hold  the  traditions  which 
you  have  learned,  whether  by  word, 
or  by  our  epistle. 

15  Now  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
himself,  and  God  and  our  Father 
who  hath  loved  us,  and  hath  given 
useverlastingconsolation,  and  good 
hope  in  grace, 

16  F.xhort  your  hearts  and  confirm 
you  in  every  good  work  and  word. 
CHAP.  III. 
lie  begs  their  prayers • 

OR  the  rest,  brethren,  pray  for 
as,  that  the  word  of  God  may 
run  and  may  be  glorified  even  as 
among  you : 

2  And  that  we  may  be  delivered 
from  importunate  and  evil  men : 
for  all  men  have  not  faith. 

3  But  God  is  faithful,  who  will 
Itrengthen  and  keep  you  from  evil. 

4  And  we  have  confidence  con¬ 


cerning  you  in  the  Lord,  that  the 
things  which  we  command,  you 
both  do,  and  will  do. 

5  And  the  Lord  direct  your 
hearts  in  the  charity  of  God,  and 
the  patience  of  Christ.  ^ 

6  And  we  charge  you,  brethren,  in 
the  name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
that  you  withdraw  yourselves  from 
every  brother  walking  disorderly, 
and  not  according  to  the  tradition 
which  they  have  received  of  us. 

7  For  yourselves  know  how  you 
ought  to  imitate  us  :  for  we  were 
not  disorderly  among  you  : 

8  Neither  did  we  eat  any  rnan's 
bread  for  nothing,  but  in  labour  and 
in  toil  we  worked  night  and  day, 
lest  we  should  be  chargeable  to 
any  of  you. 

9  Not  as  if  we  had  not  power’: 
but  that  we  might  give  ourselves  a 
pattern  unto  you,  to  imitate  us. 

10  For  also  when  we  were  with 
you,  this  we  declared  to  you,  that, 
if  any  man  will  not  work,  neither 
let  him  eat. 

11  For  we  have  heard  there  arr 
some  among  you  who  waik  disor*- 
derly,  working  not  at  all,  but  cu¬ 
riously  meddling. 

12  Now  we  charge  them  that 
are  such,  and  beseech  them  by  the 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  that,  working 
with  silence,  they  would  eat  their 
own  bread. 

13  But  you,  brethren,  be  not 
weary  in  well-doing. 

14  And  if  any  man  obey  not  our 
word  by  this  epistle,  note  that  man, 
and  do  not  keep  company  with 
him,  that  he  may  be  ashamed. 

15  Yetdo  not  esteem  hin>  asp’iene 
my,  but  admonish  him  is  a 

16  Now  the  Lord  of  peace  hirfc*jeU 
give  you  everlasting  peace  in  every 
place.  The  Lord  be  with  you  all. 

17  The  salutation  of  Paul  with 
my  own  hand  '•  which  is  the  sign  in 
every  epistle.  So  I  write. 

18  The  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesya 
Christ  be  with  you  alL  Amen, 


ito  I.  To  TIMOTHY. 

The  FIRST  EPISTLE  of  St.  PAUL  to  TIMOTHY. 


CHAP.  I. 

He  puts  Timothy  in  mind  of  his 
charge. 

AULan  apostle  of  Jesus  Christ 
according  to  the  commandnnent 
ef  God  our  Saviour,  and  of  Christ 
Jtsus  our  hope  : 

2  To  Timothy  his  beloved  son 
in  faith.  Grace,  mercy,  and  peace 
from  God  the  Father,  and  from 
Christ  Jesus  our  Lord. 

3  As  I  desired  thee  to  remain  at 
Ephesus  when  I  went  into  Macedo¬ 
nia,  that  thou  rnighest  charge  some 
not  to  teach  otherwise, 

4  Not  to  give  heed  to  fables  and 
genealogies  without  end  :  which 
minister  questions  rather  than  the 
edification  of  God  which  is  in  faith. 

5  Now  the  end  of  the  command¬ 
ment  is  charity  from  a  pure  heart, 
and  a  good  conscience,  and  an  un¬ 
feigned  faith. 

G  From  which  things  some  going 
astray,  are  turned  aside  unto  vain 
babbling. 

7  Desiring  to  be  teachers  of  the  law', 
understanding  neither  the  things 
they  say,  nor  whereof  they  affirm. 

8  But  we  know  that  the  law  is 
good,  if  a  man  use  it  lawfully  : 

9  Knowing  this  that  the  law  is 
not  made  for  the  just  man,  but  for 
the  unjust  and  disobedient,  for  the 
ungodly,  and  for  sinners,  for  the 
picked  and  defiled,  for  murderers 
of  fathers  and  murderers  of  mo¬ 
thers  ;  for  man-slayers. 

10  For  fornicators,  for  them  who 
defile  themselves  with  mankind,  for 
men-stealers,  for  liars,  for  perjured 
persons,  and  whatever  other  tiling 
is  contrary  to  sound  doctrine, 

1 1  Which  is  according  to  the 
gospel  of  the  glory  of  the  blessed 
God,  which  hath  been  committed 
to  my  trust. 

12  I  give  him  thanks,  who  hath 
strengthened  me,  even  to  Christ 
Jesus  our  Lord,  for  that  be  bath 


counted  me  faithful,  putting  me  in 
the  ministry. 

13  Who  before  was  a  blasphemer 
and  a  persecutor  and  contumelious. 
But  I  obtained  the  mercy  ofGod, be¬ 
cause  I  did  it  ignorantly  in  unbelief. 

14 Now  the  graceof our  Lord  hath 
abounded  exceedingly  with  faith 
and  love  which  is  in  Christ  Jesus. 

1.5  A  faithful  saying,  and  worthy 
of  all  acceptation,  that  Christ  Jesus 
came  into  this  world  to  save  sin¬ 
ners,  of  whom  I  am  the  chief. 

1G  But  for  this  cause  have  1  ob¬ 
tained  mercy :  that  in  me  first  Christ 
J esus  might  shew  forth  all  patience, 
for  the  information  of  them  that  shall 
believe  in  him  unto  life  everlasting. 

17 Now  totheking  ofages,  immor¬ 
tal,  invisible,  theonly  God,be  honour 
and  glory  for  ever  and  ever.  Amen. 

18This  precept  I  commend  to  thee, 
O  son  Timothy :  according  to  the 
prophecies  going  before  on  thee,  that 
thou  war  in  them  a  good  warfare, 

19  Having  faith  and  a  good  con¬ 
science,  which  some  rejecting  have 
made  shipwreck  concerning  the  faith 

20  Of  whom  is  Hymeneus  and 
Alexander :  whom  I  have  delivered 
up  to  satan,  that  they  may  learn 
not  to  blaspheme. 

CHAP.  II. 

Prayers  are  to  be  said  for  all  men. 
Desire  therefore  first  of  all  that 
supplications,  prayers,  interces¬ 
sions  and  thanksgivings  be  made 
for  all  men, 

2  For  kings  and  for  all  that  are  iir 
high  stations :  that  we  may  lead  a 
quiet  and  a  peaceable  life  in  all 
piety  and  chastity 

3  For  this  is  good  and  acceptable 
in  the  sight  of  God  our  Saviour. 

4  Who  will  have  all  men  to  be 
saved,  and  to  come  to  the  know¬ 
ledge  of  the  truth. 

6  For  there  is  one  God,  and  one 
mediator  of  God  and  men,  the  man 
Christ  Jesus; 
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6  Who  gave  himself  a  redemption 
for  all,  a  testimony  in  due  times. 

7  Whereunto  I  am  appointed  a 
preacher  and  an  apostle  (I  say  the 
truth,  I  lie  not)  a  doctor  of  the  gen¬ 
tiles  in  faith  and  truth. 

8  I  will  therefore  that  men  pray 
in  every  place:  lifting  up  pure 
hands  withoutanger  and  contention. 

9  In  like  manner  women  also  in 
clecentapparel:  adorning  themselves 
with  modesty  and  sobriety, not  with 
plaited  hair,  or  gold,  or  pearls  or 
costly  attire, 

lOBut  as  it  becometh  women  pro¬ 
fessing  godliness,  with  good  works. 

1 1  Let  tire  woman  learn  in  silence, 
with  all  subjection. 

12  But  I  suffer  not  a  woman  to 
teacit,  nor  to  use  authority  over 
the  man  :  but  to  be  in  silence. 

13  For  Adam  was  first  formed  ; 
then  Eve. 

14  And  Adam  was  not  seduced  ; 
but  the  woman  being  seduced,  was 
in  the  transgression. 

1 5  Yet  she  shall  be  saved  through 
child-bearing:  if  she  continue  in 
faith  and  love  and  sanctification 
with  sobriety. 

CHAP  III. 

The  church  i*  the  pillar  of  truth. 
Faithful  saying.  If  a  man  de¬ 
sire  the  office  of  ~a  bishop,  he 
dcsireth  a  good  work. 

2  It  behoveth  therefore  a  bishop 
to  be  blameless,  the  husband  of  one 
wife,  sober,  prudent,  of  good  be¬ 
haviour, chaste, given  to  hospitality, 
a  teacher, 

3  Not  given  to  wine,  no  striker, 
but  modest,  not  quarrelsome,  not 
covetous,  but 

4  One  that  ruleth  well  his  own 
house,  having  his  children  in  sub¬ 
jection  with  all  chastity. 

6  But  if  a  man  know  not  how  to 
rule  his  own  house,  how  shall  he 
take  care  of  the  church  of  God  ? 

6  Not  a  neophyte:  lest  being 
puffed  up  with  pride,  he  fall  into 
the  judgement  of  thfe  devil. 


7  Moreover  he  must  have  a  good 
testimony  of  them  who  are  with¬ 
out:  lest  lie  fall  into  reproach  and 
the  snare  of  the  devil. 

8  Deacons  in  like  manner  chaste, 
not  double-tongued,  not  given  to 
much  wine.notgreedy  of  filthy  lucre: 

P  Holding  the  mystery  of  faith 
in  a  pure  conscience. 

10  And  let  these  also  first  be 
proved  :  and  so  let  them  minister, 
having  no  crime. 

11  The  women  in  like  manner 
chaste,  not  slanderers,  but  sober, 
faithful  in  all  thing9. 

12  Let  deacons  be  the  husbands 
of  one  wife:  who  rule  well  their 
children,  and  their  own  houses. 

13  For  they  that  have  ministered 
well,  shall  purchase  to  themselves  a 
good  degree,  and  much  confidence 
in  the  faith  which  is  in  Christ  Jesus. 

14  These  things  I  write  to  thee, 
hoping  that  I  shall  come  to  thee 
shortly. 

15  But  if  I  tarry  long,  that  thou 
mayest  know  how  thou  oughtest  to 
behave  thyself  in  the  house  of  God, 
which  is  the  church  of  the  living 
God,  the  pillar  and  ground  of  the 
truth. 

16  And  evidently  great  is  the 
mystery  of  godliness,  which  was 
manifested  in  the  flesh,  was  justified 
in  the  spirit,  appeared  unto  Angels, 
hath  been  preached  unto  the  gen¬ 
tiles,  is  believed  in  the  world,  is 
taken  up  in  glory. 

CHAP.  IV. 

He  vamt  him  againit  herttice. 
OW  the  Spirit  manifestly  saith, 
that  in  the  last  times  some 
shall  depart  from  the  faith,  giving 
heed  to  spirits  of  error,  and  doc¬ 
trines  of  devils, 

2  Speaking  lies  in  hypocrisy,  and 
having  their  conscience  seared. 

3  Forbidding  to  marry,  to  abstain 
from  meats,  which  God  hath  creat¬ 
ed  to  be  received  with  thanksgiv¬ 
ing  by  the  faithful,  and  by  them 
that  have  known  the  truth. 
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4  For  every  creature  of  God  is  dows  indeed. 

good,  and  nothing  to  be  rejected  4  But  if  any  widow  have  chil. 
that  is  received  with  thanksgiving:  dren  or  grandchildren;  let  her 

5  For  it  is  sanctified  by  the  word  learn  first  to  govern  her  own  house. 


of  God  and  prayer. 

6  These  things  proposing  to  the 
brethren,  thou  shalt  be  a  good  mi¬ 
nister  of  Christ  Jesus,  nourished 
up  in  the  words  of  faith  and  of  the 
good  doctrine  which  thou  hast  at¬ 
tained  unto. 

7  But  avoid  foolish  and  old  wives 
fables:  and  exercise  thyself  unto 
godliness., 

8  For  bodily  exercise  is  profit¬ 
able  to  little  :  but  godliness  is  pro¬ 
fitable  to  all  things,  having  promise 
of  the  life  that  now  is,  and  of  that 
which  is  to  come. 

9  A  faithful  saying  and  worthy 
of  all  acceptation. 

10  For  therefore  we  labour  and 
are  reviled,  because  we  hope  in  the 
Jiving  God,  who  is  the  Saviour  of 
all  men,  especially  of  the  faithful. 

11  These  things  command  and 
teach. 

12  Let  no  man  despise  thy  youth : 
but  be  thou  an  example  of  the  faith¬ 
ful,  in  word,  in  conversation,  in 
charity,  in  faith,  in  chastity. 

13  Till  I  come,  attend  unto  read¬ 
ing,  to  exhortation,  and  to  doctrine. 

14  Neglect  not  the  grace  that  is 
in  thee,  which  was  given  thee  by 
prophecy,  with  imposition  of  the 
hands  of  the  priesthood. 

15  Meditate  upon  these  things, 
be  wholly  in  these  things ;  that  thy 
profiting  may  be  manifest  to  all. 

16  Take  heed  to  thyself,  and  to 
doctrine:  be  earnest  in  them.  For 
in  doing  this  thou  shalt  both  save 
thyself  and  them  that  hear  thee. 

CHAP.  V. 

He  gives  him  lessons  concerning  widows. 
N  ancient  man  rebuke  not :  but 
intreat  him  as  a  father:  young 
men,  as  brethren :. 

2  Old  women,  as  mothers:  young 
Women,  as  sisters,  in  all  chastity. 

8  Honour  widows,  that  are  wi- 


and  to  make  a  return  of  duty  to  her 
parents :  for  this  is  acceptable  be¬ 
fore  God. 

5  But  she  that  is  a  widow  in¬ 
deed  and  desolate,  let  her  trust  in 
God,  and  continue  in  supplications 
and  prayers  night  and  day. 

6  For  she  that  liveth  in  pleasures, 
is  dead  while  she  is  living. 

7  And  this  give  in  charge,  that 
they  may  he  blameless. 

8 ^But  if  any  man  have  not  care 
of  hiT  own,  and  especially  of  those 
of  his  house,  he  hath  denied  the 
faith,  and  is  worse  than  an  infidel, 

9  Let  a  widow  be  chosen  of  no  less 
than  threescore  years  of  age,  who 
hath  been  the  wife  of  one  husband, 

10  Having  testimony  for  her  good 
work9j  if  she  have  brought  up  chil¬ 
dren,  if  she  have  received  to  har¬ 
bour,  if  she  have  washed  the  saints 
feet,  if  she  have  ministered  to  them 
that  suffer  tribulation,  if  she  have 
diligently  followed  every  good  work. 

11  Buttheyounger widows  avoid. 
For  when  they  have  grown  wanton 
in  Christ,  they  will  marry  : 

12  Having  damnation,  because 
they  have  made  void  their  first  faith. 

13  And  withal  being  idle  they 
learn  to  go  about  from  house  to 
house:  and  are  not  only  idle,  but 
tatlers  alsd'  and  busy  bodies  speak¬ 
ing  things  which  they  ought  not. 

1 4 1' will.therefore  that  the  younger 
should  marry,  bear  children,  be 
mistresses  of  families,  give  no  occa¬ 
sion  to  the  adversary  to  speak  evil, 

15  For  some  are  already  turned 
aside  after  satan. 

16  If  any  of  the  faithful  have 
widows,  let  him  minister  to  them, 
and  let  not  the  church  be  charged : 
that  there  may  be  sufficient  for 
them  that  are  widows  indeed. 

17  Let  the  priests  that  rule  well, 
be  esteemed  worthy  double  bop- 
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our:  especially  they  who  labour  in 
the' word  and  doctrine, 

18  For  the  scripture  saith  :  Thou 
jhalt  not  muzzle  the  ox  that  tread- 
t th  out  the  corn  :  and,  The  labourer 
is  worthy  of  his  reward. 

19  Against  a  priest  receive  not 
an  accusation,  but  under  two  or 
three  witnesses. 

20  Them  that  sin  reprove  before 
ill :  that  the  rest  also  may  have  fear. 

21  1  charge  thee  before  God,  and 
Christ  Jesus,  and  the  elect  angels, 
that  thou  observe  these  things  with¬ 
out  prejudice,  doing  nothing  by  de¬ 
clining  to  either  side. 

22  Impose  not  hands  lightly  up¬ 
on  any  man,  neither  be  partaker  of 
other  men’s  sins.  Keepthyselfchaste. 

23  Do  not  still  drink  water  :  but 
use  a  little  wine  for  thy  stomach’s 
sake,  and  thy  frequent  infirmities. 

24  Some  men’s  sins  are  manifest, 
going  before  to  judgment  :  and 
some  men  they  follow  after. 

25  In  like  manner  also  good  deeds 
are  manifest :  and  they  that  are 
otherwise,  cannot  be  hid. 


CHAP.  VI. 

Duties  of  servants, 
HOSOEVER  are  servants  un- 
"  *  der  the  yoke,  let  them  count 
their  masters  worthy  of  all  honour ; 
lest  the  name  of  the  Lord  and  hit 
doctrine  be  blasphemed. 

3  But  they  that  have  believing 
masters,  let  them  not  despise  them, 
because  they  are  brethren,  but  serve 
them  the  rather,  because  they  are 
faithful  and  beloVed,  who  are  par¬ 
takers  of  the  benefit.  These  things 
teach  and  exhort. 

3  If  any  man  teach  otherwise, 
and  consent  not  to  the  Sound  words 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  to 
that  doctrine  which  is  according  to 
godliness, 

4  He  is  proud,  knowing  nothing, 
but  sick  about  questions  and  strifes 
of  words  :  from  which  arise  envies, 
contentions,  blasphemies,  evil  sus¬ 
picions, 


5  Conflicts  of  men  corrupted  in 
mind,  and  who  are  destitute  of  the 
truth, supposing  gain  tobe  godliness. 

6  But  godliness  with  content¬ 
ment  is  great  gain. 

7  For  we  brought  nothing  into 
this  world  :  and  certainly  we  can 
carry  nothing  out. 

8  But  having  food,  and  where¬ 
with  to  be  covered,  with  these  we 
are  content. 

9  For  they  that  will  become  rich, 
fall  into  temptation,  and  into  the 
snare  of  the  devil,  and  into  many 
unprofitable  and  hlirtful  desires, 
which  drown  men  into  destruction 
and  perdition. 

10  For  the  desire  of  money  Is  the 
root  of  all  evils  ;  which  some  co¬ 
veting  have  eired  from  the  faith, 
and  have  intangled  themselves  in 
many  sorrows. 

11  But  thou,  O  man  of  God,  fly 
these  things ;  and  pursue  justice, 
godliness,  faith,  charity,  patience; 
mildness. 

12  Fight  the  good  fight  of  faith: 
lay  hold  on  eternal  life  whereunto 
thou  art  called,  and  hast  confessed 
a  good  confession  before  many  wit¬ 
nesses. 

J3  I  charge  thee  before  God  who 
quickeneth  all  things,  and  before 
Christ  Jesus  who  gave  testimony 
under  Pontius  Pilate,  a  good  con¬ 
fession, 

14  That  thou  keep  the  command¬ 
ment  without  spot,  blameless,  unto 
the  comingofour  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 

15  Which  in  his  times  he  shall 
shew  who  is  the  Blessed  and  only 
Mighty,  the  King  of  kings,  and 
Lord  of  lords. 

16  Who  only  hath  immortality, 
and  inhabiteth  light  inaccessible, 
whom  no  man  hath  seen,  nor  cart 
see,  to  whom  be  honour  and  em¬ 
pire  everlasting.  Amen. 

17  Charge  the  rich  of  this  world 
not  to  be  high-minded,  nor  to  trust 
in  the  uncertainty  of  riches,  but  in 
the  living  God  (who  giveth  uf 
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abundantly  all  things  to  enjoy.)  20  0  Timothy,  keep  that  vrhteh 

18  To  do  good,  to  be  rich  in  is  committed  to  thy  trust,  avoiding 

good  works,  to  give  easily,  to  com-  the  prophane  novelties  of  words, 
municate  to  others,  and  oppositions  of  knowledge  false-

AULan  apostle  of  Jesus  Christ 
by  the  will  of  God,  according 
to  the  promise  of  life,  which  is  in 
Christ  Jesus. 

2  To  Timothy  tny  dearly  beloved 
aon,  grace,  mercy,  and  peace  from 
God  the  Father,  and  from  Christ 
Jesus  our  Lord. 

3  I  give  thanks  to  God,  whom  I 
serve  from  my  forefathers  with  a 
pure  conscience,  that  without  cea¬ 
sing  I  have  a  remembrance  of  thee 
in  my  prayers,  night  and  day. 

4  Desiring  to  see  thee,  being 
mindful  of  thy  tears,  that  I  may  be 
filled  with  joy, 

6  Calling  to  mind  that  faith  which 
is  in  thee  unfeigned,  which  also 
dwelt  first  in  thy  grand-mother 
Lois,  and  in  thy  mother  Eunice,  and 
I  am  certain  that  in  thee  also. 

6  For  which  cause  I  admonish 
thee,  that  thou  stir  up  the  grace  of 
God,  which  is  in  thee  by  the  impo-. 
sition  of  my  hands. 

7  For  God  hath  not  given  us  the 
the  spirit  of  fear :  but  of  power,  and 
of  love,  and  of  sobriety. 

8  Be  not  thou  therefore  asha¬ 
med  of  the  testimony  of  our  Lord, 
nor  of  me  his  prisoner :  but  labour 
with  the  gospel  according  to  the 
power  of  God, 

9  Who  hath  delivered  U9,  and  cal¬ 
led  us  by  his  holy  calling,  not  ac¬ 
cording  to  our  works,  but  accor¬ 
ding  to  his  own  purpose  and  grace, 
which  was  given  us  in  Christ  Jesus 
before  the  times  world. 


10  But  is  now  made  manifest  ny 
the  illumination  of  our  saviour  Je¬ 
sus  Christ,  who  hath  destroyed 
death,  and  hath  brought  to  light 
life  and  incorruption  by  the  gospel' 

11  Wherein  I  am  appointed  a 
preacher,  and  an  apostle,  and  teach¬ 
er  of  the  gentiles. 

12  For  which  cause  T  also  suffer 
these  things :  but  I  am  not  asha¬ 
med.  For  I  know  whom  I  have 
believed,  and  I  am  certain  that  he  is 
able  to  keep  that  which  I  have  com¬ 
mitted  unto  him,  against  that  day. 

13  Hold  the  form  of  sound  words 
which  thou  hast  heard  of  me  in 
faith,  and  in  the  love  which  is  in 
Christ  Jesus. 

J4  Keep  the  good  thing  commit¬ 
ted  to  thy  trust  by  the  Holy  Ghost, 
who  dwelleth  in  us. 

15  Thou  knowest  this,  that  all 
they  who  are  in  Asia,  are  turned 
away  from  me:  of  whom  are  Phi- 
gellus  and  Hermogenes. 

16  The  Lord  give  mercy  to  the 
house  of  Onesiphorus  :  because  he 
hath  often  refreshed  me,  and  hath 
not  been  ashamed  of  my  chain : 

17  But  when  he  was  come  to 
Rome,  he  carefully  sought  me,  and 
found  me. 

18  The  Lord  grant  unto  him  to 
find  mercy  of  the  Lord  in  that  day. 
And  in  how  many  things  he  minis¬ 
tered  unto  me  at  Ephesus,  thou4vcrjr 
well  knowest. 

CHAP.  IT. 

He  exhorts  him  to  diligence  in  his 

office. 

HOU  therefore,  my  son,  be 
Strong  in  the  grace  which  is  in 
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Christ  Jesus  : 

2  And  the  things,  which  thou 
hast  heard  of  me  by  many  witnes¬ 
ses,  the  same  commend  to  faithful 
men,  who  shall  be  fit  to  teach 
others  also. 

3  Labour  as  a  good  soldier  of 
Christ  Jesus. 

4  No  man  being  a  soldier  to  God, 
intangleth  himself  with  secular  bu¬ 
sinesses  ;  that  he  may  please  him 
to  whom  he  hath  engaged  himself. 

5  For  he  also,  that  striveth  for 
the  mastery,  is  not  crowned  except 
he  strive  lawfully. 

6  The  husband-man,  that  labour- 
reth,  must  first  partake  of  the  fruits. 

7  Understand  what  I  say:  for 
the  Lord,  will  give  tbee  in  all  things 
understanding. 

8  Be  mindful  that  the  Lord  J esus 
Christ  is  risen  again  from  the  dead, 
of  the  seed  of  David,  according  to 
my  Gospel. 

9  Wherein  I  labour  even  unto 
bands,  as  an  evil  doer  :  but  the 
word  of  God  is  not  bound. 

10  Therefore  I  endure  all  things 
for  the  sake  of  the  elect,  that  they 
also  may  obtain  the  salvation,  which 
is  in  Christ  Jesus,  with  heavenly 
glory. 

11  A  faithful  saying.  For  if  we 
be  dead  with  him,  we  shall  live 
also  with  him : 

12  If  we  suffer,  we  shall  also 
reign  with  him.  If  we  deny  him, 
be  will  also  deny  us. 

13  If  we  believe  not,  he  continu- 
elh  faithful,  he  cannot  deny  himself. 

14  Of  these  things  put  them  in 
mind,  charging  them  before  the 
Lord.  Contend  not  in  words,  for 
it  is  to  no  profit,  but  to  the  subver¬ 
ting  of  the  hearers. 

15  Carefully  study  to  present  thy¬ 
self  approved  unto  God,  a  workman 
that  needeth  not  to  be  ashamed, 
rightly  handling  the  word  of  truth. 

16  But  shun  profane  and  vain 
babblings  :  for  they  grow  much  to¬ 
wards  ungodliness. 


17  And  their  speech  spreadeth 
like  a  canker  :  of  whom  are  Hyme- 
neus  and  Philetus : 

18  Who  have  erred  from  the 
truth,  saying,  that  the  resurrection 
is  past  already,  and  have  subverted 
the  faith  of  some. 

19  But  the  sure  foundation  of 
God  standeth  firm,  having  this  seal : 
the  Lord  knoweth  who  are  his;  and 
let  every  one  depart  from  iniquity 
who  nameth  the  name  of  the  Lord. 

20  But  in  a  great  house  there  are 
not  only  vessels  of  gold  and  of  silver, 
but  also  of  wood  and  of  earth  :  and 
some  indeed  unto  honour,  but  some 
unto  dishonour. 

21  If  any  man  therefore  shall 
cleanse  himself  from  these,  he  shall 
be  a  vessel  unto  honour,  sanctified 
and  profitable  to  the  Lord,  prepared 
unto  every  good  work. 

32  But  flee  thou  youthful  desires, 
and  pursue  justice,  faith,  charity, 
and  peace  with  them  that  call  on 
the  Lord  out  of  a  pure  heart. 

23  And  avoid  foolish  and  un¬ 
learned  questions,  knowing  that 
they  beget  strifes. 

24  But  the  servant  of  the  Lord 
must  not  wrangle:  but  be  mild,  to¬ 
wards  all  men,  apt  to  teach,  patient, 

25  With  modesty  admonishing 
them  that  resist  the  truth  :  if  per- 
adventure  God  may  give  them  re¬ 
pentance  to  know  the  truth, 

26  And  they  may  recover  them¬ 
selves  from  the  snares  of  the  devil, 
by  whom  they  are  held  captive  at 
his  will. 

CHAP.  III. 

The  character  of  heretics  of  latter  dayt. 
1TNOW  also  this,  that,  in  the  last 
days,  shall  come  on  dangerous 

times.- 

2  Men  shall  be  lovers  of  them¬ 
selves,  covetbus,  haughty,  proud, 
blasphemers,  disobedient  to  pa¬ 
rents,  ungrateful,  wicked, 

3  Without  affection,  without 
peace,  slanderers,  incontinent,  un¬ 
merciful,  without  kindness. 
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4  Traitors,  stubborn,  puffed  up, 
and  lovers  of  pleasures  more  than 
of  God  : 

5  Having  an  appearance  indeed 
of  Godliness,  but  denying  the  power 
thereof.  Now  these  avoid. 

€  For  of  these  sort  are  they  who 
creep  into  houses,  and  lead  captive 
silly  women  loaden  with  sins,  who 
are  led  away  with  divers  desire  : 

7  Ever  learning,  and  never  attain¬ 
ing  to  the  knowledge  of  the  truth. 

8  Now  as  Jannes  and  Mambres 
resisted  Moses,  so  these  also  resist 
the  truth,  men  corrupted  in  mind, 
reprobate  concerning  the  faith. 

9  But  they  shall  proceed  no  far¬ 
ther ;  for  their  folly  shall  be  mani¬ 
fest  to  all  men,  as  theirs  also  was. 

10  But  thou  hast  fully  known 
my  doctrine, mannerof  life,  purpose, 
faith,  long-suffering,  love,  patience, 

11  Persecutions,  afflictions:  such 
as  came  upon  me  at  Antioch,  at 
Iconium,  and  atLystra:  what  per¬ 
secutions  I  endured,  and  out  of 
them  all  the  Lord  delivered  me. 

12  And  all  that  will  live  godly  in 
Christ  Jesus,  shall  sufferpersecution. 

13  But  evil  men  and  seducers 
shall  grow  worse  and  worse:  err¬ 
ing,  and  driving  into  error. 

14  But  continue  thou  in  those 
things  which  thou  hast  learned, 
and  which  have  been  committed 
to  thee  :  knowing  ef  whom  thou 
hast  learned  them ; 

15  And  because  from  thy  infancy 
thou  hast  known  the  holy  scrip¬ 
tures,  which  can  instruct  thee  to 
Salvation,  by  the  faith  which  is  in 
Christ  Jesus. 

16  All  scripture  inspired  of  God, 
is  profitable  to  teach,  to  reprove, 
to  correct,  to  instruct  in  justice, 

17  That  the  man  of  God  may  be 
petfect,furRished  to  everygoodwork. 

CHAP.  IV. 

His  charge  to  Timothy. 

J  CHARGE  thee  before  God  and 
Jesus  Christ,  who  shall  judge 
the  living  and<the  dead,,  by  bis  coni' 


ing,  and  his  kingdom  t 

2  Preach  the  word  :  be  instant  in 
season,  out  of  season  :  reprove,  in¬ 
treat,  rebuke  in  all  patience  and 
doctrine. 

3  For  there  shall  be  a  time,  when 
they  will  not  endure  sound  doc¬ 
trine:  but  according  to  their  own 
desires  they  will  heap  to  themselves 
teachers,  having  itching  cars, 

4  And  will  indeed  turn  away 
their  hearing  from  the  truth,  but 
will  be  turned  unto  fables. 

6  But  be  thou  vigilant,  labour  in 
all  things,  do  the  work  of  an  evan¬ 
gelist,  fulfil  thy  ministry.  Be  sober. 

6  For  I  am  even  now  ready  to 
be  sacrificed  :  and  the  time  of  my 
dissolution  is  at  hand. 

7  I  have  fought  a  good  fight,  I 
have  finished  my  course,  I  have 
kept  the  faith. 

8  As  to  the  rest,  there  i3  laid,  up 
for  me  a  crown  of  justice,  which 
the  Lord  the  just  judge  will  render 
to  me  in  that  day  :  and  not  only  to 
me,  but  to  them  also  that  love  his 
coming.  Make  haste  to  come  to 
me  quickly. 

9  For  Demas  hath  left  me,  lov¬ 
ing  this  world,  and  is  gone  to  Thes- 
salonica : 

10  Crescens  into  Galatia,  Titus 
into  Dalmatia. 

1 1  Only  Luke  is  with  me.  Take 
Mark,  and  bring  him  with  thee: 
for  he  is  profitable  to  me  for  the 
ministry. 

12  But  Tychicus  I  have  sent  to 
Ephesus. 

13  The  cloak,  that  I  left  atTro«9 
with  Carpus,  when  thou  comest, 
bring  with  thee,  and  the  books,  es¬ 
pecially  the  parchments. 

14  Alexander  the  coppersmith  hath 
done  me  much  evil  :  the  Lord  will 
reward  him  according  to  his  works : 

15  Whom  do  thou  also  avoid,  for 
he  hath  greatly  withstood  our  words. 

16  At  my  first  answer  no  man 
stood  with  me,  but  all  forsook  me : 
ittij  it  not  be  laid  to  their  charge. 
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1 7  But  the  Lora  stood  by  me,  19  Salute  Prisca  and  Aquila,  and 
and  strengthened  me,  that  by  me  the  household  of  Onesiphoru9.

CHAP.  I.  i  10  For  there  are  many  disobe- 


What  kind  of  men  he  is  to  ordain  priests. 
AUL,  a  servant  of  God  and  an 
apostle  of  Jesus  Christ,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  faith  of  the  elect  of  God 
and  the  acknowledging  of  the  truth, 
which  is  according  to  godliness. 

2Unto  the  hope  of  life  everlasting, 
which  God,  who  lyeth  not,  hath  pro¬ 
mised  before  the  times  of  the  world  : 

3  But  hath  in  due  times  mani¬ 
fested  his  word  in  preaching,  which 
is  committed  to  me  according  to  the 
commandment  of  God  our  Saviour  : 

4  To  Titus  my  beloved  son,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  common  faith,  grace, 
and  peace  from  God  the  Father, 
and  from  Christ  Jesus  our  Saviour. 

5  For  this  cause  I  left  thee  in 
Crete,  that  thou  shouldest  set  in 
order  the  things  that  are  wanting, 
and  shouldest  ordain  priests  in  every 
city,  as  I  also  appointed  thee  : 

6  If  any  be  without  crime,  the 
husband  of  one  wife,  having  faith¬ 
ful  children,  not  accused  of  riot,  or 
unruly. 

7  For  a  bishop  must  be  without 
crime,  as  the  steward  of  God  :  not 
proud  not  subject  to  anger,  not 
given  to  wine,  no  striker,  not  greedy 
of  filthy  lucre : 

8  But  given  to  hospitality,  gentle, 
sober,  just,  holy,  continent: 

9  Embracing  that  faithful  word 
which  is  according  to  doctrine,  that 
he  may  be  able  to  exhort  in  sound 
doctrine,  and  to  convince  the  gain¬ 
say  ers. 


client,  vain-talkers,  and  seducers, 
especially  they  of  the  circumcision. 

11  Who  must  be  reproved  :  who 
subvert  whole  houses,  teaching  the 
things  which  they  ought  not,  for 
filthy  lucre's  sake. 

12  One  of  them  said,  a  prophet  of 
their  own,  The  Cretians  are  always 
liars,  evil  beasts,  slothful  bellies. 

13  This  testimony  is  true.  Where¬ 
fore  rebuke  them  sharply,  that  they 
may  be  sound  in  the  faith, 

14  Not  giving  heed  to  Jewish 
fables  and  commandments  of  men, 
who  turn  themselves  away  from 
the  truth. 

15  All  things  are  clean  to  the 
clean  :  but  to  them  that  are  defiled, 
and  to  unbelievers,  nothing  is  clean : 
but  both  their  mind  and  their  con¬ 
science  are  defiled. 

16  They  profess  that  they  know 
God  :  but  in  their  works  they  deny 
him;  being  abominable,  and  incre¬ 
dulous,  and  to  every  good  work 
reprobate. 

CHAP.  II. 

How  he  is  to  instruct  both  old  and  young. 
UT  speak  thou  the  things  that 
become  sound  doctrine : 

2  That  the  aged  men  be  sober, 
chaste,  prudent,  sound  in  faith,  in 
love,  in  patience. 

3  The  aged  women,  in  like  man¬ 
ner,  in  holy  attire,  not  false  accu¬ 
sers,  not  given  to  much  wine: 
teaching  well, 

4  That  they  may  teach  the  young

woineu  to.be  wise,  to  love  their  hus¬ 
bands,  to  love  their  children, 

5  To  be  discreet,  chaste,  sober, 
having  a  care  of  the  house,  gentle, 
obedient  to  their  husbands,  that  the 
word  of  God  be  not  blasphemed. 

6  Young  men  in  like  manner  ex¬ 
hort  that  they  he  sober. 

7  In  all  things  shew  thyself  an 
example  of  good  works,  in  doctrine, 
in  integrity,  in  gravity, 

8  The  soun'd  word  that  cannot 
be  blamed :  that  he,  who  is  on  the 
contrary  part,  may  be  afraid,  hav¬ 
ing  no  evil  to  say  of  us. 

9  Exhort  servants  to  be  obedient 
to  their  masters  in  all  things  pleas¬ 
ing,  not  gainsaying: 

10  Not  defrauding,  but  in  all 
things  shewing  good  fidelity,  that 
they  may  adorn  the  doctrine  of 
God  our  Saviour  in  all  things. 

11  For  the  grace  of  God  our  Sa¬ 
viour  hath  appeared  to  all  men. 

12  Instructing  us  that,  denying 
ungodliness  and  worldly  desires, 
we  should  live  soberly,  and  justly, 
and  godly  in  this  world. 

13  Looking  for  the  blessed  hope 
and  coming  of  the  glory  of  the 
great  God  and  our  Saviour  Jesus 
Christ, 

14  Who  gave  himself  for  us,  that 
he  might  redeem  us  from  all  iniqui¬ 
ty,  and  might  cleanse  to  himself  a 
people  acceptable,  a  pursuer  of 
good  works. 

15  These  things  6peak  and  ex¬ 
hort,  and  rebuke  with  all  authority. 
Let  no  man  despise  thee. 

CHAP.  III. 

Other  instructions  for  life  and  doc¬ 
trine. 

DMONISH  them  to  be  subject 
to  princes,  and  powers,  to 
obey  at  a  word,  to  be  ready  to  every 
good  work. 

2  To  speak  evil  of  no  man,  not 
to  be  litigious,  but  gentle:  shewing 
all  mildness  towards  all  men. 


3  For  we  oursejvee  also  were 
sometime  unwise,  incredulous,  er¬ 
ring,  slaves  to  divers  desires  and 
pleasures,  living  in  malice  and  envy, 
hateful,  hating  one  another. 

4  But  when  the  goodness  and  kind¬ 
ness  of  God  our  Saviour  appeared  : 

5  Not  by  the  works  of  justice, 
which  we  have  done,  but  accord¬ 
ing  to  his  mercy  he  saved  us,  by 
the  laver  of  regeneration  and  reno¬ 
vation  of  the  Holy  Ghost, 

6  Whom  he  hath  poured  forth 
upon  us  abundantly  through  Jesus 
Christ  our  Saviour : 

7  That,  being  justified  by  his 
grace,  we  may  be  heirs,  according 
to  hope,  of  life  everlasting. 

8  It  is  a  faithful  saying :  and  these 
things  I  will  have  thee  affirm  con¬ 
stantly:  that  they,  who  believe  in 
God,  may  be  careful  to  excel  in 
good  works.  These  things  are 
good  and  profitable  unto  men. 

9  But  avoid  foolish  questions, 
and  genealogies,  and  contentions, 
and  strivings  about  the  law.  For 
they  are  unprofitable  and  vain. 

10  A  man  that  is  an  heretic,  after 
the  first  and  second  admonition 
avoid  : 

1 1  Knowing  that  he,  that  is  such 
an  one,  is  subverted,  and  sinneth, 
being  condemned  by  his  own  judg¬ 
ment. 

12  When  I  shall  send  to  thee 
Artemas  or  Tychicus,  make  haste 
to  come  unto  me  to  Nicopolis.  For 
there  I  have  determined  to  winter. 

13  Send  forward  Zepas  the 
lawyer  and  Apollo  with  care,  that 
nothing  be  wanting  to  them. 

14  And  let  our  men  also  learn  to 
excel  in  good  works  for  necessary 
uses:  that  they  be  not  unfruitful. 

15  All  that  are  with  me,  salute 
thee:  salute  them  that  love  us  in 
the  faith.  The  grace  of  God  be 
with  you  all.  Amen. 
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To  PHILEMON. 

The  EPISTLE  of  St.  PAUL  to  PHILEMON. 


He  commends  (he  faith  of  Philemon. 

PAUL  a  prisoner  of  Christ  Je¬ 
sus,  and  Timothy  a  brother  : 
to  Philemon  our  beloved  and  fellow- 
labourer. 

2  And  to  Appia  our  dearest  sis¬ 
ter,  and  to  Archippus  our  fellow- 
soldier,  and  to  the  church  which  is 
in  thy  house. 

3  Grace  to  you  and  peace  from 
God  our  Father,  and  from  the  Lord 
Jesus  Christ. 

4  I  give  thanks  to  my  God,  al¬ 
ways  making  a  remembrance  of  thee 
in  my  prayers. 

6  Hearing  of  thy  charity  and 
faith  which  thou  hast  in  the  Lord 
Jesus,  and  towards  all  the  saints. 

6  That  the  communication  of  thy 
faith  may  be  made  evident  in  the 
acknowledgment  of  every  good 
work  that  is  in  you  in  Christ  Jesus. 

7  For  I  have  had  great  joy  and 
consolation  in  thy  charity  because 
the  bowels  of  the  saints  have  been 
refreshed  by  thee,  brother. 

8  Wherefore  though  I  have  much 
confidence  in  Christ  Jesus,  to  com¬ 
mand  thee  that  which  is  to  the 
purpose : 

9  For  charity  sake  I  rather  be¬ 
seech,  whereas  thou  art  such  an 
one,  as  Paul  an  old  man,  and  now 
a  prisoner  also  of  Jesus  Christ. 

10  I  beseech  thee  for  my  son 
whom  I  have  begotten  in  my  bands, 
Onesimus, 

11  Who  hath  been  heretofore 
unprofitable  to  thee,  but  now  is 
profitable  both  to  me  and  thee, 

12  Whom  I  have  sent  back  to 
thee.  And  do  thou  receive  him  as 
my  own  bowels : 


13  Whom  I  would  have  retained 
with  me,  that  in  thy  stead  he  might 
have  ministered  to  me  in  the  bands 
of  the  gospel : 

14  But  without  thy  counsel  I 
would  do  nothing:  that  thy  good 
good  deed  might  not  be  as  it  were 
of  necessity,  but  voluntary. 

15  For  perhaps  he  therefore  de¬ 
parted  for  a  season  from  thee,  that 
thou  mightest  receive  him  again  for 
ever  : 

16  Not  now  as  a  servant,  but 
instead  of  a  servant,  a  most  dear 
brother,  especially  to  me:  but  how 
much  more  to  thee  both  in  the  flesh 
and  in  the  Lord  ? 

17  If  therefore  thou  count  me  a 
partner  ;  receive  him  as  myself. 

18  And  if  he  hath  wronged  thee 
in  any  thing,  or  is  in  thy  debt,  put 
that  to  my  account. 

19  I  Paul  have  written  it  with 
my  own  hand  :  1  will  repay  it:  not 
to  say  to  thee,  that  thou  owest  me 
thy  ownseJf  also. 

20  Yea,  brother.  May  I  enjoy 
thee  in  the  Lord.  Refresh  my  bow¬ 
els  in  the  Lord. 

21  Trusting  in  thy  obedience,  I 
have  written  to  thee,  knowing  that 
thou  wilt  also  do  more  than  I  say. 

22.  But  withal  prepare  me  also  a 
lodging.  For  I  hone  that  through 
your  prayers,  I  shall  be  given  unto 
you. 

23  There  salute  thee  Epaphras  my 
fellow-prisoner  in  Christ  Jesus. 

24  Mark,  Aristarchus,  Demas, 
and  Luke,  my  fellow-labourers. 

25  The  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  be  with  your  spirit.  Amen. 


The  EPISTLE  of  St.  PA  UL  to  the  HEBREWS. 


CHAP.  I. 

God  spoke  of  old  by  his  prophets, 
but  now  by  his  Son. 

OD,  who  at  sundry  times  and  in 
divers' manners  spoke  in  times 


past  to  the  fathers  by  the  prophets, 
last  of  all, 

2  In  these  days  hath  spoken  to 
us  by  his  Son,  whom  he  hath  ap¬ 
pointed  heir  of  all  things,  by  whom, 
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also  he  made  the  world. 

8  Who  being  the  brightness  of 
his  glory,  and  the  figure  of  his  sub¬ 
stance,  and  upholding  all  things  by 
the  word  of  his  power,  making  pur- 
ation  of  sins,  sitteth  on  the  right 
and  of  the  majesty  on  high: 

4  Being  made  so  much  better 
than  the  Angels,  as  he  hath  inherit¬ 
ed  a  more  excellent  name  than  they. 

5  For  to  which  of  the  Angels  hath 
he  said  at  any  time,  Thou  art  my 
ton ,  to-day  have  I  begotten  thee ¥ 
And  again,  I  will  be  to  him  a  father , 
and  he  shall  be  to  me  a  son. 

C  And  again  when  he  bringeth 
in  the  first  begotten  ifflto  the  world 
he  saith  :  And  let  all  the  angels  of 
God  adore  him. 

7  And  to  the  angels  indeed  he 
saith:  He  that  mafceth  his  angels,  spi¬ 
rits:  and  his  ministers  a flame  offire. 

8  But  to  the  son  :  Thy  throne ,  O 
God,  is  for  ever  and  ever  :  a  sceptre 
of  justice  the  sceptre  of  thykingdom 

9  Thou  hast  loved  justice,  and 
hated  iniquity  :  therefore,  God,  thy 
God  hath  anointed  thee  with  the  oil 
of  gladness  above  thyfellou)S. 

10  And:  Thou  in  the  beginning, 
O  Lord,  didst  found  the  earth:  and 
the  works  of  thy  hands  are  the  heavens. 

11  They  shall  perish,  but  thou  shalt 
continue  ;  and  they  shall  all  grow 
old  as  a  garment. 

12  And  as  a  vesture  shalt  thou 
change  them ,  and  they  shall  be  chang¬ 
ed  :  but  thou  art  the  self-same,  and 
thy  years  shall  not  fail. 

13  But  to  which  of  the  angels 
6aid  he  at  any  time  :  Sit  on  my 
right  hand  until  I  make  thine  ene¬ 
mies  thy  footstool : 

14  Are  they  not  all  ministering 
spirits,  sent  to  minister  for  them, 
who  shall  receive  the-inheritaoeeof 
salvation  ? 

CHAP.  II. 

The  transgression  of  the  precepts  of 
the  Son  of  God  condemnable. 
HEREFORE  ought  we  more 
diligently  to  observe  the  things 


which  we  have  heard  :  lest  perhaps 
we  should  let  them  slip. 

2  For  If  the  word,  spoken  by  an¬ 
gels,  became  steadfast,  and  every 
transgression  and  disobedience  re¬ 
ceived  a  justrecompenceof  reward 

3  How  shall  we  escape  if  we  neg¬ 
lect  so  great  salvation  ?  which 
having  begun  to  be  declared  by  the 
Lord,  was  confirmed  unto  us,  by 
them  that  heard  him, 

4  God  also  bearing  them  witness 
by  signs,  and  wonders,  and  divers 
miracles,  and  distributions  of  the 
Holy  Ghost  according  to  his  own 
will. 

5  For  God  hath  not  subjected 
unto  angels  the  world  to  come, 
whereof  we  speak. 

6  But  one  in  a  certain  place  hath 
testified,  saying  :  What  is  man,  that 
thou  art  mindful  of  him:  or  the  son 
of  man,  that  thou  visitest  him  ? 

7  Them  hast  made  him  a  little  lower 
than  the  angels  ;  thou  hast  crowned  him 
with  glory  and  honour ,  and,  hast  set  him 
over  the  works  of  thy  hands, 

8  Thou  hast  subjected  all  things  under 
his  feet.  For  in  that  hehath  subject¬ 
ed  all  things  to  him,  he  left  nothing 
not  subject  to  him.  But  now  we  see 
not  as  yet  all  things  subject  to  him. 

9  But  we  see  Jesus,  who  was 
m^de  a  little  lower  than  the  an¬ 
gels,  for  the  suffering  of  death, 
crowned  with  glory  and  honour ; 
that  through  the  grace  of  God  he 
might  taste  death  for  all. 

10  For  it  became  him,  for  whom 
are  all  things,  and  by  whom  are  all 
things,  who  had  brought  many  chil¬ 
dren  into  glory,  to  perfect  the  author 
of  their  salvation,  by  his  passion. 

11  For  both  he  that  sanctifieth, 
and  they  who  are  sanctified,  are  all 
of  one.  For  which  cause  he  is  not 
ashamed  to  call  them  brethren, 
saying: 

12  I  will  declare  thy  name  to  my 
brethren :  in  the  midst,  of  the  church 
will  I  praise  thee. 

13  And  again  :  I  will  put  my 
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trust  in  him.  And  again:  Behold I 
and  my  chidren ,  whom  God  'hath 
given  me. 

14  Therefore  because  the  chil¬ 
dren  are  partakers  of  flesh  and  blood, 
he  also  himself  in  like  manner  hath 
been  partaker  of  the  same :  that, 
through  death,  he  might  destroy  him 
who  had  the  empire  of  death,  that 
is  to  say,  the  devil  : 

15  And  might  deliver  them  who 
through  the  fear  of  death  were  all 
their  life  time  subject  to  servitude. 

16  For  no  where  doth  he  take 
hold  of  the  angels  :  but  of  the  seed 
of  Abraham  he  taketh  hold. 

17  Wherefore  it  behoved  him  in 
all  things  to  be  made  like  unto  his 
brethren,  that  he  might  become  a 
merciful  and  faithful  high-priest  be¬ 
fore  God,  that  he  might  be  a  propi¬ 
tiation  for  the  sins  of  the  people. 

18  For  in  that,  wherein  he  him¬ 
self  hath  suffered  and  been  temp¬ 
ted,  he  is  able  to  succour  them  also 
that  are  tempted. 

CHAP.  III. 

Christ  is  more  excellent  than  Moses 
HEKEFORE,  holy  brethren, 
partakers  of  the  heavenly  vo¬ 
cation,  consider  the  apostle  and 
high-priest  of  our  confession  Jesus. 

2  Who  is  faithful  to  him  that 
made  him,  as  was  also  Moses  in  all 
bis  house 

3  For  this  man  was  counted  wor¬ 
thy  of  greater  glory  than  Moses,  by 
so  much  as  he  that  hath  built  the 
house,  hath  greater  honour  than 
the  house. 

4  For  every  house  is  built  by 
some  man  :  but  he  that  created  all 
things,  is  God. 

5  And  Moses  indeed  was  faithful 
in  all  his  house  as  a  servant,  for  a 
testimony  of  those  things  which 
were  to  be  said 

6  But  Christ  as  the  Son  in  his 
own'  house  which  house  are  we, 
if  we  hold  fast  the  confidence  and 
glory  of  hope  unto  the  end. 

7  Wherefore, asthe  Holy  Ghostsaith; 


To-day  if  you  shall  near  hit  voice  ; 

8  Harden  not  your  hearts  as  in 
the  provocation ;  in  the  day  of 
temptation  in  the  desart, 

9  Where  your  fathers  lempteeLme, 
proved  and  saw  my  works. 

10  Forty  years.  For  which  cause 
I  was  offended  with  this  generation 
and  said:  They  always  err  in  heart. 
And  they  have  not  known  my  ways, 

1 1  As  I  have  sworn  in  my  wrath 
If  they  shall  enter  mlo  my  rest. 

12  lake  heed,  brethren,  lest 
perhaps  there  be  in  any  of  you  an 
evil  heart  of  unbelief,  to  depart  from 
the  living  God. 

13  But  exhort  one  another  every 
day,  whilst  it  is  called  to  day,  that 
none  of  you  be  hardened  through 
the  deceitfulness  of  sin. 

14  For  we  are  made  partakers 
of  Christ .  yet  so  if  we  hold  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  his  substance  firm  unto 
the  end. 

15  While  it  is  said.  To  day  if  you 
shall  hear  his  voice  harden  not  yuur 
hearts  as  in  that  provocation. 

16  For  some  who  heard  did 
provoke  :  but  not  all  that  came  out 
of  Egypt  by  Moses. 

17  And  with  whom  was  he  of¬ 
fended  forty  years?  Was  it  not 
with  them  that  sinned,  whose  carca¬ 
ses  were  overthrown  in  the  desart? 

18  And  to  whom  did  he  swear 
that  they  should  not  enter  into  his 
rest  :  but  to  them  that  were  in¬ 
credulous  ? 

J9  And  we  see  that  they  could 
not  enter  in,  because  of  unbelief. 
CHAP  IV. 

The  Christian’s  rest. 

ET  us  fear  therefore  lest  the 
promise  being  left  of  entering 
into  his  rest,  any  of  you  should  be 
thought  to  be  wanting. 

2  For  unto  us  also  it  hath  been 
declared,  in  like  manner  as  unto  them 
But  the  word  of  hearing  did  nof 
profit  them,  not  being  mixed  with 
faith  of  those  things  they  heard. 

3  For  we,  who  have  believed, 
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•hall  enter  Into  rest ;  as  he  said . 
As  I  have  sworn  in  my  wrath  :  If  they 
shall  enter  into  my  rest  ;  and  this  in¬ 
deed  when  the  works  from  the  foun¬ 
dation  of  the  world  were  finished. 

4  For  in  a  certain  place  he  spoke 
Of  the  seventh  day  thus  :  And  God 
rested  the  seventh  day  from  all  his  works. 

6  And  in  this  place  again  :  If 
they  shall  enter  into  my  rest. 

6  Seeing  then  it  remaineth  that 
tome  are  to  enter  into  it,  and  they, 
to  whom  it^was  first  preached,  did 
not  enter  because  of  unbelief: 

7  Again  he  limiteth  a  certain  day, 
laying  in  David,  To  day,  after  so 
long  a  time,  as  it  is  above  said  :  To 
day  if  you  shall  hear  his  voice ;  har¬ 
den  not  your  hearts. 

8  For  if  J esu8  had  given  them 
rest :  he  would  never  have  after¬ 
wards  spoken  of  another  day. 

9  There  remaineth  therefore  a 
day  of  rest  for  the  people  of  God. 

to  For  he  that  is  entered  into 
his  rest,  the  same  also  hath  rested 
from  his  works,  as  God  did  from  his. 

11  Let  us  hasten  therefore  to  en¬ 
ter  into  that  rest:  lest  any  man  fall 
into  the  same  example  of  unbelief. 

‘12  For  the  word  of  God  is  living 
and  effectual,  and  more  piercing 
than  any  two-edged  swprd :  and 
reaching  unto  the  division  of- the 
soul  and  the  spirit,  of  the  joints  also 
and  the  marrow,  and  is  a  discerner  of 
the  thoughts  and  intents  of  the  heart. 

13  Neither  is  there  any  creature 
invisible  in  his  sight :  but  all  things 
arfe  naked  and  open  to  his  eyes,  to 
whom  our  speech  is. 

14  Having  therefore  a  great  high- 
priest  that  hath  passed  into  the  hea¬ 
vens,  Jesus  the  Son  of  God  :  let  us 
hold  fast  our  confession. 

15  For  we  have  not  a  high-priest, 
who  cannot  ha?e  compassion  on  our 
infirmities  :  but  one  tempted  in  all 
things  like  as  we  are,  without  sin. 

16  Let  us  go  therefore  with  con¬ 
fidence  to  the  throne  of  grace  :  that 
we  may  obtain  mercy  and  find  grace 
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i  in  seasonable  aid. 

CHAP.  V. 

The  office  of  a  high-priest. 

OR  every  high  priest  taken  from 
among  men,  is  ordained  for  men 
in  the  things  that  appertain  to  God, 
that  he  may  offer  up  gifts  and  sa¬ 
crifices  for  sins : 

2  Who  can  have  compassion  on 
them  that  are  ignorant  and  that  err: 
because  he  himself  also  is  compas¬ 
sed  with  infirmity  : 

3  And  therefore  he  ought,  as  for 
the  people,  so  also  for  himself,  tc 
offer  for  sins. 

4  Neither  doth  any  man  take 
the  honour  to  himself,  but  he  that 
is  called  by  God,  as  Aaron  was. 

5  So  Christ  also  did  not  glorify 
himself  that  he  might  he  made  a 
high-priest :  but  he  that  said  unto 
him.  Thou  art  my  Son,  this  day  have  J 
begotten  thee. 

6  As  he  s*ith  also  in  another  place: 
Thou  art  a  priest  for  ever ,  according  to 
the  order  of  Melchisedech. 

7  Who  in  the  days  of  his  flesh, 
with  a  strong  cry  and  tears,  offer¬ 
ing  up  prayers  and  supplications  to 
him  that  was  able  to  save  him  from 
death,  was  heard  for  his  reverence. 

8  And  whereas  indeed  he  was  the 
Son  of  God,  he  learned  obedience  by 
the  things  which  he  suffered  : 

9  And  being  consummated,  he  be¬ 
came,  to  all  that  obey  him,  the 
cause  of  eternal  salvation. 

1(1  Called  by  God  a  high-priest-ac¬ 
cording  to  the  order  of  Melchisedech 

11  Of  whom  we  have  much  to 
say,  and  hard  to  be  intelligibly  ut¬ 
tered  :  because  you  are  become 
weak  to  hear. 

12  For  whereas  for  the  time  you 
ought  to  be  masters ;  you  have 
need. to  be  taught  again  what  are 
the  first  elements  of  the  words  of 
God  :  and  you  are  become  such  as 
have  need  of  milk,  and  not  01 
strong  meat. 

13  For  every  one,  that  is  a  par¬ 
taker  of  milk,  is  unskilful  in  the 
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word  of  justice:  for  he  is  a  liltle 
child. 

14  But  strong  meat  is  for  the 
perfect,  for  them  who  by  custom 
have  their  senses  exercised  to  the 
discerning  of  good  and  evil. 

CHAP.  VI. 

He  -warns  them  of  the  danger  of  falling 
by  apostacy - 

H  ERE  FOIlEleaving  the  word 
of  the  beginning  of  Christ,  let 
us  go  on  to  things  more  perfect,  not 
laying  again  the  foundation  of  pe¬ 
nance  from  dead  works,  and  of 
faith  towards  God, 

2 .  Of  the  doctrine  of  baptisms, 
and  imposition  of  hands,  and  ol  the 
resurrection  of  the  <Jead,  and  of 
eternal  judgment. 

3  And  this  will  we  do,  if  God 
permit. 

4  For  it  is  impossible  for  those, 
who  were  once  illuminated,  have 
lasted  also  the  heavenly  gift,  and 
were  made  partakers  of  the  Holy 
Ghost, 

6  Have  moreover  tasted  the  good 
word  of  God,  and  the  powers  of  the 
world  to  come, 

6  And  are  fallen  away ;  to  be  re¬ 
newed  again  to  penance,  crucifying 
again  to  themselves  the  son  of  God, 
and  making  him  a  mockery. 

7  For  the  earth  that  drinketh  in 
the  rain,  which  cometh  often  upon 
it,  and  bringeth  forth  herbs  meet 
for  them  by  whom  it  is  tilled  :  re- 
ceiveth  blessing  from'God. 

8  But  that  which  bringeth  forth 
thorns  and  briars,  is  reprobate,  and 
very  near  unto  a  curse,  whose  end 
is  to  be  burnt. 

9  But,  my  dearly  beloved,  we 
trust  better  things  of  you,  and 
nearer  to  salvation ;  though  we 
speak  thus. 

10  For  God  is  not  unjust,  that 
he  should  forget  your  work  and  the 
love  which  you  have  shewn  in  his 
name,  you  who  have  ministered, 
and  do  minister  to  the  saints. 


11  And  we  desire  that  everyone 
of  you  shew  forth  the  same  careful¬ 
ness  to  the  accomplishing  of  hope 
unto  the  end  : 

12  That  you  become  not  sloth¬ 
ful,  but  followers  of  them,  who 
through  faith  and  patience  shall  in- 
nerit  the  promises. 

13  For  God  making  promise  to 
Abraham,  because  he  had  no  one 
greater  by  whom  he  might  swear, 
swore  by  himself, 

14  Saying:  Unless  blessing  1 
shall  bless  thee,  and  multiplying  J 
shall  multiply  thee. 

15  And  so  patiently  enduring  he 
obtained  the  promise. 

]  6  For  men  swear  by  one  greater 
than  themselves  :  and  an  oath  for 
confirmation  is  the  end  of  all  their 
controversy. 

17  Wherein  God  meaning  more 
abundantly  to  shew  to  the  heirs  of 
the  promise  the  immutability  of  his 
counsel,  interposed  an  oath  : 

18  That  by  two  immutable  things, 
in  which  it  is  impossible  for  God  to 
lie,  we  may  have  the  strongest  com¬ 
fort,  who  have  fled  for  refuge  to 

hold  fast  the  hone  set  before  us. 

* 

1 9  Which  we  have  as  an  anchor  of 
the  soul,  sure  and  firm,  and  which 
entereth  in  even  within  the  veil ; 

20  Where  the  fore-runner  Jesus 
is  entered  for  us,  made  a  high-priest 
for  ever,  according  to  the  order  of 
Melchisedech. 

CHAP.  VII. 

The  priesthood  of  Christ  excels  theJu- 
vitical  priesthood. 

OR  this  Melchisedech  was  king 
of  Salem,  priest  of  the  moat 
nigh  God,  who  met  Abraham  re¬ 
turning  from  the  slaughter  of  the

CHAP.  VIII. 

Excellence  of  the  priesthood  of  Christ. 
OWof  the  things  which  we  have 
spcken  this  is  the  sum  :  We 
hare  such  an  high-  priest,  who  is 
set  on  the  right  hand  of  the  throne 
of  majesty  in  the  heavens. 

2  A  minister  of  the  Holies,  and 
of  the  true  tabernacle,  which  the 
Lord  hath  pitched,  and  not  man. 

3  For  every  high  priest  is  ap¬ 
pointed  to  ofler  gifts  and  sacrifices  : 
wherefore  it  is  necessary  that  he  also 
6hould  have  somothing  to  offer  : 

4  If  then  he  were  on  earth,  he 
would  not  be  a  priest :  seeing  that 
there  would  be  others  to  offer  gifts 
according  to  the  law, 

5  Who  serve  unto  the  example 
and  shadow  of  heavenly  things.  As 
it  was  answered  to  Moses,  when  he 
was  to  finish  the  tabernacle :  see 
(says  he)  that  thou  make  all  things 
according  to  the  pattern  which  was 
shewn  thee  on  the  mount. 

6  But  now  he  hath  obtained  a 
better  ministry,  by  how  much  also 
he  is  a  mediator  of  a  better  testa¬ 
ment,  which  is  established  on  bet¬ 
ter  promises. 

»  7  For  if  that  former  had  been 
faultless,  there  should  not  indeed  a 
place  have  been  sought  fora  second. 

8  For  finding  fault  with  them, 
he  saith:  Behold  the  days  shall  come, 
sailh  the  Lord  :  and  I  will  perfect  unto 
the  house  of  Israel ,  and  unto  the  house  of 
Juda ,  a  na e  testament : 

9  Not  according  to  the  testament , 
which  l  made  to  theii  fathers  on  the  day 
when  I  took  them  by  the  hand  to  lead 
them  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt ;  because 
they  continued  not  in  my  testament:  and 
/  regarded  them  not ,  saith  the  Lord: 

JO  For  this  »#  the  testament  which  1 
will  make  to  the  house  of  Israel  after 
those  days  saith  the  Lord  :  /  will  give 
my  laws  into  their  mind ,  and  in  their 
heart  will  I  write  them  :  and  /  will  be 
their  God ,  and  they  shall  be  my  people ; 

II  And  they  shall  not  teach  every 
man  his  neighbour ,  and  every  man  his 
brother ,  saying  ;  Know  the  Lord;  for 
o llthaU  know  me  from  the  least  to  the 


greatest  of  them  i 

12  Because  I  will  be  merciful  to  their 
iniquities ,  and  their  sim  /  will  remevv> 
her  no  more. 

13  Now  in  saying  a  new,  he  hath 
made  the  former  old.  And  that, 
which  decayeth  and  groweth  old,  ia 
near  its  end. 

CHAP.  IX. 

The  sacrifices  of  the  law  inferior  tc 
that  of  Christ. 

HE  former  indeed  had  alsojus- 
tifications  of  divine  service,  and 
a  worldly  sanctuary. 

2  For  there  was  a  tabernacle 
made  the  first,  wherein  were  the 
candlesticks,  and  the  table,  and  thf 
setting  forth  of  loaves,  which  is  call¬ 
ed  the  Holy. 

3  And  after  the  second  veil,  the 
tabernacle, which  is  called  the  Holy 
of  Holies : 

4  Having  a  golden  censer,  and 
the  ark  of  the  testament  covered 
about  on  every  part  with  gold,  in 
which  was  a  golden  pot  that  had 
pianna,  and  the  rod  of  Aaron  that 
had  blossomed,  and  the  tables  of 
the  testament, 

5  And  over  it  were  the  cheru- 
bims  of  glory  overshadowing  the 
propitiatory :  of  which  it  is  not 
needful  to  speak  now  particularly. 

6  Now  these  things  being  thus 
ordered,  into  the  first  tabernacle  the 
priests  indeed  always  entered,  ac¬ 
complishing  the  offices  of  sacrifices. 

7  But  into  the  second,  the  high 
priest  alone,  once  a  year  :  not  with¬ 
out  blood,  which  he  offereth  for  his 
own,  and  the  people's  ignorance  . 

8  The  Holy  Ghost  signifying  this, 
that  the  way  into  the  Holies  was 
not  yet  made  manifest,  whilst  the 
former  tabernacle  was  yet  standing. 

9  Which  is  a  parable  of  the  time 
present :  according  to  which  gifts 
and  sacrifices  are  offered,  which 
cannot,  a9  to  the  conscience,  make 
him  perfect  that  serveth,  only  in 
meats  and  in  drinks, 

10  And  divers  washings,  and 
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justices  of  the  flesh,  laid  on  them 
until  the  time  of  correction. 

11  But  Christ  being1  come  an 
high  priest  of  the  good  things  to 
come,  by  a  greater  and  more  per¬ 
fect  tabernacle  not  made  with  hand, 
that  is,  not  ot  this  creation  : 

12  Neither  by  the  blood  of  goats, 
or  of  calves,  but  by  his  own  blood, 
entered  once  into  the  Holies,  having 
obtained  eternal  redemption. 

13  For  if  the  blood  of  goats  and 
of  oxen,  and  the  ashes  of  an  heifer 
being  sprinkled,  sanctify  such  as  are 
defiled,  to  the  cleansing  of  the  flesh: 

14  How  much  more  shall  the 
blood  of  Christ,  who  by  the  Holy 
Ghost  offered  himself  unspotted  un¬ 
to  God,  cleanse  our  conscience  from 
dead  works,  to  serve  the  living  God? 

15  And  therefore  he  is  the  me¬ 
diator  of  the  new  testament :  that 
by  means  of  his  death,  for  the  re¬ 
demption  of  those  transgressions, 
which  were  under  the  former  testa¬ 
ment,  they  that  are  called  may  re¬ 
ceive  the  promise  of  eternal  inherit¬ 
ance. 

16  For  where  there  is  a  testa¬ 
ment  ;  the  death  of  the  testator 
must  of  necessity  come  in: 

17  For  a  testament  is  of  force 
after  men  are  dead  :  otherwise  it 
ta  as  yet  of  no  strength,  whilst  the 
testator  liveth. 

18  Whereupon  neither  was  the 
first  indeed  dedicated  without  blood. 

19  For  when  every  command¬ 
ment  of  the  law  had  been  read  by 
M  oses  to  all  the  people,  he  took  the 
blood  of  calves  and  goats  with  wa¬ 
ter  and  scarlet  wool  and  hyssop, 
and  sprinkled  both  the  book  itself 
and  all  the  people, 

20  Saying  :  This  is  the  blood,  of 
the  testament,  which  God  haih  en¬ 
joined  unto  you. 

21  The  tabernacle  also  and  all 
the  vessels  of  the  ministry,  in  like 
manner,  he  sprinkled  with  blood  ; 

22  And  almost  all  things,  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  law,  are  cleansed  with 


blood  :  and  without  shedding  of 
blood  there  is  no  remission. 

23  It  is  necessary  therefore  that 
the  patterns  of  heavenly  things 
should  be  cleansed  with  these:  but 
the  heavenly  things  themselves  with 
better  sacrifices  than  these. 

24  For  Jesus  is  not  entered  into 
the  Holies  made  with  hand,  the 
patterns  of  the  true  :  but  into  hea¬ 
ven  itself,  that  he  may  appear  now 
in  the  presence  of  God  for  us. 

2.5  Nor  yet  that  he  should  offer 
himself  often,  as  the  high-priest  en- 
fereth  into  the  Holies,  every  year 
with  the  blood  of  others  : 

26  For  then  he  ought  to  have 
Buffered  often  from  the  beginning 
of  the  world  :  but  now  once  at  the 
end  of  ages,  he  hath  appeared  for 
the  destruction  of  sin,  by  the  sacri¬ 
fice  of  himself. 

27  And  as  it  is  appointed  unto 
men  once  to  die,  and,  after  this,  the 
judgment : 

28  So  also  Christ  was  offered 
once  to  exhaust  the  sins  of  many, 
the  second  time  he  shall  appear 
without  sin  to  them,  that  expect 
him,  unto  salvation. 

CHAP.  X. 

He  exhorts  them  to  perseverance. 
OR  the  law  having  a  shadow 
of  the  good  things  to  come,  not 
the  very  image  of  the  things  :  by 
the  self-same  sacrifices,  which  they 
offer  continually  every  year,  can 
never  make  the  comers  thereunto 
perfect :  s 

2  For  then  they  would  have  ceas¬ 
ed  to  he  offered  :  because  the  wor¬ 
shippers  once  cleansed  should  have 
no  conscience  of  sin  any  longer  : 

3  But  in  them  there  is  made  a 
commemoration  of  sins  every  year. 

4  For  it  is  impossible  that  with 
the  blood  of  oxen  and  goats  sins 
should  be  taken  away. 

5  Wherefore  when  he  cometh  into 
the  world  he  saith:  Sacrifice  and 
oblation  thou  woutdest  not:  but  a  body 
thou  hast  fitted  to  me  . 
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6  Holocausts  for  tin  did  ml  please  thee 

7  Then  taid  1 :  Behold  1  come :  in 
the  head  of  the  book  it  n  written  of  me : 
that  I  should  do  thy  will ,  O  God. 

8  In  saying  before,  Sacrifices ,  and 
oblaJions,and  holocausts  for  sin  thou 
wouldest  not,  neither  are  they  pleas - 
ing  to  thee,  which  are  offered  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  law. 

9  Then  said  1,  Behold  I  come  to 
do  thy  will,  O  God :  he  taketh  away 
the  first,  that  he  may  establish  that 
which  followeth. 

10  In  the  which  will,  we  are 
sanctified  by  the  oblation  of  the 
body  of  Jesus  Christ  once. 

1 1  And  every  priest  indeed  stand- 
eth  daily  ministering,  and  often  of¬ 
fering  the  same  sacrifices,  which 
can  never  take  away  sins  : 

12  But  this  man  offering  one 
sacrifice  for  sins,  for  ever  sitteth  on 
the  right  hand  of  God. 

IS  From  henceforth  expecting, 
until  his  enemies  be  made  his  foot¬ 
stool. 

14  For  by  one  oblation  he  hath 
perfected  for  ever  them  that  are 
sanctified. 

15  And  the  Holy  Ghost  also  doth 
testify  this  to  us.  For  after  that 
he  said : 

10  And  this  is  the  testament  which  I 
will  make  unto  them  after  those  days , 
tailh  the  Lord.  I  will  give  my  laws  in 
their  hearts,  and  on  their  minds  will  I 
write  them 


17  And  their  sins  and  iniquities  I 
will  remember  t to  more- 

18  Now  where  there  is  a  remis¬ 
sion  of  these,  there  is  no  more  an 
oblation  for  sin. 

19  Having  therefore,  brethren,  a 
confidence  in  the  entering  into  the 
Holies  by  the  blood  of  Christ  : 

20  A  new  and  living  way  which 
he  hath  dedicated  for  us  through 
the  veil,  that  is  to  say,  his  flesh, 

21  And  a  high  priest  over  the 
house  of  God : 


22  Let  us  draw  near  with  a  true 
heart  in  fulness  of  faith,  having  our 
hearts  sprinkled  from  aa  evil  con¬ 


science,  and  our  bodies  washed  with 
clean  water. 

23  Let  us  hold  fast  the  confession 
of  our  hope  without  wavering  (for 
he  is  faithful  that  hath  promised) 

24  And  let  us  consider  one  ano¬ 
ther  to  provoke  unto  charity  and  to 
good  works : 

25  Not  forsaking  our  assembly, 
as  some  are  accustomed,  but  com¬ 
forting  one  another ,  and  so  much 
the  more  as  you  see  the  day  ap¬ 
proaching. 

26  For  if  we  sin  wilfully  after 
having  the  knowledge  of  the  truth, 
there  is  now  left  no  sacrifice  for  sins, 

27  But  a  certain  dreadful  expec¬ 
tation  of  judgment,  and  the  rage  of 
a  fire  which  shall  consume  the  ad¬ 
versaries. 

28  A  man  making  void  the  law 
of  Moses,  dieth  without  any  mercy 
under  two  or  three  witnesses  : 

29  How  much  more,  do  you 
think  he  deserveth  worse  punish¬ 
ments  who  hath  trodden  under  foot 
the  Son  of  God,  and  hath  esteemed 
the  blood  of  the  testament  unclean, 
by  which  he  was  sanctified,  and 
hath  offered  an  affront  to  the  Spirit 
of  grace  ? 

30  For  we  know  him  that  hath 
said :  Vengeance  belongcth  to  me, 
and  J  will  repay.  And  again  ;  The 
Lord  shall  judge  his  people. 

31  It  is  a  fearful  thing  to  fall 
into  the  hands  of  the  living  God. 

32  But  call  to  mind  the  former 
days  wherein, being illumina ted, you 
endured  a  great  fight  of  afflictions. 

33  Ana  on  the  one  hand  indeed, 
by  reproaches  and  tribulations  were 
made  a  gazing  stock  ;  and  on  the 
other,  became  companions  of  them 
that  were  used  in  such  sort. 

34  For  you  both  had  compassion 
on  them  that  were  in  bands,  and 
took  with  joy  the  being  stripped  of 
your  own  goods,  knowing  that  you 
have  a  better  and  a  lasting  substance. 

35  Do  not  therefore  lose  your  con¬ 
fidence,  which  hath  a  great  reward 
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36  For  patience  is  necessary  for 
you  :  that,  doing  the  will  of  God, 
you  may  receive  the  promise. 

37  For  yet  a  little  and  a  very 
little  while,  and  he  that  is  to  come, 
will  come,  and  will  not  delay. 

38  But  my  just  man  liveth  hy 
faith:  but  if  he  withdraw  himself, 
he  shall  not  please  my  soul. 

39  But  we  are  not  the  children 
of  withdrawing  unto  perdition,  but 
of  faith  to  the  saving  of  the  soul. 

CHAP.  XI. 

IVhut  it  faith. 

OW  faith  is  the  substance  of 
things  to  be  hoped  for,  the  evi¬ 
dence  of  things  that  appear  not. 

2  For  by  this  the  antients  ob¬ 
tained  a  testimony. 

3  By  faith  we  understand  that  the 
World  was  framed  by  the  word  of 
God ;  that  from  invisible  things 
risible  things  might  be  made. 

4  By  faith  Abel  offered  to  God  a 
sacrifice  exceeding  that  of  Cain,  by 
which  he  obtained  a  testimony  that 
he  was  just,  God  giving  testimony 
to  his  gifts,  and  by  it  he  being  dead 
yet  speaketh. 

5  By  faith  Henoch  was  trans¬ 
lated,  that  he  should  not  see  death, 
and  he  was  not  found,  because  God 
had  translated  him  :  For  before  his 
translation  he  had  testimony  that 
he  pleased  God. 

6Bul  without  faith  it  is  impossible 
to  please  God.  For  he  that  cometh 
to  God,  must  believe  that  he  is,  and 
is  a  re  warder  to  them  that  seek  him. 

7  By  faith  Noe  having  received 
an  answer  concerning  those  things 
which  as  yet  were  not  seen,  moved 
with  fear  framed  the  ark  for  the 
saving  of  his  house,  by  the  which 
be  condemned  the  world  :  and  was 
instituted  heir  of  the  justice  which 
is  by  faith. 

8  By  faith  he  that  is  called  Abra¬ 
ham,  obeyed  to  go  out  into  a  place 
which  he  was  to  receive  for  an  in¬ 
heritance:  and  he  went  out,  not 
knowing  whither  he  went. 


9  By  faith  he  abode  in  the  land, 
dwelling  in  cottages,  with  Isaac 
and  Jacob  the  coheirs  of  the  same 
promise. 

10  For  he  looked  for  a  city  that 
hath  foundations :  whose  builder 
and  maker  is  God. 

1 1  By  faith  Sara  also  herself,  be¬ 
ing  barren, received  strength  to  con¬ 
ceive  seed,  even  past  the  time  of 
age:  because  she  believed  that  he 
was  faithful  who  had  promised. 

12  For  which  cause  there  sprung 
even  from  one  (and  him  as  good  as 
dead)  as  the  stars  of  heaven  in 
multitude,  and  as  the  sand  which  is 
by  the  sea-shore  innumerable. 

13  All  these  died  according  to 
faith  not  haring  received  the  pro¬ 
mises,  hut  beholding  them,  a-far  off, 
and  saluting  them,  and  confessing 
that  they  are  pilgrims  and  strangers 
on  the  earth. 

1 4  For  they  that  say  these  things, 
do  signify  that  they  seek  a  country. 

15  And  truly  if  they  had  been 
mindful  of  that  from  whence  they 
came  out,  they  had  doubtless  time 
to  return. 

16  But  now  they  desire  a  better, 
that  is  to  say,  a  heavenly  country. 
Therefore  God  is  not  ashamed  to  be 
called  their  God:  for  he  hath  pre¬ 
pared  for  them  a  city. 

17  By  faith  Abraham,  when  he 
was  tried,  offered  Isaac  :  and  he 
that  had  received  the  promises,  of¬ 
fered  up  his  only  begotten  Son. 

18  (Tp  whom  it  was  said:  In 
Isaac  shall  thy  seed  be  called.  ) 

19  Accounting  that  God  is  able 
to  raise  up  even  from  the  dead. 
Whereupon  also  he  received  'him 
for  a  parable. 

20  By  faith  also  of  things  to 
come, Isaac  blessed  Jacob  and  Esau. 

21  By  faith  Jacob  dying  blessed 
each  of  the  sons  of  Joseph,  and 
adored  the  top  of  his  rod. 

22  By  faith  Joseph,  when  he  was 
dying-  made  mention  of  the  going 
out  of  the  children  of  Israel  ;  ano 
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gave  commandment  concerning  his 
bones. 


23  By  faith  Moses,  when  he  was 
born,  was  hid  three  months  by  his 
parents  *  because  they  saw  he  was 
^comely  babe,  and  they  feared  not 
the  king’s  edict. 

24  By  faith  Moses,  when  he  was 
grown  up,  denied  himself  to  be  the 
son  of  Pharao’s  daughter  : 

25  Rather  chusing  to  be  afflicted 
with  the  people  of  God  than  to  have 
the  pleasure  of  sin  for  a  time. 

26  Esteeming  the  reproach  of 
Christ,  greater  riches  than  the  trea¬ 
sure  of  the  Egyptians.  For  he 
looked  unto  the  reward. 

27  By  faith  he  left  Egypt,  not 
fearing  the  fierceness  of  the  king  : 
For  he  endured  as  seeing  him  that 
is  invisible. 

28  By  faith  he  celebrated  the 
asch,  and  the  shedding  of  the 
lood  :  that  he,  who  destroyed  the 

first  born,  might  not  touch  them. 

29  By  faith  they  passed  through 
the  Red  Sea  as  by  dry  land :  which 
the  Egyptians  attempting  were 
Swallowed  up. 

30  By  faith  the  walls  of  Jericho 
fell  down  by  the  going  round  them 
seven  days. 

31  By  faith  Rahab  the  harlot 
perished  not  with  the  unbelievers, 
receiving  the  spies  with  peace. 

32  And  what  shall  I  yet  say  ? 
For  the  time  would  fail  me  to  tell 
of  Godeon,  Barac,  Samson,  Jepthe, 
David,  Samuel,  and  the  prophets  : 

33  Who  by  faith  conquered  king¬ 
doms,  wroughtjustice,  obtained  pro¬ 
mises,  stopped  the  mouths  of  lions, 

34  Quenched  the  violence  bf  fire, 
escaped  the  edge  of  the  sword,  re¬ 
covered  strength  from  weakness, 
became  valiant  in  battle,  put  to 
Ibght  the  armies  of  foreigners  : 

35  Women  received  their  dead 
raised  to  life  again.  But  others 
were  racked,  not  accepting  deliver¬ 
ance,  that  they  might  find  a  better 
resurrection. 
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36  And  others  had  trial  of  moc¬ 
keries  and  stripes,  moreover  also  of 
bands  and  prisons : 

37  They  were  stoned,  they  were 
cut  asunder,  they  were  tempted^ 
they  were  put  to  death  by  the 
sword,  they  wandered  about  in 
sheep-skins,  in  goat-skins,  being  in 
want,  distressed,  afflicted : 

38  Of  whom  the  world  was  not 
worthy  ;  wandering  in  desarts,  in 
mountains,  and  in  dens,  and  in 
caves  of  the  earth. 

39  And  all  these  being  approved 
by  the  testimony  of  faith,  received 
not  the  promise. 

40  God  providing  some  better 
tiling  for  us,  that  they  should  not 
be  perfected  without  us 

chap.  xir. 

Exhortation  to  constancy. 

ND  therefore  we  also  having  so 
great  a  cloud  of  witnesses  over 
our  head,  laying  aside  every  weight 
and  sin  which  surrounds  us,  let  us 
run  by  patience  to  the  fight  pro- 
posed  to  us : 

2  Looking  on  Jesus  the  author 
and  finisher  of  faith,  who  having 
joy  set  before  him,  endured  the 
cross,  despising  the  6hame,  and  now 
sitteth  on  the  right  hand  of  the 
throne  of  God. 

3  For  think  diligently  upon  him 
that  endured  such  opposition  from 
sinners  against  himself:  that  you 
be  not  wearied,  fainting  in  your 
minds. 

4  For  you  have  not  yet  resisted 
unto  blood,  striving  against  sin: 

5  And  you  have  'fprgotten  the 
consolation,  which  speaketh  to  you, 
as  unto  children,  .saying  :  My  son, 
neglect  not  the  discipline  of  the  Lord ; 
neilher  be  thou  wearied  whilst  thou 
art  rebuked  by  him. 

6  For  whom  the  Lord  Ibvcth,  he 
c hastiseih  ;  and  he  scourgeth  every 
son  whom  he  receiveth, 

7  Persevere  under  discipline.  God 
dealeth  with  you  a9  with  his  sons: 
for  wlat  son  is  there .  whom  the 
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father  doth  not  correct  ? 

8  But  if  you  be  without  chastise¬ 
ment,  whereof  all  are  made  par¬ 
takers  ;  then  are  you  bastards,  and 
not  sons. 

9  Moreover  we  have  had  fathers 
of  our  flesh  for  instructors,  and  we 
reverenced  them ;  shall  we  not 
much  more  obey  the  father  of  spi¬ 
rits,  and  live  ? 

10  And  they  indeed  for  a  few 
days  according  to  their  own  plea¬ 
sure  instructed  us.  but  he,  for  our 
profit,  that  we  might  receive  his 
sanctification. 

11  Now  all  chastisement  for  the 
present  indeed  seemeth  not  to  bring 
with  it  joy  but  sorrow  :  but  after¬ 
wards  itwill  yield,  to  them  that  are 
exercised  by  it,  the  most  peaceable 
fruit  of  justice. 

12  Wherefore  lift  up  the  hands 
which  hang  down,  and  the  feeble 
knees, 

13  And  make  straight  steps  with 
your  feet  that  no  one,  halting, 
may  go  out  of  the  way ;  but  rather 
be  healed. 

14  Follow  peace  with  all  men, 
and  holiness :  without  which  no 
man  shall  see  God  : 

15  Looking  diligently  lest  any 
man  be  wanting  to  the  grace  of 
God :  lest  any  root  of  bitterness 
springing  up  do  hinder,  and  by  it 
many  be  defiled. 

16  Lest  there  be  any  fornicator, 
or  profane  person  as  Esau  :  who  for 
one  mess  sold  his  first  birth-right. 

17  For  know  ye  that  afterwards 
jvhen  he  desired  to  inherit  the  be¬ 
nediction,  he  was  rejected  :  for  he 
found  jio  place  of  repentance,  al¬ 
though  with  tears  he  had  sought  it. 

18  For  you  are  not  come  to  a 
mountain  that  might  be  touched, 
and  a  burning  fire,  and  a  whirl¬ 
wind,  and  darkness,  and  storm, 

19  And  the  round  of  a  trumpet, 
and  the  voice  of  words,  which  they 
that  heard  excused  themselves, 
fl>at  word  might  not  spoken 


to  them  . 

20  For  they  did  not  endure  that 
which  was  said  .  And  ij so  much  as 
a  beast  shall  touch  the  mount,  it  shall 
be  stoned. 

21  And  so  terrible  was  that  which 
was  seen.  Moses  said  I umj'righ- 
ted  and  tremble . 

22  But  you  are  come  to  mount 
Sion,  and  to  the  city  of  the  living 
God,  the  heavenly  Jerusalem,  and 
to  the  company  of  many  thousands 
of  angels, 

23  And  to  the  church  ol  the  first 
born,  who  are  written  in  the  hea¬ 
vens,  and  to  God  the  judge  of  all, 
and  to  the  spirits  of  the  just  made 
perfect, 

24  And  to  Jesus  the  mediator 
of  the  new  testament,  and  to  the 
sprinkling  of  blood  which  speaketh 
better  than  that  of  Abel. 

25  See  that  you  refuse  him  not 
that  speaketh.  For  if  they  escaped 
not  who  refused  him  that  spoke  up¬ 
on  earth,  much  more  shall  not  we, 
that  turn  away  from  him  that  speak- 
elh  to  us  from  heaven. 

26  Whose  voice  then  moved  the 
earth:  but  now  he  promiseth,  saying: 
Yet  once  more  ;  and  /  leill  move  not  on¬ 
ly  the  earth ,  but  heaven  alio. 

27  And  in  that  he  saith,  Yet  once 
more,  he  signifieth  the  translation  of 
the  moveable  things  as  made,  that 
those  things  may  remain  which  are 
immoveable. 

28  Therefore  receiving  an  immo¬ 
veable  kingdom,  we  have  grace  : 
whereby  let  us  serve  pleasing  God, 
with  fear  and  reverence. 

29  For  our  God  is  a  consuming  fixe. 

CHAP.  XIII. 

Divert  admonitions.  See. 

LET  the  charity  of  the  brother¬ 
hood  abide  in  you. 

2  And  hospitality  do  not  forget, 
for  by  this  some,  being  not  aware 
of  it,  have  entertained  angels. 

3  Remember  them  that  are  in 
bands,  as  if  you  were  bound  with 
them :  and  them  that  labour,  as 


St. 

being  yourselves  also  in  the  body. 

.4  Marriage  honourable  in  all,  and 
the  bed  undefded.  For  fornicators 
and  adulterers  God  will  judge. 

5  Let  your  manners  be  without 
covetousness,  contented  with  such 
things  as  you  have  ;  For  he  hath 
eaid  :  I  will  not  leave  thee  neither  u-ill 
1  forsake  thee. 

6  So  that  we  may  confidently  say: 
The  Lord  is  my  helper  :  I  will  not  fear 
what  man  shall  do  to  me. 

7  Remember  your  prelates  who 
have  spoken  the  word  of  God  to 
you  :  whose  faith  follow,  consider¬ 
ing  the  end  of  their  conversation. 

8  Jesus  Christ  yesterday  and  to 
day  :  and  the  same  for  ever. 

0  Be  not  led  away  with  various 
and  strange  doctrines.  For  it  is  best 
that  the  heart  be  established  with 
grace  not  with  meats  :  which  have 
not  profited  those  that  walk  in  them. 

10  We  have  an  altar,  whereof 
they  have  no  power  to  es,4  who 
serve  the  tabernacle. 

1 1  For  the  bodies  of  those  beasts, 
whose  blood  is  brought  into  the 
Holies  bylhe  high-priest  for  .sin, 
are  burned  without  the  camp. 

12  Wherefore  Jesus  also,  that 
he  might  sanctify  the  people  by  his 
own  blood,  suffered  w  ithout  the  gate 

13  Let  us  go  forth  therefore  to 
him  without  the  camp ;  bearing 
his  reproach. 

14  For  we  have  not  here  a  last¬ 
ing  city  :  but  we  seek  one  that  is 

to  come. 

15  By  him  therefore  let  us  ofTer 
the  sacrifice  of  praise  always  to 
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God,  that  is  to  say,  the  fruit  of  lips 
confessing  to  his  name. 

16  And  do  not  forget  to  do  good 
and  to  impart;  for  by  such  sacrifi¬ 
ces  God’s  favour  is  obtained. 

17  Obey  your  prelates,  and  be 
subject  to  them.  For  they  watch  as 
being  to  render  an  account  of  your 
souls  :  that  they  may  do  this  with 
joy,  and  not  with  grief.  For  this 
is  not  expedient  for  you. 

18  Pray  for  u».  For  we  trust 
we  have  a  good  conscience,  being 
willing  to  behave  ourselves  well  in 
all  things. 

19  And  I  beseech  you  the  more 
to  do  this,  that  I  may  be  restored 
to  you  the  sooner. 

20  And  may  the  God  of  peace, 
who  brought  again  from  the  dead 
the  great  pastor  of  the  sheep,  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  in  the  blood  ol 
the  everlasting  testament, 

21  Fit  you  in  all  goodness,  that 
you  may  do  his  will :  doing  in  you 
that  which  is  well  pleasing  in  his 
sight,  through  Jesus  Christ  :  to 
whom  is  glory  for  ever  and  ever. 
Amen. 

22  And  I  beseech  you,  brethren* 
that  you  suffer  this  word  of  conso¬ 
lation.  For  I  have  written  to  you. 
in  a  few  words. 

23  Know  ye  that  our  brother  Ti¬ 
mothy  is  set  at  liberty  :  with  whom 
(if he  comes  shortly)  I  will  see  you. 

24  Salute  ail  your  prelates,  and 
all  the  saints.  The  brethren  from 
Italy  salute  you. 

25  Grace  be  with  yOu  all.  Amen. 
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The  benefit  of  tribulationr. 
AMES  the  servant  of  God,  and 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  to  the 
twelve  tribes  which  are  scattered 
abroad  greeting. 

2  My  brethren,  count  it  all  joy 
when  you  shall  fall  into  divers 
temptations : 


3  Knowing  that  the  trying  of 
your  faith  worketh  patience. 

4  And  patience  hath  a  perfect 
work  :  that  you  may  be  perfect  and 
entire,  failing  in  nothing. 

5  But  if  any  of  you  want  wisdom, 
let  him  ask  of  Gou  who  giveth  to 
all  men  abundantly,  and  upbraidetb 
not :  and  it  shall  be  given  hiip. 
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6  But  let  him  ask  in  faith,  nothing 
wavering.  For  he  that  wavereth,  is 
like  a  wave  of  the  sea,  which  is  mo¬ 
ved  and  carried  about  by  the  wind. 

7  Therefore  let  not  that  man 
think  that  he  shall  receive  any  thing 
of  the  Lord. 

8  A  double  minded  man  is  in¬ 
constant  in  all  his  ways. 

9  But  let  the  brother  of  low  con¬ 
dition  glory  in  his  exaltation: 

10  And  the  rich,  in  his  being  low, 
because  as  the  flower  of  the  grass 
shall  he  pass  away. 

11  For  the  sun  rose  with  a  burn¬ 
ing  heat,  and  parched  the  grass, and 
the  flower  thereof  fell  off,  and  the 
beauty  of  the  shape  thereof  peri¬ 
shed  :  so  also  shall  the  rich  man 
fade  away  in  hi6  ways 

12  Blessed  is  the  man  that  endu- 
reth  temptation  :  for  when  he  hath 
been  proved,  he  shall  receive  the 
crown  of  life,  which  God  hath  pro¬ 
mised  to  them  that  love  him. 

13  Let  no  man,  when  he  is  temp¬ 
ted,  say  that  he  is  tempted  by  God. 
For  God  is  not  a  tempter  of  evils, 
and  he  tempteth  no  man. 

14  But  every  man  is  tempted  by 
hisowti  concupiscence,  being  drawn 
away  and  allured. 

liThen  when  concupiscence  hath 
conceived,  it  bringeth  forth  sin. 
But  sin.  When  it  is  completed,  be- 
getteth  death. 

16  Do  not  err  therefore,  my  dear¬ 
est  brethren* 

17  Every  best  gift,  and  every 
perfect  gift,  is  from  above,  coming 
down  from  the  Father  of  lights, 
with  whom  there  is  no  change,  nor 
shadow  of  alteration. 

18  For  of  his  own  will  hath  he 
begotten  us  by  the  word  of  truth, 
that  we  might  be  some  beginning 
of  his  creature. 

19  You  know,  my  dearest  bre¬ 
thren.  And  let  every  man  be  swift 
to  hear,  but  slow  to  speak,  and 
slow  to  anger. 

80  For  the  anger  of  man  work- 


eth  not  the  justice  of  God. 

21  Wherefore  casting  away  all 
uncleanness,  and  abundance  of 
naughtiness,  with  meekness  receive 
the  engrafted  word,  which  is  able 
lo  save  your  souls. 

22  But  be  ye  doers  of  the  word, 
and  not  hearers  only,  deceiving  your 
own  selves. 

23  For  if  a  man  be  a  hearer  of 
the  word  and  not  a  doer :  he  shall 
be  compared  to  a  man  beholding 
his  own  countenance  in  a  glass. 

24  For  he  beheld  himself,  and 
went  his  way,  and  presently  forgot 
what  manner  of  man  he  wras. 

25  But  he  that  hath  looked  into 
the  perfect  law  of  liberty,  and  hath 
continued  therein,  not  becoming  a 
forgetful  hearer,  but  a  doer  of  the 
work  ;  this  man  shall  be  blessed  in 
his  deed. 

26  And  if  any  man  think  himself 
to  be  religious,  not  bridling  his 
tongue,  but  deceiving  his  own  heart, 
this  man's  religion  is  vain. 

27  Religion  clean  and  undefiled 
before  God  and  the  Father,  is  this, 
to  visit  the  fatherless  and  widows 
in  their  tribulation  :  and  to  keep 
one’6  self  unspotted  from  this  world. 

CHAP.  II. 

Against  respect  of  persons. 

Y  brethren,  have  not  the  faith 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  of 
glory  with  respect  of  persons. 

2  For  if  there  shall  come  into 
your  assembly  a  mam  having  a 
golden  ring,  in  fine  apparel,  and 
there  shall  come  in  also  a  poor  man 
in  mean  attire, 

3  And  you  have  respect  to  him 
that  is  cloathed  with  the  fine  appa¬ 
rel,  and  shall  say  to  him  :  Sit  thou 
here  well :  but  say,  to  the  poor  man: 
Stand  thou  there,  or  sit  under  my 
footstool : 

4  Do  you  not  judge  within  your¬ 
selves,  and  are  become  judges  of 
unjust  thoughts? 

6  Hearken,  my  dearest  brethren: 
bath  UQt  God  chosen  the  poor  in 
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this  world,  rich  in  faith,  and  heirs 
of  the  kingdom  which  God  hath 
promised  to  them  that  love  him  ? 

6  But  yon  have  dishonoured  the 
poor  man.  Do  not  the  rich  oppress 
you  by  might  ;  and  do  not  they 
draw  you  before, thejudgment seats? 

7  Do  not  they  blaspheme  the  good 
name  that  is  invoked  upon  you? 

8  If  then  you  fulfil  the  royal  law, 
according  to  the  scriptures,  Thou 
shalt  love  thy  neighbour  as  thyself : 
you  do  well  : 

9  But  if  you  have  respect  to  per¬ 
sons,  you  commit  sin,  being  reprov¬ 
ed  by  the  law  as  transgressors. 

10  And  whosoever  shall  keep  the 
whole  law’,  but  offend  in  one  point , 
is  become  guilty  of  all. 

11  For  lie  that  said,  Thou  shalt 
not  commit  adultery,  said  also, 
Thou  shalt  not  kill.  Now  if  thou 
do  not  commit  adultery,  hut  shalt 
kill :  thou  are  become  a  transgres¬ 
sor  of  the  law. 

12  So  speak  ye,  and  so  do,  as 
being  to  be  judged  by  the  law  of 
liberty. 

13  For  judgment  without  mercy 
to  him  that  hath  not  done  mercy. 
And  mercy  einalteth  itself  above 
judgment. 

14  What  shall  it  profit,  my  bre¬ 
thren,  if  a  man  say  he  hath  faith, 
but  hath  not  works  ?  Shall  faith  be 
able  to  save  him  ? 

15  And  if  a  brother  or  sister  be 
naked,  and  want  daily  food  : 

16  And  one  of  you  say  to  them  : 
Go  in  peace,  be  you  warmed  and 
filled:  yet  give  them  not  those 
things  that  are  necessary  for  the 
body  :  what  shall  it  profit? 

17  So  faith  also,  if  it  have  not 
works,  is  dead  in  itself. 

18  But  some  man  will  say  :  Thou 
hast  faith,  and  I  have  works  •  shew 
me  thy  faith  w  ithout  works  ;  and  I 
will  shew  thee,  by  works,  my  faith. 

19  Thou  believest  that  there  is 
one  God.  Thou  dost  well  :  the  de¬ 
vils  also  believe  and  tremble 


SO  But  wilt  thou  know,  0  vain 
man,  that  faith  without  works  is 
dead  ? 

21  Was  not  Abranam  our  father 
justified  by  works,  offering  up  Isaac 
his  son  upon  the  altar? 

22  Seest  thou  that  faith  did  co¬ 
operate  with  his  works:  and  by 
works  faith  was  made  perfect  ? 

23  And  the  scripture  was  fulfilled, 
saying:  Abraham  believed,  God,  and 
it  was  reputed  to  him  to  justice ,  and 
he  was  called  the  friend  of  God. 

24  Do  you  see  that  by  works  a 
man  is  justified  ;  and  not  by  faith 
only  ? 

25  And  in  like  manner  also  Ra- 
hab  the  harlot,  was  not  she  justified 
by  works,  receiving  the  messen¬ 
gers,  and  sending  them  out  another 

way  ? 

26  For  even  as  the  body  without 
the  spirit  is  dead :  so  also  faith 
without  works  is  dead. 

CHAP.  III. 

Of  the  evils  of  the  tongue. 

E  ye  not  many  masters.my  bre¬ 
thren,  knowing  that  you  re¬ 
ceive  the  greater  judgment. 

2  For  in  many  things  we  all  of¬ 
fend.  If  any  man  offend  not  in 
word  ,  the  same  is  a  perfect  man. 
He  is  able  also  with  a  bridle  to  lead 
about  the  whole  body. 

3  For  if  we  put  bits  into  the 
mouths  of  horses,  that  they  may 
obey  us,  and  we  turn  about  their 
whole  body. 

4  Behold  also  ships,  whereas  they 
are  great,  and  are  driven  by  strong 
winds,  yet  are  they  turned  about 
with  a  small  helm,  whithersoever 
the  force  of  the  governor  willeth. 

5  So  the  tongue  also  is  indeed  a 
little  member,  and  boasteth  great 
things.  Behold  how  small  a  fire 
what  a  great  wood  it  kindleth? 

6  And  the  tongue  is  a  fire,  a 
worh)  of  iniquity.  The  tongue  is 
pl.iced  among  our  members,  which 
defileth  the  whole  body,  and  inflam- 
?l.b  the  wheel  of  ouv  nativity,  being

Bet  on  lire  by  hell. 

7  For  every  nature  of  beasts,  and 
of  birds,  and  of  serpents,  and  of  the 
rest,  is  tamed  and  nath  been  tamed 
by  the  nature  of  man : 

8  But  the  tongue  no  man  can 
tame,  an  unquiet  eyil,  full  of  deadly 
poison. 

9  By  it  we  bless  God  and  the 
Father  :  and  by  it  we  curse  men, 
who  are  made  after  the  likeness  of 
God. 

10  Out  of  the  same  mouth  pro- 
ceedeth  blessing  and  cursing.  My 
brethren,  these  things  ought  not  so 
to  be. 

11  Doth  a  fountain  send  forth, 
out  of  the  same  hole,  sweet  and 
bitter  water? 

12  Can  the  fig  tree,  my  brethren, 
bear  grapes  :  or  the  vine,  figs  ?  So 
neither  can  the  salt  water  yield  sweet 

13  Who  is  a  wise  man  and  endu¬ 
ed  with  knowledge  among  you? 
Let  him  shew,  by  a  good  conver¬ 
sation,  his  work  in  the  meekness 
of  wisdom. 

14  But  if  you  have  bitter  zeal, 
and  there  be  contentions  in  your 
hearts  ;  glory  not  and  be  not  liers 
against  the  truth. 

13  For  this  is  not  wisdom  de¬ 
scending  from  above :  but  earthly, 
6ensual,  devilish. 

16  For  where  envying  and  con¬ 
tention  is,  there  is  inconstancy,  and 
every  evil  work. 

17  But  the  wisdom,  that  is  from 
above,  first  indeed  is  chaste,  then 
peaceable,  modest,  easy  to  be  per¬ 
suaded,  consenting  to  the  good,  full 
of  mercy  and  good  fruits,  without 
judging,  without  dissimulation. 

18  And  the  fruit  of  justice  is  sown 
in  peace,  to  them  that  make  peace. 

CHAP.  IV. 

Admonition^  against  pride ,  §c. 
'C'ROM  whence  are  wars  and  con- 
tentions  among  you  ?  Are  they 
not  hence, from  your  concupiscences, 
which  war  in  your  members? 

2  You  covet,  and  have  not :  you 


kill  and  envy,  and  cannot  obtain. 
You  contend  and  war,  and  you  have 
not,  because  you  ask  not. 

3  You  ask  and  receive  not:  be¬ 
cause  you  ask  amiss :  that  you  may 
consume  it  on  your  concupiscences. 

4  Adulterers,  know  you  not  that 
the  friendship  of  this  world,. is  the 
enemy  of  God  ?  Whosoever  there¬ 
fore  will  be  a  friend  of  this  world 
becometh  an  enemy  of  God. 

5  Or  do  you  think  that  the  scrip¬ 
ture  saith  in  vain  :  To  enny  doth  the 
spirit  covet  which  dwelleth  in  you  ? 

6  But  he  giveth  greater  graca 
Wherefore  he  saith  :  God  resistelh 
the  proud ,  and  giveth  grace  to  the 
huinble. 

7  Be  subject  therefore  to  God, 
but  resist  the  devil,  apd  he  will  fly 
from  you. 

8  Draw  nigh  to  God,  and  he  will 
draw  nigh  to  you.  Cleanse  your 
hands  ye  sinners  ;  and  purify  your 
hearts,  ye  double  minded. 

9  Be  afflicted,  and  mourn,  and 
weep:  let  your  laughter  be  turned 
into  mourning,  and  your  joy,  into 
sorrow. 

10  Be  humbled  in  the  sight  of 
the  Lord,  and  he  will  exalt  you. 

1 1  Detract  not  one  another,  my 
brethren.  He  that  detracteth  his 
brother,  or  he  that  judgeth  his  bro¬ 
ther,  detracteth  the  law,  and  judg¬ 
eth  the  law.  But,  if  thou  judge  the 
law,  thou  art  not  a  doer  of  the  law, 
but  a  judge. 

12  There  is  one  law-giver,  and 
judge,  that  is  able  to  destroy  and 
to  deliver. 

13  But  who  art  thou  thatjudgest 
thy  neighbour?  Behold,  now  you 
that  say  :  To-day  or  to-morrow  We 
will  go  into  such  a  city,  and  there 
we  will  spend  a  year,  and  will  traf- 
fick,  and  make  our  gain. 

14  Whereas  you  know  not  what 
shall  be  on  the  morrow. 

15  For  what  is  your  life  ?  It  is  a 
vapour  which  appeareth  for  a  little 
while,  and  alter  wards  shall  vanish 
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away.  For  that  you  should  say  : 
If  the  Lord  will;  and,  if  we  shall 
live,  we  will  do  this  or  that. 

16  But  now  you  rejoice  in  your 
arrogancies.  AJ1  such  rejoicing  is 
wicked, 

17  To  him  therefore  who  know- 
eth  to  do  good,  and  doth  it  not,  to 
him  it  is  sin. 

CHAP.  V. 

A  t voe  to  the  rich  that  oppress  the  poor. 
O  to  now,  ye  rich  men,  weep 
and  howl  in  your  miseries, 
which  shall  come  upon  you. 

2  Your  riches  are  corrupted : 
and  your  garments  are  moth  eaten. 

3  Y our  gold  and  silver  is  cankered: 
and  the  rust  of  them  shall  be  for  a 
testimony  against  you,  and  shall 
eat  your  flesh  like  fire.  You  have 
stored  up  to  yourselves  wrath 
against  the  last  days. 

4  Behold  the  hire  of  the  labourers, 
who  have  reaped  down  your  fields, 
which  by  fraud  has  been  kept 
back  by  you,  crieth:  and  the  cry  of 
them  hath  entered  into  the  ears  ol 
the  Lord  of  sabaoth. 

5  You  have  feasted  upon  earth:  and 
in  riotousness  you  have  nourished 
your  hearts,  in  the  day  of  slaughter. 

6  You  have  condemned  and  put 
to  death  the  just  one,  and  he  resist¬ 
ed  you  not. 

7  Be  patient  therefore,  brethren, 
until  the  coming  of  the  Lord.  Be¬ 
hold,  the  husband-man  waiteth  for 
the  precious  fruit  of  the  earth:  pa¬ 
tiently  bearing  till  he  receive  the 
early  and  the  latter  rain. 

8  Be  you  therefore  also  patient, 
and  strengthen  your  hearts:  for  the 
coming  of  the  Lord  is  at  hand. 

9  Grudge  not,  brethren,  One 
against  another,  that  you  may  not 
liejudged.  Behold  the  judge  stand- 
eth  before  the  door. 

10  Take,  my  brethren,  for  an  ex¬ 


ample  of  suffering  evil,  of  labour 
and  patience,  the  prophets,  who 
spoke  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  : 

1 1  Behold  we  account  them  bless¬ 
ed  who  have  endured.  You  have 
heard  of  the  patience  of  Job,  and 
you  have  seen  the  end  of  the  Lord, 
that  the  Lord  is  merciful  and  com¬ 
passionate. 

12  But  above  all  things,  my  bre- 
then,  swear  not,  neither  by  heaven 
nor  by  the  earth,  nor  by  any  other 
oath.  But  let  your  speech  be,  yea, 
yea  :  no,  no  :  that  you  fall  not  un¬ 
der  judgment. 

13  Is  any  of  you  sad  ?  Let  him 
pray.  Is  he  cheerful  in  mind?  Let 
him  sing. 

14  Is  any  man  sick  among  you? 
Let  him  bring  in  the  priests  of  the 
church,  and  let  them  pray  over  him 
anointing  him  with  oil  in  the  name 
of  the  Lord. 

15  And  the  prayer  of  faith  shall 
save  the  sick  man  :  and  the  Lord 
shall  raise  him  up  :  and  if  he  be  in 
sins,  they  shall  be  forgiven  him. 

16  Confess  therefore'  your  sins 
one  to  another:  and  pray  one  for 
another,  that  you  may  be  saved. 
For  the  continual  prayer  of  a  juSt 
man  availeth  much. 

17  Elias  was  a  man  possible  like 
unto  us  :  and  with  prayer  he  prayed 
that  it  might  not  rain  upon  the 
earth,  and  it  rained  not  for  three 
years  and  six  months. 

18  And  he  prayed  again;  and 
the  heaven  gave  rain,  and  the  earth 
brought  forth  her  fruit. 

19  My  brethren,  if  any  of  you  err 
from  the  truth,  and  one  convert  him : 

20  He  must  know,  that  he  who 
causeth  a  sinner  to  be  converted 
from  the  error  of  his  way»  shall  save 
his  soul  from  death,  and  shall  cover 
a  multitude  of  sins. 


The  frst  EPISTLE  of  St.  PETER  the  APOSTLE. 

CHAP.  I.  I  pETER,  an  apostle  of  Jesus 

He  exhfr  ts  to  holiness  of  l\fe.  J  Christ,  to  the  strangers  dispers- 
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ed  through  Pontus,  Galatia,  Cappa- 
docia,  Asia,  and  Bithynia,.  elect, 

2  According  to  the  foreknow¬ 
ledge  of  God  the  Father,  unto  the 
sanctification  of  the  Spirit,  unto  obe¬ 
dience  and  sprinkling  of  the  blood 
of  Jesus  Christ:  Grace  unto  you 
and  peace  be  multiplied. 

3  Blessed  be  the  God  and  Father 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  who  ac¬ 
cording  to  his  great  mercy  hath 
regenerated  us  unto  a  lively  hope, 
by  the  resurrection  of  Jesus  Christ 
from  the  dead,  . 

4  Unto  an  inheritance  incorrup¬ 
tible,  and  undefiled,  and  that  cannot 
fade,  reserved  in  heaven  for  you, 

5  Who  by  the  power  of  God,  are 
kept  by  faith  unto  salvation  ready 
to  be  revealed  in  the  last  time. 

6  Wherein  you  shall  greatly  re¬ 
joice,  if  now  you  must  be  for  a  little 
time  made  sorrowful  in  divers  temp¬ 
tations  : 

7That  the  trial  of  your  faith  (mUch 
more  precious  than  gold  which  is 
tried  by  the  fire)  may  be  found  unto 
praise  and  glory  and  honour  at  the 
appearing  of  Jesus  Christ : 

8  Whom  having  not  seen,  you 
love :  in  whom  also  now,  though 
you  see  him  not,  you  believe :  and 
believing  shall  rejoice  with  joy  un¬ 
speakable  and  glorified, 

9  Receiving  the  end  of  your  faith, 
even  the  salvation  of  your  souls. 

10  Of  which  salvation  the  pro¬ 
phets  have  enquired  and  diligently 
searched,  who  prophesied  of  the 
grace  to  come  in  you, 

11  Searching  what  or  what  man¬ 
ner  of  time  the  Spirit  of  Christ  in 
them  did  signify:  w hen  it  foretold 
those  sufferings  that  are  in  Christ, 
and  the  glories  that  should  follow  : 

12  To  whom  it  was  revealed,  that 
not  to  themselves,  but  to  you  they 
ministered  those  things  which  are 
now  declared  to  you  by  them  that 
have  preached  the  gospel  to  you, 
the  Holy  Ghost  being  6enl  down 
from  heaven,  on  whom  the  angels 
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desire  to  look. 

13  Wherefore  having  the  loins  of 
your  mind  girt  up,  being  sober, 
trust  perfectly  iu  the  grace  which 
is  offered  you  in  the  revelation  of 
Jesus  Christ, 

14  As  children  of  obedience,  not 
fashioned  according  to  the  former 
desires  of  your  ignorance: 

15  But  according  to  him  that 
hath  called  you,  who  is  Holy,  be 
you  also  in  all  manner  of  conversa¬ 
tion  holy  : 

16  Because  it  is  written:  You 
shall  be  holy,  for  I  am  holy. 

17  And  if  you  invoke  as  Father 
him  who,  without  respect  of  per¬ 
sons,  judgcth  according  to  every 
one's  work  :  converse  in  fear  during 
the  time  of  your  sojourning  here. 

18  Knowing  that  you  were  not 
redeemed  with  corruptible  things 
as  gold  or  silver,  from  your  rain 
conversation  of  the  tradition  of  your 
fathers. 

19  But  with  the  precious  blood 
of  Christ,  as  of  a  lamb  unspotted 
and  undefiled, 

20  Fore-known  indeed  before  the 
foundation  of  the  world,  but  mani¬ 
fested  in  the  last  times  for  you, 

21  Who  through  him  are  faithful 
in  God,  who  raised  him  up  from  the 
dead,  and  hath  given  him  glory,  that 
your  faith  and  hope  might  he  inGod. 

22  Purifying  your  souls  in  the 
obedience  of  charity,  with  a  bro¬ 
therly  love  from  a  sincere  heart 
love  one  another  earnestly  : 

23  Being  born  again  not  of  cor¬ 
ruptible  seed,  but  incorruptible  by 
the  word  of  God  who  liveth  and 
remaincth  for  ever. 

24  For  all fesh  is  as  grass  :  and  all 
the  glory  thereof  as  the  (lower  of  grass. 
The  grass  is  withered,  and  the  Jiuwet 
thereof  is  fallen  auay. 

25  But  the  word  of  the  Lord  en- 
dureth  for  ever,  and  this  i9  the 
wojd  which  by  the  gospel  hath 
been  preached  unto  you. 


CHAP.  II. 

Wc  are  to  lay  aside  all  guile. 

WHEREFORE  laying  away  in 
malice,  and  all  guile,  and 
dissimulations,  and  envies,  and  all 
detractions, 

2  As  new  bom  babes,  desire  the  ra¬ 
tional  milk  without  guile,  that  there¬ 
by  yon  may  grow  unto  salvation. 

3  If  so  be  you  have  tasted  that 
the  Lord  is  sweet. 

4  Unto  whom  coming,  as  to  a 
'living  stone,  rejected  indeed  by  men, 
but  chosen  and  made  honourable 
by  God  : 

5  Be  you  also  as  living  stones 
built  ud,  a  spiritual  house,  a  holy 
priesthood,  to  offer  up  spiritual  sa¬ 
crifices,  acceptable  to  God  by  Jesus 
Christ. 

6  Wherefore  it  is  said  in  the 
scripture  :  Behold  I  lay  in  Sion  a  chief 
cornerstone,  elect,  precious.  And  he 
that  shall  believe  in  him,  shall  not  be 

confounded. 

7  To  you  therefore  that  believe, 
he  is  honour  :  but  to  them  that  be¬ 
lieve  not,  the  stone  which  the  builders 
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you,  glorify  God  in  the  day  of  visi¬ 
tation. 

13  Be  ye  subject  therefore  to 
every  human  creature  for  God'e 
sake  :  whether  it  be  to  the  king  as 
excelling  : 

1 4  Or  to  governors  ?.3  sent  by  him 
for  the  punishment  of  evil  doers, 
and  for  the  praise  of  the  good  : 

15  For  so  is  the  will  of  God,  that 
by  doing  well  you  may  put  to  si¬ 
lence  the  ignorance  of  foolish  men 

16  As  free,  and  not  as  making 
liberty  a  cloak  for  malice,  but  as 
the  servants  of  God. 

17  Honour  ail  men.  Love  the 
brotherhood.  Fear  God.  Honour 

|  the  king. 

18  Servants  be  subject  to  your 
masters  with  all  fear,  not  only  to 
the  good  and  gentle,  but  also  to 
the  froward. 

1 9  For  this  is, thanks- worthy,  if  for 
conscience  towards  God,  a  manetfi- 
dure  sorrows,  suffering  wrongfully 

20  For  v/hat  glory  is  it,  if  com¬ 
mitting  sin  and  being  buffeted  for 
it  you  endure?  But  if  doing  well 


rejected ,  the  same  is  made  the  heud  of\  y0U  suffer  patiently,  this  is  thanks- 


the  corner  : 

8  And  a  stone  of  stumbling,  and 
a  rock  of  scandal,  to  them  who 
stumble  at  the  word,  neither  do  be¬ 
lieve,  whereunto  also  they  are  set. 

9  But  you  are  a  chosen  genera¬ 
tion,  a  kingly  priesthood,  a  holy 
nation,  a  purchased  people :  that 
you  may  declare  his  virtues,  who 
hath  called  you  out  of  darkness  in¬ 
to  his  marvellous  light, 

10  Who  xn  time  past  vert  not  a 
people  :  but  arc  now  the  people  of  God. 
Who  had  not  obtained  mercy  :  but  now 
have  obtained  mercy. 

1 1  Dearly  beloved,  I  beseech  you 
as  strangers  and  pilgrims,  to  refrain 
yourselves  from  carnal  desires  which 
war  against  the  soul, 

12  Having  your  conversation 
good  among  the  gentiles:  .that 
whereas  they  speak  against  you  as 
evil  doers,  they  may,  by  the  good 
works  which  they  shall  behold  in 


worthy  before  God. 

21  Fot  unto  this  are  you  called): 
because  Christ  also  suffered  for  us, 
leaving  you  an  example  that  yob 
should  follow  his  steps. 

22  Who  did  no  sin,  neither  was 
guile  found  in  his  mouth. 

23  Who,  when  he  was  reviled, 
did  not  revile :  when  he  suffered, 
he  threatened  not :  but  delivered 
himself  to  him  that  judged  him  uti- 
justly. 

24  Who  hiS  own  self  bore  ourr 
sins  in  his  body  upon  the  tree :  that 
we  being  dead  to  sins,  should  live 
to  justice  :  by  whose  stripes  you 
were  healed. 

25  For  you  were  as  sheep  going 
astray  :  but  you  are  now  convert¬ 
ed  to  the  shepherd  and  bishop  of 
your  souls 

CHAP.  III. 

H  ovrwivcs  are  to  behave  to  the  if  hu 
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IN  like  manner  also  let  wives  be 
subject  to  their  husbands:  that 
jf  any  believe  not  the  word,  they 
may  be  won  without  the  word,  by 
the  conversation  of  the  wives. 

2  Considering  your  chaste  con¬ 
versation  with  rear. 

3  Whose  adorning  let  it  not  be 
the  outward  plaiting  of  the  hair, 
or  the  wearing  of  gold,  or  the  put¬ 
ting  on  of  apparel  : 

4  But  the  hidden  man  of  the 
heart  in  the  incorruptibility  of  a 
quiet  and  a  meek  spirit,  which  is 
rich  in  the  sight  of  God. 

5  For  after  this  manner  hereto¬ 
fore  the  holy  women  also,  who 
trusted  in  God,  adorned  themselves, 
being  in  subjection  to  their  own 
husbands. 

6  As  Sara  obeyed  Abraham,  cal¬ 
ling  him  lord :  whose  daughters 
you  are,  doing  well,  and  not  fear¬ 
ing  any  disturbance. 

7  Ye  husbands  likewise  dwelling 
with  them  according  to  knowledge, 
giving  honour  to  the  female  as  to 
tne  weaker  vessel,  arid  as  to  the 
coheirs  of  the  grace  of  life  :  that 
your  prayers  be  not  hindered. 

8  And  in  fine  be  ye  all  of  one 
mind,  having  compassion  one  of 
another,  being  lovers  of  the  brother¬ 
hood,  merciful,  modest,  humble  : 

9  Not  rendering  evil  for  evil, 
nor  railing  for  railing,  but  contrari¬ 
wise,  blessing:  for  unto  this  are 
you  called,  that  you  may  inherit  a 

blessing. 

1 0  For  he  that  will  love  life ,  and  see 
■good  days ,  let  him  refrain  his  tongue 
from  evil,  and  his  lips  that  they  speak 
no  guile. 

11  Let  him  decline  from  evil ,  and 
Ho  g'>od :  let  him  seek  after  peace,  and 
pur  rue  it: 

12  Because  the  eyes  of  the  Lord  are 
\tpon  the  just,  and  his  ears  unto  their 
prayers  :  but  the  countenance  of  the  Lord 
upon  them  that  do  evil  things. 

13  And  who  is  he  that  can  hurt 
you,  if  you  be  zealous  of  good  ? 

14  But  if  also  you  suffer  any 
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thing  for  justice  sake,  blessed  are 
ye.  And  be  not  afraid  of  their 
(ear,  and  be  not  troubled. 

15  But  sanctify  the  Lord  Christ 
in  your  hearts,  being  ready  alway9 
to  satisfy  every  one  that  askethyou 
a  reason  of  that  hope  which  is  in 
you. 

16  But  with  modesty  and  fear, 
having  a  good  conscience  :  that 
whereas  they  speak  evil  of  you, 
they  may  be  ashamed  who  falsely 
accuse  your  good  conversation  in 
Christ. 

17  For  it  is  better  doing  well  Gf 
such  be  the  will  of  God)  to  suffer, 
than  doing  ill. 

18  Because  Christ  also  died  once 
for  our  sins,'  the  just  for  the  unjust : 
that  he  might  offer  us  to  Gnd,  being 
put  to  death  indeed  in  the  flesh,  but 
enlivened  in  the  spirit. 

19  In  which  also  coming  he 
preached  to  those  spirits  that  were 
in  prison  : 

20  Which  had  been  some  time 
incredulous,  when  they  waited  for 
the  patience  of  God  in  the  days  of 
Noe,  when  the  ark  was  a  building: 
wherein  a  few,  that  is,  eight  souls 
were  6aved  by  water. 

21  Whereunto  baptism  being  of 
the  like  form,  now  saveth  you  also', 
not  the  putting  away  of  the  filth  of 
the  flesh,  but  the  examination  of  a 
good  conscience  towards  God  by 
the  resurrection  of  Jesus  Christ. 

22  Who  is  on  the  right  hand  of 
God,  swallowing  down  death,  that 
we.  might  be  made  heirs  of  life 
everlasting:  being  gone  into  heaven, 
the  angels  and  powers  and  virtues 
being  made  sul ject  to  him. 

CHAP.  IV. 

Exhortation  to  cease  from  sin. 

CHRIST  therefoie  having  suffer¬ 
ed  in  the  flesh,  be  you  also 
armed  with  the  same  thought :  for 
he  that  hath  suffered  in  the  flesh, 
hath  ceased  from  sins  : 

2  That  now  he  may  live  the  rest 
of  bis  time  in  the  flesh,  not  after 
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the  desires  of  men,  but  according 

to  the  will  of  God. 

3  For  the  time  past  is  sufficient 
to  have  fulfilled  the  will  of  the  gen¬ 
tiles,  for  them  who  have  walked  in 
riotousness,  lusts,  excess  of  wine, 
reveU'mgs,  hanquetings,  and  unlaw¬ 
ful  worshipping  of  idols. 

4  Wherein  they  think  it  strange, 
that  you  run  not  with  them  into 
the  same  confusion  of  riotousness, 
speaking  evil  of  you. 

5  Who  shall  render  account  to 
him,  who  is  ready  to  judge  the  liv¬ 
ing  and  the  dead. 

6  For,  for  this  cause  was  the 
gospel  preached  also  to  the  dead : 
that  they  might  be  judged  indeed 
according  to  men,  in  the  flesh:  but 
may  live  according  to  God  in  the 
Spirit. 

7  But  the  end  of  all  is  at  hand. 
Be  prudent  therefore,  and  watch  in 
prayers. 

H  But  before  all  things  have  a 
constant  mutual  charity  among 
yourselves:  for  charily  covereth  a 
multitude  of  sins. 

9  Using  hospitality  one. towards 
another  without  murmuring. 

10  As  every  man  hath  received 
grace,  ministering  the  same  one  to 
another:  as  good  stewards  of  the 
manifold  grace  of  God. 

11  If  any  man  speak,  let  him  speak 
as  the  words  of  God  If  any  man 
minister,  let  htm  do  it  as  of  the  pow¬ 
er,  which  God  administereth  :  that 
in  all  things  C^od  may  be  honoured 
through  Jesus  Christ ;  to  whom  is 
glory  and  empire  for  ever  and  ever. 
Amen. 

12  Dearly  beloved,  think  not 
jlrange  the  burning  heat  which  is 
to  try  you,  as  if  some  new  thing 
happened  to  you  • 

13  But  if  you  partake  of  the  suf¬ 
ferings  of  Christ,  rejoice,  that  when 
his  glory  shall  be  revealed  you  may 
also  be  glad  with  exceeding  joy 

14  If  you  be  reproached  lor  the 
name  of  Christ,  you  shall  be  bles- 
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sed :  for  that  which  is  of  the  honour, 
glory  and  power  of  God,  and  that 
which  is  his  Spirit,  resteth  upon  you. 

15  But  let  none  of  you  suffer  as 
a  murderer,  or  a  thief,  or  a  railer, 
or  a  coveter  of  other  men’s  things. 

16  But  if  as  a  Christian,  let  him 
not  be  ashamed,  but  let  him  glorify 
God  in  this  name. 

17  For  the  time  is  that  judg¬ 
ment  should  begin  at  the  house  of 
God.  And  if  first  at  us,  what  shall 
be  the  end  of  them  that  believe  not 
the  gospel  of  God  ? 

18  And  if  the  just  man  shall 
scarcely  be  saved,  where  shall  the 
ungodly  and  the  sinner  appear  ? 

19  Wherefore  let  them  also  that 
suffer  according  to  the  will  of  God, 
commend  their  souls  in  good  deeds 
to  the  faithful  Creator. 

CHAP.  V. 

He  exhorts  both  priests  and  laity  to  their 
respective  duiiet. 

HE  antients  therefore  that  are 
among  yon,  I  beseech,  who  am 
myself  also  an  antient,  and  a  wit¬ 
ness  of  the  sufferings  of  Christ,  as 
also  a  partaker  of  that  glory  which 
is  to  be  revealed  in  time  to  come  : 

2  Feed  the  flock  of  God  which  is 
among  you,  taking  care  of  it  not  by 
constraint,  but  willingly  according 
to  God :  not  for  filthy  lucre's  sake, 
but  voluntarily : 

3  Neither  as  lording  it  over  the 
clergy,  but  being  made  a  pattern  of 
the  flock  from  the  heart. 

4  And  when  the  prince  of  pastors 
shall  appear,  you  shall  receive  a  ne¬ 
ver-fading  crown  of  glory. 

5  In  like  manner  ye  young  mer. 
be  subject  to  the  antients.  And  do 
ye  ail  insinuate  humility  one  to  ano¬ 
ther,  for  God  resisteth  the  proud, 
but  to  the  humble  he  giueth  grace. 

6  Re  you  humbled  therefore  under 
the  mighty  hand  ofGod,lhathc  may 
exalt  you  in  the  time  of  visitation. 

7  Casting  all  ycurcare  upon  him, 
for  ht  hath  care  of  you. 

8  Be  sober  and  watch  :  because 
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your  adversary  the  devil,  as  a  roar¬ 
ing  lion,  goeth  about,  Peeking  whom 
he  may  devour. 

9  Whom  resist  ye,  strong  in 
faith:  knowing  that  the  same  afflic¬ 
tion  befals  your  brethren  who  are 
in  the  world. 

10  But  the  God  of  all  grace,  who 
hath  called  us  unto  his  eternal 
glory,  in  Christ  Jesus,  after  you 
have  suffered  a  little,  will  himself 
perfect  you,  and  confirm  you,  and 
establish  you. 
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11  To  him  be  glory  and  empire 
for  ever  and  ever.  Amen. 

12  By  Sylvanus,  a  faithful  bro¬ 
ther  unto  you,  as  I  think,  I  have 
written  briefly  :  beseeching  and  tes¬ 
tifying  that  this  is  the  true  grace  of 
God,  wherein  you  stand. 

13  The  church  that  is  in  Baby¬ 
lon,  elected  together  with  you,  salu- 
teth  you :  and  so  doth  my  son  Mark 

14  Salute  one  another  with  a  holy 
kiss.  Grace  be  to  alKyou  who  are 
in  Christ  Jesus.  Amen. 


The  SECOND  EPISTLE  of  St.  PETER. 
CHAP.  I. 


He  exhorts  them  to  join  all  other 
virtues  with  their  faith. 
IMON  Peter,  servaift  and  apos¬ 
tle  of  Jesus  Christ,  to  them  that 
have  obtained  equal  faith  with  us  in 
the  justice  of  our  God  and  Saviour 
Jssus  Christ. 

2  Grace  to  you  and  peace  be  ac¬ 
complished  in  the  knowledge  of  God 
and  of  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord  : 

3  As  all  things  of  his  divine  pow. 
er,  which  appertain  to  life  and  god¬ 
liness,  are  given  us,  through  the 
knowledge  of  him  who  hath  called 
us  by  his  own  proper  glory  and 
virtue. 

4  By  whom  he  hath  given  us 
fnost  great  and  precious  promises  : 
that  by  these  you  may  be  made  par- 
takers  of  the  divine  nature:  flying 
the  corruption  of  that  concupiscence 
which  is  in  the  world. 

6  And  you  employing  all  care, 
minister  in  your  faith,  virtue:  and 
in  virtue,  knowledge: 

6  And  in  knowledge,  abstinence: 
and  in  abstinence,  patience:  and  in 
patience,  godliness: 

7  And  in  godliness,  love  of  bro¬ 
therhood  :  and  in  love  of  brother¬ 
hood,  charity. 

8  For  if  these  things  be  with  you, 
and  abound,  they  will  make  you  to 
be  neither  empty  nor  unfruitful  in 
the  knowledge  of  our  Lord  Jssus 
Christ. 


9  For  he  that  hath  not  theae 
things  with  him,,  is  blind,  and  grop¬ 
ing,  having  forgotten  that  he  was 
purged  from  his  old  sins. 

10  Wherefore,  brethren,  labour 
the  more,  that  by  good  works  you 
may  make  sure  your  calling  and 
election.  For  doing  these  things, 
you  shall  not  sin  at  any  time. 

11  For  so  an  entrance  shall  be 
ministered  to  you  abundantly  into 
the  everlasting  kingdom  of  our  Lord 
and  Saviour  Jesus  Christ. 

12  For  which  cause  I  will  begin 
to  put  you  always  in  remembrance 
of  these  things:  though  indeed  you 
know  them)  and  are  confirmed  in 
the  present  truth. 

13  But  I  think  it  meet,  as  long  aa 
I  am  in  this  tabernacle,  to  stir  you 
up  by  putting  you  in  remembrance. 

14  Being  assured  that  the  laying 
away  of  this  my  tabernacle  is  at 
hand,  according  as  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  also  hath  signified  to  me. 

15  And  I  will  do  my  endeavour, 
that  after  my  decease  also,  you  may 
often  have,  whereby  you  may  keep 
a  memory  of  these  things. 

16  For  we  have  not  followed 
cunningly  devised  fables,  when  we 
made  known  to  you  the  power  and 
presence  of  our  Lord  Jbsus  Christ: 
but  having  been  made  eye  witness 
of  his  majesty 

17  For,  he  received  from  God 
the  Father,  honour  and  glory  ;  this 
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rofce  Coming  down  to  him  from  the 
excellent  glory,  This  is  my  beloved 
Son  in  whom  I  have  pleased  myself \ 
hear  ye  him, 

18  And  this  voice  we  heard 
brought  from  heaven,  when  we 
were  with  him  in  the  holy  mount. 

19  And  we  have  the  more  firm 
prophetical  word:  whereunto  you 
do  well  to  attend,  as  to  a  light  that 
ehineth  in  a  dark  place,  until  the 
day  dawn,  and  the  day-star  arise  in 
your  hearts  : 

20  Understanding  this  first,  that 
no  prophecy  of  scripture  is  made 
by  private  interpretation, 

21  For  prophecy  came  not  by  the 
will  of  man  at  any  time  :  but  the 
holy  men  of  God  spoke,  inspired  by 
the  Holy  Ghost. 

CHAP.  IT. 

He  warns  them  against  false  teacher  t. 
¥>  UT  there  were  also  false  pro- 
phets  among  the  people,  even 
as  there  shall  be  among  you  lying 
teachers  who  shall  bring  in  sects  ol 
perdition,  and  deny  the  Lord  who 
bought  them  :  bringing  upon  them¬ 
selves  swift  destruction. 

2  And  many  shall  follow  their 
riotousnesses,  through  whom  the  way 
of  truth  shall  be  evd  spoken  of. 

3  And  through  covetousness 
shall  they  with  feigned  words  make 
merchandize  of  you.  Whose  judg¬ 
ment  now  of  a  long  time  lingereth 
not,  and  their  perdition  slumbereth 
out. 

4  For  if  God  spared  not  the  an¬ 
gels  that  sinneu  :  but  delivered 
them  drawn  down  by  infernal  ropes 
io  the  lower  hell,  unto  torments,  to 
be  reserved  unto  judgment: 

5  And  spared  not  the  original 
world,  but  preserved  Noe  the  eighth 
person  the  preacher ot  justice,  bring¬ 
ing  in  the  flood  upon  the  world  of 
the  ungodly. 

6  And  reducing  the  cities  of  the 
Sodomites  and  of  the  Gomorrhites 
mto  ashes,  condemned  them  to  be 
overthrown,  making  them  an  eiam- 
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pig'  to  those  that  should  after  act 

wickedly. 

7  And  delivered  just  Lot  oppres¬ 
sed  by  the  injustice  and  lewd  con¬ 
versation  of  the  wicked. 

'  8  For  in  6ight  and  hearing  he  was 
just:  dwelling  among  them,  who 
from  day  to  day  vexed  the  just  soul 
with  unjust  works. 

9  The  Lord  knowethhow  to  de¬ 
liver  the  godly  from  temptation,  but 
to  reserve  the  unjust  unto  the  day 
of  judgment  to  he  tormented: 

10  And  especially  them  who 
walk  after  the  flesh  in  the  lust  of 
uncleanness,  and  despise  govern¬ 
ment,  audacious,  self-; w died,  they 
fear  not  to  bring  in  sects,  blasphem¬ 
ing. 

11  Whereas  angels  who  are 
greater  in  strength  and  power, 
bring  not  against  themselves  a  rail¬ 
ing  judgment. 

12  But  these  men  as  irrational 
beasts,  naturally  tending  to  the 
snare  and  to  destruction,  blasphem¬ 
ing  those  things  which  they  know 
not  shall  perish  in  their  corruption, 

13  Receiving  the  reward  of  their 
injustice,  counting  tor  a  pleasure 
the  delights  of  a  day:  stains  and 
spots,  sporting  themselves  to  excess, 
rioting  in  their  feasts  with  you. 

14  Having  eyes  full  of  adultery 
and  of  sin  lhatceaseth  not:  alluring 
unstable  souls,  having  their  heart 
exercised  with  covetousness,  chil¬ 
dren  of  malediction: 

15  Leaying  the  right  way  they 
have  gone  astray,  having  followed 
the  way  of  Balaam  of  Bosor,  who 
loved  the  wages  ofiniquity, 

16  But  had  a  check  of  his  mad¬ 
ness,  the  dumb  beast  used  to  the 
yoke,  which  speaking  with- man’s 
voice,  forbade  the  folly  of  thi  pro¬ 
phet. 

17  These  are  fountains  without 
water  and  clouds  tossed  with  whirl¬ 
winds,  to  whom  the  mist  of  dark¬ 
ness  is  reserved. 

18  F  or,  gpeakin**  nroud  words  oil 
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vanity,  they  allure  by  the  desires  of 
fleshly  riotousness,  those  who  for  a 
little  while  escape,  6uch  as  converse 
In  error : 

19  Promising  them  liberty,  whereas 
they  themselves  are  the  slaves  of 
corruption.  For  by  whom  a  man 
is  overcome,  of  the  same  also  he  is 
the  slave. 

20  For  if,  flying  from  the  pollu¬ 
tions  of  the  world  through  the 
knowledge  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour 
Jesus  Christ,  they  be  again  entan¬ 
gled  in  them,  and  overcome-  their 
latter  state  is  become  unto  them 
worse  than  the  former. 

21  For  it  had  been  better  for 
them  not  to  have  known  the  way 
of  justice,  than  after  they  have 
known  it  to  turn  back  from  that 
holy  commandment  which  was  de¬ 
livered  to  them. 

22  For,  that  of  the  true  proverb 
has  happened  to  them.  The  dog 
is  returned  to  his  vomit:  and.  The 
sow  that  was  washed,  to  her  wal¬ 
lowing  in  the  mire. 

CHAP.  III. 

Against  scoffers  denying  the  second 
coming  of  Christ. 

EHOLD  this  second  epistle  I 
write  to  you,  my  dearly  be¬ 
loved,  in  which  I  stir  up  by  way  of 
admonition  your  sincere  mind  : 

2  That  you  may  be  mindful  of 
those  words  which  I  told  you  be¬ 
fore  from  the  holy  prophets,  and  of 
your  apostles,  of  the  precepts  of  the 
Lord  and  Saviour. 

3  Knowing  this  first,  that  in  the 
last  days  there  shall  come  deceitful 
scoffers,  walking  after  their  own 
lusts, 

4  Saying:  Where  is  his  promise 
or  his  coming?  for  since  the  time 
that  the  fathers  slept,  all  things 
continue  as  they  were  from  the  be¬ 
ginning  of  the  creation. 

5  For  this  they  are  wilfully  ig¬ 
norant  of,  that  the  heavens  were  be¬ 
fore,  and  the  earth,  out  of  water, 
and  through  water,  consisting  by

the  word  of  God. 

6  Whereby  the  world  that  then 
was,  being  overflowed  with  water, 
perished. 

7  But  the  heavens  and  the  earth 
which  are  now,  by  the  same  word 
are  kept  in  store,  reserved  unto  fire 
against  the  day  of  judgment  and 
perdition  of  the  ungodly  men 

8  But  of  this  one  thing  be  not 
ignorant,  my  beloved,  that  one  day 
withtheLordisasa  thousand  years, 
and  a  thousand  years  as  one  day. 

9  The  Lord  delayeth  not  his  pro¬ 
mise,  as  some  imagine  :  butdealeth 
patiently  for  your  sake,  not  willing 
that  any  should  perish,  but  that  all 
should  return  to  penance. 

10  But  the  day  of  the  Lord  shall 
come  as  a  thief,  in  which  the  hea¬ 
vens  shall  pass  away  with  great 
violence,  and  the  elements  shall  be 
melted  with  heat,  and  the  earth 
and  the  works  which  are  in  it  shall 
be  burnt  up. 

11  Seeing  then  that  all  these 
things  are  to  be  dissolved,  what 
manner  of  people  ought  you  to  be  in 
holy  conversation  and  godliness, 

12  Looking  for  and  hastening 
unto  the  coming  of  the  day  of  the 
Lord,  by  whicli  the  heavens  being 
on  fire  shall  be  dissolved,  and  the 
elements  shall  melt  with  the  burn¬ 
ing  heat  ? 

13  But  we  look  for  new  heavens 
and  a  new  earth  according  to  his 
promises,  in  which  justice  dwelleth. 

14  Wherefore,  dearly  beloved,  see¬ 
ing  that  you  look  for  these  things, 
be  diligent  that  ye  may  be  found  un¬ 
defiled  and  unspotted  tohim  in  peace:

in  which  are  certain  things  hard  to 
be  understood,  which  the  unlearned 
and  unstable  wrest,  aa  they  dr 
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also  the  other  scriptures  to  their  stedfastness.

17  You  therefore,  brethren,  know-  knowledge  of  our  Lord  and  Savi- 
ing  these  things  before,  take  heed,  our  Jesus  Christ.  To  him  be  glory 
lest  being  led  aside  by  the  error  of  both  now  and  unto  the  day  of  eler- 
the  unwise,  you  fall  from  your  own  nity.  Amen. 

"  The  first  EPISTLE  of  St.  JOHN  lh<r  APOSTLE. 


CHAP.  I. 

Saint  John  u  ordered  to  write  to  the 
seven  churches  in  Asia. 
rPHAT  which  was  from  the  he- 
4  ginning,  which  we  have  heard, 
which  we  have  seen  with  our  eyes, 
which  we  have  looked  upon,  and 
our  hands  have  handled,  of  the 
word  of  the  life : 

2  For  the  life  was  manifested: 
and  we  have  seen,  and  do  bear  wit¬ 
ness,  and  declare  unto  you  the  life 
eternal  which  was  with  the  Father, 
and  hath  appeared  to  us: 

3  That  which  we  have  seen  and 
have  heard,  we  declare  unto  you, 
that  you  also  may  have  fellowship 
witli  us,  and  our  fellowship  may  be 
with  the  Father,  and  with  his  Son 
Jesus  Christ. 

4  And  these  things  we  write  to 
you,  that  you  may  rejoice,  and 
your  joy  may  be  full, 

5  And  this  is  the  declaration 
which  we  have  heard  from  him,  and 
declare  unto  you  :  That  God  is 
light,  and  in  him  thereisno  darkness. 

G  If  we  say  that  we  have  fellow¬ 
ship  with  him,  and  walk  in  dark¬ 
ness,  we  lie,  and  do  not  the  truth. 

7  But  it  we  walk  in  the  light,  as 
he  also  is  in  the  light ;  we  have  fel¬ 
lowship  one  with  another,  and  the 
blood  of  Jesus  Christ  his  Son  cleans- 
eth  us  from  all  sin. 

8  If  we  say  that  we  have  no  sin  ; 
we  deceive  ourselves,  and  the  truth 
id  not  in  us. 

9  If  we  confess  our  sins;  he  is 
faithful  and  just,  to  forgive  us  our 
sins, and  to  cleanse  us  from  all  iniquity 

10  If  we  say  that  we  have  not 
sinned  ;  we  make  him  a  liar,  and 
bis  word  is  not  in  us. 


CHAP.  II. 

Directions  what  to  write  to  the  angels 
or  bishops  of  Ephesus ,  S^c. 

Y  little  children,  these  things 
I  write  to  you  that  you  may 
not  sin.  But  if  any  man  sin,  we 
have  an  advocate  with  the  Father, 
Jesus  Christ  the  just : 

2  And  he  is  the  propitiation  for 
our  sins  :  and  not  for  ours  only,  but 
also  for  those  of  the  whole  world. 

3  And  by  this  we  know  that  we 
have  known  him,  if  we  keep  his 
coYnmandments. 

4  He  who  sailh  that  he  knoweth 
him,  and  keepeth  not  his  command¬ 
ments,  is  a  liar,  and  the  truth  is 
not  in  him  : 

5  But  he  that  keepeth  his  word, 
in  him  in  very  deed  the  charity  of 
God  is  perfected:  and  by  this  we 
know  that  wre  are  in  him. 

6  He  that  sailh  he  abideth  in 
him,  ought  himself  also  to  walk, 
even  as  he  walked. 

7  Dearly  beloved,  I  write  not  a 
new  commandment  to  you,  but  an 
old  commandment  which  you  had 
from  the  beginning.  The  old  com¬ 
mandment  is  the  word  which  you 
have  heard. 

8  Again  a  new  commandment  I 
write  unto  you,  which  thing  is  true 
both  in  him  and  in  you  :  because 
thgdarkness  is  passed  and  the  true 
light  now  shinelh. 

9  He  that  saith  he  is  in  the  light, 
and  hateth  his  brother,  is  in  dark¬ 
ness  even  until  now. 

10  He  that  loveth  his  brother, 
abideth  in  the  light,  and  there  is  no 
scandal  in  him. 

11  But  he  that  hateth  his  brother, 
ia in  darkness,  and  walketh  in  dark-

ness,  and  knoweth  not  whither  he 
goeth:  becauce  the  darkness  bath 
blinded  his  eyes. 

12  I  write  unto  you,  little  chil¬ 
dren,  because  your  sins  are  for¬ 
given  you  for  his  name's  sake. 

43  I  write  unto  you,  fathers,  be¬ 
cause  you  have  known  him,  who  is 
from  the  beginning.  I  write  unto 
you,  young  men,  because  you  have 
overcome  the  wicked  one. 

14  I  write  unto  you,  babes,  be¬ 
cause  you  have  known  the  Father. 
I  write  unto  you,  young  men,  be¬ 
cause  you  are  strong,  and  the  word 
of  God  abideth  in  you,  and  you 
have  overcome  the  wicked  one. 

16  Love  not  the  world,  nor  the 
things  that  are  in  the  world.  If  any 
man  love  the  world,  the  charity  of 
the  Father  is  not  in  him. 

16  For  all  that  is  in  the  world, 
is  the  concupiscence  of  the  flesh, 
and  the  concupiscence  of  the  eyes, 
and  the  pride  of  life,  which  is  not 
of  the  Father,  but  is  of  the  world. 

17  And  the  world  passelh  away, 
and  the  concupiscence  thereof. 
But  he  that  doth  the  will  of  God, 
abideth  for  ever. 

18  Little  children,  it  is  the  last 
hour:  and  as  you  have  heard  that 
Antichrist  ccmeth :  even  now  there 
are  become  many  Antichrists:  where¬ 
by  we  know  that  it  is  the  last  hour. 

19  They  went  out  from  us  ;  but 
they  were  not  of  us.  For  if  they 
had  been  of  us,  they  would  no 
doubt  have  remained  with  us:  but 
that  they  may  be  manifest,  that 
they  are  not  all  of  us. 

20  But  you  have  the  unction  from 
.he  Holy  one,  and  know  all  things. 

21  1  have  not  written  to  you  as 
to  them  that  know  not  the  truth, 
but  as  to  them  that  know  it:  and 
that  no  lie  is  of  the  truth. 

22  Who  is  a  liar,  but  he  who 
denieth  that  Jesus  is  the  Christ? 
This  is  Antichrist,  who  denieth  the 
Father  and  the  Son. 

13  Whosoever  denieth  the  Son, 
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the  same  hath  not  the  Father.  He 
that  confessed)  the  Son.  hath  the 
Father  also. 

24  As  for  you,  let  that  which  you 
have  heard  from  the  beginning,  a- 
bide  in  you.  If  that  abide  in  you, 
which  you  have  heard  from  the  be¬ 
ginning,  you  also  shall  abide  in  the 
Son  and  in  the  Father. 

25  And  this  is  the  promise  which 
he  hath  promised  us,  life  everlasting. 

26  These  things  have  I  written  to 
you  concerning  them  that  seduceyou 

27  And  as  fur  you,  let  the  uncti¬ 
on,  which  you  have  received  Irom 
him,  abide  in  you.  And  you  have  no 
need  that  any  man  teach  you  :  but 
as  his  unction  teacheth  you  of  all 
things,  and  is  truth,  and  is  no  he.  And 
as  it  hath  taught  you,  abide  in  him. 

28  And  now,  little  children,  abide 
in  him  :  that  when  he  shall  appear, 
we  may  have  confidence,  and  not  be 
confounded  by  him  at  his  corning. 

29  If  you  know,  that  he  is  just  : 
know  ye,  that  every  one  also,  who 
doth  justice,  is  horn  of  him. 

CHAP.  III. 

Of  the  love  oj  God  to  us • 
EHOLD  what  maimer  of  cha- 
rity  the  Father  hath  bestowed 
upon  us,  that  we  should  be  called, 
and  should  be  the  sons  ot  God. 
Therefore  the  world  knoweth  not 
us,  because  it  knew  not  him. 

2  Dearly  beloved,  we  are  now  the 
the  sons  of  God  ;  and  it  hath  not 
yet  appeared  w  hat  we  shall  be.  We 
know',  that,  when  he  shall  appear, 
we  shall  be  like  to  him:  because 
we  shall  see  him  *s  he  is. 

3  And  every  one  that  hath  this 
hope  in  him,  sanctifieth  himself,  as 
he  also  is  holy. 

4  Whosoever  commit teth  Bin 
commiitelh  also  iniquity  .  and  sin 
is  iniquity. 

5  And  you  know' that  he  appear¬ 
ed  to  take  away  our  sins,  and  in 
him  there  is  no  sin. 

6  Whosoever  abideth  in  him,  ain- 
Deth  not ;  and  whosoever  buimcUi 
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hath  not  seen  him,  nor  known  him. 

7  Little  children,  let  no  man  de¬ 
ceive  you.  He  that  doth  justice,  is 
just:  even  as  he  is  just. 

8  lie  that  commilteth  sin,  is  of 
the  devil  :  for  the  devil  sinneth  from 
the  beginning.  For  this  purpose,  the 
Son  of  God  appeared,  that  ne  might 
destroy  the  works  of  the  devil. 

9  Whosoever  is  born  of  God  com- 
mitteth  not  sin:  for  his  seed  abideth 
in  him,  and  he  cannot  sin,  because 
he  is  born  of  God. 

10  In  this  the  children  of  God 
are  manifest,  and  the  children  of  the 
devil.  Whosoever  is  not  just,  is 
not  of  God,  nor  he  that  loveth  not 
his  brother. 

11  For  this  is  the  declaration, 
which  you  have  heard  from  the  be¬ 
ginning,  that  you  should  love  one 
another. 

12  Not  as  Cain,  who  was  of  the 
wicked  one,  and  killed  his  brother. 
And  wherefore  did  he  kill  him  ?  Be¬ 
cause  his  own  works  were  wicked  : 
and  his  brother's  just. 

13  Wonder  not,  brethren,  if  the 
world  hate  you. 

14  We  know  that  we  have  passed 
from  death  to  life,  because  we  love 
the  brethren.  He  that  loveth  not, 
abideth  in  death. 

15  Wh  osoever  hatethhis  brother, 
is  a  murderer.  And  you  know  that 
no  murderer  hath  eternal  life  abi¬ 
ding  in  himself. 

16  In  this  we  have  known  the 
charity  of  God,  because  he  hath 
laid  down  his  life  for  us  :  and  we 
ought  to  lay  down  our  lives  for  the 
brethren. 

17  He  that  hath  the  substance  of 
this  world,  and  shall  see  his  brother 
in  iced,  and  shall  put  up  his  bow¬ 
els  .rom  him  :  how  doth  the  charity 
of  God  abide  in  him  ? 

18  My  httie  children,  let  us  not 
love  in  word,  nor  in  tongue,  but  in 
deed,  and  in  truth. 

19  In  this  we  know  that  we  are 
to  the  truth  :  and  in  his  sight  shall 


persuade  our  hearts. 

20  For  if  our  heart  reprehend  us, 
God  is  greater  than  our  heart,  and 
knowelh  all  things. 

21  Dearly  beloved,  if  our  heart 
do  not  reprehend  us,  we  have  con¬ 
fidence  towards  God. 

22  And  whatsoever  we  shall  ask, 
we  shall  receive  of  him  :  because 
we  keep  his  commandments,  and 
do  those  things  which  are  pleasing 
in  his  sight. 

23  And  this  is  his  commandment, 
1 1  rat  we  should  believe  in  the  name 
of  his  Son  Jesus  Christ:  and  love 
one  another,  as  he  hath  given  com¬ 
mandment  unto  us. 

2*  And  he  that  keepeth  his  com¬ 
mandments,  abideth  in  him,  and  he 
in  him.  And  in  this  we  know  that 
he  abideth  in  us,  by  the  Spirit  which 
he  hath  given  us. 

CHAP.  IV. 

IVfcat  spirits  ure  ofGudy  and  what  not. 

EARLY  beloved,  believe  not 
every  spirit,  but  try  the  spirits 
if  they  be  of  God:  because  many 
false  prophets  are  gone  out  into 
the  world. 

2  By  this  is  the  spirit  of  God 
known.  Every  spirit,  which  confes- 
seth  that  Jesus  Christ  is  come  in 
the  flesh,  is  of  God  : 

3  And  every  spirit,  that  dissol- 
veth  Jesus,  is  not  of  God  :  and  this 
is  Antichrist,  of  whom  you  have 
heard  that  he  ccrneLh,  and  he  is  now 
already  in  the  world. 

4  You  are  of  God,  little  children, 
and  haye  overcome  him.  Because 
greater  is  he  that  is  in  you,  than  he 
that  is  in  the  world. 

5  They  are  ol  the  world  :  there¬ 
fore  of  the  world  they  speak,  and 
tiie  world  heareth  them. 

6  We  are  of  God.  He  that 
knovveth.  God,  heareth  us.  He 
that  is  not  of  God,  heareth  us  not. 
By  this  we  know  the  spirit  of  truth, 
and  the  spirit  of  errox. 

7  Dearly  beloved,  let  us  love  one 
anoth®r  :  for  charity  is  of  God.  Aad 
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every  one  that  loveth,  is  born  of 
God,  and  knoweth  God. 

8  He  that  loveth  not,  knoweth 
not  God  :  for  God  is  charity. 

9  By  this  hath  the  charity  of  God 
appeared  towards  us,  because  God 
hath  sent  his  only  begotten  Son  in¬ 
to  the  world,  that  we  may  live  by 
him. 

10  In  this  is  charity:  not  as 
though  we  had  loved  God,  but  be¬ 
cause  he  hath  first  loved  us,  and 
sent  his  Son  to  be  a  propitiation 
for  our  sins. 

11  My  dearest,  if  God  hath  so 
loved  us  ;  we  also  ought  to  love 
one  another. 

13  No  man  hath  seen  God  at 
any  time.  If  we  love  one  another, 
God  abideth  in  us,  and  his  charity 
is  perfected  in  us. 

13  In  this  we  know  that  we  abide 
in  him,  and  he  in  us ;  because  he 
hath  given  us  of  his  spirit. 

14  And  we  have  seen,  and  do 
testify,  that-the  Father  hath  sent  his 
Son  to  be  the  Saviour  of  the  world. 

15  Whosoever  shall  confess  that 
Jesus  is  the  Son  of  God,  God  abid¬ 
eth  in  him,  and  he  in  God. 

16  And  we  have  known,  and 
have  believed  the  charity,  which 
God  hath  to  us.  God  is  charity  : 
and  he  that  abideth  in  charity, 
abideth  in  God,  and  God  in  him. 

17  in  this  is  the  charity  of  God 
perfected  with  us,  that  we  may 
have  confidence  in  the  day  of  judg¬ 
ment  :  because  as  he  is,  we  also  are 
in  this  world. 

18  Fear  is  not  in  charity:  but 
perfect  charity  casteth  out  fear,  be¬ 
cause  fear  hath  pain.  And  he  that 
feareth,  is  not  perfected  in  charity. 

19  Let  us  therefore  love  God, 
because  God  first  hath  loved  us. 

20  If  any  man  say,  I  love  God, 
and  hateth  his  brother  ;  he  is  a 
liar.  For  he  that  loveth  not  his 
brother,  whom  he  seeth,  how  can 
he  love  God  whom  he  seeth  not? 

SI  And  this  commandment  we 


have  from  God,  that  he,  who  loveth 
God,  love  also  his  brother. 

CHAP.  V. 


Of  them  that  are  born  of  God  and  of 
true  charity . 


HOSOEVER.  believeth  that 
"  ’  Jesus  is  the  Christ,  is  born 
of  God.  And  every  one  that  loveth 
him  who  begot,  loveth  him  also  who 
is  born  of  him. 

2  In  this  we  know  that  we  love 
the  children  of  God  :  when  we  love 
God,  and  keep  his  commandmento. 

3  For  this  is  the  charity  of  God, 
that  we  keep  his  commandments: 
and  hiscommandments  arenot  heavy 

4  For  whatsoever  is  born  of  God, 
overcometh  the  world  :  And  this  is 
the  victory  which  overcometh  the 
world,  our  faith. 

5  Who  is  he  that  overcometh  the 
world,  but  he  that  believeth  that 
Jesus  is  the  Son  of  God  ? 

C  This  is  he  that  came  by  wate* 
and  blood,  Jesus  Christ:  not  by 
water  only,  but  by  water  and  blood. 
And  it  is  the  Spirit  which  testifieth, 
that  Christ  is  the  truth. 

7  And  there  are  three  who  givo 
testimony  in  heaven,  the  Father, 
the  Word,  and  the  holy  Ghost. 
And  these  three  are  one. 

8  And  there  are  three  that  give 
testimony  on  earth  :  the  spirit,  and 
the  water,  and  the  blood,  -and  these 
three  are  one. 

9  If  we  receive  the  testimony  of 
men,  the  testimony  of  God  is  great¬ 
er.  For  this  is  the  testimony  of  God 
which  is  greater,  because  he  hath 
testified  of  his  S  on. 

10  He  that  believeth  in  the  Son 
of  God,  hath  the  testimony  cf  God 
in  himself.  He  that  believeth  not 
the  Son,  maketh  him  a  liar  :  because 
lie  believeth  not  in  the  testimony 
which  God  hath  testified  of  his  Son. 

11  And  this  is  the  testimony,  that 
God  hath  given  to  us  eternal  life. 
And  this  life  is  in  his  Son.  - 

12  He  that  hath  the  Son,  hath 
life.  He  that  bath  not  the  Son. 
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hath  not  life. 

13  These  things  I  write  to  you, 
that  you  may  know  that  you  have 
eternal  life,  you  who  believe  in  the 
name  cf  the  Son  of  God. 

14  And  this  is  the  confidence 
which  we  have  towards  him  :  That, 
whatsoever  we  shall  ask  according 
to  his  will,  he  heareth  us. 

]5  Abu  we  know  that  he  heareth 
us  whatsoever  we  ask  :  we  know 
that  we  have  the  petitions  which 
we  request  ol  him. 

16  He  that  knoweth  his  brother 
to  sin  a  sin  which  is  not  to  death, 
let  him  ask,  and  life  shall  be  given 
to  him,  who  sinneth  not  to  death. 
There  is  a  sin  unto  death  :  for  that 


JOHN. 

I  say  not  that  any  man  ask. 

17  All  iniquity  is  sin.  And  there 
is  a  sin  unto  death. 

13  We  know  that  whosoever  is 
born  of  God,  sinneth  not :  but  the 
generation  of  God  preserveth  him, 
and  the  wicked  one  toucheth  him  not. 

19  We  know  that  we  are  of  God, 
p.nd  the  whole  world  is  seated  in 
wickedness. 

20  And  we  know  that  the  Son  of 
God  is  come  :  and  he  hath  given  U3 
understanding,  that  we  may  know 
the  true  God,  and  may  he  in  his 
true  Son,  this  is  the  true  God,  and 
iife  eternal. 

21  Little  children,  keep  your* 
selves  from  idols.  Amen. 


The  Second  EPISTLE  of  St.  JOHN  the  Apostle. 


lie  recommends  walking  in  truth ,  fye. 
’HE  antient  to  the  lady  elect 
and  her  children,  whom  I  love 
in  the  truth,  and  not  I  only,  but 
also  all  they  that  have  know’n  the 
truth, 

2  For  the  sake  of  the  truth,  which 
dwellelh  in  us,  and  shall  be  with 
us  for  ever. 

3  Grace  be  with  you,  mercy,  arid 
peace  from  God  the  Father,  and 
from  Christ  Jesus  the  Son  of  the 
Father,  in  truth,  and  charity. 

4  I  was  exceeding  glad,  that  I 
found  of  thy  children  walking  in 
truth,  as  we  have  received  a  com¬ 
mandment  from  the  Father. 

5  And  now  I  beseech  thee,  lady, 
not  as  writing  a  new  commandment 
to  thee,  but  that  which  we  have 
had  from  -  the  beginning,  that  we 
love  one  another. 

6  And  this  is  charity,  that  we 
Walk  according  to  his  command¬ 
ments.  For  this  is  the  command¬ 
ment,  that,  as  you  have  heard  from 
the  beginning,  you  should  walk  in 
the  same : 


7  For  many  seducers  are  gone 
out  into  the  world,  who  confess  not 
that  JssusChrist  iscojme  inlhe  flesh: 
this  is  a  seducer  and  an  antichrist. 

8  Look  to  yourselves,  that  you 
lose  not  the  things  which  you  have 
wrought:  but  that  you  may  re¬ 
ceive  a  full  reward. 

9  Whosoever  revolteth  and  cotv- 
tinueth  not  in  the  doctrine  of  Christ, 
hath  not  God.  He  that  continueth 
iri  the  doctrine,  the  same  hath  both 
the  Father  and  the  Son. 

10  If  any  man  come  to  you,  and 
bring  not  this  doctrine,  receive  him 
not  into  the  house,  nor  say  to  him, 
God  speed  you. 

11  For  he  that  sa»th  unto  him, 
God  speed  you,  communicateth 
with  his  wicked  works. 

12  Having  more  things  to  write 
unto  you,  I  w  ould  not  by  paper  and 
ink  :  for  I  hope  that  I  shall  be  with 
you,  and  speak  face  to  face  :  that 
your  joy  may  be  full. 

13  The  children  of  thy  sistet 
Elect  salute  thee. 
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The  third  EPISTLE  of  St.  JOHN  the  Apostle. 


He  piaises  Caius  for  his  •walking  in 
truth,  and  for  his  charity. 

''HE  antient  to  the  dearly  belo¬ 
ved  Gaius,  whom  I  love  in  truth. 

2  Dearly  beloved,  concerning  all 
things  1  make  it  my  prayer  that 
thou  mayest  proceed  prosperously, 
and  fare  well,  a3  thy  soul  doth 
prosperously. 

3  I  was  exceeding  glad  when  the 
brethren  came,  and  gave  testimony 
to  the  truth  in  thee,  even  as  thou 
walkest  in  the  truth. 

4  1  have  no  greater  grace  than 
this,  to  hear  that  my  children  walk 
in  truth. 

5  Dearly  beloved,  thou  dost 
faithfully  whatever  thou  dost  for 
the  brethren,  aud  that  for  strangers. 

6  Who  have  given  testimony  to 
thy  charity  in  the  sight  of  the 
church:  whom,  thou  shalt  do  well, 
to  bring  forward  on  their  way  in  a 
manner  worthy  of  God. 

7  Because,  for  his  name  they  went 
Out,  taking  nothing  of  the  gentiles. 

8  We  therefore  ought  to  receive 
6uch  :  that  we  may  be  fellow-help¬ 
ers  of  the  truth. 

9  I  had  written  perhaps  to  the 


church  :  but  Diotrephes  who  lo- 
veth  to  have  the  pre-eminenceamcng 
them,  doth  not  receive  us. 

10  For  this  cause,  if  I  come,  I 
will  advertise  his  works  which  he 
doth  ;  with  malicious  words  pra¬ 
ting  against  us.  And  as  if  these 
things  were  not  enough  for  hint, 
neither  doth  he  himsell  receive  the 
brethren,  and  them  that  do  receive 
them  he  forbiddeth,  and  casteth 
out  of  the  church. 

11  Dearly  beloved,  follow  not 
that  which  i9  evil,  but  that  which 
is  good.  He  that  doth  good,  is  ol 
God:  he  that  doth  evil,  hath  not 
seen  God. 

12  To  Demetrius  testimony  is 
given  by  all,  and  by  the  truth  itself, 
yea  and  we  also  give  testimony :  and 
thou  knowest  that  our  testimony  is 
true. 

13  I  had  many  things  to  write 
unto  thee :  but  I  would  not  by  ink 
and  pen  write  to  thee. 

K  But  I  hope  speedily  to  see 
thee,  and  we  will  speak  moutb  to 
mouth.  Peace  be  to  thee.  Our 
friends  salute  thee.  Salute  the 
friends  by  name.

He  exhorts  them  to  stand  to  ths  faith 
first  delivered  to  them ;  and  to  be¬ 
ware  of  heretics. 

JUDE  the  servant  of  jESUsChrist, 
and  brother  of  James  :  to  them 
that  are  beloved  in  God  the  Father, 
and  preserved  in  Jesus  Christ,  and 
called. 

2  Mercy  unto  you,  and  peace  and 
charity  be  fulfilled. 

3  Dearly  beloved,  taking  all  care 
to  write  unto  you  concerning  your 
common  salvation,  I  was  under  a 
necessity  to  write  unto  you:  to  be¬ 
seech  you  to  contend  earnestly  for 
the  faith  once’ delivered  to  the  saints. 
4  For  certain  teen  are  cecretly 


of  St.  JUDE  the  Apostle. 

j  entered  in  (who  were  written  ol 
long  ago  unto  this,  judgment)  un¬ 
godly  men,  turning  the  grace  ot  our 
Lord  God  in-to  riotousness,  and  do 
nying  the  only  sovereign  Ruler,  aud 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

6  I  will  therefore  admonish  you, 
though  ye  once  knew  all  things,  that 
Jesus,  having  saved  the  people  out 
of  the  land  of  Egypt,  did  afterwardr 
destroy  them  that  believed  not. 

6  And  the  angels  who  kept  not 
their  principality,  but  forsook  their 
own  habitation, he  hath  reserved  un¬ 
der  darkness  in  everlasting  chains, 
unto  the  judgment  of  the  great  day. 
1  Ae  Sodom  and  Gomorrha,  and 
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4be  neighbouring  cities,  in  like  man¬ 
ner,  having  given  themselves  to  for¬ 
nication,  and  going  after  other  flesh, 
were  made  An  example,  suffering 
the  punishment  of  eternal  fire. 

8  In  like  manner  these  men  also 
defile  the  flesh,  and  despise  domi¬ 
nion,  and  blaspheme  majesty. 

9  When  Michael  the  Archangel, 
disputing  with  the  devil,  contended 
about  the  body  of  Moses,  he  durst 
not  bring  against  him  thejudgment 
of  railing  speech,  but  said:  The 
Lord  command  thee. 

10  But  these  men  blaspheme 
what  ever  things  they  know  not: 
and  what  things  soever  they  natu¬ 
rally  know,  like  dumb  beasts,  in 
these  they  are  corrupted. 

1 1  Wo  unto  them,  for  they  have 
gone  in  the  way  of  Cain:  and  after 
the  error  of  Balaam,  they  have  for 
reward  poured  out  themselves,  and 
have  perished  in  the  contradiction 
of  Core. 

12  These  are  spots  in  their  ban¬ 
quets,  feasting  together  without 
fear,  feeding  themselves,  clouds 
without  water  which  are  carried 
about  by  w'irids,  trees  of  the  au¬ 
tumn,  unfruitful, twice  dead,  pluck¬ 
ed  up  by  the  roots. 

13  Raging  waves  of  the  sea,  foam¬ 
ing  out  their  own  confusion,  wan¬ 
dering  stars  :  to  whom  the  storm  ot 
darkness  is  reserved  for  ever. 

14  Now  of  these  Enoch  also,  the 
seventh  from  Adam,  prophesied, 
saying;  Behold,  the  Lord  cometh 
with  thousands  of  his  saint3, 

15  To  executejudgment  upon  all, 
and  to  reprove  all  lhe  ungodly  for 
all  the  works  of  their  ungodliness, 
whereby  they  have  done  ungodly. 


and  of  all  the  hard  things  which 
ungodly  sinners  have6poken  against 
God. 

1G  These  are  murmurers,  full  of 
complaints,  walking  according  to 
their  own  desires,  and  their  mouth 
speaketh  proud  things,  admiring 
persons  for  gain’s  sake. 

17  But  you,  my  dearly  beloved, 
be  mindful  of  the  words  which  have 
l>een  spoken  before  by  the  apostle9 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 

18  Who  told  you,  that  in  the  last 
time  there  should  come  mockers 
walking  according  to  their  own  de¬ 
sires  in  ungodliness. 

19  These  are  they,  who  separate 
themselves  sensual  men,  having  not 
the  Spirit. 

20  But  you,  my  beloved,  building 
yourselves  upon  your  most  holy 
faith,  praying  in  the  Holy  Ghost, 

21  Keep  yourselves  in  the  love  of 
God,  waiting  for  the  mercy  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ  unto  life  ever¬ 
lasting. 

22  And  some  indeed  reprove  be- 

ing  judged  : 

23  But  others  save,  pulling  them 
out  of  the  fir-e.  And  on  others  have 
mercy  in  fear  :  haling  also  the  spot¬ 
ted  garment  which  is  carnal. 

24  Now  to  him,  who  is  able  to 
preserve  you  without  sin,  and  to 
present  you  spotless  before  the  pre¬ 
sence  ot  his  glory  with  exceeding 
joy  in  the  coming  of  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ, 

25  To  the  only  God  our  Saviour 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord  be 
glory  and  magnificence,  empire  and 
power  before  all  ages,  and  now,  and 
for  all  ages  of  ages.  Amen.

pass  :  and  signified,  sending  by  bis 
ang-e!  to  his  servant  John, 

2  Who  hath  given  testimony  to 
the  word  of  God,  and  the  testimony 
of  Jesus  Christ,  what  things  soever 
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he  hath  seen.  13  And  in  the  midst  of  the  seven 

3  Blessed  is  he,  that  readeth  and  golden  candlesticks,  one  like  to  the 
heareth  the  words  of  this  prophecy  :  Son  of  man,  cloathed  with  a  gar- 
and  keepeth  those  things  which  are  ment  down  to  the  feet,  and  girt 
written  in  it.  For  the  time  is  at  about  the  paps  with  a  golden  girdle, 
hand.  *  14 And  ms  head  and  his  hairs  were 


4  John  to  the  seven  churches 
which  are  in  Asia.  Grace  be  unto 
you  and  peace  from  him  that  is,  and 
that  was,  and  that  is  tq  come,  and 
from  the  seven  spirits  which  are  be¬ 
fore  his  throne. 

5  And  from  Jesus  Christ,  who  is 
the  faithful  witness,  the  first  begot¬ 
ten  of  the  dead,  and  the  prince  of 
the  kings  of  the  earth,  who  hath 
loved  us,  and  washed  us  from  our 
sins  in  his  own  blood 

6  And  hath  made  us  a  kingdom 
and  priests  to  God  and  his  Father, 
to  him  be  glory  and  empire  for  ever 
and  ever.  Amen. 

7  Behold,  he  cometh  with  the 
clouds,  and  every  eye  shall  see  him. 
and  they  also  that  pierced  him. 
And  all  the  tribes  of  the  earth  shall 
bewail  themselves  because  of  him 
Even  so.  Amen. 

8  I  am  alpha  and  omega,  the  be¬ 
ginning  and  the  end,  saith  the  Lord 
God,  who  is,  and  who  was,  and 
who  is  to  come,  the  Almighty. 

9  i  John  your  brother  and  your 
partner  in  tribulation,  and  in  the 
kingdom,  and  patience  in  Christ 
Jesus,  was  in  the  island,  which  is 
called  Patmos,  for  the  word  of  God, 
and  for  the  testimony  of  Jesus. 

10  1  was  in  the  spirit  on  the 
Lord’s  day,  and  heard  behind  me 
a  great  voice,  as  of  a  trumpet, 

11  Saying:  What  thou  seest, 
write  in  a  book :  and  send  to  the 
6even  churches  which  are  in  Asia, 
to  Ephesus,  and  to  Smyrna,  and  to 
Pergamus,  and  to  Thyatira,  and  to 
Sardis,  and  to  Philadelphia,  and  to 
Laodicea. 

12  And  I  turned  to  see  the  voice 
that  spoke  with  me.  And  being 
turned,  I  saw  seven  golden  can¬ 
dlestick; 


white,  as  white  wool,  and  as  snow, 
and  his  eyes  were  as  a  flame  of  fire, 

ISAnd  his  feet  like  unto  fine  brass, 
as  in  a  burning  furnace.  And  his 
voice  as  the  sound  of  many  waters. 

16  And  he  had  in  his  right  hand 
seven  stars.  And  from  his  mouth 
came  out  a  sharp  two-edged  sword: 
anrl  his  face  was  as  the  sun  shineth 
in  his  power. 

IT  And  when  I  had  seen  him,  I 
fell  at  his  feet  as  dead.  And  he  laid 
his  right  hand  upon  me,  saying: 
Fear  not.  I  am  the  first  and  the  last, 

18  And  alive,  and  was  dead,  and 
behold  I  am  living  for  ever  and  ever, 
andhavethe  keysof death  and  of  hel/ 

19  Write  therefore  the  things 
which  thou  hast  seen,  and  which  are, 
and  which  must  be  done  hereafter. 

20The  mystery  of  the  seven  stars, 
which  thou  sawest  in  my  right  hand, 
and  the  seven  golden  candlesticks, 
The  seven  stars,  are  the  angels  ol 
the  seven  churches.  And  the  seven 
candlesticks  are  the  seven  churches. 

CHAP.  II. 

Directions  ichat  to  unite  to  the  angels  os 
bishops  of  Ephesus. 

NTO  the  angel  of  the  church  of 
Ephesus  write  :  These  thing! 
saith  he,  who  holdeth  the  seven 
stars  in  his  right  hand,  who. walk- 
eth  iu  the  midst  of  the  seven  golden 
candlesticks: 

2  I  know  thy  works  and  thy  la¬ 
bour,  and  thy  patience,  and  how 
thou  canst  not  bear  them  that  are 
evil,  and  thou  hast  tried  them,  who 
say  they  are  apostles,  and  are  not, 
and  hast  found  them  liars : 

3  And  thou  hast  patience,  and 
hast  endured  for  my  name,  and 
hast  not  fainted. 

4  But  I  have  somewhat  against 
thee,  because  thou  hast  left, thy 
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first  charity. 

5  Be  mindful  therefore  from 
whence  thou  art  fallen :  and  do 
penance,  and  do  the  first  works. 
Or  else  I  come  to  thee,  and  will 
move  thy  candlestick  out  of  its 
place,  except  thou  do  penance. 

6  But  this  thou  hast,  that  thou 
batest  the  deeds  of  the  Nicolaites, 
which  I  also  hate. 

7  He,  that  hath  an  ear,  let  him 
hear  what  the  Spirit  saith  to  the 
churches:  To  him,  that  overcom- 
eth,  I  will  give  to  eat  of  the  tree  of 
life,  which  is  in  the  paradise  of  my 
God. 

8  And  to  the  angel  of  the  church 
of  Smyrna  write :  These  things 
saith  the  First  and  the  Last,  who 
was  dead,  and  is  alive: 

9  I  know  thy  tribulation  and 
thy  poverty,  but  thou  art  rich  : 
and  thou  art  blasphemed  by  them 
that  say  they  are  Jews  and  are  not, 
but  are  the  synagogue  of  satan. 

10  Fear  none  of  those  things 
which  thou  shalt  6uffer.  Behold, 
the  devil  will  cast  some  of  you  into 
prison  that  you  may  be  tried  and 
you  shall  have  tribulation  ten  days. 
Be  thou  faithful  unto  death  :  and  I 
will  give  thee  the  crown  of  life. 

11  He,  that  hath  an  ear,  let  him 
hear  what  the  Spirit  saith  to  the 
churches  :  He  that  shall  overcome, 
shall  not  be  hurt  by  the  second 
death. 

■ 2  And  to  the  angel  of  the  church 
of  Pergamus  write  :  These  things 
saith  he,  that  hath  the  sharp  two- 
edged  sword  : 

13  I  know  where  thou  dwellest, 
where  the  seat  of  satan  is:  and 
thou  holdest  fast  my  name,  and 
hast  not  denied  my  faith.  Even  in 
those  days  when  Antipas,  was  my 
faithful  witness,  who  was  slain 
among  you,  where  satan  dwelleth, 

H  But  I  have  against  thee  a  few 
things :  because  thou  hast  there 
them  that  hold  the  doctrine  of  Ba¬ 
laam,  who  taught  Balac  to  cast  a 


stumbling  block  before  the  children 
of  Israel,  to  eat  and  commit  forni¬ 
cation  : 

13  So  hast  thou  also  them  that 
hold  the  doctrine  of  the  Nicolaites. 

16  In  like  manner  do  penance  . 
or  else  I  will  come  to  thee  quickly, 
and  will  fight  against  them  with 
the  sword  of  my  mouth. 

17  He  that  hath  an  ear,  let  him 
hear  what  the  Spirit  saith  to  the 
churches  :  To  him,  that  overcom- 
eth,  I  will  give  the  hidden  manna, 
and  will  give  him  a  white  counter, 
and  in  the  counter,  a  new  name 
written,  which  no  man  knoweth, 
but  he  that  receiveth  it. 

1 8  And  to  the  angel  of  the  church 
of  Thyatira  write  :  These  things 
saith  the  Son  of  God,  who  hath  his 
eyes  like  to  a  flame  of  fire,  and  his 
feet  are  like  to  fine  brass. 

19  I  know  thy  works,  and  thy 
faith,  and  thy  charity,  and  thy  mi¬ 
nistry,  and  thy  patience,  and  thy 
last  works  which  are  more  than 
the  former. 

20  But  I  have  against  thee  a  few 
things  :  because  thou  sufFerest  the 
woman  Jezabel,  who  calleth  her¬ 
self  a  prophetess,  to  teach,  and  to 
seduce  my  servants,  to  commit 
fornication,  and  to  eat  of  things  sa¬ 
crificed  to  idols. 

21  And  I  gave  her  a  time  that 
she  might  do  penance,  and  she  will 
not  repent  of  her  fornication. 

22  Behold,  I  will  cast  her  into 
a  bed:  and  they  that  commit  adul¬ 
tery  with  her,  shall  be  in  very 
great  tribulation,  except  they  do 
penance  from  their  deeds  : 

23  And  I  will  kill  her  children 

with  death,  and"  all  the  churches 
shall  know  that  I  am  he,  that 
searched:  the  reins  and  hearts,  and 
I  will  give  to  every  one  of  you  ac¬ 
cording  to  your  works.  But  t<? 
you  I  eay  ■*" 

24  And  to  the  rest  who  are  at 
Thyatira:  Whosoever  have  not  this 

’'doctrine,  and  who  have  not  known 
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Che  depths  of  satan,  as  they  say,  I  I  of  Philadelphia  write:  These  things 
will  not  put  upon  you  any  other  saith  the  noly  one  and  the  true 


burthen. 

25  Yet  that,  which  you  have, 
hold  fast  till  1  come 

26  And  he  that  shall  overcome 
and  keep  my  works  unto  the  end,  I 
willgivehim  power  over  thenations, 

27  And  he  shall  rule  them  with 
a  rod  of  iron,  and  as  the  vessel  of 
a  potter  they  shall  be  broken, 

28  As  I  also  have  received  of 
my  Fafher:  and  1  will  give  him 
the  morning-star. 

29  He  that  hath  an  ear,  let  him 
hear  what  the  Spirit  saith  to  the 
churches. 

CIIAP.  iri, 

Directiojis  what  to  write  io  Sardis,  Qc. 
N"D  to  the  angel  oi  the  church 
of  Sardis  write  :  These  things 
saith  he,  that  hath  the  seven  spirits 
of  God,  and  the  seven  stars:  1 
know  thy  works,  that  thou  hast 
the  name  of  being  alive  :  and  thou 
art  dead. 

2  Be  watchful,  and  strengthen 
the  things  that  remain,  which  are 
ready  to  die.  For  I  find  not  thy 
works  full  before  my  God. 

3  Have  in  mind  therefore  in 
what  manner  thou  hast  received 
and  heard  :  and  observe,  and  do  pe¬ 
nance.  If  then  thou  shalt  not  watch ; 
I  will  come  to  thee  as  a  thief,  and 
thou  shalt  not  know  at  what  hour 
I  will  come  to  thee. 

4  But  thou  hast  a  few  names  in 
Sardis,  which  have  not  defiled  their 
garments  :  and  they  shall  walk 
with  me  in  white,  because  they  are 
worthy. 

5  He  that  shall  overcome,  shall 
thus  be  cloathed  in  white  garments, 
and  1  will  not  blot  out  his  name 
out  of  the  book  of  life,  and  I  will 
confess  his  name  before  my  Father, 
and  before  his  Angels. 

6  He  that  hath  an  ear,  let  him 
hear  what  the  Spirit  saith  to  the 
ehuTches. 

7  And  to  the  angel  of  the  church 


one,  he  that  hath  the  key  of  David  ; 
he  that  openeth,  and  no  man  shut- 
teth ;  shutteth,  and  no  man  openeth . 

8  I  know  thy  works.  Behold,  I 
have  given  before  thee  a  door 
opened  which  no  man  can  shut  : 
because  thou  hast  a  little  strength, 
and  hast  kept  my  word,  and  hast 
not  denied  my  name. 

9  Behold,  I  will  bring  of  the 
synagogue  of  satan,  who  say  they 
are  Jews,  and  are  not,  but  do  lie. 
Behold,  I  will  make  them  to  come 
and  adore  before  thy  feet.  And  they 
shall  know'  that  I  have  loved  thee. 

10  Because  thou  hast  kept  the 
word  of  my  patience,  I  will  also 
keep  thee  from  the  hour  of  tempta¬ 
tion,  which  shall  come  upon  the 
whole  world  to  try  them  that  dwell 
upon  the  earth. 

11  Behold,  I  come  auickly  :  hold 
fast  that  which  thou  hast,  that  no 
man  takethv  crown. 

r 

12  He  that  shall  overcome,  I 
will  make  him  a  pillar  in  the  temple 
of  my  God:  and  he  shall  go  out 
no  more :  and  I  will  wrrite  upon 
him  the  name  of  my  God,  and  the 
name  of  the  city  of  my  God,  the 
new  Jerusalem,  yvhich  cometh  down 
out  of  heaven  from  my  God,  and 
my  new  name. 

13  He  that  hath  an  ear,  let  him 
hear  what  the  Spirit  saith  to  the 
churches. 

14  And  to  the  angel  of  the  church 
of  Laodicea  write  :  These  things 
saith  the  Amen,  the  faithful  and 
true  witness,  who  is  the  beginning 
of  the  creation  of  God: 

15  1  know  thy  works,  that  thou 
art  neither  cold,  nor  hot.  I  would 
thou  wert  cold,  or  hot, 

16  But  because  thou  art  luke¬ 
warm,  and  neither  cold,  nor  hot,  I 
will  begin  to  vomit  thee  out  of  my 
mouth. 

17  Because  thou  sayest:  I  am 
rich,  and  made  wealthy,  and  have 
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need  ot  nothing;  and  knowest  not, 
that  thou  art  wretched,  and  misera¬ 
ble,  and  poor,  and  blind  and  naked. 

18  I  counsel  thee  to  buy  of  me 
gold  fire-tried,  that  thou  mayesl  be 
made  rich  :  and  mayesl  be  clothed 
in  white  garments,  and  that  the 
shame  of  thy  nakedness  may  not  ap¬ 
pear  :  and  anoint  thy  eyes  with 
eyesalve,  that  thou  mayest  see. 

19  Such  as  I  love,  I  rebuke,  and 
chastise.  Be  zealous  therefore  and 
do  penance. 

50  Behold,  I  stand  at  the  gate, 
and  knock,  if  any  man  shall  hear 
my  voice,  and  open  to  me  the  door, 
1  will  come  in  to  him,  and  w  ill  sup 
with  him,  and  he  with  me. 

21  To  him  that  shall  overcome, 
I  will  give  to  sit  with  me  in  my 
throne  :  as  I  also  have  overcome, 
and  am  set  down  with  my  Father 
in  his  throne. 

22  lie,  that  hath  an  ear,  let  him 
hear  what  the  Spit  it  saith  to  the 
churches. 

CHAP.  IV. 

The  vision  of  the  throne  of  God,  <$c, 
FTEK  these  things  I  looked, 
and  behold  a  door  was  opened 
in  heaven,  and  the  first  voice  which 
I  heard,  as  it  were,  of  a  trumpet 
speaking  with  me,  said:  Come  up 
hither,  and  I  will  shew  thee  the 
things  w  Inch  must  be  done  hereafter. 

2  And  immediately  I  was  in  the 
spirit  :  and  behold  there  was  a 
throne  set  in  heaven,  and  upon  the 
throne  one  sitting. 

3  And  he  that  sat,  was  to  the 
sight  like  the  jasper  and  the  sardine- 
stone  :  and  there  was  a  rainbow 
round  about  the  throne,  in  sight 
like  unto  an  emerald. 

4  And  round  about  the  throne 
were  four-and-twenty  seats:  and 
upon  the  seats,  four-and-twenty 
antients  sitting,  clothed  in  white 
garments*  and  on  their  heads  were 
crowns  ot  gold. 

5  And  from  the  throne  proceed¬ 
ed  lightnings  and  roices,  and 
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thunders :  and  there  were  seven 
lamps  burning  before  the  throne, 
which  are  the  seven  spirits  of  Goi 

6  And  in  the  sight  of  the  throne 
was  as  it  were  a  sea  of  glass  like  to 
chrystal  :  and  in  the  midst  of  the 
throne  and  round  about  the  throne 
were  four  living  creatures  full  of 
eyes  before  and  behind. 

7  And  the  first  living  creature 
was  like  a  lion  :  and  the  second  li¬ 
ving  creature  like  a  calf :  and  the 
third  living  creature,  .having  the 
face,  as  it  were,  of  a  man  :  and  the 
fourth  living  creature  was  like  an 
eagle  flying. 

8  And  the  four  living  creature®, 
had  each  of  them  six  wings:  and 
round  about  and  within  they  are 
full  of  eyes.  And  they  rested  not 
day  and  night,  saying,  Holy,  Holy, 
Holy,  Lord  God  Almighty,  who  was, 
and  who  is,  and  who  is  to  come. 

9  And  when  those  living  crea¬ 
tures  gave  glory  and  honour  and  be¬ 
nediction  to  him,  thatsitteth  on  the 
throne,  who  liveih  forever  and  ever: 

10  The  four-and-twenty  antients 
fell  down  before  him  that  sitteth  on 
the  throne,  and  adored  him  that  li- 
veth  for  ever  and  ever,  and  cast 
their  crowns  before  the  throne, 
saying. 

11  Thou  art  worthy,  O  Lord  out 
God,  to  receive  glory,  and  honour, 
and  power  :  because  thou  hast 
created  till  things,  and  for  thy  will 
they  were,  and  have  been  created. 

CHAP.  V. 

The  book  sealed  with  seven  seals  it 
opened  by  the  Lamb. 

ND  1  saw  in  the  ri^ht  hand  of 
him  that  sat  on  the  throne,  a 
book  written  within  and  without, 
sealed  with  seven  seals. 

2  And  I  saw  a  strong  angel  pro¬ 
claiming  with  a  loud  voice  ;  Who 
is  worthy  to  open  the  book,  and  to 
loose  the  seals  thereof? 

3  And  no  man  was  able,  neither 
in  heaven,  nor  on  earth  nor  under 
the  earth,  to  open  the  book,  nor  to 
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look  on  It. 

4  And  I  wept  much,  because  no 
man  was  found  worthy  to  open  the 
book,  nor  to  see  it. 

5  And  one  of  the  antients  said  to 
me:  Weep  not;  behold  the  lion  of 
the  tribe  of  Juda,  the  root  of  David, 
hath  prevailed  to  open  the  book,  and 
to  loose  the  seven  seals  thereof. 

6  And  I  saw  :  and  behold  in  the 
midst  of  the  throne  and  of  the  four 
living  creatures,  and  in  the  midst  of 
the  antients,  a  Lamb  standing  as  it 
were  slain,  having  seven  horns  and 
seven  eyes  :  which  are  the  seven 
Spirits  of  God,  sent  forth  into  all 
the  earth. 

7  And  he  came,  and  took  the 
book  out  of  the  right  hand  of  him 
that  sat  on  the  throne. 

6  And  when  be  had  opened  the 
book,  the  four  living  creatures,  and 
the  four-arid-twenty  antients  fell 
down  before  the  Lamb,  having 
every  one  of  them  harps,  and  golden 
vials  full  of  odours,  which  are  the 
prayers  of  saints : 

9  And  they  sung  a  new  canticle, 
saying  :  Thou  art  worthy,  O  Lord, 
to  take  the  book,  and  to  open  the 
6eals  thereof :  because  thou  wast 
slain,  and  hast  redeemed  us  to  God, 
in  thy  blood,  out  of  every  tribe,  and 
tongue,  and  people,  and  nation. 

10  And  hast  made  us  to  our  God 
a  kingdom  and  priests,  and  we  shall 
reign  on  the  earth. 

11  And  I  beheld,  and  I  heard 
the  voice  of  many  angels  round  a- 
bout  the  throne,  and  the  living 
creatures  and  the  antients :  and 
the  number  of  them  was  thousands 
of  thousands. 

12  Saying,  with  a  loud  voice: 
The  Lamb,  that  was  slain,  is  wor¬ 
thy  to  receive  power,  and  divinity, 
and  wisdom,  and  strength,  and  ho¬ 
nour,  and  glory,  and  benediction, 

13  And  every  creature,  which  is 
in  heaven,  and  on  the  earth,  and 
under  the  earth,  and  such  as  are  in 
the  sea,  and  all  that  are  in  them  : 


I  heard  all  saying  :  To  him  that  sit- 
teth  on  the  throne,  and  to  the  Lamb, 
benediction  and  honour  and  glory 
and  power  for  ever  and  ever. 

14  And  the  four  living  creatures 
said:  Amen.  And  the  four-and- 
twenty  antients  fell  down  on  their 
faces  :  and  adored  him  that  liveth 
for  ever  and  ever. 

CHAP.  VT. 

What  followed  vpon  the  opening  rit 
of  the  seals. 

ND  I  saw  that  the  Lamb  had 
opened  one  of  the  seven  seals, 
and  1  heard  one  of  the  four  living 
creatures,  as  it  were  the  voice  ol 
thunder,  saying :  Come  and  see. 

2  And  I  saw:  and  behold  a  white 
horse,  and  he  that  sat  on  him  had  a 
a  bow,  and  there  was  a  crown  given 
him,  and  he  went  forth  conquering 
that  he  might  conquer. 

3  And  when  he  had  opened  the 
second  seal,  I  heard  the  second  li- 
vingxreature,  saying:  Come,  and  see 

4  And  there  went  out  another 
horse  that  was  red  :  and  to  him  that 
eat  thereon,  it  was  given  that  he 
should  take  peace  from  the  earth 
and  that  they  should  kill  one  ano¬ 
ther,  and  a  great  sword  was  given 
to  him. 

5  And  when  he  had  opened  the 
third  seal,  I  heard  the  third  living 
creature,  saying  :  Come,  and  see. 
And  behold  a  black  horse,  and  he 
that  sat  on  him,  had  a  pair  of  scales 
in  his  hand. 

6  And  I  heard  as  it  were  a  voice 
in  the  midst  of  the  four  living  crea¬ 
tures,  saying:  Twopounds  of  wheal 
for  a  penny,  and  thrice  two  pounds 
of  barley  for  a  penny,  and  see  thou 
hurt  not  the  wine  and  the  oil. 

7  And  when  he  had  opened  the 
fourth  seal,  I  heard  the  voice  of  the 
fourth  living  creature,  saying : 
Come,  and  see. 

8  And  behold  a  pale  horse  and 
he  that  sat  upon  him,  his  name  was 
death,  and  hell  followed  him.  And 
power  was  given  to  him  over  the 
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four  parts  of  the  earth,  toYill  with 

sword,  with  famine,  and  with  death, 
and  with  the  beasts  ol  the  earth. 

9  And  when  he  had  opened  the 
fifth  seal,  I  saw  under  the  altar  the 
souls  of  them  that  were  slain  for 
the  word  of  God,  and  for  the  testi¬ 
mony  which  they  held. 

10  And  they  cried  with  a  loud 
voice,  saying :  How  long,  0  Lord, 
(holy  and  true)  dost  thou  not  judge 
and  revenge  our  blood  on  them  that 
dwell  on  the  earth  ? 

11  And  white  robes  were  given  to 
every  one  of  them  one:  and  it  was 
said  to  them,  that  they  should  rest 
for  a  little  time,  till  their  fellow- 
servants,  and  their  brethren  who 
are  to  be  slain,  even  as  they,  should 
be  filled  up.  ' 

1<2  And  I  saw,  when  he  had 
opened  the  sixth  seal,  and  behold, 
there  was  a  great  earth-quake,  and 
the  sun  became  black  as  sack-cloth 
of  hair :  and  the  wholemoon  became 
as  blood  : 

13  And  the  stars  from  heaven  fell 
upon  the  earth,  as  the  fig-tree 
castelh  its  green  figs  when  it  is 
shaken  by  a  great  wind  : 

1+  And  the  heaven  departed  as  a 
book  folded  up :  and  every  moun¬ 
tain,  and  the  islands  were  moved 
out  of  their  places. 

15  And  the  kings  of  the  earth, 
and  the  princes,  and  tribunes  and 
the  rich,  and  the  strong,  and  every 
bond-man,  and  every  free-man  hid 
themselves  in  the  dens  and  in  the 
rocks  of  mountains. 

16  And  they  say  to  the  moun¬ 
tains  and  the  rocks:  Fall  upon  us, 
and  hide  us  from  the  face  of  him 
that  sitteth  upon  the  throne,  and 
>om  the  wrath  of  the  larnb  : 

17  For  the  great  day  of  their  wrath 
iscome  and  w  no  shall  beable  to  stand? 

CHAP.  VII. 

The  number  of  them  that  were  mark¬ 
ed.  with  the  seal  of  the  living  God. 
FTER  these  things  1  6aw  four 
Angels  standing  on  the  four 
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corners  of  the  earth,  holding  the 
four  winds  of  the  earth,  that  “they 
should  not  blow  upon  the  earth,  nor 
upon  the  sea,  nor  on  any  tree. 

2  And  I  saw  another  Angel  as¬ 
cending  from  the  rising  of  the  sun, 
having  the  sign  of  the  living  God  ; 
and  he  cried  with  a  loud  voice  to 
the  four  Angels,  to  whom  it  was 
given  to  hurt  the  earth  and  the  sea, 

3  Saying:  Hurt  not  the  earth, 
nor  the  sea,  nor  the  trees,  till  we 
sign  the  servants  of  our  God  in  their 
foreheads. 

4And  I  heard  the  number  of  them 
that  were  signed,  an  hundred  forty 
four  thousand  were  signed,  of  every 
tribe  of  the  children  of  Israel. 

5  Of  the  tribe  of  Juda,  u>ere 
twelve  thousand  signed.  Of  the 
tribe  of  Ruben,  twelve  thousand 
signed.  Of  the  tribe  of  Gad,  twelve 
thousand  signed. 

6  Of  the  tribe  of  Aser,  twelve 
thousand  signed.  Of  the  tribe  of 
Nepthali,  twelve  thousand  signed. 
Of  the  tribe  of  Manasses,  twelve 
thousand  signed. 

7  Of  the  tribe  of  Simeon,  twelve 
thousand  signed.  Of  the  tribe  of 
Levi,  twelve  thousand  signed.  Of 
the  tribe  of  Issachar,  twelve  thou¬ 
sand  signed. 

8  Of  the  tribe  ofZabulon,  twelve 
thousand  signed.  Of  the  tribe  of 
Joseph,  twelve  thousand  signed. 
Of  the  tribe  of  Benjamin,  twelve 
thousand  signed. 

9  After  this  I  saw  a  great  multf- 
tude,  which  no  man  could  number, 
of  all  nations,  and  tribes,  and  peo¬ 
ples,  and  tongues  :  standing  before 
the  throne,  and  in  sight  of  the 
Lamb,  cloathed  with  white  robes, 
and  palms  in  their  hands. 

10  And  they  cried  with  a  loud 

voice,  saying:  Salvation  to  our 
God  who  sitteth  upon  the  throne, 
and  to  the  Lamb.  r ' 

1 1  And  all  the  Angels  stood  round 
about  the  throne,  and  the  antients. 
and  the  four  living  creatures  :  and 
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they  fell  down  before  the  throne 
upon  their  face?,  and  adored  God, 

12 Saying:  Amen.  Benediction, 
and  glory, and  wisdom,  and  thanks¬ 
giving,  honour,  and  power,  and 
strength  to  our  God  for  ever  and 
ever.  Amen. 

13  And  one  of  the  antients  an¬ 
swered,  and  said  to  me  :  These  that 
are  cloathed  in  white  robes,  who 
are  they  ?  and  whence  came  they  ? 

14  And  I  said  to  him:  My  lord, 
thou  knowest.  And  he  said  to  me  : 
These  are  they  w  ho  are  come  out  of 
great  tribulation,  and  have  washed 
their  robes,  and  have  made  them 
white  in  the  blood  of  the  Lamb. 

15  Therefore  they  are  before  the 
throne  of  God,  and  they  serve  him 
day  and  night  in  his  temple  :  and 
he,  that  sitteth  on  the  throne,  shall 
dwell  over  them. 

16  They  shall  no  more  hunger 
nor  thirst,  neither  shall  the  sun  fall 
on  them,  nor  any  heat. 

17  For  the  Lamb,  which  is  in  the 
midst  of  the  throne,  shall  rule  them, 
and  shall  lead  them  to  the  fountains 
of  the  waters  of  life,  and  God  shall 
wipe  away  all  tears  from  their  eyes. 

CHAP.  VIII. 

The  seventh  seal  it  opened :  ihe 

angels  with  the  seven  trumpets. 

A  HD  when  he  had  opened  the 
seventh  seal,  there  was  silence 
in  heaven, as  it  were  for  haiiTn  hour. 

2  And  I  saw  seven  Angels  stand¬ 
ing  in  the  presence  of  God:  and 
there  were  given  to  them  seven 
trumpets. 

3  And  another  Angel  name,  and 
stood  before  the  altar,  having  a 
golden  censer:  and  there  was  given 
to  him  much  incense,  that  he  should 
offer  of  the  prayers  of  nil  saints 
upon  the  golden  altar,  which  is  Le- 
fore  the  throne  of  God. 

4  And  the  smoke  of  the  incense 
of  the  prayers  of  the  saint*  ascend¬ 
ed  up  before  God,  from  the  hand  of 
the  Angel, 

5  And  the  Angel  took  the  cense*- 


and  filled  it  with  the  fire  of  the  ai- 
tsr,  and  cast  it  on  the  earth,  and 
there  were  thunders  and  voices  and 
lightnings,  and  a  great  earthquake. 

6  And  the  seven  Angels  who  had 
the  seven  trumpets,  prepared  them¬ 
selves  to  sound  the  trumpet. 

7  And  the  first  Angel  sounded  the 
trumpet,  and  there  followed  hail 
and  fire,  mingled  with  blood,  and  it 
was  cast  on  the  earth,  and  the  third 
part  of  the  earth  was  burnt  up,  and 
the  third  part  of  the  trees  was 
burnt  up,  and  all  green  gras9  was 
burnt  up. 

8  And  the  second  Angel  sounded 
the  trumpet :  and  as  it  were  a  great 
mountain,  burning  with  fire,  was 
cast  into  the  sea,  and  the  third  part 
of  the  sea  became  blood. 

9  And  the  third  part  of  those 
creatures  died,  which  had  life  in  the 
sea,  and  the  third  part  of  the  ships 
was  destroyed. 

10  And  the  third  Angel  sounded 
the  trumpet,  and  a  great  star  fell 
from  heaven,  burning  as  it  were  a 
torch,  and  it  fell  on  the  third  part  of 
the  rivers,  and  upon  the  fountains 
of  waters  : 

11  And  the  name  of  the  star  i9 
called  wormwood.  And  the  third 
part  of  the  waters  became  worm¬ 
wood  :  and  many  men  died  of  the 
waters,  because  they  were  made 
bitter. 

12  And  the  fourth  Angel  sounded 
the  trumpet,  and  the  third  part  ol 
the  sun  was  smitten,  and  the  third 
part  of  the  moon,  and  the  third  part 
of  the  stars,  so  that  the  third  part  di' 
them  Was  darkened,  abd  the  day  did 
not  shine  for  a  third  part  of  U,  and 
the  night  in  like  manner. 

IS  And  I  beheld,  and  heard  thte 
voice  of  one  eagle  flying  through 
the  midst  of  heaven,  saying  with  a 
loud  voice:  Wo,  wo,  wo  to  the  in¬ 
habitants  of  the  earth  :  by  reason  of 
the  rest  of  the  voices  of  the  three 
Angels  who  are  yet  to  sound  the 
IrumpeL 
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CHAP  IX. 

Locusts  come forth  from  the  bottomless  pit 
ND  the  fifth  Angel  sounded  the 
trumpet,  mid  I  saw  a  star  fail 
from  heaven  upon  the  earth,  and 
there  was  given  to  him  the  key  of 
the  bottomless  pit, 

2  And  he  opened  the  bottomless 
pit :  and  the  smoke  of  the  pit  arose, 
as  the  smoke  of  a  great  furnace: 
and  the  sun  and  the  air  were  dark¬ 
ened  with  the  smoke  of  the  pit. 

3  And  from  the  smoke  of  the  pit 
there  came  out  locusts  upon  the 
earth.  And  power  was  given  to 
them,  as  the  scorpions  of  the  earth 
h^ve  power  : 

4  And  it  was  commanded  them 
that  they  should  not  hurt  the  grass 
t>i*  the  earth,  nor  any  green  thing, 
nor  any  tree  :  but  only  the  men  who 
have  not  the  6ign  of  God  on  their 
foreheads- 

5  And  it  was  given  unto  them 
that  they  should  not  kill  them  ;  but 
that  they  should  torment  them  five 
months:  and  their  torment  was  as 
the  torment  of  a  scorpion  when  he 
striketh  a  man. 

6  And  in  those  days  men  shall 
&eek  death,  and  shall  not  find  it: 
and  they  shall  desire  to  die,  and 
death  shall  fly  from  them. 

7  And  the  shapes  of  the  locusts 
were  like  unto  horses  prepared  unto 
battle:  and  on  their  heads  were  as 
it  were  crowns  like  gold  :  aud  their 
faces  were  as  the  faces  of  men. 

8  And  they  had  hair  as  the  hair 
of  women :  and  their  teeth  were 
aB  lions. 

9  And  they  had  breast-plates 
as  breast-plates  of  iron,  and  the 
noise  of  their  wings  was  as  the  noise 
of  chariots  of  many  horses  running 
to  battle. 

10  And  they  had  tails  like  to 
scorpions,  and  there  were  stings  in 
their  tails  :  and  their  power  was  to 
hurt  men  five  months.  And  they 
had  over  them 

11  A  king,  the  angel  of  C  e  bot¬ 


tomless  pit:  whose  name  in  He* 
brew  is  Abaddon,  and  in  Greek 
Apollyon  :  in  Latin  Exterminans 
( (hat  is  Destroyer,  j 

12  One  wo  is  past,  and  behold 
there  come  yet  two  woes  more 
hereafter. 

13  And  the  sixth  Angel  sounded 
the  trumpet:  and  I  heard  a  voice 
from  the  four  horns  of  the  golden  al¬ 
tar,  which  is  before  the  eyes  of  God, 

1 4  Saying  to  the  sixth  Angel, 
who  had  the  trumpet  :  Loose  the 
four  angels,  who  are  bound  in  the 
great  river  Euphrates. 

15  And  the  four  angels  were  long¬ 
ed,  who  were  prepared  for  an  hour, 
and  a  day,  and  a  month  and  a  year, 
for  to  kill  the  third  part  of  men. 

16  And  the  number  of  the  army 
of  horsemen  was  twenty  thousand 
times  ten  thousand.  And  I  heard 
the  number  of  them. 

17  And  thus  I  saw  the  horses  in 
the  vision  :  and  they,  that  sat  on 
them,  had  breast-plates  of  fire  and 
of  hyacinth  and  of  brimstone,  and 
the  heads  of  the  horses  were  as  the 
heads  of  lions :  and  from  their 
mouths  proceeded  fire,  and  smoke, 
and  brimstone. 

18  And  by  these  three  plagues 
was  slain  the  third  part  of  men,  by 
the  fire  and  by  the  smoke,  aud  by 
the  brimstone,  which  issued  out  of 
their  mouths. 

19  For  the  power  of  the  horse* 
is  in  their  mouths,  and  in  their  tails. 
For,  their  tails  are  like  to  serpents, 
and  have  heads  :  and  with  them 
they  hurt. 

20  And  the  rest  of  the  men,  who 
were  not  slain  by  these  plagues,  did 
not  do  penance  from  the  works  of 
their  hands,  that  they  should  not  a- 
dore  devils  and  idols  of  gold  aud 
silver  and  brass  aud  stone  and  wood, 
which  neither  can  see,  nor  hear, 
nor  walk. 

21  Neither  did  they  penance 
from  their  murders,  nor  from  tneir 
sorceries,  nor  from  their  fornicatiou* 
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nor  from  llieir  thefts. 

CHAP.  X. 

The  cry  of  a  mighty  angel. 

ND  I  saw  another  mighty  an¬ 
gel  come  down  from  heaven, 
clothed  with  a  cloud,  and  a  rainbow 
was  on  his  head,  and  his  face  was  as 
the  sun,  and  his  feet  as  pillars  of  fire. 

2  And  he  had  in  his  hand  a  little 
book  open :  and  he  set  his  right  foot 
upon  the  sea,  and  his  left  foot  upon 
the  earth. 

3  And  he  cried  with  a  loud  voice 
as  when  a  lion  roareth.  And  when 
he  had  cried,  seven  thunders  utter¬ 
ed  their  voices. 

4  And  when  the  seven  thunders 
had  uttered  their  voices,  1  was 
about  to  write  :  and  I  heard  a  voice 
from  heaven  saying  to  me :  Seal  up 
the  things  which  the  seven  thunders 
have  spoken  ;  and  write  them  not. 

3  And  the  angel  \vhom  I  saw 
standing  upon  the  sea,  and  upon  the 
earth,  lifted  up  his  hand  to  heaven, 

6  And  he  swore  by  him  that  li- 
veth  for  ever  and  ever,  who  created 
heaven,  and  the  things  which  are 
therein  ;  and  the  earth,  and  the 
things  which  are  in  it  ;  and  the  6ea, 
and  the  things  which  are  therein: 
That,  time  shall  be  no  longer  : 

7  But  in  the  days  of  the  voice  of 
the  seventh  angel,  when  he  shall  be¬ 
gin  to  sound  the  trumpet,  the  mys¬ 
tery  of  God  shall  be  finished,  as  he 
hath  declared  by  his  servants  the 
prophets. 

8  And  I  heard  a  voice  from  hea¬ 
ven  again  speaking  to  me,  and  say¬ 
ing  :  Go,  and  take  the  book,  that  is 
open,  from  the  hand  of  the  angel 
who  standeth  upon  the  sea  and  up¬ 
on  the  earth. 

9  And  I  went  to  the  angel,  say- 
mg  unto  him,  that  he  should  give 
me  the  book.  And  he  said  to  me: 
Take  the  book,  and  eat  it  up  :  and 
it  shall  make  thy  belly  bitter,  but  in 
thy  mouth  it  shall  be  sweet  ashoney. 

10  And  I,  took  the  book  from  the 
baud  of  the  angel  and  eat  it  up : 


and  it  was  in  my  mouth,  sweet  as 
honey  :  and  when  I  had  eaten  it,  my 
belly  was  bitter. 

II  And  he  said  to  me:  Thou 
must  prophesy  again  to  many  na¬ 
tions,  and  people,  and  tongues,  and 
kings. 

CHAP.  xr. 

lie  is  ordered  to  measure  the  temple 
ND  there  was  given  me  a  reed 
like  unto  a  rod  :  and  it  was 
said  to  me:  Arise,  and  measure  the 
temple  of  God,  and  the  altar,  and 
them  that  adore  therein. 

2  But  the  court,  which  i3  without 
the  temple,  cast  out,  and  measure 
it  not :  because  it  is  given  unto  the 
gentiles,  and  the  holy  city  they 
shall  tread  under  foot  two-and- 
forty  months : 

3  And  I  will  give  unto  my  two 
witnesses,  and  they  shall  prophesy 
a  thousand  two  hundred  sixty-days, 
clothed  in  sack-cloth. 

4  These  are  the  two  olive-trees, 
and  the  two  candlesticks  that  stand 
before  the  Lord  of  the  earth. 

8  And  if  any  man  will  hurt  them, 
fire  shall  come  out  of  their  mouths, 
and  shall  devour  their  enemies.  And 
if  any  man  will  hurt  them,  in  this 
manner  must  he  be  slain. 

(i  These  have  power  to  shut  hea¬ 
ven,  that  it  rain  not  in  the  days  of 
their  prophecy  :  and  they  have  pow¬ 
er  over  waters  to  turn  them  into 
blood,  and  to  strike  the  earth  with 
all  plagues  as  often  as  they  will. 

7  And  when  they  shall  have  fi 
nished  their  testimony,  the  beast, 
that  ascendeth  out  of  the  abyss,  shall 
make  war  against  them,  and  shall 
overcome  them,  ami  kill  them. 

8  And  their  bodies  shall  lie  in  the 
streets  of  the  great  city,  which  is 
called  spiritually  Scdom  and  Egypt, 
where  their  Lord  also  was  crucified. 

9  And  they  of  the  tribes,  and 
peoples,  and  tongues,  and  nations, 
shall  see  their  bodies  for  three  days 
and  a  half:  and  they  shall  not  suffer 
their  bodies  to  be  laid  in  sepulchres* 
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16  And  they  that  dwell  upon  the 
earth  shall  rejoice  over  them,  and 
make  merry :  and  shall  send  gifts 
one  to  another,  because  these  two 
prophets  tormented  them  that  dwelt 
upon  the  earth. 

11  And  after  three  days  and  a 
half,  the  spirit  of  life  from  God  en¬ 
tered  into  them.  And  they  stood 
upon  their  feet,  and  great  fear  fell 
upon  them  that  saw. them. 

12  And  they  heard  a  great  voice 
from  heaven,  sayingto  them  :  Come 
up  hither.  And  they  went  up  to 
heaven  in  a  cloud;  and  their  ene¬ 
mies  saw  them. 

13  And  at  that  hour  there  "vas 
made  a  great  earthquake,  and  the 
tenth  part  of  the  city  fell :  and  there 
were  slain  in  the  earthquake  names 
of  men  seven  thousand :  and  the 
rest  were  cast  into  a  fear,  and  gave 
glory  to  the  God  of  heaven. 

14-  The  second  wo  is  past :  and 
behold  the  third  wo  will  come 
quickly. 

15  And  the  seventh  angel  sounded 
the  trumpet :  and  there  were  great 
voices  in  heaven  saying:  The  king¬ 
dom  of  this  world  is  become  our 
Lord's  and  his  Christ's,  and  he  shall 
reign  for  ever  and  ever  :  Amen. 

16  And  the  four-and-twenty  an- 
tients,  who  sit  on  their  seats  in  the 
sight  of  God,  fell  on  their  faces  and 
adored  God,  saying  : 

17  We  give  thee  thanks,  0  Lord 
God  Almighty,  who  art,  and  who 
wast,  and  who  art  to  come:  be¬ 
cause  thou  hast  taken  to  thee  thy 
great  power,  and  thou  hast  reigned. 

18  And  the  nations  were  angry, 
and  thy  wrath  is  come,  and  the  time 
of  the  dead,  that  they  should  be 
judged,  and  that  thou  shouldest  ren¬ 
der  reward  to  thy  servants  the  pro¬ 
phets  and  the  saints,  and  to  them 
that  fear  thy  name,  little  and  great, 
and  shouldest  destroy  them  who 
have  corrupted  the  earth. 

19  And  the  temple  of  God  was 
opened  in  heaven'  and  the  ark  of  his 


testament  was  seen  in  his  temple. and 
there  were  lightnings,  and  voices, 
and  ah  earthquake,  and  great  hail. 

CHAP.  XII. 

The  vision  of  the  woman  clothed 
with  the  sun . 

ND  a  great  sign  appeared  in 
heaven  :  A  woman  clothed  with 
the  sun,  and  the  moon  under  her 
feet,  and  on  her  head  a  crown  ol 
twelve  stars : 

2  And  being  with  child,  she  cried 
travailling  in  birth,  and  was  in  pain 
to  be  delivered. 

3  And  there  wa9  seen  another 
sign  in  heaven:  and  behold  a  great 
red  dragon  having  seven  heads,  and 
ten  horns:  and  on  his  head  seven 
diadems, 

4  And  his  tail  drew  the  third 
part  of  the  stars  of  heaven,  and  cast 
them  to  the  earth  :  and  the  dragon 
stood  before  the  woman  who  was 
ready  to  be  delivered;  that,  when 
she  should  be  delivered,  he  might 
devour  her  son. 

5  And  she  brought  forth  a  man- 
child,  who  was  to  rule  all  nations 
with  an  iron  rod  :  and  her  son  was 
taken  up  to  God,  and  to  his  throne, 

6  And  the  woman  fled  into  the 
wilderness  where  she  had  a  place 
prepared  by  God,  that  there  they 
should  feed  her  a  thousand  two 
hundred  sixty  days, 

7  And  there  was  a  great  battle 
in  heaven,  Michael  and  his  angels 
fought  with  the  dragon,  and  the 
dragon  fought  and  his  angels  : 

8  And  they  prevailed  not,  nei¬ 
ther  was  their  place  found  any  more 
in  heaven. 

9  And  that  great  dragon  wat 
cast  out,  that  old  serpent,  who  i; 
called  the  devil  and  satan,  who  fee* 
duceth  the  w'hole  world :  and  he  was 
cast  unto  the  earth,  and  his  atigela 
were  thrown  down  with  him. 

10  Ay  ♦jfi  heard  a  loud  voice  in 
heaven  saying:  Now  is  come  sal¬ 
vation,  and  strength,  and  (he  king* 
dom  of  our  God,  and  the  power  of 
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his  Christ :  lecause  the  accuser  of 
our  brethren  is  cast  forth,  who  ac¬ 
cused  them  before  our  God  day 
and  night. 

11  And  they  overcame  him  by 
the  blood  of  the  Lamb,  and  by  the 
word  of  the  testimony,  and  they 
loved  not  their  lives  unto  death. 

12  Therefore  rejoice,  O  heavens, 
and  you  that  dwell  therein.  Wo  to 
the  earth,  and  to  the  sea,  because 
the  devil  is  come  down  unto  you, 
having  great  wrath,  knowing  that 
he  hath  but  a  short  time. 

13  And  when  the  dragon  saw  that 
he  was  cast  unto  the  earth,  he  per¬ 
secuted  the  woman,  who  brought 
forth  the  man-child  : 

14  And  there  were  given  to  the 
woman  two  wings  of  a  great  eagle, 
that  she  might  fly  into  the  desert 
unto  her  place,  where  she  is  nou¬ 
rished  for  a  time  and  times,  and  half 
a  time,  from  the  face  of  the  aerpent. 

15  And  the  serpent  cast  out  of  his 
mouth  after  the  woman,  water  as  it 
were  a  river :  that  he  might  cause 
her  to  be  carried  away  by  the  river. 

1 6And  theearth  helped  the  woman, 
And  the  earth  opened  her  mouth, 
and  swallowed  up  the  river,  which 
the  dragon  cast  out  of  his  mouth. 

17  And  the  dragon  was  angry 
against  the  woman :  and  went  to 
make  war  with  the  rest  of  her  seed, 
who  keep  the  commandments  of 
God,  and  have  the  testimony  of 
Jesus  Christ. 

18  And  he  stood  upon  the  sand 
of  the  sea. 

CHAP.  XIII. 

Of  the  beast  with  seven  heads. 

ND  I  saw  a  beast  coming  up 
out  of  the  sea,  having  seven 
heads  and  ten  horns,  and  upon  his 
horns  ted  diadems,  and  upon  his 
heads  names  of  blasphemy. 

2  And  the  beast,  which  I  saw, 
was  like  to  a  leopard,  tteP  his  feet 
were  as  the  feet  of  a  be'ar,  and  his 
mouth  as  the  mouth  of  a  lion.  And 
the  dragon  gave  him  his  own 


strength,  and  great  power. 

3  And  I  6aw  one  of  his  heads  as  it 
were  slain  to  death  :  and' his  death’s 
wound  was  healed.  And  all  the. 
earth  was  in  admiration  after  the 
beast. 

4  And  they  adored  the  dragon, 
which  gave  power  to  the  beast: 
and  they  adored  the  beast,  saying; 
Who  is  like  to  the  beast?  and  who 
shall  be  able  to  fight  with  him  ? 

5  And  there  was  given  to  him  a 
mouth  speaking  great  things,  and 
blasphemies  :  and  power  was  given 
to  him  to  do  two  and  forty  months. 

6  And  he  opened  his  mouth  unto 
blasphemies  against  God,  to  blas¬ 
pheme  his  name,  and  his  tabernacle, 
and  them  that  dwell  in  heaven. 

7  And  it  was  given  unto  him  to 
make  war  with  the  saints,  and  to 
overcome  them.  And  power  was 
given  him  over  every  tribe,  and 
people,  and  tongue,  and  nation. 

8  And  all  that  dwell  upon  the 
earth,  adored  him,  whose  names  are 
not  written  in  the  book  of  hie  of  the 
Lamb,  which  was  slain  from  the 
beginning  of  the  world. 

9  If  any  man  have  an  ear,  let 
him  hear. 

10  He  that  .shall  lead  into  cap* 
tivity,  shall  go  into  captivity :  he 
that  shall  kill  by  the  sword,  must 
be  killed  by  the  sword.  Here  is  the 
patience  and  the  faith  ol  the  saints. 

11  And  1  saw  another  beast 
coming  up  out  of  the  earth,  and  he 
had  two  horns,  like  a  lamb,  and  he 
spoke  as  a  dragon. 

12  And  he  executed  all  the  power 
of  the -former  beast  in  his  sight : 
and  he  caused  the  earth,  and  them 
that  dwell  therein,  to  adore  the  first 
beast,  whose  wound  to  death  was 
healed. 

13  And  he  did  great  signs,  so  that 

he  made  also  fire  to  come  down 
ftom  heaven  unto  the  earth  in  the 
sight  of  men.  * 

14  And  he  seduced  them  that 
dwell  on  the  earth,  for  the  iigns, 
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*hich  were  given  him  to  do  in  the 
sight  of  the  beast,  saying  to  them 
that  dwell  on  the  earth,  that  they 
should  make  the  image  of  the  beast, 
which  had  the  wound  by  the  sword, 
and  lived. 

15  And  it  was  given  him  to  give 
life  to  the  image  of  the  beast,  and 
that  the  image  of  the  beast  should 
*peak  :  and  should  cause,  that  who¬ 
soever  will  not  adore  the  image  of 
the  beast,  should  be  slain. 

16  And  he  shall  make  all,  both 
little  and  great,  rich  and  poor,  free¬ 
men  2nd  bondmen,  to  have  a  cha¬ 
racter  in  their  right  hand,  or  on 
their  foreheads. 

17  And  that  no  man  might  buy 
or  sell,  but  he  that  hath  the  char  ac¬ 
tor,  or  tire  name  of  the  beasts  or 
the  number  of  bis  name. 

1R  Here  is  wisdom.  He  that 
hath  understanding,  let  him  ccunt 
the  number  of  the  beast.  For  it  is 
the  number  of  a  man  :  and  the 
number  of  him  is  sis  hundred  sixty- 
612. 

CHAP.  XIV. 

Of  the  I,avib  and  of  die  virgins  that 

follow  him . 

•  - 

ND  I  beheld,  and  Jo  a  Lamb 
stood  upon  mount  Sion,  and 
with  him  an  hundred  forty-four 
thousand  having  his  name,  and  the 
came  of  his  Father  written  on  their 
foreheads. 


whithersoever  he  goeth.  These  were 
purchased  from  among  men,  the 
first-fruits  to  God  and  to  the  Lamb ; 

5  And  in  their  mouth  there  was 
found  no  lie  :  for  they  are  without 
spot  before  the  throne  of  God; 

6  And  I  saw  another  Angel  fly¬ 
ing  through  the  midst  of  heaven, 
having  the  eternal  gospel,  to  preacl 
unto  them  that  sit  upon  the  earth, 
and  over  every  nation,  and  tribe, 
and  tongue,  and  people  : 

7  Saying*  with  a  loud  voice;  Fear 
the  Lord,  and  give  him  honour, 
because  the  hour  of  his  judgment 
is  come  :  and  adore  ye  him,  thaj 
made  heaven  and  earth,  the  sea  and 
the  fountains  of  waters. 

S  And  another  Angel  followed, 
saying  :  That  great  Babylon  is  fal¬ 
len,  is  fallen:  which  n.ade  all  na¬ 
tions  to  drink  of  the  wine  of  the 
wrath  of  her  fornication. 

9  And  the  third  Angel  followed 
them,  saying  with  a  loud  voice;  If 
any  man  shall  adore  the  beast  and 
his  image,  and  receive  his  charac¬ 
ter  in  his  forehead,  or  in  his  hand  , 

10  He  also  shall  drink  of  the 
wine  of  the  wrath  of  God,  which  it 
mingled  with  pure  wine  in  the  cup 
ot  his  wrath,  and  shall  be  torment¬ 
ed  with  fire  and  brimstone  in  the 
sight  of  the  holy  Angels  and  in  thr 
sight  of  the  Lamb. 

11  And  the  smoke  of  their  tor- 


2  And  I  heard  a  voice  from  hea-  merits  shall  ascend  up  for  ever  and 

ven,  as  the  noise  of  many  waters,  ever  :  neither  have  they  rest  day

chased  from  the  earth.  sed  are  the  dead  who  die  in  the 

4  These  are  they  who  were  not  Lord.  From  henceforth  now,  saitb 
defiled  with  women  :  for  they  are  the  Spirit,  that  they  may  rest  from 
virgins.  These  follow  the  Lamb  their  labours  :  for  their  works  fol* 
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low  them. 

14  And  I  saw,  and  behold  a 
white  cloud:  and  upon  the  cloud 
one  sitting  like  to  the  Son  of  man, 
having  on  his  head  a  crown  of  gold, 
and  in  his  hand  a  sharp  sickle. 

15  And  another  Angel  came  out 
from  the  temple,  crying  with  a 
loud  voice  to  him  that  sat  upon  the 
cloud:  Thrust  in .  thy  sickle,  and 
reap,  because  the  hour  is  come  to 
reap,  for  the  harvest  of  the  earth 
is  ripe. 

16  And  he  that  sat  on  the  cloud, 
thrust  his  sickle  into  the  earth,  and 
the  earth  was  reaped. 

17  And  another  Angel  came  out 
of  the  temple  which  is  in  heaven, 
he  also  having  a  sharp  sickle. 

18  And  another  Angel  came  out 
from  t^he  altar,'  who  had  power 
over  fire:  and  he  cried  with  a  loud 
voice  to  him  that  had  the  sharp 
sickle,  saying  :  Thrust  in  thy  sharp 
sickle,  and  gather  the  clusters  of 
the  vine-yard  of  the  earth:  because 
the  grapes  thereof  are  ripe. 

19  And  the  Angel  thrust  in  his 
sharp  sickle  into  the  earth,  and 
gathered  the  vine-yard  of  the  earth, 
and  cast  it  into  the  great  press  of 
the  wrath  of  God  : 

20  And  the  press  was  trodden 
without  the  city,  and  blood  came 
out  of  the  press,  up  to  the  horses 
bridles,  for  a  thousand  and  six  hun¬ 
dred  furlongs. 

CHAP.  XV. 

They  that  have  overcome  the  beast 
glorify  God. 

ND  I  saw  another  sign  in  hea¬ 
ven  great  and  wonderful :  seven 
Angels havingthe  seven  last  plagues. 
For  in  them  is  filled  up  the  wrath 
of  God. 

2  And  I  saw  as  it  were  a  sea  of 
glass  mingled  with  fire,  and  them 
that  had  overcome  the  beast  and 
his  image  and  the  number  of  his 
oame,  standing  on  the  sea  of  glass, 
having  the  harps  of  God: 

3  And  tinging  the  contlcje  of 


Moses  the  servant  of  God,  and  the 
canticle  of  the  Lamb,  saying: 
Great  and  wonderful  are  thy  works, 
O  Lord  God  Almighty :  just  and 
true  are  thy  ways,  0  King  of  ages. 

4  Who  shall  not  fear  thee,  O  Lord, 
and  magnify  thy  name?  For  thou 
only  art  holy  :  for  all  nations  shall 
come,  and  shall  adore  in  thy  sight, 
because  thy  judgments  are  manifest. 

6  And  after  these  things  I  looked, 
and  behold  the  temple  of  the  taber¬ 
nacle  of  the  testimony  in  heaven 
was  opened  : 

6  And  the  Beven  Angels  came 
out  of  the  temple  having  the  seven 
plagues,  clothed  with  clean  and 
white  linen,  and  girt  about  the 
breasts  with  golden  girdles. 

7  And  One  of  the  four  living 
creatures,  gave  to  the  seven  Angels 
seven  golden  vials,  full  of  the  wrath 
of  God  who  liveth  for  ever  and 
ever. 

8  And  the  temple  w«s  filled  with 
smoke  from  the  majesty  of  God, 
and  from  his  power :  and  no  man 
was  able  to  enter  into  the  temple, 
till  the  6even  plagues  of  the  seven 
Angels  were  fulfilled. 

CHAP.  XVI. 

The  seven  vials  are  poured  out. 

%  ND  I  heard  a  great  voice  out  or 
the  temple  saying  to  the  seven 
Angels:  Go,  and  pour  out  the  seven 
vials  of  the  wrath  of  God  upon 
the  earth. 

2  And  the  first  went,  and  poured 
out  his  vial  upon  the  eartn,  and 
there  fell  a  sore  and  grievous  wound 
upon  men,  who  had  the  character 
of  the  beast:  and  upon  them  that 
adored  the  image  thereof. 

3  And  the  second  Angel  pourec 
out  his  vial  upon  the  sea,  and  there 
came  blood  as  it  were  of  a  dead 
man  :  and  every  living  soul  died 
in  the  sea. 

4  And  the  third  poured  out  his 
vialupontheriversand  the  fountains 
of  waters:  and  there  was  made  blood 

t  And  I  beard  the  Angel  of  th« 
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waters,  saying:  Thou  art  just,  O 
Lord,  who  art,  and  who  wast,  the 
holy  one,  because  thou  hast  judg¬ 
ed  these  things : 

6  For  they  have  shed  ihe  blood 
of  saints  and  prophets,  and  thou  hast 
given  them  blood  to  drink  \  for 
thev  are  worthy. 

7  And  I  heard  another,  from  the 
altar  saying:  Yea,  O  Lord  God 
Almighty,  true  and  just  are  thy 
judgments. 

8  And  the  fourth  angel  poured 
out  his  vial  upon  the  sun,  and  it 
was  given  unto  him  to  afflict  men 
with  heat  and  fire  : 

9  And  men  were  scorched  with 
great  heat,  and  they  blasphemed  the 
name  of  God  who  hath  power  over 
these  plagues,  neither  did  they  pe¬ 
nance  to  give  him  glory. 

10  And  the  fifth  angel  poured  out 
his  vial  upon  the  seat  of  the  beast  : 
and  his  kingdom  became  dark,  arid 
they  gnawed  their  tongues  for  pain  : 

11  And  they  blasphemed  the  God 
of  heaven,  because  of  their  pains 
and  wounds,  and  did  not  penance 
from  their  works. 

12.  And  the  sixth  angel  poured 
out  his  vial  upon  that  great  river 
Euphrates:  and  dried  up  the  water 
thereof,  that  a  way  might  be  pre¬ 
pared  for  the  kings  from  the  rising 
ol  the  sun. 

13  And  I  saw  from  the  mouth  of 
the  dragon,  and  from  the  moutti  of 
the  beast,  and  from  the  mouth  of 
the  false  prophet,  three  unclean  spi¬ 
rits  like  frog's. 

14  For  they  are  the  spirits  of  de¬ 
vils  working  signs,  and  they  go  forth 
unto  the  kings  of  the  whole  eai  th  to 
gather  them  to  battle  against  the 
great  day  of  the  Almighty  God. 

15  Behold,  I  come  as  a  thief. 
Blessed  is  he  that  watchetli,  and 
keepeth  his  garments,  lest  lie  walk 
naked,  and  they  see  h is  shame. 

16  And  he  shall  gather  them  to¬ 
gether  into  a  place,  which  in  He¬ 
brew  is  called  Armagedon. 


1 7  And  the  seventh  angel  poured 
out  his  vial  upon  the  air,  and  there 
came  a  great  voice  out  of  the  temple 
from  the  throne,  saying  *  It  is  done. 

18  And  there  were  lightnings, 
and  voices,  and  thunders,  and  there 
was  a  great  earthquake,  such  an  one 
as  never  had  been  since  men  were 
upon  the  earth,  such  an  earthquake, 
so  great. 

19  And  the  great  city  was  divi¬ 
ded  into  three  parts  :  and  the  cities 
of  the  gentiles  fell.  And  great  Baby¬ 
lon  came  in  remembrance  before 
God,  to  give  her  the  cup  of  the  wine 
of  the  indignation  of  his  wrath 

20  And  every  island  fled  away, 
and  the  mountains  were  not  found. 

21  And  great  hail  like  a  talent 
came  down  from  heaven  upon  men: 
and  men  blasphemed  God  for  the 
plague  of  the  hail  ;  because  it  was 
exceeding  great. 

CHAP.  xvir. 

The  description  of  the  great  harlot . 
N  D  there  came  one  of  the  seven 
Angels  who  had  the  seven  vials, 
and  spoke  with  me,  saying  :  Come, 
I  will  shew  thee  the  condemnation 
of  the  great  harlot,  who  sittetli  up¬ 
on  many  waters, 

2  With  whom  the  kings  of  the 
earth  have  committed  fornication  : 
and  they  who  inhabit  the  earth, 
have  been  made  drunk  with  the 
wine  of  her  whoredom. 

3  And  he  took  me  away  in  spirit 
into  the  desart.  And  I  saw  a  woman 
sittinguponascarlet  coloured  beast, 
full  of  names  of  blasphemy,  having 
seven  heads  and  ten  horns. 

4  And  the  woman  was  clothed 
round  about  with  purple  and  scar¬ 
let,  and  gilt  with  gold,  and  preci¬ 
ous  stones  and  pearls,  having  a  gol¬ 
den  cup  in  her  hand,  full  of  the  a- 
bomination  and  filthiness-  of  her 
fornication. 

5  And  on  her  forehead  a  name  war 
written :  A  mystery  :  Babylon  the 
great,  the  mother  of  the  fornioalions 
and  the  abominations  of  the  earth. 
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6  And  I  saw  the  woman  drunk 
■with  the  blood  of  the  saints  and 
with  the  blood  of  the  martyrs  of  Je¬ 
sus.  And  I  wondered,  when  l  had 
seen  her,  with  great  admiration. 

7  And  the  angel  said  to  me:  Why 
dost  thou  wonder  ?  I  will  tell  thee 
the  mystery  of  the  woman,  and  of 
the  beast  which  carrieth  her,  which 
hath  the  seven  heads  and  ten  horns. 

8  The  beast,  which  fhou  sawest, 
was  and  is  not,  and  shall  come  up 
out  of  the  bottomless  pit,  and  go 
into  destruction :  and  the  inhabi¬ 
tants  on  the  earth  (whose  names 
are  not  wiitten  in  the  book  of  life 
from  the  foundation  of  the  world) 
shall  wonder,  seeing  the  beast  that 
was  and  is  not. 

S  And  here  is  the  understanding, 
that  hath  wisdom.  The  seven  heads, 
are  seven  mountains,  upon  which 
the  woman  iitteth,  and  they  are 
seven  kings: 

10  Five  are  fallen,  one  is,  and 
the  other  is  not  yet  come :  arid 
when  he  is  come,  he  must  remain 
a  short  time. 

1 1  And  the  beast  which  was,  and 
is  not :  the  same  also  is  the  eighth, 
und  '13  of  the  seven,  and  goelh  into 
destruction. 

IQ  And  the  ten  horns  which  thou 
flawest,  are  ten  kings,  who  have 
not  yet  received  kingdom,  but  shall 
receive  power  as  kings  one  hour 
after  the  beast. 

13  These  have  one  design :  and 
their  strength  and  power  they  shall 
deliver  to  the  beast. 

14  These  shall  fight  with  the 
Lamb,  and  the  Lamb  shall  over¬ 
come  them,  because  he  is  Lord  of 
lords,  and  King  of  kings,  and  they 
that  are  with  him  are  called,  and 
elect,  and  faithful. 

15  And  he  said  to  me:  The  wa¬ 
ters  which  thou  sawest,  where  the 
harlot  sitteth,  are  peoples,  and  na¬ 
tions,  and  tongues. 

16  And  the  ten  horns,  which 
thou  sawest  in  the  beast :  these 


shall  hate  the  harlot,  and  shall  m.dre 
her  desolate  and  naked,  and  sha'i 
eat  her  flesh,  and  shall  burn  her 
with  fire. 

17  For  God  hath  given  into 
their  hearts,  to  do  that  which  plea- 
seth  him:  that  they  give  their  king¬ 
dom  to  the  beast  till  the  words  of 
God  be  fulfilled. 

18  And  the  woman  which  thou 
sawest,  is  the  great  city  which  hath 
kingdom  over  the  kings  of  the  earth. 

CHAP.  XVIII. 

T hi  fall  of  Babylon. 

ND  after  these  things  I  saw  a- 
nother  angel  come  down  from 
heaven,  having  great  power  :  and 
the  earth  was  enlightened  with  his 
glory. 

2  And  he  cried  out  with  a  strong 
voice,  saying  :  Babylon  the  great  is 
fallen,  is  fallen:  and  is  become  the 
habitation  of  devils,  and  the  hold  of 
every  unclean  spirit,  and  the  hold  of 
every  unclean  and  hateful  bird. 

3  Because  all  nations  huve  drunk 
of  the  wine  of  the  wrath  of  her  for¬ 
nication  :  and  the  kings  of  the  earth 
have  committed  fornication  with 
her  :  and  the  merchants  of  the  earth 
have  been  made  rich  by  the  power 
of  her  delicacies. 

4  And  I  heard  another  voice  from 
heaven,  saying:  Go  out  from  her, 
my  people:  that  you  be  not  parta¬ 
kers  of  her  sins,  and  that  you  re¬ 
ceive  not  ol  her  plagues. 

5  For  ber  sins  have  readied  unto 
heaven,  and  the  Lord  hath  remem¬ 
bered  her  iniquities. 

6  Render  to  her  as  she  also  hath 
rendered  to  you  :  and  double  unto 
her  double  according  to  her  works: 
in  the  cup,  wherein  she  hath  ming¬ 
led,  mingle  ye  double  unto  her. 

7  As  much  as  she  hath  glorified 
herself,  and  lived  in  delicacies,  60 
much  torment  and  sorrow  give  ye 
to  her;  because  she  faith  in  her 
heart ;  1  sit  a  queen,  and  am  no 
widow,  and  sorrow  1  shall  not  see. 

8  Therefore  shall  her  plagues 
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icmc  in  one  day,  death,  and  mourn¬ 
ing,  and  famine,  and  she  shall  be 
burnt  w'nh  the  fire;  because  God 
is  strong  who  shall  judge  her. 

9  And  the  kings  of  the  earth, 
who  have  committed  fornication, 
and  lived  in  delicacies  with  her, 
shall  weep,  and  bewail  themselves 
over  her,  when  they  shall  see  the 
smoke  of  her  burning  ; 

10  Standing  afar  off  for  fear  of 
her  torments,  saying  :  Alas  !  alas  ! 
that  great  city  Babylon,  that  mighi- 
ty  city  :  for  in  one  hour  is  thy 
judgment  come. 

11  And  the  merchants  of  the 
earth  shall  weep,  and  mourn  over 
her :  for  no  man  shall  buy  their 
merchandise  any  more. 

12  Merchandise  of  gold  and  sil¬ 
ver  and  precious  stones :  and  of 
pearls  and  fine  linen  and  purple, 
and  silk,  and  scarlet,  and  all 
thyme  wood,  and  all  manner  of  ves¬ 
sels  of  ivory,  and  all  manner  of  ves¬ 
sels  of  precious  stone,  and  of  brass, 
and  of  iron,  and  of  marble. 

13  And  cinnamon,  and  odours, 
and  ointment,  and  frankincense, 
and  wine,  and  oil,  and  fine  flour, 
And  wheat,  and  beasts,  and  sheep, 
nnd  horses,  and  chariots,  and  slaves, 
and  souls  of  men. 

14  And  the  fruits  of  the  desire  of 
thy  soul  are  departed  from  thee, 
Bud  all  fat  and  goodly  things  are 
perished  from  thee,  and  they  shall 
find  them  no  more  at  all. 

15  The  merchants  of  these  tilings, 
who  were  made  rich,  shall  stand 
a-far  off  from  her  for  fear  of  her  tor¬ 
ments,  weeping  and  mourning, 

16  And  saying:  Alas!  alas! 
that  great  city,  which  was  clothed 
with  fine  linen  and  purple,  and 
scarlet,  and  was  gilt  with  gold  and 
precious  stones  and  pearls. 

17  For  in  one  hour  are  so  great 
•iches  come  to  nought :  and  every 
ship-master,  ahd  all  that  sail  into 
the  late,  and  mariners,  and  as 

n  v  as  work  in  the  sea  stood a-fax  off. 


18  Arid  cried,  seeing  the  place  of 
her  burning,  saying:  What  city  is 
like  tc  this  great  city  ? 

IS  Arid  they  cast  dust  upon  the!.'1 
heads,  and  cried,  weeping  anci 
mourning,  saying:  Alas!  alas  I 
that  great  city,  wherein  all  were 
made  rich,  that  had  ships  at  sea, 
by  reason  of  her  prices :  for  in  one 
hour  she  is  made  desolate. 

20  Rejoice  over  her,  thou  heaven, 
and  ye  holy  apostles  and  prophets: 
for  God  hath  judged  your  judg¬ 
ment  on  her. 

21  And  a  mighty  Angel  took  up 
a  stone  as  it  were  a  great  mill¬ 
stone,  and  cast  it  into  the  sea,  say 
ing  :  With  such  violence  as  this 
shall  Babylon  that  great  city  be 
thrown  down,  and  shall  be  found  no 
more  at  all. 

22  And  the  voice  of  harpers,  and 
of  musicians,  and  of  them  that  play 
on  the  pipe  and  on  the  trumpet, 
shall  no  more  be  heard  at  all  it 
thee  :  and  no  craftsman  of  any  art 
whatsoever  shall  be  found  any  more 
at  all  in  thee  :  and  the  sound  of  the 
mil!  shall  be  heard  no  more  at  all 
in  thee  : 

23  And  the  light  of  the  lamp 
shall  shine  no  more  at  all  in  thee  ; 
and  the  voice  of  the  bridegroom  and 
the  bride  shall  be  heard  no  more  at 
all  in  thee :  for  thy  merchants  were 
the  great  men  of  the  earth,  for  all 
nations  have  been  deceived  by  thy 
enchantments. 

24  And  in  her  was  found  the 
blood  of  prophets  and  of  saints, 
and  of  all  that  were  slain  upon  the 
earth. 

CHAP.  XIX. 

Christ’s  victory  over  the  beast. 

FTER  these  things  I  heard  aa 
it  were  the  voice  of  much  peo¬ 
ple  in  heaven  saying :  Alleluia, 
Salvation,  and  glory,  and  power  is 
to  our  God. 

2  For  true  and  just  are  his  judg¬ 
ments,  who  hath  judged  the  great 
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harlot,  which  corrupted  the  earth 
with  her  fornication,  and  hath  re¬ 
venged  the  blood  of  his  servants,  at 
her  hands. 

3  And  again  they  said  :  Alleluia. 
And  her  smoke  aacendeth  for  ever 
and  ever. 

4  And  the  four  and  twenty  anti- 
ents,  and  the  four  living  creatures 
fell  down  and  adored  God  that  sit- 
teth  upon  the  throne,  saying :  A- 
men  :  Alleluia. 

5  And  a  voice  came  out  from  the 
throne,  saying  :  Give  praise  to  our 
God,  all  ye  his  servants ;  and  you 
that  fear  him,  little  and  great. 

6  And  I  heard  as  it  were  the 
voice  of  a  great  multitude,  and  as 
the  voice  of  many  waters,  and  as 
thevoiceof  great  thunders,  saying, 
Alleluia:  for  the  Lord  our  God  the 
almighty  hath  reigned. 

f  Let  us  be  glad  and  rejoice,  and 
give  glory  to  him  ;  for  the  marriage 
of  the  Lamb  is  come,  and  his  wife 
hath  prepared  herself. 

8  And  it  is  granted  to  her  that 
she  should  clothe  herself  with  fine  li¬ 
nen  glittering  and  white.  For  the 
fine  linen  are  the  justifications  of 
saints. 

9  And  he  said  to  me:  Write: 
Blessed  are  they  that.are  called  to 
the  marriage  supper  of  the  Lamb. 
And  he  saith  to  me:  These  words 
of  God  are  true. 

10  And  I  fell  down  before  his 
feet,  to  adore  him.  And  he  saith 
to  me:  See  thou  do  it  not:  I  am 
thy  fellow-servant,  and  of  thy  bre¬ 
thren  who  have  the  testimony  of 
Jesus.  Adore  God.  For  the  tes 
timony  of  Jesus  is  the  spirit  of  pro¬ 
phecy. 

11  And  I  saw  heaven  opened, 
and  behold  a  white  horse:  and  he 
that  sat  upon  him  was  called  faith¬ 
ful  and  true,  ana  with  justice  doth 
he  judge  and  fight. 

12  And  his  eyes  were  as  a  flame 
of  fire,  and  on  his  head  were  many 
diadems,  and  he  had  3  name  writ¬ 


ten,  which  no  man  knoweth  but 

himself. 

13  And  he  was  clothed  with  a 
garment  sprinkled  with  blood:  and 
his  name  is  called,  The  word  op 
God. 

14  And  the  armies  that  are  in 
heaven  followed  him  on  white 
horses,  clothed  in  fine  linen  w  hite 
and  clean. 

15  And  out  of  his  mouth  pro¬ 
ceeded  a  sharp  two-edged  sword: 
that  with  it  he  may  strike  the  na¬ 
tions.  And  he  shall  rule  them  with 
a  rod  of  iron  :  and  he  treadeth  the 
wine-press  of  the  fierceness  of  the 
wrath  of  God  the  almighty. 

16  And  he  hath  on  his  garment 
and  on  his  thigh  written,  Kino  or 
kinos  and  Lord  op  lords. 

17  And  I  saw  an  Angel  standing 
in  the  sun,  and  he  cried  with  a 
loud  voice  saying  to  all  the  birds 
that  did  fly  through  the  midst  of 
heaven  :  Come,  gather  yourselves 
together  to  the  great  supper  of 
God : 

18  That  you  may  eat  the  flesh 
of  kings,  and  the  flesh  of  tribunes, 
and  the  flesh  of  mighty  men,  and 
the  flesh  of  horses,  and  of  them  that 
sit  on  them,  and  the  flesh  of  all 
free-men  and  bond-men,  and  of 
little  and  of  great. 

19  And  I  saw  the  beast  and  the 
kings  of  the  earth,  and  their  armies 
gathered  together  to  make  w  ar  with 
him  that  sat  upon  the  horse,  and 
with  his  army. 

20  And  the  beast  was  taken,  and 
with  him  the  false  prophet,  who 
wrought  signs  before  him,  where¬ 
with  he  seduced  them  w  ho  received 
the  character  of  the  beast,  and  who 
adored  his  image.  These  two  were 
cast  alive  into  the  pool  of  fire  burn¬ 
ing  with  brimstone. 

21  And  the  rest  were  slain  by  the 
sword  of  him  that  sitteth  upon  the 
horse,  which  proceedeth  out  of  his 
mouth :  and  all  the  birds  were  filled 
vfitb  their  flesh 
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CHAP.  XX. 

Satan  is  bound  for  a  thousand  year* 

ND  I  saw  an  Angel  coming 
down  from  heaven,  having  the 
key  of  the  bottomless  pit,  and  a 
great  chain  in  his  hand. 

2  And  he  laid  hold  on  the  dragon, 
the  old  serpent,  which  is  the  devil 
find  satan,  and  bound  him  for  a 
thousand  years. 

3  And  he  cast  him  into  the  bot¬ 
tomless  pit,  and  shut  him  up,  and 
6et  a  seal  upon  him,  that  he  should 
no  more  seduce  the  nations,  till  the 
thousand  years  be  finished.  And 
after  that,  he  must  be  loosed  a  little 
time. 

4  And  I  saw  seats:  and  they  sat 
upon  them:  and  judgment  was 
given  unto  them :  and  the  souls  of 
them  that  were  beheaded  for  the 
testimony  of  Jesus,  and  for  tae 
word  of  God,  and  who  had  not 
adored  the  beast  nor  his  image,  nor 
received  his  character  on  their  fore¬ 
heads,  or  in  their  hands,  and  they 
lived  and  reigned  with  Christ  a 
thousand  years. 

5  The  rest  of  the  dead  lived  not, 
till  the  thousand  years  were  finished. 
This  is  the  first  resurrection. 

6  Blessed  and  holy  is  he  that  hath 
part  in  the  first  resurrection.  In 
these  the  second  death  hath  no 
power;  but  they  shall  be  priests  of 
God  and  of  Christ:  and  shall  reign 
with  him  a  thousand  years. 

7  And  when  the  thousand  years 
shall  be  finished,  satan  shall  be 
loosed  out  of  his  prison,  and  shall 
go  forth  and  seduce  the  nations, 
which  are  over  the  four  quarters  of 
the  earth,  Gog,  and  Magog,  and 
(hall  gather  them  together  to  battle, 
the  number  of  whom  is  as  the  sand 
of  the  sea. 

8  And  they  came  upon  the  breadth 
of  the  earth,  and  encompassed  the 
camp  of  the  saints,  and  the  beloved 
city. 

9  And  there  came  down  fire  from 
God  out  of  heaven  and  devoured 


them  :  and  the  devil,  who  seduced 
them,  was  cast  into  the  pool  of  fire 
and  brimstone,  where  both  the 
beast 

10  And  the  false  prophet  shall  be 
tormented  day  and  night  for  ever 
and  ever. 

1 1  And  I  saw  a  gTeat  white  throne, 
and  one  sitting  upon  it,  from  whose 
face  the  earth  and  heaven  fled  away, 
and  there  was  no  place  found  for 
them. 

12  And  I  saw  the  dead  great, 
and  small,  standing  in  the  presence 
of  the  throne,  and  the  books  were 
opened :  and  another  book  was 
opened,  which  is  the  book  of  life: 
and  the  dead  were  judged  by  those 
things  which  were  written  in  the 
books,  according  to  their  works. 

13  And  the  sea  gave  up  the  dead 
that  were  in  it,  and  death  and  hell 
gave  up  their  dead  that  were  in 
them  ;  and  they  were  judged  every 
one  according  to  their  works. 

14  And  hell  and  death  were  cast 
into  the  pool  of  fire.  This  is  the 
second  death. 

15  And  whosoever  was  not  found 
written  in  the  book  of  life,  was  cast 
into  the  pool  of  fire. 

CHAP.  XXI. 

The  New  Jerusalem  detcribed. 

ND  I  saw  a  new  heaven  and  a 
new  earth,  for  the  first  heaven, 
and  the  first  earth  was  gone,  and 
the  sea  is  now  no  more. 

2  And  1  John  saw  the  holy  city 
the  new  Jerusalem  cotping  down 
out  of  heaven,  from  Gcd,  prepared 
as  a  bride  adorned  for  her  husband. 

3  And  I  heard  a  great  voice  from 
the  throne  saying:  Behold  the  ta¬ 
bernacle  of  God  with  men,  and  he 
will  dwell  with  them.  And  they 
shall  be  his  people :  and  God  him¬ 
self  with  them  shall  be  their  God. 

4  And  God  shall  wipe  away  all 
tears  from  their  eyes  :  and  death 
shall  be  no  more,  nor  mourning 
nor  crying,  nor  sorrow  shall  be  any 
morefor  the  former  things  arepassed 
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away. 

5  And  he  that  sat  on  the  throne, 
said :  Behold.  I  make  all  thines 
new.  And  he  said  to  me:  Write, 
for  these  words  are  most  faithful  and 

true. 

6  And  he  said  to  me ;  It  is  done  ; 
I  am  alpha  and  omega  :  the  begin¬ 
ning  and  the  end.  To  him  that 
thirsteth  I  will  give  of  the  fountain 
of  the  water  of  life,  freely. 

T  He  that  shall  overcome,  shall 
ossess  these  things,  and  I  will  be 
is  God:  and  he  shall  be  my  son. 

8  But  the  fearful»  and  unbeliev¬ 
ing,  and  the  abominable,  and  mur¬ 
derers,  und  whoremongers,  and 
sorcerers,  and  idolaters,  and  all 
liars,  they  shall  have  their  portion 
in  the  pool  burning  with  fire  and 
brimstone,  which  is  the  second 
death. 

9  And  there  came  one  of  the  se¬ 
ven  angels,  who  had  the  vials  full 
of  the  seven  last  plagues,  and  spoke 
with  me,  saying :  Come,  and  1 
will  shew  thee  the  bride,  the  wife  of 
the  Lamb. 

10  And  he  took  me  up  in  spirit 
to  a  great  and  high  mountain  :  and 
he  shewed  me  the  holy  city  Jerusa¬ 
lem  coming  down  out  of  heaven 
from  God, 

11  Having  the  glory  of  God,  and 
the  light  thereof  was  like  to  a  pre¬ 
cious  stone,  as  to  the  jasper-stone, 
even  as  crystal. 

13  And  it  had  a  wall  great  and 
high,  having  twelve  gates,  and  in 
the  gates  twelve  angels,  and  names 
written  thereon,  which  are  the 
names  of  the  twelve  tribes  of  the 
children  of  Israel. 

13  On  the  east,  three  gates:  and 
on  the  north  three  gates:  and  on 
the  south,  three  gates  :  and  on  the 
west,  three  gates 

14  And  the  wall  of  the  city  had 
twelve  foundations,  and  in  them, 
the  twelve  names  of  the  twelve 
apostles  of  the  lamb. 

13  And  be  that  spoke  with  me, 


bad  a  measure  of  a  reed,  of  gold,  to 
measure  the  city  and  the  gaiee 
thereof,  and  the  wall. 

16  And  the  city  lieth  in  a  four- 
square,  and  the  length  thereof  is  as 
great  as  the  breadth:  and  he  mea¬ 
sured  the  city  with  the  golden  reed 
for  twelve  thousand  furlongs,  and 
the  length  and  the  height  and  the 
breadth  thereof  are  equal. 

17  And  he  measured  the  wall 
thereof  an  hundred  forty-fourcubits, 
the  measure  of  a  man  which  is  of  an 
angel. 

18  And  the  building  of  the  wall 
thereof  was  of  jasper-stone  :  but 
the  city  itself  pure  gold,  like  to  clear 
glass. 

19  And  the  foundations  of  the 
wall  of  the  city  were  adorned  with 
all  manner  of  precious  stones.  The 
fir6t  foundation,  was  jasper :  the 
second  sapphire;  the  third,  a  chal¬ 
cedony  :  the  fourth,  an  emerald : 

20  The  fifth,  sardonix  :  the  sixth, 
sardius  :  the  seventh  chrysolite  : 
the  eighth,  beryl :  the  ninth,  a  topaz, 
the  tenth,  a  chrysoprasus  :  the  ele¬ 
venth,  a  jacinct:  the  twelfth,  an 
amethyst. 

SI  And  the  twelve  gates  are 
twelve  pearls,  one  to  each  :  and 
every  several  gate  was  of  one  seve¬ 
ral  pearl.  And  the  street  of  the  ci¬ 
ty  was  pure  gold,  as  it  were  trans¬ 
parent  glass. 

22  And  I  saw  no  temple  therein. 
For  the  Lord  God  Almighty  is  the 
temple  thereof,  and  the  Lamb. 

23  And  the  city  hath  no  need  of 
the  sun,  nor  of  the  moon,  to  shine 
in  it.  For  the  glory  of  God  hath 
enlightened  it,  and  the  Lamb  is  the 
lamp  thereof. 

24  And  the  nations  shall  walk  in 
the  light  of  it :  and  the  kings  of  the 
earth  shall  bring  their  glory  and  ho¬ 
nour  into  it. 

25  And  the  gates  thereof  shall 
j  not  be  shut  by  day :  for  there  shall 
I  be  no  night  there. 

j  23  And  they  shd!  bring  theg lory

it.  i  10  And  he  saith  to  me  :  Seai  not 
the  words  of  the  prophecy  of  this

27  There  shall  not  enter  into  it 
any  thing  defiled,  or  that  worketh 
abomination  or  maketh  a  lie,  hut 
thny  that  are  written  in  the  book  of 
life  of  tiie  Lamb. 

CHAP.  XXII. 

The  r tuter  and  the  tree  of  life. 
ND  he  shewed  me  a  river  of 
water  of  life,  clear  aschrystal. 
proceeding  from  the  throne  of  God 
and  of  the  Lamb. 

2  In  the  midst  of  the  street  there¬ 
of,  and  on  both  sides  of  the  river, 
u/ns  the  tree  of  life,  bearing  twelve 
fruits,  yielding  its  fruits  every 
month,  and  the  leaves  of  the  tree 
were  for  the  healing  of  the  nations. 

3  And  there  shall  be  no  curse 
any  more  but  the  throne  of  God 
and  of  the  Lamb  shall  be  in  it, 
and  his  servants  shall  serve  him, 

4  And  they  shall  see  his  face: 
and  his  name  shall  be  on  their 
foreheads. 

5  And  night  shall  be  no  more  : 
and  they  shall  not  need  the  light  of 
the  lamp,  nor  the  light  of  the  sun, 
because  the  Lord  God  shall  enlighten’ 
them,  and  they  shall  reign  for  ever 
and  ever. 

6  And  he  said  to  me  :  These 
words  are  most  faithful  and  true. 
And  the  Lord  God  of  the  spirits 
of  the  prophets,  sent  his  Angel  to 
shew  his  servants  the  things  which 
must  be  done  shortly. 

7  And  Behold  I  come  quickly. 
Blessed  is  he  that  keepeth  the  words 
of  the  prophecy  of  this  book. 

8  And  I  John  who  have  heard, 
and  seen  these  things.  And  after 
1  had  heard  and  seen,  I  fell  down 
to  adore  before  the  feet  of  the  An¬ 
gel,  who  shewed  me  these  things. 

9  And  he  said  to  me  :  See  thou 
do  it  not :  for  I  am  thy  fellow-ser¬ 
vant,  and  of  thy  brethren  the  pro¬ 
phets,  and  of  them  that  keep  the 
words  of  the  prophecy  of  this  book. 
Adore  God. 


11  He  that  hurteth,  let  him  hurt 
still :  and  he  that  is  filthy,  let  him 
be  filthy  still  :  and  he  that  is  just, 
let  him  bejustified  still :  and  he  thal 
is  holy,  let  him  be  sanctified  still. 

12  Behold,  I  come  quickly,  anti 
my  reward  is  with  me,  to  render  to 
every  man  according  to  his  works. 

13  lam  alpha  and  omega,  the 
first  and  the  last,  the  beginning  and 
the  end. 

14  Blessed  are  thev  that  wash 

* 

their  robes  in  the  blood  of  the  Lamb 
that  they  may  have  a  right  to  the 
tree  of  life,  and  may  enter  in  by 
the  gates  into  the  city. 

13  Without  are  dogi  and  sorcer¬ 
ers,  and  unchaste,  and  murderers, 
and  servers  of  idols,  and  every  one 
that  loveth  and  maketh  a  lie. 

16  I  Jesus  have  sent  my  Angel, 
to  testify  to  you  these  things  in  the 
churches,  I  am  the  root  and  stock 
of  David,  the  bright  and  morning 
star. 

17  And  the  spirit  and  the  bride 
say  :  Come.  And  he  that  heareth, 
let  him  say :  Come.  And  he  that 
thirste'c’n,  let  him  come  :  and  he  that 
will,  let  him  take  the  water  of  life, 
freely. 

18  For  I  testify  to  every  one  that 
heareth  the  words  of  the  prophecy 
of  this  book  :  If  any  man  Bhall  add 
to  these  things,  God  shall  add  unto 
him  the  plagues  written  in  this 
book. 

19  And  if  any  man  shall  take 
away  from  the  words  of  the  book  of 
this  prophecy,  God  shall  take  away 
his  part  out  of  the  book  of  life,  and 
out  of  the  holy  city,  and  from  these 
things  that  are  written  in  this  book. 

20  He  that  giveth  testimony  of 
these  things  saith,  Surely  I  come 
quickly:  Amen.  Come,  Lord  Jesus, 

21  The  grace  of  our  Lord  Jksue 
Christ  be  with  you  all.  Amca, 
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
